Dear  Sir  : — In  obedience  to  the  statute  of  North  Carolina,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  to  Your  Excellency  the  Annual  Report  of  the  In- 
surance Department  for  the  year  ending  April  1,  1901.  As  directed 
in  the  law,  I  have  included  herein  the  acts  of  the  Commissioner  and 
a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insurance  companies  and  other 
corporations  reporting  to  the  Department,  as  shown  by  the  sworn 
statements  of  their  officers,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1900. 

THE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Insurance  Department  was  established  by  the  General  As- 
sembly at  its  session  in  1899,  and  has  been  in  active  operation  since 
the  eighth  day  of  March,  1899,  when  the  present  Commissioner 
qualified  as  provided  by  law  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  the  office.  The  act  forming  this  Department  as  a  separate 
one  in  the  State  Government,  placed  under  its  supervision  all  of  the 
insurance  companies  doing  business  in  the  State,  and  provided  for 
the  manner  of  licensing  domestic  companies  as  well  as  the  admittance 
and  licensing  of  foreign  companies.  The  Commissioner  is  charged 
with  the  execution  of  the  laws  governing  all  kinds  of  insurance  com- 
panies, associations  and  orders,  including  Life,  Fire,  Accident, 
Surety,  Health,  Burglary,  Title  and  Guarantee  Companies  or  Asso- 
ciations. The  Commissioner  is  required  to  issue  all  licenses  to  com- 
panies and  their  agents  and  to  collect  all  licenses,  taxes  and  fees  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  State.

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THE  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  work  of  the  Department  for  the  past  year  has  been  fairly  suc- 
cessful in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  organizing  and 
systematizing  the  work.  This  has  not  been  done  as  successfully  as 
was  desired  because  of  the  many  and  varied  duties  required  of  the 
Commissioner  and  the  lack  of  clerical  force  in  the  Department,  caused 
by  the  small  allowance  (only  $1,000  per  annum)  for  the  employ- 
ment of  clerical  aid.  Much  was  accomplished  and  there  has  been 
a  decided  improvement  in  all  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  such 
an  improvement  as  augurs  well  for  the  future  of  this,  one  of  the 
most  important  departments  of  our  State  Government. 

RECOMMENDATIONS   OF   INSURANCE   COMMISSIONER   TO   THE 

LEGISLATURE  OF  1900. 

As  required  by  law,  I  had  the  honor  on  the  28th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1901,  to  transmit  to  Your  Excellency,  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
General  Assembly  then  in  session  at  Raleigh,  the  following  recom- 
mendations, which  you  promptly  sent  in  to  the  bodies,  accompanied 
by  a  special  message : 

State  of  North  Carolina, 

Insurance  Department, 

Raleigh,  January  28,  1901. 

To  His  Excellency }  Charles  B.  Aycock, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  seven,  chapter  54,  Laws  of  1899,  says :  "It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  from  time  to  time  to  report  to  the 
General  Assembly  any  change  which  in  his  opinion  should  be  made 
laws  relating  to  insurance  and  other  subjects  appertaining  to  this 
his  Department. 

In  obedience  to  this  law,  I  desire  to  submit  to  you,  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly  with  my  last  report,  the  following 
statements  as  to  our  Insurance  Law  and  suggestions  as  to  the  changes, 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner,  should  be  made  in  the 
laws  relating  to  insurance  and  other  subjects  appertaining  to  this 
Department : 
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THE  LAWS  OF  1899. 

The  general  Insurance  Law  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
1899  is  by  far  the  best  and  most  comprehensive  law  that  has  ever 
been  placed  upon  our  statute  books  for  the  supervision  of  insurance 
companies  and  the  collection  of  revenue  from  them.  The  law  has 
worked  nicely,  resulting  in  increased  revenue  to  the  State,  lower  rates 
to  the  assured  and  a  better  feeling  in  this  department  of  business, 
not  only  with  the  citizens  of  the  State,  but  among  the  officers  and 
agents  of  the  companies  doing  business  here.  For  years  many  com- 
panies have  done  business  in  the  State  in  defiance  of  the  law,  with- 
out paying  the  State  any  revenue,  and  very  frequently  without  pay- 
ing their  honest  claims.  The  law  was  especially  drawn  to  stop  the 
operation  in  the  State  of  these  "under-ground"  and  "wild  cat"  in- 
surance companies.  This  has  been  accomplished  to  a  large  extent, 
but  there  are  still  some  companies  doing  business  in  the  State  in  de- 
fiance of  the  law,  and  without  paying  the  State  any  taxes. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  The  law  should  be  amended  in  many  places  to  correct  clerical 
errors,  remove  doubtful  or  uncertain  meanings,  and  to  perfect  the 
machinery  necessary  for  the  Department. 

CLERICAL  HELP. 

2.  The  Department  is  now  allowed  $1,000  for  clerical  help.  This 
amount  should  be  increased  to  $1,500  to  enable  the  Department  to 
employ  a  stenographer.  A  stenographer  is  necessary,  and  has  been 
employed  during  the  past  two  years,  part  of  salary  being  taken  from 
salary  of  clerk  and  the  balance  paid  by  the  Commissioner  person- 
ally. 

UXAUTHOR  J  ZED    COMPANIES. 

3.  Because  of  the  fact  that  unauthorized  companies  are  still 
operating  in  the  State,  the  law  should  be  amended  to  enable  the  De- 
partment more  effectually  to  catch  up  with  and  punish  them.  Every 
company  should  be  required  to  either  obey  our  laws  and  pay  their 
proper  proportion  of  taxes  or  stop  business  in  our  State. 
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BOND  INVESTMENT  COMPANIES. 

4.  That  an  act  be  passed  amending'  the  Insurance  Law  so  as  to 
require  all  Bond,  Investment,  Diamond,  Guarantee,  Registry,  De- 
benture, Title,  Title  Guarantee  and  such  companies  and  associations 
to  be  licensed  by  the  Insurance  Department  before  doing  business  in 
the  State,  and  pay  licenses  and  taxes  therefor. 

FORMATION  OF  LIFE  INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 

5.  The  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  the  manner  of  form- 
ing and  organizing  Life  Insurance  Companies  through  the  Insurance 
Department  as  is  now  provided  for  Fire  Companies.  As  the  law 
now  stands  no  Life  Insurance  Company  can  be  organized  in  the  State 
except  during  a  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

THE   "CRAIG"    LAW. 

6.  That  the  general  Insurance  Law  be  amended  so  as  to  give  the 
Insurance  Commissioner  power  to  revoke  the  licenses  of  all  com- 
panies in  his  Department  who  remove  or  file  applications  to  remove 
cases  from  the  State  Courts  to  the  Federal  Courts,  and  then  to  ex- 
cept insurance  companies  from  the  provisions  of  the  "'Craig"  act. 
The  law  as  above  suggested  has  been  and  is  working  well  and  satis- 
factorily in  many  States,  and  accomplishes  in  them,  so  far  as  in- 
surance companies  are  concerned,  what  is  desired  to  be  accomplished 
by  the  "Craig"  act  here. 

FRATERNAL  ORDERS. 

7.  The  State  law  governing  Fraternal  Orders  should  be  so  amended 
that  they  can  be  held  to  as  strict  account  as  other  Life  Companies 
and  Associations  by  the  Insurance  Department.  Laws  of  this  char- 
acter are  desired  by  the  best  of  the  Orders,  and  are  being  passed  by 
many  of  the  States.  They  are  necessary  in  Xorth  Carolina  to  pre- 
vent our  State  from  becoming  the  "dumping-ground"  of  the  worthless 
and  irresponsible  ones. 

NEW  COMPANIES. 

8.  In  chartering  new  companies  in  the  State  and  otherwise  fram- 
ing our  laws,  no  company,  association,  or  set  of  companies  or  associa- 
tions, should  be  excepted  from  our  general  laws  and  the  supervision 
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of  the  Department,  and  it  is  desirable  that  all  should  pay  at  least  so 
much  taxes  and  licenses  as  will  impress  upon  them  the  fact  that  they 
are  amenable  to  the  law  and  the  Department. 

SUPREME  COURT  REPORTS. 

9.  The  Department  should  be  furnished  with  copies  of  our  Su- 
preme Court  Reports  and  put  upon  the  same  basis  as  other  Depart- 
ments as  to  the  supply  of  these  and  other  books  of  the  State  and  in- 
cidental expenses. 

LICENSES   AND   TAXES. 

10.  The  laws  fixing  the  licenses  and  taxes  should  be  so  amended 
as  to  perfect  the  machinery  of  the  Department  and  collect  of  insur- 
ance companies  doing  business  in  the  State  their  proper  proportion  of 
revenue  necessary  for  the  increased  expenditures  of  the  State. 

ACT   FOR   INVESTIGATION   OF   FIRES. 

11.  That  chapter  5S,  Laws  1899,  be  so  amended  as  to  perfect  its 
machinery  and  to  apply  its  provisions  to  fires  occurring  in  the 
country.  A  strict  construction  would  now  confine  these  investiga- 
tions to  cities  and  towns.  The  tax  collected  is  ample  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

GENERAL   REMARKS. 

I  have  not  entered  into  any  details  as  to  how  these  suggestions,  if 
approved  by  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  embodied  in  our  law. 
The  distinguished  members  of  that  body  can  perform  this  duty  bet- 
ter than  I  can,  but  the  Commissioner  stands  ready  to  furnish  such 
aid  and  information  as  may  be  desired  at  any  time  of  his  Depart- 
ment upon  these  or  any  other  subjects  appertaining  thereto.  Wise  and 
conservative  legislation,  such  as  I  am  confident  will  be  enacted  by  our 
present  General  Assembly,  will  do  much  to  build  up  our  home  in- 
stitutions ;  encourage  foreign  companies  operating  in  our  State, 
satisfy  the  insuring  public  by  bringing  about  a  feeling  of  safety 
and  reduction  of  rates,  while  the  State  can  exercise  a  better  super- 
vision and  collect  more  revenue.

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NEW   LAWS. 

The  General  Assembly  promptly  enacted  legislation  carrying  out 
all  of  the  suggestions  made  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Commis- 
sioner except  the  increase  of  the  amount  allowed  for  clerical  help  and 
the  provision  for  the  formation  of  life  companies.  Because  of  the 
failure  to  make  any  provision  for  the  formation  and  organization  of 
life  insurance  companies,  associations  and  orders,  these  can  only  be 
formed  and  chartered  by  the  Legislature,  when  they  meet  once  in 
two  years.  The  increase  of  the  allowance  for  clerical  help  must 
eventually  be  allowed,  unless  it  is  desired  to  impair  the  usefulness 
of  the  Department.  A  clerk  who  is  a  first-class  book-keeper  and 
accountant  cannot  be  hired  out  of  this  fund  and  then  have  enough 
left  to  hire  a  first-class  stenographer.  The  Commissioner,  with  all 
the  time  that  he  can  devote  to  the  clerical  work  himself,  cannot  have 
the  work  of  the  Department  promptly  and  effectively  done  with  less 
than  two  good  assistants. 

The  Legislature  also  passed  laws  requiring  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner to  examine  all  insurance  policies  on  State  property  and 
to  approve  of  them  and  the  bills  for  same  before  any  officer  can  pay 
them. 

The  Legislature  also  amended  the  general  Insurance  Law  so  that 
all  Bond,  Investment,  Debenture,  Diamond  and  all  similar  companies 
are  now  placed  under  the  supervision  of  this  Department,  and  they 
and  each  of  their  agents  are  required  to  be  licensed  in  the  same 
way  as  other  companies  under  the  Department. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  FIRES. 

ft 

The  law  for  the  investigation  of  all  fires  occurring  within  the  State 
(chapter  58,  Laws  1899,  as  amended  by  chapter  387,  Laws  1901)  is 
among  the  wisest  provisions  of  our  Insurance  Law,  and  has  already 
shown  its  value  in  the  decrease  of  incendiary  fires  in  the  State  and  the 
consequent  reduction  of  fire  premiums.  The  act  requires  that  every 
fire  occurring  in  an  incorporated  city  or  town  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  by  the  Chief  of  the  Lire  Department  or 
Chief  of  Police,  and  that  all  fires  occurring  outside  of  an  incorporated 
city  or  town  shall  be  so  reported  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  county.     The 
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Insurance  Commissioner  is  required,  with  these  officers,  to  investi- 
gate fully  the  origin  and  circumstances  of  all  fires,  and  where  the 
circumstances  are  suspicious  to  hold  a  special  examination,  and  where 
the  evidence  is  sufficient,  cause  the  arrest  of  any  person  charged  with 
arson  and  prosecute  the  same. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  the  examination  of  all  premises  and  the 
removal  therefrom  of  all  combustible  material  or  inflammable  con- 
ditions, and  a  penalty  is  provided  against  all  officers  neglecting  or  re- 
fusing to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  law. 

The  costs  of  these  investigations  are  provided  for  by  a  tax  upon  the 
gross  receipts  of  all  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in  the 
State.  The  companies  express  themselves  as  pleased  with  this  law 
and  its  enforcement.  The  Commissioner  has  received  on  this  fund 
during  the  past  year  $1,284.43  and  paid  out  $297.62,  as  appears  of 
record  on  the  books  of  the  Department. 

STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

The  statistical  tables  accompanying  this  report  (pages  I  to  LII) 
have  been  prepared  with  considerable  care  and  are  worthy  of  special 
examination.  The  information  contained  in  them  is  valuable  to  citi- 
zens of  this  State,  as  well  as  to  insurance  men.  They  show  what 
each  company,  as  well  as  class  of  companies,  has  done  during  the  pre- 
ceding vear. 

DETAILED  STATEMENT  BY  COMPANIES. 

The  companies  under  this  Department  are  required  to  file  with 
the  Department  detailed  statements  of  their  business,  assets  and  con- 
dition. These  statements  are  given  with  this  report,  and  upon  ex- 
amination will  show  in  detail  the  character  of  the  business  and  in- 
vestments of  each  company,  as  well  as  their  general  financial  condi- 
tion. 

FINANCIAL. 

Under  the  law  the  Insurance  Commissioner  is  required  to  collect 
from  insurance  and  other  companies,  associations  and  orders,  under 
his  Department  all  licenses,  fees  and  taxes  imposed  upon  them  in  this 
State.  During  the  past  year  the  Commissioner  has  collected  and 
paid  monthly  to  the  Hon.  State  Treasurer:

While  the  collection  of  the  licenses,  taxes  and  fees  involves  much 
work  and  a  heavy  responsibility,  especially  as  it  is  seen  that  the 
amount  is  gradually  increasing,  yet  this  is  not  by  any  means  the  hard- 
est or  most  profitable  work  done  by  the  Department.  The  passing 
upon  the  application  of  companies  for  admittance  to  do  business  in 
the  State,  the  licensing  of  them  and  each  of  their  agents  in  the  State, 
supervising  their  work,  the  investigation  of  incendiary  fires  and  all 
violations  of  the  insurance  laws  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the  giving  of 
special  information  about  companies  and  their  contracts,  as  it  is  called 
for  by  the  citizens  of  the  State,  furnishes  work  that  will  take  the  full 
time  of  the  Commissioner  and  at  least  three  good  clerks,  and  when 
properly  done  will  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  our  State  and  her  citi- 
zens. The  work  is  gradually  increasing  each  year  and  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  have  it  well  done.

Dear  Sir  : — In  obedience  to  the  statute  of  North  Carolina,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  to  Your  Excellency  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Insurance  Department  for  the  year  ending  April  1,  1902.  As 
directed  by  the  law,  I  include  herein  the  acts  of  the  Commissioner 
and  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insurance  companies  and 
other  corporations  reporting  to  the  department,  as  shown  by  the 
sworn  statements  of  their  officers,   for  the  year  ending  December 


31,  1901. 


THE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  act  forming  this  department  (Chapter  54,  Public  Laws  of 
1S99)  and  the  amendments  thereto  in  the  Laws  of  1901  provide 
for  the  management  of  the  department  and  place  it  in  charge  of 
the  licensure  and  supervision  of  all  companies  or  associations, 
orders  and  individuals  doing  the  business  of  life,  fire,  accident, 
surety,  health,  burglary,  title,  guarantee  and  all  other  kinds  of 
insurance,  as  well  as  of  bond,  investment,  dividend,  guarantee, 
registry,  title  guarantee,  debenture  and  such  like  companies  or  asso- 
ciations (not  strictly  insurance  companies).  The.  act  provides  that 
all  such  companies  or  associations  as  above  named,  whether  domestic 
or  foreign,  must  be  licensed  by  this  department  before  they  can  do 
business  in  this  State.  It  also  provides  that  after  they  are  licensed 
this  department  has  the  supervision  over  them  and  their  business  in 
the  State.  It  also  provides  that  all  licenses  to  companies  and  their 
agents  must  be  issued  by  this  department,  and  all  licenses,  taxes  and 
fees  imposed  by  the  State  upon  them  must  be  collected  by  it.    The  im- 
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portance  and  value  of  this  department  can  be  readily  seen  by  any 
one  who  will  inquire  into  its  powers  and  duties;  and  it  is  needless 
to  say  that  they  must  increase  year  by  year.  The  department  is 
located  in  the  Capitol  building,  where  the  Insurance  Commissioner 
has  his  office,  and  the  clerks  of  the  department  do  their  work. 
Before  the  formation  of  this  department  the  taxes  and  licenses  im- 
posed by  the  State  were  collected  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  but 
comparatively  little  was  done  in  the  way  of  keeping  up  with  the 
companies  or  associations  in  the  State  and  supervising  the  manner 
in  which  they  did  business.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  department  has  gone  on 
smoothly  and  as  much  has  been  accomplished  as  could  reasonably 
have  been  expected,  considering  that  the  department  is  not  allowed 
but  $1,000  for  the  employment  of  clerical  aid.  This  is  the  same 
amount  as  was  allowed  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  this  special 
work  when  it  was  in  his  department,  and  is  entirely  inadequate 
for  the  present  needs  of  the  department,  as  will  be  more  explicitly 
shown  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

The  amendments  to  the  law  as  passed  by  the  Legislature  of 
1901,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioner,  although 
adding  considerably  to  the  already  heavy  work  of  the  department, 
have  been  of  very  great  benefit  to  the  State  and  the  department  in 
carrying  out  the  objects  for  which  the  department  was  created. 
The  insurance  laws  of  the  State,  as  now  on  the  statute  books,  are 
looked  upon  as  the  best  insurance  laws  of  any  Southern  State,  and 
with  a  few  amendments  will  be  admirably  adapted  for  the  wants 
and  needs  of  our  State.  There  are  some  respects  in  which  these 
laws  should  be  amended  and  added  to,  and  these  will  be  called  to 
the   attention  of  Your  Excellency  in  the   recommendations   which 
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the  Commissioner  is  required  by  law  to  transmit  through  you  to 
the  next  Legislature  that  assembles  in  January,  1903.  It  is  very 
gratifying  for  the  Commissioner  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  work 
of  the  department  during  the  past  year  has  been  successful,  not 
only  in  the  amount  of  licenses  and  taxes  collected  and  paid  into 
the  Treasury,  but  in  the  supervision  of  all  companies  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  State  and  the  driving  out  of  some  companies  and  associ- 
ations attempting  to  do  business  here  without  licenses. 

LAWS   PASSED   BY   THE   LAST   LEGISLATURE. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  character  of  the  legisla- 
tion affecting  this  department  passed  by  the  last  Legislature. 
Every  recommendation  made  by  the  Commissioner  was  acted  upon, 
except  the  one  asking  for  an  increase  in  the  amount  allowed  for 
clerical  help  and  the  one  recommending  that  provision  be  made  for 
the  chartering  of  life  companies  in  the  office  of  the  Honorable  Sec- 
retary of  State  on  approval  of  the  charter  by  this  department,  as 
is  now  provided  for  fire  and  other  insurance  companies.  Both  of 
these  will  be  again  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  next  General 
Assembly  as  not  only  necessary  for  the  department,  but  best  for 
the  State  and  her  citizens,  if  it  is  desired  that  this  department  shall 
be  efficient  and  of  increased  value.  With  the  increase  of  the 
amount  of  revenue  passing  through  this  department  (from  $82,000 
to  over  $132,000  in  three  years)  and  the  increased  work  in  looking 
after  incendiary  fires  and  companies  and  agents  operating  illegally 
in  the  State,  that  take  the  Commissioner  away  from  his  office  so 
much  of  the  time,  it  is  highly  important  that  he  shall  be  allowed 
such  a  sum  as  will  enable  him  to  employ  proper  and  sufficient  help 
in  the  department.  A  better  class  of  life  companies  can  be  or- 
ganized in  the  State  by  having  them  chartered  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  when  approved  by  the  Commissioner,  than  if  charters  are 
hastily  passed  by  the  Legislature,  to  say  nothing  as  to  the  amount 
of  work  saved  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature  and  expense  to 
the  State. 

INSURANCE  ON  STATE  PROPERTY. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  a  law  (Chapter  710,  Public  Laws 
1901)  providing  that  every  insurance  policy  on  any  State  property 
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should  be  submitted  to  the  Insurance  Commissioner  and  examined 
by  him  to  see  that  it  was  in  proper  form,  and  making  it  a  misde- 
meanor for  the  bill  for  the  premium  of  any  such  policy  to  be  paid 
until  said  examination  was  made  and  the  bill  approved  by  the 
Insurance  Commissioner.  The  act  did  not  make  provision  for  any 
expenses  incurred  by  the  Commissioner  in  carrying  out  its  provisions. 
The  idea  seemed  to  have  been  that  the  work  mapped  out  for  the  Com- 
missioner was  very  little,  and  involved  little  time  and  no  expense. 
This  was  a  mistake.  The  Commissioner  has  at  his  own  expense  vis- 
ited and  examined  the  different  institutions  of  the  State,  made  sue- 
gestions  as  to  their  protection  from  fire  and  gathered  such  informa- 
tion as  would  enable  him  intelligently  to  perform  his  duty  under  the 
act.  Much  time  and  labor  has  been  devoted  to  the  examination  of 
policies  and  their  corrections.  The  importance  of  this  work  is  seen 
when  it  is  known  that  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  policies  have  been 
corrected  in  one  way  or  another,  correct  forms  have  been  prescribed, 
and  unnecessary  and  injurious  clauses  have  been  eliminated  from 
the  policies.  The  investigations  have  shown  that  the  property  of  the 
State  is  not  evenly  insured  and  that  some  regular  and  uniform 
method  should  be  provided  for  the  placing  and  looking  after  the 
insurance  upon  the  property  of  the  State. 

UNLICENSED  COMPANIES.

The  protection  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  from  unlicensed  and 
wild-cat"  companies  is  a  hard  problem  and  one  to  which  the  Com- 
missioner has  given  much  time  and  thought.  Some  companies  have 
been  caught  up  with,  and  where  they  were  safe  and  solvent,  been 
compelled  to  take  out  license  and  pay  the  taxes,  while  others  found 
unfit  to  do  business  in  the  State  because  of  their  lack  of  financial 
backing  and  the  character  of  their  officers,  have  been  driven  from  the 
State.  The  work  devolving  upon  the  department  along  this  line  is 
laborious  and  necessarily  slow,  for  it  is  not  only  hard  to  catch  up 
with  them,  as  the  Commissioner  is  compelled,  because  of  the  lack  of 
proper  assistance,  to  stay  rather  closely  in  his  office,  and  because  it 
is  necessary  to  educate  the  officers  of  the  State  to  look  out  for  these 
offenders  and  the  citizens  of  the  State  to  realize  that  there  is  no 
security  in  patronizing  them.      This  is  specially  true  of  fire  compa- 
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nies  offering  low  rates  and  of  life  and  accident  companies  or  asso- 
ciations claiming  to  be  benevolent  or  fraternal.  The  Commissioner 
from  time  to  time  publishes  lists  of  unlicensed  and  "wild-cat"  com- 
panies for  the  information  of  the  citizens  and  officers  of  the  State. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  FIRES. 

The  investigation  of  supposed  incendiary  fires  in  the  State  has 
called  for  much  work  from  the  Commissioner  and  has  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  State.  It  is  beginning  now  to  be  thought  in  the  State 
that  it  will  not  do  to  indulge  in  this  form  of  law-breaking.  Convic- 
tions are  necessarily  hard  to  get,  but  we  do  get  them,  and  even  when 
no  convictions  are  obtained  the  investigation  and  prosecution  are 
wholesome  in  their  effects.  There  are  some  improvements  that 
should  be  made  in  this  law,  while  the  laws  against  arson  and  burn- 
ings should  be  materially  altered  and  amended. 

The  idea  of  the  law  is  to  have  every  fire  in  the  State  reported  to 
this  department,  and  if  there  is  any  suggestion  that  the  origin  of  the 
fire  is  suspicious,  then  to  have  the  circumstances  fully  investigated, 
and  if  the  examination  justifies  it  to  have  the  parties  prosecuted. 
In  all  cities  and  towns  these  reports  are  required  to  be  made  by  the 
Chief  of  Fire  Department,  and  where  none,  by  the  Chief  of 
Police,  while  outside  of  all  cities  and  towns  all  fires  must  be  re- 
ported by  the  sheriffs  of  the  different  counties.  All  preliminary 
investigations  are  required  to  be  made  by  these  officers,  and  the  In- 
surance Commissioner,  with  these  officers,  must  fully  investigate  the 
origin  of  all  suspicious  fires  and  hold  such  examinations  and  institute 
such  prosecutions  as  he  thinks  the  circumstances  justify. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  lessen  the  clanger  of  fires  by  providing  for 
the  examination  of  all  premises  and  the  removal  therefrom  of  all 
combustible  material  or  inflammable  conditions.  This  part  of  the 
law  is  much  neglected  in  our  cities  and  towns,  although  a  penalty 
is  provided  against  the  officers  neglecting  the  same. 

The  expenses  of  these  investigations  and  prosecutions  are  provided 
for  by  a  tax  of  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  of  all 
fire  insurance  companies  working  in  the  State.  There  has  been  col- 
lected on  this  account  for  the  past  year  $1,578.33  and  paid  out 
$1,016.12,  as  is  shown  by  items  on  the  books  of  the  department.  No 
part  of  the  law  is  of  more  value  to  the  State  or  her  citizens. 
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FRATERNAL  ORDERS. 

The  amendments  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  to  the  law  gov- 
erning fraternal  orders  were  intended  to  have  these  associations  and 
methods  of  business  more  closely  looked  into  and  supervised,  and  its 
enforcement  has  shown  that  this  is  a  movement  in  the  right  direction. 
Many  of  these  orders  are  fraternal  and  benevolent  in  their  aim  and 
operation,  while  some  of  them  use  these  names  and  terms  only  to 
cover  the  schemes  and  frauds  that  they  practice  upon  the  public. 
Many  of  these  orders  and  small  mutual  or  assessment  companies — 
some  of  them  writing  life,  accident  and  sick  benefit  insurance  on  the 
industrial  plan — seem  to  have  no  regard  for  the  interests  of  their 
patrons,  and  are  a  disgrace  to  the  business  and  the  State.  The  citi- 
zens of  our  State  that  are  pilfered  by  them  are  a  class  that  can  ill 
afford  the  loss  to  them  and  their  families,  and  should  be  protected,  if 
possible.  Much  time  and  energy  has  been  expended  by  the  Commis- 
sioner during  the  past  year  in  attempting  to  keep  the  people  informed 
as  to  such  companies  and  associations  and  to  drive  the  unworthy  ones 
from  the  State.  It  is  a  sad  fact  that  many  citizens  of  the  State  are 
careless  as  to  the  character  of  the  companies  or  associations  they 
patronize,  so  long  as  they  claim  to  be  fraternal  and  offer  to  sell  cheap. 
Some  insurance  is  not  cheap  at  any  price. 

DETAILED  STATEMENTS. 

One  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  this  department  is  to  keep  fully 
posted  as  to  the  character  and  financial  condition  of  each  company 
licensed  by  it  to  do  business  in  the  State.  This  is  very  important 
when  it  is  remembered  that  many  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  look  to 
and  largely  depend  upon  this  department,  for  their  knowledge  as  to 
the  safety  of  the  companies  with  whom  they  invest. 

Before  any  company  can  be  licensed  by  this  department  they  must 
file  with  it  a  statement  in  detail  of  their  business,  assets,  investments, 
and  in  fact  everything  necessary  to  show  their  real  condition.  These 
statements  are  also  required  to  be  filed  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and 
those  filed  for  the  past  year  ending  December  31,  1901,  are  given  in 
this  report,  and  may  be  examined  by  all  with  interest  and  profit.  An 
abstract  of  these  financial  statements  is  published  in  some  news- 
paper in  the  State  and  also  field  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior 
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Court  of  each  county.      These  reports  are  thus  placed  within  reach 

of  every  one  and  can  be  examined  by  simply  going  to  the  office  of  the 

Clerk  of  the  Court. 

STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  statistical  tables  of  this  report  (pages 
i  to  liii).  They  contain  information  of  special  interest  to  those 
interested  in  the  insurance  business  of  the  State.  They  show  not 
only  the  total  amount  of  business  done  in  the  State,  with  the  assets, 
receipts,  disbursements,  etc.,  of  all  the  companies,  but  also  the  same 
tilings  as  to  the  different  classes, '  as  well  as  to  the  individual  com- 
panies. 

FINANCIAL. 

Under  the  law  the  Insurance  Commissioner  is  required  to  collect 
from  insurance  and  other  companies,  associations  and  orders  under 
his  department  all  licenses,  fees  and  taxes  imposed  upon  them  in  this 
State.  During  the  past  year  the  Commissioner  has  collected  and 
paid  monthly  to  the  Hon.  State  Treasurer:

CONCLUSION. 

The  insurance  interests  of  the  State  have  assumed  sufficient  magni- 
tude to  warrant  the  Legislature  in  formulating  such  legislation  as 
will  regulate  every  kind  of  insurance  and  efficiently  supervise  every 
class  of  insurance  companies  and  place  this  department  upon  such  a 
basis  as  will  enable  it  to  best  care  for  the  interests  in  this  line  of  the 
State  and  her  people. 
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The  department  is  now  required  to  pass  upon  all  applications  of 
companies  to  enter  the  State — to  license  them  and  their  agents — to 
supervise  their  work  in  the  State — to  answer  all  inquiries  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  State  as  to  companies,  their  reliability  and  forms  of  con- 
tracts— to  investigate  all  supposded  incendiary  fires  and  prosecute 
incendiaries — to  examine  all  policies  on  State  property  and  pass 
upon  and  approve  of  the  bills  for  the  same — to  collect  all  licenses, 
taxes  and  fees,  levied  upon  insurance  companies,  now  amounting  to 
over  $130,000  per  annum — to  keep  the  accounts  with  about  175  diff- 
erent companies  and  issue  over  7,000  licenses  annually  to  companies 
and  agents — to  look  up  and  prosecute  all  companies  and  agents  oper- 
ating in  the  State  without  licenses. 

There  is  not  only  much  work  for  the  department  under  the  law, 
but  it  is  largely  work  of  great  responsibility.  A  great  deal  of  this 
work  must  necessarily  be  done  by  the  Commissioner  himself,  because 
it  calls  for  technical  knowledge  and  an  exercise  of  discretion,  such  as 
is  lodged  in  him  by  the  law ;  but  the  routine  work  of  the  department 
calls  for  such  help  and  aid  as  can  only  be  given  him  by  necessary 
competent  clerks. 

The  business  has  gradually  increased  and  will  continue  to  do  so 
each  year.  The  receipts  of  the  department  in  the  last  three  years 
have  increased  over  fifty  per  cent.,  while  the  increase  in  the  benefits 
to  the  State  and  her  citizens  in  the  other  work  of  the  department 
has  been  much  greater.  The  promptness  and  efficiency  with  which 
the  work  is  done  will  add  largely  to  its  value  and  will  increase  rather 
than  lessen  the  work.  New' lines  of  work  in  the  department  suggest 
themselves  to  the  Commissioner  and  he  would  be  pleased  to  take 
them  up  so  as  to  add  to  the  value  of  the  department  to  our  State.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Charles  B.  Aycock, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina 
Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  of 
the  Blind,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  forty-third  report 
of  the  officers,  showing  in  detail  the  condition  of  the  various 
departments,  and  of  the  finances  of  the  Institution  for  the 
two  years  ending  December  1,  1902. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Hon.  Thomas  B.  Womack  as 
Director,  Joseph  E.  Pogue  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy; 
and  George  Allen  was  made  President  of  the  Board ;  no 
other  changes  have  occurred  in  the  management  of  the  Insti- 
tution. 

The  Directors  have  met  with  almost  perfect  regularity  at 
the  monthly  meetings,  and  have  patiently  and  carefully  dis- 
cussed and  directed  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  students  and  of  the  State,  using  as  much 
economy  as  seemed  possible. 

The  unfinished  building  and  other  improvements  at  the 
white  institution,  and  the  deep  wells  at  both  the  white  and 
colored  departments,  have  been  completed  so  far  as  the  appro- 
priations made  by  the  last  Legislature  have  permitted ;  and 
they  have  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the 
students,  and  to  economy  of  management.  Owing  to  defici- 
ency, the  State  Treasurer  has  not  yet  been  able  to  pay  to  the 
Institution  the  improvement  appropriation  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  for  year  1902,  but  we  hope  to  secure  it  at  an  early 
date.  A  detailed  statement  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of 
the  Principal  and  the  Steward. 

The  Directors  note  with  pleasure  the  beneficial  effects  of 
the  new  gymnasium  on  the  students,  and  commend  the  ex- 
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cellent  work  done  in  the  physical  culture  department.  The 
subject  of  industrial  training  has  received  the  best  attention 
of  the  Board.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  teach- 
ing the  students  music,  piano  tuning,  wood-working,  shoe- 
making,  broom  and  mattress  making,  sewing,  cooking,  etc. 
Efforts  will  be  made,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  teach  the  deaf 
and  dumb  some  knowledge  of  agriculture.  It  is  hoped  that 
such  information  will  aid  many  of  the  students  to,  in  some 
measure,  become  self-supporting,  and  in  that  way  re-imburse 
the  State  for  their  education. 

The  general  health  of  the  students  has  been  as  good  as  we 
could  expect ;  and  we  can  safely  say  to  you  and  to  the  State 
that  they  receive  far  better  care  and  attention  than  the  major- 
ity of  them  can  possibly  receive  at  their  homes. 

During  the  past  two  years,  special  efforts  have  been  made 
by  the  management  to  increase  the  attendance  at  both  institu- 
tions, and,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Board,  our 
efficient  Principal,  John  E.  Ray,  has  spent  the  larger  part  of 
the  summer  vacation  months  in  making  a  personal  canvass 
of  the  State,  visiting,  so  far  as  possible,  every  family  in 
which  there  were  unfortunate  children,  and  urging  the  pa- 
rents to  let  them  enter  the  school.  The  result  of  this  work 
has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  has  resulted  in  an  increased 
attendance,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Principal, 
which  shows  that  166  new  students  have  been  enrolled  durms 
the  two  years;  and  an  increase  from  266  on  December  1, 
1900,  to  331  on  December  1,  1.90?,  wiving  a  net  increase  of 
65  students.  This  canvass  of  the  State  will  be  continued, 
and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  in  the  near  future  there 
will  be  four  hundred  students  in  the  two  institutions  under 
our  charge.  - 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  of  increased  attend- 
ance, and  the  well-known  increased  cost  of  provisions,  that 
the  financial  question  of  support  will  need  to  be  carefully 
considered  by  our  legislators  at  the  next  session. 
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The  report  of  the  Principal  calls  attention  to  several  needs 
of  the  Institution  in  the  way  of  permanent  improvements 
that  will  enhance  the  value  of  the  property,  and  be  of  perma- 
nent value  to  the  Institution. 

The  Board  of  Directors  fully  appreciate  what  has  been 
done  by  the  State  during  the  past  few  years  to  increase  the 
capacity  and  efficiency  of  the  two  institutions  that  have  been 
committed  to  their  charge ;  and  they  feel  confident  that,  with 
the  increased  prosperity  of  the  State,  the  law-making  author- 
ities will  take  the  proper  care  of  these  schools  that  are  doing 
so  much  for  the  benefit  of  the  blind  and  deaf  of  the  State.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina  Institution 
for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind. 

Gentlemen  : — The  record  of  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of 
our  school  for  the  past  two  years  is,  in  many  ways,  a  very 
gratifying  one.  There  has  been  a  steady  growth  along  all 
lines,  and  quite  a  number  of  improvements  in  nearly  all  the 
departments  of  the  school.  The  last  General  Assembly  very 
considerately  made  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  a  larger 
number  of  scholars,  and  the  Principal  has  put  forth  well-nigh 
every  possible  effort  to  induce  every  eligible  child  in  the  State 
to  take  advantage  of  the  privileges  offered  them  by  our  great 
Commonwealth.  No  State  in  all  the  Southland,  and  but  few 
in  the  whole  nation,  have  made  more  ample  provision  for  the 
education  of  their  deaf  and  blind  children.  There  is  room  in 
our  two  institutions  for  everv  blind  and  colored  deaf  child  in 
North  Carolina,  and,  with  a  very  little  larger  appropriation 
for  maintenance,  we  could  educate  every  child  who  needs  the 
benefits  offered  by  these  schools.  And  it  should  be  a  source 
of  congratulation  that  there  are  more  deaf  and  blind  children 
taught  in  our  schools  now,  in  proportion  to  the  population, 
than  in  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  There  are  but  three 
schools  for  the  blind  in  the  United  States  which  have 
a  larger  enrollment  than  we  have.  Our  large  attendance  has 
been  brought  about  by  very  systematic  efforts,  both  in  writ- 
ing letters  and  in  canvassing.  Besides  thousands  of  letters 
written  to  all  parts  of  the  State,  the  Principal,  at  the  request 
of  our  "Educational  Governor,"  and  by  direction  of  the 
Board,  has  visited,  in  person,  many  sections,  and  has  seen  a 
large  number  of  persons  who  have  blind  and  deaf  children. 
He  has  been  present  at  a  large  number  of  educational  and 
religious  gatherings  in  nearly  every  part  of  North  Carolina, 
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and  has  been  accorded  the  most  hearty  reception  in  all  these 
bodies,  whose  members  have  heard  patiently  and  interestedly 
statements  of  the  work  and  progress  of  the  School.  They 
have  all  alike  shown  the  greatest  desire  to  aid  in  inducing 
children  to  accept  the  invitations  to  be  educated. 

The  following  statement  of  the  attendance  for  the  past  two 
years  may  prove  interesting:

This  is  a  decided  advance  over  the  enrolment  of  any  like 
period  in  the  history  of  the  School,  and  the  present  attend- 
ance is  the  largest  ever  registered.  And  yet  there  are  more 
(  than  a  hundred  other  children  who  sorely  need  the  advantages 
of  the  Institution,  whom  the  Principal  has  not  been  able  to 
induce  to  accept  the  offer  made  by  the  State  of  an  education 
without  price.  This  will  seem  strange  to  many,  but  it  is  a 
serious  fact.  Some  of  these  persons  are  already  nearly  past 
the  school  age  limit.  In  not  a  few  instances  they  will  re- 
main in  helpless  ignorance  and  hopeless  darkness — unable  to 
care  for  themselves ;  and  unless  they  are  so  fortunate  as  to 
have  relatives  of  means  and  humanity,  they  will  eventually 
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become  permanent  charges  upon  the  counties  in  which  they 
live. 

No  reason  is  assigned  for  their  unwillingness  to  attend 
school,  except  they  do  not  wish  to  leave  home,  or  their  pa- 
rents love  them  too  Avell  to  be  willing  to  part  from  them.  In 
a  few  instances,  county  authorities  make  small  appropriations 
for  the  care  of  such  children  at  their  homes.  Can  it  be  pos- 
sible that  those  who  have  charge  of  them  care  more  for  the 
money  involved  than  for  the  real  welfare  of  the  children  ? 
The  worst  feature  of  it  all  is  that  manv  of  those  who  are  still 
out  of  school  are  those  who  need  an  education  more  than 
even  those  here. 

What  more  are  we  to  do  ?  Shall  we  cease  to  make  efforts 
and  leave  a  large  number  of  them  in  dense  darkness,  abject 
poverty,  cheerless  ignorance  and  moral  degradation  ?  Or 
shall  we  appeal  to  our  noble  Governor  and  law-makers  to 
make  some  provision  by  which  these  children  can  be  rescued 
from  the  hands  of  those  who  profess  to  love  them,  while  they 
are  really  their  worst  enemies  ?  Would  a  compulsory  educa- 
tion law  meet  the  emergency  ?  More  than  once  this  has  been 
urged  upon  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State.  Once  a 
former  President  of  our  Board  went  so  far  as  to  frame  a  bill, 
present  it  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  secure  its  passage 
through  one  branch  of  legislation,  but  to  see  it  killed  in  the 
other.     One  is  again  tempted  to  ask,  What  shall  be  done  ? 

ISTOT  AN  ASYLUM. 

As  our  people  become  more  enlightened,  it  is  less  difficult 
for  them  to  understand  that  this  Institution  is  simply  and 
purely  a  school,  and  in  no  sense  an  asylum.  Only  educable 
children  are  received,  and  they  are  retained  only  so  long  as 
they  can  be  taught  either  literary  or  industrial  branches,  or 
both.  It  is  true  that  there  are  oculists  and  regular  physi- 
cians employed  by  the  School  who  do  every  thing  possible  to 
relieve  physical  disability,  bodily  disease  and  to  restore  sight, 
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where  such  things  can  be  done ;  and  yet  no  person  is  received 
for  medical  or  surgical  treatment  only,  but  to  he  educated. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  last  General  Assembly  was  asked  for  an  appropriation 
of  $31,905.58  to  meet  a  deficit  of  $10,S77.5S,  which  had  ac- 
cumulated during  the  administration  of  a  former  Board,  on 
account  of  the  increased  attendance,  without  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  current  fund,  and  to  make  some  improvements, 
the  lack  of  which  has  handicapped  the  operations  of  the 
School  very  seriously  for  the  past  years.  Owing  to  the  strin- 
gency of  the  condition  of  the  State  Treasury,  the  Legislature 
decided  that  they  could  appropriate  only  $10,000  per  annum 
for  two  years  for  the  purposes  named.  Of  this  amount,  only 
one  annual  appropriation  of  $10,000  has  been  turned  over  by 
the  Treasurer,  on  account  of  the  depleted  condition  of  the 
Treasurv. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  the  Board 
met,  let  contracts  for  some  of  the  improvements — those  most 
needed — and  set  to  work  to  relieve  the  embarrassments  against 
which  the  School  has  had  to  labor  for  years  past.  Being  anx- 
ious to  provide  for  the  taking  up  of  the  deficit,  the  Board 
first  set  aside  $877.58  of  the  $10,000  which  was  expected  the 
first  year,  meaning  to  appropriate  the  whole  of  the  second 
$10,000  towards  liquidating  this  deficit.  With  the  rest  of 
the  amount,  the  most  urgent  of  the  improvements  for  which 
appropriation  was  asked  were  undertaken,  and  they  have  been 
completed  as  folloAvs : 

The  plumbing  in  the  second  story  of  both  wings  of  the 
girls'  building  lias  been  renewed  and  rendered  entirelv  sani- 
tary.  The  toilet  rooms  upon  this  story  were  in  such  condi- 
tion two  years  ago  that  they  were  kept  locked  to  prevent  con- 
tamination and  disease. 

The  dining-  and  music-hall  has  been  finished,  and  we  now 
have  ample  school-room  facilities  for  all  onr  classes,  thor- 
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oughly  modern  practice-rooms  for  piano  practice,  and  a  well- 
lighted,  MTell-heated,  well-arranged  dining-room  for  officers 
and  students. 

The  deep  wells,  referred  to  two  years  ago  as  in  process  of 
boring,  have  been  completed,  and  both  schools  are  now  sup- 
plied with  clear,  pure,  healthful  water,  and  at  the  simple 
expense  of  pumping. 

The  sidewalk  upon  Jones  street,  immediately  south  of  the 
premises,  has  been  neatly  and  durably  paved.  (See  Steward's 
Report. ) 

With  the  annual  appropriation  of  $50  granted  two  years 
ago,  the  nucleus  for  a  library  of  books  for  the  use  of  teachers 
in  reading  to  the  various  classes  of  the  School  has  been  begun. 
This  will,  in  time,  become  one  of  the  most  important  improve- 
ments, as  the  years  pass.  The  gymnasium  is  showing  itself 
more  and  more  beneficial  each  month.  Great  physical  bene- 
fit is  derived  from  its  use,  many  of  the  students  who  were 
very  frail  having  become  much  stronger  by  exercise  taken 
therein.  As  stated  above,  the  School  has  not  received  the 
second  $10,000  with  which  to  pay  off  the  balance  of  the 
deficit,  and  hence  that  amount  still  remains  against  the 
School. 

A   FEW   MOKE   NEEDS. 

The  disposition  has  been  to  ask  for  nothing  for  which  there 
was  not  a  serious  need,  to  relieve  some  pressing  necessity  of 
a  growing  school.  The  report  of  two  years  ago  gives  in  de- 
tail most  of  the  things  then  needed ;  and  if  needed  then,  very 
much  more  necessary  now.  A  mere  reference  is  again  made 
to  them  in  passing,  hoping  that  this  is  all  that  is  needful. 
They  are  these: 

To  tear  out  the  old  unsanitary  floors  in  the  basement  of  the 
main  building  and  replace  them  with  cement.  With  the 
old  sewer  pipes  exposed  in  some  places,  and  the  deposits  of 
the  past  years  from  leaks  in  them,  there  is  great  risk  to  be 
run,  as  matters  now  stand. 
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The  roofs  of  the  kitchen  and  laundry  buildings  are  in  a  de- 
plorable condition,  and  should  be  renewed  at  once.  The 
laundry  especially  needs  to  be  enlarged,  to  provide  more 
room  and  sleeping  quarters  for  servants.  Some  provision 
should  also  be  made  for  a  kitchen  for  the  Principal's  family. 

The  city  authorities  have  served  notice  upon  the  Board 
more  than  once  for  paving  around  the  two  schools.  This  is 
an  improvement  which  is  greatly  needed  at  both  premises. 

The  necessity  for  a  lighting  plant,  a  refrigerator,  sick- 
wards  for  use  in  case  of  contagious  diseases,  with  the  neces- 
sary plumbing  in  the  central  wing  of  the  main  building,  is  too 
apparent  to  need  argument.  They  are  demanded  by  the  eco- 
nomical, sanitary,  healthful  and  sensible  view  of  the  situation. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  has  said  they  must  be  provided  as 
regards  the  sick-wards,  plumbing,  etc. 

The  fence  enclosing  Caswell  Square  has  already  begun  to 
give  way,  and  in  many  places  is  stayed  by  temporary  de- 
vices. There  is  no  fence  at  all  around  the  boys'  building  at 
the  colored  school.  The  interior  woodwork  of  all  the  old 
buildings  at  both  departments  is  in  serious  need  of  paint, 
none  having  been  applied  for  many  years.  The  Institution 
has  no  vault  nor  safe  place  for  storing  its  valuable  paper? 
and  books.  A  fire  might  cause  a  tremendous  loss  to  the 
State. 

The  School  owns  a  farm  of  100  acres,  without  a  house,  a 
barn,  a  mule,  or  any  equipment.  For  this  reason  it  is  prac- 
tically useless  to  the  Institution.  It  should  be  properly 
equipped  for  use,  or  sold  and  the  proceeds  invested  in  land 
nearer  the  colored  department,  adjoining  the  present  garden. 
Avhere  there  is  an  abundance  of  labor  for  its  cultivation,  and 
without  cost  to  the  School.  And  still  there  is  need  of  stock- 
ing it ;  for  by  this  means  not  only  can  the  colored  deaf  boy? 
be  taught  a  very  useful  occupation- — the  one  which  most  of 
them  must  follow — but  also  much  of  the  milk,  butter,  eggs, 
chickens,    meat,    fruit    and    vegetables    used    bv   the    School 
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could  be  produced,  and  at  very  small  cost.  Thus  a  double 
purpose  can  be  met  and  the  School  saved  considerable  money. 

To  prevent  the  exposure  of  the  girls  to  inclement  weather 
and  consequent  sickness,  the  covered  ways  between  the  build- 
ings, contemplated  in  the  projected  improvements,  should  be 
completed.  They  are  under  the  necessity  of  passing  between 
these  buildings  two  or  three  times  daily. 

With  the  greatly  increased  attendance,  and  the  rise  in  pro- 
visions, it  will  be  needful  to  secure  a  slight  increase  in  the 
maintenance  fund.  It  will  be  necessary  to  exercise  the  strict- 
est economy,  but  it  is  thought  that  with  an  increase  of  $5,000 
per  annum,  the  additional  65  pupils  already  in  attendance 
can  be  maintained.  This  will  make  the  special  appropriation 
for  maintenance  $20,000,  instead  of  $15,000,  as  now.  If  this 
is  done,  and  the  Legislature  will  re-enact  the  law  making 
appropriation  of  the  $10,000  for  the  balance  of  the  deficit 
which  has  not  yet  been  received  (provided  it  is  necessary  to 
re-enact  the  law),  and  will,  in  addition,  grant  the  amount 
asked  for,  $19,700,  for  the  purposes  named  and  above  re- 
ferred to,  the  work  of  the  Institution  can  be  carried  forward 
with  even  greater  success. 

RECAPITULATION. 

The  improvements  above  referred  to  will  cost,  as  per  esti- 
mates of  experts,  as  follows :

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The  industrial  instruction  of  the  students  has  received 
more  attention  from  the  Board  even  than  usual,  especially 
among  the  deaf  students.  There  have  been  established  de- 
partments for  teaching  gardening,  farming,  carpentering, 
woodwork,  for  the  boys ;  cooking,  housekeeping,  dressmaking, 
fancy  work,  general  needlework,  for  the  girls;  and  broom- 
making  and  mattress-making  for  the  blind  boys  at  the  colored 
school.  The  results  attained  have  already  shown  the  wisdom 
of  this  course. 

HONORS. 

At  the  last  three  State  Fairs,  and  at  the  last  Charlotte  and 
Greensboro  fairs,  the  School  has  made  exhibits  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  handicraft  departments,  for  which,  at  the  first 
and  last,  first  premiums  have  been  awarded  upon  nearly  every 
article  placed  in  competition  with  the  work  done  by  the 
sighted ;  and  each  year  there  has  been  awarded  by  the  State 
Fair  a  special  gold  medal,  as  a  token  of  high  merit. 

During  the  past  summer,  July  9,   10  and  11,  .1902,  the 
School  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Instructors  of  the  Blind,  which  met  in  regular  bi-en- 
nial  session  as  the  guests  of  the  School.     There  were  repre- 
sentatives present  from  a  large  number  of  the  schools  for  the 
blind  in  America,  from  Nova  Scotia  on  the  north  to  Florida 
on  the  south  and  Wisconsin  on  the  west.     It  was  the  first 
time  the  Association  ever  met  so  far  south,  and  yet  the  at- 
tendance was  unusually  large  and  representative,  many  of  the 
most  distinguished  men  and  women  in  the  profession  being 
present.     Those  who  have  attended  most  of  the  gatherings  in 
the  past,  pronounced  it  the  best  session  of  the  body  ever  held. 
The  discussions,  dissertations  and  proceedings  generally  were 
exceedingly  helpful  to  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  School. 
The  address  of  welcome  was  delivered  by  Hon.  B.  E.  Lacy, 
representing  His  Excellency,  Governor  Ay  cock,  who  had  en- 
gaged to  perform  this  duty,  but  who  was  unavoidably  de- 
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tained  at  home.  At  the  close  of  the  sessions,  the  School  and 
the  whole  State  was  further  honored  by  the  unanimous  and 
enthusiastic  election  by  the  Association  of  the  Principal  of 
this  School  as  its  President  for  the  next  two  years. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

For  the  past  six  years  there  has  been  more  and  more  appa- 
rent the  need  of  the  establishment  of  two  institutions  by  our 
Commonwealth  for  the  care  and  instruction  of  two  classes  of 
most  unfortunate  and,  so  far,  neglected  youth — the  feeble- 
minded and  the  criminal  young  people.  If  there  is  a  "crying 
need"  for  any  beneficence  on  the  part  of  the  State  just  now, 
it  is  for  the  care  of  these  two  classes.  Few  persons  have 
any  conception  of  the  number  of  these  children  in  our  State, 
especially  of  the  former.  If  statistics  are  to  be  relied  upon, 
there  are  more  than  one  thousand  children  in  North  Carolina 
whose  mental  condition  is  such  as  to  require  special  instruc- 
tion. And  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  youthful 
criminals  calls  aloud  for  action. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

The  biennial  period  just  closed  marks  the  most  successful, 
most  prosperous,  most  satisfactory  two  years  in  the  history 
of  the  Institution.  The  School,  in  all  its  departments,  has 
done  its  best  work ;  the  equipment  is  the  best  it  ever  possessed ; 
the  attendance  has  been  by  far  the  most  gratifying.  This  is 
due,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  in  no  small  degree  to  your  vigi- 
lant, unselfish,  untiring  interest  in  its  upbuilding.  Many 
times  you  have  neglected  your  private  business  to  attend  to 
the  affairs  of  this  School.  You  have  watched  every  step  of 
progress  with  the  keenest  sympathy.  Your  encouragement 
and  approval  have  accompanied  every  movement  for  the  bet- 
ter. At  times,  when  the  burdens  seemed  too-  great  to  be 
borne,  you  have  smiled  them  away,  or  have  stood  by  to  lend 
your  wisdom  and  strength  in  the  struggle.     You  have  never 
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wavered,  nor  has  your  interest  ever  flagged.  To  you  is  due 
the  credit  for  the  great  work  done.  Without  your  co-opera- 
tion it  would  never  have  been  accomplished. 

And  the  faithful,  earnest,  efficient  labors  of  the  officers  and 
teachers  of  the  Institution  have  been  the  very  best  of  their 
lives.  And  they  have  worked  with  a  better  grace  and  with 
less  friction. 

The  railroads  and  steamboat  lines  in  the  State  have  shown 
their  wonted  magnanimity  and  generosity  in  granting  reduced 
rates,  and  in  some  instances  transportation,  to  all  the  house- 
hold who  were  entitled  to  them.  To  them  profound  gratitude 
is  expressed. 

The  local  newspapers,  and  some  of  those  in  other  parts  of 
the  State,  have  shown  very  many  courtesies  and  favors.  And 
the  School  has  been  favored  with  the  regular  visits  of  the  pub- 
lications of  other  similar  institutions  in  the  various  States, 
together  with  some  from  foreign  countries.  These  have  done 
much  for  the  profit  and  pleasure  of  the  School.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT. 


Institution  foe  Blind, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  November  10,  1902. 

John  E.  Ray,  Principal. 

Sir: — Since  the  last  biennial  report  of  this  department, 
important  improvements  have  been  effected  in  details  of  meth- 
od, and  in  the  location  and  equipment  of  music-rooms.  Much 
good  work  has  been  done,  also,  by  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  now  receiving  musical  instruc- 
tion in  some  form  is  98,  or  83  per  cent  of  the  School  proper; 
that  is,  apart  from  the  kindergarten,  in  which  much  attention 
is  also  given  to  music.  Of  the  number  just  mentioned,  92 
have  daily  lessons  in  class  singing,  18  have  special  lessons  in 
voice,  65  study  the  piano  or  the  reed  organ,  14  are  members 
of  the  band,  and  7  are  taught  piano  tuning.  Most  of  the 
music  pupils  study  two  or  more  branches  at  the  same  time. 
In  addition  to  the  subjects  named  above,  instruction  is  given 
in  harmony,  musical  history,  clavier  practice,  and  the  art  of 
teaching. 

The  apparatus  now  in  use  for  printing  embossed  music  and 
other  matter,  is  an  invaluable  addition  to  our  resources.  The 
purchase,  also,  of  a  number  of  excellent  pianos  and  other  ap- 
paratus within  the  last  two  years  has  greatly  increased  the 
efficiency  of  the  department.  We  still  need,  however,  six  ad- 
ditional pianos,  three  more  practice  claviers,  and  some  sim- 
ple apparatus  to  be  used  in  teaching  acoustics.  But  our 
equipment  can  never  be  complete  without  a  good  pipe  organ. 
An  instrument  such  as  we  need  (and  the  need  is  urgent) 
would  cost  not  less  than  three  thousand  dollars. 

The  convention  of  instructors  of  the  blind,  lately  held  in 
this  institution,  while  it  certainly  furnished  a  powerful  stim- 
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ulus  to  increased  diligence,  afforded  also  gratifying  evidence 
that  this  School  might  justly  claim  a  place  among  the  fore- 
most institutions  of  its  kind  in  the  country.

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REPORT  OF  OPHTHALMOLOGISTS. 


Board  of  Directors,  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the 
Blind,  Raleigh. 

Gentlemen: — During  the  past  biennial  period  we  have 
examined  the  eyes  of  all  new  pupils  soon  after  admission, 
ascertaining  in  several  instances  sight  sufficient  to  enable  the 
possessor  to  obtain  an  education  by  the  use  of  that  sense,  there- 
by relieving  the  Institution  of  their  support  and  instruction ; 
have  materially  improved  the  sight  of  many  very  defective 
eyes  by  the  adjustment  of  proper  glasses ;  have  examined  and 
prescribed  for  all  cases  of  inflamed  or  painful  eyes  and  of 
deafness  sent  to  us  by  the  authorities  of  the  schools ;  and 
have  operated  upon  fourteen  of  the  pupils.  The  surgical 
operations  were :  For  cataract,  twelve  cases.  For  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids  of  the  throat,  two  cases.  The  results 
were  gratifying  on  the  whole,  especially  when  the  character  of 
the  cases  is  considered.  None  of  the  cases  operated  on  was 
made  worse,  or  suffered  any  inconvenience  in  the  way  of  in- 
flammation or  pain  in  consequence.  Of  the  cataract  cases, 
three  were  not  materially  benefited,  seven  were  decidedly 
improved,  and  two  were  enabled  to  read  ordinary  print  with 
ease.  The  throat  cases  were  made  much  more  comfortable 
and  put  in  better  condition  as  to  their  general  health.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  December  1,  1902. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
and  the  Blind. 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  my 
report  for  the  last  two  years — from  December  1,  1900,  to 
December  1,  1902. 

At  the  department  for  the  whites  there  has  been,  since 
my  last  biennial  report,  a  great  many  minor  ailments  and 
several  severe  ones,  as  well  as  a  number  of  surgical  cases — 
such  as  accidents,  etc. — which  required  my  services. 

There  has  prevailed  at  the  Institution  an  epidemic  of 
chicken-pox  during  the  sessions  of  1900-01  and  1902-03 — 
about  thirty  cases  occurring;  also,  lagrippe  during  the  ses- 
sion of  1900-01 — a  number  of  pupils  contracting  it. 

Tonsilitis  during  the  sessions  of  1900-01  and  1901-02; 
bronchitis  during  the  sessions  of  1900-01,  1901-02  and  1902- 
03;  malaria  at  the  opening  of  the  sessions  of  1901-02  and 
1902-03,  and  dysentery  and  diarrhoea  at  the  close  of  the 
sessions  of  1900-01  and  1901-02  have  been  very  prevalent. 

At  the  opening  of  the  session  of  1901-02,  three  pupils  en- 
tered school  in  different  stages  of  scarlet  fever,  but,  by 
prompt  quarantine  and  isolation,  there  was  no  further  spread 
of  the  disease.  During  the  session  of  1901-02,  we  had  four 
severe  cases  of  pneumonia,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  pres- 
ent session  of  1902-03,  there  have  been  two  cases  of  typhoid 
fever. 

We  have  had  only  one  death.  On  April  15,  1901,  Corde- 
lia Bell  Taylor  died,  after  a  few  days  illness,  of  dropsy  and 
acute  bronchitis,  which  supervened  on  an  old  chronic  organic 
heart  disease. 
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The  food  furnished  the  pupils  is  not  only  ample  in  quan- 
tity, good  in  quality  and  sufficient  in  variety,  but  is  also 
well  cooked  and  served. 

If  anything  was  required  to  emphasize  the  necessity  for 
some  provision  being  made  for  the  proper  quarantine  and 
isolation  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  it  would 
alone  be  sufficient  to  refer  to  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever — pre- 
viously mentioned  in  this  report — which  were  brought  to  us 
by  the  pupils  from  their  homes  at  the  opening  of  the  session 
of  1901-02,  and  the  terrible  struggle  we  had  and  the  great 
disadvantages  we  labored  under  to  prevent  its  spread.  We 
were  forced  to  put  those  infected  in  the  same  buildings  with 
the  other  pupils,  and  in  the  sick-rooms  used  for  ordinary  sick- 
ness, thus  forcing  the  general  run  of  sick  pupils  to  remain  in 
the  bed-rooms  with  the  well  ones.  This  risk  from  everv  as- 
pect  is  too  apparent  to  dwell  upon,  and  we  may  never  be  so 
fortunate  again.  In  fact,  we  are  not  warranted  in  again 
running  such  risk.  In  the  way  of  recommendations,  I  can 
not,  therefore,  do  better  than  quote  the  following  from  my 
last  report — 1898  to  1900 — which  was  published  in  the  re- 
port of  this  Institution  for  that  period : 

"There  is  one  thing  I  have  urged  for  vears — in  fact,  ever 
since  my  connection  with  the  Institution — and  that  is  the 
great  need  of  a  hospital  or  infirmary,  special  provision  be- 
ing made  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases,  especially  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever. 
The  necessity  for  such  a  provision  is  too  apparent  to  need 
any  argument  here.  A  building  separate  and  distinct  from 
the  main  building  is  of  course  to  be  most  desired,  but,  fail- 
ing in  this,  a  very  good  siibstitute  may  be  had  as  follows: 
There  are  five  rooms  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  tower  in  the 
center  of  the  building — separated  and  isolated  from  the 
remainder  of  the  building — which  could  be  utilized  for  this 
purpose  by  the  expenditure  of  a  small  amount  of  money  for 
bath-rooms,  water-closets,  etc.     The  increased  room  for  dor- 
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mitories,  etc.,  which  we  have  by  the  completion  of  the  new 
buildings  makes  this  plan  feasible."

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  to 
you  my  biennial  report  as  physician  to  the  colored  depart- 
ment of  this  Institution.  This  report  embraces  the  time  be- 
tween December  1,  1900,  and  December  1,  1902. 

During  these  two  years,  I  have  treated  in  this  department 
several  cases  of  general  sickness,  amongst  which  were  cases 
of  malarial  fever,  measles,  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  lagrippe, 
typhoid  fever  and  whooping-cough,  most  cases  of  which,  how- 
ever, were  mild  ones.  I  have  also  treated  some  few  cases 
of  a  surgical  nature,  and  during  this  time  we  have  had  but 
one  death — that  of  Brown  Watkins,  who  died  at  the  Leonard 
Hospital,  December  9,  1901. 

In  January  of  the  session  of  1900-1901,  we  had  the  begin- 
ning of  an  epidemic  of  lagrippe,  which  lasted  some  few  weeks, 
during  which  time  some  thirteen  pupils  contracted  it.  In  the 
same  month,  I  treated  one  very  severe  case  of  chicken-pox, 
and  one  little  blind  boy — Willie  Yarboro — who,  by  some  ac- 
cident, sustained  a  complete  fracture  of  both  bones  of  his 
forearm. 

In  October  of  the  session  of  1901-1902,  quite  a  large  num- 
ber of  pupils  entered  the  school,  bringing  with  them  from 
the  different  localities  from  which  they  came,  the  germs  of 
malarial   fever,   evidently   contracted   by  them  before  they 
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came;  so  that  at  this  time  a  general  epidemic  of  malarial 
fever  prevailed. 

During  October  and  November  of  the  same  year,  we  had  an 
outbreak  of  measles,  which  went  quite  generally  through  the 
school,  and,  too,  because  of  the  fact  that  we  had  no  place 
where  those  who  were  affected  with  the  disease  could  be  com- 
pletely isolated  and  kept  from  coming  in  contact  with  those 
who  did  not  have  it.  It  is  to  be  regretted  very  much  that  we 
have  no  arrangements  whereby  those  who  are  affected  with 
measles,  whooping-cough,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  such 
like  contagious  diseases  can  be  kept  separate  and  treated  apart 
from  other  diseases  of  a  general  nature,  and  this  one  thing  is 
much  to  be  desired. 

From  the  first  of  January  to  the  last  of  March,  1902,  I 
treated  several  cases  of  pneumonia  and  one  very  serious  acci- 
dent— that  of  Laura  Mackey,  a  blind  girl,  who  fell  down  the 
stairway  and  sustained  a  complete  fracture  of  her  right  wrist, 
an  impaction  of  the  bones  of  her  left  wrist,  and  who  was 
otherwise  badly  bruised. 

During  the  session  of  1902-1903,  up  to  December  1,  we 
have  had  no  sickness  of  account,  save  one  little  boy,  who  had 
suffered  from  typhoid  fever  just  before  leaving  home,  and 
who  suffered  a  relapse  of  it  after  entering  school.  We  have 
also  some  few  cases  of  whooping-cough,  not  one  of  which,  how- 
ever, is  serious. 

The  sanitary  condition  within  and  around  the  Institution 
is  good.     The  pupils  have  a.  plenty  of  food,  a  sufficient  va- 
riety, and  it  is  well  prepared  and  served.

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These  tables  reveal  the  following  interesting  facts  with  reference 
to  the  causes  of  deafness,  blindness,  etc.  One  hundred  and  five  of 
the  blind  students  have  blind  relatives,  and  twenty-two  of  the  deaf. 
Forty-four  of  the  parents  of  the  blind  students  were  related  before 
marriage,  and  four  of  those  of  the  deaf.  The  causes  of  blindness  and 
deafness  are  assigned  as  follows:

eighty-six  are  unknown;  eighty-three  are  congenital;  thirty-nine  be- 
came blind  at  10  years  of  age,  and  over  5;  fifteen  became  blind  at  15 
years  and  over  10:  six  between  15  and  20,  and  four  over  20  years 
of  age. 

It  is  unknown  when  forty-nine  of  them  became  deaf;  thirty-five 
are  congenitals;  twenty-five  became  deaf  at  5  years  of  age.  or  under:

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


John  D.  Biggs,  Esq.,  President,  and  Gentlemen  of  the 

Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh: 

It  is  a  duty  as  well  as  a  pleasure  to  communicate  to  your 
honorable  Board  the  operations  in  detail  of  the  management 
of  this  Hospital  for  the  past  two  years  ending  November  30, 
1902,  together  with  such  recommendations  as  seem  to  be  neces- 
sary at  this  time. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  an  examination  of  the  statis- 
tical table  hereto  affixed  for  detailed  information  with  refer- 
ence to  the  patients  under  treatment  for  the  past  two  years. 

A  general  analysis  of  these  tables  shows  that  on  December 
1,  1900,  there  were  in  this  Hospital  424  patients — 191  males  ; 
233  females;  admitted  during  the  past  two  years,  30G — 154 
males;  152  females;  total  number  under  treatment  for  past 
two  years,  730 — 345  males;  385  females;  average  daily  pop- 
ulation, 442 — 198  males;  244  females;  capacity  of  Hospital, 
419 — 185  males;  234  females;  discharged  past  two  years  as 
recovered,  232 — 129  males;  103  females;  discharged  as  im- 
proved, 6 — 2  males ;  4  females ;  discharged  as  unimproved, 
2 — 1  male ;  1  female ;  discharged  as  harmless  and  incurable, 
4  males ;  discharged  as  not  insane,  1  female ;  transferred  to 
State  Hospital  at  Morganton,  9 — 4  males ;  5  females ;  trans- 
ferred to  Hospital  Dangerous  Insane,  5 — 1  male ;  4  females ; 
total  number  died  during  the  past  two  years,  74 — 43  males; 
31  females ; 'total  number  discharged  during  the  past  two 
years,  333 — 184  males;  149  females;  percentage  of  dis- 
charges on  admission,  74;  percentage  of  deaths  to  number 
treated,  6. 

Sixty-two  were  declined  by  reason  of  being  paralytics,  epi- 
leptics, idiots  and  imbeciles,  incurable  and  life-long  patients, 
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had  they  been  admitted  to  the  exclusion  of  the  acutely  curable 
insane  cases.  There  are  now  79  applications  on  file,  with  in- 
structions sent  out  to  a  sufficient  number  to  fill  the  vacant 
beds. 

The  number  of  deaths  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  74. 
Of  these  36  were  over  50  years  of  age,  and  out  of  the  thirty-six 
13  were  between  50  and  60  years,  16  between  60  and  70  years, 
6  between  70  and  80  years,  and  one  between  80  and  90  years. 
It  will  be  observed  that  very  nearly  50  per  cent  of  all  deaths 
were  over  50  years  of  age.  Of  the  causes  of  death  tubercu- 
losis stands  at  the  head,  15  persons  have  died  with  it — 9  males 
and  6  females.  In  only  5  cases  was  death  due  to  acute  dis- 
eases. Exhaustion  from  epilepsy  follows  with  11  deaths. 
The  percentage  of  discharges  on  admission  exclusive  of  deaths, 
seventy  four.  This  is  a  very  large  percentage,  but  it  is  very 
probable  that  many  of  them  will  seek  re-admission,  as  they 
are  cases  of  recurrent  mania.  It  was  deemed  best  to  dis- 
charge them  to  make  room  for  others. 

Only  one  accident  has  occurred.  A  colored  employee  who 
has  worked  in  the  laundry  for  one  year  got  her  hand  caught 
between  the  hot  surfaces  of  the  rollers  of  the  mangle  and  very 
badly  burned  the  hand  and  fore-arm.  She  was  promptly  res- 
cued by  the  coolness,  deliberation  and  knowledge  of  what  to  do 
of  Miss  Benson,  the  Laundry  Supervisor.  The  act  deserves 
commendation.  Under  the  care  of  the  Assistant  Physicians, 
she  has  recovered  with  a  contractured  condition  of  the  flexor 
tendons  of  the  fingers. 

THE   TRAINING  SCHOOL   FOE  NUESES. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  is  well  under  way.  Two 
recitations  weekly  are  held.  The  number  of  nurses  taking 
advantage  of  this  school  is  eight.  It  was  thought  best  not  to 
make  it  compulsory.     The  class  is  apt,  very  intelligent,  dili- 
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gent  in  applying  themselves  and  are  acquiring  knowledge  very 
satisfactorily. 

DIVERSION   OF  PATIENTS. 

The  patients,  nurses  and  male  attendants  assemble  twice  a 
week  and  enjoy  dancing.  Dancing  lessons  are  given  to  the 
nurses  and  attendants  and  they  give  them  to  the  patients. 

The  following  clergymen  have  conducted  divine  worship: 
Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.  D.,  Christ  Church;  Rev.  A.  A. 
Marshall,  First  Baptist  Church ;  Rev.  Eugene  Daniel,  D.  D., 
Presbyterian  Church ;  Rev.  G.  F.  Smith,  Edenton  Street 
Methodist  Church. 

WORK  ACCOMPLISHED  DURING  THE  PAST  TWO  YEARS. 

The  special  appropriation  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars annually  for  the  years  1901  and  1902  for  re-flooring  the 
Administration  Building  and  wards  of  the  Hospital  has  been 
used  for  that  purpose.  A  metallic  ceiling  has  been  placed  in 
the  Superintendent's  office,  dining-room,  and  in  the  officers' 
dining-room,  to  take  the  place  of  plastering  that  had  fallen 
down. 

The  heat  in  the  laundry  was  so  intense  as  to  overcome  the 
patients.  To  relieve  that  two  48-inch  Buffalo  Forge  Com- 
pany fans  were  put  in.  They  proved  to  be  very  valuable,  as 
the  patients  and  laundry  help  could  do  their  work  without 
suffering  from  such  excessive  heat.  New  coils  have  been 
added  to  heat  the  Administration  Building  and  the  Infirmary 
for  the  female  sick,  one  of  the  most  necessitous  changes  made. 
The  removal  of  the  old  worn-out  brick  pavement  under  the 
Arcade  and  replacing  it  with  granolithic  floor  stops  at  a  point 
even  with  the  terrace  and  the  drive-way  immediately  in  front 
of  the  Arcade  laid  with  vitrified  brick.  Three  electric 
lights  have  been  put  on  the  drive-way  from  the  main  entrance 
to  the  front  of  the  building.     A  burglar-proof  safe  has  been 
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placed  within  the  walls,  the  safe  doors  opening  into  the  Stew- 
ard's office.  It  is  sufficiently  capacious  to  hold  the  books  and 
papers  of  value  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  as  well  as  deposito- 
ries for  patients'  valuables  and  money.  The  need  of  this  pur- 
chase cannot  be  questioned.  It  is  a  matter  of  astonishment 
that  one  has  not  been  in  use  before.  The  incompleted  plumb- 
ing in  the  annex  to  the  Administration  Builidng  has  been 
finished  and  connected,  bath-tubs,  closets  and  wash-basins  put 
in  place,  and  the  rooms  occupied. 

An  old  spring  of  very  pure,  deliciously  soft  water  has  been 
finished  up  with  a  large  rock  basin  (taken  from  the  old  spring 
that  dried  up),  with  granolithic  steps  and  floor  and  an  octa- 
gon-shaped house. 

The  worn-out  range,  having  been  in  daily  use  for  eleven 
years,  was  removed  and  replaced  by  a  new  one,  larger  and 
more  improved.  If  the  next  Legislature  should  in  their  wis- 
dom see  fit  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  Hospital,  this  department  will  be  in  readiness 
to  provide  for  the  "inner  man." 

Two  defective  cement  floors  in  the  bath-rooms  in  the  ninth 
and  tenth  wards  were  removed  and  replaced  with  granolithic 
floors.  The  plastering  in  the  wards  was  so  badly  cracked  as 
to  be  not  only  an  eye-sore,  but  a  source  of  danger  from  falling 
and  of  germ-populating  dust.  The  cracks  have  been  filled 
up  and  the  walls  look  clean  and  white.  Water-coolers  have 
been  placed  in  the  wards,  enabling  the  patients  to  get  a  bounti- 
ful supply  of  good,  pure  iced-water  during  the  long  days  of 
summer.  Sick-room  refrigerators  have  been  placed  in  the 
wards  and  have  proven  a  blessing  to  the  feeble  and  sick,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  convenience  of  the  nurse.  They  keep  ice  and 
iced-water  and  the  temperature  keeps  the  milk  fresh,  pure  and 
sweet  and  protects  other  dietetics  from  the  ravages  of  a  high 
temperature.  They  are  indispensable  to  hospitals  and  the 
private  sick-room. 

The  two  annexes,  one  at  each  end  of  the  main  building, 
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erected  ostensibly  for  hospital  buildings,  for  each  sex,  but 
practically  and  really  to  relieve  the  intensely  congested  con- 
dition of  the  wards,  were  constructed  apparently  without  ref- 
erence to  a  heat  supply  commensurate  with  the  boiler  capacity 
of  the  Hospital,  consequently  more  boilers  should  be  put  in 
place  to  supply  heat  to  them.  Great  complaint  comes  from 
the  nurses  and  patients  as  to  the  suffering  when  the  tempera- 
ture falls  below  the  freezing  point.  The  same  necessity  exists 
as  to  the  lighting  plant. 

A  new  Page  woven-wire  fence  has  been  put  around  the 
cow  and  horse  lots  and  pasture.  New  stables  have  been  built, 
also  house  for  vehicles,  one  128-ton  silo,  one  cow  shed  40x70, 
in  which  the  cows  may  go  in  at  night  and  bad  weather,  in 
in  order  to  keep  the  milking  barns  clean.  The  old  floors  have 
been  used  to  build  sanitary  hog-pens,  to  accommodate  100 
fattening  hogs,  and  to  put  a  floor  in  the  wagon  shed  to  be  used 
as  a  loft  to  store  straw  and  forage.  Twelve  of  the  wards  and 
congregate  dining-room  have  been  painted,  leaving  seven 
wards  which  are  in  need  of  paint,  and  the  earlier  they  are 
painted  the  better. 

The  cornice  on  the  center  building  is  beginning  to  decay, 
some  of  the  timber  so  far  gone  as  to  fall  out,  and  is  badly  in 
need  of  repair  and  paint,  two  coats  of  white  lead  being  neces- 
sary to  put  on  the  entire  outside  wood-work.  Two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  will  repair  the  cornice  and  do  this  paint- 
ing, which  should  be  done  as  early  as  possible  to  save  the  wood 
not  yet  decayed. 

Many  of  the  sash  which  have  been  in  use  since  the  Hos- 
pital was  built  are  so  badly  worn  and  decayed  that  on  many 
of  them  the  mulins  will  not  hold  the  putty,  consequently  the 
glass  are  constantly  falling  out,  and  should  be  replaced  at 
once. 

All  the  metal  roofs  on  the  houses  belonging  to  the  State 
Hospital  were  found  to  be  in  a  leaky  condition  and  required 
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to  be  re-painted.  It  was  done  by  the  Pannill  Paint  and  Sol- 
der Manufacturing  Company  of  Winning-ton,  under  a  written 
contract  with  a  guarantee  to  protect  it  against  leaks  for  five 
years.  We  regret  to  state  that  the  paint  has  not  come  up  to 
our  expectations,  the  guarantee  has  not  been  fulfilled,  and 
up  to  this  date  we  have  been  unable  to  even  get  an  answer 
to  our  communications  to  the  company,  whose  headquarters 
are  in  Wilmington. 

On  the  20th  day  of  July,  1901,  one  of  the  herd  of  milk 
cows  died.  The  Steward  reported  that  he  suspected  tuber- 
culosis, as  the  cow  had  been  exposed  to  the  infection.  A  post- 
mortem examination  revealed  the  accuracy  of  the  suspicion, 
as  all  the  herd  had  been  exposed  to  the  one  cow.  The  fact 
was  reported  to  the  Governor.  He  concurred  that  immediate 
action  looking  to  it  being  stamped  out  was  essential,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  State  Veterinarian,  Dr.  Weihe,  a  veteri- 
nary surgeon  and  Mr.  Johnson,  Professor  of  Animal  Indus- 
try at  the  A.  &  M.  College,  were  employed  to  test  the  herd. 
Tuberculin  was  obtained  and  the  test  applied,  with  the  result 
of  disclosing  the  fact  that  33  of  the  herd  were  badly  infected. 
This  condition  was  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
through  them  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  asking  for  the 
examination,  investigation  and  report.  Dr.  Lewis,  the  Sec- 
retary, was  delegated  to  do  this,  and  after  a  careful,  thought- 
ful and  painstaking  examination,  he  suggested  and  recom- 
mended the  slaughtering  of  all  the  tuberculous  cows,  and  their 
burial,  which  was  done.  The  bodies  of  all  of  them  were  cast 
into  a  hole  and  covered  with  quick-lime.  The  remaining 
cows  and  calves  were  to  be  re-tested  in  ninety  days ;  that  was 
done  and  only  one  cow  proved  to  be  infected,  and  that  one 
was  not  previously  tested,  on  account  of  being  ready  to  calve. 
These  cows  were  all  examined  after  death  and  evidences  of 
infection  found  in  all  of  them.  The  microscopical  examina- 
tion of  the  nodes  and  enlarged  glands  confirmed  the  diagno- 
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sis.  The  withdrawal  of  this  quantity  of  milk  made  it  neces- 
sary to  purchase  milk,  and  that  expense,  in  conjunction  with 
feeding-  this  remaining-  herd  and  trying  to  replace  them,  cost 
a  considerable  sum  and  made  quite  an  inroad  in  the  appro- 
priation for  maintenance.  The  purchase  of  ten  cows,  at  an 
average  cost  of  $33  per  capita,  relieved  the  situation  some- 
what. Reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health  are 
on  file  in  this  office,  as  are  the  reports  of  the  Microscopist, 
Mr.  Gerald  McCarthy.  The  cows  recently  purchased  have 
been  subjected  to  the  test  and  proved  sound.  All  the  other 
stock  is  sound  and  in  good  condition.  The  cost  of  testing  the 
herd  was  $50.  The  cost  in  losing  cattle  is  valued  at  $1,350. 
Your  attention  is  especially  directed  to  the  report  of  Mr. 
James  Adams,  Director  of  Farm,  Garden  and  Dairy.  The 
recommendations  contained  therein  should  especially  com- 
mand your  thoughtful  consideration.  The  purchase  of  addi- 
tional acreage  of  land  as  suggested  has  been  asked  for  by 
former  Superintendents  and  Boards.  Mr.  Adams'  services 
have  been  very  valuable  to  the  Hospital  and  it  is  pleasurable 
to  acknowledge  his  merit. 

PLAN  FOR  INCREASED  ACCOMMODATIONS  FOR  PATIENTS. 

The  last  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Directors  set 
forth  the  necessity  for  providing  more  room  for  women.  It 
is  now  needed  for  both  sexes.  An  addition  both  to  the  female 
and  male  wing,  running  in  a  westerly  direction  172  feet  long, 
three  stories  high,  of  the  same  architecture  as  the  old  build- 
ing, giving  132  more  rooms,  providing  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  all  female  patients  together,  is  absolutely  necessary 
on  the  grounds  of  propriety,  convenience  and  economy.  These 
wings  will  be  contiguous  to  the  heating  plant,  thereby  econo- 
mizing in  attaching  the  heating  pipes.  With  this  addition 
and  care  observed  in  admitting  incurable  and  harmless  cases, 
the  Hospital  can  very  well  provide  and  care  for  the  violent 
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and  curable  cases  in  the  district.  With  the  pressure  for  the 
admission  of  patients  for  the  past  eighteen  months,  only  six 
cases  have  been  reported  as  being  confined  in  jails.  They 
were  taken  out  of  jail  and  admitted,  room  being  provided  by 
sending  out  an  equal  number  of  harmless  incurables. 

The  estimated  cost  of  these  buildings  is  $80,000.  (See 
Carpenter's  report). 

INEBRIATES. 

The  subject  of  the  care  of  inebriates  was  so  much  discussed 
in  the  State  that  the  Legislature  of  1899,  in  adopting  the 
"Insane  Law,"  provided  in  sections  46,  47  and  48  for  the 
care  of  this  numerous  and  unfortunate  class,  by  admitting 
them  under  the  same  form  of  commitment  as  the  insane,  but 
only  as  pay  patients,  with  a  time  limit  to  their  detention. 
The  experience  with  them  has  not  been  satisfactory.  After 
recovery  from  their  debauch  they  want  their  liberty,  and  later 
on  their  families  and  friends  appeal  to  and  are  importunate 
in  their  demands  for  their  release.  At  the  expiration  of  three 
months  they  are  discharged,  and  a  large  per  cent,  of  them 
debauch  themselves  in  a  period  of  from  one  to  three  months. 
•They  should  be  detained  at  least  one  year  and  required  to  pay 
as  at  present,  or  work  for  the  Hospital  to  cover  the  cost  of  their 
maintenance ;  or  we  would  suggest  to  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  that  sections  40,  47  and  48  of  the  Laws  of 
1899  be  abrogated,  thereby  releasing  the  Hospital  authorities 
of  the  care  of  this  class  of  patients,  though  alcoholic  insanity 
is  increasing.  The  continued  indulgence  in  liquors  is  the 
cause  of  it.  Many'  cases  of  acute  mania  and  acute  melan- 
cholia are  directly  attributable  to  it,  and  when  persisted  in 
produces  dementia,  preceded  in  many  cases  by  general  pare- 
sis, with  delusional  insanity. 

There  has  been  expended  for  the  past  two  years  $10,000  to 
cover  deficits  and  $1,250  annually  of  the  special  appropria- 
tion of  $2,500.     The  total  current  expenditures  of  $144,- 
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027.43  and  the  November  outstanding  account,  $7,000, 
equal  $151,027.43.  This,  divided  by  the  daily  average 
number  of  patients  for  the  past  two  years,  442,  makes  the 
average  annual  cost  per  capita  $170.84,  with  the  miscella- 
neous fund  of  $4,006.70  deducted,  making  $146,960.73  for 
the  two  years,  with  the  average  of  442  patients  annually, 
$1(36.24.  Vide  Steward's  tabulated  report,  herewith  sub- 
joined, to  which  1  respectfully  invite  your  attention.  The 
very  great  fluctuations  in  the  prices  of  all  things  necessary 
for  maintenance  will  explain  the  seemingly  high  per  capita 
cost. 

For  the  ensuing  two  years  the  following  appropriations  are 
asked  for  as  absolutely  necessary  for  the  safe  and  economical 
administration  of  and  the  future  welfare  of  the  Hospital  and 
the  patients  committed  to  its  care :

The  report  of  Mr.  Ballew,  Engineer,  is  submitted,  giving 
in  deail  the  needs  in  his  department,  which  consists  of  steam 
heating,  electric  light  and  gas  plant,  ice  plant,  water-works 
and  laundry.  Mr.  Ballew  is  a  very  careful  and  accurate  man 
in  his  department,  and  what  he  asks  for  is  absolutely  needed, 
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and  what  he  says  is  entitled  to  yonr  most  careful  thought  and 
consideration. 

The  Special  Examining  Committee  have  recommended  an 
appropriation  of  $3,000  to  purchase  four  new  125-horse-power 
boilers,  but  no  recommendation  for  an  appropriation  to  cover 
and  protect  them  by  house,  nor  an  appropriation  to  set  them 
up.  The  estimated  cost  for  boilers  is  $3,300  ;  to  set  them  up 
$1,400;  estimated  cost  for  boiler-house  $2,500. 

The  heating  plant  requires  enlarging  and  an  appropriation 
of  $1,500  is  necessary  to  put  in  radiators,  piping,  etc. 

The  laundry  is  at  present  under  the  same  roof  as  boiler- 
house.  It  is  not  safe,  and  should  be  removed  and  placed  on 
the  first  floor  of  a  building  two  stories  high — first  floor  being 
used  for  laundry  and  carpenter  shop.  In  Carpenter's  report 
the  estimate  of  this  is  given. 

LIGHTS. 

Neither  the  gas  plant  nor  the  electric  light  plant  are  ade- 
quate to  light  the  house,  and  in  the  event  of  a  failure  of  either 
the  house  would  be  but  very  dimly  lighted.  The  Engineer 
has  been  requested  to  give  his  opinion  and  the  estimated  cost 
of  bringing  the  light  up  to  a  standard  of  adequate  lighting. 
He  reports  $3,300  as  the  cost  of  plant  and  $1,400  for  wiring. 

ICE  PLANT. 

The  ice  plant  is  not  at  all  equal  to  the  needs  of  the  Hos- 
pital, neither  is  the  cold-storage  room  large  enough,  and  for 
convenience  and  economy  should  be  removed.  A  general 
store-room  has  been  sought  for  by  the  former  Superintendents 
as  one  of  the  great  needs,  and  one  building  could  well  and 
most  conveniently  cover  and  be  used  for  both.  The  present 
brine  tank  is  only  1.000-pound,  while  it  requires  a  3,000- 
pound  tank. 
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The  Engineer's  estimated  cost  for  building  a  store-room 
and  remodeling  and  enlarging  the  cold-storage  will  be  $5,000. 

WATER. 

You  will  find  in  this  report  the  report  from  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  alluding  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Hospital 
in  terms  commendatory,  but  condemning  that  portion  of  the 
water  supply  that  comes  from  Rocky  Branch,  and  making 
some  recommendations  with  reference  to  what  the  Hospital 
needs.  They  evidently  do  not  think  the  Hospital  should  be 
handicapped  by  having  water  measured  out  to  it  either  by  the 
"flat  system"  or  by  meter. 

The  Sanitary  Engineer's  report  came  late,  and  is  offered 
as  their  supplemental  report.  He  thinks  the  Hospital  au- 
thorities should  own  and  control  their  own  water-shed,  and 
thinks  Campbell's  Branch,  a  tributary  to  Walnut  Creek,  run- 
ning with  the  creek  a.  short  distance  above  the  intake  of  Wake 
Water  Company,  a  good,  pure  and  safe  supply ;  it  is  one  and 
one-fourth  miles  distant  from  the  Hospital  and  rises  from 
springs  three  miles  distant  There  is  only  one  settlement  on 
the  water-shed.  The  stream  runs  through  woodland  belonging 
to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Grimes,  who  has  not  favored  us  with  a 
price.  There  may  be  some  legal  difficulty  in  the  event  of 
a  purchase,  even,  as  this  branch  largely  supplements  Walnut 
Creek,  and  to  divert  it  from  the  creek  would  deprive  it  of 
a  considerable  portion  of  its  capacity.  The  approximate  esti- 
mated cost  would  be  about  $30,000,  including  the  purchase 
of  the  land,  purchase  of  the  right  of  way  with  deeds  of  ease- 
ment from  branch  to  Hospital  land,  impounding  water,  pump- 
house,  iron  pipe,  lead,  yarn,  calking  and  labor.  The  Wake 
Water  Company  offers  water  at  8  cents  per  thousand  gallons. 

Copy  of  the  Superintendent's  letter  and  proposition  is  as 
follows : 
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"For  each  month  that  the  consumption  shall  average  twenty-five 
thousand  gallons  per  day,  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  thousand  gal- 
lons, and  for  each  month  that  the  consumption  shall  not  average  twenty- 
five  thousand  or  more  gallons  per  day,  at  the  regular  meter  rates  of  said 
company.  Water  to  be  furnished  through  an  accurate  meter  of  suf- 
ficient size  and  capacity  to  furnish  the  quantity  desired.  Our  charge 
for  fire  protection  is  $40  per  hydrant  per  year." 

The  Board  of  Drectors  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh. 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  inspect  your  institution  and  "make  a  report  as  to 
its  sanitary  condition,  with  suggestions  and  recommendations"  to  your 
honorable  body,  in  compliance  with  section  3  of  the  Act  Relating  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report: 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  say  that  we  found  the  institution  generally 
in  good  sanitary  condition — buildings  and  grounds  clean  and  well  kept, 
and  the  plumbing  in  a  good  state  of  efficiency.  But  in  one  particular, 
and  that  probably  the  most  important  from  the  sanitary  point  of  view, 
to-wit.  the  water  supply,  in  part  at  any  rate,  the  state  of  affairs  is 
bad.  We  refer  to  that  portion  of  your  supply  which  is  taken  from 
Rocky  Branch.  This  small  stream,  as  you  are  well  aware,  receives  a 
short  distance  above  your  intake  not  only  the  drainage  from  two 
slaughter-pens,  but  also  that  from  the  A.  &  M.  College,  including  a 
certain  amount  of  sewage,  and  sewage  of  the  most  dangerous  character, 
as  it  comes  from  the  hospital  of  the  institution.  Although  the  situa- 
tion is  greatly  relieved  by  your  excellent  supply  for  drinking  purposes 
derived  from  the  bored  wells,  still  the  idea  of  using  water  so  defiled  even 
for  bathing  purposes,  especially  for  irresponsible  persons  who  may  at 
any  time  drink  thereof,  is  abhorrent  to  one's  sense  of  decency  as  well 
as  to  sound  sanitary  principles.  This  condition  of  things  we  take  it 
all  interested  are  agreed  must  be  remedied,  and  the  practical  question 
therefore  is:   How? 

While  the  suggestion  to  take  water  from  the  Wake  Water  Company 
meets  with  our  approval  (as  somewhat  modified  below),  when  we  con- 
sider it  solely  in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  patients,  we  feel  that  our 
duty  as  representatives  of  the  State  requires  us  to  look  at  the  matter 
from  all  the  points  of  view  of  interest  and  importance  to  the  State. 

As  we  are  informed,  the  cost  to  the  Hospital  of  making  a  connection 
with  the  water  company  would  be  $4,500  and  the  estimated  minimum 
annual  water  rental  from  the  company  would  be  $1,200.  This  sum, 
capitalized  at  four  per  cent.,  the  rate  of  interest  paid  by  the  State, 
would  represent  an  investment  of  $30,000  in  addition  to  the  $4,500. 
This,  it  will  be  borne  in  mind,  is  based  on  the  minimum  estimate  for 
the  present  population,  which  is  sure  to  be  increased  in  the  near  future. 

Hospitals  for  the  insane,  more  perhaps  than  any  other  institutions, 
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require  a  water  supply  not  only  good  in  quality  but  superabundant  in 
quantity  when  feasible.  Too  great  economy  in  their  use  of  water  is  to 
be  deprecated,  and  when  every  gallon  of  water  used  has  to  be  paid  for, 
the  disposition  to  save  in  this  respect  in  the  generally  economical  man- 
agement of  the  institution,  which  is  necessary,  would  be  hard  to  resist. 
Experience  on  the  part  of  individual  householders  shows  thai  they 
rarely  ever  use  water  as  freely  by  meter  as  they  do  by  the  flat  rate. 
This,  to  our  mind,  is  the  sanitary  objection  to  buying  water,  provided, 
of  course,  a  larger  supply  of  good  water  belonging  entirely  to  the  Hos- 
pital can  be  obtained.  Whether  this  can  be  satisfactorily  accomplished 
through  a  system  of  gang-wells  in  an  adjacent  bottom,  or  by  the  instal- 
lation of  a  small  water-works  plant  with  pump  and  filter  on  Rocky 
Branch,  with  intake  above  the  Fair  Grounds,  above  which  point  the 
water-shed  is  of  much  the  same  character  as  that  of  Walnut  Creek;  or 
by  getting  water  from  a  source  not  yet  suggested,  is  a  question  that 
should  be  answered  by  an  expert  sanitary  engineer.  Inasmuch  as  section 
18  of  the  Health  Law  makes  it  obligatory  upon  the  Board  of  Health  to 
advise  boards  of  directors  or  trustees  of  all  State  institutions  in  regard 
to  water  supplies  and  sewerage  systems,  and  equally  obligatory  upon 
the  latter  not  to  take  action  in  the  premises  until  such  advice  is  re- 
ceived, this  report  will  be  completed  by  a  supplementary  one  from  the 
Engineer  of  the  Board,  who  has  had  a  large  experience  in  work  of  this 
character.

Gentlemen: — At  the  request  of  Dr.  Lewis.  Secretary  State  Board  of 
Health,  I  visited  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  on  November  25th 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  and  reporting  on  the  most  feasible  and 
practicable  means  of  obtaining  a  pure  water  supply  for  the  institution.' 
As  a  result  of  my  investigation,  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  present  water  supply,  at  least  that  portion  of  it  which  is  drawn 
from  Rocky  Branch,  should  be  abandoned.  The  conditions  surround- 
ing this  source  of  supply  at  the  present  point  of  intake  are  such  that 
it  cannot  possibly  be  of  sufficient  purity  to  be  safely  introduced  into  the 
institution  for  any  purpose  whatever.  Neither  is  there  any  point  fur- 
ther up  the  branch  where  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  could  be  ob- 
tained where  the  quality  of  the  water  is  not  seriously  impaired  by  the 
sewage  and  drainage  from  the  public  institutions  and  dwellings  which 
occupy  the  water-shed  which  is  apparently  in  a  direct  line  of  develop- 
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ment  for  occupancy  by  homes,  industrial  and  other  enterprises.  The 
sources  of  pollution  on  this  water-shed  are  so  numerous  and  extensive 
as  to  render  it  a  totally  unfit  water  supply  for  the  institution,  even 
though  it  might  be  treated  by  the  most  modern  practical  means  of 
purification. 

I  find  that  there  are  two  sources  from  which  a  suitable  water  supply 
for  the  institution  can  be  obtained,  viz. :  From  the  Wake  Water  Com- 
pany, which  supplies  the  city  of  Raleigh,  and  an  independent  works 
to  be  established  by  the  institution  with  the  south  fork  of  Walnut  Creek, 
which  enters  Walnut  Creek  a  short  distance  above  the  intake  of  the 
Wake  Water  Company,  as  a  source  of  supply.  For  the  first  plan  I  am 
advised  that  the  proper  connections  can  be  made  to  the  pipes  of  the 
Wake  Water  Company  to  deliver  water  to  the  institution  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $4,500  and  that  the  company  will  furnish  water  to  the 
institution  at  the  rate  of  8  cents  per  thousand  gallons.  Such  a  price 
for  water  is  quite  reasonable,  and  the  quality  of  the  water  that  will  be 
furnished  the  institution,  judging  from  the  source  of  supply  and  the 
character  of  the  filtration  plant  and  the  care  with  which  it  is  operated 
by  the  water  company,  should  be  entirely  satisfactory,  and  in  my  judg- 
ment of  exceptional  purity. 

The  other  source  of  supply  which  appears  to  be  available  for  devel- 
opment and  operation  by  the  institution  possesses  all  the  elements 
essential  to  make  it  a  very  desirable  and  highly  satisfactory  source  of 
supply.  The  development  and  installation  of  a  water  supply  from  this 
source  should  include  a  nitration  plant,  and  the  ownership  of  at  least 
a  portion  of  the  water- shed  would  be  desirable.  This  water-shed  ap- 
pears to  have  no  bad  exposure  at  present  and  apparently  no  probability 
of  such  in  the  future.  If  the  entire  water-shed  of  this  small  stream 
could  be  owned  by  the  institution  and  be  allowed  to  grow  up  in  timber 
it  would  constitute  an  ideal  source  of  water  supply.  The  development 
of  a  water  supply  from  this  source  would  be  somewhat  more  expensive 
than  the  connection  to  the  Wake  Water  Company,  but  it  would  have  the 
advantage  of  being  owned  and  operated  and  safeguarded  by  the  institu- 
tion itself,  which  is  manifestly  a  very  desirable  condition. 

The  relative  economy  of  the  two  sources  of  supply  is  a  proper  matter 
for  investigation  before  making  a  choice.  The  economic  study  should 
include  a  careful  estimate  of  the  cost  of  installing  the  independent  water 
supply  and  the  interest  account  on  the  cost,  together  with  the  cost  of 
plant  and  the  depreciation.  This  should  be  compared  with  the  same 
functions  that  would  attach  to  taking  the  water  from  the  Wake  Water 
Company.  Such  a  study  as  this  being  beyond  the  province  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  to  advise  upon,  I  have  not  entered  into  it  for 
the  purpose  of  this  report. 
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Either  of  the  two  plans  suggested  above  would  secure  to  the  institu- 
tion a  very  desirable  and  satisfactory  water  supply  for  all  purposes, 
and  except  for  the  consideration  of  the  desirability  of  such  an  institu- 
tion owning  and  operating  its  own  water  supply  and  the  apparent  less 
liability  of  contamination  that  attaches  to  the  south  fork  of  Walnut 
Creek  than  to  Walnut  Creek  itself,  the  choice  between  the  two  plans 
above  outlined  is  purely  a  question  of  economics,  involving  the  cost  of 
installation  and  operation.

It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  this  change  be  made  effective 
as  early  as  possible.  The  Special  Examining  Committee  rec- 
ommended the  purchase  of  water  from  the  Wake  Water  Com- 
pany. It  will  cost  $4,500  to  connect  with  their  mains  and  an 
annual  appropriation  of  $1,500  to  pay  for  the  water. 

The  Carpenter's  report,  with  the  others,  demands  consid- 
eration. This  department  needs  a  house  equipped  with  ma- 
chinery. The  cost  of  the  house  is  estimated  at  $2,000.  One 
part  on  first  floor  can  be  used  for  the  laundry  and  the  second 
story  can  be  used  as  dormitories  for  the  farm  help  and  ser- 
vants to  sleep  in.  It  can  be  easily  heated  and  lighted.  It 
will  be  much  safer,  more  comfortable  and  bring  the  employees 
under  more  and  better  discipline  than  to  have  them  to  con- 
tinue to  use  the  old  rotten  wooden  shanties  that  are  a  menace 
by  fire.  Mr.  Hardesty  is  a  careful,  painstaking  man,  whose 
ideas  of  economy  and  whose  interest  in  the  Hospital  is  daily 
exemplified. 

The  Matron's  report  will  also  fall  under  your  considera- 
tion and  engage  your. earnest  attention. 

NON-INDIGENT    INSANE. 

Since  the  announcement  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh  vs.  Foun- 
tain, Guardian,  the  claim  has  been  settled,  the  Court  allowing 
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the  statute  of  limitation  to  bar  all  but  past  three  years.      The 
guardian  since  then  has  been  promptly  paying  each  month. 

The  question  of  carrying  out  the  legislative  will  in  classi- 
fying the  indigent  and  the  non-indigent  insane  is  a  most  per- 
plexing one.  Reliance  upon  the  Clerks  of  Courts  is  about 
the  only  method  to  pursue,  they  being  able  to  tell  whether  a 
patient  has  sufficient  income  to  provide  for  those  dependent 
upon  him  or  not,  and  if  any  excess  of  income  over  and  above 
that  excess  should  be  sent  to  the  Hospital.  There  have  been 
twenty-six  pay  patients  in  the  Hospital  during  the  past 
year.  Nine  have  been  discharged,  four  have  died  and  thir- 
teen are  at  present  in  the  Hospital.  Two  patients  whose 
confinement  in  the  Hospital  was  more  than  twenty-nine  years 
have  died.  One  was  reported  to  have  left  an  estate  amply 
sufficient  to  have  defrayed  her  expenses.  Investigation  dis- 
closed the  fact  that  she  had  but  little,  and  the  claim  was  com- 
promised at  $100.  Another  died  who  for  twenty-nine  years, 
nine  months  and  twenty  days  was  a  direct  charge  upon  the 
Hospital,  leaving  an  estate  valued  at  $7,000,  six  thousand 
being  in  United  States  Government  bonds.  A  statement  for 
three  years'  board,  nursing  and  treatment  for  $720  has  been 
sent  to  the  administratrix,  but  she  has  never  acknowledged 
the  receipt  of  it.  This  is  mentioned  as  an  evidence  of  how 
perplexing  it  is  to  classify  the  non-indigent  from  the  indi- 
gent insane.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  collect  the  money 
due  from  the  non-indigent. 

There  has  been  no  change  on  the  staff,  every  one  has  fidly 
performed  their  duties  in  a  faithful  and  harmonious  man- 
ner, showing  their  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  man- 
agement. The  nurses  have  been  faithful  and  loyal  to  their 
patients,  bestowing  upon  them  intelligent  care  and  the  kindest 
attention. 
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The  Executive  Committee  have  been  prompt  and  punctual 
in  their  stated  meetings,  paying  the  closest  attention  to  every 
detail  of  the  business  committed  to  their  care.

Sir: — This  department,  consisting-  of  steam  heating,  electric  lighting, 
gas  plant,  ice  plant,  waterworks  and  laundry  machinery,  in  an  old 
building,  requires  a  greal  amount,  of  overhauling  to  keep  in  good  repair. 
The  Hospital  has  had  an  annex  recently  built  to  the  Male  Department 
without  increasing  the  heating  capacity.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Hospital  has  made  many  improvements  and  added  a  fire-pump  and 
electrical  machinery,  as  well  as  placed  sleeping  quarters  over  the 
laundry  under  the  same  roof  of  the  boiler  house,  it  will  require  the 
erection  of  a  boiler-house  separate  from  the  existing  objectionable 
connections,  at  a  cost  of  $2,500,  and  the  purchasing  of  four  125-horse- 
power  boilers,  at  a  cost  of  $3,300  is  necessary.  For  want  of  room  too 
many  dangerous  inflammable  departments  have  been  crowded  together 
to  keep  them  free  from  fire  and  in  a  condition  to  protect  the  Hospital 
property. 

Xew  radiators  and  piping  have  been  put  in  where  others  have  given 
out,  though  the  heating  plant  has  not  radiating  surface  sufficient. 
The  plant  requires  enlarging  to  heat  the  building  properly,  and  an 
appropriation  of  $1,500  for  this  purpose  is  necessary. 

LAUNDBY. 

The  laundry,   under  the  same  roof  as  the  boiler-house,  should  be  in 

a   detached  building,   as  there  is  danger  of  fire  in  all  laundries  where 

large  heaters  are   used,   especially  where  insane  people  work  and   have 

access  to  heaters  necessary  to  heat  irons,  and  could  be  placed  on  the  first 

floor  of  a  two-story  building,  the  second  floor  to  be  used  as  rooms  for 
employees. 

WATER    SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply,  long  since  condemned  as  contaminated  by  sewerage 
and  settlements  on  the  water-shed,  should  be  changed  by  obtaining  a 
supply  of  pure  water;  and  might  be  taken  from  a  stream  one  and  one- 
fourth  miles  from  the  Hospital.  The  stream  has  been  inspected  by  the 
Sanitary  Engineer  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  I  suppose  will 
be  recommended  by  him  as  the  most  suitable  site  from  which  to  get 
the  water  supply,  the  water  being  perfectly  pure  and  amply  sufficient  for 
the  present  use  and  many  years  to  come.  In  reply  to  your  question 
as  to  the  probable  cost,  I  will  suggest  as  the  approximate  estimate  of 
the  cost  to  improve  the  water,  first  to  filter  it  up  to  the  reservoir  on  the 
Hospital  grounds,  a  distance  of  one  and  one-fourth  miles,  through  a 
6-inch  main,  that  the  cost  for  running  through  land  and  the  purchase 
of  land  would  probably  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $30,000.     The  esti- 
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mate  for  connecting  with  Wake  Water  Company  is  $4,500,  should  the 
Hospital  be  connected  with  it,  and  an  annual  appropriation  of  $1,500 
to  pay  water  rent. 

LIGHTS. 

The  gas  plant,  erected  to  supply  the  building  before  an  annex  was 
built,  is  of  course,  not  large  enough  to  give  sufficient  light;  in  fact,  the 
main  from  the  gas-house  is  not  large  enough  to  bring  to  the  building 
enough  gas  to  properly  light  it.  The  electric  plant,  constructed  later 
to  take  the  place  of  and  hold  the  gas  plant  in  reserve,  and  to  supplant 
gas  at  the  time  it  was  constructed,  is  not  large  enough,  and  neither  of 
the  two  will  light  the  Hospital.  To  shut  down  either  places  the  build- 
ing in  darkness,  and  at  your  request  as  to  the  cost,  will  say  that  it  will 
take  $3,300  to  put  up  a  plant  that  would  answer  the  purpose,  and 
$1,400  for  wiring. 

ICE    PLANT. 

The  ice  plant,  under  the  same  roof  as  the  boilers,  is  not  large  enough 
to  supply  the  Hospital,  nor  is  the  cold  storage  large  enough  for  the 
Hospital's  use,  besides  it  is  in  the  wrong  place.  Should  a  general  store- 
room he  built  convenient  to  the  various  departments,  the  ice  plant 
should  be  enlarged  and  put  in  this  building.  It  would  take  a  3,000- 
gallon  brine  tank  in  place  of  the  1,000-gallon  brine  tank  now  in  use, 
and  remodeling  and  enlarging  the  cold  storage  in  a  general  store-room 
all  complete,  estimated  cost,  $5,000. 

Should  an  annex  be  added  to  the  Male  and  Female  Departments,  as 
has  been  estimated  to  cost  $40,000  each,  the  present  system  of  heating 
used  in  the  old  building  is  the  best  to  use,  and  the  annexes  should  be 
built  as  near  the  present  heating  plant  as  possible. 

ROOFS. 

The  meal  roofs  on  the  buildings  had  to  be  repainted  during  the  past 
year,  as  without  it  it  was  exposed  to  the  weather,  and  of  too  much 
value  to  be  neglected.  The  departments  specified,  and  many  repairs, 
Such  ;is  replacing  worn-out  metal  stack  at  pump-house  with  brick 
stack,  furnaces  at  gas-house  and  worn-out  radiators  with  new  ones, 
and  many  installed  where  heat  was  absolutely  necessary,  and  the  rec- 
ommendations given  are  an  absolute  necessity,  I  assure  you. 

The  improvements  suggested  above  would  require  considerable  chang- 
ing of  the  present  arrangement  of  piping,  wiring,  etc.,  and  would  be 
very  much  improved,  as  those  in  use  are  well-nigh  worn  out.  The 
appropriation  of  $1,500  for  setting  and  connecting  up  boilers  and 
replacing  worn-out  pipes  and  valves  in  boiler-room  is  a  very  low  esti- 
mate, and  without  help  from  the  patients  could  not  be  done.

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CARPENTER'S   DEPARTMENT.

Dear  Sin: — In  reply  to  your  request  to  make  a  statement  of  the  work 
done  in  the  past  two  years  in  the  Carpenter's  Department,  and  esti- 
mates of  the  improvements  needed  in  this  department,  and  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  a  building  to  run  off  at  right  angles  from  the  wing  of  the 
old  house  in  a  westerly  direction.  In  the  past  two  years  besides  keep- 
ing the  building  in  repair,  coffins  have  been  made,  kept  in  repair  locks, 
clocks,  beds,  tables  and  other  furniture;  also  farm  wagons,  carts, 
ploughs  and  other  farming  implements.  Put  new  "Page"  woven  wire 
fence  around  cow  and  horse  lots  and  pasture,  built  new  stables  and 
house  for  vehicles,  one  128-ton  silo,  one  cow  shed  40x70,  in  which  the 
cows  may  go  in  at  night  and  bad  weather  in  order  to  keep  the  milking 
barns  clean,  a  new  spring-house  built  on  the  lawn.  In  addition  to 
constantly  looking  after  the  walls  in  the  wards  and  putting  down  new 
floors — where  most  needed — of  rock  maple  in  the  administration  build- 
ing, have  thoroughly  overhauled  the  walls  and  hard-finished  the  same, 
put  down  new  floors  of  rock  maple  and  long-leaf  unbled  riff- pine  in 
the  halls,  put  up  steel  ceiling  in  the  Superintendent's  office  and  dining- 
room  on  first  and  second  floors.  The  old  floors  have  been  used  to  build 
a  sanitary  hog-pen  to  accommodate  100  fattening  hogs  and  to  put 
floor  in  wagon  shed  to  be  used  as  a  loft  to  store  straw  and  forage;  have 
painted  twelve  of  the  wards  and  congregate  dining-room,  leaving  seven 
wards  which  are  in  need  of  paint,  and  the  earlier  they  are  painted  the 
better. 

The  cornice  on  the  center  building  is  beginning  to  decay,  some  of 
the  timber  so  far  gone  as  to  fall  out,  and  is  badly  in  need  of  repair 
and  paint,  two  coats  of  white  lead  being  necessary  to  put  on  the  entire 
outside  wood- work,  and  $2,500  will  repair  cornice  and  do  this  paint- 
ing, which  should  be  done  as  early  as  possible  to  save  the  wood  not  yet 
decayed. 

Many  of  the  sash  which  have  been  in  use  since  the  Hospital  was 
built,  are  so  badly  worn  and  decayed  that  on  many  of  them  the  mulins 
will  not  hold  the  putty,  consequently  the  glass  are  constantly  falling  out, 
and  should  be  replaced  at  once. 

The  Hospital  is  badly  in  need  of  a  shop  properly  equipped  and  fitted 
up  to  do  all  kinds  of  wood-work,  such  as  making  sash,  doors,  chairs, 
and  many  other  things  constantly  needed  in  a  hospital  of  this  size. 
A  shop  of  this  kind  in  the  past  year  would  have  saved  not  less  than 
$500  for  the  State.  The  power  on  hand  to  drive  the  machines  needed 
to  do  this  work  is  at  present  to  be  obtained  on  the  grounds,  and  such 
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a  shop  can  be  built  and  fitted  up  with  machines  at  a  cost  of  $3,500, 
and  would  be  a  great  saving  to  the  State.  A  second  story  could  be 
made  into  dormitories  in  which  the  employees  and  laborers  could  be 
quartered,  getting  their  heat  and  light  near  the  present  plant.  Esti- 
mated cost,  in  addition  to  the  $3,500,  for  building  and  equipping  the 
Carpenter  Department  would  be  $2,000. 

The  cottages  nowT  occupied  by  the  ward  servants  and  outside  help  are 
old  and  badly  decayed,  the  roofs,  floors  and  siding,  which  were  put  on 
of  10-inch  rough  plank  and  slatted,  are  all  badly  decayed.  The  houses 
are  heated  by  open  fire-places  and  are  sitting  on  the  side  of  a  ditch 
on  brick  pillars  which  are  of  soft  brick  and  have  been  so  frequently 
frozen  that  they  are  crumbling  out.  These  houses  are  very  inflamma- 
ble, and  being  so  close  together,  should  they  catch  on  fire  it  would  be 
almost  impossible  to  save  them,  and  the  whole  Hospital  would  be  in 
great  danger.  They  should  be  torn  down  and  the  timber  used  over  the 
Carpenter  Shop. 

The  Hospital  is  greatly  in  need  of  a  general  store-room  convenient 
to  the  various  departments  in  which  to  receive  all  supplies  for  the 
Hospital,  which,  with  cold-storage  attached,  can  be  built  and  fitted  up  at 
a  cost  of  $5,000.  To  erect  buildings  such  as  you  have  asked  an  estimate 
for,  to  be  one-half  the  size  of  the  wings,  or  40  2-3  feet  by  172x40  high, 
with  132  rooms,  and  attached  to  the  old  building  with  fire-proof  walls 
and  fire-escapes,  would  cost  about  $40,000  each.

Dear  Sir: — The  Hospital  property  contains  one  hundred,  and  seventy- 
six  acres,  which  are  divided  into  the  following  parts:  Grove  and  build- 
ings, fifty  acres;  hog  pasture,  thirty-five,  and  the  remaining  ninety 
acres  to  the  growing  of  vegetables  and  farm  products.  I  suggest  that 
the  farm  be  extended  two  or  three  hundred  acres  more,  as  we  then 
would  be  able  to  grow  feed  for  our  stock,  whereas  at  the  present  time 
we  have  to  buy  much  feed,  such  as  hay,  bran,  oats  and  corn.  By  addi- 
tional land  it  would  reduce  the  expense  of  our  feed  account.  The 
farm  stock  would  of  course  have  to  be  increased  from  five  to  ten  head, 
as  well  as  labor  and  farming  implements,  which  would  give  us  more 
employment  for  patients,  both  male  and  female.  We  have  had  the 
misfortune  to  lose  thirty-eight  head  of  cows  by  tuberculosis,  which 
has  deprived  the  Hospital  of  its  usual  quantity  of  milk  from  our  dairy, 
besides  the  expense  of  a  new  lot  of  fence  and  shelter  for  the  remainder 
of  the  herd.  The  herd  now  consists  of  thirty-three  head  of  milk  cows, 
nine  two-year-old  heifers,  ten  heifer  calves,  one  male  and  two  steers. 
The  Hospital  would  require  fifty  head  of  cows  to  give  us  a  regular  sup- 
ply of  milk,  one  hundred  gallons  per  day,  whereas  at  the  present  time 
our  daily  average  is  fifty-five  gallons  per  day.  In  the  growing  of  vege- 
tables for  the  Hospital  it  requires  all  the  manure  we  can  make,  which 
deprives  the  remainder  of  the  farm.  If  the  Hospital  had  several  acres 
of  pine  woods  it  would  give  us  a  quantity  of  straw  to  litter  the  cow  lot, 
which  would  save  us  buying  so  much  commercial  fertilizer.  Besides 
the  five  head  of  mules  for  farm  and  dray  work  there  is  one  horse  for 
surry,  two  for  hauling  the  patients,  one  for  the  Steward,  sixty-six  head 
of  fattening  hogs,  eight  brood-sows,  one  mule,  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  pigs.

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BY-LAWS. 


BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

I.  The  regular  meeting1  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held  at  the 
Hospital  en  the  first  Wednesdays  after  the  first  Mondays  in  April,  but 
other  meetings  may  be  held  at  such  stated  times  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
and  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  At  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  April, 
A.  D.  1899,  a  President  and  Secretary  shall  be  elected  for  two  years 
and  biennially  thereafter. 

II.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Board  shall  elect  a  President 
pro  tern.,  who  shall  preside  at  the  meeting,  and  when  the  Secretary  is 
absent,  a  Secretary  pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed. 

III.  All  questions  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  shall  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  and  signed  by  a  majority  present. 

IV.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  from  their  number  appoint  three 
as  an  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  act  for  one  year,  and  two  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

V.  They  shall  be,  in  the  absence  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  advis- 
ing body  with  whom  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  shall  confer 
in  regard  to  the  business  of  the  institution,  and  they  shall  be  clothed 
with  full  power  to  do  all  acts  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  and 
management  of  the  institution,  except  where  the  action  of  the  full 
Board  is  required  or  where  preA'ented  by  a  special  order  of  the  Board, 
and  they  shall  meet  monthly  at  the  Hospital  or  such  place  in  the  city 
of  Raleigh  as  may  be  agreed  upon  for  the  transaction  of  all  business 
within  the  scope  of  their  duty,  when  it  shall  be  their  special  duty  to 
examine  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  and  to  examine  and  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Steward  for  the  expenditures  of  the  preceding  month. 
And  they  shall  report  in  writing  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
upon  the  general  condition  of  the  Hospital  and  recommend  such  modi- 
fications of  existing  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  shall 
also  report  the  amount  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  Executive  Committee  shall  cause  all  their  proceedings  to  be 
faithfully  and  carefully  written  and  recorded  in  a  well-bound  book, 
separate  from  the  minutes  and  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  Directors, 
or  any  of  them,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Secretary 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  Stenographer  to  the  Superintendent, 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
call  the  Committee  together  whenever,  in  his  opinion,  it  shall  be  for  the 
good  of  the  institution. 
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DUTIES  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 

I.  The  Superintendent  shall  reside  constantly  at  or  near  the  insti- 
tution, and  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  its  welfare.  As  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  institution,  all  officers  and  employees  shall  receive 
their  instructions  from  him.  If  the  Superintendent  or  Acting  Superin- 
tendent shall  be  absent  for  more  than  one  day  and  not  more  than  three 
days  lie  shall  notify  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee.  If 
absent  more  than  three  days  he  shall  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  or,  in  their  absence,  the  consent  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

II.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  the  officers  and  employees  of 
the  institution  are  energetic,  industrious,  punctual,  exact,  and  in  all 
respects  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  several  duties  as  prescribed 
in  these  by-laws. 

III.  He  shall  direct  such  medical,  moral  and  physical  treatment  as  in 
his  judgment  will  be  conducive  to  the  comfort  and  amelioration,  or  best 
adapted  to  the  relief  of  the  patients. 

IV.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  each 
patient,  and  the  supposed  cause  of  insanity,  and  duration  of  the  afflic- 
tion; also  of  the  time  when  received  and  removed,  whether  cured  or 
relieved,  whether  eloped  or  dead,  and  in  case  of  death,  the  cause  of 
death;  and  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  institution,  and 
make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

V.  At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  he  shall 
exhibit  all  the  records  of  the  institution  if  required,  its  general  state, 
the  names  of  persons  received  or  removed,  with  such  remarks  and  sug-» 
gestions  as  he  may  deem  useful,  and  at  the  called  December  meeting  of 
the  Board  furnish  a  tabular  view  of  the  condition  of  the  institution 
for  the  preceding  year,  deduced  from  the  records,  with  a  list  of  the 
patients  who  have  been  subjected  to  mechanical  treatment,  its  duration, 
character  and  cause. 

VI.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  .aive  all  persons  employed  in  the  Hospital 
such  instructions  as  are  best  adapted  to  carry  into  effect  all  the  inks 
and  regulations  of  the  institution;  and  he  shall  see  that  these  rules  and 
regulations  are  strictly  and  faithfully  observed  and  executed.  Subject 
to  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  in  their  absence  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  he  shall  determine  what  attendants  and  other 
assistants  are  necessary. 

VII.  There  shall  be  kept  by  the  Superintendent  or  an  Assistant  Physi- 
cian at  least  one  well-bound  book,  to  be  styled  the  Patient  Book,  in 
which  shall  be  set  out  in  intelligible  form,  under  the  name  of  each 
patient  in  the  Hospital,  his  or  her  age,  residence,  the  character  of  his  or 
her  mental  disease,  the  supposed  cause  of  disease,  the  duration  of  such 
affliction,   when   received,   when   discharged   or   removed,   whether   cured 
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or  improved,  whether  dead;  if  dead,  the  cause  or  supposed  cause  of 
death,  and  any  all  striking  features  and  incidents  of  such  patient's 
case,  the  purpose  being  to  preserve  a  memorial  of  such  facts,  features 
and  incidents  in  respect  to  each  patient  in  the  Hospital,  and  a  truthful 
history  of  each  ease  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  medi- 
cal science. 

VIII.  All  records,  papers,  memorials,  important  letters,  minutes  of 
proceedings,  vouchers,  reports  and  other  papers  and  books  pertaining  to 
the  Hospital  shall  be  carefully  arranged  and  labeled  and  filed  away  in 
the  Business  Office  of  the  Hospital,  and  from  time  to  time  printed  re- 
ports and  other  documents  shall  be  bound  together  in  suitable  and  con- 
venient volumes,  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  direct. 

IX.  In  the  course  of  their  business  the  Superintendent  and  Assistant 
Physicians  shall  at  all  times  have  access  to  all  wards  and  all  parts  of 
the  Hospital,  but  no  other  male  officer  or  employee  shall,  at  any  time 
enter  the  Female  Department  or  any  ward  or  apartment  therein,  except 
by  the  permission  or  instruction  of  the  Superintendent,  or  an  Assistant 
Physician,  and  then  in  the  presence  of  the  Head  Nurse,  nor  shall  the 
Head  Nurse,  Matron  or  female  employee  enter  the  Male  Department  or 
any  ward  or  apartment  therein,  except  by  like  permission  or  instruction. 

ASSISTANT  PHYSICIANS. 

I.  They  shall  assist  the  Superintendent  in  the  medical,  moral  and 
physical  treatment  of  the  patients,  and  perform  any  other  duty  con- 
nected with  the  Medical  Department  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

II.  They  shall  have  charge  of  the  Medical  Office,  act  as  Druggists  for 
the  Hospital,  see  that  all  medicines  are  properly  prepared  and  put  up, 
and  report  thereon  to  the  Superintendent. 

III.  They  are  required  to  be  in  the  Hospital  during  the  day  and  at 
night,  and  shall  not  absent  themselves  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent,  and  shall  exert  such  moral  influence  upon  the  inmates 
as  they  can  and  endeavor  by  proper  means  to  further  the  views  and 
wishes  of  the  Superintendent.  They  shall  carefully  study  the  character 
and  peculiarities  of  the  patients,  direct  their  exercises  and  amusements, 
and  report  to  the  Superintendent  any  neglected  duty  or  misconduct 
coming  under  their  notice. 

IV.  Their  work  and  responsibilities  may  be  so  divided  as  to  require 
one  of  them  to  take  charge  of  the  male  wards  and  the  other  the  female 
wards,  or  to  visit  the  departments  alternately,  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  Superintendent,  and  to  be  absent  from  the  institution  only  with  the 
consent  of  the  Superintendent.  They  shall  keep  such  records  of  eases  as 
the  Superintendent  may  direct,  and  assist  him  in  preparing  statistics, 
conducting  correspondence  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  properly 
assigned  them. 

V.  In  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Senior 
Assistant  Physician  shall  exercise  the  duties  of  his  office,   and  in  the 
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absence  or  inability  of  the  Senior  Assistant  Physician,  the  Junior 
Assistant  Physician  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Senior  Assistant 
Physician. 

STEWARD— HIS  DUTIES. 

I.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  purchases,  and  of  moneys 
expended  by  him,  as  well  on  account  of  patients  as  for  the  institution. 
He  shall  take  receipts  of  the  Housekeeper  of  all  articles  delivered  to 
him  for  the  supply  of  the  table  or  household,  and  file  them  subject  to 
the  monthly  examination  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

II.  He  shall  exhibit  his  vouchers,  books  and  accounts  to  the  Executive 
Committee  at  their  monthly  meeting,  with  a  sworn  statement  before  a 
notary  public  as  to  the  accuracy  thereof. 

III.  He  shall  constantly,  observe  the  conduct  of  all  persons  employed 
in  subordinate  positions,  and  report  to  the  Superintendent  any  instance 
of  neglect  or  misconduct  he  may  see  or  of  which  he  may  be  informed. 

IV.  Under  direction  of  the  Superintendent  he  shall  make  purchases, 
attend  to  the  farm,  stock,  garden,  grounds,  fences  and  out-buildings, 
and  see  that  they  are  kept  in  order,  and  he  shall  constantly  make 
improvements  in  the  grounds,  orchards,  fences,  shade  trees,  etc. 

V.  He  shall  assist  in  maintaining  the  police  of  the  establishment, 
shall  see  to  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  house,  and  that  the  Watch- 
man shall  ring  the  bell  at  proper  hours,  that  the  servants  *rise  and 
commence  their  business  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell,  and  retire  at  proper 
seasons  at  night.  He  shall  see  that  the  warmth  and  ventilation  of  the 
house  are  attended  to  in  his  surveillance  of  the  Engineer  and  his  assist- 
ants. 

VI.  He  shall,  when  directed  by  the  Superintendent,  receive  visitors, 
give  them  all  suitable  information  and  accompany  them  to  such  parts 
of  the  building  and  grounds  as  are  open  for  examination. 

VII.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  institution, 
assist  the  Superintendent  in  preserving  order  in  the  house  and  faith- 
fulness amongst  the  assistants  in  subordinate  positions,  and  to  see  that 
all  the  regulations  are  observed.  He  shall  not  absent  himself  without 
permission  from  the  Superintendent,  and  shall  be  in  his  office  from  8  to 
9  a.  m.,  and  from  5  to  6  p,  M.  from  October  1st  to  April  1st.  and  from 
7:30  to  8:30  a.  m.  and  from  G  to  7  p.  m.  from  April  1st  to  October  1st. 

MATRON. 

I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  look  carefully  into  that  portion 
of  the  building  known  as  the  Administration  Building,  to  see  that  it 
is  kept  thoroughly  clean,  also  the  annex  to  the  Administration  Build- 
ing and  the  rooms  therein,  the  walk  between  that  building  and  the 
kitchen,  cooking,  washing  and  ironing  and  take  care  of  the  clothes 
and  bedding,  and  see  that  they  are  always  clean  and  in  order,  keep  a 
record  of  the  clothing  of  the  patients  when  they  enter  and  during  their 
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continuance  in  the  Hospital.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  Sewing  De- 
partment, shall  supervise  the  repairing  of  all  of  the  clothing  of  the 
patients,  shall  give  out  materials  for  said  department  and  shall  receive 
the  clothing  when  finished,  and  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  of  the 
appurtenances  of  the  Sewing  Department. 

II.  She  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  crockery,  table  ware,  cutlery, 
linens  and  furniture  in  the  officers'  dining-room,  see  that  it  is  properly 
cleaned  and  kept  so,  and  that  her  hours  for  breakfast  shall  be  from 
7:45  to  8:45;  dinner,  12:45  to  1:45;  supper,  6:30  to  7:30  from  October 
1st  to  April  1st,  and  from  April  1st  to  October  1st,  breakfast,  7  to  8; 
dinner,  1  to  2 ;  supper,  7  to  8 ;  no  meals  to  be  served  to  any  one  except 
during  these  hours.  She  must  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  improve- 
ment of  her  department  and  must  not  absent  herself  without  permission 
from  the  Superintendent.  » 

ENGINEER. 

I.  The  Engineer  will  be  responsible  for  the  good  care  of  the  boilers, 
engines,  steam  and  water  pumps,  and  all  parts  of  the  machinery,  which 
must  be  kept  in  repair  and  in  good  running  order.  He  shall  promptly 
attend  to  the  repairs  needed  in  steam  or  water  apparatus  or  other 
repairs  or  alterations  assigned  to  him.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  see  that 
the  boilers  are  properly  fired  and  the  fuel  used  in  the  most  economical 
and  efficient  manner. 

II.  He  will  see  that  the  radiators,  air-chambers  and  flues  are  properly 
adjusted  for  heat  and  ventilation,  and  that  the  amount  of  steam  gener- 
ated is  wisely  adapted  to  the  state  of  the  weather. 

III.  It  will  be  his  duty  in  summer  to  attend  to  all  needed  alterations 
and  repairs  in  steam-heating  apparatus,  preparatory  to  the  demands  of 
winter. 

IV.  He  must  at  all  times  be  so  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  location 
and  condition  of  all  hydrants,  hose  or  water-cocks  provided  for  the 
extinguishing  of  fire  that  he  can  put  them  in  operation  instantly  if 
needed. 

V.  He  will  hold  himself  in  readiness  to  attend  to  any  special  duty 
required  by  the  Superintendent  and  will  never  be  absent  from  the  insti- 
tution without  permission. 

VI.  All  men  employed  in  the  heating,  ventilating,  gas  and  water- 
works departments  will  report  to  the  Engineer  the  condition  of  their 
departments  regularly,  and  will  carefully  obey  his  directions  in  regard 
to  the  machinery  and  the  work  required  of  them,  and  make  written 
reports  to  the  Superintendent  when  required. 

DRUGGIST. 

I.  The  duties  of  Druggist  shall  be  performed  by  the  Assistant  Physi- 
cians, who  shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Dispensary,  making  requisi- 
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tions  upon  the  Superintendent  for  the  purchase  of  such  drugs  as  are 
needed. 

II.  They  shall  prepare  and  put  up  all  medicines  prescribed,  and 
make  such  records  thereof  as  is  required. 

III.  They  shall  exorcise  extreme  caution  with  regard  to  all  poisonous 
preparations  and  see  that  all  such  have  the  cautionary  label  attached, 
and  that  the  person  to  whom  they  are  delivered  have  full  knowledge 
of  their  nature. 

IV.  No  bottles  or  cups  shall  be  given  out  without  having  legible 
labels  attached,  giving  the  name  of  the  patient,  and  if  necessary  the 
dose  of  the  preparation. 

V.  They  shall  see  that  bottles  and  cups  and  all  apparatus  and  instru- 
ments used  in  the  wards  and  elsewhere  are  returned  to  the  Dispen- 
sary promptly  and  in  good  order,  and  shall  prevent  loss  and  waste  by 
collecting  and  returning  such  articles  as  may  become  dispersed  through 
the  house  frequently. 

HEAD  NURSES. 

T.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Supervisors,  or  Head  Nurses,  to  see  that 
the  moral  treatment  of  patients  and  the  conduct  of  nurses  conform  in 
all  respects  to  these  by-laws  and  instructions  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Assistant  Physicians. 

II.  They  shall  always  be  present  when  food  or  medicine  is  adminis- 
tered coercively  to  patients,  when  restraint  is  applied,  and  when  tiny 
take  their  baths.  They  shall  keep  a  faithful  list  or  record  of  their 
clothes,  and  also  frequently  pass  through  the  different  wards,  aiding  and 
encouraging  the  attendants  in  their  efforts  to  amuse  or  employ  such 
patients;  and  in  every  way  endeavor  to  promote  the  good  order  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  Hospital  by  seeing  that  the  Superintendent's  or  Assist- 
ant Physicians'  instructions  in  reference  to  occupation,  exercise  and 
clothing  are  -faithfully  and  properly  fulfilled  and  by  guarding  against 
disturbances,  escapes,  suicides,  exposures,  etc. 

III.  They  shall  also  wait  upon  visitors,  when  called  on  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  perform  any  other  service  required  of  them. 

NUPvSES. 

I.  The  nurses  shall  treat  the  patients  with  uniform  attention  and 
respect,  and  greet  them  with  friendly  salutations,  and  exhibit  such  other 
marks  of  kindness  and  good-will  as  evince  interest  and  sympathy.  They 
shall  speak  in  a  mild,  persuasive  tone  of  voice,  and  never  address  a 
patient  coarsely  or  by  a  nickname. 

II.  On  rising  in  the  morning  every  nurse  shall  see  that  each  patient 
confided  to  his  or  her  care  is  washed  and  decently  dressed.  Attention 
shall  be  given  to  the  person  and  dress  of  each  patient  during  the  day 
as  often  as  required  by  disorder  or  any  want  of  cleanliness. 
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III.  One  nurse  must  always  bo  with  the  patients,  and  must  not 
leave  them  under  any  circumstances,  unless  relieved  by  another. 

IV.  A  nurse  must  always  be  present  at  the  meals — carve  the  food 
and  distribute  it  to  such  as  cannot  do  it  themselves,  and  see  that 
each  one  has  his  or  her  proper  supply,  and  takes  it  properly.  < 
shall  be  taken  that  no  patient  carries  away  a  knife,  fork  or  other  article 
from  the  table,  and  the  knives  and  forks  shall  be  counted  after  each 
meal  to  prevent  any  being  lost. 

V.  Xo  nurse  shall  ever  apply  any  restraining  apparatus  to  a  patient, 
except  by  order  of  the  Superintendent  or  of  a  resident  officer  under 
his  direction. 

VI.  The  puitients  are  to  be  soothed  and  calmed  when  irritated,  encour- 
aged and  cheered  when  melancholy  and  depressed.  They  shall  never  be 
pushed,  collared  or  rudely  handled. 

VII.  When  nurses  receive  insulting  and  abusive  language  they  must 
keep  cool  and  forbear  to  recriminate  or  threaten.  Violent  hands  shall 
never  be  laid  upon  patients  under  any  provocation;  and  a  blow  shall 
never  be  returned,  unless  in  the  clearest  case  of  necessary  self-defense. 
Sufficient  force  to  prevent  injury  to  themselves  or  others  shall  always 
be  applied  gently.  Authority  must  be  maintained  by  kindness  of 
manner  and  dignity  of  deportment. 

VIII.  Nurses  shall  never  place  in  the  hands  of  patients,  or  leave 
where  they  can  obtain,  any  knife,  razor,  rope,  cord,  medicine  or  any 
dangerous  weapon  or  article.  Neither  shall  they  deliver  any  letter  or 
writing  to  or  from  a  patient  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent, 
nor  retain  in  their  possession  any  writing  of  a  patient. 

IX.  Nurses  must  not  leave  the  institution  nor  remain  absent  except 
by  express  permission  of  proper  authority.  Y\ "hen  away  the  conduct 
and  conversation  of  patients  must  not  be  repeated.  No  company 
shall  be  admitted  into  the  apartments  occupied  by  the  patients  except 
by  permission  of  the  Superintendent  or  Asssistant  Physicians.  But  all 
parts  of  the  Hospital  may  be  shown  by  the  Steward  or  Matron,  and  it  is 
expected  that  great  respect  will  be  shown  to  strangers  visiting  the 
institution. 

X.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  nurses  to  keep  the  patients'  rooms 
and  halls  perfectly  clean  and  well  ventilated,  to  have  the  beds  aired  and 
sunned  and  made  in  proper  season,  to  keep  all  the  doors  of  rooms  closed 
when  the  patients  are  in  bed. 

XI.  The  attendants  must  never  give  up  the  key  of  the  passages,  nor 
let  any  one  into  the  halls  without  permission. 

XII.  Every  patient  must  be  in  charge  of  some  responsible  individual 
at  all  times,  unless  permitted  to  be  at  large  by  the  Superintendent  or 
Assistant  Physicians. 

XIII.  No  patient  shall  leave  his  or  her  ward  without  the  consent  of 
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an  officer,  and  no  new  patient  without  the  order  of  the  Superintendent 
or  Assistant  Physicians. 

XIV.  No  nurse  shall  leave  the  service  of  the  Hospital  without  giving 
the  Superintendent  or  Steward  at  least  fifteen  days'  notice. 

XV.  All  persons  on  duty  at  the  Hospital  must  rise  at  the  ringing  of 
the  morning  bell  unless  excused. 

WATCHMAN. 

I.  The  duties  of  the  ,Watchman  are  of  a  most  responsible  and  impor- 
tant character.  He  should  be  careful  to  keep  up  the  strictest  vigilance 
during  the  night;,  never  allowing  himself  to  sleep  whil-e  on  duty,  or  to 
fail  in  any  particular  to  discharge  his  trust  with  fidelity. 

II.  He  shall  commence  his  rounds  at  such  times  as  may  be  ordered  by 
the  Superintendent,  shall  ring  the  Hospital  bell  to  announce  the  hour  for 
closing  the  institution  for  the  night,  and  after  that  time  no  employee 
shall  be  out  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

III.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  pass  around  the  buildings  at  least  every 
hour  in  the  night,  and  have  a  particular  care  over  the  apartments  occu- 
pied by  the  female  patients,  besides  strictly  observing  such  special  direc- 
tions for  the  night  as  shall  be  given  him  by  the  Superintendent  or  other 
superior  officer. 

IV.  He  shall  notice  all  unusual  sounds  in  the  patients'  rooms,  and 
give  immediate  information  of  the  same  to  the  proper  attendant. 

V.  He  shall  report  to  the  Superintendent  all  irregularities  or  viola- 
tions of  the  rules  of  the  institution  which  may  come  under  his  notice, 
and  enter  in  his  Watch-book  any  remarks  he  may  have  to  make  upon 
the  occurrences  of  the  night. 

VI.  Should  he"  discover  fire  in  any  part  of  the  Hospital  or  out- 
buildings he  shall  immediately  give  notice,  first  to  an  officer  and  then 
to  the  attendants,  but  never  raise  a  general  alarm. 

VII.  At  daylight  of  each  day  he  shall  ring  the  Hospital  bell  again, 
when  his  duties  will  cease  until  the  next  night. 

OTHER  EMPLOYEES. 

All  other  employees  about  the  institution  whose  duties  have  not  been 
specifically  denned  in  the  foregoing  by-laws  shall  strictly  conform  to 
their  general  spirit  and  shall  always  be  selected  with  reference  to  their 
fitness,  and  not  only  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  have  been  spe- 
cifically employed,  but  also  for  the  companionship  and  oversight  of  the 
patients  while  at  work,  out  of  the  wards  and  in  their  walks  over  the 
Hospital  grounds. 
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REGULATIONS. 


MEDICAL  DUTIES. 

1.  One  of  the  Assistant  Physicians  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,  have  charge  of  the  Female  Dejtartment,  and  the  other 
Assistant  Physician  the  Male  Department ;  also  that  the  reports  from 
each  department,  including  those  of  night  nurses,  be  made  to  the 
Physicians  making  the  regular  daily  visits. 

2.  Professional  calls  from  officers  and  outside  employees,  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  to  be  made  on  the  Assistant  Physicians  from  8  a.  m. 
to  2  p.  M.,  and  from  2  p.  M.  to  S  A.  M.  The  Assistant  Physicians  to 
arrange  the  duties  between  themselves. 

3.  That  a  separate  book  be  used  for  recording  prescriptions  for 
officers  and  outside  employees. 

VISITING. 

1.  Frequent  visits  to  officers,  employees  or  patients  should  not  be 
encouraged.     Protracted  ones  will  not  be  allov,  i 

2.  Visiting  the  wards  will  be  regulated  by  direction  of  the  Super- 
intendent. 

3.  Persons  wishing  to  visit  particular  patients  must  obtain  permis- 
sion of  the  Superintendent. 

4.  None  but  those  trusted  with  ward  keys  shall  go  into  the  war's 
without  special  permission  from  the  Superintendent  or  Assistant  Phy- 
sicians. Friends  of  employees  must  not  be  taken  to  the  wards  without 
special  permission. 

5.  Visiting  the  kitchen,  bake-room  and  wash-house  is  forbidden, 
except  on  business.  Visitors,  attendants,  servants  and  patients  are 
positively  forbidden  to  loiter  about  the  boiler-house,  carpenter  shop  or 
blacksmith  shop. 

6.  No  visiting  will  be  allowed  on  the  premises  after  night-fall  with- 
out special  permission  from  the  Superintendent. 

7.  No  person  must  be  invited  to  the  table  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent. 

8.  Patients  will  not  be  allowed  to  go  to  the  kitchen  at  all,  or  into 
the  dining-room  of  the  wards  until  the  bell  rings,  except  by  special  per- 
mission of  the  Assistant  Physicians. 

9.  Female  patients  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  the  spring  in  their 
afternoon  walks,  nor  male  patients  in  their  forenoon  walks. 

10.  No  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  or  about  the  institution  building, 
except  by  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 
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11.  Xo  person  may  furnish  patients  tobacco  or  snuff,  except  by  per- 
mission of  the  Physicians. 

12.  The  work  of  the  patients  being  a   part;  of  their  treatment,  and 

directed  by  the  Physicians,  must  be  for  the  institution;  they  must  not 
be  allowed  to  work  for  any  one  else,  or  for  each  other,  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

13.  No  patient  will  be  allowed  to  go  alone  to  the  spring  or  elsewhere, 
except  by  permission  of  the  Superintendent  or  Assistant  Physicians. 

14.  All  orders  for  purchases  for  patients  must  come  from  the  Matron 
as  a  requisition,  and  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  officers  to  report  to  the  Superin- 
tendent all  disobedience  to  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  all  failures  in 
a  strict  performance  of  duty  on  the  part  of  employees,  that  may  come 
under  their  notice  or  be  brought  to  their  attention.  And  all  persons 
employed  in  any  capacity  in  the  institution  are  required  to  report  to  the 
Superintendent  any  mistreatment  of  patients  by  any  one  that  may 
come  under  their  notice,  and  also  to  report  any  infraction  of  the  rules 
of  the  institution  that  may  come  to  their  knowledge. 

1G.  Employees  will  give  timely  notice  to  the  proper  officer  when  they 
wish  to  be  relieved  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  cause; 
otherwise  they  are  expected  to  perform  their  duties  punctually. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  NURSES. 

1.  Female  nurses  must  not  leave  their  ward,  except  in  eases  of 
necessity,  without  the  knowledge  and  permission  of  the  Physician  in 
charge. 

•2.  Nurses  being  employed  by  the  State,  their  whole  time  is  due 
to  the  State,  and  they  must,  therefore,  do  no  work  except  for  the  insti- 
tution, or  for  themselves  as  to  their  own  clothing. 

3.  Nurses  are  forbidden  to  apply  any  restraining  apparatus  upon 
a  patient  under  any  circumstances  without  the  knowledge  and  consent 
of  one  of  the  officers. 

4.  Male  nurses  shall  not  leave  their  wards  to  visit  other  wards. 
except  on  business,  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Assist- 
ant Physician  in  charge. 

5.  Nurses  must  give  personal  supervision  to  patients  while  they  are 
at  meals. 

6.  Nurses  are  required  to  report  the  conduct  of  patients  at  all  times, 
when  anything  unusual  occurs.  They  are  expected  to  win  the  con- 
fidence and  respect  of  the  patients  under  their  charge  by  kindness  and 
polite  attention  to  them. 

7.  Nurses  are  notified  that  no  conversation  must  be  encouraged  with 
patients  through  the  windows  by  any  person  whatever;  nor  must  any- 
thing be  thrown  from  the  wards  through  the  windows. 
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8.  Nurses  are  required  to  observe  constantly  the  habits  and  conduct 
of  patients,  and  to  inform  the  Physician,  at  his  daily  visit,  of  all  cir- 
cumstances requiring  attention,  such  as  loss  of  appetite,  or  any  indis- 
position, costiveness,  tendency  to  injure  themselves,  etc. 

9.  Employees  returning  after  leave  of  absence  must  report  to  the 
officer  granting  the  same,  or  in  his  absence  to  his  substitute,  except  at 
night,  when  they  will  '  report  to  the  nightwatch — outdoor  employees 
to  outdoor  watch;  indoor  employees  to  indoor  watch,  the  latter  open- 
ing the  doors  as  promptly  as  practicable,  not  neglecting  other  duties. 

10.  Nurses  are  responsible  for  the  furniture,  clothing  and  other  articles 
belonging  to  the  wards  of  which  they  have  charge,  or  to  individual 
patients  in  the  wards.  Every  male  nurse,  on  taking  permanent  charge 
of  a  ward,  shall,  in  conjunction  with  the  nurse  giving  up  such  ward, 
take  an  accurate  inventory  of  all  bedding,  clothing  and  other  articles 
belonging  to  the  ward  or  to  individual  patients  therein,  enter  it  on 
the  books  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the 
Assistant  Physician  of  any  discrepancy  in  his  inventory  and  the  last 
inventory  of  the  nurse  giving  up  the  ward.  Each  week,  or  as  often 
as  may  be  necessary,  he  shall  take  a  list  of  all  bedding,  clothing,  etc., 
on  hand,  destroyed,  condemned,  sent  to  be  mended,  sent  to  wash,  or 
transferred,  and  compare  such  list  with  the  one  taken  the  preceding 
week — reporting  in  writing  to  the  Assistant  Physician  any  change,  and 
accounting  for  the  same.  If  at  any  time  any  article  is  missing  and 
cannot  be  accounted  for,  he  will  immediately  report  the  same  to  the 
Head  Nurse  and  he  in  turn  to  the  Assistant  Physician. 

ADMINISTRATION   OF   MEDICINE. 

1.  The  trays  containing  the  medicine  cups  will  be  called  for  at  the 
cells  on  center  building  by  the  respective  Head  Nurse  of  each  depart- 
ment an  hour  before  breakfast,  dinner  and  supper. 

2.  The  ward  nurses  will  receive  their  trays  as  they  are  carried 
through  their  respective  wards,  administer  the  medicine,  see  that  it  is 
properly  taken,  wash  the  cups  and  have  the  trays  ready  when  called 
for  by  the  Head  Nurses.  If  there  be  any  difficulty  in  administering 
the  medicine  the  nurses  will  state  the  fact  to  the  Head  Nurses,  who 
will  make  verbal  report  to  the  Physicians  in  charge. 

3.  The  daily  medicines  prescribed  by  the  Physicians  making  the 
regular  morning  visit  are  also  to  be  distributed  in  like  manner  as 
above. 

4.  The  utmost  prudence,  patience  and  gentleness  must  be  used  in 
giving  medicine,  and  every  proper  means  employed  to  induce  the  patient 
to  take  it  voluntarily.  When  it  is  positively  refused,  either  one  of  the 
Assistant  Physicians  or  the  Head  Nurse  must  be  present  before  any 
force  can  be  used. 
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LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

1.  Temporary  leave  of  absence,  embracing  only  part  of  the  day  or 
night,  will  be  granted  as  follows: 

By  the  Assistant  Physicians  to  the  nurses  and  servants  in  their 
respective  departments. 

By  the  Matron  to  nurses  in  the  sewing-room,  Housekeeper,  Head  of 
Laundry  Department  and  her  employees,  servants  in  the  kitchen  and 
hall  servants. 

By  the  Steward  to  employees  and  servants  in  all  other  departments. 

By  the  Engineer  to  the  Fireman  and  Assistant  Fireman. 

Leave  of  absence  to  the  officers  and  protracted  leave  to  all  others 
must  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

2.  Those  who  are  required  to  make  application  to  the  Assistant  Physi- 
cians for  leave  of  absence  must  observe  the  following  regulations: 

Application  must  be  made  in  writing  for  leave  in  the  forenoon  by  the 
first  breakfast  bell.  For  leave  in  the  afternoon  by  11  o'clock  a.  m. 
For  leave  at  night  by  the  first  supper  bell,  and  the  application  accom- 
panied by  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  ward,  and  whether  anything 
unusual  has  occurred  in  the  ward. 

Each  assistant,  before  going  out  on  leave,  is  required  to  give  his 
associate  on  the  same  floor  notice  of  his  going,  calling  his  attention  to 
what  medicine  he  is  giving,  and  to  anything  else  that  may  require 
special  attention. 

All  absentees  returning  after  9  o'clock  p.  M.  must  report  to  the  night- 
watch,  as  elsewhere  directed. 

These  regulations  will  also  apply  to  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  apply 
for  leave  to  the  Matron. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  THE   WATCHMAN. 

1.  The  Watchman  will  enter  on  his  duty  each  night  at  sunset. 
Between  that  time  and  'J  o'clock  he  must  be  constantly  passing  about  the 
premises,  and  go  at  least  twice  entirely  around  the  building,  looking 
after  the  interest  of  the  institution  generally.  He  must  visit  the 
kitchen,  bake-room,  wash-house,  carpenter  shop,  blacksmith  shop  and 
boiler-house,  and  any  other  place  where  fire  has  been  used  during  the 
day,  and  see  that  the  lights  and  fires  have  been  extinguished. 

2.  At  9  o'clock  he  will  ring  the  institution  bell,  and  report  at  the 
Steward's  office  for  the  special  instructions  for  the  night.  Also  at  the 
medical  office  for  directions  for  any  outside  sick. 

3.  At  9:30  o"clock  he  will  ring  the  retiring  bell  and  call  at  all  the 
various  lodging-rooms  in  the  detached  buildings,  see  that  the  occupants 
are  in  their  proper  places,  and  that  they  have  no  visitors  but  such  as 
may  be  permitted  by  the  Steward,  and  that  all  the  lights  and  fires  have 
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been  extinguished.     He  shall  again  visit  these  rooms  before  midnight  as 
a  further  precaution  against  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  inmates. 

4.  He  will  commence  his  regular  rounds  at  10  o'clock,  taking  the  pre- 
caution to  reverse  Ins  walks  so  as  to  prevent  any  one  so  disposed  evading 
him,  visiting  the  various  stations  and  turning  the  key  in  his  watch  at 
each  one.  and  going  to  any  other  point  which  it  may  appear  necessary. 

5.  He  will  make  a  written  report  each  morning  in  the  following  order: 
(1).  Anything  worthy  of  notice  that  may  have  occurred  previous  to 

his  10  o'clock  round. 

(2).  The  absentees  from  their  rooms  at  9:30  o'clock. 

(3).  The  time  of  return  of  the  absentees,  either  to  their  rooms  in  the 
outside  buildings  or  the  wards. 

(4).  The  number  of  rounds  made  during  the  night. 

(5).  Any  communication  with  the  night  attendants. 

(6).  The  state  of  the  thermometer  at  9,  12  and  4  o'clock. 

(7).  If  stationary  over  fifteen  minutes,  how  long  and  what  for. 

(8).  All  lights  in  any  portion  of  the  building  after  10  o'clock. 

(9).  All  noises  in  any  portion  of  the  building  or  grounds  after  9:30 

o'clock. 

(10).  Any  irregularities  or  violation  of  rules  by  any  person. 

(11).  Any  other  matters  that  ought  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of 

the  officers. 

6.  Should  the  Watchman  see  a  light  or  hear  a  noise  that  he  cannot 
satisfactorily  account   for  he   shall   immediately  proceed  to   investigate 

the  same. 

7.  Should  he  discover  fire  on  the  premises,  and  it  is  not  in  his  power 
to  extinguish  it,  he  shall  immediately  report  to  the  Superintendent  and 
other  officers  and  employees  most  convenient,  but  in  no  case  is  he  to 
raise  a  general  alarm. 

8.  He  shall  ring  the  morning  bell  at  the  prescribed  hour,  make  out 
his  morning  report,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him  until  sunrise,  when  his  duties  shall  cease  until  sundown,  unless 
specially  called  upon. 

9.  The  Superintendent  will  from  time  to  time  give  such  additional 
instructions  to  the  Watchman,  through  the  Steward,  as  he  may  deem 
the  interests  of  the  institution  require. 

10.  In  view  of  the  responsible  duties  of  the  Watchman  he  is  required 
to  exert  all  diligence  and  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  them,  being  careful 
never  to  sleep  while  on  watch.  Should  he  fail  in  the  full  discharge  of 
his  duties  he  cannot  expect  anything  else  than  a  prompt  dismissal. 

11.  Any  impediment  thrown  in  the  way  of  the  Watchman  by  any 
person,  calculated  to  prevent  him  from  discharging  his  duty,  will  be  con- 
sidered an  act  of  insubordination,  and  dealt  with  accordingly. 

12.  He  will  report  horses  and  vehicles  out  at  night,  and  by  whose 
order.

MALE   NIGHT   NURSE. 

1.  His  whole  time  belongs  to  the  institution.  He  is  required  to  go  on 
duty  at  9  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  remain  on  duty  until  sunrise,  from  which 
time  until  2  o'clock  p.  M.  he  shall  have  for  sleep  and  recreation,  unless 
specially  called  upon.  From  2  o'clock  until  sundown,  in  the  absence  of 
special  directions,  he  will  be  with  the  male  patients,  learning  their  dis- 
positions and  peculiarities,  and  obtaining  such  other  information  in 
regard  to  them  as  will  the  better  enable  him  to  look  after  their  welfare 
at  night.  His  time  from  sunset  until  9  o'clock,  without  special  direc- 
tion, will  be  at  his  own  disposal  for  rest. 

2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  basement  doodrs  of  the  male 
department  and  the  outer  doors  of  the  center  building  are  properly 
secured  for  the  night.  After  closing  the  building  he  will  pass  through 
the  male  wards,  speak  with  each  nurse  and  servant,  see  that  they  are 
in  their  places  and  have  no  company,  and  receive  any  reports  the  nurses 
may  have  to  make  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  the  wards. 

3.  At  9:30  o'clock  he  will  report  at  the  medical  office  and  receive 
instructions  for  the  night. 

4.  The  male  department  and  such  portions  of  the  center  building  as 
may  be  occupied  exclusively  by  males,  or  used  during  the  day,  shall  be 
under  his  special  charge,  admittance  to  any  part  of  which  he  shall  have 
while  on  night  duty. 

5.  While  on  night  duty  he  shall  be  constantly  passing  through  such 
portions  of  the  building  as  may  be  placed  under  his  care,  keeping  as  lit- 
tle noise  as  practicable,  looking  after  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the 
patients  generally,  giving  special  attention  to  the  sick,  the  excited  or 
restless,  and  to  new  patients,  with  such  others  as  his  attention  may  be 
called  to  by  the  Physicians  or  others. 

G.  He  must  study  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  institution, 
especially  those  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  nurses,  by  which  he  may 
learn  much  of  his  own  duty  in  detail. 

7.  The  Night  Nurse  is  cautioned  to  guard  particularly  against  fire; 
to  visit  the  offices,  the  officers'  dining-room  and  public  parlor,  and  see 
that  the  fires  have  been  extinguished.  Should  he  see  a  light,  or  have 
reason  to  believe  there  may  be  fire,  he  shall  immediately  proceed  to 
investigate  the  same,  and  should  he  find  fire,  and  is  unable  to  extinguish 
it  at  once,  he  will  immediately  inform  the  Superintendent  and  other 
officers  and  employees  most  convenient,  but  in  no  case  raise  a  general 
alarm. 

8.  He  will  make  a  written  report  each  morning,  embracing  all  viola- 
tions of  rules  and  regulations  he  may  have  observed  since  his  last  report; 
all  lights  on  the  premises  after  10  o'clock  p.  m.  ;  all  noises  by  patients 
or  others  during  the  night;  and  any  persons  seen  in,  the  wards  during 
the  night  other  than  nurses,  servants  and  patients.     He  will  also  report 
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in  full  in  regard  to  the  sick,  and  any  other  patients  to  whom  his  atten- 
tion has  been  particularly  called. 

9.  Before  going  off  duty  in  the  morning  he  will  see  that  the  nurses 
and  servants  are  up  and  on  duty,  and  inform  the  nurses  of  anything 
unusual  that  may  have  occurred  in  their  respective  wards  during  the 
night. 

10.  He  is  expected  to  pass  through  each  ward  at  least  once  each  hour, 
unless  something  unusual  shall  detain  him,  in  which  case  he  will  report 
the  cause  of  the  detention. 

FEMALE  NIGHT  NURSE. 

1.  She  will  have  under  her  care  the  Female  Department,  with  such 
portions  of  the  center  building  as  may  be  occupied  exclusively  by 
females,  and  also  the  Superintendent's  dining-room  and  parlor. 

2.  She  will  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  laid  down  for  the 
Male  Night  Nurse,  which  she  will  carefully  read  and  study. 

3.  The  Male  and  Female  Night  Nurses,  while  on  duty,  will  give  the 
same  attention  to  nurses  when  sick  as  is  required  to  be  given  to  sick 
patients. 

CARPENTER. 

The  Carpenter  shall  be  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Stew- 
ard. His  whole  time  shall  belong  to  the  institution.  He  is  required  to 
make  a  daily  report,  embracing  all  work  done  by  himself  and  assistants, 
all  supplies  of  every  kind  received  for  his  department,  what  supplies  he 
is  likely  to  need  for  ordinary  repairs  or  any  new  work,  together  with 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  in  regard  to  the  business  of  his 
department  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and,  further,  to  report  all  depart- 
ures from  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution  on  the  part  of  any 
one  that  may'  come  under  his  observation.  He  may  obtain  temporary 
leave  of  absence  from  the  Steward,  but  application  by  him  for  prolonged 
leave  of  absence  must  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

HOUSEKEEPER. 

The  Housekeeper  will  be  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
Mai  ion,  from  whom  he  or  she  will  receive  directions. 

The  cooks,  including  the  baker,  will  be  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  Housekeeper,  from  whom  they  will  receive  their  directions. 

The  Housekeeper  will  devote  his  or  her  whole  time  to  the  institution, 
and  must,  for  leave  of  absence,  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as 
other  employees. 

He  or  she  must  look  well  to  the  order  and  cleanliness  of  everything 
placed  under  his  or  her  charge;  receive  the  supplies  furnished  for  use  in 
his  or  her  department,  and  see  that  the  same  are  properly  cared  for  and 
economically  used. 
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He  or  she  will  see  that  the  food  is  properly  cooked  and  distributed, 
giving  special  attention  to  that  which  is  intended  for  the  sick. 

He  or  she  is  required  to  make  a  daily  written  report  of  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  the  supplies  received  for  his  or  her  department;  how 
much  of  each  article  has  been  used  for  the  day:  amount  of  milk  received 
and  distributed;  amount  of  soap  made  and  amount  distributed;  all 
delinquencies  on  the  part  of  those  placed  under  his  or  her  charge, 
together  with  such  other  reasonable  information  as  may  be  required. 

He  or  she  will  also  ask,  from  time  to  time,  for  such  supplies  as  will 
be  needed  in  his  or  her  department,  in  time  for  the  same  to  be  procured 
without  urgent  haste.  He  or  she  is  expected  to  make  such  suggestions 
in  his  or  her  report,  in  regard  to  his  or  her  department,  as,  in  his  or  her 
opinion,  will  conduce  to  the  proper  management  of  the  same;  and  also 
to  report  all  departures  from  the  rules  and  regulations  on  the  part  of 
any  one  that  may  come  to  his  or  her  knowledge. 

He  or  she  is  required  to  make  at.  the  end  of  each  month  a  report  of 
all  supplies  on  hand  in  his  or  her  department,  together  with  all  cooking 
utensils,  tableware,  and  other  articles  placed  under  his  or  her  charge. 

SUPERVISOR   OF   LAUNDRY   AND   CLOTHING. 

The  Supervisor  of  Laundry  and  Clothing,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Matron,  shall  superintend  the  washing  and  ironing  of  the  clothing. 
Special  care  must  be  taken  that  none  is  lost.  For  this  purpose  she  must 
see  that  she  receives  all  the  articles  on  the  list  given  her,  and  that  they 
are  properly  marked,  and  that  she  furnishes  the  same  with  the  lists  to 
the  heads  of  the  various  departments. 

GARDENER. 

The  Farm,  Gardener  and  Dairyman  will  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Steward.  He  will  have  charge  of  the  gardening  operations  and 
farm,  in  regard  to  which  he  will  consult  with  the  Steward  from  time 
to  time. 

He  is  required  to  make  a  daily  written  report  of  his  operations,  and 
those  assisting  him,  and  including  what  and  how  much  seeds  have  been 
planted,  what  and  how  much  vegetables  have  been  gathered  and  for 
what  purpose,  what  assistance  he  will  need,  and  what  supplies  for  his 
department,  and  any  other  information  or  suggestion  he  may  deem  con- 
ducive to  the  success  of  his  operations. 

He  will  have  charge  of  the  greenhouse,  shrubbery  and  front  grounds 
and  lawn,  with  such  assistance  as  will  be  given  him,  to  keep  them  in 
proper  order  and  repair;  will  cut  flowers  daily  to  be  furnished  patients 
in  the  wards,  and  will  allow  none  to  be  removed  from  the  grounds 
except  by  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 
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The  Gardener  will  obtain  leave  of  absence  under  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed for  other  outdoor  employees  unless  exempted  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

He  is  required  to  be  respectful  and  courteous  to  such  patients  as  may 
be  allowed  to  work  in  his  department,  and  so  act  towards  them  on  all 
occasions  as  to  gain  their  confidence  and  respect,  and  to  report  all  mis- 
treatment of  them,  as  well  as  any  infringement  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  institution  that  may  come  under  his  observation.  Also,  to 
report  the  names  of  such  patients  working  with  him  as  are  not  under 
the  immediate  care  of  an  attendant. 

DRY  GOODS   STORE-ROOM. 

1.  The  Dry  Goods  Store-room  will  be  entirely  under  the  control  and 
management  of  the  Matron,  subject  to  such  orders  and  directions  as 
may  be  given  by  the  Superintendent. 

2.  She  will  keep  a  record  of  all  goods  received,  and  also  the  disposi- 
tion made  of  them.  She  will  have  a  regular  account  with  the  Head 
Nurse  of  the  Male  Department  and  also  a  regular  account  with  the 
Head  Nurse  of  the  Female  Department,  also  an  account  for  the  number 
of  garments  made  and  repaired,  and  be  able  to  give  any  other  informa- 
tion pertaining  to  the  clothing  department  that  may  be  reasonably 
required. 

3.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Matron  it  becomes  necessary  to  make 
requisition  for  supplies,  she  will  make  said  requisition  for  supplies  in 
person  or  by  written  order. 

4.  The  StewTard,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Matron,  will  determine 
what  repairs  are  necessary  for  this  department  during  the  week,  and 
each  keep  a  record  of  the  same. 

SOCIAL    INTERCOURSE. 

The  Assistant  Physicians  and  Matron  are  requested  to  make  arrange- 
ments in  the  parlor  for  social  intercourse  between  such  nurses  and 
employees  of  both  sexes  as  may  desire  to  enjoy  such  recreation  and 
diversion  from  their  duties. 

STEAM  AT  NIGHT. 

1.  The  Fireman,  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer,  will  keep  up 
such  a  pressure  of  steam  as  may  be  required,  of  which  he  will  receive 
definite  instructions  from  time  to  time,  until  the  hour  for  closing  the 
valves,  at  which  time  the  Engineer  or  Assistant  Engineer  will  close  the 
valves  (except  such  as  may  be  required  to  be  left  open)  and  see  that  the 
boilers  are  all  in  proper  condition  for  the  night. 

2.  At  a  specified  hour,  of  which  notice  will  be  given  to  the  Watch- 
man through   the   Engineer,   he   shall   take   charge   of   the   fires   for   the 
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night,  and  visit  the  boiler-house  ai  leasl  once  every  hour,  and  keep  up 
such  a  pressure  of  steam  as  may  be  necessary,  in  regard  to  which  he  will 
receive  the  requisite  instructions. 

3.  No  one  but  the  Watchman,  an  officer  or  Assistant  Engineer  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  boiler-house  after  S  o'clock  during  the  night. 

4.  The  Watchman  will  wake  the  Fireman  in  the  morning  according  to 
special  directions. 

DAILY  REPORTS. 

The  daily  reports  required  in  these  regulations  shall  he  made  and 
handed  in  as  follows: 

By  the  female  nurses  and  Housekeeper  to  the  Assistant  Physicians 
and  Matron  respectively,  immediately  after  supper;  by  the  male  nurses, 
Gardener,  and  Carpenter  to  the  Assistant  Physicians  and  Steward 
respectively,  immediately  after  supper,  and  they  to  have  the  said  re- 
ports at  the  Superintendent's  office  at  the  hour  of  the  daily  meeting  of 
the  officers. 

EMPLOYEES,   RESIGNATIONS,   ETC. 

Employees  of  this  Hospital  are  required  to  give  fifteen  days'  notice 
before  leaving,  or  forfeit  their  wages  for  that  length  of  time.  For 
disobedience  of  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  or  verbal  orders  of  officers, 
employees  will  be  dismissed. 

Any  addition  to,  or  repeal  of,  any  of  the  foregoing  Regulations  will 
be  entered  in  the  regular  Order  Book  and  kept  accessible  to  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Hospital.

Sir  : — It  becomes  my  duty  to  submit  to  you  this  biennial 
report  of  the  operations  of  this  institution,  and  in  doing  so,  to 
transmit  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  other  officers. 
These  reports,  together  with  that  of  the  Examiners  of  State 
Institutions,  are  so  comprehensive  as  to  obviate  the  necessity 
for  length  in  this. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  Hospital  is  discharging 
its  humane  duties  to  as  many  unfortunates  and  with  as  high  a 
degree  of  efficiency  as  its  resources  permit.  As  great  econ- 
omy is  observed  as  is  consistent  with  the  proper  care  of  its 
charges.  The  expenses  of  maintenance  have  largely  increased 
within  the  past  two  years,  for  a  reason  which  readily  sug- 
gests itself — the  increased  cost  within  this  period  of  nearly 
every  article  which  enters  into  human  consumption.  Salaries 
and  wages  have  been  held  to  as  low  a,  level  as  capable  services 
could  be  procured  for,  and  extensions,  improvements  and  re- 
pairs have  been  carried  on  to  the  limit  of  the  means  at  hand. 

At  the  risk  of  worrying  your  Excellency  with  an  oft- 
told  tale,  your  attention  must  be  directed  again  to  the  crying 
need  of  accommodations  here  for  the  many  applicants,  who 
should  have  hospital  protection  and  treatment.  Not  only  the 
insane  have  a  high  claim  upon  the  sympathies  and  charity  of 
'an  enlightened  people ;  not  only  are  they  entitled  to  be  kept  free 
of  immurement  in  prisons  and  alms-houses,  and  to  a  chance 
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for  light  again  upon  their  darkened  intellects,  bnt  the  rela- 
tives upon  whom  they  are  dependent  are  entitled  at  once  to 
immunity  from  the  stigma  which  attaches  to  their  insane  be- 
ing imprisoned  in  common  jails,  and  from  the  awful  anxiety 
and  responsibility  which  are  involved  in  their  care  at  home. 
Under  existing  conditions,  in  many  cases  not  alone,  are  the 
insane  themselves  withdrawn  from  productive  occupations, 
but  those  charged  with  their  care  at  home  are  so  withdrawn. 
The  force  of  the  argument  touched  upon  here  is  so  obvious 
that  it  does  not  need  that  it  should  be  elaborated  in  this  place. 

Happily  the  officers  and  management  of  this  Hospital  see 
light  ahead ;  see  relief  for  not  only  others,  but  a  prospect  that 
not  for  long  will  their  own  hearts  be  wrung  by  appeals  for 
help  which  they  can  not  answer.  Your  Excellency  is  ad- 
vised that  a  new  building  for  women,  which  will  accommodate 
230  patients,  is  rapidly  nearing  completion,  and  also  a  colony 
building,  in  which  30  men  can  be  cared  for.  With  an  ap- 
]  1  ropriation  of  $40,000  from  the  General  Assembly  at  its  ap- 
proaching session,  there  can  be  erected  another  building  or 
buildings,  which  will  accommodate  200  men.  These  build- 
ings can  be  rapidly  and  cheaply  constructed  and  thus  before 
the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year  there  can  be  provided  for  a 
total  of  460  additional  patients,  who  are  sadly  in  need  of  the 
guardianship  and  skill  which  this  institution  can  afford. 
Thus  the  new  women's  building,  which  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy in  less  than  60  days,  230  patients;  the  new  colony 
building  for  men,  which  will  be  ready  within  the  same  time, 
30  patients,  and  the  new  building  or  buildings  for  men,  for 
which  an  appropriation  is  now  asked,  200  patients. 

It  is  worth  while  to  say  at  this  point  that  during  the  past 
summer,  when  it  was  hoped  that  work  on  a  men's  new  build- 
ing could  be  begun  in  the  early  autumn,  1,000,000  brick  to 
go  into  its  construction  was  contracted  for,  and  that  this  con- 
tract stands.  The  hope  that  the  building  might  be  begun, 
and  nearly  finished  by  this  date,  was  defeated  through  fail- 
ure of  the  appropriation  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  but 
these  brick  are  ready  for  delivery  and  only  wait  the  order. 
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To  recur  to  the  statement  made  in  the  first  line  of  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph,  those  who  are  responsible  for  this  Hospital 
and,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  people  of  the  State,  by  reason 
of  their  connection  with  it,  see  light  ahead.  While  there  are 
in  the  52  counties  comprising  the  territory  of  this  institution 
many  men  and  women  of  the  classes  included  in  idiots,  im- 
beciles, epileptics  and  the  senile  insane,  who  need  restraint 
and  the  comforts  to  be  had  here,  who  need  these  as  much  as 
their  families  need  to  be  relieved  of  their  care,  it  is  doubtful 
if  there  are  in  the  district  more  than  600  persons  who  are 
eligible  under  the  law  to  admission,  or  who  would  be  admitted 
under  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion ;  for  while  it  would 
be  desirable  for  jSTorth  Carolina  to  take  charge  of  all  her  un- 
fortunates, the  fact  is  recognized  that  this  is  quite  out  of  the 
question.  But  with  room  made  for  460  men  and  women  of 
the  acute  and  curable  class  and  of  those  who  are  dangerous  to 
themselves  and  others,  it  will  appear  that  there  will  remain 
outside  but  140  who  should  of  right  be  in  this  institution. 
This  would  be  a  great  advance  step,  and  the  State,  which  can 
not  be  expected  to  do  at  once  all  that  is  good  to  be  done,  can  be 
depended  upon  to  look  after  the  welfare  of  the  remaining  140 
in  time,  and  with  them  the  additional  insane,  whose  numbers 
increase  with  the  natural  growth  of  population.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  course  with  the  increase  of  the  number  of  inmates,  as 
contemplated,  a  larger  appropriation  for  maintenance  for  the 
next  two  years  will  be  necessary  than  has  been  in  the  past, 
but  equally,  of  course,  the  cost  of  support  per  capita  will  de- 
cline with  this  increased  number  of  patients. 

It  is  felt  that  an  excellent  record  has  been  made  in  49.2 
per  cent  of  recoveries  upon  admissions  within  the  past  ten 
years  and  in  a  death  rate  in  the  same  period  of  less  than  4 
per  cent.  This  record  was  practically  maintained  during  the 
biennial  period  just  closed.  Gratification  is  felt  also  on  ac- 
count of  the  success  which  has  attended  the  operation  of  the 
farm  and  garden.  In  the  two  years  just  ended  there  have 
been  no  failures,  excepting  in  hay  and  Irish  potatoes. 
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For  details  which  this  report  lacks,  reference  is  made  to 
the  accompanying  reports  already  referred  to. 

My  duty  would  not  be  performed  if  I  failed  to  pay  glad 
tribute  to  the  efficiency  and  fidelity  of  the  Superintendent  and 
subordinate  officers.  No  men  could  have  surpassed  them  in 
the  zeal  which  they  have  ever  manifested  for  the  well-being 
of  the  insane,  the  Hospital  and  the  public  interest,  in  so  far  as 
this  has  been  involved;  nor  would  this  report  be  complete 
unless  it  bore  testimony  to  the  unselfish  and  intelligent  inter- 
est which  my  fellow-members  of  this  Board  have  brought  to 
the  discharge  of  their  responsible  duties.  They  have  con- 
served the  interests  committed  to  their  hands  as  if  these  had 
been  their  own,  and  for  their  services  they  deserve  the  appro- 
bation of  all  the  people.

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REPORT  OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Gentlemen  : — Presented  herewith  is  the  tenth  biennial 
report  of  this  Hospital.  In  the  fifth  biennial  report  this 
statement  is  made,  to-wit : 

"The  result  of  the  medical  work  is  above  the  average  of 
this  Hospital's  previous  record,  showing,  as  the  employees  are 
becoming  better  organized  and  acquainted  with  the  special 
work,  the  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  is  greater.  It  is  firmly 
believed  that  other  improvements  can  be  made  in  this  respect, 
and  that  yet  better  results  obtained. 

"Before  leaving  this  branch  of  the  subject,  I  present  the 
following  table,  showing  the  medical  work  for  the  ten  years 
of  the  existence  of  the  institution,  for  purpose  of  comparison :

"It  is  seen  that  percentage  of  recoveries  for  the  ten  years 
has  been  37,  the  average  yearly  death  rate  4.6  per  cent  of 
those  under  treatment." 
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The  following  table  seems  to  make  good  the  belief  expressed 
that  better  results  would  come  in  succeeding  years :

The  last  ten  years  show  49.2  per  cent  of  recoveries  and 
8  per  cent  of  deaths,  an  increase  in  the  one  and  a  decrease 
in  the  other.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  dismiss  the  subject 
with  this  better  result,  but  a  correct  analysis  of  this  will  show 
that  while  the  report  is  really  better,  it  is  nothing  less  than 
ought  to  have  been  expected. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  Hospital  has  been,  for  most 
of  the  time,  crowded,  and  only  carefully-selected  cases  were, 
as  a  rule,  admitted.  Those  who  were  feeble  and  broken  down 
and  the  dotards,  who  go  to  many  hospitals  and  raise  the  death- 
rate  and  depress  recoveries,  were  excluded.  The  high  per 
cent  of  recoveries  and  the  low  death  rate  may  be  partly  ac- 
counted for  by  these  reasons,  but  there  is  another  which  has 
seemed  to  me  to  be  a  factor  in  bringing  about  these  results. 
There  is  not  a  large  city  in  the  State.  The  people  are  gen- 
erally farmers  and  farm  laborers,  living  quiet,  healthful 
lives ;  they  are  moral  and  sober,  not  depressed  by  scanty  and 
improper  food,  the  bad  air  and  vicious  courses  of  the  urban 
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population ;  there  is  no  sharp  competition  for  subsistence ; 
they  are  free  from  syphilis,  with  all  the  evil  consequences  of 
that  disease;  the  defective  foreign  element  is  unknown;  in- 
deed, the  foreign  population  is  the  smallest  in  any  State  in 
the  Union. 

The  people  are  a  vigorous,  native  race,  leading  physiologi- 
cal lives,  in  a  good  climate.  Paresis,  the  destroyer  of  so 
many  in  other  States  and  countries  is  scarcely  known  in 
North  Carolina.  The  patients,  then,  who  come  to  us  have 
this  heritage  and  most  readily  respond  to  the  efforts  made  for 
their  restoration.  With  all  this  in  their  favor,  it  is  plain  we 
could  expect  no  less  than  few  deaths  and  many  recoveries. 

Taking  all  these  advantages  into  consideration,  however, 
Ave  may  safely  say  we  have  an  average  result,  possibly  some 
better,  and  we  might  be  satisfied  with  that,  and  yet,  if  the 
table  showing  the  causes  of  death  is  examined,  we  must  con- 
fess that  all  is  not  done  that  should  be.  Twenty-two  per  cent 
of  all  the  deaths  since  the  Hospital  opened  was  caused  by 
tuberculosis.  This,  I  believe,  is  as  large,  or  it  may  be  larger, 
than  any  Hospital  in  the  country.  This  is  a  source  of  great 
trouble  and  perplexity  to  the  medical  officers. 

It  is  well  known  tO'  you  and  all  the  people  of  the  State  that 
the  institution  is  crowded  beyond  its  capacity  and  the  demand 
for  room  is  so  great  that  a  bed  is  not  vacant  a  day  before  it  is 
taken  by  some  urgent  case.  The  classification,  too,  is  bad  by 
reason  of  this  crowding  and  it  prevents  any  attempt  at  isola- 
tion. Until  some  radical  measures  are  taken  this  must  go  on, 
and  will  probably  grow  worse.  All  we  can  do  is  to  call  atten- 
tion to  it.  The  feeble  attempts  we  make  to  disinfect  and 
sterilize  are  almost  futile  in  the  face  of  the  difficulties  sur- 
rounding the  patients.  This  state  of  affairs  has  existed  from 
the  beginning.  The  remedy  must  be,  in  the  present  state  of 
our  knowledge,  isolation,  but  this  is  impracticable,  for  the 
reasons  already  mentioned.  If  this  condition  is  to  be  re- 
lieved, a  separate  building  for  persons  with  the  disease  must 
be  erected.     Living  in  tents  as  is  practiced  in  some  places 
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might  be  tried,  but  many  patients  wjith  tuberculosis  are 
greatly  disturbed  and  it  would  not  be  possible  to  keep  them 
in  tents. 

There  has  been  no  death  from  typhoid  fever,  though  two 
cases  were  in  the  house  during  1901.  There  was  none  during 
the  year  1902,  although  it  was  prevalent  among  the  people 
living  immediately  around  the  institution.  The  death  from 
accident  was  reported  to  you  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
occurrence. 

A  severe  type  of  influenza  prevailed  for  some  weeks  during 
the  past  winter,  from  which,  or  rather  the  subsequent  pneu- 
monia, several  patients  died. 

The  demand  for  room  has  grown  and  our  means  of  reliev- 
ing it  have  become  smaller.  The  last  year  shows  the  smallest 
number  of  admissions  for  seventeen  years. 

In  enumerating  what  was  needed  in  the  report  two  years 
ago,  this  paragraph  was  found : 

"Besides  the  other  necessary  things  that  must  be  supplied 
is  more  water.  The  present  supply  is  barely  sufficient.  It 
is  useless  to  speak  of  the  absolute  need  for  a  bountiful  supply 
of  pure  water ;  it  is  as  essential  as  food,  and  must  be  had  be- 
fore another  patient  can  be  admitted." 

Under  your  instruction  the  head-waters  of  Long  Creek 
with  all  the  water  shed,  about  400  acres  of  mountain  land, 
was  purchased  and  a  dam  and  reservoir  constructed.  This 
more  than  doubled  the  previous  supply.  The  new  reservoir 
is  3,000  feet  from  the  main  pipe.  The  two  reservoirs  the 
Black  Fox  and  Long  Creek,  are  on  the  same  level,  allowing 
for  friction,  so  that  water  from  these  two  sources  can  be 
brought  to  the  Hospital  in  the  same  pipe.  The  main  is  only 
a  six-inch  pipe,  not  large  enough  to  convey  the  whole  of  the 
water  from  these  sources,  but  it  is  ample,  with  the  fall  of 
175  feet  for  a  population  of  1,000  or  1,200  patients.  The 
water  is  a  pure,  soft  water  and  as  the  Hospital  owns  the 
whole  shed,  there  is  no  danger  of  any  contamination  from 
habitation  or  cultivation. 
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Part  of  the  last  land  purchased  was  under  cultivation  and 
the  water  became  muddy  after  a  rain.  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  prevent  this  by  planting  trees  and  shrubbery.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  a  few  years  this  objection  can  be  overcome.  In 
the  meantime  as  the  water  from  Black  Fox  never  becomes 
muddy,  the  pipe  is  so  arranged  that  the  water  from  Long 
Creek  can  be  easily  turned  out  after  each  rain  and  only  the 
Black  Fox  water  used. 

Only  a  small  part  of  the  appropriation  for  building  was 
available  during  the  year  1901,  and  in  consequence  but  little 
could  be  done  until  the  beginning  of  the  season  of  the  present 
year.  After  many  delays,  principally  from  the  want  of  ma- 
terial, the  "Harper  Building"  for  230  women,  and  the  "Col- 
ony Building"  for  30  men,  are  approaching  completion.  It 
is  hoped  that  they  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  1st  of 
February.  This  will  only  relieve  the  pressure  for  women, 
and  will  barely  do  this.  There  should  be  erected  as  soon  as 
possible  buildings  for  at  least  200  men. 

Two  years  ago  you  asked  the  Legislature  for  $40,000  for 
this  purpose,  which  they  declined  to  appropriate.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  it  will  require  all  of  this  sum,  with  the  unex- 
pended balance,  about  $20,000  of  the  former  appropriation, 
to  complete  and  equip  these  buildings.  It  is  recommended 
that  other  buildings  to  colonize  about  125  to  150  men  be 
erected,  and  also  a  small  one  just  north  of  the  male  depart- 
ment. 

Because  of  the  great  increase  in  price  of  nearly  all  sup- 
plies, we  have  a  deficit  in  the  support  account.  By  using  the 
special  fund,  the  accumulation  of  several  years,  the  deficit 
only  amounts  to  about  $7,000 — less  than  was  thought  it 
would  be.  Besides  these  higher  prices  of  supplies,  the  sup- 
port account  has  been  at  some  expense  for  building.  The 
constant  use  of  the  machine  and  carpenter  shops  and  the  pur- 
chase of  a  larger  supply  of  fuel,  the  use  of  several  men  on  the 
pay  roll  of  maintenance  fund,  hauling,  grading,  etc.,  making 
some  hundred  dollars,  estimated  as  much  as  $2,500.     This 
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was  almost  unavoidable.  To  counter-balance  this  will  be 
some  machines  in  the  shops,  some  kitchen  and  laundry  ap- 
paratus to  be  paid  for  by  the  building  fund.  With  this  con- 
sidered, the  difference  between  the  two  funds  will  not  be 
great. 

The  estimates  for  the  next  two  years  are  made  on  the  fol- 
lowing basis :  Seven  hundred  and  fifty  patients  (the  present 
population)  for  four  (4)  months'  per  capita  of  $150  per  an- 
num, $38,500;  1,000  for  8  months,  at  $140  per  capita,  $93,- 
333,  making  $131,833  for  the  year  1903.  If,  as  we  hope, 
the  Legislature  makes  further  room  for  200  men,  thus  mak- 
ing the  population  1,200,  and  at  $133  per  capita,  $159,600 
will  be  required  for  the  year  1904,  and  after  that.  It  will 
be  seen  by  the  foregoing  estimates  that  the  per  capita  cost 
grows  smaller  as  the  numbers  increase.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  our  demands  on  the  State  are  so  large,  I  hesitate  to  sug- 
gest anything  that  costs  money  that  is  not  actually  needed, 
but  it  would  be  an  economy  to  have  a  spur-track  from  the 
railroad  for  the  delivery  of  coal  and  other  material  bought  in 
car-load  lots.  The  cost  of  hauling  coal  alone  from  the  station 
is  $350  per  annum,  and  with  the  increased  consumption  of 
this,  it  will  be  larger — say  $500  a  year.  The  cost  of  this 
spur-track  would  be  between  $5, 000  and  $10,000.  I  have  no 
means  of  making  an  accurate  estimate. 

These  estimates  are  made  as  nearly  correct  as  possible.  It 
is  certain  that  they  are  not  over-estimated.  To  recapitulate, 
the  amounts  thought  to  be  needed  for  1903  for  support,  $131,- 
833,  for  building  and  equipping  additional  accommodations 
for  men,  $40,000.  For  support  for  1904,  if  these  additions 
are  made,  $159,600.,  The  demands  made  by  the  Hospital 
have  always  been  fairly  given,  as  former  reports  show. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  examination  made  by  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners  and  their  report  will  be  of  service  to  the  Legis- 
lature and  people.     It  is  disinterested  and  ought  to  have

Your 
attention  is  invited  to  the  important  recommendation  of 
picviding  for  the  isolation  of  tubercular  patients,  which  is 
of  great  importance,  not  only  to  the  unfortunate  insane,  but 
to  our  whole  people  as  a  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of 
this  contagious  and  fatal  disease.  Its  necessity  will  be 
recognized  by  the  medical  profession  of  the  world.  We 
sincerely  hope  your  Excellency  will  recommend  the  appro- 
priation necessary  to  enable  North  Carolina  to  lead  in  her 
efforts  to  circumscribe  and  arrest  this  dread  disease  in  our 
own  country.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Goldsboro,  1ST.  C,  Dec.  11,  1902. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors 

of  the  State  Hospital  at  Goldsboro. 

Gentlemen  : — It  is  my  pleasure  to  greet  you  once  more  at 
our  regular  meeting  and  to  furnish  you  with  a  statement  of 
the  operations  of  this  Hospital  during  the  fiscal  years  of 
1901-'02. 

The  first  year  of  this  biennial  period  was  a  very  busy  one, 
and  in  some  respects  an  eventful  one.  Storms  and  tempests 
beat  upon  us,  having  had  not  less  than  six  freshets,  all  of 
which,  more  or  less,  overflowed  our  lands,  and  some  of  which 
were  unprecedented  in  their  disastrous  results  to  our  growing 
crops.  The  year  was  busy  because  of  our  building  opera- 
tions, and  incidental  thereto  the  manufacture  of  brick. 

Improvements  for  1901. 

The  improvements  for  the  year  consist  mainly  in  the  erec- 
tion of  our  new  building  by  Messrs.  Porter  and  Godwin,  to 
whom  the  contract  was  given  at  your  meeting  of  April,  1901. 
The  building  has  been  fully  completed  and  accepted  by  the 
Building  Committee.  It  has  also  been  furnished  with  elec- 
tric lights  and  apparatus  for  heating,  and  all  necessary  bed- 
ding for  patients  and  nurses.  I  believe  the  workmanship  and 
material  are  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications 
furnished  the  contractors  by  the  Building  Committee.  It  is 
made  of  brick,  covered  with  slate,  150  feet  long,  36  feet  wide, 
and  three  stories  high.  This  building  furnishes  us  on  the 
first  floor  a  very  commodious  storage-room  for  our  commis- 
sary supplies,  and  also  a  large  associate  dining-room,  which 
will  accommodate  212  patients.     The  second  and  third  floors 
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consist  of  thirty-two  rooms  each,  for  the  accommodation  of 
patients  and  their  attendants,  and  also  bath-rooms  and  closets 
for  clothing.  The  northwestern  end  of  this  building  is  con- 
nected with  the  old  building  for  males  by  a  covered  bridge,  40 
feet  long  and  12  feet  wide,  which  serves  as  a  passage-way 
from  the  old  to  the  new  building,  and  is  used  also  as  a  sola- 
rium or  sun-bath  room  for  feeble  patients.  One  side  of  this 
passage-way  is  enclosed  with  glass.  The  cost  of  this  building 
with  all  furnishings  of  heat,  lights,  ventilation  and  furniture, 
is  $21,135.86.  I  doubt  if  so  cheap  a  building  of  like  charac- 
ter and  purpose  has  been  erected  for  any  State  institution. 
There  was  no  fee  paid  to  an  architect,  and  all  excavating  and 
sand  cost  the  State  practically  nothing. 

Our  brick-yard  operations  for  the  year  had  to  contend  with 
numerous  annoyances  and  losses  on  account  of  the  unprece- 
dented weather  conditions  of  the  year;  but  we  were  able  to 
deliver  the  brick  to  the  contractors  so  as  to  save  some  money 
to  the  institution. 

During  the  year  the  foundation  of  our  old  female  wing, 
near  the  tunnel,  and  near  the  junction  of  the  old  and  new 
wing,  began  to  cave  and  cause  a  settling  of  the  building  at 
that  point.  To  relieve  this  difficulty  was  a  comparatively 
small  but  very  troublesome  job,  heavy  timbers,  jack-screws, 
brick  and  cement  being  necessary.  There  have  been  a  num- 
ber of  minor  changes  and  improvements  in  our  Engineering 
Department.  In  consequence  of  the  many  heavy  falls  of 
rain  during  the  summer  the  pressure  of  water  was  so  great 
upon  our  line  of  terra-cotta  piping  that  several  leaks  occurred 
and  the  loss  of  water  was  such  that  we  discontinued,  for  the 
time  being,  the  use  of  our  ram.  We  have,  however,  been  able 
to  use  this  soft  water  continuously  by  means  of  another  pump. 
This  line  of  pipe  has  been  lengthened  750  feet,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $600,  and  at  the  mouth  of  the  water  supply  we  have 
made  a  well  of  brick  and  cement  large  enough  to  catch  the 
leaves  and  sand  that  come  down  the  branch  after  heavy  rains, 
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and  have  placed  a  strainer  over  the  mouth  of  the  pipe  thirty 
inches  square,  made  of  one-half  inch  wrought  iron  rods.  Our 
old  duplex  water  supply  pump  was  so  much  worn  by  fifteen 
years'  use,  we  had  its  place  supplied  with  a  new  Worthington 
duplex,  and  all  connections  made  to  tanks  and  fire  hydrants, 
steam  and  exhaust,  sufficient  to  supply  350  gallons  of  water 
per  minute.  For  this  new  pump  it  was  necessary  to  build  a 
room  14  by  15  in  dimensions,  with  15  feet  pitch  and  5  feet 
in  the  ground,  in  order  to  make  the  suction  line  to  the  pump 
as  short  as  possible.  We  use  with  this  pump  a  Mason  gover- 
nor, so  the  pump  can  never  run  away  or  race  in  the  absence 
of  fireman  or  engineer.  This  room  has  a  cement  floor  and  is 
plastered  12  inches  above  the  ground  on  the  outside  with 
strong  cement  mortar  and  it  is  covered  with  tin.  These  im- 
provements cost  about  $490. 

In  the  male  court-yard  we  built  a  small  brick  water  closet 
and  made  water  and  sewer  connections.  We  have  erected 
for  the  seamstress  house  hot  and  cold  water,  closet  and  bath- 
room. To  the  farmer  and  engineer's  houses  water  and  sewer 
connections  were  made  and  bath-tubs  and  water-closets  were 
put  in,  and  also  kitchen  sinks,  and  bored  wells,  and  use 
pitcher  pumps  for  drinking  purposes.  These  improvements 
cost  about  $350. 

For  two  of  our  boilers  we  had  made  two  sets  of  gate  bars 
and  lined  two  of  the  furnaces  with  Savage  fire  brick  and  fire 
clay,  and  repaired  one  of  the  eighty-horse  power  boilers  with 
new  tube.  We  put  in  a  new  feed  water  line  from  the  heater 
to  the  boilers.  We  also  put  in  water  closet  for  the  Matron,  a 
new  cast-iron  enamel  roll-rim  bath-tub,  and  also  the  same  for 
the  assistant  physician,  using  for  connections  one-inch  gal- 
vanized iron  piping,  the  old  pipe  being  unfit  for  service  in 
consequence  of  the  wear  and  rust  of  years. 

Some  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  fire  hydrants  and 
hose-house,  also  new  galvanized  iron  pipe  conductors  haw- 
been  put  in  front  and  rear  of  Hospital  building. 


v. 
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A  large  amount  of  patching  has  been  done  on  the  roof  of 
the  Hospital  building,  and  a  new  pipe  line  was  run  to  Vance 
Hall  for  hot  water. 

Early  in  the  season  and  just  before  beginning  the  use  of 
our  cistern  water  for  drinking  purposes,  I  took  the  precaution 
to  have  a  bacteriological  test  of  all  our  drinking  water,  and  to 
my  surprise  the  water  in  our  cistern  was  pronounced  unsafe 
for  drinking  purposes.  I  therefore  had  the  old  filter  torn 
away  and  built  a  new  one  beyond  any  contaminating  environ- 
ment, and  pipe  connections  made  thereto ;  also,  300  feet  of 
six-inch  drain  pipe  to  pipe  the  water  from  the  conductors 
around  the  building. 

We  have  rebuilt  the  sad  iron  heater  in  the  laundry,  and 
made  several  small  repairs. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  wiring  of  the  electric 
light  plant.  Nearly  all  the  cords  and  sockets  in  the  dining- 
room  have  been  put  in  new.  Switches  have  been  put  in  on 
all  the  wards,  and  lights  can  now  be  turned  on  and  off  without 
using  a  step-ladder.  Electric  lights  have  been  put  in  the 
fireman  and  hostler's  homes,  and  also  the  carpenter's,  and  a 
new  light  at  the  cow  stables. 

A  cast-iron  enameled  roll-rim  bath-tub  has  been  put  in  the 
second  story  of  the  Superintendent's  house  and  water  and 
sewer  pipe  connections  made.  A  bath-tub  has  been  put  in  the 
farm  hands'  sleeping-room  over  the  dining-room  for  outside 
employees,  and  all  pipe  connections  made.  A  number  of 
minor  improvements  were  made,  the  mention  of  which  would! 
but  add  tedium  to  this  report. 

O-uk  Herd  of  Cattle. 

It  gives  me  sorrow  to  report  the  existence  of  tuberculosis 
in  our  fine  herd  of  milch  cows.  During  the  past  two  years 
we  lost  three  or  four  of  our  finest  cows,  and  post-mortem 
made  on  the  last  two  that  died  revealed  the  existence  of 
tuberculosis,  which  aroused  my  suspicion  that  others  of  our 
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cattle  might  be  similarly  affected.  Having  occasion  to  visit 
Kaleigh,  I  called  npon  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and 
requested  that  he  send  Dr.  Butler,  the  State  Veterinary  Sur- 
geon, to  make  an  examination  of  our  herd.  He  did  so  and 
found,  after  two  or  three  clays  of  careful  examination  of  each 
head,  that  17  of  our  finest  cows  responded  to  the  tuberculine 
test,  and  two  or  three  others  were  suspects.  I  had  one  of  the 
cows  killed  and  postmortem  revealed  the  correctness  of  his 
test  in  that  case.  From  outward  appearance  our  cattle  are 
healthy,  free  from  cough  or  emaciation,  having  good  appe- 
tites, and  giving  their  usual  flow  of  milk.  I  have  had  the 
sound  cattle  separated  from  the  others  and  one  of  our  stables 
for  cattle  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  with  hot  water 
and  a  strong  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  applied  to 
floors,  troughs  and  partitions,  and  afterwards  thoroughly 
whitewashed. 

Improvements  foe  1902. 

Owing  to  defective  construction  of  our  double  cistern,  our 
drinking  water  became  unfit  for  use,  and  by  careful  examina- 
tion many  leaks  were  found  in  bottom  and  sides.  All  the 
dirt  was  removed  from  top  of  cistern,  and  an  effort  was  made 
to  repair  with  brick  and  cement  the  many  rents ;  but  before 
completion  of  the  job  one  of  the  cisterns  caved  in  to  its  entire 
destruction,  and  with  much  labor  the  cavity  has  been  filled. 
The  other  cistern  originally  constructed  by  the  side  of  its 
fellow  has  been  repaired  and  its  water  will  be  very  soon  sub- 
mitted to  a  bacteriological  test.  The  capacity  of  this  cistern 
is  some  twelve  thousand  gallons;  but  our  chief  supply  of 
drinking  water  is  from  two  driven  wells. 

We  tore  down  the  old  brick  carpenter  shop  which  stood 
immediately  in  rear  of  our  new  building,  and  with  the  brick 
saved,  together  with  bats  left  over  from  the  new  building, 
there  has  been  erected  a  commodious  brick  structure  for  the 
use  of  our  carpenter,  and  a  room  cut  off  for  storing  lime  and 
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paints.  This  building  is  situated  inside  our  grounds  and  im- 
mediately on  the  public  road  that  runs  east  of  the  Hospital 
buildings. 

Most  of  the  improvements  for  the  year  have  been  in  our 
Engineering  Department,  and  I  herewith  present  the  report 
of  our  engineer : 

"An  electric  call  bell  for  the  offices  of  Superintendent  and 
assistant  physician,  electric  door  bells  to  all  the  outside  ward 
doors,  to  both  male  and  female  wards,  and  an  electric  fire 
alarm  from  hose-house  to  the  pump-room.  To  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  fire  insurance  company,  the  entire  electric  lights 
wiring  for  the  old  building  and  a  part  of  Vance  Hall,  includ- 
ing the  Superintendent's  dwelling,  had  to  be  constructed 
anew,  and  some  outside  electric  lights  have  been  put  up. 

"During  the  past  year  there  has  been  erected  in  front  of 
Aycock  Hall  an  iron  fence  and  electric  wiring,  closets  and 
bath-tubs  have  been  put  in.  A  new  sink  and  closet  for  the 
convenience  of  the  Matron  have  been  put  in  at  the  store-room, 
and  a  small  sink  in  the  kitchen  in  place  of  the  one  that  was 
broken. 

"We  have  during  the  past  year  put  in  a  boiler,  feed  water 
heater  and  filter;  with  this  device  we  heat  all  the  water  that 
goes  to  the  boiler  by  exhaust  steam  up  to  200  degrees,  and 
will  say  also  that  this  device  is  one  of  the  modern  improve- 
ments that  is  being  added  to  all  modern  plants  for  coal  saving. 

"We  have  two  systems  of  heating,  and,  I  might  say,  three 
distinct  systems  of  steam  using,  which  necessarily  compli- 
cates our  steam  plant: 

"First.  A  system  of  heating  by  using  80  to  100  pounds 
pressure  for  cooking,  drying  clothes,  mangling,  heating  water 
for  domestic  purposes,  such  as  bathing,  washing,  etc. 

"Second.  A  system  of  heating  the  building  by  using  25  to 
35  pounds  pressure.  Heretofore  the  steam  used  in  these  two 
systems  were  condensed  into  one  hot  well,  and  as  much  water 
as  was  needed  for  thp  boiler  was  pumped  out  of  this  hot  well. 
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and  the  surplus  hot  water  went  to  waste.  We  found  this  plan 
to  be  expensive  and  unsatisfactory,  therefore,  we  have  done 
away  with  the  hot  well  and  have  incurred  about  $250  expense 
to  put  in  a  hot-water  pump  for  each  of  the  two  systems  named 
above.  ISTow  we  pump  all  the  condensed  steam  from  the  sys- 
tem, using  80  to  100  pounds  steam  pressure,  back  to  the  boiler 
without  any  waste,  and  the  system  using  25  to  35  pounds 
steam  pressure  is  returned  to  its  boiler  in  the  same  manner. 

"Third.  A  system  of  power  for  engine,  pump,  etc.  All  of 
the  exhausts  of  this  system,  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  save,  is 
also  condensed  in  the  boiler  feed  water  heater  named  above 
and  returned  to  the  boiler  by  another  pump. 

"Our  steam  plant  is  in  better  fix  for  running  and  fuel  sav- 
ing than  it  has  ever  been  before;  notwithstanding  the  con- 
stantly increasing  demands  for  power  and  heat,  the  increase 
of  the  amount  of  fuel  is  slight  in  comparison.  To  meet  in- 
creased demands  for  hot  water  we  purpose  using  a  steel  boiler, 
which  will  be  amply  large,  and  have  put  same  in  position  for 
the  purpose  of  a  heater ;  but  we  need  about  150  feet  of  brass 
pipe,  which  will  make  a  steam  coil  large  enough  to  heat  all  the 
water  we  will  need  for  years  to  come. 

"During  the  past  year  we  have  placed  to  a  great  many  bath- 
tubs Jenkins  valves  with  removable  disc.  This  change  has 
replaced  many  old  ground-disc  valves  and  has  stopped  many 
leaks.  In  this  connection  we  will  state  that  the  flushing  sys- 
tem in  26  closets  throughout  the  building  for  the  past  two 
years  has  been  a  source  of  constant  care  and  of  unsatisf  action, 
and  should  be  put  out  of  service. 

"All  of  the  tin  and  iron  roofing  throughout  the  premises  has 
received  a  coat  of  paint,  and  also  the  sash  and  iron  bars  to  all 
windows. 

"During  the  past  year  we  have  unearthed  and  removed  all 
of  the  15-inch  terra-cotta  pipe  that  conveys  our  water  supply 
to  the  supply  pump  and  ram,  and  sunk  out  ditch  deeper,  giv- 
ing the  ditch  a  quicker  stop.     "We  have  re-laid  the  pipe  with 
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a  great  deal  of  care,  using  plenty  of  good  packing  and  hy- 
draulic cement.  This  work  would  have  been  very  expensive 
had  we  not  used  in  reconstructing  exclusively  our  Hospital 
force." 

Needs  for  Another  Year. 

We  will  need  $60,000  per  annum  for  maintenance  for  the 
years  1903-'04.  We  have  expended  the  present  year,  in  round 
numbers,  $54,000,  with  the  exercise  of  rigid  economy,  and 
as  there  will  be  an  increase  of  population  you  will  readily  per- 
ceive the  reasonableness  and  necessity  for  the  amount  asked. 

This  Hospital  has  needed  for  years  what  other  Hospitals 
of  the  State  have,  viz.,  a  cold-storage  plant.  This  will  cost 
$2,500.  There  should  be  fire  escapes  for  this  Hospital,  three 
of  which  would  cost  $2,500.  Our  kitchen  was  erected  many 
years  ago  when  there  were  not  over  120  patients,  and  it  is 
now  entirely  too  small  and  needs  thorough  reconstruction  and 
enlargement.  This  will  cost  not  less  than  $2,500.  There 
should  be  a  spur  from  the  1ST.  C.  R.  R.  opposite  this  Hospital 
to  extend  in  the  rear  of  the  Hospital  to  our  coal  bin.  This  is 
an  urgent  need,  as  it  would  save  an  immense  amount  of  haul- 
ing of  coal  and  other  supplies.  An  estimate  has  been  made 
by  a  competent  railroad  man  of  the  cost,  and  I  have  reason  to 
say  that  the  railroad  authorities  of  the  Southern  system  would 
operate  this  spur  for  us  free  of  charge. 

At  our  recent  meeting  of  Board  of  Directors  they  unani- 
mously authorized  the  Superintendent  and  three  members  of 
the  Board,  to  appear  before  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Asylums  and  urge  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  the  erec- 
tion and  equipment  of  a  building  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  tuberculous  cases.  This  is  an  arrangement  which  this 
Hospital  has  long  needed  to  prevent  the  infection  of  our  popu- 
lation by  patients  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

This  Hospital  has  long  needed  a  separate  building  for 
isolating  and  treating  tuberculous  patients.  It  is  believed 
that  one  sufficiently  large  for  our  purposes  can  be  built  and 
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equipped  for  $2,000.  Of  course  we  need,  and  have  reason  to 
expect,  that  the  State  will  make  good  to  this  Hospital  $45, 
000,  being  the  amount  due  us  by  Act  of  the  last  Legislature. 
You  will  remember  at  a  former  meeting  I  made  known  to 
you,  gentlemen,  that  the  State  was  unable,  for  want  of  suffi- 
cient revenues  to  furnish  but  $5,000  of  the  $50,000  appro- 
priated for  two  buildings.  I  also  respectfully  submit  that 
the  Legislature  should  refund  to  this  Hospital  the  interest 
money  we  have  paid  on  a  borrowed  debt  of  $1,500.  This 
amount,  you  will  also  remember,  you  recommended  me  to 
borrow  by  authority  of  the  Governor  and  his  Council.  This 
debt  is  also  still  unpaid. 

The  new  building  for  females,  and  for  which  money  has 
been  appropriated,  will  be  greatly  needed  by  the  close  of  the 
present  fiscal  year,  and  I  sincerely  trust  arrangements  will 
be  made  so  that  the  necessary  funds  will  be  made  available  to 
us  by  the  early  spring.     The  sum  total  needed  is  as  follows: 

For  maintenance  and  ordinary  repairs,  $00,000  per  an- 
num ;  for  permanent  improvements,  as  above  indicated, 
$0,000,  for  the  years  1903-'04. 

Our  Farming  Operations. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  past  fiscal  year  the  services  of  Mr. 
John  W.  Bryan,  of  Goldsboro,  were  engaged  as  farmer  for 
this  Hospital,  and  he  has  been  most  faithful  and  successful  in 
the  prosecution  of  his  work.  Last  year,  in  consequence  of 
excessive  rains  and  numerous  freshets,  our  crops  of  grain, 
cotton,  hay  and  vegetables  were  not  as  ample  as  usual.  We 
met  the  deficiency  of  corn  by  sale  of  cotton,  which  we  raised. 
Our  crops  the  present  year,  in  most  respects,  have  been  un- 
usually abundant.  Our  sweet  potato  crop  is  of  excellent  qual- 
iiy  and  of  good  average  in  quantity.  Our  second  crop  of 
Irish  potatoes  is  something  unusual  in  quality  and  quantity,  a 
number  of  tubers  weighing  as  much  as  a  pound  each.  Our 
turnip  crop  with  ruta-bagas,  is  simply  immense.     We  have 
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sowed  twenty-five  acres  to  wheat,  about  the  same  quantity  to 
oats,  about  thirty-five  acres  to  rye  for  pasturage,  and  ten  acres 
to  crimson  clover,  all  of  which  have  been  benefited  by  our 
unprecedented  fall  weather,  and  is  looking  well.  Our  cotton 
crop  was  fairly  good  and  yielded  us  the  modest  sum  of  a  little 
more  than  $600.  For  a  more  minute  detail  of  our  farming 
operations,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  our 
farmer. 

Finances. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  institution,  there  is 
a  deficiency  of  $4,766.95.  It  is  true  there  was  an  apparent 
deficiency  of  $1,024.59  for  the  year  1901,  but  we  had  on 
hand  to  the  credit  of  the  Hospital  a  sufficient  number  of  brick 
of  our  own  make  to  meet  that  deficiency,  and  we  still  have  on 
hand  several  thousand  brick.  The  great  advance  in  the  price 
of  most  things  that  enter  into  the  cost  of  living  will  readily 
account  for  our  deficiency  the  present  year,  and  if  our  ex- 
penditures are  compared  with  like  institutions  the  wonder 
would  be  that  the  deficiency  is  so  small.  The  question  of  our 
wood  and  coal  supply  has  been  one  of  serious  consideration, 
and  has  given  your  Superintendent  painful  anxiety.  We 
have  finally  succeeded  in  securing  a  sufficiency  of  both  at  an 
advance  of  about  forty  per  cent  on  former  prices.  To  tide 
over  an  emergency  we  made  a  raid  on  our  own  forest  skirting 
Little  River,  and  with  our  Hospital  force  cut  and  hauled 
about  a  hundred  and  fifty  cords  of  wood.  For  a  detailed  re- 
port of  our  finances  and  expenditures  for  all  purposes,  I  re- 
spectfully refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  venerable  Steward. 

Examining  Board  for  State  Institutions. 

In  the  month  of  October  the  following  gentlemen,  ap- 
pointed by  Act  of  the  last  Legislature,  as  a  Board  of  Exam- 
iners of  State  Institutions,  visited  and  examined  very  min- 
utely into  the  affairs  of  this  State  Hospital.     It  was  our 
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pleasure  to  furnish  them  all  the  information  they  desired,  and 
to  do  what  we  could  to  make  pleasant  and  facilitate  their 
labors.  The  Board  consists  of  Col.  W.  P.  Wood,  of  Ran- 
dolph, as  Chairman;  Dr.  I.  P.  Jeter,  of  Burke,  and  Mr.  T. 
W.  Patton,  of  Buncombe.  These  gentlemen  were  pleased  to 
say,  in  their  report  to  the  Governor,  some  pleasant  things  re- 
lating to  the  management  of  this  Hospital,  which  I  doubt  not 
is  as  gratifying  to  you  as  it  is  to  your  Superintendent. 

Religious  Services,  Amusements,  Etc. 

We  continue  to  have  preaching  every  Sunday  afternoon  for 
such  patients  as  we  think  capable  of  appreciating  and  enjoy- 
ing such  services,  and  their  behaviour  is  entirely  satisfac- 
tory. Sunday  School  is  also  held  for  the  best  of  our  patients 
and  a  number  of  the  attendants,  under  the  superintendency 
of  Dr.  Clara,  E.  Jones.  We  are  badly  handicapped  in  fur- 
nishing either  employment  or  amusement  for  a  large  number 
of  our  patients.  It  has  ever  been  a  prominent  feature  in  our 
administration  to  give  employment  to  everyone  capable  of 
being  employed  without  reference  often  to  any  benefit  to  the 
Hospital,  but  rather  to  the  patient.  But  conditions  are 
vastly  different  here  from  what  exist  in  Hospitals  for  the 
white  insane.  There  are  scarcely  any  artizans  among  our 
people ;  but  few  are  skilled  with  the  use  of  needle  and  thread, 
and  comparatively  few  are  sufficiently  intelligent  and  edu- 
cated to  be  interested  in  reading  books  or  papers,  and  conse- 
quently their  amusements  consist  in  weekly  dances,  the  use  of 
the  gramophone,  and  walks  in  suitable  weather.  Of  course  a 
large  number  of  our  better  and  stronger  patients  are  usefully 
employed  in  the  laundry,  sewing-room,  dining-room,  in  the 
field,  in  the  wards  and  elsewhere. 

Movement  of  Population. 

Table  number  1  gives  a  concise  statement  of  movement  of 
our  population  for  the  biennial  period,  ending  November  30, 
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190:2.  There  were  received  during  the  two  years  90  males 
and  111  females;  total,  201.  There  were  discharged  during 
the  same  period  07  males  and  92  females;  total,  159.  Of 
this  number  41  males  and  45  females,  total,  81,  were  dis- 
charged as  recovered;  11  were  discharged  as  improve  I ;  ?> 
woe  discharged  as  unimproved,  and  01  died. 

Table  number  2  shows  the  cause  of  death,  and  it  will  be 
observed  that,  as  usual,  tuberculosis  is  the  chief  causative 
agent  in  the  destruction  of  life  in  this  Hospital.  The  health 
of  our  population  for  the  past  several  years,  chronic  ailments 
excepted,  lias  been  remarkably  good.  For  a  number  of  years 
we  have  been  singularly  exempt  from  typhoid  fever  and  all 
zymotic  diseases,  and  our  mortality  has  been  considerably  Less 
than  among  the  colored  population  of  most  Hospitals.  For 
the  two  years  embraced  by  this  report  our  percentage  of  re- 
coveries has  been  41  30-100,  and  the  mortality  5  45-100;  ami 
if  we  could  eliminate  tuberculosis  our  mortality  would  bo 
very  low.  The  early  recognition  of  this  disease  furnishes  the 
only  hope  of  improvement- by  treatment;  but  unfortunately 
under  the  most  favorable  conditions  there  are  but  few  cases 
arrested  among  our  population. 

During  the  year  1901  we  were  so  crowded  and  the  demands 
upon  the  Hospital  were  so  urgent  we  were  compelled  to  send 
to  their  counties  of  residence  a  number  of  the  more  quiet  and 
supposed  harmless  patients  in  order  to  accommodate  others 
who  more  urgently  needed  hospital  care  and  treatment.  The 
appropriation  of  $r>0,000  by  the  Inst  Legislature  for  increased 
accommodation  was  highly  gratifying,  and  your  Superinten- 
dent fondly  cherished  the  hope  that  this  amount  of  money 
would  relieve  our  necessities  for  years  to  come  Yon  nre 
already  acquainted  with  our  disappointment;  but  our  Gover- 
nor and  his  Council  kindly  came  to  our  rescue  and  permitted 
us  to  borrow  $15,000,  with  which  we  have  been  able  to  ere*»t 
and  furnish  a  building  which  relieves  our  present  necessities. 
We  had  previously  received  from  the  State  Treasurer  $5,000 
of   our   special    appropriation.      Our   new   building   on    last 
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April  was  made  ready  for  occupancy,  and  is  now  being 
rapidly  filled  with  patients,  and  by  the  close  of  the  year 
1903  there  will  be  an  urgent  need  for  another  building  the 
appropriation  for  which  having  been  made  by  the  last  Leg- 
islature. 

Employees. 

During  the  year  1901  there  were  more  than  our  usual 
changes  of  employees,  but  there  have  been  very  few  during 
the  past  year,  and  I  am  gratified  to  report,  that  with  few- 
exceptions  in  every  department  of  hospital  work,  our  em- 
ployees have  been  loyal  and  obedient  to  authority,  and  faith- 
ful in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  There  has  been  no 
chanee  in  our  official  household:  to  each  member  of  which  I 
am  indebted  for  faithful  and  intelligent  assistance  in  the 
management  of  the  affairs  of  this  State  charity.  Our  Exec- 
utive Committee  has  been  faithful  and  punctual  in  their  at- 
tendance upon  their  monthly  meetings,  and  have  ever  been 
courteous  and  helpful  in  their  official  intercourse. 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  inform  you  of  the  death  of  your 
Auditor  and  Secretary,  Mr.  L.  C.  Southerland,  who  for  a 
number  of  years  very  faithfully  and  intelligenty  discharged 
his  duties  to  this  Hospital.  He  died  on  the  16th  day  of  last 
^November,  without  reproach  and,  as  I  believe,  without  an 
enemy,  and  left  many  friends  to  lament  his  untimely  death. 

I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  seamstress, 
who  with  her  assistant  and  a  number  of  female  patients,  has 
been  busy  in  this  important  branch  of  hospital  work.  In 
closing  this  report  I  beg  to  assure  each  member  of  your 
Honorable  Body  my  sense  of  obligation  for  continued  cour- 
tesy and  helpfulness  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties, 
and  I  am  sure  each  of  you  will  unite  with  me  in  acknowledg- 
ing the  blessings  of  God  upon  the  labors  of  our  hands  in  our 
efforts  to  care  for  the  unfortunate  people  committed  to  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Hospital 

for  the  Colored  Insane  at  Qoldsboro,  N.  C. 

Gentlemen  : — We,  the  undersigned  committe  of  the  State 
Beard  of  Health,  have  carefully  inspected  the  Hospital  at 
Goldsboro. 

The  general  condition  of  the  institution  is  good  and  re- 
flects credit  on  the  Superintendent  and  his  subordinates. 
There  are,  however,  some  imperfections  of  the  institution 
which  are  worthy  of  notice. 

The  main  water  supply  for  baths,  etc.,  is  received  from  a 
branch,  by  gravitation,  into  a  reservoir  from  which  it  is 
pumped  into  the  building.  It  is  not  intended  for  drinking 
water,  but  insane  persons  have  access  to  it.  There  is  no 
filter  for  this  water,  which  is  not  very  clear,  ordinarily,  and 
is  sometimes  muddy,  and  always  liable  to  contamination 
from  the  open  branch  and  unprotected  water  sheds.  If  this 
water  was  filtered  it  would  supply  a  good  drinking  water. 
and  would  be  better  for  all  purposes. 

The  drinking  water  is  obtained  from  a  surface  well.  =*aid 
to  be  twenty  feet  deep.  This  well  is  very  close  to  a 
horse  stable  on  the  same  level,  and  between  it  and  the  main 
building  is  a  low  spot  or  surface  which  is  likely  to  collect  im- 
purities in  dangerous  proximity. 

We  are  imformed  that  the  management  has  repeatedly 
had  examinations,  chemical  and  bacteriological,  made  of 
this  water,  and  that  it  always  proves  to  be  of  good  quality. 

This  may  be  from  the  fact  of  the  thick  surface  clay,  and 
also  from  the  gravel  stratum,  at  the  intake,  which  extends 
from  the  river  bed  nearby. 

We  deem  it  advisable  to  place  a  filter  in  position  for  puri- 
fication of  the  main  supply  referred  to  already. 

In  the  sewerage  system  some  of  the  closets  are  imperfect, 
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and  are  capable  of  containing  fecal  discharges  left  in  reach  of 
the  insane,  who  may  (and  we  are  informed  sometimes  do) 
thurst  their  hands  therein. 

It  would  be  better  if  these  were  replaced  by  the  automatic 
flushing  closets,  some  of  which  are  in  the  institution,  and 
are  not  objectionable  on  the  grounds  stated. 

Lastly,  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  tuberculous  pa- 
tients are  not  separated  from  other  inmates. 

The  mortality  of  this  institution  from  all  causes  is  not  high, 
but  about  35  per  cent  of  recent  deaths  reported  are  from  tu- 
berculosis ;  besides  a  large  per  cent  of  chronic  bowel  diseases, 
some  of  which  were  probably  tuberculous.  This  disease  is 
contagious,  and  as  the  insane  subjects  of  it  can  not  be  so  con- 
trolled as  to  prevent  expectoration  against  the  walls  and  on 
the  floors,  they  are  even  more  dangerous  than  the  sane. 

Some  means  should  be  devised  to  separate  them  from 
the  non-infected.  If  a  separate  apartment  can  not  be  pro- 
vided, we  recommend  that  one  end  of  a  ward  be  divided  off 
so  as  to  effect  separation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  January  1,  1903. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State's 
Prison: 

The  present  management  formally  took  charge  of  the 
Prison  on  April  3,  1901.  An  immediate  investigation  was 
made  into  its  condition,  financial  and  otherwise,  and  a  careful 
inventory  was  taken  of  all  property  on  hand.  We  found,  in 
cash  and  in  other  assets  subsequently  converted  into  cash,  the 
sum  of  $53,877.80.  We  have  paid  on  debts  contracted  by 
the  preceding  administration  the  sum  of  $33,262.69,  leaving 
a  net  balance  chargeable  to  us  of  $20,615.11.  Having  paid 
all  bills  for  supplies  purchased  during  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber just  passed,  there  is  to-day  absolutely  no  indebtedness' 
against  the  Prison,  and  we  have  in  the  treasury  a  cash  bal- 
ance of  $23,994.23,  or  $3,379.69  more  than  the  net  balance 
received  from  our  predecessors.  We  have  on  hand  solvent 
credits,  prodiicts  of  the  State  farm  over  and  above  the  neces- 
sary supplies  for  the  year  1903,  and  other  cash  assets,  to  the 
amount  of  $36,905.36,  which,  added  to  the  $3,379.12,  and 
making  $40,2S4.48,  constitutes  our  surplus  of  earnings  over 
expenditures  to  January  1,  1903.  No  appropriation  for  the 
Prison  was  made  by  the  last  Legislature,  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  it  can  be  maintained  for  the  next,  two  years  with- 
out assistance  from  the  State. 

In  making  up  this  account,  we  have  followed  the  precedent 
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of  the  former  administration  and  left  entirely  out  of 
consideration  such  farm  products'  as  will  be  required  for 
the  use  of  the  farm  during  the  present  year.  Absolutely 
no  valuation  has  been  placed  upon  any  article,  which 
is  not  expected  to  be  sold,  and  converted  into  cash.  In 
another  particular  we  have  advanced  a  step  further,  and  pre- 
sent no  separate  account  for  permanent  improvements',  not- 
withstanding a  number  of  expenditures  which  precedent,  at 
least,  would  justify  our  charging  to  such  an  account.  We 
have  expended  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars  in  the  im- 
provement of  the  administration  building,  shingled  the  pris- 
oners' dining  room  and  one  of  the  buildings  formerly  consti- 
tuting a  part  of  the  Prison,  and  partially  covered  the  other ; 
both  large  stock  barns  at  the  farm  have  been  thoroughly  re- 
built and  newly  brick  underpinned ;  at  both  camps,  large, 
roomy  shelters  have  been  erected  for  the  protection  of  the 
farm  implements  and  machinery ;  two  barns  at  Camp  No.  1 
have  been  practically  rebuilt,  and  a  third  newly  shingled ;  at 
Camp  No.  2,  the  dwelling  has  been  partially  recovered  and 
an  addition  built ;  a  new  modern  gin  plant  has  been  erected 
on  the  site  of  the  old  peanut  factory,  and  two  gins  and  presses 
installed ;  the  gins  are  the  latest  improved  Munger  system, 
and  the  outfit,  including  repairs  to  the  engine,  cost  $3,181.21 ; 
$8,009.03  were  expended  in  implements  and  labor  during 
the  summer  and  fall  of  1901,  in  rebuilding  and  repairing  the 
dike  on  the  farm,  which  was  broken  by  the  floods  in  May 
preceding ;  ten  fine  mules  have  been  purchased  for  the  farm, 
at  a  cost  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  a  large  quantity  of 
agricultural  implements  and  improved  farm  machinery,  in- 
cluding a  gasoline  engine  and  a  corn  harvester  and  shredder 
for  each  camp,  have  also  been  purchased ;  we  have  paid  $2,- 
587. 72  to  the  owners  of  the  Anson  County  farm  for  a  release 
from  that  contract ;  we  have  paid  the  State  Treasurer  six 
thousand  dollars  interest  on  bonds  issued  for  the  purchase  of 
the  State  farm,  and  refunded  to  the  State  $1,216.61  paid  for 
the  recapture  of  escaped  convicts.     All  of  these  expenditures, 
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and  others  of  a  similar  character,  have  been  charged  against 
us  in  our  account  for  current  expenses. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Prison  is'  gradually  diminishing. 
In  1894,  the  average  number  of  convicts  was  1,234;  in  1896, 
1,198;  in  1898,  1,091;  in' 1900,  860;  during  the  present 
year,  819.  The  reason  of  this  is  easily  understood.  Many 
of  the  large  counties  are  now  engaged  in  road  building,  and 
use  their  convicts  upon  this  work.  Not  only  is*  this  true,  but 
the  strong  and  robust  convicts  from  neighboring  counties,  by 
order  of  the  presiding  Judge,  are  usually  sent  to  re-enforce 
these  county  chain  gangs,  while  the  females  and  the  weak, 
feeble  and  maimed  are  sent  here  to  become  a  burden  upon 
the  resources  of  the  Prison.  I  am  an  advocate  of  good  roads 
and  road  building,  but  think  this  policy  is  unfair  and  unjust 
to  the  Prison  management.  Every  county  that  wishes  to  do 
so,  should  be  permitted  to  use  its  own  criminals,  but  it  should 
retain  them  all,  except  such  as  are  sentenced  for  life  or  for  a 
long  term  of  years.  Convicts  from  those  counties  that  do 
not  maintain  a  chain  gang  should  be  sent  to  the  Prison  so 
long  as  the  Constitution  requires  the  Prison  to  be  as  nearly 
self-supporting  as  possible,  and  the  public  expects'  it  to  be 
entirely  so.  I  can  see  no  difference  in  permitting  a  county 
to  demand  and  receive  the  convicts  of  a  neighboring  county, 
and  permitting  it  to  demand  from  the  management  of  the 
Prison,  without  cost,  all  the  convicts  it  may  need — either  the 
one  should  be  prohibited  or  the  other  allowed — and  if  the 
latter  is  permitted,  the  logical  and  inevitable  result  will  be 
the  maintenance  of  the  Prison  by  State  appropriation. 

There  is  still  another  injustice  in  the  present  plan:  The 
retention  of  the  strong  and  robust  convicts  in  the  counties 
and  the  sending  of  the  weak,  sick  and  enfeebled  to  the  Prison 
necessarily  increases  the  death  rate ;  consequently  a  compari- 
son  of   this   institution   with   similar   institutions   in   other 
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States  creates  a  wrong  impression  and  reflects  upon  the  man- 
agement. 

ANSON  COUNTY  FARM. 

In  December,  1901,  a  compromise  was  made  with  the 
owners'  of  the  Anson  County  farm,  whereby  the  lease  held  by 
the  Prison  was  surrendered  to  the  lessors  upon  the  payment 
to  them  of  $2,587.72,  in  addition  to  the  rent  due  for  the  year 
1901.  This  sum,  the  equivalent  of  one  year's  rent  under  the 
lease,  has  been  paid  by  us  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  Pri&'on, 
but  under  no  circumstances  should  be  considered  a  liability 
of  this  administration.  We  paid  it  simply  as  the  best  means 
of  ridding  the  Prison  of  an  unfortunate  contract  made  by  a 
previous'  management.  The  lease  lacked  four  years  of  ex- 
piring, and  the  records  show  that  the  greater  the  effort  to  se- 
cure a  profit  from  the  farm,  the  greater  was  the  loss  sus- 
tained. I  believe  the  compromise  will  save  the  State  at  least 
five  thousand  dollars. 

TILT.EUY   FARM. 

On  December  31,  1901,  the  lease  held  by  the  Prison  on  the 
Tillery  farm,  in  Halifax  County,  expired,  and  it  was  decided 
not  to  enter  into  a  renewal.  This  was  the  last  of  the  many 
farm  leases  to  which  the  Prison  has  been  a  party,  and  some 
of  which,  to  say  the  least,  have  been  a  source  of  irritation 
and  annoyance. 

SHIRT  FACTORY. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  administration,  a  shirt  fac- 
tory was  in  operation  at  the  Central  Prison.  This,  by  agree- 
ment with  the  contractors,  was  discontinued  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1901.  The  enterprise  was  found  to  be  unprofitable, 
and,  consequently,  unsatisfactory. 

BRICKMAXING. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  of  1901  there  seemed  but  little 
demand  for  brick,  and  as  there  was  a  considerable  supply  on 
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hand,  we  discontinued  brick  making  in  order  that  the  hands 
so  engaged  might  be  sent  to  the  farm  and  on  contract  work. 
The  wisdom  of  this  action  is  shown  from  the  fact  that  we 
still  have  on  hand  a  million  of  brick,  while  the  hands'  who 
would  have  been  engaged  at  the  brickyard  have  been  bringing 
us  a  steady  income.  Brickmaking,  however,  will  be  re- 
sumed whenever  our  supply  has  been  exhausted  and  the  de- 
mand justifies  it. 

REWARDS. 

In  a  recent  opinion,  the  Attorney-General  has  held  that 
the  Prison  should  pay  all  rewards  offered  for  the  recapture  of 
es'caped  convicts,  and  the  expense  of  their  return,  and  in 
accordance  with  this  opinion  we  have  refunded  to  the  State 
from  our  earnings  $1,216.61,  the  amount  paid  on  this  account 
for  the  last  two  years.  No  other  administration  has  ever 
been  charged  with  such  an  expenditure,  but  has  received  this 
assistance  from  the  State  in  addition  to  whatever  appropria- 
tion was'  made  by  the  Legislature  for  its  support. 

CALEDONIA    FARM. 

The  present  farming  operations  of  the  Prison  are  confined 
to  Caledonia,  the  State  farm.  In  May,  1901,  the  dike  on 
this  farm  was  almost,  destroyed  by  a  river  freshet.  The  first 
and  principal  break  was  at  the  upper  end,  just  below  Bull 
Hill  Ferry.  The  torrent  of  water  rushing  in  at  this  point 
s'oon  filled  the  farm  and  broke  the  dike  all  along  the  lower 
end.  About  two  hundred  acres  of  fine  lowland  was  covered 
with  sand  from  one  to  four  feet  in  depth,  destroying  its  fer- 
tility. jSTearly  all  the  remaining  lowlands  were  badly  washed 
and  greatly  damaged.  Crops  were  growing  on  all  these  lands. 
The  soil  had  been  carefully  and  thoroughly  prepared,  the 
ditches  put  in  order,  and  under  the  cotton  and  peanuts  com- 
mercial fertilizer  had  been  used.  The  corn  was  young,  but 
promising,  and  a  magnificent  wheat  crop  was  nearing  matu- 
rity.     All  the  crops  in  the  low  ground,  and  what  is  known 
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as  the  second  low  ground,  and  in  the  bottoms  and  ravines, 
were  totally  destroyed,  and  the  canals  and  ditches  filled  to 
the  level  of  the  surrounding  lands.  You  gentlemen  will  re- 
call that  during  the  visit  of  inspection  made  by  you  at  my 
request,  the  damages  were  estimated,  after  a  careful  investi- 
gation, at  thirty  thousand  dollars.  Much  of  the  land  was 
again  planted,  but  only  to  be  destroyed  by  a  second  freshet. 
After  due  consideration,  it  was  decided  to  rebuild  the  dikes, 
and  the  work  was'  begun  in  August  and  continued  with  some 
interruptions  until  practically  completed.  Under  the  advice 
of  a  skillful  engineer,  the  main  break  was  rebuilt,  with  a 
base  at  least  one-third  larger  than  the  old  dike,  and  the  dirt 
had  been  thoroughly  packed  in  place.  The  dike  on  the 
lower  end  of  the  farm  had  been  completed.  More  than  eight 
thousand  dollars  in  labor  and  implements  had  been  expended 
upon  the  work.  On  January  1st,  a  third  freshet  swept  away 
almost  the  entire  new  work  at  the  main  break  and  an  adjoin- 
ing section  of  the  old  embankment,  and  damaged  the  dike 
along  the  lower  end  of  the  farm  to  even  a  greater  extent  than 
the  May  freshet.  Small  breaks  were  made,  but  considerable 
damage  done  the  main  dike  at  other  points.  We  have  been 
unable  to  repair  the  damage  a  second  time,  but  hope  to  begin 
the  work  during  the  present  year.  Until  the  dikes  are  re- 
stored, the  lowlands  of  the  farm  can  not  be  cultivated  with 
any  assurance  of  maturing  a  crop,  and,  indeed,  a  large  sec- 
tion of  them  can  not  be  cultivated  at  all  for  lack  of  drainage. 
With  the  exception  of  the  lowlands,  however,  the  farm  is  in 
excellent  condition.  It  is  well  stocked  with  a  good  team  and 
with  improved  farming  implements  and  machinery,  and  the 
buildings  at  both  camps  are  in  good  repair.  The  team  is  in 
fine  condition,  and  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  corn,  hay 
and  fodder  on  hand  for  the  next  twelve  months,  in  addition 
to  that  enumerated  among  the  cash  as'sets  of  the  Prison.  The 
health  of  the  prisoners  at  the  farm  has  been  remarkably  good 
for  the  past  two  years.     This  is  peculiarly  gratifying  in  view 
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of  the  policy  adopted-  of  retaining  the  disabled  and  incurable 
at  the  Prison  and  sending  the  weak  and  feeble  prisoners  to  the 
farm,  with  instructions  that  they  be  given  such  light  outdoor 
and  open  air  work  as  their  physical  condition  will  permit — 
a  policy  which,  in  my  judgment,  is  most  humane. 

In  January,  1901,  another  severe  misfortune  befell  us. 
The  peanut  factory,  situated  upon  the  farm  and  then  in  use 
as  a  cotton  gin,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  gins  and  other 
machinery,  together  with  eighty-six  bales  of  cotton  and  three 
thousand  bushels  of  peanuts,  which  were  stored  in  a  nearby 
building,  were  also  burned.  The  loss  was  total.  The  fire 
was  discovered  about  one  o'clock  at  night,  and  when  first  seen 
had  gained  such  headway  as  to  be  beyond  control.  In  the 
afternoon  of  the  day  previous  a  wire  in  the  seed  cotton  passed 
into  one  of  the  gins,  and Upon  coming  in  contact  with  one  of 
the  saws,  ignited  the  cotton.  This  fire,  however,  was  easily 
extinguished,  and  several  bales  of  cotton  afterwards'  ginned, 
and  upon  closing  down  the  machinery  at  night  everything 
seemed  in  perfect  order.  There  must,  however,  have  been  a 
spark  left  smouldering,  possibly  in  the  dust  heap,  which  later 
caused  the  destruction.  This',  at  least,  is  the  most  reasonable 
theory  that  an  investigation  has  suggested. 

The  principal  buildings  and  their  contents  at  both  farm 
camps  are  now  insured  for  the  next  two  years,  the  premium 
on  which  has  been  paid  in  full.  The  amount  of  insurance  is' 
$15,000  on  boilers  and  $42,575  on  other  property. 

In  August,  a  new  gin  plant  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the 
peanut  factory.  This  plant  consists  of  a  gin  house,  cotton 
house  and  seed  house.  Two  new  steam  presses  and  two  new 
huller  gins  of  the  Munger  system  have  been  installed.  The 
plant  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  State,  and  has  been 
doing  excellent  work  during  t^ie  present  season. 

CONTRACTS. 

During  the  past  year  the  earnings  of  the  Prison  have  been 
derived  in  a  large  measure  from  contracts.     About  sixty  per 
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cent  (60)  of  the  convicts  have  been  employed  in  contract 
work.  This  furnishes  a  certain,  definite  return  each  month, 
which  is  available  for  current  expenses.  I  am  persuaded  it 
is'  a  correct  policy  to  divide  the  Prison  labor  between  the  farm 
and  contracts.  In  farm  work,  much  labor  can  be  used  that 
is  totally  unfit  for  contract  work.  And  as  there  is  a  scarcity 
of  free  labor,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  just  and  proper  that  those 
engaged  in  large  enterprises  in  the  State  should  have  the  bene- 
fit, as'  far  as  possible,  of  the  Prison  labor,  when  at  the  same 
time  the  State  receives  an  adequate  return  therefor.  There 
is  absolutely  no  system  of  subletting.  The  convicts  are  at 
all  times  entirely  under  the  immediate  care  and  management 
of  the  Prison  officials.  We  feed,  clothe,  guard,  and 
in  all  respects  maintain  them,  and  are  responsible  for 
them.  Every  precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  abuse  or  ill  use, 
and  I  am  sure  there  has  not  been  one  instance  of  such  during 
this  administration.  No  punishment  is  ever  inflicted  except 
by  direct  order  of  a  supervisor  and  in  his  presence,  and  is 
altogether  infrequent.  Wherever  inflicted,  an  immediate 
report  of  the  same  must  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

A  complete  and  accurate  record  is  kept  of  everything  fur- 
nished each  camp,  as  well  as  the  farm  and  the  Central  Prison, 
and  this  affords  indisputable  evidence  that  an  abundant  sup- 
ply of  provisions,  clothing  and  other  necessaries  of  life  have 
been  provided. 

RELIGIOUS    SERVICES. 

By  virtue  of  section  3446,  volume  2,  of  The  Code,  our  pre- 
decessors have  drawn  annually  from  the  Treasury,  in  addi- 
tion to  other  appropriations,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
with  which  to  provide  religious  services  for  the  convicts.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  present  administration,  Treasurer  Lacy, 
by  advice  of  the  Attorney-General,  declined  to  place  this  at 
our  disposal.  Religious'  services  have,  nevertheless,  been  held 
at  the  Prison  with  as  much  regularity  as  ever,  the  only  differ- 
ence being  that  in  the  past  the  good  people  who  attended  to 
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this  work  received  some  compensation  for  their  services,  while 
now  they  receive  but  a  nominal  sum,  although  they  do  the 
work  as  willingly  and  cheerfully  as'  in  the  past,  Sunday 
School  is  held  at  the  Prison  every  Sunday  under  the  same 
competent  and  devout  management  that  has  existed  for  years 
past.  The  Presbyterian,  Methodist,  Episcopal  and  Baptist 
denominations'  of  the  city  alternate  in  holding  church  services. 
At  the  farm  an  arrangement  was  made  by  which  church  ser- 
vices were  to  be  held  twice  a  month.  For  the  various  camps 
we  have  been  able  to  make  no  provisions  other  than  to  invite 
ministers  in  good  standing  of  any  church  to  visit  and  preach 
to  the  convicts'  whenever  convenient. 

G  lancing  back  over  the  work  of  the  past  two  years',  it  must 
be  admitted  that  we  have  met  with  a  number  of  bcrious  mis- 
fortunes and  setbacks,  and  been  laden  with  unusual  and  heavy 
burdens.  It  is  noteworthy,  too,  that  we  have  been  compelled 
to  purchase  supplies  at  the  highest  range  of  price?  for  many 
years  past.  Our  largest  monthly  expenditure  has  been  for 
meat,  which  for  the  past  twelve  months  has  averaged  more 
than  ten  and  a  half  cents  per  pound — almost  twice  as  much  as 
the  same  article  cost  our  immediate  predecessors.  Meal,  too, 
has  been  higher  than  for  many  years  previous,  aud  has 
ranged  near  the  dollar  mark.  These  things  should  be  duly 
considered  in  examining  the  result  of  our  labors. 

The  employees'  of  the  different  camps,  upon  the  farm,  and 
at  the  Central  Prison,  have  been  zealous,  faithful  and  effi- 
cient, and  each  has  seemed  to  feel  a  personal  Ir.rrrest  in  the 
proper  and  successful  management  of  the  institut'on,  and  for 
this  I  desire  to  express'  my  appreciation  and  gratitude. 

And  now  to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  I  return  my  sin- 
cere thanks,  not  only  for  your  confidence,  but  also  for  your 
generous  aid  and  assistance.  My  thanks  would  indeed  be  but 
a  poor  return,  but  I  feel  that  you  will  be  better  paid  by  a 
due  appreciation  of  the  people  of  the  State  for  your  patriotic 

services.

To  £/ie  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State's 
Prison : 

The  Dangerous  Insane  Department  of  the  State's  Prison, 
at  the  beginning-  of  the  present  administration,  was  placed 
under  the  care  and  supervision  of  Dr.  James  R.  Rogers',  who 
is  also  physician  to  the  Prison.  He  will  maka  to  you  a 
report  of  its  condition  and  its  needs,  as  well  as  of  his  official 
acts'.  The  department  has  been  maintained  within  the  ap- 
propriation granted  for  this  purpose.  A  similar  appropria- 
tion will  be  needed  for  the  next  two  years,  and  will,  I  think, 
be  sufficient. 

The  present  law  regulating  the  admission  and  discharge  of 
inmates  is  inadequate.  A  number  of  them  have  been  ad- 
mitted under  sentence  for  a  definite,  fixed  period,  and  if  at 
its  termination  they  are  still  insane,  and  should  be  even  more 
dangerous  than  at  present,  I  know  of  no  authority  of  law  by 
which  we  could  hold  them  longer.  On  the  other  hand,  there 
seems  to  be  no  authority  given  us  for  the  discharge  of  those 
sent  here  by  order  of  the  Courts  for  an  indefinite  period.  <md 
who  have  since  been  pronounced  cured  by  the  attending  phy- 
sician. Two  of  this  clas's  have  been  recently  released  under 
habeas  corpus  proceedings,  and  there  are  four  other?  ctill  in 
confinement  whom  the  physician  says  could  be  safely  dis- 
charged.    Their  names  are  given  in  his'  report. 

The  three  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the  last  Leg- 
islature for  improvements  in  the  building  have  been  ex- 
pended as  economically  as  possible,  and  in  making  such  alter- 
ations as  were  suggested  by  Dr.  Rogers  and  the  Advisory- 
Board,  consisting  of  the  superintendents  of  the  three  State 
Hospitals  for  the  insane.  This  appropriation  was  not  suffi- 
cient to  complete  the  plan  of  improvements  deemed  necessary, 
and  notwithstanding  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  maintenance 
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fund  was  us'ed  to  complete  work  already  begun,  there  are 
still  several  recommendations  that  have  been  untouched.  If 
the  department  is  to  remain  a  part  of  this  institution  for  "he 
next  two  years,  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  facilities 
for  heating,  which  are  now  inadequate.  By  the  expenditure 
of  a  thousand  dollars,  additional  radiation  can  be  added  to 
that  already  in  use  and  a  sufficient  amount  of  heat  obtained. 
I  can  not  and  do  not  advise  the  further  expenditure  of  public 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  making  this  a  permanent  department 
of  the  Prison.  I  can  not  think  this  a  proper  place  for  the 
confinement  of  these  unfortunate  people.  The  acts'  of  an 
insane  man  can  never  make  him  a  criminal;  if  a  criminal 
becomes  insane,  he  is  at  least  entitled  to  a  suspension  of  pun- 
ishment during  his  affliction ;  and  in  neither  instance  is  con- 
finement in  the  State's'  Prison  either  just  or  humane.  Are 
these  people  too  dangerous  to  be. cared  for  among  the  patients 
of  other  hospitals  ?  If  so,  let  them  be  cared  for  in  a  sep- 
arate building ;  or,  if  need  be,  in  a  separate  and  distinct  in- 
stitution, but  let  it  be  outside  of  prison  walls.  I  believe  a 
healthy  public  sentiment  will  demand  and  eventually  secure 
its  removal.  Can  it  be  consistently  said  that  now,  during  an 
era  of  acknowledged  prosperity  among  the  people  of  the 
State,  the  State  itself  is  too  poor  to  do  simple  justice  by  its 
most  unfortunate  class'  of  citizens  ?

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REPORT   OF  THE  WARDEN. 


Raleigh,  K  O.,  December  31,  1902. 
Hon.  J.  S.  Mann,  Superintendent,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir: — As  Warden  of  the  State's  Prison,  I  beg  to  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  two  years  ending  December  31, 
1902: 

The  discipline  of  the  Prison  is  good,  and  there  has  been  no 
outbreak  against  authority.  The  prisoners  have  been  verj 
cheerful  and  industrious,  promptly  performing  the  work  as- 
signed them.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  young  criminals, 
who  might,  very  advantageously,  be  separated  from  the  older 
and  more  hardened. 

The  work  in  the  machine  shop  has  been  confined  entirely 
to  repairs ;  the  steam  pipes  in  the  building  being  old,  require 
constant  attention.  The  laundry  machinery,  also,  is  old  and 
almost  worn  out. 

Religious  services  are  held  every  Sabbath — the  Christian 
Endeavor  from  9:30  to  11:30;  the  regular  Sabbath  School 
from  2  to  3,  by  several  of  the  very  best  men  of  the  city ;  and 
in  addition  to  these  services,  the  ministers  of  the  four  princi- 
pal denominations'  of  the  city — Presbyterian,  Episcopalian, 
Baptist  and  Methodist — hold  religious  services  every  Sab- 
bath afternoon  from  3  to  4  o'clock.  All  these  services  are 
attended  and  enjoyed  by  the  convicts. 

There  is  now  in  bank  $250.50,  less  $18.28  paid  for  Sabbath 
School  quarterlies  and  song  books,  to  the  credit  of  the  Sab- 
bath School  and  library  fund.  Of  this  amount,  $50  was 
drawn  from  the  Treasury,  the  remainder  collected  from  per- 
sons visiting  the  Prison. 

Our  garden,  outside  the  Prison  walls,  worked  by  convicts 
who  are  not  otherwise  employed,  and  are  generally  us'eless 
for  hard  labor,  yields  sufficient  vegetables  for  several  months' 
supply,-  and  is  very  valuable  to  the  Prison.

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REPOKT  OF  PHYSICIAN". 


To  the  Superintendent  and  Honorable  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  North  Carolina  State  s  Prison. 

Gentlemen  : — In  making  my  biennial  report  of  the  Medi- 
cal Department  of  the  State's  Prison,  the  tabulated  reports 
below  will  show,  in  a  condensed  form,  the  vast  and  constant 
amount  of  work  done.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  we 
have  had  a  less  number  of  accidents,  fewer  serious  surgical 
operations,  less  tendency  to  epidemics,  and  a  higher  standard 
of  general  health. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  counties,  with  few  excep- 
tions', send  their  weak  and  infirm  to  the  State's  Prison,  but 
retain  the  strong  and  robust  to  work  on  the  county  roads. 
This  seems  evident,  since  the  books  at  the  Prison  show  that 
twenty-nine  per  cent  (29)  are  unsound  on  examination  when 
admitted.  This  is  unjust  to  the  management,  and  if  kept 
up  will  greatly  increase  the  death  rate. 

The  Superintendent  has  very  properly,  in  my  judgment, 
ordered  all  the  disabled,  chronic  and  incurable  returned  from 
the  camps  and  farms  to  the  Central  Prison  hospital  for  care 
and  medical  attention.  This  fact  will  certainly  increase  the 
death  rate,  but  give  to  the  poor  and  unfortunate  prisoner  more 
comfortable  hospital  quarters,  a  greater  variety  of  well- 
selected  and  cooked  foods,  and  in  many  cases  a  promise  of  a 
new  lease  on  life.  With  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Board  of  Directors,  we  have  set  aside  separate  apart- 
ments in  the  hospital  for  the  tubercular  subjects  and  conta- 
gious diseases  of  all  kinds.  These  patients  are  required  to 
sleep,  eat  and  exercise  in  squads  to  themselves',  and  in  this 
way  they  do  not  come  in  contact  with  the  otherwise  sick  but 
curable  cases  which  may  be  confined  in  the  hospital  at  the 
same  time. 

We  have  several  times  during  the  year  had  chemical  and 
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bacteriological  examinations'  of  the  drinking  water  used  in 
the  Prison,  and  in  every  instance  it  has  been  free  from  im- 
purities of  all  kinds.  The  yards  and  cells  have  been  excep- 
tionally clean,  and  the  sanitary  condition  excellent  in  every 
particular. 

The  number  admitted,  580;  examined,  533;  sound,  412; 
unsound,  121 ;  sent  to  farms,  etc.,  without  examination,  47.

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Physician's  Report  of  the  Mountain  Camps. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  tabulated  synopsis'  of  my  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1902,  of  the  two 
camps  on  the  S.  and  W.  Railway,  in  Mitchell  County. 

I  would  say  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
camps  that  they  have  been  good,  with  but  very  few  excep- 
tions. The  most  unfavorable  thing  about  the  camps  is  their 
location,  near  the  brink  of  the  Toe  River,  where  they  are  ex- 
posed to  the  winter  gales'  and  have  but  little  sunshine  during 
the  winter  season.  The  condition  for  drainage  has  been  very 
good.  The  water  supply  most  of  the  time  has  been  obtained 
from  springs  and  small  streams  from  pure  sources.  The 
prevalence  of  pneumonia  at  Lashley's  camp  in  January  and 
February  was  due  to  an  epidemic  of  influenza.

Physician's  Report  of  Sanitary  Conditions  at  Dover 

Convict  Camp. 

There  has  been  one  broken  rib,  a  broken  clavicle,  and  dis- 
location at  left  second  metatarso-phalangeal  joint.  An  epi- 
demic of  parotitis  and  of  dysentery  has'  visited  the  camp. 
Malarial  fever  has  prevailed  all  along.  There  have  been  light 
attacks  of  diarrhoea.  At  one  time  there  was  a  dozen  of  the 
men  suffering  from  stomatitis,  not  necessitating  any  loss  of 
time,  however.  There  has  been  no  death  from  disease,  and 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  camp  is  good. 

Emanuel  Hartness  was  killed  August  26,  1901,  in  at- 
tempting to  escape.  Bud  Wright  was  killed  accidentally  Jan- 
uary 29,  1902.  Henry  Hardee  was  killed  by  guard  while 
attempting  to  escape  November  20,  1902. 

The  men  at  this  camp  are  in  a  good,  healthy  looking  con- 
dition.

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REPORT  OF   SUPERINTENDENT   STATE   HOSPI- 
TAL FOR  DANGEROUS  INSANE. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  December  31,  1902. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors: 

The  Superintendent  presents  the  following  report  to  De- 
cember 31,  1902: 

In  this  (his  first)  biennial  report  will  be  included  a.  brief 
account  of  the  events  surrounding  the  establishment  of  the 
present  management,  with  the  chapter  (755)  of  the  Public 
Laws'  of  the  Session  of  1901,  enacted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  North  Carolina,  viz. : 

"The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

"Section  1.  That  the  Hospital  for  the  Dangerous  Insane  is  hereby 
created  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Dangerous  Insane,  and  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  management 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State's  Prison,  which  shall  be 
ex  officio  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  said  corporation,  which  Board 
shall,  in  its  name,  have  power  to  receive,  hold  and  manage  all  such 
property  or  estate  as  may  be  hereafter  given  to,  or  otherwise  ac- 
quired by  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  same  control  and 
direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  as  is  given  by  law  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  other  State  Hospitals.  The  said  Hospital 
shall  be  located  in  the  State's  Prison,  where  the  dangerous  insane 
are  now  cared  for  and  treated,  in  which  Hospital  shall  be  admitted, 
cared  for  and  treated,  the  dangerous  insane,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

"Sec.  2.  That  Section  62  of  Chapter  1,  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1899, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

"Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  cor- 
poration, as  soon  as  practicable,  by  partitions,  walls  and  otherwise, 
to  fully  and  completely  separate  the  said  Hospital  from  said  Prison, 
and  they  shall  change  the  same  so  as  to  conform  to  the  purpose  of  a 
hospital  for  the  insane.  They  shall  advise  with  the  Superintendents 
of  the  three  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  before  making  such  changes  as 
to  what  is  necessary  for  the  safety,  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  pa- 
tients. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State's 
Prison  to  furnish  to  the  said  Hospital  all  labor  free  of  charge,  and 
all  material  at  cost,  necessary  for  building  said  walls  and  partitions, 
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and  for  placing  the  said  wards  and  apartments  herein  referred  to 
in  a  proper  condition;  and  the  said  Hospital  shall  not  be  a  part  of 
the  State's  Prison,  but  shall  be  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Dangerous 
Insane.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State's  Prison  is  hereby 
directed  and  required  to  furnish  to  the  Hospital  heat,  lights  and 
water  at  cost,  and  do  all  things  proper  and  necessary  for  the  com- 
fort, maintenance  and  humane  treatment  of  said  dangerous  insane 
herein  committed  to  its  care.  In  said  Hospital  the  sexes  and  races 
shall  be  kept  in  separate  wards  and  apartments. 

"Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Dangerous  Insane  shall  appoint  a  skilled  physician,  educated  to  his 
profession,  of  good  moral  character,  of  prompt  business  habits  and 
of  kindly  disposition,  to  have  charge  of  the  insane  committed  to  its 
care.  He  shall  be  required  to  perform  the  duties  of  physician  to 
each  of  said  institutions,  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  funds  belonging 
to  the  said  institutions  respectively  such  amount  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed and  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  hold 
his  office  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  said  Board, 
which  may,  for  infidelity  to  his  trust,  gross  immorality  or  incompe- 
tence to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  fully  proved  and  declared, 
the  proof  recorded  in  the  book  of  their  proceedings,  remove  him  and 
appoint  another  in  his  place. 

"Sec.  5.  The  said  physician  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  per- 
form the  same  duties  as  the  Superintendents  of  the  other  State  Hos- 
pitals, and  such  additional  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  in  addition  thereto,  he  shall  make  a  special  study 
of  penology,  and  crime  in  all  its  aspects,  and  shall  make  special 
biennial  reports  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  transmission 
to  the  Governor  and  the.  General  Assembly.  The  said  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  buy  such  books  on  these  subjects  as  may  be 
necessary;  the  books  to  be  the  property  of  the  Hospital.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  other  State  Hospitals  to  visit 
the  Hospital  for  the  Dangerous  Insane  from  time  to  time,  and  at 
least  once  a  year  each,  for  consultation  and  advice,  and  they  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  said  Hospital  with  such  sug- 
gestions as  they  may  deem  proper  and  best  for  the  government 
thereof,  and  for  the  treatment  of  the  patients,  but  their  powers 
shall  be  advisory  only.  They  shall  be  allowed  only  their  traveling 
expenses,  to  be  paid  by  their  respective  institutions. 

"Sec.  6.  That  Chapter  1,  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1899,  shall,  as  far 
as  practicable,  be  applicable  to.  and  shall  regulate  the  government 
of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Dangerous  Insane,  when  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  that  there  shall  be 
elected  only  such  assistants  and  other  officers  as  the  said  Board  of 
Directors  may  think  proper. 
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"Sec.  7.  That  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  is  hereby  appropriated  annually 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Dan- 
gerous Insane,  and  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  into  effeci. 

"Sec.  8.  This  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

"In  the  General  Assembly  read  three  times,  and  ratified  tnis  tlie 
15th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1901." 

By  section  1  of  the  above  act  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Dangerous  Insane  was  created  a  corporation  under  the  di- 
rection and  management  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
State's  Prison,  at  Raleigh.  Since  1897,  the  dangerous  in- 
sane of  the  State  had  been  under  the  care  of  the  staff  of  the 
State  Hospital  at  Raleigh,  and  the  west  end  of  the  State's) 
Prison  building — that  portion  at  present  accommodating  the 
dangerous  insanei — had  been  made  use  of  as  the  Hospital  for 
the  Dangerous  Insane.  With  events  transpiring  since  my 
accession  as  Superintendent,  April  15,  1901,  this  report  deals. 

As  authorized  by  the  Act  of  1901  (vide  supra,) ,  the  west 
wing  of  the  State's  Prison  was  completely  separated  from 
the  Prison,  materials  for  building  walls  and  partition  being 
furnished  at  cost  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State's 
Prison,  and  convict  labor  being  employed.  By  August  1st, 
this  work  was  practically  completed,  and  the  Hospital  lighted 
and  furnished  with  water  and  heat  from  the  State's  Prison 
at  cost. 

The  disposition  of  the  space  furnished  by  the  four-story 
wing  was  as  follows:  On  the  ground  floor  was  located  the 
colored  male  ward  and  apartments,  the  kitchen,  dining  and 
store  rooms.  Underneath  the  kitchen  and  dining  room,  a 
storage  room  was  provided.  On  the  second  floor  was  pro- 
vided an  office  and  apartment  for  steward,  and  a  white  male 
ward.  The  third  floor  wTas  given  up  entirely  to  ward  and 
apartments  for  white  male  patients.  On  the  fourth  floor, 
wards'  and  apartments  for  white  and  colored  female  patients 
were  provided,  a  thin  temporary  board  partition  separating 
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the  races.  A  separate  temporary  apartment  was  also  fur- 
nished for  the  female  attendant  on  the  fourth  floor.  For 
want  of  space,  a  separate  dining  room  for  the  colored  race 
could  not  be  provided.  A  portion  of  the  colored  male  ward 
adjoining  the  kitchen  is  made  use  of  for  this  purpose,  so  that 
the  races  are  in  no  way  associated.  Meals  are  served  to 
female  patients  in  their  ward  also. 

The  following  by-laws,  regulations  and  instructions,  de- 
signed by  the  Superintendent  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  May  3,  1901,  were  printed  in  neat  pamphlet  form 
for  the  aid  and  enlightenment  of  all  connected  with  the  in- 
stitution.    Each  attendant  is  furnished  with  a  copy : 

BY-LAWS. 

The  following  instructions,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 
May  3,  1901,  are  designed  by  the  Superintendent  to  help  attendants 
who  are  willing  to  be  taught. 

It  is  hoped  that  each  attendants  will  make  himself  familiar  with 
the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  these  teachings,  and  that  his  own 
good  sense  and  sympathy  for  the  afflicted  will  not  allow  him  to  go 
wrong  in  any  emergency  not  covered  by  these  rules. 

This  pamphlet  is  to  be  returned  to  the  Superintendent  when  the 
attendant  leaves  the  service  of  the  Hospital: 

BOARD   OF   DIRECTORS. 

1.  A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held  in  the 
city  of  Raleigh  annually,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  May,  but  other 
meetings  may  be  held  at  such  stated  times  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
and  a  meeting  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the  Chairman,  and  must 
be  called  at  the  request  of  two  members  of  the  Board,  or  of  the 
Superintendent  and  one  member  of  the  Board.  Three  members  of 
the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  All  questions  for  consideration  of  the  Board  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  at  each  annual  meeting  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  serve  for 
one  year.  So  far  as  such  course  may  be  deemed  expedient,  the  mem- 
bers of  this  committee  shall  be  such  members  of  the  Board  as  may  be 
resident  nearest  to  the  city  of  Raleigh,  or  resident  at  such  place  or 
places  as  will  enable  them  most  readily  to  come  to  Raleigh.  Two 
members  of  this  commmittee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  be  the  advising  body  with  whom  the  Superintendent  shall 
confer  in  regard  to  the  business  of  the  institution,  and  they  shall  be 
clothed  with  full  power  to  do  all  acts  necessary  for  the  proper  con- 
duct and  management  of  the  institution,  except  in  such  cases  as  the 
law  requires  the  action  of  the  full  Board,  or  when  prevented  by  a 
special  order  of  the  Board,  and  they  shall  meet  bi-monthly  at  the 
Hospital,  or  at  such  place  in  Raleigh  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  for  the 
transaction  of  business  within  the  scope  of  their  duties.  On  these 
occasions  it  shall  be  their  special  duty  to  examine  the  books  and 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  Steward  for  the  expenditures  of  the  pre- 
ceding months,  and  order  such  expenditures  as  may  be  needed  for 
the  ensuing  months  on  the  requisitions  of  the  Superintendent;  and 
they  shall  report  in  writing  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board 
upon  the  general  condition  of  the  Hospital,  and  recommend  such 
modifications  of  existing  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient, 
and  shall  also  report  the  amount  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of 
the  institution.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  report  all  their 
proceedings  separate  from  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  the  in- 
spection of  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Superin- 
tendent shall  be  Secretary  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  call  the  committee  together  in  special  session  whenever  he  shall 
be  of  opinion  that  the  good  of  the  institution  so  demands. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

1.  The  Superintendent  shall  devote  so  much  of  his  time  as  is 
necessary  for  the  proper  care  and  welfare  of  the  institution.  He  is 
the  chief  executive  officer  under  the  Directors  of  the  institution,  and 
all  officers  and  employes  shall  receive  their  instruction  from  him. 

2.  And  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  officers  and  employes  of 
the  institution  are  energetic,  industrious,  punctual,  exact,  and  in  all 
respects  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  several  duties,  as  pre- 
scribed in  these  by-laws. 

3.  He  shall  direct  such  medical,  moral  and  physical  treatment  as 
in  his  judgment  will  be  conducive  to  the  comfort  and  amelioration, 
or  best  adapted  to  the  relief  of  the  patients,  and  shall  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  institution,  and  make  report  of  same  to  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

4.  There  shall  be  kept  by  the  Superintendent  a  well-bound  book,  to 
be  styled  the  "Patient  Book,"  in  which  shall  be  set  out  in  intelligi- 
ble form,  under  the  name  of  each  patient  in  the  Hospital,  his  or  her 
age  social  condition,  residence,  and  name  of  nearest  relative,  nation- 
ality, name  of  Judge  sentencing,  the  character  of  the  mental  disease, 
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the  supposed  cause  of  disease,  the  duration  of  such  affliction,  when 
received,  when  discharged  or  removed,  whether  cured  or  improved, 
whether  dead;  if  dead,  the  cause  or  supposed  cause  of  death,  and 
any  and  all  striking  features  and  incidents  of  such  patient's  case,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Hospital  and  of  medical  science. 

.3.  At  each  bi-monthly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  he 
shall  exhibit  all  the  records  of  the  institution;  if  required,  its  gen- 
eral state,  the  names  of  persons  received  or  removed,  with  such  re- 
marks and  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  useful;  at  the  December 
meeting  of  the  Board  furnish  a  tabular  view  of  the  condition  of  the 
institution  for  the  preceding  year,  deduced  from  the  records,  with  a 
list  of  the  patients  who  have  been  subjected  to  mechanical  restraint, 
its  duration,  character  and  cause. 

6.  He  shall  give  all  persons  employed  in  the  Hospital  such  in- 
structions as  are  best  adapted  to  carry  into  effect  all  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  institution,  and  he  shall  see  that  these  rules  and 
regulations  are  strictly  and  faithfully  observed  and  executed.  Sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and,  in  their  ab- 
sence, of  the  Executive  Committee,  he  shall  determine  what  attend- 
ants and  other  assistants  are  necessary. 

7.  All  records,  papers,  memorials,  important  letters,  minutes  of 
proceedings,  vouchers,  reports,  and  other  papers  and  books  pertain- 
ing to  the  Hospital  shall  be  carefully  arranged  and  labelled  and 
filed  away  in  the  business  office  of  the  Hospit:: 

8.  In  the  course  of  their  business  the  Superintendent  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  access  to  all  the  wards  and  apartments  of  the  Hospital; 
but  no  other  officer  or  employe  shall,  at  any  time,  enter  the  female 
department,  or  any  ward  or  apartment  therein,  except  by  the  per- 
mission or  instruction  of  the  Superintendent,  and  then  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  female  attendant;  nor  shall  the  female  employe  enter  the 
male  department,  or  any  ward  or  apartment  therein,  except  by  like 
permission  or  instruction. 

"    STEWARD  AND   CHIEF   ATTENDANT — HIS   DUTIES. 

1.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  purchases,  and  of 
moneys  expended  by  him,  both  on  account  of  the  patients,  and  also 
for  the  institution.  He  shall  take  receipts  for  all  articles  delivered 
to  him  for  the  supply  of  the  table  or  household,  and  file  them  sub- 
ject to  the  bi-monthly  examination  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  He  shall  exhibit  through  the  Superintendent  his  vouchers, 
books  and  accounts  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  their  bi-monthly 
meetings. 

3.  He  shall  constantly  observe  the  conduct  of  all  persons  em- 
ployed in  subordinate  positions,  see  that  they  do  their  duty,  and 
report  to  the  Superintendent  any  instance  of  neglect  or  misconduct 
he  may  see,  or  of  which  he  may  be  informed. 
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4.  Under  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  he  shall  make  purchases, 
attend  to  buildings,  and  see  that  they  are  kept  in  order. 

5.  He  shall  assist  in  maintaining  the  police  of  the  establishment; 
shall  see  to  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  house,  and  that-  the  at- 
tendants and  servants  rise  and  commence  their  business  at  tlie 
ringing  of  the  bell,  and  retire  at  proper  season  at  night;  that  the 
warmth,  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  the  house  are  attended  to. 

G.  He  shall,  when  directed  by  the  Superintendent,  receive  visitors, 
give  them  all  suitable  information,  and  accompany  them  to  such 
parts  of  the  building  as  are  open  for  examination. 

7.  Ke  shall  always  be  present  when  food  or  medicine  is  adminis- 
u  coercively  to  patients,  when  restraint  is  applied,  and  when  they 

take  their  Laths.     He  shall  keep  a  faithful  list  or  record  of  their 
clot  I  also  frequently  pass  through  the  different  wards,  aiding 

and  aging  the  attendants  in  their  efforts  to  amuse  or  employ 

such  pi  ts;  and  in  every  way  endeavor  to  promote  the  good  order 

and  discipline  of  the  Hospital  by  seeing  that  the  Superintendent's 
i:t      .   i  ,,  s  in   reference  to  occupation,   exercise  and   clothing  are^ 
fait:  .  and  properly  fulfilled,  and  by  guarding  against  disturb- 

ances, escapes,  suicides,  exposures,  etc.

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be  paid  $50.00  annually,  which  amount  shall  be  deducted  from  his 
salary  as  druggist  at  the  State's  Prison. 

2.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  he  shall  prepare  and 
put  up  the  medicines  prescribed,  and  make  such  records  thereof  as 
are  required.  He  shall  keep  the  apothecary  room  and  room  for 
medical  stores  in  order,  wait  upon  visitors,  copy  and  direct  letters, 
and  perform  such  other  services  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Superintendent. 

3.  He  shall  exercise  extreme  caution  with  regard  to  all  poisonous 
preparations,  and  see  that  all  such  have  cautionary  label  attached, 
and  that  the  person  to  whom  they  are  delivered  has  full  knowledge 
of  their  nature.  In  any  case  where  what  appears  like  a  dangerous 
or  poisonous  dose  is  prescribed,  he  shall  not  put  up  or  give  out  the 
same  until  he  has  first  called  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  to 
the   matter  and   received   his   instructions. 

4.  No  bottles  or  cups  shall  be  given  out  without  having  legible 
labels  attached,  giving  the  name  of  the  patient,  and,  if  necessary,  the 
dose  of  the  preparation. 

5.  He  shall  see  that  bottles  and  cups  and  all  apparatus  and  instru- 
ments used  in  the  wards  or  elsewhere  are  returned  to  the  dispensary 
promptly  and  in  good  order;  and  shall  prevent  loss  and  waste  by 
collecting  and  returning  such  articles  as  might  become  dispersed 
through  the  Hospital  frequently. 

ATTENDANTS. 

1.  The  attendants  shall  treat  the  patients  with  uniform  attention 
and  respect,  and  greet  them  with  friendly  salutations,  and  exhibit 
such  other  marks  of  kindness  and  good  will  as  evince  interest  and 
sympathy.  They  shall  speak  in  a  mild,  persuasive  tone  of  voice,  and 
never  address  a  patient  coarsely  or  by  a  nickname. 

2.  On  rising  in  the  morning  every  attendant  shall  see  that  each 
patient  confided  to  his  or  her  care  is  washed  and  decently  dressed. 
Attention  shall  be  given  to  the  person  and  dress  of  each  patient 
during  the  day  as  often  as  required  by  disorder  or  any  want  of 
cleanliness. 

3.  An  attendant  must  always  be  present  at  the  meals,  carve  the 
food  and  distribute  it  to  such  as  can  not  do  it  themselves,  and  see 
that  each  one  has  his  or  her  proper  supply,  and  takes  it  properly. 
Care  shall  be  taken  that  no  patient  carries  away  a  knife,  fork,  or 
other  article  from  the  table,  and  the  knives  and  forks  shall  be 
counted  after  each  meal  to  prevent  any  being  lost. 

4.  No  attendant  shall  ever  apply  any  restraining  apparatus  to  a 
patient,  except  by  order  of  the  Superintendent,  or  of  a  resident  offi- 
cer under  his  direction. 
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5.  The  patients  are  to  be  soothed  and  calmed  when  irritated,  en- 
couraged and  cheered  when  melancholy  and  depressed.  They  shall 
never  be  pushed,  collared  or  rudely  handled. 

6.  When  attendants  receive  insulting  and  abusive  language,  they 
must  keep  cool  and  forbear  to  recriminate  or  threaten.  Violent 
hands  shall  never  be  laid  upon  patients  under  any  provocation,  and 
a  blow  shall  never  be  returned,  unless  in  the  clearest  case  of  neces- 
sary self-defence.  Sufficient  force  to  prevent  injury  to  themselves 
or  others  shall  always  be  applied  gently.  Authority  must  be  main- 
tained by  kindness  of  manner  and  diginity  of  deportment. 

7.  Attendants  shall  never  place  in  the  hands  of  patients,  or  leave 
where  they  can  obtain,  any  knife,  razor,  rope,  cord,  medicine,  or  any 
dangerous  weapon  or  article,  and  shall  see  that  they  do  not  conceal 
any  such  article  about  their  bed  or  person.  Neither  shall  they  de- 
liver any  writing  or  letter  to  or  from  a  patient  without  permission  of 
the  Superintendent,  nor  retain  in  their  possession  any  writing  of  a 
patient. 

8.  Attendants  must  not  leave  the  institution  nor  remain  absent 
except  by  express  permission  of  proper  authority.  "When  away  the 
conduct  and  conversation  of  patients  must  not  be  repeated.  No 
company  shall  be  admitted  into  the  apartments  occupied  by  the 
patients,  except  by  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attendants  to  keep  the  patients' 
rooms  and  halls  perfectly  clean  and  well  ventilated;  to  have  the 
beds  aired  and  sunned  and  made  in  proper  season;  to  keep  all  the 
doors  of  the  rooms  closed  when  the  patients  are  in  bed. 

10.  The  attendants  must  never  give  up  the  keys  of  the  passages, 
nor  let  anyone  into  the  halls  without  permission. 

11.  Every  patient  must  be  in  charge  of  some  responsible  individual 
at  all  times,  unless  permitted  to  be  at  large  by  the  Superintendent. 

12.  No  patient  shall  leave  his  or  her  ward  without  the  consent  of 
an  officer,  and  no  new  patient  without  the  order  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

13.  All  persons  on  duty  at  the  Hospital  must  rise  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  morning  bell,  unless  excused. 

WATCHMAN. 

1.  The  watchman  of  the  State's  Prison  shall  also  perform  the 
duties  of  watchman  to  the  Hcspital  of  Dangerous  Insane.  He  should 
be  careful  to  keep  up  the  strictest  vigilance  during  the  night,  never 
allowing  himself  to  sleep  while  on  duty,  or  to  fail  in  any  particular 
to  discharge  his  trust  with  fidelity. 

2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  pass  around  the  buildings  at  least  once 
every  hour  in  the  night,  besides  strictly  observing  such  special 
directions  for  the  night  as  shall  be  given  him  by  the  Superintendent 
or  other  superior  officer. 
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3.  He  shall  notice  all  unusual  sounds  in  the  patients'  rooms,  and 
give  immediate  information  of  the  same  to  the  proper  attendant. 

4.  He  shall  report  to  the  Superintendent  all  irregularities  or  vio- 
lation of  the  rules  of  the  institution  which  may  come  under  his 
notice,  and  enter  in  his  watch-book  any  remarks  he  may  have  to 
make  upon  the  occurrences  of  the  night. 

OTHER    EMPLOYES. 

All  other  employes  about  the  institution  whose  duties  have  not 
been  specifically  defined  in  the  foregoing  by-laws,  shall  strictly  con- 
form to  their  general  spirit,  and  shall  always  be  selected  with  refer- 
ence to  their  general  fitness,  and  not  only  for  the  purpose  for  which 
they  have  been  specifically  employed,  but  also  for  the  companionship 
and  oversight  of  the  patients  while  at  work  out  of  the  wards,  and  in 
their  walks  over  the  Hospital  grounds. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  Steward  and  chief  attendant  shall  turn  in  to  the  Superin- 
tendent daily  written  reports  of  the  different  departments,  and  mat- 
ters of  general  interest  to  the  institution.  Matters  of  urgency  must 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  at  any  time. 

2.  Visitors  will  not  be  entertained  by  the  Hospital.  Frequent 
visits  to  officers,  employes  or  patients  will  not  be  allowed.  "Visiting 
the  wards  will  be  regulated  by  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 
Persons  wishing  to  visit  particular  patients  must  obtain  permission 
of  the  Superintendent.  None  but  relatives  or  near  friends  of  pa- 
tients will  be  allowed  to  see  them,  unless  a  request  in  writing  from 
their  nearest  relatives  is  presented. 

3.  None  but  those  entrusted  with  ward  keys  shall  go  into  the 
wards  without  special  permission  from  the  Superintendent.  No 
person  must  be  invited  to  the  Steward's  table  without  special  per- 
mission of  the  Superintendent. 

4.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  or  about  the  institution  build- 
ing. Every  person  is  positively  forbidden  to  bring  intoxicating 
liquors  upon  the  premises.  The  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  by  em- 
ployes of  the  Hospital  is  strictly  forbidden.  No  person  may  fur- 
nish patients  tobacco,  except  by  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

5.  The  work  of  the  patients  being  a  part  of  the  treatment  and 
directed  by  the  Superintendent,  must  be  for  the  institution;  they 
must  not  be  allowed  to  work  for  anyone  else,  nor  for  each  other,  ex- 
cept by  special  permission  in  each  case  from  the  Superintendent.  AH 
orders  for  purchases  for  the  patients  from  private  funds  in  the 
hands  of  the  Steward  must  be  in  writing  and  be  approved  by  the 
Superintendent. 
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6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  officers  to  report  to  the  Superin- 
tendent all  disobedience  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  all  failures 
in  a  strict  performance  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  employes  that  may 
come  under  their  notice,  or  be  brought  to  their  attention.  And  all 
persons  employed  in  any  capacity  in  the  institution  are  required  to 
report  to  the  Superintendent  any  mistreatment  of  patients  by  any- 
one that  may  come  under  their  notice. 

7.  Employes  will  give  timely  notice  to  the  proper  officer  when  they 
wish  to  be  relieved  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  cause, 
otherwise  they  are  expected  to  perform  their  duty  punctually. 

8.  The  institution  contracts  for  the  entire  time  of  all  in  its  em- 
ploy, and  no  private  business  must  take  the  time  and  attention  which 
is  due  to  the  Hospital.  No  person  engaged  in  the  service  of  the 
institution  will  be  allowed  to  receive  presents  or  gratuities  from 
patients  or  their  friends.  Business  transactions  with  patients  are 
forbidden,  either  buying  or  selling. 

9.  All  visitors  to  the  Hospital  are  to  be  treated  with  the  greatest 
respect  and  civility.  Visitors  are  not  allowed  on  Saturdays  or 
Sundays. 

10.  All  employes  are  forbidden  to  be  absent  from  the  institution 
except  by  special  permission  from  the  Superintendent. 

11.  All  employes  will  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  these  by-laws, 
and  ignorance  of  the  rules  will  not  be  accepted  as  an  excuse  for 
their  violation. 

12.  Conversation  between  the  sexes  in  the  corridors,  at  the  en- 
trances to  the  wards,  in  the  laundry,  or  in  other  unsuitable  places,  is 
strictly  forbidden.  The  female  attendants  will  not  be  allowed  in  the 
wards  or  rooms  of  the  male  attendants  under  any  circumstances. 

13.  All  employes  of  the  institution  are  required  to  give  fifteen 
days'  notice  before  leaving,  or  forfeit  their  wages  for  that  length  of 
time.  Payments  will  be  due  on  the  15th  of  each  month  for  services 
up  to  the  first  of  the  same  month. 

14.  For  disobedience  of  the  by-laws,  regulations  or  verbal  orders  of 
officers,  employes  will  be  dismissed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

No  change  will  be  made  in  these  by-laws,  except  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Directors  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

When  I  assumed  the  duties  of  Superintendent,  April  15, 
1901,  the  total  population  of  the  Hospital  was  thirty-three 
(33),  as  shown  in  the  table  below.  Nearly  all  these  patients 
had  been  inmates  of  one  of  the  three  State  hospitals,  or  of 
the  State's  Prison.  These  sources  were  soon  relieved,  how- 
ever, so  that  a  large  majority  of  those  committed  since  April 
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15,  1901,  have  been  committed  directly  by  the  Courts.  The 
general  hospitals  for  the  insane  must  have  been  greatly  re- 
lieved by  having  the  responsibility  of  this  class  shifted,  thus 
being  able  to  devote  themselves'  more  particularly  to  true 
hospital  work.  To  be  sure,  they  transferred  to  us  only  those 
patients  charged  with  serious  crimes,  but  even  the  transfer 
of  these  few  must  have  rais'ed  an  enormous  burden  of  re- 
sponsibility. Taking  all  together,  our  early  population  was 
a  most  discouraging  lot.  Those  admitted  from  the  State 
hospitals  had  committed  grave  crimes;  from  the  State's 
Prison  came  ins'ane  convicts,  most  of  who  were  serving  long 
sentences ;  or,  having  completed  their  terms  of  imprisonment, 
had  not  received  their  discharge  because  of  insanity.  The 
Courts  committed  to  us  cases  which  had  previously  been  com- 
pelled to  undergo  confinement  in  the  State's'  Prison  along 
with  convicts.  Practically  all  were  hopelessly  deranged,  as 
shown  by  the  fact  that  no  patient  admitted  previously  to  1900 
has  recovered.  Many  were  physically  bankrupt,  either  by 
reason  of  long  confinement  or  congenital  or  constitutional  de- 
fects. A  large  number  were  victims  of  chronic  organic  dis- 
ease. The  soil  was  rich  for  terminal  infections,  which  fact 
accounts  for  the  percentage  of  fatal  events.

Those  admitted  more  recently  have  been  for  the  most  part 
committed  directly  by  the  Courts  from  the  rural  districts,  and 
belonged  to  the  farming  or  laboring  class.     They  promise  far 
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hetter  results,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  four  of  the  pa- 
tients' admitted  since  1900  are  now  practically  well  and  of 
sound  mind,  viz.,  George  McNeil,  Thomas  P.  Manness,  Lee 
Hill  and  Thomas  Suggs. 

I  should  now  strongly  urge  an  amendment  to  the  law,  pro- 
viding for  the  discharge  of  such  patients,  not  only  for  rea- 
sons of  justice  and  right,  hut  also  to  relieve  the  State  of  the 
burden  of  maintaining  thoroughly  safe  persons.  The  Courts, 
too,  have  committed  insane  persons  with  a  definite  sentence 
for  a  term  of  years.  This  seems'  to  me  to  be  illogical  and 
unwise,  since  it  is  impossible  for  a  jury  to  prognosticate  a 
recovery,  and  unjust  to  sentence  an  insane  person  as'  a  pun- 
ishment for  a  crime.  Furthermore,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
time  covered  by  the  sentence,  no  matter  what  the  mental  con- 
dition of  the  patient  may  be,  we  have  no  right,  according  to 
the  present  laws,  to  retain  him.  Such  a  person,  if  still  in- 
sane, would  obviously  be  a  menace  to  the  community  if  set  at 
large.  The  Courts'  should  have  the  power,  in  their  discre- 
tion, it  seems  to  me,  in  the  first  place,  to  commit  unconvicted 
criminal  insane  persons — i.  e.,  persons  charged  with  crimes 
who  are  found  to  be  deranged — either  to  the  State  hospitals 
or  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Dangerous  Ins'ane.  Provisions 
should  be  made,  on  the  other  hand,  for  the  transfer  of  any 
improper  criminal  case  from  the  State  hospitals. 

The  modern  tendency  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane  is  to 
create  for  the  general  class  of  insane  persons'  institutions 
which  shall  be  hospitals  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  the  idea 
being  to  do  away  with  the  custodial  features,  to  have  the 
"open  door"  system,  freedom  from  window  guards',  and  full 
liberty  of  premises ;  to  accord  to  the  individual  every  possible 
liberty ;  in  fact,  to  establish  the  hospital  idea.  It  manifestly 
retards  the  growth  and  execution  to  have  to  provide  custody 
for  a  few  inmates  of  the  hospital  who  may  be  possessed  of 
dangerous  tendencies,  inclined  to  escape  and  to  become  a 
menace  to  the  community,  and  a  source  of  worry  and  anx- 
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iety  to  the  hospital  authorities.  On  the  other  hand,  I  am 
convinced  that  the  State's  Prison  building  is  not  the  place 
for  the  'custody,  care  and  treatment  of  any  class  of  ins'ane 
persons.  I  am  free  to  confess  that  the  treatment  given  to 
patients  in  the  institution  has  not  been  entirely  satisfactory  to 
me.  A  busy  physician  can  not  afford,  for  the  slight  remu- 
neration received,  to  attend  to  more  than  the  medical  needs 
of  patients  at  his  daily  rounds.  In  spite  of  these  facts,  we 
have  struggled  to  get  the  institution  into  good  shape,  and 
with  a  degree  of  success1,  we  believe.  Certainly  from  a  finan- 
cial view  point,  we  have  succeeded ;  for  the  individual  cost  of 
maintenance  has  been  an  exceedingly  low  figure.  This  seems 
the  best  and  only  argument  in  favor  of  the  State's  Prison  en- 
closure as  a  location  for  the  Hospital. 

As  soon  as  practicable,  I  would  vigorously  recommend  the 
creation  of  a  large,  centrally  and  rurally  located  institution, 
where  all  the  dangerous  insane  of  the  State  may  be  cared  for, 
the  incurable  cases  from  the  State  hospitals  (vide  supra)  be- 
ing transferred  to  it.  The  sending  of  persons  to  such  an  in- 
stitution would  not  preclude  the  employment  of  the  best 
agencies  for  their  care  and  recovery,  but  of  course  they  could 
not  be  accorded  the  liberty  which  is  given  to  the  ordinary 
insane.  The  conclusions  of  the  International  Congress,  re- 
cently held  abroad,  according  to  the  New  York  press  reports, 
were  to  the  effect  that  the  State  would  provide  for  the  dan- 
gerous insane,  and  that  the  ordinary  insane  should  be  cared 
for  in  homes  or  hospitals,  the  object,  I  presume,  being  to 
afford  the  best  protection  to  the  community  and  at  the  same 
time  to  facilitate  recovery. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  PATIENTS. 

Among  the  disadvantages  of  the  present  location  is  the 
want  of  occupation  for  the  patients'.  Except  for  a  small 
garden  in  the  Prison  grounds,  and  odd  jobs  such  as  carrying 
wood  and  water,  they  are  entirely  without  employment.     The 
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female  patients  assist  with  the  sewing.  A  farm  and  grounds 
and  outdoor  departments  would  enable  us  to  employ  a  large 
number. 

COST    OF    MAINTENANCE. 

The  monthly  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  was  $10.  The 
total  monthly  pay-roll  amounts  to  $99.18.  The  cost  of  fuel, 
light  and  heat  was  small.  It  is  probable  that  the  appropria- 
tion ($5,000)  made  for  the  last  year  will  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  present.  For  the  year  beginning 
December  1,  1902,  wo  would  ask  for  $5,000. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

We  would  ask  for  a  sum  sufficient  to  tear  out  the  old  wooden 
stairways  and  replace  them  with  iron  ones.  In  order  to  ac- 
complish this,  we  ask  for  $1,000. 

Repairs  are  badly  needed  in  the  water  closets.  Without 
these,  we  can  not  keep  the  closets'  cleanly,  or  prevent  foul 
gases  from  returning  from  the  closets.  For  this  purpose  we 
would  ask  $1,000. 

The  temporary  partition  separating  the  female  white  and 
colored  patients  is  of  thin  board.  A  good  solid  wall  should 
be  built  immediately.     This  will  require  $500. 

The  heating  plant  is  entirely  inadequate.  The  pipes  are 
too  small  and  the  amount  of  radiation  is  altogether  insuffi- 
cient. Nothing  short  of  a  new  system  will  insure  sufficient 
heat  to  make  the  wards  comfortable  in  the  coldest  weather. 
This  is  the  opinion  of  experts  on  this  subject.  This  will  re- 
quire $1,000,  making  a  total  of  $3,500  necessary  to  do  the 
work  recommended  by  the  Advisory  Board.

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At  the  beginning  of  my  service,  April  15,  1901,  there  were 
eight  (8)  patients  under  physical  restraint;  at  present  there 
are  two.  The  Hospital  has'  been  entirely  free  from  accidents 
and  contagious  diseases  of  all  kinds. 

We  acknowledge  with  pleasure  two  annual  visits  from  the 
Advisory  Committee ;  two  visits  from  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health;  Dr.  T.  O.  Powell,  Superintendent  of  the 
State  Hospital,  Milledgeville,  Georgia,  accompanied  by  two 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee ;  and  several  other  visits 
from  time  to  time  from  friends  of  the  institution.

To  the  Hon.  Chables  B.  Aycock,  Governor,  Hon.  J.  Bryan  Grimes, 
Secretary  of  State,  and  the  Hon.  J.  Y.  Joyner,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  as  Trustees  of  the  State  Library. 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my 
report  for  the  years  1901  and  1902,  showing  the  additions 

■ 

made  to  the  library  during  that  period  by  purchase,  ex- 
change and  donations ;  also  books  disposed  of  as  provided  for 
by  law. 

The  improvement  made  by  changing  the  system  of  classify- 
ing and  cataloguing  the  books  is  appreciated  by  the  public. 
By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1901  a  committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Judge 
Walter  Clark,  Prof.  D.  H.  Hill  of  the  A.  &  M.  College,  Prof. 
E.  P.  Moses,  Superintendent  of  the  Graded  Schools  of  Ea- 
leigh,  1ST.  C,  and  the  State  Librarian,  was  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  selecting  books  for  the  library.  This  committee 
met  and  decided  first  to  purchase  all  books  written  on  Xorth 
Carolina  (not  now  in  the  library )  and  also  all  books,  booklets, 
etc.,  written  by  North  Carolinians.  A  subcommittee,  con- 
sisting of  Profs.  Hill  and  Moses,  was  appointed  to  assist  the 
Librarian  in  trying  to  secure  all  books,  booklets,  pamphlets, 
etc.,  written  by  North  Carolinians.     I  will  state  that  Profs. 
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Hill  and  Moses  have  taken  hold  of  the  matter  with  a  great 
deal  of  enthusiasm,  and  given  much  time  and  labor  to  the  work 
and  have  been  of  much  valuable  aid  l<>  the  Librarian  ;  and  the 
result  lias  been  very  satisfactory  so  far.  This  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  subcommittee  will  be  the  means  of  bringing  to 
light  many  historical  facts  and  things  of  interest  to  our  State 
that  would  soon  have  been  beyond  recovery.  The  committee 
decided  to  make  the  N.  O.  State  Library  a  strictly  reference 
library,  and  in  the  future  not  to  purchase  fiction  or  other 
books  not  used  in  a  library  of  reference  and  research,  except 
books  written  by  North  Carolinians  or  written  on  North 
( Carolina. 

By  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1001,  I  arranged  the 
east  wing  of  the  library  as  a  Reading-room  for  the  Colored 
People,  so  that  the  races  can  have  separate  apartments.  This 
was  effected  without  any  expense  to  the  State,  and  works 
admirably. 

I  will  repeal  here  extracts  from  my  last  report: 
"The  library  has  been  re-classified  according  to  the  Dewey 
Decimal  Classification,  and  has  been  catalogued  by  the  card 
system,  which  is  used  now  in  all  libraries  of  any  size.  The 
cards  are  placed  in  a  cabinet  of  drawers  in  alphabetical  order. 
The  cabinet  faces  the  door  of  the  main  library-room,  where 
all  can  see  it.  Every  book  in  the  main  library  is  now  repre- 
sented in  the  catalogue  by  one  or  more  cards  giving  the  author, 
title,  subject,  place  and  date  of  publication,  number  and  size 
of  volumes,  and  also  the  exact  locality  of  the  work  upon  the 
shelves. 

"The  books  are  divided  under  the  following  general  heads, 
viz.:  Kelerenee-books,  Fiction,  Collective  Biography,  Biogra- 
phy, Philosophy,  Religion,  Sociology,  Philology,  Natural 
Science,  Useful  Arts,  Fine  Arts,  Literature,  Description, 
Travel  and  History. 
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"Each  one  of  these  divisions  is  divided  up  into  numerous 
subdivisions,  which  makes  the  finding  of  books  very  much 
easier  and  quicker  than  heretofore." 

By  act  of  the  General  Assembly  the  Librarian  is  not  only 
made  the  custodian  of  all  the  Colonial  and  State  Records, 
Moore's  Roster,  North  Carolina  Regimental  Histories,  and 
Grandfather's  Tales,  by  Creecy,  but  it  is  his  duty  to  ship 
them  to  persons,  libraries,  institutions  and  States  entitled  to 
them ;  and  also  to  sell  to  all  persons  and  institutions  desiring 
to  purchase  them. 

COLONIAL    AND    STATE    RECORDS. 

T.o  the  present  time  there  has  been  issued  twenty  volumes 
of  the  Colonial  and  State  Records,  and  the  editor  (Chief 
Justice  Clark)  informs  me  that  there  will  be  about  two  more 
volumes  and  a  general  index,  which  will  complete  the  set. 
The  general  public  does  not  seem  to  realize  the  great  value  of 
these  books.  North  Carolinians  do  not  seem  to  appreciate 
the  Regimental  Histories  of  the  War  of  1861-'65  as  we  desire 
they  should,  for  in  these  histories  is  recounted  the  grandest 
achievements  of  the  greatest  citizen-solidery  the  world  has 
ever  witnessed ;  and  yet,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  I 
am  selling  more  of  these  books  to  people  in  Northern  and 
Western  States  than  to  people  in  North  Carolina.  We  wish 
a  set  could  be  placed  in  every  North  Carolina  home.

A  portrait  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee,  taken  while  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel of  the  U.  S.  A.  and  Superintendent  of  IT.  S. 
Military  Academy  at  West  Point  1854-'55,  presented  to  the 
library  by  Col.  Thomas  S.  Kenan. 

The  only  picture  in  existence  of  the  old  Libby  Prison,  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  as  it  appeared  August,  1863,  presented  by  T.  B. 
Eldridge,  Esq.,  of  the  Morning  Post. 

A  photograph  of  the  old  colonial  house  of  Colonel  John 
Eason,  Martinborough,  Pitt  county,  N.  C,  where  the  Com- 
mittee of  Safety  met  first  on  loth  August,  1774.  The 
building  was  also  used  for  a  colonial  court-house.  Presented 
to  the  State  Library  by  Hon.  Henry  T.  King,  Representa- 
tive to  the  Legislature  from  Pitt  county. 

A  portrait  of  ex-President  Jefferson  Davis,  together  with 
a  copy  of  a  letter  to  Colonel  Wharton  Green,  etc.,  committee, 
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at  Fayetteville,  X.  C.  (bearing  date  October  30,  1889,  a  few 
weeks  before  he  died),  written  while  on  his  death-bed,  being 
his  last  public  utterance.  The  occasion  was  in  answer  to  an 
invitation  to  be  present  at  the  centennial  celebration  of  the 
ratification  by  Xorth  Carolina  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  to  be  held  November  21,  1889.  Presented 
to  the  library  by  Mrs.  Garland  Jones  of  Raleigh,  X.  C. 

Colonel  Joseph  M.  Morehead,  Vice-President  of  Guilford 
Battle  Ground  Association,  presented  the  library  with  a  por- 
trait of  Dr.  Eli  W.  Caruthers.  Also  a  photograph  of  an 
old  revolutionary  powder-horn  and  double-sighted  smooth- 
bore flint  lock  shot-gun,  five  feet  eleven  inches  long,  carried 
on  the  Guilford  battlefield  in  1781  by  Caleb  Crews  of  Gran- 
ville county,  X.  C,  presented  by  a  descendant  of  Crews  to 
Colonel  Morehead  and  by  him  to  the  State  Library.

The  papers  published  in  the  State  are  bound  in  book  form 
and  placed  in  the  library.  I  repeat  here  what  I  stated  in  a 
former  report :  "In  behalf  of  the  State  I  extend  thanks  to  the 
editors  and  proprietors  of  the  newspapers  thus  furnished  to 
the  reading  public  gratis.  The  newspapers  are  a  power  in 
educating  the  masses,  and  the  people  of  our  State  should  ap- 
preciate it." 

Some  papers  have  discontinued  since  our  last  report,  others 
have  been  added  to  the  list.  During  the  past  two  years  the 
library  has  been  well  patronized  by  schools,  colleges  and  indi- 
viduals, more  especially  books  of  reference  and  periodicals. 
We  have  a  great  many  letters  of  inquiry  from  other  States. 

MORE    EOOM    NEEDED. 

I  beg  to  repeat  with  emphasis  what  I  stated  in  my  former 
report  as  to  the  necessity  for  more  room.  Books  are  on  the 
floor  of  the  east  wing,  and  also  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  same, 
also  hundreds  of  books  in  the  basement  of  the  Agricultural 
Building,  for  want  of  a  suitable  place  to  store  them.  It  is  not 
necessary  or  practicable  to  add  to  the  library  building,  but  it 
is  necessary  that  an  office  be  provided  for  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  and  Printing,  which  now  occupies  part  of  the  east 
wing  of  the  library  building.  During  the  administration  of 
Governor  Carr,  for  want  of  proper  place  for  an  office  for  the 
Commissioner  of  Labor,  a  part  of  the  east  wing  of  the  State 
Library  was  taken  for  the  purpose  as  above  stated.  This  was 
a  mistake,  now  patent  to  all,  because  it  deprives  the  State 
Library  of  the  room  it  so  badly  needs,  and  at  the  same  time 
the  office  of  the  Labor  Commissioner  is  entirelv  too  small  for 
that  department.  He  has  books  in  the  basement  and  on  the 
fourth  floor  of  the  library,  and  all  books  in  either  of  the  base- 
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merits  are  being  more  or  less  damaged  all  the  while.  The 
rapid  increase  in  every  department  in  our  State  makes  it  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  additional  buildings  wherein  to  store  the 
books  and  other  public  records  belonging  to  the  State. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their 
encouragement,  assistance,  and  uniform  kindness  to  me  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years. 

In  the  management  of  the  library  I  have  been  diligent  in 
looking  after  the  interests  of  the  State,  as  well  as  that  of  indi- 
viduals.

BIENNIAL   REPORT. 


The  College  has  been  full  and  overflowing  since  the  open- 
ing of  the  session  last  September.  The  present  enrollment  is 
450.  By  January  it  will  exceed  500.  The  gain  over  last 
year  is  150,  or  forty  per  cent.  For  lack  of  accommodations 
students  have  been  rejected  almost  daily.  Fully  100  have 
been  kept  away  on  this  accoimt.  It  is  evident  that  the  attend- 
ance would  reach  1,000  if  the  College  could  receive  them. 

ITS   GROWTH    DUE   TO    INCREASING   DEMAND   FOR 
INDUSTRIAL   EDUCATION. 

The  growth  of  the  College  is  due  to  the  increasing  demand 
for  industrial  education.  The  College  does  not  aim  to  be  a 
literary  institution,  and  does  not  confer  the  usual  academic 
degrees.  It  stands  for  industrial  education ;  and  its  instruc- 
tion, its  discipline,  its  inner  life  and  spirit  all  look  to  this 
end.  This  is  the  secret  of  its  growth  and  popularity ;  for  in- 
dustrial education  is  most  useful  to  the  average  boy,  and  is 
most  needful  at  this  time  for  the  development  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

PRACTICAL    CHARACTER   OF    ITS    WORK.        OVER    FOUR 
THOUSAND  DOLLARS   EARNED   BY   STUDENTS. 

The  work  of  the  College  is  both  practical  and  theoretical. 
It  runs  along  three  general  lines:  (1)  Agriculture,  (2)  Tex- 
tile Industry,  (3)  Engineering  and  Mechanics.  Every  stu- 
dent is  required  to  do  manual  work  from  two  to  six  hours  a 
day.  If  new  students  are  unwilling  to  work,  they  are  re- 
quired to  leave,  and  advised  to  seek  literary  education  in  some 
other  college.  The  Freshman  class  this  year  numbers  250 
students,  each  of  whom  is,  according  to  his  course  of  study, 
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required  to  work  daily  in  the  blacksmith  shop,  the  lathe- 
room,  the  carpenter  shop,  the  drawing  and  designing-rooms, 
the  dairy,  the  barn,  the  greenhouses,  or  the  field.  There  are 
book-studies  besides  in  English,  Mathematics,  History,  and 
Science.  The  Freshman  year  is  one  of  testing.  It  also  lays 
the  foundations.  Students  in  the  higher  classes  also  do  prac- 
tical work  along  special  lines ;  in  agriculture,  or  architecture, 
or  electricity,  or  cotton  manufacturing,  or  engineering  and 
mechanic  arts,  or  chemistry  and  dyeing,  or  drawing  and  de- 
signing. 

Practically  all  the  skilled  work  of  the  College  is  done  by 
students  or  professors.  The  spirit  of  work  is  so  strong  that 
over  $4,000  was  earned  last  year  by  students  working  at  odd 
hours  or  on  Saturdays ;  and  this  spirit  pervades  the  College, 
inspiring  even  lads  of  wealth  to  work  for  wages  by  the  side  of 
fellow-students  who  are  penniless. 

A  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLAR  LAD  CAPITALIZED  AT  FIFTY 
THOUSAND  DOLLARS  BY  INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION. 

Two  years  and  a  half  ago  a  young  man  of  fine  ability  was 
graduated  from  the  College  after  three  years  of  study.  His 
earning  capacity  when  he  entered  was  $25  a.  month,  or  $300 
a  year,  being  six  per  cent,  on  $5,000.  He  is  now  earning 
$3,000  a  year,  or  six  per  cent,  on  $50,000.  Industrial  educa- 
tion has  capitalized  a  $5,000  lad  at  $50,000  in  two  and  a 
half  years'  time.  A  lad  of  very  ordinary  ability,  after  two 
years  of  hard  labor  at  $15  per  month,  saved  enough  money 
to  study  and  work  in  the  College  thirteen  months,  which  ena- 
bled him  to  earn  $40  a  month  instead  of  $15.  A  lad  of  fair 
average  ability,  earning  $20  a  month,  after  spending  two  and 
a  half  years  here,  was  employed  at  $100  a  month.  The 
careers  of  all  these  lads  have  just  begun;  who  can  see  the 
final  goal  ?  Who  can  estimate  the  effect  of  industrial  educa- 
tion upon  North  Carolina  fifty  years  hence  \ 
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to  promote  agriculture. 

The  College  recognizes  agriculture  as  the  chief  interest  of 
our  people,  and  strives  especially  to  promote  agricultural 
education.  For  this  purpose  the  following  agencies  are  main- 
tained : 

1.  A  complete  four  years'  course  of  Agricultural  Instruc- 
tion, with  general  culture. 

2.  A  two  years'  course,  devoted  mainly  to  practical  instruc- 
tion in  Agriculture. 

3.  A  Winter  Course  in  Dairying  and  Agriculture,  for 
actual  farmers  and  farm  boys  and  girls. 

4.  A  Summer  School  of  Agriculture,  Nature  Study,  and 
Manual  Training  for  rural  school-teachers  and  farm  boys  and 
girls. 

5.  Rural  Science  and  Biological  Clubs  among  the  students 
for  study  and  discussion  of  farm  problems. 

6.  One  hundred  and  twenty  scholarships,  conferring  free 
tuition  and  room  rent,  exclusively  for  agricultural  students. 

7.  Two  thousand  dollars  annually  to  pay  for  student  labor 
on  the  farm. 

8.  Special  prizes  for  agricultural  students  doing  the  most 
work  during  the  year. 

These  efforts  to  promote  agriculture  have  been  very  success- 
ful. The  number  of  students  in  agriculture  has  increased 
in  two  years  from  seventeen  to  ninety-two.  By  January  it 
will  probably  be  one  hundred  and  thirty. 

AGRICULTURAL  BUILDING  NEEDED. 

The  College  is  without  a  suitable  building  for  agricult- 
ure. The  present  equipment  is  entirely  inadequate.  The 
barn  and  dairy  are  small,  antiquated  and  worn-out.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  have  unanimously  requested  that  $50,000 
be  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  and  have  prepared  a  Me- 
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morial  on  the  subject  to  the  General  Assembly.  Such  a 
building  will  provide  the  College  with  equipment  for  agri- 
cultural instruction  somewhat  commensurate  with  the  great 
agricultural  interests  of  the  State.  A  suitable  site  is  avail- 
able just  opposite  the  State  Fair  Grounds.  The  College 
now  owns  sufficient  land  for  its  present  farming  needs.  The 
Board  of  Trustees,  with  consent  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  State,  have  recently  purchased  the  Crawford  farm,  a  very 
desirable  tract  of  land  adjoining  and  jutting  into  the  Col- 
lege fa  I'm.  Notes  for  this  purpose  were  given,  amounting 
to  $10,900  on  ten  years'  time. 

A  SEVENTY-FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLAR  TEXTILE  PLANT 
FOR  THIRTY  THOUSAND  DOLLARS. 

The  appropriation  of  $20,000  by  the  last  Legislature  for  a 
textile  building  not  being  available  from  the  State  Treasury, 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  consent  of  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, borrowed  this  amount  and  erected  and  partially  equipped 
the  Textile  Building.  A  great  many  donations  of  textile 
machinery,  heating  plant,  engine,  belting,  etc.,  have  been  re- 
ceived from  manufacturers  and  others,  until  now  the  textile 
plant  amounts  to  fully  $45,000.  Other  donations  are  ready 
to  come  as  soon  as  the  College  is  ready  to  receive  them.  An 
expenditure  of  $10,000  additional  on  our  textile  department 
will  equip  it  fairly  well  and  enable  it  to  receive  additional 
donations  amounting  to  $20,000.  In  this  case  the  total  dona- 
tions will  amount  to  $45,000,  and  the  State  will  have  secured 
at  a  cost  of  $30,000  a  textile  building  and  equipment  worth 
$75,000. 

SUMMER  NORMAL  SCHOOL  FOR  RURAL  TEACHERS. 

Recognizing  the  need  of  industrial  education  in  all  our 
schools,  and  especially  the  need  of  proper  training  for  our 
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rural  school-teachers  in  agriculture  and  rural  science,  the 
College  has  organized  a  Summer  School  mainly  for  rural 
teachers.  The  school  will  be  held  during  the  month  of  July. 
Board  and  lodging  will  he  furnished  at  cost  ($10  for  the 
month)  ;  tuition  will  be  only  $5.  The  average  cost  to  each 
teacher  for  traveling  and  all  other  expenses  need  not  exceed 
$20.      Instruction  will  be  given  in  the  following  lines: 

1.  Agriculture   and   Nature   Study,    especially   for   rural 
teachers  wishing  to  teach  agriculture. 

2.  Manual  Training  (iron  and  wood- working,  drawing  and 
designing,  weaving  and  plaiting,  decorating). 

3.  Public  School  Branches,  for  review  and  study  of 
methods. 

4.  Model  Practice  School  (Methods  of  Teaching  and  Gov- 
ernment) . 

5.  College  Branches  (Languages,  Literature,  Mathemat- 
ics). 

6.  Child-study,  Kindergarten  and  Nature  Study  in  refer- 
ence to  Child-training. 

7.  Music,  especially  Sight  Singing  and  Chorus. 

The  school  is  for  both  sexes.  Separate  dormitories  with 
proper  sanitary  conveniences  are  provided  for  women. 

A   PERMANENT   NORMAL   DEPARTMENT. 

As  soon  as  possible  there  should  be  established  in  connec- 
tion with  the  College  a  permanent  Normal  Department,  de- 
signed especially  for  the  training  of  rural  teachers  and  for 
industrial  training  of  city  teachers.  A  few  thousand  dollars 
a  year  would  provide  such  department,  and  thus  would 
practically  add  another  Normal  School  to  the  State's  equip- 
ment for  the  training  of  teachers.  Lack  of  competent  teach- 
ers is  the  greatest  drawback  in  our  public  school  system ;  and 
this  is  a  very  practical  and  economical  way  to  help  supply 
them.      Besides  the  general  benefits  that  such  a  school  would 
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produce,  there  would  be  especial  good  accomplished  in  the 
preparation  of  teachers  along  the  new  lines  of  manual  train- 
ing and  rural  science,  and  the  introduction  of  this  instruction 
into  our  public  schools. 

AN  APPROPRIATION  OF  FIFTEEN   THOUSAND  DOLLARS 

NEEDED. 

The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  "Examiners 
of  State  Institutions,"  made  after  a  careful  detailed  exami- 
nation of  the  College  budget,  sets  forth  clearly  the  necessity 
for  increased  income  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  Col- 
lege : 

"The  College  most  urgently  needs  an  increase  of  appropria- 
tion for  its  annual  support  and  maintenance.  It  already 
has  an  enrollment  of  450  students,  and  by  June  the  number 
will  exceed  500.  But  the  annual  income  is  no  larger  than 
when  the  enrollment  was  below  200.  To  teach  this  large  and 
continually  increasing  number  of  young  men  the  present 
force  of  teachers  is  inadequate,  and  the  supply  of  apparatus 
and  teaching  material  is  pitifully  insufficient.  For  securing 
necessary  and  competent  teachers  and  for  the  purchase  of 
teaching  apparatus  and  perishable  material  we  consider  that 
an  additional  appropriation  of  at  least  $15,000  is  absolutely 
necessary." 

THE  BURNING  OF  WATAUGA  HALL. 

On  November  29,  1901,  a  disastrous  fire  visited  the  Col- 
lege in  the  middle  of  the  night  and  destroyed  its  mess-hall, 
kitchen,  and  largest  dormitory.  About  sixty  students  were 
forced  to  go  home  for  lack  of  room.  Facing  this  emergency, 
which  threatened  almost  to  close  the  College,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  resolved  to  rebuild  Watauga  Hall  on  the  old  foun- 
dations for  exclusive  use  as  a  dormitory,  and,  as  a  protec- 
tion against  future  fires,  to  erect  a  separate  building,  to  be 
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called  Pullen  Hall,  for  kitchen,  mess-hall  and  assembly 
hall.  The  Governor  and  Council  of  State  authorized  the 
necessary  loans  and  contracts  for  this  purpose  and  for  re- 
placing bedding  and  furniture  destroyed  by  the  fire,  In 
accordance  with  this  authority  loans  and  contracts  have  been 
made  amounting  to  $46,500.  Watauga  Hall  is  now  nearly 
completed,  furnishing  dormitory  accommodations  for  150 
students,  instead  of  56  as  before.  Pullen  Hall  is  in  process 
of  construction  and  should  be  finished  by  June.  There  will 
be  needed  about  $15,000  additional  to  complete,  furnish, 
light,  and  equip  these  buildings,  and  provide  the  necessary 
repairs  and  rearrangements  for  the  College  heating  system. 

CAPACITY  OF  THE  COLLEGE  PRACTICALLY  TREBLED. 

By  the  rebuilding  of  Watauga  Hall  and  the  erection  of 
Pullen  Hall  the  capacity  of  the  College  is  practically  trebled. 
If  the  expenditure  seems  large,  it  is  certainly  economical,  as 
the  following  considerations  will  show : 

1.  The  dormitory  capacity  of  the  College  is  more  than 

doubled. 

2.  A  mess-hall  is  provided  for  600  students,  separate  from 

the  dormitories. 

3.  Much  needed  recitation-rooms,  study-rooms  for  150  stu- 
dents not  living  in  the  College,  and  a  library-room  have  been 

provided. 

4.  An  assembly  hall  for  daily  prayers,  for  lectures,  and  for 
commencement  exercises  has  been  provided. 

5.  An  armory  has  been  provided,  as  is  required  by  the 
United  States  Government, 

6.  The  Textile  Building  has  been  provided  with  heat,  and 
made  available  for  use,  and  $25,000  of  textile  machinery  pro- 
tected from  damp  and  rust. 
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URGENT  NEEDS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  most  urgent  needs  of  the  College  are  summed  up  in  the 
concluding-  paragraphs  of  the  most  excellent  report  of  the 
Examiners  of  State  Institutions,  as  follows: 

"In  conclusion,  it  gives  us  pleasure  to  testify  that  the 
affairs  of  this  College  have  been  administered  economically, 
intelligently,  and  with  an  eye  single  to  the  interests  of  the 
State.  The  spirit  of  the  College  is  admirable.  The  officers 
and  teachers  are  faithful,  hard-working,  and  harmonious. 
The  students  are  well-behaved,  industrious,  and  economical. 
The  institution  is,  and  deserves  to  be,  the  pride  of  the  State. 
Nothing  is  needed  except  to  develop  it  along  the  lines  it  is 
following.     Our  recommendations  are: 

"1.  That  the  indebtedness  which  has  been  incurred  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  his 
Council,  and  of  which  we  express  our  entire  approval,  shall 
be  paid  at  once. 

"2.  That  as  soon  as  possible,  this  College  be  provided  with 
the  following  improvements,  which,  in  our  opinion,  are  es- 
sential to  its  continued  success. 

"(a)  Such  increase  in  its  annual  maintenance  as  will 
make  the  State's  appropriation  thereto  equal  to  that  of  the 
United  States  Government. 

"(b)  An  agricultural  building  and  equipment  commensu- 
rate with  the  importance  of  the  agricultural  development  of 
our  State. 

"(c)  Additional  dormitories  capable  to  accommodate  500 
students. 

"(d)  A  central  heating  and  power  plant,  and  in  connec- 
tion, therewith  an  ice  plant  and  cold-storage  room  and  steam 
laundry. 

"(e)  A  suitable  chemical  building  adequate  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  rapidly  developing  science." 
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the  agricultural  experiment  station. 

The  Agricultural  Expriment  Station,  which  is  a  depart- 
ment of  the  College,  is  conducted  with  the  funds  of  the  Hatch 
Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  passed  in  1887. 

Its  work  is  to  make  experiments  relating  to  the  problems 
of  agriculture  in  its  various  branches,  with  a  view  of  aiding 
the  farming  interests  by  the  development  and  introduction  of 
better  methods  and  practices  on  the  farm.  The  work  of  the 
station  has  been  enlarged  to  a  considerable  extent  during  the 
past  year,  especially  with  field  crops  and  beef  cattle.  For  a 
fuller  account  of  the  operations  of  the  Station,  attention  is 
directed  to  the  separate  report  of  the  Station  for  the  past 
two  years. 

The  main  experiments  conducted  the  past  year  and  in  prog- 
ress may  be  briefly  reviewed  as  follows : 

Experiments  with  Cotton  and  Corn. — Forty-seven  one- 
twentieth  acre  plats  are  devoted  to  experiments  with  each 
cotton  and  corn  in  testing  flat  as  compared  with  ridge  culture, 
and  frequent  in  comparison  with  infrequent  cultivation;  in 
comparing  a  number  of  the  varieties  of  cotton  and  corn  as  to 
productiveness,  time  of  maturity,  and  with  cotton  the  length 
and  strength  of  the  fiber;  in  growing  these  crops  in  a  num- 
ber of  rotations  with  each  other,  the  grains  and  leguminous 
crops,  including  peas,  vetch  and  burr  clover;  in  determining 
the  yield  of  cotton  and  corn  with  similar  total  amounts  of  fer- 
tilizer, but  with  widely  varying  proportions  of  nitrogen,  phos- 
phoric acid  and  potash,  and  with  varying  applications,  to 
see  what  is  the  most  profitable  quantity  of  fertilizer  to  use  to 
the  acre.  Tests  were  also  made  of  planting  in  different  width 
rows  and  different  distances  in  the  rows. 

Grasses  and  Legumes  for  Pastures  and  for  Hay. — Ninety 
to  one  hundred  different  grasses  and  legumes  and  combina- 
tions of  these  for  pasture  and  for  hay  are  being  tested  on 
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small  plats  with  a  view  to  determining  the  ones  best  suited 
to  our  conditions,  as  well  as  the  development  later  of  best 
methods  for  growing  and  handling  them. 

Beef  Production. — Past  and  present  high  prices  of  beef 
lend  attractiveness  to  the  beef  industry.  Last  winter  the 
Station  obtained  in  Missouri  thirty-nine  head  of  thorough- 
bred and  high-grade  beef  animals  of  the  Aberdeen  Angus 
breed,  for  the  use  of  the  Station,  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  for  a  number  of  farmers  in  the  State.  Sixteen 
head  of  these  were  kept  by  the  Station  as  a  nucleus  of  a 
beef  herd.  The  interest  attracted  by  these  animals  has  made 
it  necessary  to  obtain  an  additional  lot  of  nineteen  head  dur- 
ing the  present  fall.  These  have  been  inoculated  by  the  Ve- 
terinarian against  the  tick  or  Texas  fever,  and  have  been,  or 
will  be,  sent  to  farmers  in  different  sections  of  the  State  who 
placed  orders  for  them  in  advance  of  their  purchase.  In 
this  way  the  Station  is  performing  an  important  service  to 
the  stock  interests  of  the  State  by  aiding  in  the  introduction 
of  a  better  class  of  animals.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Station 
to  make  beef  production  and  dairying  and  grass  and  forage 
plant  production  leading  lines  of  its  work. 

Horticultural  Work. — The  main  questions  under  investi- 
gation in  this  line  have  related  to  the  growing  of  peaches, 
plums,  pears,  and  apples,  the  Station  having  a  considerable 
number  of  trees  of  the  different  varieties  of  these  several 
fruits  under  experimental  test.  It  has  a  large  number  of 
varieties  of  grapes  and  strawberries  under  tests,  and  has  con- 
ducted experiments  during  the  year  with  tomatoes  out-of- 
doors  and  imder  glass,  with  potatoes,  sweet-corn,  etc.  An 
effort  is  being  made  to  introduce  the  culture  of  the  newer 
and  higher-priced  kinds  of  bulbs  into  the  eastern  part  of  the 
State. 

Chemical  Work. — This  phase  of  the  Station's  work  is  gen- 
erally   more    technical    than    that    conducted    in    the    other 
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branches.  Investigations  of  the  past  year  have  related 
mainly  to  the  study  of  the  rate  at  which  nitrogenous  fertilizer 
materials  nitrify  and  become  available  for  plant  food  in  dif- 
ferent soils  and  to  the  study  of  methods  for  use  in  agricul- 
tural chemical  analysis. 

The  Veterinarian  has  given  time  to  immunizing  Northern- 
bred  cattle  against  "tick"  fever  in  the  beef  experiments. 

During  the  year  a  biologist  and  a  dairyman  have  been 
added  to  the  working  force  of  the  Station.

XINTH  BIENNIAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


NORTH   CAROLINA   BOARD  OF   HEALTH, 

1901-1902. 


The  people  of  our  State  during  the  past  two  years  have 
been  spared  any  serious  epidemic  of  disease,  with  one  excep- 
tion. This  exception  is  small-pox,  which  has  been  with  us 
for  just  five  years.  A  full  and  detailed  consideration  of  this 
subject  will  be  found  in  the  two  annual  reports  of  the  Sec- 
retary made  to  the  conjoint  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Health 
with  the  State  Medical  Society  of  1901  and  1902,  and  in  a 
special  section  of  this  report  under  that  heading. 

While  there  has  been  progress,  we  think,  on  all  sanitary 
lines  since  our  last  report,  slow  and  halting  it  is  true,  in 
some  directions,  there  undoubtedly  has  been  an  advance. 
This  is  to  be  noted  particularly  in  the  biological  work  done 
for  the  Board  during  the  past  two  years  in  the  laboratory  and 
by  the  Biologist  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Although 
this  work  wTas  inaugurated  within  the  period  covered  by  our 
last  report,  in  December,  1900,  it  has  been  done  practically 
entirely  during  the  past  two  years.  We  predicted  that  this 
enlightened  and  patriotic  action  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
in  extending  aid  to  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  performance 
of  this  very  important  work,  which  was  beyond  the  latter's 
resources,  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  people.  The  re- 
sult has,  we  believe,  shown  this  to  be  true. 

Another  advance  was  marked  by  the  enactment  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  1901  of  the  law  creating  the  State 
Board  of  Embalming,  thereby  enabling  us  to  take  our  posi- 
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tion  with  the  most  progressive  States  in  the  matter  of  prop- 
erly regulating  the  transportation  of  dead  bodies,  especially 
of  those  dying  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases.  A  copy 
of  this  laAv  will  be  found  under  "Legislation."  Sanitary  in- 
spections of  State  institutions,  of  public  water  supplies  and  of 
municipal  and  private  institutions,  upon  request,  have  been 
made,  and  reports  thereon  are  given  in  their  proper  places. 

No  inconsiderable  part  of  the  work  of  the  Board  has 
already  set  forth  in  the  monthly  Bull  din.  which  has  not 
failed  to  appear  during  the  two  years.  This  publication, 
we  have  reason  to  believe,  is  much  more  read  than  formerly, 
and  its  influence  as  a  medium  of  instruction  has  in  so  far

been  increased.

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF 
THE  BOARD  AT  DURHAM. 

Hotel  Carrolina, 

May  21,  1901. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  occurred,  as  required 
by  law,  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  that  of  the  State  Medi- 
cal Society,  May  21-22,  at  Durham.  All  the  members  were 
present.  Doctors  Thomas  and  Lewis  were  re-elected  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary,  respectively.  The  Secretary  reported 
officially  the  favorable  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture on  the  request  to  have  bacteriological  analyses  of  sus- 
pected drinking  water  made  in  their  biological  laboratory, 
and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

WnEREAS,  The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  responded  favorably  to  the 
request  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  made  at  its  last  annual  meeting 
to  provide  in  its  biological  laboratory  for  the  free  bacteriological  exami- 
nation of  drinking  waters  suspected  of  conveying  disease,  especially  of 
typhoid  fever;  and 

Whereas,  The  work  of  this  kind  already  done  shows  even  thus  early 
its  great  value  to  the  people,  actual  and  prospective;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Board  of  Health  desires  to  put  on  record  its 
appreciation  of  this  additional  evidence  of  the  progressive  and  enlight- 
ened spirit  displayed  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  in  its  work,  and 
to  express  its  belief  that  the  expenditure  for  this  purpose  will  be  re- 
turned many  fold  to  the  people  of  the  State  in  the  saving  of  many 
valuable  lives  and  great  loss  of  time  from  long  illness,  and  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  people  as  to  the  importance  and  value  of  sanitation. 

In  compliance  with  the  act  of  the  last  Legislature  creating 
a  State  Board  of  Embalming,  to  be  "appointed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  three  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the 
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State  Board  of  Health,  the  remaining  two  shall  be  practical 
cmbalmers,"  Messrs.  J.  M.  Harry,  of  Charlotte,  and  H.  W. 
Simpson  of  New  Bern,  practical  embalmers,  were  elected  for 
rive  and  four  years,  and  Drs.  Battle,  Duffy  and  Lewis,  R.  II., 
for  three,  two  and  one  years,  respectively.  A  committee  of 
three  composed  of  Henry  W.  Lewis,  M.  D.,  J.  L.  Ludlow, 
C.  E.,  and  the  Secretary,  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  new 
edition  of  the  "Instructions  for  Quarantine  and  Disinfec- 
tion." 

The  Treasurer  made  his  annual  report  and  Drs.  Ivey  and 
Duffy  were  appointed  a  committee  to  audit  the  same.  They 
reported  it  correct. 


CONJOINT  SESSION 


WITH   THE 


STATE  MEDICAL  SOCIETY  AT  DURHAM, 

MAY  22,  1901. 


The  conjoint  meeting  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  was 
called  to  order  at  12  m.  of  the  second  day.  President  George 
G.  Thomas  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Thomas  spoke  as  follows : 

I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass,  as  the  presiding  officer  of  this  meet- 
ing, without  saying  a  few  words  out  of  the  fullness  of  my  heart  for  the 
good  man,  Dr.  Charles  J.  O'Hagan.  His  figure  was  as  striking  as  his 
character.  He  was  eminently  a  good  lover  and  a  good  hater,  and  I 
consider  these  good  qualities.  He  yielded  to  no  man  in  what  he  believed 
was  law  and  order.  He  loved  and  upheld  his  friends  whenever  an  oppor- 
tunity came  for  the  furtherance  of  whatever  they  sought  to  protect, 
and  he  stood  a  strong  barrier  against  the  encroachment  of  wrong,  not 
only  in  the  Society  but  in  the  world  in  which  he  lived.  During  the 
thirty  years  I  have  been  connected  with  this  Society  I  have  no  recollec- 
tion of  hearing  any  man  speak  unkindly,  less  than  lovingly  and  admir- 
ingly, of  this  good  man  who  has  left  us.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to 
know  him  intimately,  and  I  thank  God  for  it.  I  know  I  am  a  better 
and  a  truer  man  for  that  association. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF 

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH, 

MAY  1.  1900— MAY  1,  1901. 


The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  greater  progress  in  our 
efforts  to  protect  the  public  health  than  any  equal  period  in 
the  history  of  the  Board.     Our  work  in  trying  to  educate  the 
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public  mind  up  to  the  importance  and  value  of  sanitation  in 
its  various  forms  is  beginning-  to  tell.  The  evidence  of  this 
is  scon  in  the  provision  made  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture for  the  free  biological  analyses  of  suspected  drinking 
waters,  in  addition  to  the  chemical  analyses  it  has  been  mak- 
ing for  years;  in  the  valuable  amendments  to  our  health  law 
made  by  the  last  Legislature — and  made  not  grudgingly  but 
in  a  liberal  and  enlightened  spirit;  in  the  enactment  of  a  law 
regulating  the  embalming  of  dead  bodies ;  in  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  public  water  supplies — eight,  or  thirty-three 
per  cent,  actually,  and  many  more  prospectively ;  and  in  the 
greater  interest  taken  by  the  people  generally  in  sucb  matters. 
The  full  report  of  the  work  of  the  Board  in  detail  from  our 
last  meeting  at  Tarboro  to  January  1,  1001,  will  be  found  in 
the  Eighth  Biennial  Report,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  gladly 
mailed  to  any  one  desiring  it,  and  to  which  those  interested 
are  referred. 

WATER   ANALYSES. 

The  value  of  a  bacteriological  examination  in  locating  the 
cause  of  typhoid  fever  in  contaminated  or  infected  drinking- 
water  is  now  thoroughly  established.  There  are  probably 
from  eight  to  ten  thousand  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  State 
every  year.  In  many  instances  a  number  of  cases  following 
one  another  at  longer  or  shorter  intervals  have  their  origin  in 
a  common  infected  well  or  spring.  If  the  drinking  water 
supply  of  the  first  case  should  be  promptly  examined  bacterio- 
logically,  and  the  fact  of  its  infection  demonstrated,  a  num- 
ber of  the  later  cases  could  be  prevented.  Realizing  this,  and 
desiring  to  bring  it  directly  to  the  attention  of  the  profession, 
together  with  the  fact  that  the  examination  could  be  obtained 
free  of  charge,  I  mailed  to  every  physician  in  the  State  the 
following  letter,  in  addition  to  publishing  essentially  the  same 
thing  in  The  Bulletin,  which  they  also  received: 
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Raleigh,  X.  C,  January  20,  1901. 

My  dear  Doctob: — As  you  will  have  noticed  in  The  Bulletin  for 
December,  mailed  you  the  first  of  the  month,  the  State  Agricultural 
Department  has  made  provision  for  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
drinking  waters  suspected  of  carrying  disease.  Since  the  article  in 
The  Bullrtin  was  written,  the  Honorable  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
has  ruled  that  all  applications  for  such  analysis  must  be  made  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  approved  by  him  before  the 
work  will  be  done,  for  the  purpose  of  guarding  his  laboratory  against 
too  numerous  applications  based  on  mere  curiosity.  As  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Health  is  the  recognized  health  officer  of  every  county, 
application  should  first  be  made  to  him,  giving  the  reasons  for  sus- 
pecting the  water,  with  request  that  he  approve  and  forward  to  me, 
and  upon  receipt  I  will,  if  satisfied  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  analysis, 
forward  permit  direct  to  you.  In  urgent  cases  application  may  be 
made  direct  to  me. 

Whenever  a  case  of  undoubted  typhoid  fever  occurs  in  a  family,  their 
drinking  water  should  be  analyzed  bacteriologically  as  soon  as  possible. 
By  promptly  having  this  done  many  cases  of  that  disease  would  be  pre- 
vented. So,  if  you  have  any  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  your  practice, 
send  for  permit,  stating  in  your  application  the  number  of  cases  and 

the  conditions.

My  efforts  in  this  direction  have,  I  regret  to  say,  borne  but 
little  fruit,  only  thirteen  applications  for  analysis  having  been 
made  by  physicians  in  nearly  four  months.  The  indifference 
of  the  profession  in  this  matter  I  find  it  difficult  to  explain, 
for  while  it  is  the  duty  of  the  physician  to  cure  disease,  it  is 
none  the  less  his  duty  to  prevent  it  when  he  can — as  all  worthy 
of  their  calling  will,  of  course,  admit.  If  we  do  not  avail  our- 
selves of  the  privilege  offered  us,  it  will,  I  fear,  be  withdrawn. 
Unless  the  value  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  this  work  can  be 
demonstrated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
it  will  surely  be  discontinued,  and  when  it  is  too  late  we  will 
realize  what  we  have  lost.  I  hope,  therefore,  every  one  who 
hears  or  reads  this  will  make  it  an  invariable  rule  in  every 
case  of  typhoid  fever,  immediately  upon  making  the  diagnosis, 
to  write  me  for  a  permit  and  a  sterilized  bottle.     While  in  the 
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letter,  in  order  to  show  proper  respect  for  the  office  of  county 
superintendent  of  health,  and  perhaps  protect  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  from  occasional  unnecessary  -work,  I  made  it 
a  condition  of  the  issuance  of  the  permit  that  the  application, 
except  in  urgent  cases,  should  first  be  made  to  that  official, 
who  would  approve  and  transmit  to  me,  I  have  since  aban- 
doned it  as  being  cumbersome  and  promotive  of  delay.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  all  these  cases  are  urgent  cases,  and  a  direct 
application  to  me  will  secure  the  permit  and  bottle  at  once. 

LEGISLATION. 

Realizing  from  our  experience  in  the  management  of  small- 
pox during  the  past  three  years  that  our  law  of  1893  was  de- 
fective in  a  certain  vagueness  as  to  the  duties  and  powers  of 
county  authorities  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  public  health, 
I  prepared  and  secured  the  passage  by  the  General  Asscmhlv 
of  the  act  amendatory  thereto  given  below.  This  was  done, 
I  am  glad  to  say,  without  difficulty,  as  was  to  have  been  ex- 
pected of  a  body  of  men  of  such  intelligence  and  character  as 
those  composing  the  recent  Legislature.  Although  nearly  all 
the  members  supported  the  bill,  I  feel  that  special  acknowl- 
edgment should  be  made  to  Senators  Justice  and  Henderson, 
of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  for  legal  advice,  and  to  Dr. 
Speight  of  Edgecombe,  in  the  Senate,  and  Dr.  Stevenson  of 
Iredell,  in  the  House,  for  valuable  aid. 

The  following  is  the  act : 

AN   ACT   TO   AMEND   AN   ACT   RELATING   TO   THE    BOARD   OF 
HEALTH,  CHAPTER  214,  LAWS  OF  1S93. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  2  of  chapter  214,  Laws  of  1S93,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  in  line  two  the  words  "two  years"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  "two  for  four  years  and  two  for  six  years  and 
their  successors  for  six  years,"  and  by  striking  out  in  line  five  the  words 
"two  years"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "one  for  two 
years,  two  for  four  years  and  two  for  six  years  and  their  successors 
for  six  years." 
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Sec.  2.  That  section  4  be  amended  by  striking  out  in  lines  three 
and  four,  respectively,  the  word  "two"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
wind  "six." 

Sec.  3.  That  section  5,  as  amended  by  chapter  201,  Laws  of  1897,  be 
stricken  out  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  an  auxiliary  board  of  health  in  each  county  in 
the  State,  whose  function  shall  be,  upon  the  call  of  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  .county  commissioners,  to  advise  the  county  authorities  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  public  health.     These  boards   shall  be  com- 
posed of  all  registered  physicians  resident   in  the  county.     From  this 
board   two   physicians   shall   be   selected,   one   by   the   chairman   of   the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  and  one  by  the  mayor  of  the  county 
town,  who,  together  with  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  shall  con- 
stitute the  county  sanitaiy  committee,  of  which  committee  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman. 
Their  term  of  office  shall  be  con-terminous  with  that  of  the  commission- 
ers with  whom  they  serve,   and  when  on   duty  they   shall   receive  the 
same  compensation  as  is  received  by  the  county  commissioners.     The 
county  sanitary  committee  shall  have  the  immediate  care  and  respon- 
sibility of  the  health  interests  of  their  county.     They  shall  make  such 
rules  and  regulations,  pay  such  fees  and  salaries  and  impose  such  pen- 
alties as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  protect  and  advance 
the  public  health.     And  any  person  violating  such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days.     They  shall  elect  a  reg- 
istered physician,  not  a  member  of  the  sanitary  committee,  to  serve  two 
years,  with  the  title  of  county  superintendent  of  health,  and  shall  fix 
his  compensation.     The   duty   of   the   county   superintendent   of   health 
shall  be  to  carry  out,  as  far  as  possible,  such  work  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  county  sanitary  committee  and  the  State  Board  of  Health.     He 
shall    always    promptly    advise   the    Secretary   of    the    State    Board    of 
Health  of  the  unusual  prevalence  of  disease  in  his  county,  especially  of 
typhoid  fever,  small-pox  and  cholera.     He  shall  make  the  medico-legal 
post-mortem   examinations   for   coroners'    inquests,   attend   the   inmates 
of  the  home  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  the  prisoners  in  the  jail  or 
convict   camp   of   his   county,   and   make   examinations   of   lunatics   for 
commitment.     He  shall  be  the  sanitary  inspector  of  the  home  and  jail, 
including  convict  camps  of  his  county,  making  monthly  reports  to  the 
county    commissioners    and    to    the    Secretary    of    the    State    Board    of 
Health." 

Sec.  4.  That  section  8  be  stricken  out  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor:  "The  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  election  of 
officers  shall  be  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Medical 
Society  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  1901,  and  every  six  years 
thereafter;   and  of  the  county  sanitary  committee  for  the  election  of  a 
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county  superintended   of  health  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1901,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter." 

Sec.  5.  That  section  14  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "com- 
missioners'' in  line  five  the  words  "or  county  sanitary  committee." 

Sec.  G.  That  section  15  be  amended  by  inserting  between  the  words 
"town"  and  "near,"  at  the  end  of  line  two,  the  words  "or  the  sanitary 
committee  of  a  county";  by  striking  out  after  the  word  "town-'  in  line 
fourteen,  the  words  "or  county  board  of  health,"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "board  of  health  or  county  sanitary  committee";  and 
by  striking  out  after  the  word  "town"  in  line  twenty-one,  the  words 
"or  county  board  of  health,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"board  of  health  or  county  sanitary  committee." 

Sec.  7.  That  section  23  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section 
from  the  beginning  of  line  ten  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: "The  sanitary  committee  of  any  county  may  make  such  regulations 
and  provisions  for  the  vaccination  of  its  inhabitants  and  impose  such 
penalties  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health;  and 
any  person  violating  such  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  may  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding 
thirty  days." 

Sec.  8.  That  section  25  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 
"And  any  person  violating  such  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  may  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned 
not  exceeding  thirty  days." 

Sec.  9.  That  section  7  having  been  repealed,  the  number  of  8  be 
elianged  to  7,  and  all  subsequent  sections  in  accordance  therewith. 

Sec.  10.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  stated  in  a  few  words,  to  quote  from  the 
editorial  comments  thereon  in  The  Bulletin  for  February, 
these  amendments  "consist  essentially :  In  increasing  the  term 
of  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  from  two  years,  all 
expiring  at  the  same  time,  to  six  years,  so  arranged  as  to 
expire  at  different  timee,  thereby  assuring  a  continuing 
board ;  in  the  creation  of  a  'county  sanitary  committee,'  com- 
posed of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  two  physi- 
cians and  endowed  with  definite  responsibilities  and  powers, 
and  in  restoring  the  term  of  office  of  county  superintendent 
of  health  from  one  to  two  years.  Our  law  has  always  been 
defective  in  not  providing  proper  machinery  for  its  adminis- 
tration by  counties.     That  defect  is  now  remedied  as  satisfac- 
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torily,  we  think,  as  the  conditions  obtaining  in  our  State  will 
permit.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  medical  profession  is 
recognized  as  far  as  practicable,  and  this  we  hope  will  revive 
their  interest  in  sanitary  matters.  It  is  true  that  the  control 
remains  in  the  hands  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  as 
they  will  always  be  in  a  majority,  but  in  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  public  health,  including  the  election  of  a  county 
superintendent  of  health,  two  physicians  will  have  a  voice." 

It  also  appears  that  the  State  Medical  Society  must  at  this 
meeting  elect  two  members  to  serve  for  six  years,  and  two  for 
four  years,  with  the  following  members  appointed  by  His 
Excellency,  Governor  Aycock,  viz. :  Drs.  W.  P.  Ivey  and 
Richard  H.  Lewis  for  six  years,  Drs.  George  G.  Thomas  and 
Francis  Duffy  for  four  years,  and  Mr.  J.  L.  Ludlow,  C.  E., 
for  two  years. 

In  order  that  there  might  be  no  miscarriage  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  county  sanitary  committees,  I  addressed  a  letter  on 
March  2d  to  every  board  of  county  commissioners  calling  their 
attention  to  the  amended  laws,  at  the  same  time  mailing  them 
a  copy,  and  again  on  March  28th  I  wrote  to  the  chairman  of 
every  board  and  to  the  mayor  of  every  county  town,  reminding 
them  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  of  each  appointing  a  phy- 
sician to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  county  sanitary  committee. 
Although  I  specially  requested  that  I  should  be  notified  of  the 
appointments,  and  enclosed  a  postal  card  for  reply,  there  are 
still  a  number  of  counties  and  towns  to  be  heard  from,  and  it 
is  therefore  impossible  to  say  how  many  county  sanitary  com- 
mittees have  been  properly  organized. 

The  first  fruits  of  this  creation  of  practically  a  county 
board  of  health  was  shown  in  a  request  from  the  committee  of 
Guilford  county  to  your  Secretary  to  visit  Greensboro  and 
advise  with  them  as  to  the  probable  cause  of  much  malarial 
fever  just  north  of  the  city  in  recent  years,  and  the  best  means 
of  removing  it ;  and  in  a  similar  request  from  the  committee

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of  the  county  of  Durham  to  go  to  Durham  and  advise  with 
them  as  to  the  best  management  of  the  small-pox  which  had 
gained  a  foothold  in  the  county.  I  complied  with  both  re- 
quests. 

SMALL-POX. 

The  history  of  small-pox  in  the  State  during  the  past  year 
is  practically  a  repetition  of  that  for  the  preceding  two  years, 
although  the  number  of  cases  is  nearly  one  thousand  less, 
being  1,945  against  2,806  for  the  year  1899-1900,  of  whom 
530  were  white  and  1,415  colored — a  somewhat  larger  pro- 
portion of  whites  than  heretofore.  The  death  rate  has  also 
been  lower,  2.83  per  cent. 'for  the  whites  against  4.78  per 
cent.,  and  1.G3  per  cent,  for  the  colored  against  1.44  per  cent. ; 
total  1.95  per  cent,  against  2.31  per  cent.  This  decrease  is 
probably  due  to  the  vaccination  of  a  considerable  proportion 
of  the  people  through  the  influence  of  previous  scares,  for 
otherwise  a  reasonable  expectation  was  that  there  would  be 
more  cases  instead  of  fewer.  This  explanation  is  rendered 
more  probable  by  the  fact  that  this  last  year  the  disease  has 
prevailed  chiefly  in  the  country  districts  where  vaccination 
has  not  been  practiced  as  it  has  been  in  the  cities  and  towns, 
centres  of  population  and  trade. 

Some  time  since  I  received  from  a  friend  a  copy  of  a  poster 
illustrated  with  pictures  of  cases  of  small-pox,  and  containing 
the  announcement  "Vaccine  Sold  Here,"  which  he  had  picked 
up  in  Tennessee,  and  which  was  accompanied  by  a  letter  sug- 
gesting that  they  might  be  useful  in  this  State.  It  revived 
a  suggestion  I  made  to  the  Board  several  years  ago  to  placard 
the  State  with  the  simple  rules  of  health,  and  immediately 
appealed  to  me,  so  I  wrote  the  Mulford  Company  asking  if 
they  could  furnish  me  with  similar  posters  signed  by  the 
Board,  and  at  what  price.  In  response  they  kindly  sent  me 
several  thousand  in  the  form  desired  without  charge.  I  have 
distributed  them  in  a  number  of  counties  where  small-pox  was 
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prevailing,  and  they  seem  to  have  been  of  service.  The  man 
who  would  "rather  have  small-pox  than  be  vaccinated"  stops 
talking  after  seeing  the  pictures.  The  small-pox  inspectors, 
whose  reports  are  attached,  have  continued  to  be  of  much  ser- 
vice, Governor  Aycock  having  given  his  consent  to  their  em- 
ployment, as  required  by  the  section  of  the  law  making  a 
special  appropriation  for  use  when  rendered  necessary  by 
pestilential  disease.  In  tabulated  form  the  small-pox  state- 
ment is  as  follows :

"Number  of  cases  not  reported  ;  deaths  only.  The  county  of  Wilson  has  been  omitted 
from  the  above  table  for  the  reason  that  the  figures  could  not  be  obtained  from  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Health,  because,  in  his  opinion,  there  had  been  no  small-pox. 
In  his  reply  to  my  letter  asking  for  his  report  on  small-pox  for  the  year  he  writes  : 

"Our  discussion  to-day  before  our  County  Society  was  the  eruptive  disease  that  has 
prevailed  in  this  county  for  the  past  three  months,  and  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion 
that  it  is  not  small-pox.  I  suppose  there  have  been  500  cases  in  the  town  and  county 
and  only  one  death,  and  that  in  an  old  man  who  was  sick  with  la  grippe  nine  days  before 
he  broke  out." 

On  the  other  hand  the  small-pox  inspector  for  that  section  of  the  State,  who  was  sent 
to  the  county  at  the  request  of  a  member  of  State  Board  of  Health  living  there,  says 
the  disease  was  small-pox  (see  report  of  Dr.  Tayloe,  infra),  and  two  of  the  leading 
physicians  of  the  county  in  a  letter  to  the  inspector  dated  May  11,  1901,  say:  "We 
believe  there  has  been  small-pox  in  the  county  in  the  practice  of  other  physicians,  and 
we  know  there  are  cases  of  small-pox  we  have  seen." 

The  above  is  a  simple  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  possession  of  the  Secretary,  and 
the  candid  reader  can  draw  his  own  conclusions,  relying  in  doing  so  on  the  good  char- 
acter and  sincerity  of  all  the  parties  to  the  controversy.

REPORT  OF   SMALL-POX  INSPECTOR  L.   HARRILL,   M.   D.

Sir: — I  send  the  following  report  of  visits  made  as  small-pox  inspec- 
tor during  last  year: 

June  13,  1900. — Went  to  Lincolnton  and  examined  a  suspected  case, 
but  did  not  find  small-pox. 

December  13. — Went  to  Taylorsville,  found  one  case  in  discrete  form, 
a  negro. 

January  6,  1901. — Went  to  King's  Mountain,  where  I  saw  two  cases, 
both  white  men. 

February  3. — Went  to  Gastonia  and  found  three  cases,  all  whites. 

February  5. — Went  to  Triangle,  Lincoln  county,  and  saw  one  case, 
a  white  man. 

February  9. — Went  to  Shelby  and  saw  one  case,  a  young  white  man. 
Other  cases  were  reported  in  the  county  among  negroes,  but  I  did  not 
see  them. 

March  2  to  o. — Went  to  Burnsville,  but  did  not  see  a  single  new  case. 
Many  cases  had  recovered.     Two  deaths  in  Yancey  county. 

March  6. — Went  to  Durham,  where  I  saw  one  case,  a  white  man  in 
town,  and  three  other  white  men  at  the  hospital.  Also  eleven  cases,  all 
negroes,  at  the  hospital.  Other  cases  were  reported  in  the  county  at 
that  time,  but  I  did  not  see  them.

REPORT  OF  SMALL-POX  INSPECTOR  JOSHUA  TAYLOE,  M.   D. 

Washington,  N.  C,  May  10,  1901. 
Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir: — I  submit  herewith  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  following 
report  of  my  work  as  small-pox  inspector,  from  May  1,  1900,  to  May  7, 
1901.  In  this  report  I  give  the  towns,  counties,  number  of  cases  exam- 
ined, how  managed  and  by  whom,  also  what  precaution  had  been  taken 
up  to  the  time  of  my  inspection. 

January  9  and  10. — I  visited  Fayetteville  and  Manchester,  this  being 
my  first  inspection  for  this  year.  I  examined  sixteen  cases,  thirteen 
colored,  three  white.  One  white  suffered  from  the  confluent  form  of  the 
disease.  These  cases  were  managed  by  Dr.  McGougan,  Superintendent  of 
Health.     Some  precautions  had  been  taken. 
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February  8  and  9. — I  visited  some  points  in  Robeson  county,  and 
examined  five  cases  of  the  mild  type  of  the  disease,  which  were  under 
the  care  of  Superintendent  of  Health,  Dr.  Pope,  necessary  precautions 
having  been  taken. 

February  10. — I  inspected  the  condition  in  Greene  County.  I  exam- 
ined twelve  colored,  two  whites.  Many  other  cases  existed  that  I  did  not 
examine.  This  county  was  sadly  neglected,  and  no  precautions  had 
been  taken  until  after  my  inspection.  Drs.  Grimsley  and  Green  took 
charge  of  this  much  neglected  section. 

February  10. — I  made  an  inspection  in  Wilson  county,  examining  one 
case  shown  me  by  the  Superintendent  of  Health,  which  was  a  well 
marked  case  of  variola.  I  examined  nine  other  cases  shown  me  by  a 
local  physician  equally  as  well  marked.  All  these  were  colored.  I 
was  informed  that  the  disease  then  existed  among  many  whites,  which 
I  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  see.  In  the  house  of  the  one  case 
shown  me  by  the  Superintendent  of  Health  the  patient  informed  me  that 
she  had  just  lost  her  son  with  the  same  disease;  in  another  house, 
pointed  out  to  me  by  a  local  physician,  in  which  I  found  six  members 
constituting  the  family,  all  suffered  from  the  disease  except  one,  who 
had  been  successfully  and  recently  vaccinated.  Very  slight  precautions 
had  been  taken. 

February  14. — Near  Weldon,  in  Halifax  county,  I  made  an  inspection 
of  one  case,  white,  confluent  in  character  and  quite  an  ill  patient- 
Saw  three  colored  cases  which  had  about  recovered  from  the  disease. 
To  say  these  eases  were  in  the  care  of  Dr.  Green,  Superintendent  of 
Health,  is  a  sufficient  warrant  that  they  were  well  managed  and  all 
precautions  taken. 

February  19. — I  examined  some  suspects  at  Ayden,  Pitt  county,  and 
finding  they  did  not  have  variola  they  were  dismissed. 

March  5.— At  Farmville,  Pitt  county,  I  examined  six  cases,  all  negroes, 
suffering  from  a  discrete  form  of  small-pox.  These  cases  were  under  the 
care  of  Dr.  Laughinghouse,  Superintendent  of  Health,  and  well  man- 
aged. 

April  18. — At  Benson  I  examined  seven  cases,  five  white  and  two 
colored.  Of  these  one  white  and  one  colored  suffered  from  the  confluent 
type;  others  were  the  mild  form  of  the  disease,  well  cared  for  by  Dr. 
G.  E.  Parker. 

April  19. — I  visited  Dunn  and  Four  Oaks  and  advised  with  the  proper 
authorities  relative  to  effective  quarantine  on  account  of  the  disease 
being  near  by.     Also  urged  thorough  vaccination. 

May  7. — I  made  inspection  at  Smithfield.  Examined  one  case,  col- 
ored; had  confluent  small-pox;  was  well  managed  by  Dr.  Wharton, 
Superintendent  of  Health. 

At  many  points  I  visited  in  the  State  I  did  not  examine  all  the  cases, 
but  only  a  sufficient  number  to  satisfy  myself  and  local  authorities. 
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Small-pox  has  existed  during  this  epidemic  in  all  its  varieties,  from 
the  mild,  modified  and  seemingly  insignificant  type  to  the  confluent 
form  with  all  its  horrors.  In  each  town  or  county  where  I  made  inspec- 
tions I  would  submit  to  the  town  and  county  commissioners  and  local 
health  board  my  report,  giving  therein  diagnosis  and  advising  as  to  the 
best  possible  means  of  stamping  out  and  controlling  the  disease.  Also 
described  the  full  technique  for  caring  for  patients  and  handling  sus- 
pects, suggesting  as  thorough  vaccination  as  possible  in  every  section 
which  I  visited. 

We  are  free  to  admit  that  a  large  majority  of  the  cases  seen  in  the 
present  epidemic  are  of  the  mild  type  of  the  disease,  yet  that  is  no 
evidence  that  the  eruptive  fever  is  not  genuine  variola,  as  the  same 
type  of  disease  is  now  and  has  been  prevalent  in  a  great  many  of  our 
States  for  the  past  two  or  three  years. 

This  eruptive  fever  that  is  now  prevalent  seems  to  answer  to  every 
description  of  small-pox  as  described  by  the  best  authors.  Its  clinical 
history,  progress  and  infection,  along  with  the  typical  eruption,  excludes 
a  reasonable  probability  of  any  other  disease. 

The  fact  that  this  epidemic  has  been  characterized  by  extreme  mild- 
ness has,  in  some  instances,  led  to  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  a  few 
physicians  who  had  seen  but  a  case  or  two  without  a  knowledge  of  the 
condition  elsewhere,  or  else  who  failed  to  correctly  observe  or  interpret 
the  true  nature  of  the  case  with  which  he  dealt. 

Again,  in  a  few  other  cases,  physicians  have  denied  the  existence  of 

variola  from,  to   say  the  least,   rather  questionable   motives.     In   fact, 

we  have  knowledge   of   more  than  one  case  in  which   written  reports 

denying   the   existence   of   the   disease   in   certain   localities   have   been 

signed  by  physicians  who  are  known  never  previously  to  have  seen  a 

case  of  variola,  nor  ever  to  have  visited  one  of  the  cases  the  nature  of 

which   they   were   discussing.     Comment    in    such    cases    is,    of   course, 

unnecessary. 

Joshua  Tayloe, 

Small-pox  Inspector. 

The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Health  on  the  one  hand  and  the  State  Small-pox  Inspector  and 
a  resident  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  on  the  other 
as  to  the  nature  of  an  eruptive  disease  prevalent  in  Wilson 
county,  the  former  claiming  that  it  was  not  small-pox,  and  the 
latter  that  it  was,  and  asked  for  the  views  of  the  session  as  to 
how  it  should  be  reported. 
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Dk.  W.  S.  Anderson  :  The  case  that  occurred  in  town  I 
watched  closely  from  the  time  I  was  called  until  the  patient 
was  well.  The  eruption  came  out  about  the  second  day,  the 
fever  continued  until  the  fourth  or  fifth  day.  The  eruption 
came  out  in  consecutive  crops  and  not  a  single  one  of  these 
eruptions  went  to  suppuration,  and  hence  no  secondary  fever. 
I  have  never  seen  a  case  of  small-pox  where  the  vesicles  did  not 
suppurate  and  the  patient  have  a  secondary  fever.  You  cannot 
find  an  author,  young  or  old,  but  that  says  it  has  an  incipient 
course  to  run,  that  at  about  the  eighth  or  ninth  day  the  pus- 
tules erupt  and  produce  secondary  fever.  I  have  studied  the 
cases  of  my  county  since  January  and  have  not  seen  a  single 
case  where  a  single  vesicle  suppurated.  In  all  good  con- 
science I  did  not  feel  like  pronouncing  it  small-pox  when  I 
knew  it  was  not.  The  gentleman  sent  for  the  expert,  and  pos- 
sibly before  he  saw  the  case  said  he  knew  it  was  small-pox,  and 
when  I  took  him  to  the  place  the  pustules  were  still  hard,  and 
he  said  :  "Oh  !  yes,  it  is  small-oox."  I  said  "Doctor,  I  do  not 
believe  there  is  an  expert  under  heaven  who  can  tell  it  until 
it  has  time  to  develop  and  the  fever  develops."  I  wrote  Dr. 
Lewis  if  there  was  any  symptom  whereby  small-pox  could  be 
diagnosed  other  than  secondary  fever,  I  wanted  to  know  it. 
One  of  the  town  physicians  took  this  expert  into  the  country 
five  miles  without  consulting  me  at  all.  The  expert  told  me 
there  were  six  or  seven  cases  of  small-pox  there,  one  typical 
one.  He  said  she  had  secondary  fever.  I  went  there  at  once, 
put  my  thermometer  in  her  mouth,  and  her  temperature  was 
99.5.  I  went  back  next  morning  and  her  temperature  was 
normal,  and  that  was  the  ninth  day.  There  are  a  number  of 
cases  in  our  town  that  all  the  doctors  call  chicken-pox,  and 
that  is  one  reason  why  it  is  so  hard  to  quarantine.  The  doc- 
tors who  complained  the  most  would  treat  negroes  for  small- 
pox and  white  people  for  chicken-pox.  I  would  quarantine 
the  negro.  A  good  many  people  would  go  about  there  on  the 
streets  working,  broken  out. 
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As  for  its  being  small-pox,  we  have  had  all  those  cases  and 
onlv  one  death,  and  that  was  an  old  man  who  had  a  chill  and 
was  sick  nine  days  before  the  eruption.  The  chairman  of 
the  Sanitary  Board  came  over  to  consult  with  myself  and  I 
asked  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
to  get  all  the  doctors  together  and  let's  discuss  the  matter,  and 
I  believe  with  unanimous  consent,  one  doctor  not  giving  his 
full  consent  to  the  action,  we  agreed  that  the  thing  to  do  was 
to  let  the  matter  go.  Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  the  right  of  every 
man  in  this  hall  to  know  how  to  diagnose  small-pox,  and  he 
can  do  it. 

Dr.  II.  W.  Lewis:  This  question  of  diagnosis  illustrates 
the  fact  that  doctors  will  disagree.  In  Portsmouth,  Va.,  the 
same  question  arose.  There  is  where  North  Carolina  got  the 
small-pox,  though  they  claim  they  got  it  from  us.  Whenever 
they  have  had  small-pox  the  question  exists.  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  doctor  if  these  eruptions  appeared  in  people  who  had 
been  successfully  vaccinated. 

Dr.  Anderson  :  Yes,  sir. 

Dr.  Lewis  :  Then  I  would  ask  him  how  did  he  know  they 
were  successfully  vaccinated.  Vaccination  is  one  of  the  most 
deceptive  things  we  have  to  contend  with.  People  with  sore 
arms,  and  even  scars,  have  been  shown  not  only  to  be  suscep- 
tible to  small-pox  but  to  re-vaccination  time  and  again.  The 
vaccination  to  be  thorough  must  exhibit  the  constitutional 
symptoms. 

Dr.  Anderson:  Two  years  ago  we  vaccinated  about  1,500 
people  in  our  town.  One  of  my  boys  did  not  take  well,  and  I 
vaccinated  him  again  when  this  scare  came.  It  took  well  this 
time.  Both  my  boys  had  this  eruption,  and  just  before  I  left 
home  an  old  negro  woman  told  me  she  had  nursed  small-pox 
in  the  war  and  had  had  this  eruption  on  her.  In  the  case  of 
this  woman  who  had  the  case  which  the  expert  pronounced 
genuine  small-pox,  I  thought  I  had  a  test  case  there.  Her  two 
•children  had  been  vaccinated,  her  baby  had  not  been.     One  of 
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the  children  and  the  unvaccinated  child  took  it  at  the  same 
time.  I  never  could  get  but  one  of  the  doctors  to  go  but  one 
time  to  see  that  case.  On  the  eighth  or  ninth  day  the  erup- 
tions were  nearly  dry.  The  unvaccinated  child  had  slight 
spasms. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Lewis  :  I  do  not  deny  the  existence  of  chicken- 
pox  in  the  town  of  Wilson.  Vaccinated  people  are  frequently 
not  vaccinated.  Last  year  a  convict  was  discharged  from  the 
penitentiary  farm,  having  been  previously  vaccinated.  He 
went  to  Norfolk  and  returned  to  North  Carolina  with  a 
case  of  small-pox.  Upon  that  man's  arm  were  two  large  scars 
inflicted  by  vaccination  he  had  received  at  the  State  farm. 
He  had  a  very  severe  case  of  small-pox.  He  got  well  but 
came  out  thoroughly  pitted,  his  face  honey-combed.  A  cer- 
tain proportion  of  cases  will  have  variola.  They  sent  in  Nor- 
folk and  Portsmouth  for  Marine  Hospital  experts,  and  this 
disease,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  was  pronounced  small-pox. 
It  was  as  mild  as  the  epidemic  which  has  been  described  in  Wil- 
son. When  a  man  is  thrown  in  contact  with  eruptions  such  as 
severe  cases  of  chicken-pox  there  is  but  one  thing  to  do — quar- 
antine the  town.  The  more  fuss  you  make  the  better.  Some 
deaths  are  necessary  to  make  people  rush  to  vaccination  for 
protection. 

Dr.  Fletcher  :  For  some  time  after  we  had  some  cases  in 
our  county  I  labored  under  the  same  delusion  under  which 
Dr.  Anderson  is  laboring.  I  expected  something  more  severe 
and  formidable.  From  those  mild  cases  we  had  there  devel- 
oped confluent  cases  of  small-pox.  I  was  forced  to  change  my 
diagnosis. 

Dr.  Anderson  :  I  think  we  must  rely  on  some  authority  as 
to  what  these  things  are.  Every  physician  at  Wilson  who  saw 
the  epidemic  here  said  it  was  not  small-pox,  the  laymen  said 
they  did  not  think  it  was  small-pox.  They  told  me  that  this 
man,  five  miles  in  the  country,  had  confluent  small-pox ;  it 
never  became  confluent  at  all.     When  the  pustules  fail  to  run 
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together  it  is  discrete.  There  has  not  been  a  confluent  case  in 
my  county.  The  difference  in  New  York  small-pox  and  mine 
is  that  they  die  20  to  25  per  cent,  in  New  York,  and  in  mine 
onlv  one  case. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis:  That  is  not  the  kind  of  small-pox  that 
we  have  in  North  Carolina  and  over  the  United  States.  In 
Ohio,  Michigan  and  elsewhere  the  death  rate  is  about  1  per 
cent.  The  epidemic  that  we  have  had  in  this  country  for  the 
last  three  or  four  years  has  been  very  irregular,  but  it  is 
undoubtedly  small-pox.  If  the  disease  occurred  in  an  adult 
the  presumption  was  that  it  was  small-pox. 

Dr.  Booth  :  May  not  the  Board  of  Health  recommend  that 
this  careless  mode  of  treating  small-pox  be  discontinued  ? 
Let  us  get  up  a  recommendation  and  try  to  stop  this  loose 
acting  in  our  State.  I  am  by  the  expert  like  I  am  by  the 
Board  of  Censors,  men  who  are  competent  to  know  have  put 
him  there.  When  he  says  a  man  has  small-pox  I  am  going 
to  accept  it  as  small-pox. 

Dr.  S.  W.  Battle  :  I  think  it  will  be  conceded  that  we 
have  in  this  country  a  disease  closely  resembling  small-pox, 
and  if  it  is  small-pox  it  is  a  mild  form.  I  believe  Dr.  An- 
derson is  thoroughly  conscientious,  but  I  move  that  we  get  at 
the  sentiment  of  this  body  as  to  whether  it  is  reasonable  to 
think  that  Wilson  county  would  be  immune  from  this  disease 
that  prevails  over  this  State  and  the  United  States. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  :  I  think  the  proper  thing  to  do  will  be  to 
put  a  foot-note  at  the  bottom  of  the  tabulated  statement. 
Print  Dr.  Anderson's  letter  to  me  and  print  the  opinion  of 
the  expert. 

Dr.  S.  W.  Battle:  I  will  say  I  do  not  think  that  all 
discrete  cases  of  small-pox  have  secondary  fever.  I  think 
Osier  says  so. 

Dr.  Anderson  :  I  think  he  does  not,  sir. 

Dr.  Archie:  Some  time  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  I 
found  a  man  sitting  on  my  door-steps  and  I  invited  him  in. 
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He  told  me  he  had  been  to  Lynchburg,  Va.,  for  two  or  three 
weeks,  but  there  was  no  small-pox  there.  I  told  him  to  go 
immediately  home  and  not  leave  the  house.  He  had  a  genu- 
ine case  of  discrete  small-pox ;  father,  mother,  seven  or  eight 
brothers  and  sisters  had  it.  Other  cases,  mild  in  type,  were 
developed.  There  was  no  case  that  could  have  been  mistaken 
for  anything  else  than  small-pox.  He  had  secondary  fever. 
We  had  Dr.  Henry  Long  from  Statesville,  the  small-pox 
expert.  Dr.  Anderson  is,  in  my  opinion,  mistaken.  I  vacci- 
nated the  First  North  Carolina  Regiment  three  times.  I 
have  seen  the  worst  sort  of  arms,  sores  nearly  to  the  bone, 
and  yet  the  vaccination  had  not  taken. 

Dk.  Macon  :  I  would  like  to  know  if  this  disease  which  is 
spreading  in  North  Carolina  is  not  small-pox,  what  is  it  ?  It 
is  a  disagreeable  disease,  and  if  it  is  not  small-pox  I  think  the 
people  of  the  community  should  be  quarantined  anyhow. 
They  may  be  used  to  scratching  in  the  eastern  part  of  North 
Carolina  from  the  mosquitoes,  but  we  people  in  our  high, 
healthy  mountains  do  not  love  to  be  scratching  so  much. 

What  is  the  opinion  of  the  expert  wrorth  if  it  is  not  to  be 
regarded  ?  If  he  proclaims  small-pox,  what  are  you  going  to 
do  about  it?  If  there  is  no  law  behind  him  backing  him, 
take  him  out  of  the  field  and  save  the  expense,  and  if  there  is 
a  law  let  him  enforce  it. 

It  is  the  business  man  that  objects  to  small-pox ;  he  pats 
the  doctor  on  the  shoulder  and  says  y„ou  will  ruin  our  town. 
Take  a  stand  promptly  against  these  business  people  and  they 
will  be  the  first  to  come  over  and  help  you  out.  All  discrete 
forms  of  small-pox  do  not  have  secondary  fever.  This  dis- 
ease should  be  exterminated  from  North  Carolina,  and  it  can 
be  done. 

Dk.  Anderson  :  I  want  to  say  I  had  fourteen  to  sixteen 
placards  of  "Small-pox"  nailed  up  all  over  the  town  for  three 
months.  I  wTrote  the  Secretary  I  did  not  think  it  was  small- 
pox, but  was  doing  it  because  the  expert  said  so. 
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There  are  some  people  who  are  not  much  susceptible ;  have 
to  be  vaccinated  several  times  before  it  will  take.  I  reported 
that  fact  to  the  sanitary  committee  and  they  reported  the  fact 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  he  wrote  to  them  saying  that 
we  had  it  in  our  hands  to  manage  that — but  we  have  not. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  :   You  can,  if  you  want  to. 

Dr.  Booth  :  The  fine  points  about  the  diagnosis  of  small- 
pox are  sometimes  very  pretty  to  talk  about  and  very  tire- 
some to  listen  to.  There  is  an  eruptive  disease  in  North 
Carolina  that  whoever  has  it  does  not  want  to  have  it  again. 
Vaccination  prevents  it ;  it  has  been  proven  that  vaccination 
prevents  it.  I  have  very  likely  seen  more  small-pox  than  any 
man  in  Xorth  Carolina.  I  saw  7,000  cases  in  1864-'65. 
We  have  a  much  milder  form  of  small-pox  here  than  we  had 
there  in  1865.  Still  the  characteristic  symptoms  are  the 
same.  We  all  know  from  the  days  of  Jenner  until  now,  if 
vaccination  had  been  properly  resorted  to  small-pox  would 
have  been  exterminated  from  the  earth.  There  is  a  spirit  of 
carelessness  now  existing  among  the  doctors  that  is  deplor- 
able. I  wanted  to  make  a  report  to  the  County  Commis- 
sioners in  my  county  about  the  various  counties  in  North 
Carolina  and  Virginia,  and  wrote  to  the  different  counties  to 
get  the  statistics.  From  Durham  I  got  the  reply:  "When  the 
disease  made  its  appearance  we  established  a  pest-house  and 
a  house  of  detention.  We  had  to  establish  another  house  of 
detention,  as  the  negroes  exposed  themselves  in  order  to  get 
fed." 

We  adopted  this  plan :  When  a  man  became  a  suspect  we 
vaccinated  him  and  kept  our  eye  on  him. 

The  great  point  the  authors  strain  over  is  the  last  point. 
There  is  not  an  author  I  can  find  anywhere  that  says  they  have 
a  secondary  fever. 

Dr.  Herring  :  All  this  small-pox  that  we  have  had  here 
the  last  few  years  was  largely  caught  from  negroes.  Every- 
body knows  that  this  disease  we  have  been  discussing  and  dis- 
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turbing  ourselves  so  much  about  has  not  been  so  terribly  fatal 
as  small-pox  used  to  be.  It  may  be  because  it  comes  from  the 
negroes.  All  you  gentlemen  know  that  to  catch  syphilis  from 
a  negro  woman  does  not  hurt  you  as  bad  as  to  catch  it  from 
a  white  woman. 

Dr.  Battle  :  I  think  the  doctor  has  raised  a  very  inter- 
esting point  in  regard  to  the  racial  origin  of  the  disease. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  disease  in  this  country  is 
largely  here  from  the  returning  soldiers  from  Cuba  and  Porto 
Rico.  The  soldiers  have  gone  to  their  homes  and  scattered 
it  all  over  the  country.  It  may  be  that  this  disease  is  mild 
because  it  was  mild  in  Porto  Rico  and  Cuba. 

Dr.  Archie  :  All  the  soldiers  of  Cuba  were  thoroughly  vac- 
cinated before  going  to  Cuba,  again  in  Cuba  and  again  on 
their  return. 

Dr.  II.  W.  Lewis  :  The  classical  symptoms  of  a  great  num- 
ber of  these  cases  are  absent,  nevertheless  the  consensus  of 
opinion  of  men  calculated  to  judge,  men  who  have  been 
trained,  particularly  Marine  Hospital  experts,  is  that  the  dis- 
ease is  small-pox.  Their  opinion  must  be  regarded,  and  we 
must  of  course  look  to  some  authority  outside  medical  books. 

The  discussion  was  then  closed  and  the  following  members 
were  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Health: 

Dr.  S.  Westray  Battle  of  Asheville,  six  years. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Lewis  of  Jackson,  six  years. 

Dr.  W.  H.  Whitehead  of  Rocky  Mount,  four  years. 

Dr.  John  L.  Nicholson  of  Richlands,  four  years. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis:  The  Surgeon-General  of  the  United 
States  Army  has  sent  out  a  letter  making  inquiries  as  to  lep- 
rosy. If  any  of  the  gentlemen  come  in  contact  with  any  dis- 
ease which  suggests  leprosy  he  will  help  them  in  making  the 
diagnosis.     So  far  as  I  know,  there  is  no  leprosy  in  this  State. 

The  conjoint  session  then  adjourned. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE 

STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  AT  WRIGHTS- 

VILLE,  JUNE  11,  1902. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  at  Wrightsville 
on  June  11th,  Drs.  Thomas,  Ivey,  Duffy,  Whitehead,  Nichol- 
son and  R.  H.  Lewis  being  present. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for  the  transportation  of  the 
dead,  as  amended  by  the  Conference  of  State  and  Provincial 
Boards  of  Health  of  North  America  at  its  meeting  at  Niagara 
Falls  in  September,  1901,  were  adopted,  and  the  Secretary 
was  ordered  to  have  the  same  printed  for  distribution  to  the 
transportation  companies  and  to  the  embalmers  and  under- 
takers of  the  State. 

The  short  term  of  Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  as  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Embalming  having  expired,  he  was  re-elected 
for  the  full  term,  as  the  law  requires. 

Committees  of  two  were  appointed  to  complete  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  public  institutions  of  the  State. 

A  general  inspection  of  all  the  public  water  supplies  of  the 
State  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Board  was  ordered. 

The  Secretary  of  the  committee  appointed  to  revise  the 
Instructions  for  Quarantine  and  Disinfection  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  approved  and  adopted. 

Tuberculosis  was  discussed  and  suggestions  made  with  a 
view  to  a  more  active  fight  against  that  dread  disease. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  his  report,  which  was  audited 
and  found  correct. 


CONJOINT  SESSION 

WITH  THE 

STATE  MEDICAL  SOCIETY  AT  WIGHTSVILLE, 

JUNE  12,  1902. 


The  conjoint  session  with  the  State  Medical  Society  was 
called  to  order,  President  Thomas  of  the  Board  of  Health 
in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Lewis  stated  that  Dr.  Tait  Butler,  the  State  Veteri- 
narian, was  present  by  invitation,  and  moved  that  he  be  of- 
fered the  privilege  of  the  floor.     Motion  carried. 

President  Thomas,  on  assuming  the  chair,  said :    ' 

I  feel  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour  it  is  hardly  proper  that 
I  should  take  from  the  time  that  belongs  to  the  State  Society  in  its 
present  pressed  condition  for  time  by  any  extended  address. 

The  President  of  the  State  Society  has  recommended  that  some  steps 
be  taken  by  the  Society  at  large  looking  to  the  apprehension,  if  I  may 
so  name  it,  of  the  illegal  practitioners  in  North  Carolina.  The  laws 
as  they  stand  now  are  sufficient,  providing  they  were  effectually  carried 
out.  The  duty  of'  bringing  these  illegal  practitioners  to  the  notice  of 
the  grand  juries  stands  with  the  solicitors.  For  reasons  sufficient  to 
themselves,  I  regret  to  say  not  always  good  ones,  these  men  are  not 
IDresented  to  grand  juries,  and  all  over  this  broad  land  of  ours,  in  many 
countries,  there  are  one  or  more  men  who  are  practicing  without  the 
color  of  law. 

Many  of  us  interested  in  the  best  welfare  of  the  medical  profession  in 
North  Carolina  have  seriously  thought  of  means  to  prevent  this  misde- 
meanor, as  the  law  denominates  it,  and  no  good  plan  up  to  this  time 
has  presented  itself. 

Your  President,  the  President  of  the  State  Society,  has  in  his  address 
brought  this  thing  to  your  notice,  and  anticipating  the  report  which 
the  committee  is  to  bring  in  on  the  address  of  the  President,  I  wish 
to  say  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  realizes  that  its  functions  involve 
everything  that  looks  to  the  well-being  of  the  citizens  of  North  Caro- 
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lina,  and  among  its  duties  is  the  protection  of  the  health  and  lives  of 
the  citizens  from  the  dangers  attendant  upon  ill-prepared  men  who  are 
posing  as  physicians  and  surgeons,  that  is,  men  who  have  not  legally 
been  licensed  to  make  a  living  in  accordance  with  the  law.  Therefore, 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  now  stands  ready  (there 
are  only  a  few  of  you  here — and  I  wish  you  to  take  this  and  spread  it 
among  the  other  members  of  the  Society)  to  have  presented  to  him 
the  name  of  any  illegal  practitioner  in  North  Carolina,  that  is  to  say, 
any  man  in  North  Carolina  claiming  himself  a  physician  who  has  not 
the  license  of  the  law,  provided  that  when  that  name  is  sent  in  to  him 
you  send  with  it  competent  testimony  of  his  illegally  practicing  and 
such  other  evidence  as  may  be  necessary  to  his  conviction.  The  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  then  present  that  to  the  solicitor 
of  the  district  in  which  that  man  practices. 

One  of  the  great  objections  to  the  Society  of  the  State  undertaking 
the  correction  of  these  evils  has  been,  that  wherever  a  doctor  or  an 
aggregation  of  doctors  appeared  as  witnesses  or  as  prosecutors  in  the 
mildest  sense  against  any  illegal  practitioner,  immediately  the  defend- 
ant set  up  the  cry  of  persecution  and  jealousy — and  all  of  the  work  fell 
to  the  ground,  because  juries  seldom  convicted  as  long  as  the  physicians 
made  the  prosecution.  The  State  Board  is  out  of  that,  they  are  part  of 
the  State's  police,  are  regularly  commissioned  by  the  State  to  care  for 
the  welfare  of  its  citizens,  and  I  believe  it  is  well  within  their  duties 
to  undertake  this  work.  With  his  usual  generous,  earnest  endeavor  to 
do  what  is  best  for  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
the  Secretary  offers  to  take  up  this  arduous  labor.  It  lies  then  with 
you,  the  practitioners  in  North  Carolina,  wherever  you  know  a  man  is 
illegally  practicing,  to  secure  his  accurate  name  and  residence,  his 
post-office  address,  and  the  evidence  that  he  is  practicing,  and  if 
necessary  a  certificate  from  the  clerk  that  he  is  not  registered  in 
the  county  in  which  he  is  practicing,  send  this  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  and  he  will  take  charge  of  it  and  as  far 
as  possible  push  the  case  to  a  determination  and  have  this  man  brought 
before  the  law.  I  think  that  is  the  best  plan  1  know  of  which  has  been 
presented  for  the  correction  of  this  evil. 

In  matters  more  accurately  pertaining  to  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  its  work,  I  wish  to  suggest  for  another  year  that  the  health  officers 
of  each  county  should  make  a  more  careful  examination  as  to  the 
causes  of  the  spread  of  typhoid  fever.  The  investigations  of  the  com- 
missioners sent  out  by  the  Government  to  look  into  the  outbreak  of 
typhoid  fever  in  the  camps  of  the  United  States  troops,  especially  at 
Chicamauga,  seem  to  have  demonstrated  that  the  infection  was  carried 
more  by  flies  than  through  drinking  water — so  it  comes  about  thai  an 
ample  opportunity  is  now  offered  to  any  active  superintendent  of  health 
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in  his  county  to  begin  to  study  the  question  of  drinking  water  and  Hies 
as  sources  of  infection.  I  would  suggest  that  each  superintendent  of 
health  shall  keep  a  close  record  of  the  cases  occurring  in  his  county, 
beginning  from  this  meeting,  and  mark  the  first  case  that  occurs  in  his 
county  as  No.  1,  locating  it  on  a  map,  and  then  tracing  carefully  to  the 
next  case  if  it  is  in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  near  enough  for  the 
infection  to  have  been  carried  by  flies,  or  by  bacteriological  examination 
determine  if  it  has  come  through  the  water  supply.  This  will  prove 
to  him  that  the  doctor  in  charge  of  that  case  has  or  has  not  been  doing 
his  duty  to  the  family  of  the  infected  person  or  to  the  neighbors  of  the 
infected  lot  by  having  the  discharges  of  the  patient  properly  and  effectu- 
ally disinfected.  If  it  is  too  far  away,  see  what  communication  there 
has  been  between  the  houses,  and,  if  any,  note  all  happenings  to  visitors 
and  the  communication  between  the  houses.  In  that  way.  it  seems  to 
me,  a  good  deal  could  be  learned. 

Early  in  undetermined  cases  of  fever  located  in  one  neighborhood, 
when  the  diarrhoea  appears  before  the  actual  fever  is  declared,  it  may  be 
well  to  urge  the  physicians  to  report  this  for  the  study  of  the  case  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Health.  The  plan  seems  to  me  to  be  an  easy  one, 
and  in  Wilmington  it  has  worked  very  well.  We  last  year  took  a  map 
of  the  town,  and  marking  a  case  when  this  method  was  begun  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  No.  1,  and  the  next  case  No.  2,  and  so  on,  so  that  by 
the  numbers  on  the  tags  we  can  trace  up  the  fever  as  it  occurs.  Certain 
it  is  that  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  ought  to  be  lowered  and  the  disease 
ought  to  be  more  carefully  looked  after. 

The  delegate  from  the  Tuberculosis  Congress  this  year  will  no  doubt 
give  you  some  useful  information  concerning  tuberculosis — this  dreaded 
"great  white  plague." 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE 
NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  HEALTH, 

1901—1902. 


The  work  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year  has  been 
chiefly  routine  in  character,  but  none  the  less  useful  on  that 
account  we  hope.  Since  the  more  important  items  have  been 
previously  published  in  the  Bulletin,  which  is  mailed  every 
month  to  every  physician  in  the  State,  and  since  a  full  report, 
in  detail,  for  the  years  1901-1902  will  be  made  to  the  next 
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Legislature,  which  meets  early  in  January,  1903,  it  is  un- 
necessary and  inadvisable  to  take  up  the  limited  time  at  our 
disposal  by  a  report  of  that  character  on  this  occasion.  I 
will,  therefore,  confine  myself  to  a  statement,  in  a  general 
way,  of  the  more  important  work.  This  is  mainly  included 
under  sewerage  investigations,  inspections  of  some  of  the 
State's  institutions,  bacteriological  work,  the  organization  of 
the  State  Board  of  Embalming  and  efforts  to  control  small- 
pox. 

SEWERAGE. 

At  the  request  of  the  City  Board  of  Health  of  Wilmington 
an  investigation  of  the  method  of  sewering  that  city,  proposed 
by  the  Wilmington  Sewer  Company,  was  made  by  Colonel 
Shaffer,  the  engineer  of  the  Board  at  that  time,  and  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board.  The  result  was  a  modification  of  the 
plans  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  made. 

In  compliance  with  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  referring 
the  settling  of  a  controversy  between  the  municipal  authori- 
ties of  Blowing  Rock  and  the  two  leading  hotels  of  that  sum- 
mer resort,  a  committee  of  the  Board  investigated  and  settled 
the  matter. 

INSPECTION    OF    STATE    INSTITUTIONS. 

The  State  Hospital  and  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
at  Morganton,  were  inspected  and  found  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. By  request  of  the  proprietors  an  inspection  of  the 
private  sanatorium,  known  as  Rroadoaks,  more  especially  it- 
water  supply,  was  also  made.  The  other  State  institutions 
will  receive  their  usual  biennial  inspection  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  next  General  Assembly. 

As  stated  in  my  last  report,  at  Durham,  the  State  ]3<>;inl 
of  Agriculture,  at  its  meeting  in  December,  1900,  at  our 
request,  agreed  to  have  certain  bacteriologieal  work  done  for 
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the  Board  in  its  laboratory.  At  first  tins  was  limited  to 
examinations  of  suspected  drinking  waters,  but  was  later 
extended  so  as  to  include  specimens  from  diphtheria  cases, 
blood  in  doubtful  cases  of  fever,  and  sputum.  This  gener- 
ous action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  has  not  been  appreciated,  or  at  least  availed  of, 
by  the  profession,  as  was  hoped  and  expected.  According  to 
the  report  of  the  Biologist  of  the  Department,  Mr.  McCarthy, 
the  total  number  of  biological  analyses  made  in  the  past  six 
months  was  141 — 35  pathological,  mostly  of  sputum,  48  of 
drinking  water  and  58  of  milk — a  total  of  83,  or  an  average 
of  only  14  a  month.  When  we  consider  the  fact  that  there 
are  about  1,500  physicians  in  the  State  it  will  be  seen  that 
less  than  one  per  cent,  take  advantage  of  the  valuable  privi- 
lege offered.  The  Board  of  Agriculture  can  hardly  be  ex- 
pected to  do  this  work  for  us  indefinitely,  and  the  time  will 
come  when  we  must  appeal  to  the  Legislature  for  an  appro- 
priation for  it.  The  way  to  obtain  this  is  to  show  conclu- 
sively the  value  and  importance  to  the  people  of  the  work,  and 
the  extent  to  which  the  laboratory  is  patronized  would  be  an 
index  of  the  opinion  of  the  medical  profession  as  to  its  value. 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  our  physicians  will  avail 
themselves  more  freely  of  these  opportunities.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  only  one  sample  of  milk  was  found  in- 
fected with  the  tubercle  bacillus,  and  further  investigation 
showed  that  to  have  been  accidental. 

BOARD   OF    EMBALMING. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1901  passed  an  act  creating  the 
State  Board  of  Embalming,  consisting  of  five  (5)  members — 
three  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  two  practical 
embalmors,  all  to  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Health.  At  the 
last  annual  meeting,  in  compliance  with  the  act,  Drs.  Battle, 
Duffy  and  B.  H.  Lewis,  of  the  Board,  and  Messrs.  J.  M. 
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Harry  and  H.  W.  Simpson,  practical  embalmers,  were  elected. 
The  Board  of  Embalming'  thus  created,  organized  on  July 
5,  1901,  by  electing  Mr.  J.  M.  Harry  of  Charlotte,  President, 
and  Mr.  H.  W.  Simpson  of  New  Bern,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. Since  that  time  three  meetings  have  been  held  for 
examination  of  applicants  for  license  to  practice  embalming, 
and  sixty-three  licenses  have  been  granted.  This  action  put 
us  abreast,  on  this  line,  of  the  most  progressive  and  advanced 
boards  of  health  of  the  country.  The  importance  of  having 
this  work,  in  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  done  by  one  com- 
petent, not  only  to  embalm,  but  to  properly  disinfect  the  room 
and  its  effects,  is  self-evident.  In  order  to  impress  upon  the 
undertakers  of  the  State  the  importance  of  thorough  disin- 
fection, and  to  set  forth  clearly  for  their  benefit  the  best 
methods,  I  read  a  paper  entitled  "The  Embalmer  in  His 
Ptelation  to  Infectious  Diseases"  at  the  annual  meeting  last 
month  of  the  State  Funeral  Directors  and  Embalmers'  Asso- 
ciation, which  seemed  to  be  appreciated,  and  which,  I  hope, 
will  be  productive  of  good.  It  was  printed  in  the  Bulletin 
for  May,  as  you  may  have  seen. 

small-pox. 

As  was  anticipated  and  predicted,  small-pox  has  continued 
to  prevail  in  the  State.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  small-pox 
was  reported  from  Wilson  county  from  May  1,  1901,  to 
January  1,  1902,  the  Superintendent  of  Health,  considering 
the  eruptive  disease  widely  prevalent  in  the  county  to  be 
chicken-pox,  it  is  impossible  to  give  an  accurate  statement 
for  the  whole  Stale  Omitting  Wilson  county  for  the  pres- 
ent, and  confining  ourselves  to  the  other  ninety-six  counties, 
the  totals  are  as  follows:  Number  of  counties  infected  (in- 
cluding Wilson).  :>.->:  number  of  cases  (excluding  Wilson), 
whites  tils,  colored  1,197— total  1,814;  number  of  deaths, 
whites  21,  or  3.40  per  cent.;  colored  27,  or  2.25  per  cent. — 
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total  4s,  or  2.64  per  cent.  The  figures  for  the  preceding 
year  arc:  Cases,  white  530;  colored  1,415 — total  1,945; 
deaths,  white  15,  or  2.83  per  cent.;  colored  23,  or  1.63  per 
cent. — total  36,  or  1.95  per  cent.  From  this  it  appears  that 
the  death-rate  during  the  past  year  has  been  slightly  higher 
than  the  year  before,  but  not  so  high  as  the  year  preceding 
that,  when  it  was  4.78  for  the  whites,  1.44  for  the  colored. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  the  management  of  the  disease  has 
been  the  same  as  heretofore — mistaken  diagnosis  as  chicken- 
pox.  This  was  the  trouble  in  Wilson  county,  the  authorities 
not  admitting  it  to  be  small-pox  until  an  expert  from  the 
Marine  Hospital  Service,  kindly  sent  at  our  request  by  Sur- 
geon-General Wyman  early  in  January,  declared  it  to  be 
unquestionably  small-pox ;  and  representatives  from  contigu- 
ous counties  at  a  meeting  held  at  Rocky  Mount  on  the  14th 
of  January  threatened  to  quarantine  against  Wilson  unless 
the  precautions  proper  against  small-pox  were  immediately 
taken  by  that  county.  From  that  time  the  disease  was  re- 
ported to  me  regularly  as  small-pox,  the.  total  number  of 
cases,  not  classified  as  to  color,  being  333,  with  6  deaths  from 
January  1st  to  May  1st.  Prior  to  this  period  the  Chair- 
man of  the  County  Sanitary  Committee  of  Wilson  told 
me,  in  a  personal  interview,  that  in  his  opinion  there  had 
been,  up  to  the  time  of  our  conversation,  1,500  cases.  So  it 
is  safe  to  say  that,  including  the  333  cases  reported  after 
January  1st,  there  were  during  the  past  small-pox  year  be- 
tween 1,500  and  2,000  cases  in  that  one  county.  Adding 
this  to  the  1,817  cases  reported  from  the  rest  of  the  State 
would  make  between  3,000  and  3,500  cases,  the  largest  num- 
ber ever  occurring  in  the  State  in  the  same  length  of  time. 

Three  counties,  Camden,  Pamlico  and  Tyrrell,  failed  to 
comply  with  the  law  requiring  the  election  of  a  Superintend- 
ent of  Health.  An  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  Camden  county 
last  month,  however,  demonstrated  the  utter  helplessness  of 
the  authorities  to  control  the  disease,  and  this  fact,  strongly 
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re-inforced  by  the  excellent  work  of  Inspector  Tayloe,  brought 
about  a  prompt  election  of  a  Superintendent  by  the  County 
Sanitary  Committee.  So  that  now  there  are  only  two  coun- 
ties in  the  State  that  are  without  that  important  official.  We 
hope  to  secure  action  in  these  counties  before  we  meet  again. 

The  two  Small-pox  Inspectors,  Drs.  Tayloe  and  Harrill, 
have  rendered  good  service,  though  their  services,  owing  to 
previous  experience  with  the  disease  on  the  part  of  the  local 
authorities,  have  been  less  in  demand  than  heretofore.  A 
tabulated  statement  by  counties  of  small-pox  in  the  State  from 
.May  1,  1901,  to  May  1,  1902,  is  appended. 

While  nothing  especially  brilliant,  has  been  accomplished 
during  the  past  year,  the  work  of  the  Board,  I  think  we  can 
claim,  is  more  appreciated  than  ever  before.

RKPORT   OF    DR.    JOSHUA    TAYI.OK. 

Washington,  X.  C,  May  17.  1002. 
Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis, 

Secretary  state  Board  of  Health.  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

SlB: — I  submit  herewith  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  following 
report  of  my  work  as  Small-pox  Inspector,  from  May  1.  1901,  to  May 
17.  1002.  In  this  report  I  give  the  towns,  counties,  number  of  cases 
examined,  how  managed  and  by  whom,  also  what  precaution  had  been 
taken  up  to  the  time  of  my  inspection: 

May  18th.  10th  and  20th. — I  visited  Goldsboro,  examined  one  case 
of  varoloid  in  a  colored  person.  This  case  was  in  charge  of  Dr.  W.  H. 
Cobb.  Jr.,  and  was  well  cared  for. 

January  16,  1002. — I  visited  Clinton.  X.  C.  examined  several  cases. 
all  white,  two  confluent.  There  were  several  exposures  at  the  time  of 
my  visit  to  Clinton  who  afterwards  developed  small-pox.  This  out- 
break was  fortunately  in  charge  of  Dr.  R.  E.  Lee.  who  managed  it  very 
skilfully. 

April  10. — I  examined  one  case  in  Beaufort  county  of  confluent  form, 
the  patient  lived  only  a  few  days.  The  outbreak  in  this  county  was 
skilfully  managed  by  Dr.  John  G.  Blount.  His  efforts  in  stamping  out 
and  preventing  a  further  spread  of  the  disease  were  both  skilful  and 
highly  satisfactory. 

May  16. — Made  an  inspection  in  Camden  county.  I  examined  three 
cases  of  a  discrete  form  of  the  disease,  one  death  recorded  at  the  time 
of  my  visit  there.  There  was  absolutely  no  management,  as  the  county 
was  without  a  Superintendent  of  Health.  I  succeeded  in  having  the 
Commissioners  appoint  a  health  officer,  who  soon  got  things  under  con- 
trol.    Dr.  Lister  took  charge  of  the  condition  of  this  county. 

At  many  points  I  visited  in  the  State  I  did  not  examine  all  the  cases, 
but  only  a   sufficient  number  to  satisfy  myself  and  local  authorities. 

Smallpox  has  existed  during  this  epidemic  in  all  its  varieties,  from 
the  mild,  modified  and  seemingly  insignificant  type  to  the  confluent 
form,  with  all  its  horrors.  In  each  town  or  county  where  I  made  inspec- 
tions I  would  submit  to  the  Town  and  County  Commissioner-  and  local 
Health  Board  my  report,  giving  therein  diagnosis  and  advising  as  to 
the  best  possible  means  of  stamping  out  and  controlling  the  disease. 
Also,  described  the  full  technique  for  caring  for  patients  and  handling 
suspects,  suggesting  as  thorough  vaccination  as  possible  in  every  sec- 
tion which  I  visited. 

We  are  free  to  admit  that  a  huge  majority  of  cases  seen  in  the 
present   epidemic   are   of  the   mild   type   of   the   disease,   yet    that    is    no 
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evidence  that  the  eruptive  fever  is  not  genuine  variola,  as  the  same 
type  of  the  disease  is  now  and  lias  heen  prevalent  in  a  great  many  of 
our  States  for  the  past  two  or  three  years. 

This  eruptive  fever  that  is  now  prevalent  seems  to  answer  to  every 
description  of  small-pox,  as  described  by  the  best  authors.  Its  clinical 
history,  progress  and  infection,  along  with  the  typical  eruption,  excludes 
a  reasonable  probability  of  any  other  disease. 

Tue  fact  that  this  epidemic  has  been  characterized  by  extreme  mild- 
ness has,  in  some  instances,  led  to  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  a  few 
physicians  who  had  seen  but  a  case  or  two,  without  a  knowledge  of 
the  condition  elsewhere,  or  else  who  failed  to  correctly  observe  or  inter- 
pret the  true  nature  of  the  case  with  which  be  dealt. 

Again,  in  a   few  other  cases  physicians  have  denied  the  existence  of 

variola   from,   to   say   the   least,   rather   questionable   motives.     In   fact, 

we   have   knowledge   of   more   than   one   case   in   which   written    reports, 

denying   the    existence    of    the    disease    in    certain    localities,    have   been 

signed   by  physicians  who  are  known  never  previously  to  have  seen   a 

i  tse  of  variola,  nor  ever  to  have  visited  one  of  the  cases  the  nature  of 

which    they    were    discussing.      Comments    in    such    cases    are,    of    course. 

unnecessary.

REPORT   OF   DR.   L.   HARRILL. 

Statesville,  X.  C,  January   1,  1903. 
Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health,  Raleigh,  V.  C. 

SlR: — I  send  you  the  following  report  of  visits  made  as  Small-pox 
Inspector  since  my  report  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health 
in  June.  1902. 

March  2  to  5,  1901. — Visited  Burnsville,  Yancey  county,  but  did  not 
see  a  single  new  case.  Many  cases  had  recovered,  and  some  of  the  pa- 
tients carried  unmistakable  signs  of  small-pox.  There  had  been  two 
deaths  from  the  disease  previous  to  my  visit.  I  met  with  the  County 
Commissioners  for  considtation  and  advice. 

March  6. — Visited  Durham,  where  I  inspected  one  case  discrete  small- 
pox in  town,  a  white  man,  and  three  other  white  men  at  a  hospital 
owned  by  the  county.  Also  eleven  cases,  all  negroes,  at  the  hospital. 
Two  or  three  cases  were  confluent  in  form,  the  balance  were  discrete 
in  form. 

July  15. — Visited  Hendersonville  and  examined  about  fifteen  cases  of 
small-pox,  several  of  them  mild,  but  four  or  five  cases  were  of  confluent 
form.  Other  cases  were  reported  in  different  parts  of  the  county,  but 
I  did  not  see  them.  Xo  decided  quarantine  regulations  had  been  estab- 
lished, and  the  disease  was  gradually  spreading  through  the  community. 
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January  15,  1902. — I  visited  Madison  and  examined  one  typical  case 
of  discrete  small-pox  at  about  the  tenth  day  of  the  eruption.  Dr.  Sam 
Ellington,  Superintendent  of  Health  of  Rockingham  county,  had  recog- 
nized this  case  as  small-pox,  but  the  family  physician  insisted  that  it 
was  chicken-pox,  and  I  left  him  still  persisting  in  that  opinion. 

February  4. — Visited  Lincolnton  and  examined  one  well  defined  case 
of  discrete  small-pox  in  a  white  man,  the  superintendent  of  a  depart- 
ment in  a  cotton  mill. 

April  19. — I  went  to  Yadkinville,  and  about  twelve  or  fifteen  miles  in 

i 
the  country  I  found  three  cases  small-pox. 

September  1. — 1  visited  Wadesboro,  and  six  miles  out  of  town  exam- 
ined a  white  man  forty  to  fifty  years  old  with  a  well  defined  case  of 
chicken-pox,  with  the  eruption  about  four  days  old  and  drying  rapidly. 

September  8. — Visited  Keraersville,  Forsyth  county.  At  this  place 
small-pox  had  been  called  herpes,  and  previous  to  my  visit  there  had 
been  at  least  twenty  to  thirty  mild  cases.  I  examined  several  cases  and 
found  all  to  be  small-pox. 

October  31  and  November  1. — Visited  Oxford  and  examined  one  case 
that  was  found  to  be  chicken-pox.  This  made  the  fourth  case  of  well 
developed  and  typical  chicken-pox  the  writer  has  seen  during  the  year 
among  grown-up  people,  three  of  them  being  men  over  thirty  years  old. 

.November  10. — I  visited  Bryson  City  and  examined  a  woman  who  had 
just  returned  from  a  visit  to  friends  on  Hazel  creek  in  Swain  county. 
The  eruption  had  not  made  its  appearance,  but  her  physician  reported 
to  me  on  the  12th  that  she  had  a  well  marked  case  of  small-pox. 

November  11  and  12. — I  visited  Eobbinsville,  Graham  county,  and 
twelve  miles  in  the  country,  in  the  direction  of  Hazel  creek  in  Swain 
county,  I  saw  a  family  of  five  persons.  Three  of  them  had  small-pox, 
the  others  had  not  been  attacked.  The  citizens  of  a  large  section  of  the 
two  counties,  adjoining  territory,  covering  ten  to  twenty  miles  square, 
had  been  afflicted  with  small-pox  for  several  months.  This  was  all 
caused  by  the  escape  of  one  man  from  quarantine  at  Ducktown  nearly 
one  year  ago.  Number  of  cases  estimated  at  from  seventy-five  to  one 
hundred. 

November  29. — At  the  request  of  citizens  of  Marion  I  visited  that 
place  and  saw  six  cases  of  small-pox,  three  of  them  in  negroes  convales- 
cent. The  other  cases,  two  of  them  white  men  and  one  negro,  all  typical 
cases. 

December  '.). — 1  visited  Lincolnton,  where  1  found  three  cases  small- 
pox then  and  several  others  convalescent.  These  cases  were  at  two 
whiskey  distilleries  in  the  county,  and  1  found  many  visitors  around 
the  premises. 

At  all  of  these  places  1  have  urged  the  people  to  be  vaccinated,  and 
at  every  place  there  was  established  rigid  quarantine  regulations.  The 
only  hope  of  stamping  out  the  disease  is  by  vaccination.     It  should  be 
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made  compulsory,  and  no  child  should  he  permitted  to  outer  the  public 
schools  except  upon  the  certificate  of  some  reputable  physician   saying 

he  had  been  successfully  vaccinated.

Report  approved  and  adopted. 

Dr.  Lewis  :  I  think  perhaps,  Mr.  President,  it  would  be 
well  to  pass  a  resolution  requesting  an  appropriation  on  the 
part  of  the  Legislature  for  the  bacteriological  work.  It  may 
be  of  some  help  when  the  Legislature  meets.  I  think  we  will 
have  to  get  an  appropriation  from  the  Legislature.  The 
Board  of  Agriculture  has  been  very  kind  and  has  done  a  great 
deal  of  good,  and  is  disposed  to  do  more,  but  there  are  a  great 
many  claims  upon  it,  and  1  think  it  is  our  duty  to  get  money 
from  the  Legislature  for  this  purpose  if  we  can,  and  a  resolu- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Conjoint  Session  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  of  the  Medical  Society  would  at  least  have  more 
or  less  weight  with  the  Legislature  to  secure  the  appropriation 
of  a  sufficient  sum  to  continue  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tions now  being  made. 

Dr.  Walton  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conjoint  Session  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  State  will  be  served  by  the  appropriation  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  conduct  the  bacteriological  work  now 
being  done  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Raleigh  for  the  Board 
of  Health. 

Carried. 

Dr.  Lewis:  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  this  bae- 
teriologieal  work.  You  will  realize  the  fact  that  these  privi- 
leges have  not  been  appreciated  by  the  profession  as  they 
should  have  been  when  I  state  that  only  141  examinations 
were  made  during  the  past  six  months — 35  pathological,  blood 
and  sputum,  and  48  of  suspected  drinking  water  at  the  re- 
quest of  physicians,  the  remaining  58  being  of  the  milk  of 
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public  dairies  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Healtb.  I  am  par- 
ticularly anxious  that  the  demand  upon  the  laboratory  shall 
be  heavier  for  the  next  six  months.  The  way  to  get  money 
from  the  Legislature  is  the  way  to  get  it  from  any  other  set 
of  sensible  men.  If  you  go  to  a  man  and  demonstrate  the 
worthiness  of  the  object  you  have  in  view  and  prove  it  is  a  rea- 
sonable and  proper  thing,  if  he  has  the  money  to  spare  and  a 
liberal  spirit,  he  will  give  you  the  money.  He  will  not  give 
the  money  unless  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  a  worthy  object  and 
can  be  carried  out.  The  Legislature  is  the  same  way.  If  you 
prove  to  the  Legislature  that  this  work  is  of  importance  and 
value  to  the  people,  and  show  a  demand  for  it  on  the  part  of 
the  people  by  reference  to  the  work  actually  done,  and  call 
their  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  account  of  this  work  doubt- 
less many  lives  have  been  saved  and  much  sickness  of  the 
people  prevented,  you  will  stand  some  chance  of  getting  the 
money. 

I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Conjoint  Session 
to  the  lamentable  want  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the 
health  officers  of  the  State  of  these  privileges.  I  don't  flatter 
myself  you  read  the  Bulletin,  although  it  is  sent  to  you  every 
month,  but  if  you  do  you  have  seen  therein  that  on  several 
occasions  I  have  offered  to  deposit  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Health  or  the  medical  health  officer  of  any  city  or  town  suit- 
able containers  or  carriers,  so  that  if  a  physician  has  a  case  of 
urgent  character,  which  ought  to  be  decided  very  promptly, 
he  will  not  have  the  delay  of  having  to  write  to  Raleigh  for  a 
permit  to  get  a  bottle.  Sixteen  have  finally  been  persuaded 
to  ask  for  them.  I  felt  it  would  be  the  proper  thing  to  ask 
the  Board  to  buy  these  things,  so  the  Board  of  Health  has 
bought  500  of  them,  and  more  of  them  are  still  on  hand  and 
ready  for  distribution  upon  request.  I  went  so  far  as  to  say 
if  one  single  physician  in  a  county  would  make  a  request  for 
the  deposit  in  bis  county  of  these  carriers  that  I  would  send 
them  to  the  Superintendent  of  Health,  but  notwithstanding 
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that  T  only  got  up  to  sixteen.  I  repeat  the  offer.  If  you 
wish  to  have  these  things  at  hand  and  will  make  a  request  of 
me  officially,  I  will  see  to  it  that  the  deposit  is  made  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Health.  We  do  not  deposit  hottles  for 
drinking  water,  nor  carriers  for  sputum,  for  the  reason  that 
there  is  no  hurry  whatever  in  sputum,  and  in  the  case  of 
water,  while  it  is  desirable  to  have  it  done  as  soon  as  possible, 
the  danger  of  the  abuse  of  that  privilege  is  so  great — so  many 
people  want  the  water  examined  from  mere  curiosity — and 
as  we  have  only  one  bacteriologist  we  don't  want  to  overwork 
him  entirely,  we  restrict  it  in  that  way. 

Dr.  Tait  Butler,  the  State  Veterinarian,  who  was  present 
by  invitation,  was  introduced  to  the  session  and  made  the  fol- 
lowing remarks  on  bovine  tuberculosis : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: — 1  don't  know  that  I  have  any  spe- 
cial message  to  bring  to  this  meeting,  but  there  was  one  point  touched 
upon  in  the  report  of  your  Secretary  that  ought  possibly  to  be  more  fully 
explained.  It  stated  that  out  of  fifty-nine  samples  of  milk  examined 
during  the  year  by  the  bacteriologist  of  the  Board  only  one  contained 
tubercle  bacilli.  My  object  in  referring  to  this  matter  is  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  this  is  in  no  sense  a  true  index  of  the  prevalence 
of  tuberculosis  in  the  dairy  herds  of  the  State.  Only  a  very  small  per- 
centage of  even  tuberculous  cows  give  milk  in  which  the  bacillus  of 
tuberculosis  is  present.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have  examined  several 
dairy  herds  in  the  State,  and  out  of  175  head  nearly  forty  per  cent, 
have  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test.  I  would  not  have  you  take  this, 
either,  as  a  true  index  of  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  for  these  were 
undoubtedly  exceptions;  still,  it  shows  that  the  dairy  herds  of  the 
State  are  not  free  from  the  disease,  and  the  question  is  one  that  may 
well  command  the  attention  of  this  meeting.  The  disease  is,  no  doubt, 
raic  among  the  cattle  of  the  general  farmer,  and  while  this  condition 
exists  is  the  most  opportune  time  to  deal  with  the  danger. 

Of  course,  since  Koch  sought  to  reverse  himself,  and  the  opinion  of  the 
medical  profession  generally,  on  the  basis  of  nineteen  incomplete  and 
defective  negative  experiments,  it  seems  to  have  been  popular  to  ques- 
tion even  the  possibility  of  conveying  tuberculosis  to  the  human  con- 
sumer of  milk  and  flesh,  but  it  seems  to  me  the  question  raised  by  the 
noted  bacteriologist  is  being  rapidly  settled  against  him.  Only  recently 
Behring,  who  stands  as  high  in  the  medical  world  as  Koch,  has  stated 
in  the  advanced  sheets  of  a  book  which  he  is  publishing  that  he  has 
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positively  produced  fatal  tuberculosis  in  bovines  with  the  human  bacil- 
lus. Moreover,  we  did  not  need  Koch  to  tell  us  that  it  was  difficult 
to  produce  tuberculosis  of  a  progressive  or  fatal  type  in  cattle  with  the 
germ  of  human  tuberculosis,  for  Smith  of  Harvard,  Dinwiddie  of  Ar- 
kansas and  others  had  demonstrated  the  fact  several  years  before. 
They  also  demonstrated  another  fact  which  should  not  be  lost  sight  of, 
namely,  that  the  bovine  germ  is  more  virulent  to  a  large  number  of  the 
lower  animals,  and  by  inference  possibly  to  the  human  as  well. 

In  short,  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  go  to  Germany  to  obtain  a 
knowledge  of  the  relations  of  human  and  bovine  tuberculosis.  We 
know  as  much  about  that  question  as  the  Germans  or  any  other  people, 
and  while  the  personal  interests  of  some  and  the  desire  of  all  is  to  credit 
the  statement  of  Koch,  the  facts  are  against  his  dogma,  and  we  should 
as  medical  men  seek  to  avoid  the  dangers  of  indifference  which  are 
likely  to  follow  such  an  utterance  from  such  an  authoritative  source. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  also  good  reason  to  avoid  the  opposite 
extreme  to  which  many  veterinarians  and  physicians  of  human  medi- 
cine have  gone,  and  while  we  should  teach  that  the  danger  to  the  human 
from  the  consumption  of  tuberculous  milk  and  flesh  is  slight,  we  must 
not  forget  that  such  a  danger  does  exist,  and  that  there  is  an  urgent 
necessity  for  manufacturing  a  correct  public  opinion  on  the  subject. 

It.  is  the  duty  of  this  Board,  as  stated  by  your  President,  to  protect 
the  health  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  probably 
the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture  might 
find  some  plan  for  co-operative  work  in  dealing  with  this  question.  The 
larger  public  dairies  should  have  such  supervision  as  will  prevent  the 
sale  of  milk  from  tuberculous  cows,  or  cause  it  to  be  sufficiently  heated 
to  kill  the  tubercle  bacilli,  which  is  about  160  F.  for  ten  minutes. 
This,  while  sufficient  to  kill  the  bacilli  and  spores,  if  they  form  such, 
is  not  sufficient  to  give  even  a  cooked  flavor  to  the  milk.  However,  the 
disposition  of  the  animals  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test  is  the 
difficult  part  of  the  problem.  It  is  an  easy  matter  to  determine  the 
presence  of  the  disease.  I  say  this  advisedly,  for  while  I  would  not 
agree  to  find  ten  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  a  herd  by  a 
physical  examination,  by  the  tuberculin  test  I  can  find  practically  all 
of  them.  Not  only  is  tuberculin  the  most  marvelously  accurate  diag- 
nostic agent  known  to  the  veterinarian,  but  some  day  you  practitioners 
i  t  human  medicine  will  learn  a  lesson  from  us  and  use  it  extensively  for 
the  early  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  in  j'our  patients. 

But,  as  stated,  the  difficult  problem  demanding  solution  is  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  tuberculous  animals  determined  by  the  tuberculin  test. 
Can  this  meeting  offer  a  solution  that  is  practicable? 

Dr.  Lewis:   I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  remarks  of  Dr.  Butler,  and  to  say  for  his  informa- 
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tion,  and  also  to  the  Conjoini  Session,  that  the  control  of  pub- 
lic milk  supplies  comes  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local 
authorities,  and  those  authorities  have  been  advised  to  take 
action.  The  best  plan  would  be  to  have  the  law  amended  so 
as  to  require  the  State  Veterinarian  to  pass  upon  all  of  the 
daily  cattle  in  the  State. 

Dr.  Butler:  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  explain  that 
while  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  for  the  present 
make  tuberculin  tests  of  dairy  herds  on  request  of  the  owners 
or  local  health  boards,  still  that  is  perhaps  not  desirable  unless 
those  animals  that  react  to  the  test  are  properly  controlled. 
To  cause  these  animals  to  be  scattered  over  the  State  because 
of  the  fact  that  they  had  reacted  to  the  test  would  do  more 
harm  than  not  to  make  the  test  at  all. 

What  we  need  is  for  you  gentlemen  to  manufacture  a  cor- 
rect public  sentiment  that  will  enable  the  authorities  to  deal 
with  these  animals  in  a  scientific  and  sensible  way.  Those 
animals  that  are  only  slightly  affected  should  not  be  sacri- 
ficed completely.  Their  flesh  is  fit  for  food,  although  at 
present  no  large  number  of  persons  in  the  State  would  buy  it 
if  they  knew  it.  What  we  want  is  that  you  educate  the 
people  to  a  correct  and  reasonable  view  of  the  subject,  and 
then,  when  such  public  sentiment  has  been  manufactured, 
it  will  be  possible  to  deal  with  the  question. 

In  the  Government  inspection  of  meats,  in  the  large  slaugh- 
ter-houses of  the  country,  those  animals  noi  extensively  dis- 
eased and  those  in  which  the  disease  has  not  become  general- 
ized are  passed  for  food.  When  two  separate  and  distinct 
organs  are  diseased  it  is  considered  to  indicate  a  tendency  to- 
wards generalization,  and  the  carcass  is  condemned.  But 
with  our  conditions,  where  the  reacting  animals  must  go  on 
the  local  market,  it  is  impossible  to  dispose  of  them  in  that 
way,  and  this  difficulty  will  require  time  and  a  diffusion  of 
correct  knowledge  among  the  people  for  its  solution. 

Dk :  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
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Board  of  Health  -what  action  the  city  authorities  could  take 
in  regard  to  cattle  that  are  in  the  country  ? 

Dr.  Lewis  :  It  is  altogether  with  the  City  Boards  of 
Health.  They  should  require  all  persons  selling  milk  to  ob- 
tain a  license  only  on  one  condition :  that  the  herds  should 
be  tested  and  kept  pure. 

I  feel  sure,  gentlemen,  that  you  have  all  realized  that  our 
State  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  Dr.  Butler  as  our  State 
Veterinarian.  He  will  be  a  valuable  help  to  us  in  the  work 
we  have  to  do.

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 


CAPITOL,   .SUPREME  COURT  AX1)   AGRICULTURAL  BUILDINGS. 

To  the  Council  of  State. 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  committee  from  the  Board  of 
Health,  inspected  the  Capitol  Building  and  the  buildings  occupied  by 
the  Agricultural  Department  and  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  only  suggestion  with  regard  to  the  Capitol  that  occurred  to  us 
was  that  more  effective  ventilation  of  the  Senate  Chamber  and  the 
House  of  Representatives  could  be  secured  by  keeping  fires  in  the  open 
fire-places  during  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature.  The  chimneys  would 
be  thereby  converted  into  ventilating  shafts  for  these  rooms,  and  the 
drafts  provided  by  the  presence  of  the  fires  would  overcome  the  com- 
plaints of  dampness  and  mustiness,  if  not  entirely,  in  a  very  great 
measure.  This  seems  to  be  the  only  feasible  scheme  for  the  betterment 
of  these  two  large  rooms,  unless  the  whole  system  of  heating  and  ven- 
tilating is  changed,  which  would  involve  the  expenditure  of  a  large 
sum  of  money. 

The  buildings  of  the  Agricultural  Department  and  the  Supreme  Court 

are   both    in   good    condition.     We    would    suggest,    however,    that    the 

water-closets   in  the  Supreme  Court  be  provided  with  ventilation  and 

light,  which  could  be  done  by  windows  opening  out  into  the  rear  of  the 

building.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  representing  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  having  made  a  sanitary  inspection  of  the  University,  respect- 
fully begs  leave  to  report: 
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With  the  exception  of  one  water-closet  in  the  Carr  Building  and  one 
or  two  in  the  "battery"  of  closets  under  the  Library,  which  did  not 
flush  as  freely  as  they  ought,  I  found  nothing  to  criticise  from  the 
health  point  of  view. 

I  was  glad  to  see  that  the  suggestion  made  in  a  former  repor,t  that 
a  pump  with  tight  cover  be  substituted  for  the  bucket  and  chain  in  the 
open  well  used  for  drinking  purposes,  had  been  carried  out.  While  an 
innovation  which  does  violence  to  the  sentiment  which  has  clung  to  the 
old  well  for  a  century,  it  is  clearly  in  the  interest  of  health. 

The  University  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  completion  of  its 
water- works  and  upon  the  source  of  supply — Boiling's  creek,  with  its 
wooded  and  sparsely  settled  water-shed.  The  careful  monthly  inspec- 
tion of  the  water-shed  and  the  analyses,  both  chemical  and  biological, 
made  in  your  laboratories  several  times  during  the  session,  leave  little 
to  be  desired  in  your  water  supply.  Still,  in  rainy  weather  the  water 
sometimes  becomes  too  muddy  to  filter  satisfactorily,  and  as  a  remedy 
for  that  defect  and  at  the  same  time  an  almost  absolute  guarantee 
against  infection  are  both  within  easy  reach,  I  would  recommend  its 
adoption  as  soon  as  practicable.  I  refer  to  the  utilization  of  the  beau- 
tiful, clear  stream  coining  down  a  rocky  ravine  from  several  bold 
springs  in  the  Iron  Mine  hill.  A  small  dam  for  imjjounding  it,  I  was 
informed  by  Prof.  Gore,  could  be  advantageously  located  within  about 
500  feet  of  the  pumping  station.  The  whole  cost  of  making  this  change, 
including  the  purchase  of  a  small  amount  of  land  to  render  the  little 
water-shed  practically  unassailable,  would  not  exceed  a  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  would  probably  be  less.  I  was  gratified  to  learn  that  a  danger 
which  threatened  the  water  supply  in  the  shape  of  certain  claims  as  to 
water  rights  of  a  mill  below  the  intake  had  been  averted,  the  very  day 
of  my  visit,  by  the  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  mill  owner  of  a  propo- 
sition from  the  University.  When  the  spring  water,  which  can  be  sup- 
plemented by  the  present  supply  whenever  it  may  be  rendered  neces- 
sary by  a  larger  demand,  is  utilized,  the  water  problem  will  be  finally 
and  most  satisfactorily  settled. 

I  was  very  much  pleased  with  the  new  heating  plant,  which  has  been 
installed  since  our  last  inspection.  The  heating  of  all  the  buildings 
of  the  University  in  every  part  by  a  forced  current  of  hot  water  from 
one  central  plant,  at  which  point  the  amount  of  heat  can  be  regulated 
to  suit  the  weather,  combined  with  the  fact  that  proper  ventilation  is 
supplied  by  the  open  fire-places  in  the  old  buildings  and  by  the  venti- 
lating flues  which  have  been  provided  in  the  new  buildings,  and  espe- 
cially when  combined  with  the  fact  that  in  practice  it  "works"  satis- 
factorily, justifies  the  statement  that  it  is  effective,  economical  and 
sanitary.

GENTLEMEN: — Acting  for  the  State  Board  of  Health,  under  section 
3  of  the  law  governing  the  same,  I  made  on  the  15th  inst.  a  sanitary 
inspection  of  your  institution,  and  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  my 
observations  and  recommendations  as  follows: 

I  found  the  general  conditions,  viewed  from  the  sanitary  stand-point, 
to  be  excellent.  I  was  pleased  to  learn  from  President  Mclver  that  the 
suggestion  made  in  a  former  report  from  this  Board,  that  double  beds 
be  abandoned  and  only  single  ones  be  used,  had  been  followed.  Also 
that  Peabody  Park  had  been  gratly  improved,  especially  in  the  matter 
of  roads  and  walks,  thus  providing  on  the  College  grounds,  together 
with  tennis  and  basket-ball  courts,  ample  facilities  for  the  outdoor  exer- 
cise so  necessary  to  the  health  of  the  young,  particularly  those  sub- 
jected to  the  confinement  of  student  life.  These  should  be  supplemented 
by  a  thoroughly  equipped  modern  gymnasium,  in  which  special  exer- 
cises under  a  competent  instructor  may  be  given,  in  order  to  strengthen 
the  weak  points  and  fully  round  out  the  physical  woman,  at  the  same 
time  impressing  upon  many  future  teachers  and  mothers  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  right  living  as  it  relates  to  the  body.  It  is  easy 
to  see  what  an  influence  for  promoting  the  cause  of  health  in  the  State 
they  would  become. 

Remembering  the  condition  of  affairs  when  I  made  a  special  investi- 
gation to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  very  serious  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever  in  1899,  I  learned  with  much  gratification  that  not  a  single  case 
of  typhoid  had  occurred  among  the  students  resident  in  the  College  since 
that  time.  As  you  will  recollect,  the  cause  of  that  outbreak  was  found 
in  the  infected  central  well,  the  water  of  which  was  used  by  all  the 
girls  at  their  meals.  The  abandonment  of  wells  and  the  installation 
of  apparatus  for  sterilizing  all  drinking  water  has  apparently  borne 
good  fruit  in  this  clean  record  as  regards  the  most  serious  of  all  the 
diseases  of  adolescence.  An  unfortunate  but  instructive  contrast  to 
this  is  afforded  in  the  occurrence  this  fall  of  five  cases  of  typhoid 
among  eight  of  the  students  boarding  in  the  city  and  getting  their 
drinking  water  from  the  same  well.  Such  experiences  will  doubtless 
be  repeated  from  time  to  time  as  long  as  present  conditions  obtain,  and 
it  constitutes  another  strong  reason  why  you  should  have  more  dormi- 
tory room.  The  propriety  and  advisability,  from  the  health  as  well 
as  every  other  point  of  view,  of  your  having  the  young  women  com- 
mitted to  your  charge  entirely  under  your  care  and  supervision  are  so 
manifest  that  it  would  be  superfluous  to  argue  the  question. 

The  present  water  supply,  I  was  informed,  is  unsatisfactory,  both  as 
to  quality   and   service,   and   I   cordially   endorse   the   suggestion   of   at

least  investigating  the  feasibility  of  getting  your  own  supply  from  a 
system  of  gang-wells.  I  am  a  thorough  believer  in  the  advisability  of 
every  public  institution  of  any  size  having  its  own  independent  water 
supply  whenever  practicable. 

I  noted  the  fact  that  you  were  still  without  a  cold-storage  plant. 
Its  consideration  as  a  matter  of  domestic  economy  and  convenience  does 
not  come  within  the  scope  of  a  report  of  this  character,  but  leaving  that 
aspect  of  the  subject  aside,  it  is  of  importance  as  a  conservator  of 
health.  In  our  comparatively  warm  climate  the  development  in  milk 
and  meats  of  what  are  known  as  ptomaines,  poisons  resulting  from  the 
growth  of  certain  bacteria  of  decomposition,  is  a  menace  to  health  that 
should  be  guarded  against.  The  occurrence  last  year  of  a  large  number 
of  cases  of  poisoning  from  this  cause  in  an  institution  in  our  State 
similar  to  yours  points  the  moral. 

To  recapitulate,  in  conclusion  I  would  say  that  the  immediate  sani- 
tary needs  of  the  College  are:  Sufficient  dormitory  room,  a  thoroughly 
equipped  gymnasium,  a  better  water  supply  and  cold-storage  plant.

Gentlemen: — In  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  act  rela- 
ting to  the  Board  of  Health,  the  undersigned  have  made  a  sanitary 
inspection  of  the  institution  under  your  charge,  and  respectfully  beg 
leave,  to  report: 

We  found  the  general  sanitary  conditions  to  be  very  good,  but  in  one 
most  important  particular  very  defective.  ^Ye  refer  to  the  lack  of  a 
sewerage  system,  and  the  use  in  lieu  thereof  of  surface  privies.  Since 
the  demonstration  of  the  conveyance  of  typhoid  fever  by  flies,  which 
after  crawling  over  the  dejecta  fly  into  the  kitchen  or  dining-room  and 
with  their  feet  infect  the  food,  all  surface  privies  are  liable  to  become 
at  any  time  a  menace  to  health.  This  is  especially  true  where  the 
young  are  segregated  together,  for  typhoid  fever  is  essentially  a  dis- 
ease of  adolescence.  From  the  sanitary  point  of  view  this  is,  in  our 
judgment,  the  crying  need  of  the  College,  and  a  complete  sewerage  sys- 
tem should  be  supplied  as  ^oon  as  possible. 

In  some  of  the  rooms  there  are,  we  think,  too  many  inmates.  Over- 
crowding slowly  saps  the  vitality  and  makes  its  subjects  more  suscep- 
tible to  disease  and  less  able  to   withstand  its   ravages   when   once   at- 
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tacked.  This  danger  is  greater  in  the  dormitories  heated  by  steam 
than  in  those  with  open  fire-places,  for  the  reason  that  the  ventilation 
in  the  former  is  not  so  good  and  the  air  is  not  changed  so  frequently. 
We  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  caution  you  against  this  danger,  especially 
in  view  of  the  huge  number  of  applications  for  admission.

Gentlemen: — Representing  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  compliance 
with  section  3  of  the  act  relating  to  the  Board  of  Health,  I  made  on  the 
15th  inst.  a  sanitary  inspection  of  the  institution  under  your  care,  and 
respectfully  beg  leave  to  report: 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  were  good.  I  was  particularly 
pleased  with  the  location  and  general  surroundings  of  the  well  from 
which  the  drinking  water  supply  is  chiefly  obtained.  While,  as  a  rule, 
well-waters  are  more  apt  to  become  contaminated  than  public  supplies, 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  well,  located  as  it  is  with  drainage  away 
from  it  in  every  direction,  can  become  infected,  unless  from  the  surface 
privy  now  in  use  or  from  some  future  sewer  that  may  be  placed  too 
near  it  and  laid  with  imperfect  joints.  This  danger  should  be  borne 
in  mind  in  any  work  on  this  line  hereafter. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  two  matters  which  I  think  deserve 
attention,  namely,  the  surface  privy  and  the  lack  of  ventilation  in  the 
dormitories. 

1.  The  surface  privy. — Surface  privies  are  always,  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  according  to  their  location  and  the  care  taken  of  them,  a  menace 
to  health.  This  is  especially  true  where  numbers  of  young  people  who 
are  peculiarly  liable  to  typhoid  fever  are  gathered  together.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  that  you  make  a  connection  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable with  the  city  sewerage  system  and  abandon  the  privy.  If  this 
tor  any  good  reason  be  not  feasible,  I  would  advise  the  adoption  of  the 
water-tight  tub  and  dry-earth  system  in  place  of  the  present  plan  of 
defecating  directly  upon  the  ground.  Although  the  danger  of  contami- 
nating the  well  is  extremely  remote,  there  is  a  possibility  of  it  under 
the  present  arrangement.  This  possibility  would  be  removed  by  the 
adoption  of  the  tub  system,  while  at  the  same  time  the  students  would 
be  given  an  object  lesson  in  the  proper  care  of  such  privies  as  they  will 
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nearly  all  use  in  after  life.  An  abundant  supply  of  dry  earth  and  a 
scoop  should  always  be  kept  in  the  house,  and  every  evacuation  be  imme- 
diately and  completely  covered  with  the  dust. 

2.  Lack  of  ventilation  in  the  dormitories. — The  building,  it  appears, 
was  constructed  with  a  view  to  heating  by  steam  or  hot  water,  but  no 
provision  was  made  for  ventilation.  The  installation  now  of  a  com- 
plete ventilating  system  would  be  troublesome  and  expensive,  but  the 
present  conditions  could  be  greatly  improved  at  a  very  small  cost,  in 
this  way:  Put  in  a  transom,  hinged  at  the  bottom,  over  every  door, 
raise  the  lower  sash  of  at  least  one  window  in  each  room  and  place 
thereunder  a  plank  six  inches  wide  cut  to  fit.  By  this  arrangement 
fresh  air  from  outside  would  enter  between  the  panes  with  an  upward 
rush,  thereby  preventing  direct  draughts,  and  the  general  air  of  the 
room  would  find  its  way  out  through  the  transom.  Or  an  opening  might 
be  made  through  the  outside  wall  opposite  a  radiator  so  that  the  fresh 
air  would  be  somewhat  warmed.  Or,  still  better,  direct-indirect  radia- 
tors might  be  substituted  for  those  now  in  use.  I  trust  that  in  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  new  dormitory  the  question  of  ventilation 
will  receive  the  consideration  its  importance  deserves.  The  negro  race 
since  emancipation  has  developed  a  peculiar  susceptibility  to  consump- 
tion, the  death-rate  among  them  from  tuberculosis,  as  compared  with  the 
whites,  being  about  three  to  one.  Nothing  is  more  effective  in  increas- 
ing this  susceptibility  than  impure  air,  and  proper  ventilation,  therefore, 
is  specially  indicated  for  the  colored  people.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  committee  from  the  Board  of 
Health,  visited  the  institution  for  white  and  colored  children  under 
your  care,  and  were  given  every  facility  by  Mr.  Ray  for  inspecting  the 
buildings. 

In  the  asylum  for  white  children  the  additions  that  have  been  neces- 
sarily made  to  the  original  building  have  made  it  a  difficult  matter  for 
the  Superintendent  to  maintain  the  health  standard,  but  judging  from 
his  reports  he  has  succeeded  admirably  in  protecting  the  inmates  of 
the  house  under  his  care,  and  he  has  kept  his  little  charges  in  excellent 
condition.  The  plumbing  was  in  fairly  good  shape,  and  the  ventilation 
was  probably  made  very  effective  by  the  rather  loose  fitting  doors  and 
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windows.  There  is  one  great  need  in  the  institution,  however,  that  we 
feel  called  upon  to  suggest,  that  is  the  prompt  provision  somewhere  in 
the  building  of  rooms  approaching  the  size  and  construction  of  the 
ward  for  the  sick  ones,  and  two  or  more  rooms  for  isolation  of  children 
sick  with  infectious  diseases,  as  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  so  forth. 
The  inmates  of  this  institution  every  summer  are  dispersed  widely  over 
the  State  and  mingle  freely  with  the  people  in  their  respective  neigh- 
borhoods. They  are  exposed  to  the  diseases  prevalent  in  these  com- 
munities or  settlements,  and  it  must  be  accounted  a  fortunate  circum- 
stance thai  so  far  these  little  ones  have  not  brought  back  to  the  institu- 
tion from  their  homes  one  or  more  diseases  which  would  seriously  im- 
pair the  best  interests  of  the  asylum.  It  is  hardly  safe,  however,  to 
hope  for  a  continuance  of  this  happy  condition,  and  it  seems  that  an 
early  provision  for  the  care  of  such  of  the  inmates  as  may  be  stricken 
down  with  a  serious  sickness  is  certainly  called  for.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  if  a  case  of  infectious  disease  should  appear  there  should  be 
ample  provision  for  isolation  of  the  sick  of  such  character  as  would 
insure  the  safety  of  the  other  inmates.  The  rooms  now  used  for  sick 
wards  are  very  imperfectly  fitted  for  the  purpose.  We  respectfully 
submit  that  these  rooms  be  enlarged  by  taking  in  the  passages  going 
each  way  from  the  head  of  the  stair-case.  The  closets  should  be  inclu- 
ded in  the  rooms.  The  walls  should  be  replastered  and  covered  with  a 
water-proof  finish,  so  that  they  can  be  washed,  if  necessary,  without 
marring  them.  The  ceiling  of  iron  should  be  removed  and  replaced 
by  a  smooth  surface  ceiling  covered  by  the  same  water-proof  material  as 
t  lie  side  walls.  No  more  wood-work  should  show  than  is  necessary,  and 
if  practicable  all  the  corners  of  the  walls,  ceilings  and  wood-work  should 
be  rounded.  The  rooms  on  the  front  of  the  same  floor  might  be  made 
into  isolation  chambers  for  infectious  diseases;  the  same  rules  being 
followed  regarding  the  walls,  ceiling  and  wood-work.  It  would  be  wise, 
if  the  size  would  admit  of  it,  to  have  each  one  of  them  provided  with 
a  vestibule,  which  would  allow  the  nurse  in  charge  of  a  sick  inmate  to 
have  an  ante-chamber  in  which  to  deposit  the  clothing,  discharges  and 
dishes  from  a  sick  room,  the  outer  door  of  this  ante-chamber  closing 
tightly  on  the  passage,  and  the  ante-chamber  itself  be  cared  for  by  some 
one  especially  charged  with  the  work. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  cleanly  condition  in  which  we  found  the 
buildings  and  premises. 

The  institution  for  colored  children  was  in  generally  good  condition, 
and  needs  only  the  same  provision  as  that  suggested  for  the  asylum  for 
the  white  children.

oxford  orphan  asylum. 

The  Board  of  Directors, 

Oxford  Orphan  Asylum. 

The  undersigned  visited  the  white  and  colored  Orphan  Asylum  in 
Oxford  as  a  committee  from  the  Board  of  Health.  It  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  say  that  everything  about  the  Asylum  was  clean,  comfort- 
able and  in  a  generally  excellent  condition  under  the  wise  superinten- 
dence of  Colonel  Hicks  and  his  employees.  They  were  extremely  anxious 
that  I  should  see  all  the  property  under  their  control.  It  behooves  me, 
however,  to  say.  that  at  the  time  of  my  visit  the  water  supply  of  the 
institution  was  taken  largely  from  a  certain  number  of  springs  in  the 
hillside  to  the  west  of  the  buildings.  These  springs,  it  seemed  to  me, 
were  by  no  means  protected  against  probable  infection  from  the  wash- 
ings of  this  hillside.  I  understood  that  a  certain  part  of  the  drinking 
water  of  this  institution  was,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  procured  from 
an  open  well  on  the  premises.  There  was  certainly  one  case  of  typhoid 
fever  in  the  hospital  building  and  several  more  cases  of  fever  not  suf- 
ficiently definite  at  that  time  to  be  declared  typhoid.  While  I  am  aware 
of  the  fact  that  these  children  are  scattered  during  certain  seasons  of 
the  year  over  many  parts  of  the  State,  and  that  new  ones  are  constantly 
coming  in  from  widely  separated  communities,  and  that  all  of  them 
run  the  risk  of  being  affected  during  their  absence  from  the  Asylum 
and  exhibiting  it  by  falling  down  with  fever  after  their  return,  at  the 
same  time  the  water  supply  is  probably  partly  to  blame  for  the  condi- 
tion that  existed  at  the  hospital.  However,  by  this  time,  probably, 
this  has  been  corrected,  inasmuch  as  Colonel  Hicks  told  me  that  within 
a  short  time  all  the  water  that  was  used  by  the  institution  would 
be  drawn  from  a   deep  well,  bored,   as   we  understood,   through   imper- 
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vious   layers   of   clay   and   rock,   which   would   preclude   any   danger   of 
infection  from  surface  water. 

The  little  unfortunates  who  are  here  protected  and  cared  for,  as  well 
as  prepared  for  the  struggle  of  life,  seemed  happy  and  contented,  and 
were,  generally  speaking,  hearty  children.  It  was  a  source  of  pleasure 
to  know  that  a  charity  of  this  sort  existed  in  our  State,  and  that  the 
money  expended  for  its  maintenance  was  so  wisely  disbursed.

The  Board  of  Directors, 

Central  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  inspect  your  institution  and  "make  a  report  as  to 
its  sanitary  condition,  with  suggestions  and  recommendations  to  your 
honorable  body  in  compliance  with  section  3  of  the  act  relating  to  the 
Board  of  Health,"  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report: 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  say  that  we  found  the  institution  generally 
in  good  sanitary  condition — buildings  and  grounds  clean  and  well  kept, 
and  the  plumbing  in  a  good  state  of  efficiency.  But  in  one  particular, 
and  that  probably  the  most  important  from  the  sanitary  point  of  view, 
to-wit,  the  water  supply,  in  part  at  any  rate,  the  state  of  affairs  is  bad. 
We  refer  to  that  portion  of  your  supply  which  is  taken  from  Rocky 
Branch.  This  small  stream,  as  you  are  well  aware,  receives,  a  short 
distance  above  your  intake,  not  only  the  drainage  from  two  slaughter 
pens,  but  also  that  from  the  A.  &  M.  College,  including  a  certain  amount 
of  sewage,  and  sewage  of  the  most  dangerous  character,  as  it  comes 
from  the  hospital  of  the  institution.  Although  the  situation  is  greatly 
relieved  by  your  excellent  supply  for  drinking  purposes  derived  from  the 
bored  wells,  still  the  idea  of  using  water  so  defiled,  even  for  bathing 
purposes,  especially  for  irresponsible  persons  who  may  at  any  time 
drink  thereof,  is  abhorrent  to  one's  sense  of  decency,  as  well  as  to  sound 
sanitary  principles.  This  condition  of  things,  we  take  it,  all  interested 
are  agreed  must  be  remedied,  and  the  practical  question,  therefore  is, 
How  ? 

While  the  suggestion  to  take  water  from  the  Wake  Water  Company 
meets  with  our  approval  (as  somewhat  modified  below),  when  we  con- 
sider it  solely  in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  patients  we  feel  that  our 
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duty  as  representatives  of  the  State  requires  us  to  look  at  the  matter 
from  all  the  points  of  view  of  interest  and  importance  to  the  State. 

As  we  are  informed,  the  cost  to  the  Hospital  of  making  a  connection 
with  the  water  company  would  be  $4,500  and  the  estimated  minimum 
annual  water  rental  from  the  company  would  be  $1,200.  This  sum 
capitalized  at  four  per  cent.,  the  rate  of  interest  paid  by  the  State, 
would  represent  an  investment  of  $30,000.  in  addition  to  the  $4,500. 
This,  it  will  be  borne  in  mind,  is  based  on  the  minimum  estimate  for  the 
present  population,  which  is  sure  to  be  increased  in  the  near  future. 

Hospitals  for  the  insane,  more  perhaps  than  any  other  institutions, 
require  a  water  supply  not  only  good  in  quality  but  superabundant  in 
quantity  when  feasible.  Too  great  economy  in  their  use  of  water  is  to  be 
deprecated,  and  when  every  gallon  of  water  used  has  to  be  paid  for,  the 
disposition  to  save  in  this  respect,  in  the  generally  economical  manage- 
ment of  the  institution  which  is  necessary,  would  be  hard  to  resist. 
Experience  on  the  part  of  individual  householders  shows  that  they 
rarely  ever  use  water  as  freely  by  meter  as  they  do  by  the  flat  rate. 
This,  to  our  mind,  is  the  sanitary  objection  to  buying  water,  provided, 
of  course,  a  larger  supply  of  good  water  belonging  entirely  to  the  hos- 
pital can  be  obtained.  Whether  this  can  be  satisfactorily  accomplished 
through  a  system  of  gang-wells  in  an  adjacent  bottom,  or  by  the  instal- 
lation of  a  small  water  works  plant  with  pump  and  filter  on  Rocky 
Branch,  with  intake  above  the  Fair  Grounds,  above  which  point  the 
water-shed  is  of  much  the  same  character  as  that  of  Walnut  Creek,  or 
by  getting  water  from  a  source  not  yet  suggested,  is  a  question  that 
should  be  answered  by  an  expert  sanitary  engineer.  Inasmuch  as  sec- 
tion 18  of  the  Health  Law  makes  it  obligatory  upon  the  Board  of  Health 
to  advise  boards  of  directors  or  trustees  of  all  State  institutions  in 
regard  to  water  supplies  and  sewerage  systems,  and  equally  obligatory 
upon  the  latter  not  to  take  action  in  the  premises  until  such  advice  is 
received,  this  report  will  be  completed  by  a  supplementary  one  from  the 
Engineer  of  the  Board,  who  has  had  a  large  experience  in  work  of  this 
character.  We  received  every  courtesy  and  assistance  from  the  man- 
agement.

Gentlemen: — At  the  request  of  Dr.  Lewis,  Secretary  State  Board  of 
Health,  I  visited  the  Central  Hospital  for  the  Insane  on  November  25th 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  and  reporting  on  the  most  feasible  and 
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practicable  means  of  obtaining  a  pure  water  supply  for  the  institution. 
As  a  result  of  my  investigation  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  present  water  supply,  at  least  that  portion  of  it  which  is  drawn 
from  Rocky  Branch,  should  be  abandoned.  The  conditions  surrounding 
this  source  of  supply  at  the  present  point  of  intake  are  such  that  it  can- 
not possibly  be  of  sufficient  purity  to  be  safely  introduced  into  the  insti- 
tution for  any  purpose  whatever.  Neither  is  there  any  point  further  up 
the  branch  where  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  could  be  obtained  where 
the  quality  of  the  water  is  not  seriously  impaired  by  the  sewage  and 
drainage  from  the  public  institutions  and  dwellings  which  occupy  the 
water-shed,  which  is  apparently  in  a  direct  line  of  development  for  occu- 
pancy by  homes,  industrial  and  other  enterprises.  The  sources  of 
pollution  on  this  water-shed  are  so  numerous  and  extensive  as  to  render 
it  a  totally  unfit  water  supply  for  the  institution,  even  though  it  might 
be  treated  by  the  most  modern  practical  means  of  purification. 

I  find  that  there  are  two  sources  from  which  a  suitable  water  supply 
for  the  institution  can  be  obtained,  viz.:  From  the  Wake  Water  Com- 
pany, which  supplies  the  city  of  Raleigh,  and  an  independent  works  to 
be  established  by  the  institution  with  the  south  fork  of  Walnut  Creek, 
which  enters  Walnut  Creek  a  short  distance  above  the  intake  of  the 
Wake  Water  Company,  as  a  source  of  supply.  For  the  first  plan  I  am 
advised  that  the  proper  connections  can  be  made  to  the  pipes  of  the 
Wake  Water  Company  to  deliver  water  to  the  institution  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $4,500,  and  that  the  company  will  furnish  water  to  the 
institution  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  thousand  gallons.  Such  a 
price  for  water  is  quite  reasonable,  and  the  quality  of  the  water  that 
will  be  furnished  the  institution,  judging  from  the  source  of  supply  and 
the  character  of  the  filtration  plant  and  the  care  with  which  it  is  opera- 
ted by  the  water  company,  should  be  entirely  satisfactory,  and,  in  my 
judgment,  of  exceptional  purity. 

The  other  source  of  supply  which  appears  to  be  available  for  devel- 
opment and  operation  by  the  institution,  possesses  all  the  elements 
essential  to  make  it  a  very  desirable  and  highly  satisfactory  source  of 
supply.  The  development  and  installation  of  a  water  supply  from  this 
source  should  include  a  filtration  plant,  and  the  ownership  of  at  least  a 
portion  of  the  water-shed  would  lie  desirable.  This  water-shed  appears 
to  have  no  bad  exposure  at  present,  and  apparently  no  probability  of 
such  in  the  future.  If  the  entire  water-shed  of  this  small  stream  could 
be  owned  by  the  institution  and  be  allowed  to  grow  up  in  timber,  it 
would  constitute  an  ideal  source  of  water  supply.  The  development  of 
a  water  supply  from  this  source  would  be  somewhat  more  expensive 
.than  the  connection  to  the  Wake  Water  Company,  but  it  would  have  the 
advantage  of  being  owned  and  operated  and  safeguarded  by  the  institu- 
tion itself,  which  is  manifestly  a  very  desirable  condition. 
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The  relative  economy  of  the  two  sources  of  supply  is  a  proper  matter 
for  investigation  before  making  a  choice.  The  economic  study  should 
include  a  careful  estimate  of  the  cost  of  installing  the  independent  water 
supply  and  the  interest  account  on  the  cost,  together  with  the  cost  of 
plant  and  the  depreciation.  This  should  be  compared  with  the  same 
functions  that  would  attach  to  taking  the  water  from  the  Wake  Water 
Company.  Such  a  study  as  this  being  beyond  the  province  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  advise  upon,  I  have  not  entered  into  it  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  report. 

Either  of  the  two  plans  suggested  above  would  secure  to  the  institu- 
tion a  very  desirable  and  satisfactory  water  supply  for  all  purposes,  and 
except  for  the  consideration  of  the  desirability  of  such  an  institution 
owning  and  operating  its  own  water  supply,  and  the  apparent  less  lia- 
bility of  contamination  that  attaches  to  the  south  fork  of  Walnut 
Creek  than  to  Walnut  Creek  itself,  the  choice  between  the  two  plans 
above  outlined  is  purely  a  question  of  economics,  involving  the  cost  of 
installation  and  operation.

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  your  request  for  an  investigation 
by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  question  of  tuberculosis  in  your  herd  of 
cattle  and  advice  in  regard  to  the  proper  action  on  your  part  under  the 
circumstances,  the  President  of  the  Board  appointed  the  undersigned  to 
make  the  investigation. 

By  appointment  with  Superintendent  McKee  I  visited  the  Hospital 
on  the  26th  instant.  He  first  submitted  to  me  the  reports  of  the  vet- 
erinarian who  tested  the  cows  and  of  the  Biologist  of  the  Department 
01  Agriculture,  who  made  a  biological  examination  of  specimens  from 
two  of  the  cows  which  had  been  killed.  We  then  made  a  general  inspec- 
tion of  the  infected  animals.  Although  they  appeared  to  be  healthy 
and  in  excellent  condition,  they  are  undoubtedly  tuberculous  according 
to  the  reports  referred  to,  as  they  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test,  which 
is  generally  regarded  as  proof  positive  of  the  existence  of  tuberculosis; 
and  the  tubercle  bacilli  were  demonstrated  in  the  specimens  from  one  of 
the  two  cows,  so  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  discuss  the  question  of  their 
infection.  That  may  be  regarded  as  settled  in  the  affirmative.  The 
practical  question  now  before  us,  therefore,  is:  What  shall  be  done  with 
the  cows   anil   their  milk?     This  question   has  two   sides   to    it.   the   eco- 
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nomic  and   tho  humanitarian  and  sanitary.     We  will   consider  it  from 
both  points  of  view. 

1.  The  economic. — Some  high  authorities,  notably  Professor  Koch  of 
Berlin,  according  to  his  recent  address  to  the  British  Tuberculosis  Con- 
gress, and  the  eminent  American  Veterinarian,  Dr.  Edward  Moore,  the 
tuberculosis  of  cattle  is  not  transmissible  to  man.  Tins  position  is, 
however,  strongly  controverted,  and  the  weight  of  authority  is  to-day 
against  it.  For  myself,  I  have  always  doubted  the  transmission  of  the 
disease  to  the  human  through  the  milk  of  tuberculous  cows  whose  udders 
were  healthy.  All  are  agreed,  however,  that  milk,  even  if  infected,  can 
be  made  harmless  by  pasteurization,  and  the  meat  by  thorough  cooking, 
With  these  precautions,  therefore,  there  would  be  no  practical  danger 
in  continuing  the  use  of  the  infected  herd,  even  if  tuberculosis  were 
certainly  transmissible  from  them  to  the  patients. 

2.  The  humanitarian  and  sanitary. — Tuberculosis  is  the  greatest 
enemy  of  mankind.  No  trouble  or  expense  should  be  spared  to  prevent 
its  spread.  In  those  communities  in  which  there  has  been  the  greatest 
advance  in  the  practical  application  of  sanitary  science  it  is  the  rule 
to  forbid  the  sale  of  tuberculous  milk  and  meat  and  to  order  the  killing 
of  all  cattle  proved  to  be  infected  with  the  disease.  As  long  as  the 
weight  of  authority  continues  to  favor  this  course  that  is  undoubtedly 
sound  practice.  For  years  we  have  been  striving  to  educate  public 
opinion  in  the  State  up  to  an  appreciation  of  the  value  and  importance 
of  preventive  medicine.  If  the  State  should  deliberately,  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  saving  a  few  hundred  dollars,  refuse  to  follow  the  approved 
course  under  such  circumstances,  the  effect  upon  public  opinion  would 
be  bad,  and  the  cause  of  sanitation  injured.  Feeling  on  the  subject 
would  be  accentuated  by  the  fact  that  in  this  particular  instance  the 
State  stands  in  loco  parentis  to  the  patients,  the  insane  being  entirely 
irresponsible,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  children.  This  feeling 
would  be  more  intense  among  the  relatives  and  friends  who  in  all  con- 
fidence have  committed  their  stricken  loved  ones  to  the  fostering  care 
of  the  State.  Should  cases  of  consumption  develop  among  the  patients, 
as  they  will  surely  do  from  time  to  time  in  spite  of  all  precautions, 
many  relatives  would  almost  surely  attribute  them  to  the  use  of  the 
milk  from  the  tuberculous  cows  and  feel  aggrieved  at  the  management. 
Few  of  us  would  deliberately  set  before  our  own  children  milk  from  a 
cow  known  to  be  tuberculous,  whether  it  were  pasteurized  or  not,  and 
if  that  be  true  we  cannot  deny  that  there  would  be  grounds  for  com- 
plaint if  it  should  be  served  to  the  insane. 

Since  the  publication  of  Koch's  address,  investigators  the  world  over 
have  set  actively  to  work  to  settle  the  question  of  the  transmissibility 
of  bovine  tuberculosis  to  man.  In  view  of  this  fact  it  might  be  thought 
advisable  to  hold  the  infected  cows  until  it  is  settled,  but  this  cannot 
be  done  in  a  day.  and  before  a  certain  conclusion,  which  after  all  might 
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be  unfavorable,  will  have  been  reached,  the  cows  will  consume  in  food 
more  than  enough  to  replace  them  with  sound  cattle. 

Considering  the  subject  in  all  its  aspects  I  would  respectfully  rec- 
ommend : 

1.  That  all  infected  cattle  be  killed. 

2.  That  the  stable  occupied  by  them  be  thoroughly  disinfected  by 
spraying  with  a  1-1000  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  and  white- 
washing, and  be  used  for  other  purposes. 

3.  That  the  uninfected  cattle  be  moved  to  new  quarters;  that  they  be 
tested  every  two  or  three  months  with  tuberculin,  and  that  every  animal 
reacting  be  promptly  slaughtered.

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  a  request  from  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital  to  investigate  as  soon  as  practicable  a  limited  outbreak 
of  typhoid  fever  in  and  near  the  institution  in  order,  if  possible,  to 
check  promptly  what  might  grow  into  a  serious  epidemic  of  that  dis- 
ease, we  anticipated  somewhat  our  usual  biennial  inspection  and  visited 
the  Hospital  on  July  22d,  spending  two  days  there. 

The  Typhoid  Fever. 

We  took  up  first  the  consideration  of  the  fever  problem.  The  facts 
we  learned  from  the  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Physicians  were: 
The  first  case  occurred  June  20th  and  the  last  began  about  July  15th, 
one  week  before  our  arrival.  The  total  number  of  cases  was  six.  Of 
this  number  two  were  patients,  one  male  and  one  female,  and  one  a 
nurse  in  the  Hospital;  and  three,  including  the  first  case,  were  in  a 
row  of  private  residences  on  a  ridge  just  beyond  the  public  road  run- 
ning by  the  north-eastern  side  of  the  Hospital  and  about  three  hundred 
yards  distant.  As  you  are  aware,  these  houses  are  not  in  any  way 
connected  with  the  Hospital.  Of  the  three  cases  belonging  to  the  insti- 
tution, two,  the  male  patient  and  the  nurse,  were  exposed  to  outside 
influences,  including  drinking  water  possibly  from  the  infected  wells 
of  the  private  houses  referred  to,  especially  one  near  the  bain,  while 
of  the  three  on  the  ridge,  one,  a  visitor  from  a  neighboring  town  where 
the  disease  was  very  prevalent,  we  feel  quite  sure  brought  it  with  her. 
According  to  bacteriological  examinations  made  a  short  time  before  our 
visit  in  the  biological  laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on 
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application  of  Dr.  Murphy  through  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  the  main  water  supply  of  the  Hospital  from  the  mountain 
was  pure,  that  from  the  bored  or  gang-wells  contained  bacteria,  which, 
while  innocent  in  themselves,  showed  contamination  from  the  surface. 
As  this  demonstrated  a  connection  between  the  surface  and  the  water 
of  these  wells,  and  therefore  a  constant  danger  of  infection  with  dis- 
ease germs,  this  supply  had,  very  wisely  we  think,  been  cut  off  before 
our  arrival.  All  the  wells  on  the  ridge  referred  to  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  the  colon  bacilli,  which  means  that  they  had  been  con- 
taminated by  the  bowel  discharges  of  man  or  animals.  The  manage- 
ment of  the  Hospital  is,  of  course,  not  responsible  for  these  wells. 
So  much  for  the  water  supplies. 

Previous  to  the  thorough  and  elaborate  study  of  typhoid  fever  in  our 
army  during  the  Spanish  war  by  a  commission  of  three  distinguished 
experts  in  this  line  of  work  appointed  by  the  Surgeon-General  of  the 
army,  the  generally  accepted  opinion  in  the  medical  profession  was  that 
the  germs  of  typhoid  fever  were  introduced  into  the  system  almost 
solely  through  the  medium  of  drinking  water.  According  to  the  re- 
port of  the  commission,  however,  another  means  of  conveyance  was  the 
common  house  fly,  which,  picking  up  the  germs  on  its  feet  by  crawling 
over  the  bowel  discharges  in  the  pits,  afterwards  deposited  them  on  the 
food  in  the  kitchen  and  mess  tents.  A  fly  with  white  powder  on  his 
legs  was  seen  soon  after  the  liming  of  the  pits  in  the  act  of  crawling 
over  the  food.  As  the  typhoid  bacilli  are  present  in  myriads  in  the 
dejections  of  those  affected  with  the  disease,  and  are  also  present  in  the 
bowels  of  convalescents  and  often  of  persons  who  are  immune  to  the 
disease  themselves,  this  method  of  transmission  at  once  appeals  to  our 
common  sense.  Having  this  in  mind  we  inquired  as  to  the  surface 
privies,  and  learned  that  there  were  three  on  the  grounds,  a  fourth 
having  been  burned  by  order  of  the  Superintendent  a  few  days  before. 
These  wTere  necessary  conveniences  for  the  workmen  and  for  the  pa- 
tients having  outside  liberty.  If  every  user  would  immediately  cover 
completely  with  dry  earth  or  lime  his  excrement,  such  privies  would,  if 
not  too  near  a  well  or  spring,  be  practically  free  from  danger;  but  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  it  seems  impossible  to  have  this  done  even  by  those 
in  entire  possession  of  their  faculties,  and  of  course  it  could  not  be 
expected  of  the  alienated.  An  inspection  of  these  privies  showed  the 
one  near  the  women's  building  and  the  one  at  the  barn  to  be  in  good 
condition,  but  the  one  towards  the  road  showed  a  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  frequenters  to  use  the  dry  earth,  and  while  it  was  no  worse  than 
such  places  generally  are,  we  suggested  its  abolition,  and  it  wTas  burned 
at  once. 

There  was  no  reason  to  suspect  the  milk  supply. 

Inasmuch  as  two  of  the  three  Hospital  cases  were  subject  to  outside 
influences,  the  problem,  so  far  as  the  institution  is  concerned,  relates 
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only  to  the  female  patient.  How  she  contracted  the  disease  is  a  ques- 
tion we  admit  our  inability  to  answer.  It  may  have  been  a  fly  from 
the  surface  privies,  but  we  do  not  know.  Typhoid  fever  is  a  disease 
which  is  constantly  occurring  throughout  our  whole  country  in  a  great 
many  instances  without  any  demonstrable  cause,  and  in  so  large  a 
population  as  that  of  the  Hospital  occasional  cases  may  be  expected 
from  time  to  time.  We  feel  sure,  however,  that  there  is  no  source  of 
infection  generally  applicable  to  the  patients. 

The  General  Inspection. 

A  rather  more  careful  inspection  than  usual  of  the  Hospital  and 
premises  revealed  nothing  except  the  surface  privies  already  referred  to 
that  could  be  criticised  from  the  sanitary  point  of  view.  We  found 
everything,  both  inside  and  out,  in  an  excellent  condition.  But  we 
think  it  would  be  wise  to  abolish  absolutely  all  surface  privies  on  the 
grounds  and  to  substitute  water  closets  at  suitable  points. 

There  is  one  matter,  however,  that  we  beg  to  call  to  your  attention, 
and  that  is  tbe  water  supply.  The  source  of  the  supply,  Black  Fox 
Creek,  is  simply  ideal  with  its  remote,  heavily  wooded,  uninhabited 
water-shed  in  the  mountains,  and  the  quantity,  according  to  the  meas- 
urements of  the  stream  made  by  the  engineer,  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions of  rain-fall,  is  sufficient  for  the  present  population,  but  in  a  time 
of  severe  drought  there  would  not  be  water  enough  even  now.  Owing 
to  the  demonstration  of  the  contamination  from  the  surface  of  the 
gang-wells,  which  have  hitherto  been  used  to  supplement  the  mountain 
supply,  it  is  no  longer  desirable  to  use  that  water,  so  that  the  supply 
is  limited  to  Black  Fox  Creek.  When  the  population  is  increased  by 
250,  as  it  will  be.  we  were  informed,  when  the  women's  building  is 
finished,  there  will  not  be  water  enough.  As  we  have  said  in  former 
reports,  the  greatest  abundance  of  pure  water,  200  gallons  per  patient, 
is  a  sine  qua  non  in  the  proper  administration  of  such  institutions  as 
yours.  We  would  therefore  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  making 
additional  provision  in  this  respect  as  soon  as  practicable.  We  were 
pleased  to  learn  from  the  Superintendent  that  your  honorable  board 
had  already  taken  steps  to  utilize  Long  Creek,  and  particularly  that 
you  had  purchased  practically  all  its  water-shed,  for  you  must  own 
it  to  insure  it  against  contamination.  We  investigated  this  creek  on 
our  last  visit  and  were  greatly  pleased  with  it,  considering  it,  now  that 
you  own  the  water-shed,  equally  as  good  as  Black  Fox  and  more  abun- 
dant. Drawing  upon  the  two  streams  your  institution  will  have  a 
water  supply  which  for  both  quality  and  quantity  will  be  beyond  criti- 
cism.

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In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  full  oppor- 
tunities for  investigation  afforded  and  the  courtesies'  extended  by  the 
management.

state  hospital  for  the  colored  ixsaxe,  at  goldsboro. 

The  Board  of  Directors, 

State  Hospital  for  the  Colored  Insane,  at  G.oldsboro. 

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned,  committee  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  have  carefully  inspected  the  Hospital  at  Goldsboro.  The  gen- 
eral condition  of  the  institution  is  good  and  reflects  credit  upon  the 
Superintendent  and  his  subordinates.  There  are,  however,  some  imper- 
fections of  the  institution  which  are  worthy  of  notice: 

Water  Supply. 

The  main  water  supply  for  baths,  etc.,  is  received  from  a  branch  by 
gravitation  into  a  reservoir,  from  which  it  is  pumped  into  the  building. 
It  is  not  intended  for  drinking  water,  but  insane  persons  have  access 
to  it.  There  is  no  filter  for  this  water,  which  is  not  very  clear  ordi- 
narily and  is  sometimes  muddy,  and  always  liable  to  contamination 
from  the  open  branch  and  unprotected  water-sheds.  If  this  water  was 
filtered  it  would  supply  a  good  drinking  water,  and  would  be  better  for 
all  purposes. 

The  drinking  water  is  obtained  from  a  surface  well  said  to  be  twenty 
feet  deep.  This  well  is  very  close  to  a  horse  stable  on  the  same  level, 
and  between  it  and  the  main  building  is  a  low  spot  of  surface  which 
is  likely  to  collect  impurities  in  dangerous  proximity.  We  are  in- 
formed that  the  management  has  repeatedly  had  examinations,  chemi- 
cal and  bacteriological,  made  of  this  water,  and  that  it  always  proves 
to  be  of  good  quality.  This  may  be  from  the  fact  of  the  thick  surface 
clay  and  also  from  the  gravel  stratum  at  the  intake,  which  extends  from 
the  river-bed  near  by.  We  deem  it  advisable  to  place  a  filter  in  posi- 
tion for  the  purification  of  the  main  supply  referred  to  already. 

Sewerage. 

In  the  sewerage  system  some  of  the  closets  are  imperfect  and  are 
capable  of  containing  fecal  discharges  left  in  reach  of  the  insane,  who 
may  (and  we  are  informed  sometimes  do)  thrust  their  hands  therein. 
It  would  be  better  if  these  were  replaced  by  the  automatic  flushing 
closets,  some  of  which  are  in  the  institution  and  are  not  objectionable 
on  the  grounds  stated. 
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Tuberculosis. 

Lastly,  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  tuberculous  patients  are 
not  separated  from  the  other  inmates.  The  mortality  of  this  institu- 
tion from  all  causes  is  not  high,  but  about  thirty-five  per  cent,  of  recent 
deaths  reported  are  from  tuberculosis,  besides  a  large  per  cent,  of 
chronic  bowel  diseases,  some  of  which  were  probably  tuberculous. 
This  disease  is  contagious,  and  as  the  insane  subjects  of  it  cannot  be  so 
controlled  as  to  prevent  expectoration  against  the  walls  and  on  the 
floors,  they  are  even  more  dangerous  than  the  sane.  Some  means 
should  be  devised  to  separate  them  from  the  non-infected.  If  a  sepa- 
rate apartment  cannot  be  provided,  we  recommend  that  one  end  of  a 
ward  be  divided  off  so  as  to  effect  separation.

Dear  Doctor: — As  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Eastern 
State  Hospital  I  have  succeeded  in  inaugurating  a  movement  the  object 
of  which  is  to  subject  every  insane  negro  in  the  Goldsboro  Asylum  and 
those  who  shall  be  sent  there  in  future  to  a  most  thorough  investi- 
gation to  see  whether  or  not  they  are  tuberculous,  and,  if  so,  to  separate 
him  or  her  from  all  other  Asylum  inmates  as  effectually  and  completely 
as  if  we  were  dealing  with  small-pox  or  any  other  equally  contagious 
disease.  Those  suspected  of  being  infected  will  be  placed  in  an  apart- 
ment for  suspects  until  their  proper  place  can  be  positively  deter- 
mined. We  propose  to  keep  the  most  painstaking  record  of  all  that  is 
done  or  observed,  not  only  that  we  may  the  better  protect  the  unfortu- 
nates that  have  been  committed  to  our  care,  but  that  we  may  possibly 
impress  some  well  known  truths  upon  our  State  at  large.  We  are  led 
to  take  this  step  just  at  this  time  because,  while  the  mortality  from 
other  causes  i-  much  lower  than  that  of  any  like  institution  of  which  I 
have  any  knowledge,  our  deaths  from  tuberculosis  are  painfully  frequent; 
indeed,  covering  a  very  large  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  that  occur  in  the 
institution.  Another  reason  for  an  effort  just  at  this  time  is  that  for- 
mal complaints  by  many  who  are  entitled  to  opinion  have  been  made 
to  me  that  the  discharged  insane  are  serving  as  foci  of  tubercular 
infection  in  the  several  sections  to  which  discharged  patients  have 
been  returned.  While  the  complaint  is  eminently  proper,  and  we  are 
thankful  for  the  information,  it  is  unfair  to  charge  the  ({oldsboro 
Asylum,  for  it  is  well  known,  or  should  be,  that  a   large  proportion  of 
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the  mentally  unsound  have  heretofore  died  of  consumption,  it  matters 
not  where  they  have  been  or  how  favorably  they  may  have  been  situated. 
The  object  of  this  writing  is  to  secure  the  sympathy  and  approval  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  suggestions  from  it  from  time  to  time 
as  to  the  wisest,  most  econmical  and  humane  way  to  save  not  only 
the  insane  negroes  but  the  State  at  large  from  this  ever  increasing 
source  of  tubercular  infection. 

I  will  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you.

Gentlemen: — Representing  the  State  Board  of  Health  I  have  made 
a  sanitary  inspection  of  the  institution  under  your  care,  and  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  report: 

On  the  whole  the  sanitary  conditions  are  good,  but  I  think  they 
could  be  materially  improved  in  two  respects: 

The  surface  privy  for  general  use,  while  apparently  as  well  cared 
for  as  conveniences  of  that  character  can  be,  should  be  abolished  and 
modern  water-closets  substituted.  I  realize  the  lack  of  means  at  your 
command,  but  as  a  water  supply  and  sewer  connections  have  already 
been  installed  this  improvement  could  be  made  at  small  expense. 

I  noted  a  case  of  consumption  in  one  of  the  general  wards  of  the  hos- 
pital. As  consumption  is  an  infectious  disease  this  condition  of  affairs 
should  be  remedied  by  providing  a  small  ward,  or  at  least  a  special 
room,  for  cases  of  this  class. 

I    was   pleased   to    see  that   a   comfortable    new    dormitory    had    been 
erected   since   our    last   inspection   and   to   observe   the   general    air    of 
comfort   and   contentment   on  the  part   of  the   old   veterans   under   the 
kindly  management  of  Captain  Brooks  and  his  estimable  wife.

central  prison  and  department  of  the  criminal  insane. 

Board  of  Directors, 

State's  Prison. 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,   a   committee   from   the   State   Board 
of   Health,    in    compliance    with    the    act    in    relation    to    the    Board    of 
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Health,  have  made  a  sanitary  inspection  of  the  Central  Prison  and  are 
glad  to  report  that  we  found  it  in  good  condition. 

We  also  inspected  the  Department  for  the  Criminal  Insane.  While 
that  portion  of  the  Penitentiary  set  apart  for  this  class  of  unfortunates 
is  not  perhaps  an  ideal  structure  for  the  purpose,  it  nevertheless  seems 
to  be  fairly  well  arranged  and  to  answer  very  well.  It  was  generally 
in  good  condition,  but  the  floors  of  the  water-closets  and  bath-rooms 
should  be  improved.  At  present  they  are  of  ordinary  plank  of  rather 
inferior  quality,  and  therefore  of  a  character  to  absorb  water  and  filth. 
They  should  be  replaced  with  cement. 

The  heating  system  in  use  we  understand  is  not  satisfactory.  The 
mere  statement  of  the  fact  we  feel  sure  constitutes  a  sufficient  appeal 
to  your  sense  of  justice  and  humanity  to  secure  a  correction  of  the 
defects  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

state  convict  farms. 

Board  of  Directors, 

State's  Prison. 

Gentlemen: — Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  on  December  12  I  visited  the  Caledonia  State  Farms  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  biennial  inspection  in  accordance  with  section  3 
of  the  Health  Law. 

The  water  supply  of  both  the  camps  is  from  driven  wells  about  thirty 
feet  deep,  four  at  each  camp,  with  one  well  at  Camp  No.  1  eighty  feet 
deep.  I  was  informed  by  Captain  C.  J.  Rhem  of  Camp  No.  2,  and  Cap- 
tain C.  N.  Christian  of  Camp  No.  1,  that  the  water  from  all  these  had 
been  analyzed  and  found  good  with  the  exception  of  the  well  in  the 
wash  and  bath-room  of  Camp  No.  1,  which  was  pronounced  bad.  Said 
well  is,  however,  still  in  use  for  washing  and  bathing  purposes. 

The  health  of  the  camps  during  the  last  two  years  has  been  good. 
At  Camp  No.  1.  with  an  average  population  of  135.  there  have  been 
six  (6)  deaths  during  the  past  twelve  months — four  (4)  from  tuber- 
culosis, one   ( 1 )  from  Uraemia  and  one   ( 1 )   from  hemorrhage. 

At  Camp  No.  2,  with  an  average  population  of  140,  there  have  been 
two  (2)  deaths  during  the  past  twelve  months — one  (1)  from  tuber- 
culosis and  one  (1)   from  malarial  fever. 

At  Camp  No.  1  during  the  past  year  they  have  had  one  hundred  and 
eighty-nine  (189)  cases  of  chills  (intermittent  malarial  fever)  and 
twelve   (12)   cases  of  what  is  put  down  as  malarial  fever. 
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At  Camp  No.  2  they  have  had  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (179) 
eases  of  chills  and  ten  (10)  eases  of  malarial  fever.  They  have  had 
no  typhoid  fever  or  malignant  forms  of  malarial  fever  at  either  tamp. 

Tlie  above  record  was  furnished  me  by  Dr.  F.  M.  Register,  the  phy- 
sician to  the  camps,  whom  1  had  the  pleasure  of  meet  inn',  who  was  very 
courteous  and  seems  to  be  very  efficient.  I  also  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  prompt  attention  and  courtesy  shown  me  during  my  visit  by  both 
Superintendents — Captains  C.  J.  Rhem  and  C.  N.  Christian. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  camps  seems  to  be  about  as 
good  as  the  means  at  the  command  of  the  Superintendents  and  the 
character  of  the  buildings  will  allow.  There  arc,  however,  notwith- 
standing tin'  good  bill  of  health,  some  matters  which  merit  attention. 

The  camps  are  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  vast  open  field,  and  there  are 
few  shade  trees  about  them  and  no  fruit  orchards  have  been  planted  to 
furnish  fruit  to  the  convicts.  The  buildings  used  by  the  convicts  are 
not  ideal,  but  in  our  climate  will,  with  certain  comparatively  inexpen- 
sive changes,  answer  the  purpose  very  well.  I  refer  to  the  floors  with 
the  large  cracks  filled  with  dirt,  and  the  arrangement  of  the  bunks,  the 
lowest  tier  being  so  near  the  floor  that  they  cannot  be  swept  or  scoured 
under. 

The  privy  arrangement  for  night  use  in  the  dormitories — two  iron 
hoppers  emptying  through  holes  in  the  floor  into  tubs  beneath — is  per- 
haps as  good  an  arrangement  as  can  be  made  without  a  water  supply, 
but  it  might  be  somewhat  improved.  While  the  tubs  are  emptied  every 
morning  and  cleaned,  and  although  the  bowls  and  tubs  had  been  freshly 
limed  at  the  time  of  my  visit  and  it  was  apparent  that  efforts  had  been 
made  to  keep  them  clean,  the  odor  in  the  dormitories  attested  their 
presence.  This  odor  must,  of  course,  be  more  offensive  at  night.  The 
free  use  of  copperas,  which  is  very  cheap,  in  the  tubs,  or  even  a  scoop- 
ful  of  dry  earth  after  every  evacuation,  and  tight-fitting  covers  to  the 
hoppers,  would  greatly  relieve  the  situation. 

The  convict  dining-rooms  are  clean  except  the  floors,  which  are 
in  the  same  condition  as  those  in  the  dormitories.  They  are  not  prop- 
erly heated.  The  stove  in  the  rear  end  is  not  sufficient  for  a  room 
90x30  feet. 

In  the  guards'  mess-rooms,  where  some  of  them  have  to  remain  on  duty 
all  night  guarding  the  convicts  in  the  dormitories,  there  is  nothing  in 
the  way  of  furniture  which  can  contribute  to  comfort. 

The  floors  throughout  the  main  buildings  are  in  an  unsanitary  con- 
dition, and  it  is  impossible  to  clean  them. 

The  hospitals  are  the  same  in  size  and  construction  at  each  camp, 
30x42  feet,  ceiled  on  sides  and  overhead,  are  well  lighted,  ventilated 
and  heated  by  stoves.  No  provision  has  been  made  for  separating  the 
infectious  from  the  non-infectious  cases,  and  the  floors  are  like  those 
of  the  dormitories,  bad.     They  have  the  same  style  of  privy  bowls  and 
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tubs  found  in  the  dormitories.  There  are  no  bath-rooms  and  no  means 
of  bathing  a  patient  except  by  the  ordinary  wooden  tub.  The  hospitals 
arc  clean  except  the  floors,  and  there  is  no  bad  odor.  In  the  hospital 
at  Camp  Xo.  1  the  beds  are  iron,  no  springs,  and  straw  mattresses. 
At  Camp  Xo.  2  the  beds  are  wooden  bunks,  with  shuck  mattresses. 

The  wash-room  at  Camp  Xo.  1  is  in  bad  condition  and  has  no  floor. 
It  is  situated  under  the  north-east  end  of  the  main  building,  on  the 
ground.  The  water  is  supplied  to  it  from  a  well,  which  has  been  shown 
by  analysis  to  be  bad. 

The  dairy  at  Camp  Xo.  2  is  too  small,  and  is  poorly  appointed  for 
the  purpose  intended.  It  is  clean.  The  dairy  at  Camp  Xo.  1  is  even 
smaller  than  the  one  at  Camp  Xo.  2,  it  being  the  old  dairy  used  by  the 
overseer  on  the  farm  before  the  occupation  by  the  State.     It  is  clean. 

In  each  stockade  there  is  an  open  privy  used  by  the  inmates  in  the 
day.  These  are  in  the  form  of  the  ordinary  country  privies,  but  have 
the  wooden  tubs  underneath,  said  tubs,  like  those  in  the  dormitories, 
being  removed  once  a  day,  cleaned  and  limed. 

Both  camps  are  lighted  at  night  with  kerosene  oil  lamps.  There  is 
no  arrangement  at  either  camp  to  successfully  combat  fires,  should  they 


occur. 


There  is  no  building  at  either  camp  suitable  for  the  women  convicts. 
Those  at  Camp  Xo.  2  are  quartered  in  a  loft  over  a  barn  outside  the 
stockade.     This  place  is  poorly  lighted,  and  at  best  a  make-shift. 

The  windows  of  nearly  all  the  buildings  are  screened  with  wire 
gauze.  The  doors,  however,  have  been  neglected.  Along  the  river 
banks  I  noticed  many  pools  or  lagoons  left  in  excavations  in  building 
the   dam.     These   furnish   ideal   places   for   the   Anopheles   mosquito   to 

breed. 

Suggestions. 

1  would  respectfully  urge  the  following: 

1.  That  a  water  tank  be  erected  at  both  camps,  with  the  necessary 
water  pipes,  plumbing  and  sewerage,  closets,  etc.  The  water  could  be 
pumped  into  these  tanks  by  the  gasoline  engines,  of  which  there  is  one 
at  each  camp. 

2.  That  the  floors  be  torn  out  of  the  main  buildings  and  hospitals, 
concrete  or  cement  floors  be  put  in  to  replace  them,  and  that  instead 
of  the  privy  arrangements  now  in  use  in  said  hospitals  and  buildings 
that  water-closets,  connected  with  proper  sewerage,  be  built  to  replace 
them.  Failing  this,  I  would  recommend  requiring  the  convicts  to  cover 
immediately  their  evacuations  with  dry  earth,  an  abundant  supply  of 
which,  witli  a  scoop,  should  be  kept  on  hand. 

3.  That  good  bath-rooms  be  erected  and  provided  with  a  sufficient 
number  of  shower-baths,  instead  of  the  half-barrels  now  in  use,  and 
that  the  convicts  be   required  to  bathe   certainly  as   often  as   twice   a 
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week.  By  the  use  of  these  shower-baths  a  much  larger  number  can  be 
bathed  in  the  same  length  of  time  with  less  water,  and  they  are  cleaner. 
Also,  that  the  driven  well  in  the  wash-room  at  Camp  No.  1  be  taken  up 
at  once  and  water  obtained  from  some  purer  source. 

4.  That  provision  be  made  to  separate  the  infectious  cases  from  the 
non-infectious,  especially  the  tuberculous  cases.  Also,  that  a  good  long 
bath-tub  be  placed  in  each  hospital,  and  that  iron  furniture,  beds  with 
springs  and  better  mattresses  be  obtained  to  replace  those  in  use  at 
present. 

5.  That  the  bunks  in  the  dormitories  be  replaced  by  others,  so  con- 
structed that  the  floor  may  be  swept  and  scoured  under  them.  That 
better  furniture  be  placed  in  the  guard-room. 

6.  That  a  good  dairy  be  built  at  Camp  No.  1,  and  the  one  at  Camp 
No.  2  be  enlarged  and  that  both  be  furnished  with  the  necessary  uten- 
sils for  properly  handling  the  milk. 

7.  That  a  building  be  erected  at  either  camp  for  the  women  convicts. 
The  one  now  in  use  at  Camp  No.  2  is  unsuitable  for  them. 

8.  That  an  electric  plant  be  erected  in  order  to  properly  light  both 
camps  with  a  minimum  risk  of  fire,  and  the  ability  to  light  up  the 
whole  camp  at  once  in  case  of  alarm.  Also,  that  a  fruit  orchard  be 
planted  to  furnish  the  convicts  with  this  much  needed  article  of  diet. 

9.  That  screen  doors  be  placed  on  all  the  sleeping  apartments  for  con- 
victs and  guards  in  order  to  exclude  mosquitoes,  and  that  the  lagoons 
along  the  dam  or  levee  on  the  river  bank  be  drained,  if  possible,  or 
treated  in  the  spring,  summer  and  autumn  with  kerosene  oil,  in  order 
to  kill  the  larvae  of  mosquitoes  and  thus  diminish  the  malaria,  which 
is  by  far  the  most  prevalent  disease  which  afflicts  the  camps.

CONVICT    CAMP    NEAR    DOVER. 

To  the  Chairman  Board  of  Dihectous, 

North  Carolina  State's  Prison. 

The  undersigned,  representing  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of 
Health,  appointed  to  report  upon  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Golds- 
boro  Lumber  Co.  Convict  Camp  in  Jones  county,  begs  leave  to  submit 
the  following: 

This  camp  has  occupied  its  present  location  since  June,  1901,  and  thus 
been  the  prison-house  at  night  for-  fifty  to  fifty-five  convicts  for  these 
eighteen  months. 

The  enclosure  affords  less  than  250  feet  of  space  for  each   prisoner. 
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It  is  without  any  plan  of  ventilation,  and  may  not  be  ventilated  save 
through  cracks  that  may  be  in  the  one-inch  plank  walls,  except  when 
the  nights  are  warm  enough  to  permit  the  doors  at  each  end  of  the 
building  to  remain  open. 

The  roof  of  tarred  paper  appears  old  and  patched,  and  I  am  told 
leaks  slightly  in  a  few  places.  The  inner  surface  of  the  walls  is  fairly 
clean,  and  shows  repeated  applications  of  whitewash. 

The  platform  upon  which  these  fifty  or  more  men  sleep  is  built 
throughout  the  centre  of  this  long  building,  and  the  bedding  is  so  arranged 
thereon  that  they  sleep  in  two  rows,  one  on  either  side  of  the  centre 
line,  head  to  head  down  the  whole  line.  Certainly  a  better  arrange- 
ment would  be  to  have  half  the  beds  near  either  side  wall,  so  that  the 
air  the  convicts  breathe  may  be  less  polluted  with  the  products  of 
immediate  exhalation. 

The  kidney  and  bowel  excretions  are  passed  into  zinc-plated  iron 
buckets.  The  former  is  said  to  be  emptied  each  morning,  the  latter 
as  soon  as  passed,  each  into  "sinks"  fifty  yards  distant.  An  effort  at 
disinfection  of  sinks  and  buckets  by  free  and  daily  application  of  lime 
is  said  to  be  practiced. 

The  drinking  water  is  procured  from  a  driven  pump  said  to  be  twenty 
feet  deep,  penetrating  through  clay  and  sand;  however,  the  liquid  waste 
from  the  kitchens  and  the  black,  filthy  water  from  clothes  washings  of 
all  these  men  flow  lazily  down  a  small  ditch  leading  by  and  within 
four  feet  of  the  pump.  A  more  unsanitary  condition  could  not  be  more 
perfectly  arranged. 

Notwithstanding  these  facts,  the  health  of  the  prisoners,  officers  and 
guards  is.  and  it  is  claimed  has  been,  remarkably  good.  I  was  assured 
that  not  a  single  day's  work  had  been  lost  on  account  of  sickness  during 
the  last  several  months.  The  general  condition  of  the  prisoners,  as 
far  as  I  am  able  to  determine,  is  fine,  and  they  expressed  entire  satis- 
faction at  the  quantity,  variety  and  preparation  of  their  food.

convict  camps  in  mitchell  county. 

Board  of  Directors, 

State's  Prison. 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  instructions  from  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  I  visited  on  October  24th  and  25th  the  convict  camps  in 
Mitchell  county,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

Sink  Hole  Camp,  No.  7,  is  situated  on  Toe  river.  Mitchell  county, 
about   five  miles   from   Bakersville,   and  is  in  charge  of   Captain   J.    II. 
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Lashley  as  Supervisor,  and  Dr.  F.  H.  Gilreath,  Physician.  Boone  Ford 
Camp,  No.  8,  is  about  five  miles  up  the  river  from  this  point,  and  is  in 
charge  of  Major  J.  H.  Mclver  as  Supervisor  and  Dr.  F.  H.  Gilreath, 
Physician.  These  camps  arc  at  work  on  a  railroad  which  is  being  built 
along  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  are  within  a  few  feet  of  the  water's 
edge  at  the  foot  of  high  mountains  and  precipitous  hills.  In  some 
respects  the  situation  is  an  ideal  one  for  such,  a  camp,  and  in  other 
respects  it  is  not  desirable.  The  facilities  for  drainage  and  bathing  are 
offset  by  frequent  fogs  and  a  lack  of  the  full  amount  of  sunshine.  The 
first  camp  is  rather  cramped  for  room,  but  the  second  is  somewhat  more 
favorably  situated,  being  in  a  more  open  flat. 

As  the  camps  are  to  be  moved  frequently,  as  the  work  progresses,  the 
buildings  arc  rather  rude  and  temporary  in  their  character,  but  are 
comfortable  and  conform  to  the  requirements  of  sanitation  as  far  as 
practicable  under  the  circumstances.  The  buildings,  as  I  saw  them, 
were  for  summer  use.  They  are  to  be  moved  very  soon  and  will  be 
built  more  closely  for  winter  use.  Ventilation  is  ample,  fresh  air  being 
admitted  by  openings  in  the  sides  and  foul  air  passing  out  through  open 
ventilators  on  the  dome  of  the  roof.  I  drop  a  caution  here  as  to  ven- 
tilation during  the  winter.  It  will  be  very  cold  in  those  mountains, 
and  it  is  so  easy  to  secure  warmth  at  the  expense  of  ventilation. 

The  quarters,  as  they  are  called,  are  houses  20x130  feet,  with  an 
average  height  of  12  feet,  each  sheltering  about  175  convicts.  The 
bunks  are  arranged  in  a  double  row  down  the  centre  and  are  two  tiers 
high.  The  beds  are  home-made  and  the  bed-clothing  ample.  The  other 
buildings,  commissary,  kitchen,  dining-room,  dispensary,  employees' 
shanties,  etc.,  are  arranged  on  one  side  of  these  quarters. 

The  water  used  for  drinking  and  cooking  at  Camp  No.  7  is  pure 
spring  water  brought  to  the  premises  a  short  distance  by  pipe.  The 
drinking  and  cooking  water  at  Camp  No.  8  is  furnished  by  a  well,  so 
located  as  not  to  be  in  danger  of  contamination  by  camp  drainage.  The 
water  for  laundry  and  bathing  purposes  at  each  camp  is  taken  from  the 
river. 

The  food,  while  not  such  as  would  appeal  very  strongly  to  an  epicure, 
is  ample,  well  cooked,  and,  with  one  exception,  of  sufficient  variety  to 
conform  to  the  established  rules  of  dietetics.  The  meat  used  is  mainly 
fat-back.  While  this  is  first-class  of  its  kind,  it  ought  to  be  mixed 
occasionally  with  some  form  of  lean  meat  to  bring  about  the  best  re- 
sults. Beef  is  occasionally  served,  but  I  would  recommend  that  some 
form  of  lean  meat  be  given  not  less  than  once  a  week. 

The  camp  is  so  located  that  the  drainage  flows  off  into  the  river.  The 
quarters  are  kept  clean  and  freshly  limed  every  day.  No  foul  odors 
were  noticeable.  The  yards  are  also  cleaned  up  daily  and  a  liberal 
supply  of  lime  used.  The  privies  are  located  between  the  quarters  and 
the  river,  and  large  tubs  are  used  for  vaults.     These  are  emptied  daily 
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into  the  river.  For  the  night  soil  open  metal  vessels,  one  for  each  man, 
arc  used,  which  as  soon  as  used  are  limed,  carried  out  and  emptied  into 
the  river. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  men  is  looked  after,  and  they  are  required  to 
bathe  and  change  clothing  at  regular  intervals.  The  clothing  is  ample 
and  changed  according  to  season. 

The  health  of  the  camps  has  been  reasonably  good.  There  have  been 
no  epidemics.  Not  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  has  occurred  among  the 
convicts,  but  one  or  two  among  the  employees.  Just  now  at  Camp  No. 
7  there  is  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  sickness,  which  is  mostly  of 
a  diarrhoea!  nature.  Right  here  1  learned  the  interesting  fact  that 
convicts  can  bring  about  frequent  movements  of  the  bowels  by  their 
going  aside  for  this  purpose,  very  often  as  an  excuse  to  escape  work. 
At  this  camp,  No.  7,  there  were  six  or  eight  in  bed  and  more  in  hospital 
not  confined  to  bed.  At  Camp  No.  8  there  were  none  in  bed  and  but  six 
or  eight  in  hospital.  Both  camps  are  practically  under  the  same  man- 
agement, have  the  same  clothing,  same  fare  and  have  the  same  physi- 
cian. Twice  the  amount  of  sickness  in  one  camp  than  in  the  other 
would  naturally  arouse  the  suspicion  that  there  was  some  local  trouble 
about  the  camp  to  account  for  it.  But  none  was  found,  and  the  true 
reason  found  in  the  fact  that  the  men  at  Camp  No.  8  were  a  picked  set, 
while  the  other  camp  contained  many  weaklings  and  boys  not  able  to 
resist  disease. 

The  sick  at  each  camp  are  attended  to  in  a  hospital  12x28  feet,  apart 
from  the  main  quarters.  At  No.  8  this  accommodation  is  ample;  at 
No.  7,  where  there  is  more  sickness,  room  is  not  quite  adequate. 
There  should  be  room  for  at  least  twelve  beds,  and  no  sick  man  should 
be  compelled  to  remain  in  quarters  for  lack  of  room  in  hospital. 

While  for  general  use  lime  is  sufficient  for  disinfection,  I  would 
advise  for  hospital  use  some  quicker  disinfectant,  as  chlorinated  lime. 

My  parting  recommendation  is,  be  certain  that  every  convict  and 
employee  is  vaccinated. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  state  that  my  visit  was  entirely  unexpected. 
There  is  no  such  thing  there  as  seeing  a  visitor  afar  off.  Dropping 
down  those  hills  on  the  banks  of  Toe  river  is  the  next  thing  to  drop- 
ping from  the  clouds.  1  saw  things  as  they  exist  every  day.  I  ac- 
knowledge with  thanks  the  courtesies  and  facilities  extended  by  those 
in  charge  of  the  camps,  Captain  J.  H.  Lashley,  Major  J.  II.  Mclver  and 
Dr.  F.  H.  Gilreatb,  and  to  express  my  decided  opinion  that  the  health 
of  the  camps  i>  in  painstaking,  efficient  hands.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  I  made  a  visit  of  inspection  to  the  convict  camp  near  Wilkes- 
boro,  N.  C,  on  December  10,  1902,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

My  visit  to  the  camp  was  at  an  inopportune  time,  as  it  had  been 
moved  to  its  present  location  only  two  days  before.  Everything  was 
not  shaped  up  as  they  will  soon  be,  but  my  visit,  as  an  inspection,  was 
very  satisfactory,  as  it  required  no  close  scrutiny  to  discover  the  prac- 
tical results  of  attention  to  sanitary  matters.  If  it  be  true  that  "the 
proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  chewing  of  the  bag,"  then  I  might  sum 
up  my  entire  report  in  these  words:  there  were  fifty-one  men  in  camp 
and  not  one  on  the  sick  list.  There  has  been  no  fever  or  pneumonia  or 
any  other  sickness  of  consequence  among  the  men  at  this  camp.  One 
lias  died  of  appolexy,  and  during  the  summer  there  were  the  usual 
digestive  disturbances  due  to  the  season. 

The  barracks  were  amply  sufficient  in  air  space  and  were  comfort- 
ably warmed.  There  are  not  sufficient  facilities  for  the  exchange  of 
fresh  and  foul  air,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  ventilator  be  placed 
in  the  top  of  the  building.  The  prisoners  were  sufficiently  clothed  and 
reasonably  clean. 

The  commissary  supplies  were  ample,  clean,  of  good  quality  and  of 
sufficient  variety.  I  noted  with  satisfaction  that  more  lean  meat  was 
being  used  here  than  at  the  other  camps  at  the  time  of  my  visit  to 
them,  fat-backs  having  been  exchanged  for  rib  sides. 

The  dining-room,  I  think,  might  be  improved  upon.  It  is  without  a 
floor,  and  is  heated  by  a  cook  stove  only.  I  would  recommend  a  plank 
floor  and  another  heating  stove. 

The  water  is  pure  spring  water,  with  no  chance  of  contamination. 
The  facilities  for  bathing,  drainage  and  the  disposal  of  sewage  are 
ideal.  The  camp  is  immediately  on  the  bank  of  a  river,  and  all  slops 
and  sewage  are  emptied  direct  into  the  water. 

There  is  no  hospital  building,  but  a  tent  and  spring  cots  are  in  readi- 
ness, if  one  should  be  neeeded 

This  is  the  third  convict  camp  I  have  visited  this  fall,  and  while  all 
are  under  the  same  general  management,  and  while  I  found  no  special 
fault  with  the  others,  I  think  that  this  camp  is  to  be  especially  com- 
mended by  a  sanitary  inspector,  in  that  not  one  of  its  inmates  reports 
unable  for  duty.

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MISCELLANEOUS    SANITARY    INSPECTIONS. 


MALARIAL     FEVERS     AT     GREEXSBORO. 

Raleigh.  March  25,   1901. 
The  County  Sanitary  Committee, 

Guilford  County. 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  your  request  I  visited  Greens- 
boro on  Tuesday,  the  19th  inst.,  and  in  company  with  Drs.  Beall  and 
Fox  of  your  committee  and  Dr.  Harrison.  County  Superintendent  of 
Health,  made  an  inspection  of  the  locality  in  which  malarial  diseases 
have  been  prevailing,  and  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report : 

The  conditions  universally  accepted  as  productive  of  the  malarial 
poison,  according  to  both  the  old  and  the  modern  theory  of  its  causa- 
tion, are  ponds,  pools  of  stagnant  water  and  low  marshy  lands  during 
the  warm  season.  The  old  theory  of  malaria  was  that  it  was  a  miasm 
or  gas  evolved  from  decaying  vegetable  matter  under  conditions  of 
heat  and  moisture,  the  poison  being  distributed  by  air  currents.  The 
view  generally  held  now  by  the  medical  world  is  that  the  malarial 
poison  is  not  a  gas  or  miasm  but  a  blood  parasite,  first  demonstrated 
in  the  blood  of  malarial  patients  by  the  French  physician  Laveran  in 
18S0;  that  this  blood  parasite,  or  Plasmodium  malarice,  in  its  life 
cycle  requires  for  its  perfect  development,  in  common  with  many  other 
parasites,  what  is  known  as  an  "intermediate  host,"  and  that  the  par- 
ticular host  in  this  case  is  a  certain  species  of  mosquito  known  as 
anopheles,  the  common  or  domestic  mosquito  of  the  culex  variety  being 
innocent  in  this  respect.  So  that  the  conditions  which  breed  mosqui- 
toes, viz.,  ponds,  and  especially  small,  stagnant  pools  devoid  of  fish, 
which  eat  the  larvae,  or  "wiggletails,"  propagate  malaria. 

I  found  in  the  small  streams  running  through  the  proposed  park  on 
Elm  street,  extended,  very  crooked.  Crooked  streams  all  have  numerous 
holes  at  their  curves.  Those  particular  rivulets  are  said  to  be  wet- 
weather  streams,  which  cease  running  in  times  of  drought.  In  con- 
sequence the  many  little  pools  would  become  stagnant,  and  ideal 
breeding  places  for  mosquitoes.  In  addition,  and  chiefly,  I  found  sev- 
eral reservoirs  and  ponds  connected  with  the  Finishing,  the  Proximity 
and  tbe  Revolution  mills,  and  a  considerable  expanse  of  wet,  marshy, 
bottom  lands  above  these  mills. 

In  my  opinion  the  conditions  above  set  forth  are  clearly  a  menace 
to  the  public  health.  At  the  same  time  they  are  inimical  to  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  the  owners  of  the  lands  in  that  neighborhool  by  re- 
ducing their  value,  of  the  county  in  the  smaller  revenue  derived  from 
their  low  assessment,  and  of  the  mill  owners  by  causing  sickness  among 
their   operatives.     With   due   regard   to   the   interests    of   all    concerned, 
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these  conditions  should  be  abated  as  soon  as  possible,  with  the  almost 
certain  elimination  of  the  class  of  diseases  under  consideration  from 
that  locality  in  a  very  few  years.  To  this  end  I  would  respectfully 
recommend : 

1.  That  the  courses  of  all  the  small  streams  be  straightened. 

2.  That  the  dams  of  all  ponds  be  cut,  the  water,  if  needed  for  indus- 
trial purposes,  being  piped  down  and  stored  in  reservoirs. 

3.  That  all  reservoirs  be  kept  covered  from  April  1st  to  November 
1st  with  crude  petroleum  or  equal  parts  of  crude  petroleum  and  tar, 
one  ounce  to  every  fifteen  feet  of  water  surface  being  applied  every 
two  weeks. 

4.  That  all  the  marshy  land  be  thoroughly  drained  and  that  it  be 
cultivated. 

While  none  should  be  neglected,  I  would  especially  emphasize  the 
second  and  fourth  recommendations.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  your  request  to  make  a  sanitary 
inspection  of  your  institution  and  to  pass  upon  the  proposed  line  of 
sewer,  both  as  to  location  and  quality  of  pipe,  during  our  official 
inspection  of  the  State  institutions  in  Morganton  we  visited  the  Sana- 
torium, inspected  the  same,  including  its  surroundings,  and  beg  leave 
to  report: 

We  were  much  pleased  with  the  location  of  the  Sanatorium  build- 
ings— on  a  high  hill  commanding  beautiful  views  of  the  mountains 
and  draining  away  from  the  establishment  in  every  direction. 

Although  the  improvements  and  additions  to  the  original  building 
were  not  entirely  finished,  they  were  sufficiently  advanced,  the  plumb- 
ing being  complete,  for  us  to  give  an  opinion.  We  found  the  air- 
space per  patient  allowed  sufficient,  and  the  arrangements  for  light 
and  ventilation  good.  In  this  last  particular  we  were  especially  pleased 
with  the  bath-rooms  and  water-closets,  which,  contrary,  unfortunately, 
to  what  we  find  in  so  many  institutions,  were  so  located  as  to  be 
flooded  with  sunlight,  nature's  great  purifier  and  germ-destroyer.  Tlie 
plumbing  seemed  to  have  been  well  done  and  the  fixtures  were  of  mod- 
ern and  approved  pattern. 

We  feel  that  you  deserve  to  be  congratulated  on  your  water  supply. 
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An  abundant  supply  of  beautiful  pure  water  from  an  overflowing 
bored  well  seventy  feet  in  depth  would,  in  our  judgment,  entitle  any 
institution  or  individual  possessing  it  to  congratulations.  If  you 
carry  out  the  intentions  which  we  understand  you  to  entertain,  namely, 
to  divert  the  little  rivulet  which  now  runs  by  the  well  from  its  course 
and  to  make  such  terraces  or  ditches  on  each  side  of  the  little  valley  in 
which  the  well  is  located  as  may  be  necessary  to  intercept  and  conduct 
to  a  point  below  all  surface  washings  from  above,  we  do  not  see  how 
any  infectious  material  can  reach  the  water.  Another  protection 
against  infection  lies  in  the  strong  upward  current  in  the  overflowing 
well. 

In  regard  to  the  sewer,  we  have  to  say  that  we  see  no  objection  to 
the  proposed  location  along  the  ridge,  and  are  of  opinion  that  a  pipe 
of  first-class  vitrified  terra  cotta  properly  laid  with  good  cement 
would  be,  especially  in  that  soil,  entirely  safe.

sewerage  at  blowing  rock. 

Board  of  Aldermen, 

Blowing  Rock. 

Gentlemen: — The  act  amending  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Blowing 
Rock,  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1899,  among  other  things  provided 
that  the  ordinance  affecting  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  property 
without  the  corporate  limits  of  Blowing  Rock  should  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Health  before  being  effective.  This  applied,  chiefly,  be- 
tween the  municipal  authorities  of  Blowing  Rock  and  the  proprietors 
of  the  Green  Park  Hotel,  it  being  claimed  that  the  disposal  of  sewage 
from  this  hotel  into  a  creek  running  behind  this  hotel  and  down  a 
valley  on  the  western  side  of  the  town  was  a  probable  source  of  sick- 
ness and  a  menace  to  health.  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  undersigned  visited  Blowing  Rock  and 
its  vicinity  and  carefully  examined  the  stream  above  mentioned,  taking 
in  the  most  of  its  course  from  a  point  at  which  the  sewer  of  the  hotel 
enters  it  to  the  gate  of  Mr.  String-fellow's  premises,  covering  two  miles 
or  more.  This  stream  receives  also  the  sewage  matter  from  the  Blow- 
ing Rock  Hotel  and  Mrs.  String-fellow's  boarding-house.  The  sewage 
matter  from  the  Green  Park  Hotel  enters  a  bold  stream  which  is  very 
tortuous  in  its  course,  running  over  rocks,  grassy  plots  and  under- 
brush.  We  first  saw  the  stream  from  the  fording-place  below  the 
stables  of  the  Green  Park  Hotel  up  to  the  opening  of  the  sewer, 
and  but  little  of  the  matter  from  the  hotel  was  apparent  at  the  fording- 
place. 
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In  company  with  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  stream  was  again  in- 
spected from  a  point  just  back  of  the  Blowing  Rock  Hotel,  taking  in 
the  outlet  of  the  sewer  of  that  house,  and  the  small  affluent  of  the 
creek  which  carries  down  the  sewage  matter  from  the  Blowing  Rock 
Hotel  into  the  larger  stream.  A  careful  examination  made  directly 
along  the  course  of  the  creek  did  not  develop  any  evidence  of  fecal 
contamination.  If  it  was  present  in  the  water,  it  was  in  minute  suspen- 
sion or  solution.  Complaint  was  made  that  the  springs  along  the  course 
of  this  creek  were  contaminated  by  this  water.  We  were  shown  by 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  two  springs — the  first  one,  at  a  point  about 
midway  between  the  entrance  of  the  sewer  from  the  Blowing  Rock 
Hotel  and  Mr.  Stringfellow's  gate,  was  on  a  level  considerably  higher 
than  the  stream  and  back  from  its  bed.  Even  in  excessive  rainfall 
and  freshet  it  is  hardly  probable  that  it  would  be  contaminated  by 
water  from  this  creek.  The  other  spring  was  under  the  high  bank  of 
the  creek  near  Mr.  Stringfellow's  gate.  This  would  be  easily  overflowed 
by  a  freshet  from  the  creek,  but  such  an  event  is  only  occasional,  and 
there  is  to  be  considered  the  fact  that  immediately  above  and  back  of 
this  spring  are  two  occupied  houses  with  out-houses  on  the  premises, 
into  which  fecal  matter  and  urine  are  deposited.  At  the  first  spring 
noted  there  was  a  large  and  dirty  hog-pen  near  the  spring,  in  addition 
to  the  out-houses,  and  all  of  the  seepage  through  the  soil  of  accumula- 
tions from  human  beings  around  both  of  these  springs,  and  from  the 
washings  of  the  hillsides,  are  more  probable  and  constant  sources  of 
contamination  than  the  creek  water  after  it  has  passed  over  nearly  two 
miles  before  reaching  these  sources  of  domestic  water  supply.  The 
undersigned  were  not  given  an  opportunity  to  see  any  evidence  of  this 
creek  so  affecting  the  people  living  near  it  as  to  cause  sickness  that 
could  be  attributed  to  the  sewage  emptied  into  the  stream.  Even  if 
we  admit  that  sickness  has  arisen  from  the  use  of  the  water  in  this 
creek,  there  is  the  patent  fact  staring  us  in  the  face  that  the  hillside 
from  the  Green  Park  Hotel  down  the  whole  course  of  the  two  miles  of 
the  stream  inspected  is  more  or  less  covered  with  dwelling-houses 
having  surface  privies,  in  none  of  which  were  we  certainly  assured 
that  any  definite  or  well  directed  methods  were  adopted  to  neutralize 
fecal  matter  deposited  in  them.  Every  rain-storm  and  the  snows  of 
winter,  thawing  in  the  spring,  carry  down  these  accumulations  into 
the  stream  in  the  valley.  We  were  not  informed,  however,  that  any 
definite  claim  was  ever  set  up  that  the  sewage  matter  from  the  Green 
Park  Hotel  was  discernible  where  the  creek  entered  the  town  limits, 
or  that  the  sickness  was  more  prevalent  since  such  disposal  of  sewage 
into  this  creek  had  been  made.  The  claim  that  the  milk  from  the  cows 
which  are  pastured  in  this  valley  would  be  a  source  of  danger  is  a 
point  of  little  value.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  contaminated 
water  carrying  small  portions  of  fecal  matter,  either  typhoid  or  colon 
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bacilli,  would  pass  through  the  digestive  apparatus  of  the  cow  and  be 
finally  secreted  in  the  milk  and  become  a  source  of  contamination. 
In  fact,  every  statement  to  this  effect  has  been  denied  upon  good  au- 
thority. If  the  cows  stood  in  water  deep  enough  to  cover  the  udders, 
the  milk  might  be  contaminated  from  the  germs  left  on  the  teats, 
but  as  tlic  cows  would  not  probably  use  this  pasture  in  time  of  high 
water,  this  contention  seemed  to  us  to  be  very  far-fetched.  In  short, 
the  undersigned  did  not  find  any  reason  to  condemn  the  sewer  com- 
plained of,  nor  was  there  any  evidence  adduced  to  justify  the  opinion 
that  any  sickness  had  occurred  in  the  town  of  Blowing  Rock  from  the 
sewage  matter  deposited  in  the  stream  from  the  Green  Park  Hotel, 
Blowing  Rock  Hotel  or  Mrs.  Stringfellow's  boarding-house.  They  are, 
therefore,  compelled  to  refuse  their  approval  to  the  ordinance  of  the 
town  which  was  intended  to  enjoin  the  further  use  of  the  stream  for 
the  disposal  of  sewage  matter  from  the  Green  Park  Hotel. 

This  committee  from  the  Board  of  Health  desire  in  this  connection 
to  thank  your  Mayor,  Dr.  C.  T.  Parlier,  for  his  earnest  and  intelligent 
aid  in  this  inspection,  and  for  his  very  courteous  treatment  extended 
to  us  during  our  stay  in  your  midst.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  request  I  made,  on  Monday, 
10th  inst.,  with  a  view  to  locating,  if  possible,  the  cause  of  the  sus- 
pected case  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  person  of  one  of  the  pupils,  a. 
sanitary  inspection  of  the  school  and  premises.  In  the  course  of  the 
inspection  I  took  a  sample  of  drinking  water  for  analysis  by  the  State 
Biologist,  from  the  main  cooler,  which  I  understood  you  to  say  is 
generally  used  by  the  girls,  and  also  one  from  the  well  which,  while 
not   generally  used  for  drinking  purposes,  might  be  partaken  of. 

I  found  the  plumbing  in  excellent  condition  and  nothing  unsanitary 
about  the  premises.  The  Biologist  reports  both  samples  of  water  pure 
and  uncontaminated,  and  that  the  water  "could  not  have  caused 
typhoid."  In  my  opinion,  therefore,  there  is  nothing  about  the  school 
to  which  the  attack  can  be  attributed. 
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In  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  cases  the  origin  of  typhoid  fever 
cannot  be  located.  For  some  unexplained  reason  it  is  more  prevalent 
some  years  than  others.  From  the  reports  coming  to  my  office  from 
the  health  officers  of  the  various  counties  and  municipalities,  the  dis- 
ease appears  to  be  rather  more  prevalent  throughout  the  State  this 
year  than  usual.  It  is  essentially  a  disease  of  youth  and  adolescence. 
In  so  large  a  number  of  persons  of  the  most  susceptible  age,  especially 
when  the  causative  influence  is  active,  an  occasional  case  need  not  sur- 
prise us.     When  people  visit  at  all  there  is  generally  no  telling  where 

the  germs  are  taken  in.

MUNICIPAL  WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Since  our  last  report  four  additional  towns  have  installed 
water-works — High  Point,  Waynesville,  Wadesboro  and 
Southern  Pines.  These  bring  the  number  of  public  supplies 
up  to  twenty-seven. 

The  Act  to  Protect  Water  Supplies  requires  all  public 
water  companies  to  have  made,  every  quarter  at  least,  analy- 
ses, both  chemical  and  biological,  of  their  supplies ;  but  there 
was  no  provision  in  the  law  requiring  the  companies  to  fur- 
nish copies  of  the  analyses  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board,  and  consequently  we  are  unable  to  say  that  require- 
ment has  been  met — but  poorly,  we  fear.  It  is  hoped  that 
additional  legislation  may  be  obtained  enabling  the  Board 
itself  to  have  this  work  done.  An  occasional  analysis  does 
not,  of  course,  establish  definitely  the  character,  either  good 
or  bad,  of  drinking  water,  but  it  is  of  value — the  greater  the 
oftener  it  is  made.  If  the  legislation  referred  to  can  be  ob- 
tained, a  monthly  biological  examination  will  be  within  reach. 
By  these  more  frequent  tests,  supplemented  by  chemical 
analyses  from  time  to  time,  the  normal  character  of  each  par- 
ticular supply  can  be  determined,  and  thereafter  variations 
can  be  better  judged. 

The  usual  biennial  inspection  by  the  Engineer  of  the 
Board,  with  the  analyses,  both  chemical  and  biological,  of 
samples  taken  by  him,  is  as  follows :

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  instruction  of  Hie  Board  of 
Health  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  I  have  made  an  official  inspection 
of  the  water  supplies  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  and  have 
the  honor  to  report  as  follows: 
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My  inspections  were  made  during  the  months  of  November  and  De- 
cember, 1902.  During  this  time  I  personal])'  visited  about  twenty  of 
the  twenty-seven  cities  and  towns  which  have  public  water  supplies. 
1  am  gratified  to  stale  that  in  many  cases  the  Superintendents  and 
other  officials,  who  are  responsible  for  the  character  and  quality  of 
the  water  supplies,  are  keenly  alert  to  the  importance  of  their  duties 
as  the  conservators  of  the  health  of  the  people  and  the  economic 
interests  of  the  cities  and  towns,  as  determined  by  this  important 
adjunct  of  municipal  government.  But  there  are  still  too  many  in- 
stances where  the  purpose  appears  to  be  simply  to  furnish  water, 
without  proper  regard  to  its  character  and  purity.  The  State  law 
requiring  inspection  of  the  water-sheds  and  analyses  of  the  water  fur- 
nished by  public  supplies  to  be  made  quarterly  has  not  been  generally 
observed,  and  it  appears  to  me  very  important  that  tliis  requirement 
should  be  made  mandatory  in  its  operation  rather  than  merely  sug- 
gestive, as  it  is  in  the  present  form  of  the  statute.  The  analyses  should 
be  made  with  greater  frequency,  too — at  least  monthly  instead  of  quar- 
terly, as  at  present  required. 

There  is  abundant  evidence  to  show  that  the  State  Board  of  Health 
should  continue  to  exercise  a  paternal  control  over  the  public  water 
supplies.  A  great  field  of  usefulness  is  therein  presented,  by  proper 
and  energetic  occupancy  of  which  much  good  can  be  rendered  the 
State.  Though  the  suggestions  of  the  Board  are  frequently  sought, 
and  usually  very  favorably  received,  more  good  could  doubtless  be 
accomplished  if  the  Board  were  clothed  with  proper  statutory  authority 
to  make  its  recommendations  mandatory  rather  than  merely  suggest 
ive,  as  at  present. 

Owing  to  the  topography  of  the  State  and  the  size  and  location  of 
the  cities  and  towns,  with  few  exceptions,  the  only  available  sources 
of  water  supply  are  small  surface  streams,  which  are  not  naturally 
of  a  high  degree  of  purity,  either  physically,  chemically  or  biologically. 
Therefore  a  filtration  system  is  generally  a  necessary  adjunct  to  the 
public  water  supplies,  and  is  in  many  cases  the  chief  dependence  for 
a  proper  degree  of  purity.  A  filter  plant  of  proper  size,  intelligently 
and  properly  operated,  can  be  confidently  depended  upon  to  furnish  a 
pure  and  wholesome  water,  but  whether  or  not  it  is  furnishing  such 
water  can  only  be  directly  determined  by  biological  examination,  and 
the  necessity  of  such  examinations  being  made  frequently  must  be 
apparent.  The  present  requirements  that  such  examinations  be  made 
quarterly  is  good,  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  it  is  barely  a  start,  and  the 
proposition  to  establish  a  biological  laboratory,  to  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  requiring  all  purveyors  of 
water,  whether  public  or  private  corporations,  to  have  biological  exami- 
nations made  at  least  monthly,  is  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction. 

To  intelligently  consider  the  character  of  a  water  supply,  I  conceive

the  essential  element  to  be  the  condition  and  surroundings  of  the 
source  of  supply  as  determined  by  a  sanitary  inspection  of  the  water- 
shed in  cases  of  surface  supplies,  and  the  possibilities  of  contamina- 
tion influences  in  other  supplies.  Any  gross  pollution  or  dangerous 
exposure  can  usually  be  detected  by  such  an  inspection,  but  for  deter- 
mining dangerous  pollution  from  the  more  subtle  influences,  chemical 
and  biological  examinations  are  very  essential,  and  the  only  practical 
safeguard  is  the  very  frequent  application  of  these  three  modes  of 
inquiry.  While  the  bacterial  examination  is  much  more  significant 
in  determining  the  character  of  the  water  in  its  relation  to  the  health 
of  the  consumers,  the  chemical  analysis  also  is  important,  as  valuable 
corroborative  testimony  of  the  results  determined  by  sanitary  inspec- 
tion and  a  biological  examination,  in  that  it  frequently  will  detect 
excessive  nitrogenous  organic  matter,  when  specific  disease  germs  may 
not  be  readily  determined  by  biological  analysis  that  may  be  quite 
inimical  to  health  in  itself  and  a  danger  signal  of  probable  future 
condition. 

In  considering  the  preparation  of  this  report  it  has  been  my  desire 
to  fix  a  standard  of  purity,  both  chemical  and  biological,  that  should 
be  required  of  the  public  water  supplies  of  this  State.  But  the  con- 
clusion is  reached  that  it  is  too  early  yet  to  undertake  to  fix  any  positive 
standard,  owing  to  the  lack  of  data  as  to  what  it  is  practicable  to 
accomplish  by  the  proper  treatment  of  the  waters  that  are  available 
for  public  supplies. 

The  following  standard  for  chemical  purity,  while  it  is  thought  to  be 
rather  a  fair  one,  is  intended  to  be  merely  tentative  and  to  be  modified 
as  further  and  additional  data,  which  will  show  what  degree  of  purity 
it  is  practicable  to  attain,  are  made  available.  Where  variable  quan- 
tities are  given  the  lower  ones  are  intended  to  apply  to  the  higher 
altitudes  in  the  western  portion  of  the  State  and  the  higher  allowances 
for  the  coastal  plane  in  the  eastern  portion.

In  reference  to  the  large  bacterial  count  shown  in  some  cases  by  the 
quantitative  bacterial  analysis,  it  should  be  said  that  the  samples  were 
usually  drawn  from  taps  near  the  center  of  the  distribution  systems, 
and  represent  the  water  as  it  is  furnished  to  the  consumer  and  not  as 
it  comes  directly  from  the  filters  or  source  of  supply;  and  further,  that 
the  samples  were  shipped  without  being  packed  in  ice  or  other  pro- 
tection against  the  naturally  rapid  increase  of  the  microscopic  life 
that   may   have   been  in  the   sample  when  collected.     So  that   the   real 
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and  useful  significance  of  the  bacterial  examinations  is  in  the  quali- 
tative rather  than  in  the  quantitative  results. 

The  samples  of  water  which  were  taken  as  a  part  of  my  inspection 
were  analyzed  chemically  by  Dr.  B.  W.  Kilgore,  State  Chemist,  and 
the  physical  and  biological  examinations  were  made  by  Dr.  Gerald 
McCarthy,  the  Biologist  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  The  results 
of  their  analyses  are  made  a  part  of  this  report,  together  with  the 
comments  of  the  analyst. 

In  the  following  pages  I  shall  consider  the  cities  and  towns  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  in  addition  to  the  report  of  the  analysts  will  make 
general  observations  and  suggestions  that  appear  pertinent. 


ASIIEVILLE. 

The  water-works  of  the  city  of  Asheville  is  owned  and  operated  by 

the    city.     The    Superintendent    is    Mr The    source    of    supply 

is  from  the  Swannanoa  river,  elevated  to  a  stand-pipe  and  passed 
through  a  mechanical  pressure  filter  before  it  is  delivered  to  the  pipe 
distribution  system.  The  analyses  show  this  to  be  a  very  pure  water, 
but  it  is  known  to  be  quite  turbid  occasionally,  owing  to  the  improper 
arrangement  of  the  filter.  To  overcome  this  condition  would  require 
the  installation  of  a  larger  filter  plant  or  changing  the  arrangement 
so  that  the  filter  would  operate  at  a  slower  and  more  uniform  rate 
rather  than  at  the  variable  rate  of  consumption,  as  the  present  arrange- 
ment requires.  At  the  present  intake  the  water-shed  includes  the 
villages  of  Swannanoa,  Black  Mountain  and  Montreat,  but  at  the  time 
of  my  inspection  the  pipe  line  was  being  extended  several  miles  toward 
the  mountains  where  the  water  will  be  taken  from  the  same  stream 
but  beyond  the  drainage  of  the  villages  named.     The  analyses  are  as

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CHAELOTTE. 

The  water-works  of  the  city  of  Charlotte  is  owned  and  operated  by 
the  city.  The  Superintendent  is  Mr.  C.  H.  Campbell.  The  source  of 
supply  is  from  two  creeks,  viz.,  Sugar  creek  and  Briar  creek.  The 
water  is  collected  in  a  large  sedimentation  basin  and  passed  through 
a  gravity  filter  plant  of  fairly  good  type  before  being  pumped  into  the 
stand-pipe  and  pipe  distribution  system.  The  water-sheds  of  this  sup- 
ply have  considerable  exposure  to  contaminating  influences  by  reason 
of  the  nearness  of  Sugar  creek  to  the  city,  but  the  management  is 
very  zealous  and  active  in  protecting  the  water-sheds  by  thoroughly 
systematic  and  frequent  sanitary  inspections.  Even  with  this,  how- 
ever, the  writer  does  not  consider  Sugar  creek  a  safe  source  of  water 
supply,  and  has  recently  noted  with  much  satisfaction  the  proposed 
abandonment  of  this  stream  as  a  part  of  the  source  of  supply.  The 
analyses  that  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  indicate  a  safe  and 
wholesome  water.  The  analyses  of  the  samples  taken  at  the  time  of 
my  inspection  are  as  follows:

CONCORD. 


The  water-works  of  the  town  of  Concord  is  owned  and  operated  by 
the  town.  The  Superintendent  is  Mr.  G.  W.  Brown.  The  supply  is 
taken  from  driven  wells  500  to  1,000  feet  deep,  located  within  the  town 
limits,  and  the  water  is  presumably  obtained  from  crevices  and  faults 
in  the  primary  granite  formation. 

The  analyses  would  indicate  some  impurities  due  to  organic  matter 
that  should  not  be  expected  in  water  from  such  a  source.  This  is 
thought  to  be  due  to  surface  water  seeping  into  the  wells,  which  it  will 
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be  undertaken  to  overcome  in  the  extensive  improvements  to  the  works 
which  are  about  to  be  inaugurated.     The  analyses  are  as  follows:

DURHAM. 


The  water-works  of  the  city  of  Durham  is  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Durham  Water  Company,  Mr.  J.  C.  Michie,  Superintendent.  The 
supply  is  taken  from  Eno  river  and  a  small  tributary  thereto.  The 
water  is  filtered  with  a  very  good  gravity  mechanical  filter  and  pumped 
to  a  large  reservoir  which  supplies  the  pipe  distribution  system.  The 
management  of  the  company  is  zealous  in  protecting  the  character  and 
purity  of  the  water  supply  in  so  far  as  the  character  of  the  water- 
shed will  permit,  and  the  analyses  which  have  been  made  quarterly 
in  compliance  with  the  State  law  indicates  the  water  furnished  to  be 
good  and  wholesome.  The  analyses  of  the  samples  taken  at  the  time  of 
my  inspection  are  as  follows:

WILMINGTON. 

The  water-works  of  the  city  of  Wilmington  is  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Clarendon  Water  Company.  The  Superintendent  is  Mr.  William 
F.  Robertson.  The  source  of  supply  is  the  Cape  Fear  river.  The 
water  is  pumped  to  a  stand-pipe  before  being  delivered  to  the  pipe 
distribution  system.  The  intake  of  the  water- works  is  exposed  to  the 
ebb  and  flow  of  the  tide,  and  there  is  constant  danger  of  serious  con- 
tamination by  organic  matter,  some  of  which  may  be  of  the  sewage 
origin.  Both  the  chemical  analysis  and  the  biological  examination 
indicate  an  excess  of  organic  matter,  and  while  the  comparatively  low 
chlorine  given  in  the  chemical  analysis  would  not  indicate  it  to  be  of 
sewage  origin,  the  Biologist  reports  bacteria  of  the  sewage  group. 
The  water-works  intake,  however,  has  very  dangerous  exposures  and 
cannot  be  considered  a  safe  source  of  water  supply  unless  the  water 
is  treated  by  a  very  perfect  and  thorough  system  of  filtration. 

The.  water  company  appears  to  have  made  considerable  effort  towards 
securing  its  supply  from  deep  wells  and  abandon  the  river  supply,  but 
their  efforts  in  this  line  have  failed.  My  judgment  ;s  that  to  secure 
a  proper  supply  would  require  a  radical  change  in  the  system  and 
taking  the  water  from  the  North  Branch  of  the  Cape  Fear  river  at  a 
point  beyond  the  influence  of  the  tide  and  above  the  drainage  of  the 
city.  But  understanding  that  t lie  conditions  are  such  as  1<>  make  this 
impracticable,    the    most    feasible    plan    that    remains    to    improve    the 
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water  supply  is  the  installation  of  a  proper  nitration  plant  as  a  part 
of  the  present  works.     The  analyses  are  as  follows:

WATER  ANALYSES. 


During  the  past  two  years  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  had  made  for  the  Board  of  Health  1S6  chemical  and  271 
biological  analyses  of  suspected  drinking  waters — most  valu- 
able work  that  could  not  have  been  dune  otherwise. 

The  biological  analyses,  showing  in  about  20  per  cent,  of 
the  samples  examined  infection  with  the  bacillus  coli,  have 
been  of  great  help  in  preventing  the  spread  of  typhoid  fever 
by  thus  demonstrating  the  dangerous  character  of  so  many 
wells.  In  addition  to  the  water  analyses,  the  Biologist  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  has  examined  for  us  many  speci- 
mens of  milk,  of  sputum,  of  exudates  in  suspected  diphtheria, 
and  of  blood  in  doubtful  fever  cases.  The  following  is  his 
report  for  the  year  1902  :

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  present  a  brief  report  of  the  work  done  in 
the  biological  laboratory  of  the  N.  C.  Department  of  Agriculture  on 
account  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  during  the  present  calendar  year: 

Analyses  of  drinking  waters 20G 

Examinations  of  milk 72 

Examinations    of    sputa 65 

Examination  of  exudates 41 

Examinations   of   blood 21 

Total '.405 

In  addition,  about  one  dozen  samples  were  received  and  rejected  on 
account  of  irregular  or  faulty  sampling. 

One  hundred  and  twenty- six  sampling  outfits  for  diphtheria  were 
sent  to  County  Superintendents  in  thirteen  counties,  and  also  to  each 
of  most  of  these  a  half  dozen  blood  sampling  outfits.  Very  few  of 
these  outfits  have  been  returned  to  the  laboratory  so  far.  It  was  not 
intended  that  these  outfits  should  be  retained  longer  than  three  or 
four  months  at  most,  since  they  will  not  remain  permanently  sterile, 
in  which  condition  they  were  sent  out. 
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A  great  deal  of  carelessness  has  been  shown  by  those  who  send  sam- 
ples, and  a  few  have  been  so  utterly  reckless  as  to  send  samples  of  spu- 
tum in  the  fragile  glass  tubes  sent  out  for  diphtheritic  exudates. 

The  rules  adopted  by  this  laboratory  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health  arc  very  reasonable  and  absolutely  necessary  to  insure  trust- 
worthy results.  Some  physicians  whose  samples  have  been  rejected  for 
disregard  of  these  rules  seem  to  have  taken  offense,  as  if  such  acts  were 
specially  directed  at  them.  I  am  sorry  for  this,  but  so  long  as  the  rules 
exist  they  must  be  enforced,  and  those  who  persist  in  disregarding  them 
must  expect  to  have  their  favors  declined  with  thanks. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  quality  of  the  water  samples 
sent  in  this  year  has,  upon  the  whole,  been  very  much  superior  to  those 
sent  last  year.  That  is  to  say,  fewer  of  these  were  so  extremely  bad  as 
they  were  last  year,  and  a  much  greater  proportion  were  fair  to  good. 

In  regard  to  future  work,  I  make  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  That  all  sampling  outfits  now  in  hands  of  County  Superintendents 
be  recalled. 

2.  That  in  future  six  outfits  for  diphtheritic  samples  be  sent  to  any 
reputable  physician  doing  a  general  practice  in  the  State,  and  that 
reports  en  such  samples  be  in  all  cases  made  by  telegraph,  at  cost  of 
receiver. 

3.  That    only  in  exceptional  cases  shall   sputum,   milk  or   non-urgent 

samples  be   sent   during  the  months   of   July,   August,   September   and 

October.     During  these  months  the  demand  for  water  analjTses  exceeds 

our  facilities,  and  all  other  work  except  as  stated  should  be  withheld.

EXTENSION    OF    SEWERS    OF    CENTRAL    HOSPITAL    FOR    THE 
INSANE    AND    OF    THE    STATE'S    PRISON. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  October   10,   1901. 
Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis, 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  of  North  Carolina,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

My  Dear  Doctor: — Chapter  657,  Laws  of  1901,  requires  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  State's  Prison  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Central  Hospital  for  Insane  to  construct  and  extend 
sewers.  Section  2,  to  which  I  hereby  call  your  attention,  instructs  the 
Board  of  Directors,  without  delay,  to  construct  and  lay  exclusively 
sewer  pipes  of  sufficient  size  and  capacity  to  carry  off  the  sewerage  mat- 
ter from  said  Central  Hospital  building  to  some  point  on  Walnut  creek 
not  less  than  1,000  yards  below  the  reservoirs  of  the  Raleigh  Water 
Company;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  perform  said 
work  of  constructing  and  laying  said  sewer  pipes  by  convict  labor;  all 
such  convicts  as  shall  be  necessary  to  perform  the  same  to  be  furnished 
by  the  Board  of  Directors-  of  the  State's  Prison  of  North  Carolina,  upon 
the  written  request  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Central  Hospital 
for  the  Insane;  the  number  of  such  convicts  furnished  and  the  time 
when  they  shall  be  so  furnished  to  be  in  the  reasonable  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  said  State's  Prison,  but  they  shall  not  exercise 
such  discretion  to  the  unreasonable  delay  of  the  work  aforesaid;  and 
for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  defraying  the  full  expense  of  constructing 
and  laying  said  sewer  pipes  incurred  by  the  said  Central  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  moneys  in  the  State 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

I  call  your  attention  to  this  section  and  that  chapter,  to  ask  you  to 
direct  the  sanitary  engineer  of  your  Board  to  meet  me  at  this  hospital 
for  the  purpose  of  surveying  the  necessary  lines  in  which  these  pipes 
shall  be  laid.  We  really  do  not  need  it.  The  act  is  not  a  very  con- 
sistent one  in  its  phraseology;  it  means  literally  extravagance.  The 
appropriation  will  not  be  sufficient,  in  my  judgment,  to  carry  the  sewer 
pipes  1,000  yards  below  the  reservoirs,  as  directed  by  the  act,  to  be 
emptied  into  Walnut,  creek.  I  would  be  pleased  to  make  an  appoint- 
ment with  yourself,  the  President  of  the  A.  and  M.  College  and  the 
Governor  of  North  Carolina,  at  any  point  convenient,  to  look  into  and 
discuss  the  advisability  of  diverting  the  sewerage  of  the  A.  and  M.  Col- 
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lege,  which  at  present  is  being  emptied  into  some  small  branches  that 
are  tributaries  of  Rocky  branch  at  points  above  the  intake  of  the  water 
furnished  for  fire  and  bathing  purposes  cf  this  institution.

REPORT    OF    ENGINEER. 

Winston,  N.  C,  August  27,  1901. 
Hon.  J.  S.  Mann, 

Superintendent  State's  Prison,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Dear  Sir: — Complying  with  your  request  communicated  to  me  by 
Dr.  Lewis,  Secretary,  that,  as  Engineer  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
I  should  advise  you  in  the  matter  of  a  sewer  from  the  State's  Prison 
and  Central  Hospital  to  Walnut  creek,  as  required  by  a  recent  enact- 
ment of  the  Legislature,  I  examined  the  situation  on  the  22d  instant, 
and  herewith  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  result  of  my  observation. 

The  distance  from  the  State's  Prison  to  Walnut  creek  and  the  cost  of 
building  an  independent  sewer  appears  either  not  to  have,  been  fully 
understood  by  those  who  fixed  the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  or  the 
condition  rendering  such  independent  sewer  unnecessary  for  a  large 
portion  of  the  distance  was  known  and  taken  into  account.  This  condi- 
tion is,  that  the  city  of  Raleigh  has  in  existence  as  a  part  of  its  sewer- 
age system  an  outfall  sewer  extending  along  Rocky  branch  from  a  point 
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in  the  southwestern  portion  of  the  city  to  Walnut  creek,  to  wliicli  sewer 
it  appears  entirely  feasible  and  practicable  to  connect  a  sewer  from  botb 
the  State's  Prison  and  Central  Hospital,  the  connection  to  be  made  at 
some  point  between  Cannon  street  and  South  Fayetteville  street. 

Having  designed  the  sewerage  system  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  and  being 
familiar  with  the  conditions,  would  state  that  the  outfall  sewer  above 
mentioned  was  designed  to  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  receive  the  sew- 
age from  the  two  public  institutions  as  well  as  other  buildings  that  may 
in  future  occupy  the  territory  drained  by  the  Rocky  branch  valley,  and 
it  would  appear  to  be  an  entirely  useless  expenditure  of  money  to  build 
another  sewer  parallel  to  the  existing  sewer  from  the  southwestern  por- 
tion of  the  city  to  Walnut  creek  in  this  valley. 

By  obtaining  permission  from  the  city  of  Raleigh  to  connect  with  its 
sewer,  which  1  judge  would  be  freely  granted,  since  the  main  purpose  of 
your  proposed  sewer  is  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  western 
portion  of  the  city  by  discontinuing  the  emptying  of  the  sewage  directly 
into  Rocky  branch,  the  sewer  can  be  built  and  the  purpose  of  the  legis- 
lative act  accomplished  with  the  amount  of  funds  appropriated. 

I  respectfully  urge  that  you  take  up  the  matter  with  the  proper  city 
officials  at  once  to  secure  the  permission  to  connect  with  their  sewer, 
giving  them  assurance  that  the  sewer  which  you  propose  building  will 
be  built  in  strict  accordance  with  the  best  modern  practice  of  sanitary 
sewerage. 

As  to  the  size  of  your  sewer,  1  cannot  definitely  advise  until  the  line 
is  surveyed  and  available  grades  determined,  but  it  will  not  exceed 
twelve  inches  in  diameter.

SEWERAGE  SYSTEM.,   CITY  OF   WILMINGTON. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Wilmington,  having 
under  consideration  a  proposition  from  the  Wilmington 
Sewer  Company  to  sewer  the  city,  asked  for  an  investigation 
and  report  from  the  State  Board  of  Health.  A  short  de- 
scription of  the  sewage  disposal  proposed  by  the  engineer  of 
the  company,  explanatory  correspondence  and  report  of  the 
Engineer  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  of  the  committee  are 
as  follows : 
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DESCRIPTION    OF    PROPOSED    SEWAGE    DISPOSAL. 

Sewage  on  east  side  of  Sixth  street  in  Wilmington,  emptying  into 
Burnt  Mill  creek,  is  40  squares  with  24  houses  per  square— 960  houses. 
Calculating  175  gallons  per  capita  per  day  and  G  persons  per  house,, 
gives  .1  of  a  cubic  foot  per  house  per  minute,  or  9G  cubic  feet  per 
minute  for  40  blocks — 1.6  cubic  foot  per  second  sewage  discharge. 
Burnt  Mill  creek  at  point  of  discharge  is  20  feet  wide,  7  feet  deep,  with 
a  velocity  of  3  feet  per  second — 420  cubic  feet  per  second. 

The  ratio  of  discharge  of  sewage  in  volume  to  Burnt  Mill  creek  is 
therefore  four  thousand  two  hundred  sixteenths— 262.  But  as  in  crude 
sewage  only  1  part  in  1,000  is  organic  matter  deleterious  to  health,  and 
the  balance  is  water,  the  amount  of  dilution,  then,  of  the  sewage  is  one 
two  hundred  and  sixty-two  thousandths  for  Burnt  Mill  creek.  But  this 
creek  empties  into  Smith's  creek  a  mile  from  the  sewer  inlet,  and  as 
Smith's  creek  is  200  feet  wide  and  8  feet  deep,  with  a  velocity  of  3  feet 
per  second,  the  volume  of  discharge  is  4,800  cubic  feet  per  second,  and  the 
ratio  of  volume  of  sewage  to  the  volume  of  flow  is  forty-eight  thousand 
sixteenths — 1  to  3,000 — while  the  dilution  is  one  three  millionths. 

On  the  west  side  of  Sixth  street  the  sewage  empties  on  every  street 
into  Cape  Fear  river.  Cape  Fear  river  is  700  feet  wide,  18%  feet  deep, 
and  with  a  velocity  of  2.2  feet  per  second,  the  volume  of  flow  is  28,560 
cubic  feet  per  second. 

The  sewage  is  from  66  squares,  and  under  the  same  data  the  discharge 
is  2.64  cubic  feet  per  second.  The  ratio  cf  volume  of  sewage  to  volume 
of  river  is  two  million  eight  hundred  and  forty-six  thousand  two  hundred 
and  sixty  fourths — 1  to  10. SIS — and  the  ratio  of  dilution  is  1  to 
10.818,000 — so  small  as  to  be  ^inappreciable. 

The  sewers  are  calculated  on  a  basis  of  175  gallons  per  capita  per 
day,  running  half  full,  and  have  as  size  of  pipe  6  inches,  8  inches,  10 
inches  and  12  inches,  with  man-holes  at  every  corner  and  flush-tanks  at 
the  head  of  each  line  of  pipe.

Dear  Doctor: — I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  a  plan  handed  to  me  this 
morning  by  the  parties  who  are  contemplating  building  the  sewerage 
system  for  Wilmington,  intended  to  overcome  the  difficulties  suggested 
by  the  flow  of  sewage  into  Burnt  Mill  creek.  As  I  understand  it,  this 
is  lo  work  as  follows:  Sewage  enters  from  the  pipes  at  A  into  a  basin, 
B,  when  solid  matter  settles.  The  liquid  portion  overflows  by  syphonage 
on  a  series  of  planes,  marked  C,  in  a  thin  stream;  this  into  a  bed, 
marked  D.  filled  with  gravel,  at  the  bottom  of  which  is  a  central  gutter 
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in  the  scheme  marked  E,  from  which  lateral  flows  backward  from  the 
course  of  the  sewerage  into  basins  and  are  emptied  finally  into  the 
creek.  The  value  of  this  scheme  consists  in  the  settling  of  basin,  B, 
and  the  shallow  overflow  on  the  planes,  marked  C,  as  well  as  the  gradual 
filtration  in  the  gravel  bed,  D.  Of  course,  as  you  can  see,  this  means 
that  the  sewerage  company  proposes  to  care  for  the  collection  of  matter 
in  the  pit,  B,  and  for  the  periodical  cleansing  of  the  gravel  in  the  bed 
marked  D. 

My  telegram  of  to-day  is  based  on  the  idea  that  Shaffer's  report  would 
be  ready  by  Wednesday.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  returned  from  Wilmington,  N.  C,  where,  in 
company  with  Dr.  George  G.  Thomas,  President,  I  visited,  went  over  and 
carefully  noted  the  water-shed  of  the  city  and  the  proposed  lines  of  the 
sewerage  system  as  prepared  by  Major  Ives,  civil  and  sanitary  engineer, 
of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  now  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  Wilmington,  and  I  understand  that  I  am  expected  to 
express  a  deliberate  and  well  considered  opinion  as  to  whether  it  is  safe 
and  expedient  to  construct  and  put  into  operation  this  proposed  system 
with  the  intake  of  city  water  supply  where  it  now  is. 

The  parties  interested,  and  especially  the  gentlemen  submitting  the 
plans,  specifications  and  proposals,  very  properly  urge  an  early  deter- 
mination of  the  questions  relating  to  their  offer.  I  think  this  question 
deserves  and  ought  to  have  a  fuller  treatment  than  my  physical  condi- 
tion to-day  will  enable  me  to  bestow  upon  it;  but  in  deference  to  the 
wishes  of  the  gentlemen  connected  with  the  enterprise,  I  will  say  to-day 
that,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  question  submitted  to  me,  I  am 
constrained  to  answer  the  same  negatively,  reserving,  so  far  as  I  may, 
the  privilege  of  stating  the  situation  as  I  understand  it,  and  the  reasons 
for  an  opinion  so  disastrous  to  the  sewerage  system  or  to  the  water  sup- 
ply, somewhat  later.

REPORT    OF    ENGINEER    OF    THE    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  27,  1901.

Dear  Sir: — In  my  letter  of  2Gth  inst.,  containing  my  informal 
opinion  respecting  the  question  submitted,  "Is  it  safe  or  expedient  to 
construct  and  put  into  operation  in  Wilmington,  N.  C,  the  sewerage  sys- 
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tem  now  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  prepared 
and  submitted  by  Major  Ives,  civil  and  sanitary  engineer,  of  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.?"  I  reserved,  so  far  as  I  might,  the  privilege  of  submitting  in 
a  subsequent  report  the  reasons  for  an  opinion  adverse  to  such  con- 
struction so  long  as  the  intake  of  the  city  water  supply  remains  where 
now  located.  This  reserved  statement  I  herewith  respectfully  submit, 
together  with  a  miniature  map  of  the  city  from  a  chart  of  the  United 
States  Coast  Survey. 

Of  the  system  submitted,  considered  in  connection  with  a  knowledge 
of  the  natural  water-shed  and  drainage  of  the  city,  there  seems  to  be  no 
reason  for  criticism.  Indeed,  it  is  the  only  rational  system  that  could 
be  devised  without  inordinate  expense.  About  half  the  area  of  the  city, 
comprising  perhaps  a  third  of  the  population,  sheds  naturally  to  the 
eastward  and  drains  northward  through  the  Burnt  Mill  creek,  Green's 
creek  and  Smith's  creek  into  Northeast  and  thence  into  Cape  Fear 
river,  where  it  meets  and  mingles  with  the  western  drainage,  is  buffeted 
about  by  the  tides  and  finally  passes  out  to  sea.  The  system  is  devised 
to  conform  to  the  natural  topography  of  the  city,  and  the  only  matter 
of  regret  is  that  its  direction  cannot  be  reversed  so  as  to  turn  it  all  into 
the  Cape  Fear  a  couple  of  miles  below  the  city  without  vastly  increased 
labor  and  expense. 

Of  the  detailed  specifications  my  knowledge  is  superficial,  derived 
solely  from  conversation  and  a  diagram  of  the  proposed  work.  I  must 
confess  that  at  first  glance  the  diameter  of  main  and  lateral  pipes 
impressed  me  as  too  small;  but  after  passing  over  the  ground,  I  found 
the  lines  of  both  mains  and  laterals  short  and  the  grade  ample  to  con- 
duct all  the  domestic  sewage  through  a  system  from  which  all  surface 
water  is  rigidly  excluded.  First-class  underground  work  is  provided  for 
throughout,  if  correctly  reported  to  me,  and  all  is  to  be  supervised  and 
safeguarded  by  the  city  engineer.  This  would  seem  to  settle  the  ques- 
tion cf  character  of  material  and  labor;  but  it  is  for  the  city  to  see  that 
these  are  properly  furnished  and  performed.  Great  promise  is  good,  but 
strict  performance  of  underground  work  is  better.  So  much  for  the  pro- 
posed sewerage  system,  on  which  there  ought  to  be  no  two  opinions; 
but  here  lies  the  parting  of  the  ways. 

On  the  left  bank  of  the  Northeast  river,  just  outside  the  northwest 
angle  of  the  city,  lies  the  intake  of  the  city  water  supply  for  more  than 
20.000  people,  and  past  it,  on  its  halting  way  to  the  sea,  ebbs  and  flows 
all  the  sewage  of  the  eastern  water-shed  of  the  city,  the  drainage  from 
the  two  guano  factories,  the  omnium  gatherum  of  "Garrell's  butcher 
pen,"  where  is  reported  assembled  all  the  dead  horses,  mules,  cows, 
goats,  hogs,  clogs,  cats  and  other  vermin  commonly  denied  Christian 
burial,  left  to  mellow  in  the  air  and  sweeten  in  the  sunlight  until  fitted 
for  the  caldron  of  the  soap-boiler,  the  guano  factory  or  the  bone  mill; 
and  finally,   so  much  of  the  western  water-shed  as  may  be  carried  up 
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stream  by  the  incoming  tide,  to  return  by  tbe  combination  of  outgoing 
tide  and  current  twice  every  twenty-four  hours.  All  of  these  are  irre- 
sistibly pushed  over  and  held  against  the  left  bank  by  the  force  of  the 
greater  volume,  depth  and  rapidity  of  current  in  the  Cape  Fear,  where 
it  is  see  sawed  up  and  down  past,  the  intake  until  it  is  drawn  into  the 
pipe  and  distributed  to  the  city  or  escapes  by  the  current  down  the 
river  while  the  tide  is  off  duty.  How  many  seesaws  would  carry  any 
given  volume  of  sewage  finally  past  the  intake  would  depend  upon  the 
relative  rapidity  of  current  and  tide — a  problem  akin  to  that  of  the 
snail  in  the  forty-foot  well  that  climbed  three  feet  a  day  and  fell  back 
two — how  many  days  to  get  out? 

In  point  of  fact,  the  intake  of  the  municipal  water  supply  may  be 
said  to  be  located  on  the  central  axis  of  the  sewerage  system,  past 
which  nearly  every  cubic  foot  of  the  city  sewage  is  liable  to  flow  at 
least  once  in  its  gravitation  to  the  sea,  and  much  of  it  must  of  necessity 
so  pass  two  or  three  times.  It  does  so  now,  but  its  volume  bears  no 
comparison  to  that  of  the  system  under  consideration,  which  contem- 
plates the  drainage  of  10G  squares  containing  1,540  houses  with  9,240 
people,  through  6-inch,  8-inch,  10-inch  and  12-inch  pipes,  running  half 
full  continually.  How  such  a  volume  of  sewage  flowing  lazily  up  and 
down  past  the  intake  continually  can  be  contemplated  without  horror 
passes  my  understanding.  If  it  be  made  possible  through  long  suffer- 
ance of  and  familiarity  with  the  same  evil  in  lesser  degree,  it  might  be 
well  to  consider  the  question  from  a  financial  standpoint.  It  might 
outweigh  the  possibilities  of  a  pestilence  to  minds  unwittingly  influ- 
enced by  the  seductive  argument  of  infinite  dilution. 

The  people  of  Wilmington  have  already  learned  that  good  water  and 
proper  sewerage  are  expensive  luxuries,  which  can  only  be  successfully 
and  economically  maintained  through  general  use  and  liberal  rents. 
These  only  follow  unbounded  confidence  in  the  proper  construction  of 
the  system  and  the  absolute  purity  of  the  water  supply.  An  old  proverb 
says:  "A  child  may  lead  a  horse  to  water,  but  legions  cannot  make  him 
drink."  So,  too,  sewers  may  be  run  to  the  curb  and  water  to  the  gate  of 
every  home  in  Wilmington,  but  the  householder  cannot  be  made  to  take, 
use  or  pay  for  either;  and  without  these  the  financial  scheme  must 
prove  a  dismal  failure.  It  is  even  now  a  matter  of  no  infrequent 
remark  that  "'nobody  takes  water  in  Wilmington."  And  why?  "Well, 
the  color  and  the  compound."  Now,  the  color  (a  very  light  wine)  is 
acquired  in  the  juniper  and  cypress  swamps  from  whence  the  river 
flows,  and  for  drinking  purposes  is  ranked  among  the  best  in  the  world. 
Outgoing  ships,  sailing  or  steaming  around  the  world,  take  it  out  away 
above  the  city — as  the  city  ought  to  do — and  say  it  is  the  only  water 
that  will  resist  successfully  the  tropical  heat  throughout  the  long  voy- 
age. There  may  be  a  sentiment,  but  surely  there  can  be  no  prejudice 
against  the  juniper  tint  of  the  Wilmington  water  as  such.     If  any  exists- 
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it  must  be  in  the  nature  of  a  suspicion  or  doubt  respecting  its  origin; 
but  the  word  "compound"  undoubtedly  referred  to  sewage  contamina- 
tion, and  the  simple  question  arises,  if  a  slight  discoloration  of  city 
water,  well  known  to  be  juniper  water,  or  a  suspicion  of  sewage  con- 
tamination through  the  very  small  quantity  of  sewage  passing  the 
intake  under  the  present  limited  system,  can  create  a  serious  prejudice 
against  the  city  water,  what  will  it  be  when  the  waste  of  over  fifteen 
hundred  houses  and  over  nine  thousand  people,  multiplied  by  ebb  and 
flow,  shall  have  converted  the  contents  of  the  city  water  mains — either 
in  fact  or  fancy — into  a  bouillon  de  sewage? 

These  are  the  principal  considerations  moving  me  to  the  opinion  that 
it  would  be  neither  safe  nor  expedient  to  construct  and  put  in  operation 
in  Wilmington  the  sewerage  system  now  under  consideration  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  so  long  as  the  intake  of  the  city  water  supply  is 
where  now  located.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    OF    THE    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

Wilmington,  N.  C,  May  3,  1901. 

To  the  Board  cf  Health  of  the  City  of  Wilmington. 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  your  request,  we  have  had  a  per- 
sonal examination  of  the  conditions  involved  in  the  sewerage  plan  pro- 
posed for  the  city  made  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Board,  whose  report  is 
hereto  attached.  Since  that  report  was  written,  the  following  alterna- 
tive propositions  have  been  made  by  the  company: 

1.  To  disinfect  sufficiently  with  chloride  of  lime,  aerate  and'  doubly 
filter  through  two  successive  filter  beds  all  sewage  from  the  eastern 
slope  of  the  city  before  its  discharge  into  Smith's  creek,  as  per  plans 
and  specifications  submitted  by  the  company. 

2.  To  turn  all  sewage  from  that  slope  into  the  Ninth  street  sewer 
emptying  on  the  river  front. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  we  understand  them,  that  practically  all  the 
sewage  from  the  western  slope  is  already  emptied  into  the  river  through 
badly  constructed  private  sewers,  with  no  facilities  for  flushing  or  ven- 
tilation and  liable  to  clog  and  leak,  thereby  dangerously  threatening  the 
wells  in  that  district  used  for  drinking  purposes;  that  the  increase  in 
the  amount  of  sewage  delivered  to  the  river  incident  to  the  installation 
of  the  pr<  posed  plant  wouud  probably  not  exceed  10  per  cent.,  which 
would  not  materially  increase  the  present  great  danger  of  contami- 
nating the  water  supply  at  the  intake  as  now  located,  and  that  the 
proposed  contract  and  arrangement  with  the  city  will  insure  first-class 
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construction,  maintenance  and  administration  of  the  sewerage  system, 
we  sec  no  reasonable  objection  to  the  approval  by  the  city  of  Wilming- 
ton of  the  plans  submitted  by  the  Wilmington  Sewerage  Company,  as 
modified  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  made  by  us  and  accepted  by 
the  engineer  of  the  company. 

We  respectfully  beg  Leave,  however,  to  express  our  disapproval  of  the 
relations  between  sewage  disposal  and  water  supply  thai  have  been  per- 
mitted to  develop  in  the  past..

SUPPLEMENTARY    REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE.

Dear  Sir: — The  undersigned,  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Health  of 
North  Carolina,  respectfully  insist  that  the  following  modifications 
shall  be  made  to  the  plans  you  have  submitted  for  aeration  and  filtra- 
tion cf  the  sewerage  matter  which  the  company  you  represent  proposes 
to  empty  into  Smith's  creek,  namely: 

In  addition  to  the  plans  submitted,  there  shall  be  a  concreted  water- 
way, of  best  Portland  cement,  sand  and  gravel,  built  at  the  mouth  of 
the  effluent  pipe  in  the  plans  presented;  said  water-way  to  be  one  hun- 
dred feet  long  and  of  sullicient  width  to  provide  a  maximum  depth  of 
flow  not  in  excess  of  three-quarters  of  an  inch;  this  water-way  to  empty 
into  a  gravel  and  sand  filter  similar  in  plan  and  extent  to  the  one  sub- 
mitted in  your  plans:  Provided,  however,  thai  the  fall  of  incline  of 
this  water-way  shall  be  such  as  to  insure  a  slow  movement  of  the  fluid 
passing  through  it,  and  that  this  second  gravel  filter  shall  have  the 
final  effluent  pipe  conveying  the  sewage  into  Smith's  creek:  Provided, 
also,  thai  said  water-way  shall  always  lie  clear  of  shading  from  trees 
and  bushes  and  have  full  exposure  to  sunlight  and  air.  And  upon  your 
agreement  to  incorporate  these  suggestions  into  your  plans,  we  give  om 
approval  for  the  adoption  of  said  plans  for  the  city  of  Wilmington.

LEGISLATION. 


The  General  Assembly  of  1901,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  enacted  into  law  two  bills  which  were  pre- 
sented for  its  consideration.  One  was  to  amend  the  act 
relating  to  the  Board  of  Health  in  important  particulars,  and 
the  other  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Embalming,  requiring 
all  embalmers  of  the  dead  to  be  licensed  bv  the  said  Board. 
A  copy  of  the  former  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary for  1901,  and  the  latter  is  given  below: 

AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  A  STATE  BOARD  OF  EMBALMING,  TO 
REGULATE  THE  PRACTICE  OF  EMBALMING  AND  THE  CARE 
AND    DISPOSITION    OF    THE    DEAD. 

The  (.'aural  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  and  created  a  board  to 
be  known  as  the  State  Board  of  Embalming  of  North  Carolina.  Said 
board  shall  consist  of  five  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  three  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health;  the  remaining  two  shall  be  practical  embalmers,  having  expe- 
rience in  said  business  and  the  care  of  and  disposition  of  dead  human 
bodies;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  on  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  2.  Each  member  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the 
date  of  his  appointment  going  into  effect,  except  those  first  appointed, 
who  shall  serve  as  follows:  One  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one 
for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for  five  years,  respectively. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  designate  the  number  of  years  each 
shall  serve,  and  any  one  having  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  shall 
be  eligible  for  re-appointment. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  board  shall  be  appointed  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  and  one  member  annually  there- 
after, who  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years  from  the  first  day  of 
July  next  ensuing.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  have  the  power  to 
remove  from  office  any  member  of  said  board  for  neglect  of  duty,  incom- 
petency or  improper  conduct. 
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Sec.  4.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  furnish  each  person  ap- 
pointed to  serve  on  the  State  Board  of  Embalmers  a  certificate  of 
appointment.  The  appointee  shall  qualify  by  taking  and  subscribing  to 
the  usual  oath  of  office  before  some  person  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  within  ten  days  after  said  appointment  has  been  made,  which 
oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Embalmers. 

Sec.  5.  The  first  meeting  of  said  board  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
day  of  July,  1901,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable.  Three 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  a  president  and  a 
secretary  from  the  members  of  said  board,  who  shall  serve  for  one  year 
or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  have  qualified.  The  secre- 
tary shall  furnish  such  bond  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board. 
The  board  may  adopt  a  common  seal  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  conferred  on  such  board  by  the  laws  of  the  State. 
The  president  of  said  board  (and  in  his  absence  a  president  pro  tempore 
elected  by  the  members  present)  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer 
oaths  to  witnesses  testifying  before  said  board. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  board  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt  rules,  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  whereby  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  said  board  and 
the  practice  of  embalming  of  dead  human  bodies  shall  be  regulated. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  year  and  as 
often  as  the  proper  and  efficient  discharge  of  its  duties  shall  require. 

Sec.  9.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  every  person  now 
engaged  or  desiring  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  embalming  dead  human 
bodies  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina  shall  make  a  written  applica- 
tion to  the  State  Board  of  Embalmers  for  a  license,  accompanying  the 
same  with  a  license  fee  of  five  dollars,  whereupon  the  applicant  as 
aforesaid  shall  present,  himself  or  herself  before  said  board  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  and  if  the  board  shall  find  upon 
due  examination  that  the  applicant  is  of  good  moral  character,  pos- 
sessed of  skill  and  knowledge  of  said  science  of  embalming  and  the  care 
and  disposition  of  the  dead  and  has  a  responsible  knowledge  of  sanita- 
tion and  the  disinfection  of  bodies  of  deceased  persons  and  the  apart- 
ment, clothing  and  bedding  in  case  of  death  from  infectious  or  con- 
tagious diseases,  the  board  shall  issue  to  said  applicant  a  license  to 
practice  said  act  of  embalming  and  the  care  and  disposition  of  the  dead, 
and  shall  register  such  applicant  as  a  duly  licensed  embalmer.  Such 
license  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  board  and  attested  by  its 
seal.  All  persons  receiving  a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  also  register  the  fact  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
city,  and  where  there  is  no  Hoard  of  Health,  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court   in   the  county   or  counties   in   which   it   is   proposed  to 
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carry  on  said  practice,  and  shall  display  said  license  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  office  of  such  licentiate. 

Sec.  10.  Every  registered  embalmer  who  desires  to  continue  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession  shall  annually  thereafter,  during  the  time  he  shall 
continue  in  such  practice,  on  such  day  as  said  board  may  determine,  pay 
to  the  secretary  of  said  board  a  fee  of  two  dollars  for  the  renewal  of 
registration. 

Sec.  11.  All  expenses,  salary  and  per  diem  to  members  of  this  board 
shall  be  paid  from  fees  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 
shall  in  no  manner  be  an  expense  to  the  State.  All  moneys  received 
in  excess  of  said  per  diem  allowances  and  other  expenses  provided  for 
shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  said  board  as  a  special  fund  for  meet- 
ing the  expenses  of  said  board. 

Sec.  12.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1902,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  not  a  registered  embalmer  to  practice  or  pre- 
tend to  practice  the  art  of  embalming,  unless  said  person  is  a  regis- 
tered embalmer  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  or  in  any  manner  inter- 
fere with  the  duties  of  any  officer  of  local  or  State  institutions,  nor 
shall  this  act  apply  to  any  person  engaged  simply  in  the  furnishing  of 
burial  receptacles  for  the  dead  and  burying  the  dead  not  embalmed. 

Sec.  14.  Any  person  who  shall  practice  or  hold  himself  or  herself  as 
practicing  the  art  of  embalming  without  having  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  before  any  court,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence.  All  fines  assessed  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  public  school  fund  of  this 
State. 

Sec.  15.  Schools  for  teaching  embalming  shall  have  extended  to  them 
the  same  privileges  as  to  the  use  of  bodies  for  dissection  while  teaching 
as  those  granted  in  this  State  to  medical  colleges. 

Sec.  16.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent 
any  person  holding  a  certificate  from  any  embalmers'  association  from 
any  other  State  from  practicing  the  art  or  trade  of  embalmer  in  this 
State. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

RESOLUTION. 

The  report  of  Dr.  L.  L.  Staton,  Superintendent  of  Health  for  Edge- 
combe county,  is  read,  in  which  it  appears  that  small-pox  is  prevalent 
in  Wilson  county,  that  said  disease  has  spread  to  Edgecombe  county 
and  that  there  is  grave  danger  of  general  infection  in  Edgecombe,  and 
that  he  is  informed  that  the  health  authorities  of  Wilson  county  have 
neglected  to  quarantine  and  otherwise  prevent  its  spread;  therefore, 
be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  County  Sanitary  Committee  of  Edgecombe  County, 
That  the  above  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  that  it  be  requested  to  take  such  steps 
as  may  be  necessary  to  compel  said  health  authorities  of  Wilson  county 
to  afford  the  protection  required  by  law  by  compelling  said  authorities 
to  enforce  the  regulations  as  are  usual."

Deab  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  January  1st,  re- 
questing an  opinion  upon  the  law  relative  to  enforcement  of  quarantine 
laws,  etc.,  especially  in  reference  to  condition  in  Wilson  county,  upon 
complaint  of  Board  of  Edgecombe  county,  I  will  say: 

That,  the  County  Superintendent  of  Health  seems  to  be  chiefly  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Board,  which  alone  has  authority  to  remove 
him  from  office  for  failure  to  discharge  certain  duties  imposed  upon  him 
by  section  8  of  the  act.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  he  is  to  carry  out 
as  far  as  possible  the  directions  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  he  is 
liable  to  the  deduction  of  pay  for  failing  to  give  notice  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  any  case  of  small-pox,  etc.,  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  if  has  come  to  his  knowledge.  In  towns  having  no  regularly 
organized  local  boards  of  health  the  State  Board  has  full  sanitary  juris- 
diction. 

As  to  the  complaint  of  the  Board  for  Edgecombe  county,  the  State 
Board  may  advise  and  also  direct  the  County  Superintendent  under  sec- 
tion 5  of  the  act,  and  give  notice  of  any  failure  on  his  part  to  make  tbe 
reports  and  perform  other  duties.

OPINION'  OF  ATTORNEY-GENERAL  IN  REGARD  TO  THE  DUTY 
OF  RAILROAD  COMPANIES  IN  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  THEIR 
EMPLOYEES    INFECTED    WITH    SMALL- POX. 

Lexoir,  N.  C,  April  3,  1902. 
Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis,

Dear  Doctor: — I  have  had  only  the  two  cases  of  small-pox  in  my 
camp  up  to  this  time.  I  released  all  but  seven  yesterday.  The  ones 
released  had  been  least  exposed — two  weeks  since  last  exposure,  and 
everything  about  them  twice  cleaned  up  and  disinfected.  If  no  further 
developments,  I  will  release  all  very  soon. 

In  the  meantime  1  wish  to  understand  the  law  applying  to  this  case: 
They  were  all  working  for  wages  for  the  Atlantic  Construction  Com- 
pany, (he  Atlantic  Construction  Company  being  the  railroad  company, 
but  (lie  accounts  of  construction  being  kept  separate  from  the  accounts 
of  operating  by  the  two  names.     The  shanty  cars  in  which  I  found  them 
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were  owned  by  the  railroad  company  and  on  their  track — that  is.  on  t lie 
switch  running  from  the  main  line  to  Rhodhiss  cotton  factory.  This 
switch  is  owned  by  the  railroad  company.  The  negroes  and  the  two 
white  men  were  working  for  wages,  in  the  employ  of  the  construction 
company.  None  of  them  were  citizens  of  Caldwell  county.  Small-pox 
broke  out  among  them  before  they  were  sent  into  Caldwell  county.  The 
general  manager  of  the  railroad  ordered  them  moved  from  an  adjoining 
count}'  to  the  Rhodhiss  switch  after  lie  knew  that  small-pox  had  broken 
out  among  them.  Although  it  had  been  among  them  for  some  time,  the 
railroad  authorities  made  no  effort  to  suppress  it  or  to  keep  them  from 
mixing  with  the  Uhodhiss  population.  Nor  did  they  report  the  fact  to 
the  health  officer  anywhere.  The  railroad  has  fed  the  men,  but  at  the 
expense  of  the  men,  as  their  board  was  taken  out  of  wages  due  them. 
I  have  met  all  the  other  expenses  of  the  quarantine.  As  it  will  end 
soon,  I  wish  to  know  who  should  pay  all  the  expenses  of  it.  You 
referred  me  to  section  8,  amended  law.  published  in  February  Bulletin, 
1901.  I  have  not  a  copy  of  that  Bulletin  and  cannot  find  the  amended 
law  in  the  acts  of  Legislature  as  published.  As  I  see  it,  the  Atlantic 
Construction  Company  is  the  "householder"  and  must  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  quarantine.  Further,  they  have  violated  the  law  by  knowingly 
bringing  into  the  county  a  crowd  of  men,  shanty  cars  and  effects 
infected  with  small-pox;  and  have  again  violated  the  law  that  requires 
the  householder  to  report  such  diseases  to  the  proper  health  officer 
when  they  break  out.  In  this  instance  they  made  no  report  of  it.  The 
community  complained,  threatened  and  finally  reported  it  to  me.  The 
railroad  has  not  refused  to  pay  the  expense,  but  in  case  it  does  I  wish 
to  know  the  law,  so  as  to  know  just  how  to  proceed. 

Please  send  me  the  full  text  of  the  amended  law,  if  it  has  been 
printed;  if  not  printed,  please  send  me  a  copy  of  the  February  Bulle- 
tin of  1901. 

Any  other  advice,  etc.,  will  be  duly   appreciated.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
favor  of  recent  date,  with  enclosure  of  (letter  of)  Dr.  Kent  of  Lenoir, 
\.  C,  relating  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  maintaining 
quarantine  on  account  of  small-pox  infection.  This  matter,  as  you  are 
aware,  is  regulated  by  section  8,  chapter  214  of  the  Laws  of  North  Caro- 
lina, session  1893.  In  this  section  the  following  language  is  used: 
"The   expense  of  flic  quarantine   and   of   the   disinfection   shall   be   borne 
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by  the  householder  in  whose  family  the  case  occurs,  if  able;  otherwise, 
by  the  city,  (own  or  county  of  which  he  is  a  resident." 

The  term  "householder"  signifies  the  occupier  of  a  house  or  one  who 
provides  for  the  household.  Whether  this  definition  of  the  word  is  suffi- 
cient to  embrace  the  Atlantic  Construction  Company  or  the  railroad 
company  is  not  entirely  free  from  doubt. 

I  note  that  Dr.  Kent  says  that  the  railroad  company  has  not  refused 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  maintaining  the  quarantine,  and  I  am  inclined 
to  the  opinion  that  under  the  circumstances  detailed  in  his  letter  that 
l  he  company  is  liable. 

Dr.  Kent  says:  "The  general  manager  of  the  railroad  ordered  them 
moved  from  the  adjoining-  county  to  Rhodhiss  switch  after  he  knew  that 
smallpox  had  broken  out  among  them."  And  it  also  appears  from  his 
letter  that  the  railroad  company  furnished  provisions  to  the  men,  the 
cost  of  which  was  deducted  from  their  wages. 

This  assumption  of  control  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  company 
might  constitute  it  a  householder  within  I  lie  meaning  of  the  statute. 

'  I  beg  to  suggest  that  Dr.  Kent  consult  with  the  railroad  authorities 
with  reference  to  the  question.  It  is  clear  that  the  county  of  Caldwell 
is  not  liable,  for  the  persons  in  quarantine  had  neither  acquired  a  resi- 
dence nor  settlement  in  that  county. 

If  the  railroad  company  cannot  be  held  responsible  under  the  term 
"householder,"  the  resident  county  is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  quarantine.

TUBERCULOSIS  IN  CONVICTS. 


State  of  North  Carolina.

Dear  Sir: — Within  the  last  few  days  five  or  six  applications  for  par- 
don have  been  filed  with  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  asking  that  cer- 
tain convicts  be  released  from  the  State's  Prison,  the  county  roads  and 
jails,  upon  the  ground  that  the  convicts  are  suffering  with  consumption. 
Besides  these  recent  cases,  there  are  others  that  are  now  on  file  asking 
for  pardon  for  the  same  reason.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Governor  has 
pardoned  several  convicts  upon  the  ground  that  they  were  suffering  with 
this  terrible  disease.  The  frequency  with  which  these  applications  are 
made  causes  me  to  address  you  this  communication.  His  Excellency 
desires  to  know  what  effect  the  matter  of  confinement  in  the  jails,  on 
the  chain-gang,  in  the  penitentiary  and  on  the  penitentiary  farms  would 
have  upon  a  person  suffering  with  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  1  assume 
that  you  know,  generally,  the  condition  of  the  North  Carolina  jails  and 
quarters  for  working  convicts  on  the  roads,  the  State's  Prison  and  the 
prison  farms,  and  it  is  desired  that  your  answer  to  this  communication 
should  be  made  in  view  of  the  actual  conditions  of  our  places  for  the 
retention  and  punishment  of  criminals  who  are  thus  afflicted.  Also  we 
will  thank  you  to  make  any  suggestions  that  occur  to  you  with  reference 
to  a  reasonable  solution  of  this  troublesome  and  perplexing  proposition. 
Men  who  commit  crime  should  be  punished.  While  that  is  true,  the 
principles  of  humanity  with  a  humane  Governor  must  and  will  obtain.

My  Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  stating  that  "his  Excellency 
desires  to  know  what  effect  the  matter  of  the  confinement  in  the  jails, 
on  the  chain-gang,  in  the  penitentiary  and  on  the  penitentiary  farms 
would  have  upon  a  person  suffering  with  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs," 
asking  that  my  "answer  to  this  communication  be  made  in  view  of  the 
actual  conditions  of  our  places  for  the  retention  and  punishment  of 
criminals  who  are  thus  afflicted,"  and  that  I  "make  any  suggestions  that 
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occur  to  you  (me)  with  reference  to  a  reasonable  solution  of  this 
troublesome  and  perplexing  preposition,"  is  received.  In  reply  I  beg  to 
say : 

In  my  opinion,  confinement  in  either  of  the  places  named,  under  con- 
ditions as  they  now  exist,  would  be  deleterious  to  the  health  of  persons 
suffering  with  tuberculosis,  and  almost  certainly  hasten  their  decease. 
It  would  also,  in  all  probability,,  as  tuberculosis  is  a  communicable  dis- 
ease, cause  the  infection  with  the  same  disease  of  a  greater  or  less  num- 
ber of  healthy  convicts  associated  with  them. 

In  order  to  carry  out  his  Excellency's  desire  to  meet  the  ends  of  both 
justice  and  humanity  in  this  matter,  1  would  suggest  that  special  quar- 
ters be  prepared  on  one  of  the  State  farms,  and  that  all  tuberculous 
convicts  be  confined  therein  and  regulated  with  a  view  to  their  malady. 
If  this  should  be  done,  they  would  not  suffer  from  the  confinement,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  be  better  off,  so  far  as  the  disease  is  concerned,  than 
an  immense  majority  of  them  would  be  at  their  homes.  If  desired,  I 
will  be  glad  to  advise  the  penitentiary  authorities  at  any  time  in  detail.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Owing  to  the  practical  impossibility  of  obtaining  reliable 
statistics  from  the  rural  districts  without  an  amount  of  ma- 
chinery and  money  to  run  it,  for  which  public  sentiment  is 
not  yet  ready,  we  have  continued  to  confine  our  attempts  to 
collect  vital  statistics  to  the  cities  and  towns. 

The  total  number  of  cities  and  towns  reporting  in  1001 
was  twenty-two,  with  an  aggregate  population  of  132,000 — 
70,700  whites  and  53,250  colored.  In  1002,  twenty-six, 
with  an  aggregate  population  of  153,050 — whites  02,100, 
colored  61,850.  An  analysis  of  the  tables  will  show  the  fol- 
lowing  in  relation  to  some  of  the  principal  diseases: 

Typhoid  Fever. — In  1001  the  total  number  of  deaths  in 
population  given  above  was  116 — 65  whites  and  51  colored; 
in  1002,  128 — white  60,  colored  50.  Applying  this  average 
to  the  entire  State,  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  this 
disease  would  be  for  the  twTo  years  about  1,600  and  1,500 
respectively.  This,  of  course,  is  a  very  crude  and  inac- 
curate way  of  getting  at  it,  but  as  typhoid  fever  is  not 
notably  worse  in  towns  than  in  the  country,  it  is  not  so 
unfair  after  all.     At  any  rate,  it  is  startling  and  suggestive. 

Malarial  Fever. — Notwithstanding  the  generally  accepted 
statement  that  the  black  race  is  less  susceptible  to  malarial 
diseases  than  the  white,  we  find  year  after  year  that  with  us

the  contrary  appears  to  be  true.  In  1001  the  total  number 
of  deaths  was  05 — white  30,  colored  56,  representing  a  death 
rate  among  the  whites  of  .5  per  thousand,  among  the  colored 
1  per  thousand.  In  1002  the  difference  between  the  two  races 
was  much  more  marked — 24  wdiites,  88  colored;  representing 
a  death  rate  for  the  whites  of  .25,  as  against  1.4  for  the 
colored.  In  addition  to  the  fact,  pointed  out  in  former 
reports,    that    negroes    live    in    the    comparatively    insalubri- 
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ous  sections  of  the  towns,  and  that  owing  to  their  pov- 
erty they  do  not  receive  prompt  and  thorough  treatment,  we 
think  the  mixed  blood  of  most  of  them  should  he  considered. 
The  thorough-bred  pure  black  negro  is  doubtless  less  suscep- 
tible to  malaria  than  the  white  man,  but  such  negroes  are 
comparatively  rare  in  our  urban  population.  This,  accord- 
ing to  the  theory  of  Dr.  King  that  only  those  whose  skins 
are  so  deeply  pigmented  as  to  prevent  the  passage  of  light 
are  immune,  may  be  the  explanation  of  our  figures. 

Diphtheria. — According  to  our  reports  for  many  years 
the  negro  seemed  to  be  almost  immune  to  diphtheria,  but  in 
the  past  two  years  this  apparent  lack  of  susceptibility  has  not 
been  so  pronounced,  although  the  number  of  deaths  from  this 
disease  remains  proportionately  much  less  among  the  negroes 
than  among  the  whites. 

Pneumonia  comes  next  in  fatality  to  diarrhoea!  diseases, 
which  are  a  trifle  behind  consumption.  In  1901  the  total 
number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  was  241 — white  122, 
colored  119,  representing  respectively  a  death  rate  per  thou- 
sand of  population  of  1.5  and  2.2.  In  1902,  total  272 — 
white  123,  colored  149,  or  1.3  and  2.4  per  thousand. 

Consumption  continues  our  most  fatal  disease.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  in  1901  was  289 — white  116,  colored  173, 
or  1.5  and  3.25  per  thousand  respectively.  In  1902,  394 — 
white  173,  colored  221,  or  1.9  and  3.6  per  thousand,  the 
proportion  between  the  two  races  remaining  much  the  same 
as  heretofore. 

Suicide. — The  negro  is  generally  much  less  given  to  taking 
his  own  life  than  the  white  man,  yet  in  1901,  although  the 
colored  population  of  the  State  is  only  one-third  of  the  whole, 
the  total  number  of  colored  suicides  was  3,  as  against  only  2 
among  double  the  number  of  whites.  In  1902,  however,  the 
figures  were  11  whites  and  2  colored. 

The  general  prevalence  of  some  of  the  more  prominent 
acute  diseases  throughout  the  State,  as  shown  by  the  average 
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number  of  comities  reporting  them,  shows,  in  comparing  the 
two  years  of  1901  and  1902,  the  following,  respectively: 
Diphtheria,  10.2,  11.3;  influenza,  17.1,  10.2;  malarial  fever, 
22.2,  18.5;  pneumonia,  11.5,  10.G,  and  small-pox,  1G,  20. 
From  this  it  appears  that  while  diphtheria  was  slightly  and 
small-pox  decidedly  more  prevalent,  the  other  diseases  named, 
particularly  influenza  and  malarial  fever,  were  less  so. 
For  further  details  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  tables.

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PRESIDENT'S  EEPOET. 


To  His  Excellency }  C.  B.  Aycock, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

Sib: — The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  have  the  honor  to  submit  this 
their  sixth  biennial  report. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  School  has  increased  in 
attendance.  Superintendent  Goodwin  and  his  efficient  corps 
of  teachers,  officers  and  employees  have  discharged  their  du- 
ties in  such  a  manner  as  to  meet  with  our  cordial  approval. 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  School,  by  virtue  of  the 
excellent  work  done  in  her  educational  and  industrial  train- 
ing departments,  has  taken  stand  equal  to  that  of  the  best 
schools  in  the  country. 

Since  our  last  report  we  have  erected  with  our  special 
appropriation  two  additions  to  our  main  building,  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  more  room,  and  especially  more 
exits  in  case  of  fire ;  also  completed  our  system  of  waterworks. 
"We  have  now  a  complete  system  of  waterworks  equal  to  any 
in  the  State,  which  gives  us  a  bountiful  supply  of  good 
water  at  reasonable  cost. 

By  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  we  find,  dur- 
ing the  two  years  beginning  November  30,  1900,  and  ending 
November  30,  1902,  there  has  been  expended  $102,382.52. 
Deducting  from  the  grand  total  the  special  appropriation  of 
$7,000,  which  was  paid  out  for  improvements;  also,  earn- 
ings of  the  School  paid  into  State  Treasury  of  $10,016.25, 
leaving  $84,766.32. 

"We  have  two  hundred  and  thirtv-seven  deaf  children  now 
in  school,  and  the  per  capita  cost  for  each  child  per  annum  is 
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$179.  These  facts,  taken  into  connection  with,  the  high 
prices  paid  now  for  every  article  used  for  the  support  of 
School,  shows  that  the  management  of  the  institution  finances 
is  in  capable  and  efficient  hands',  .and,  compared  with  the 
per  capita  cost  of  other  like  institutions  during  same  two 
years,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  it  is  very  economical. 

The  growth  of  the  School  increases  the  needs,  and  also  the 
expenses  of  same.  We  would  therefore  recommend  an  in- 
crease in  our  annual  appropriation  of  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  also  a  special  appropriation  of  two  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  needed  to  build  roads  on  School 
grounds. 

The  Board  of  Directors  thought  it  wise  to  remodel  the  old 
brick  residence,  which  was  vacant  and  in  a  dilapidated  con- 
dition, to  be  occupied  by  the  Superintendent.  In  adopting 
plans  for  same,  it  was  decided  best  that  it  be  so  arranged 
that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Superintendent  did  not  occupy 
it,  that  it  could  be  used  as  a  primary  building.  The  money 
expended  for  materials  and  labor  in  remodeling  this  build- 
ing was  not  taken  from  the  annual  appropriation,  but  from 
the  earnings  of  the  School.  It  will  be  only  a  short  time  before 
all  available  room  in  our  present  building  will  be  occupied 
to  its  utmost  capacity.  We  are  able  to  state  from  informa- 
tion in  our  possession  the  sad  fact  that  there  are  perhaps 
two  hundred  white  deaf  children  in  our  State  not  in  school. 
This  condition  of  affairs  ought  not  to  exist,  and  we  would 
urge  the  Legislature  to  enact  a  compulsory  law  to  force  these 
unfortunates  to  attend  school.  Educated,  they  make  good 
citizens ;  uneducated  and  untrained,  they  often  become 
charges  on  our  State  and  counties. 

Since  our  last  report  to  your  Excellency,  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Board,  Hon.  V.  V.  Richardson,  of  Columbus 
County,  has  died.  He  was  a  good  man,  and  we  shall  greatly 
miss  his  wise  counsel  and  valuable  help  in  shaping  the 
policy  of  the  School.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors  of  the 

North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  statutory  law,  and  un- 
der your  regulations,  I  beg  to  submit  this,  my  Fifth  Biennial 
Report  of  this  School,  for  the  period  ending  November  30, 
1902.  During  this  period  we  have  had  in  attendance  302 
pupils,  150  boys  and  152  girls,  representing  every  section 
of  the  State,  from  Roanoke  Island  to  the  Tennessee  line. 
While  our  School  has  had  steady  growth,  from  102  pupils 
in  1894,  to  237  enrolled  this  early  in  the  present  session, 
there  are  still  many  white  deaf  children  of  school  age,  who 
have  never  attended  any  school.  Some  of  them  who  are  grow- 
ing  up  in  the  most  pitiable  ignorance,  have  been  offered  admis- 
sion and  all  possible  inducements  given  them  to  enter,  and 
yet  have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity,  perhaps 
because  the  School,  its  purposes  and  scope  is  not  understood, 
especially  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  State. 

Sometimes  we  meet  people  who  regard  our  School  a  sort 
of  custodial  home,  where  certain  care  is  exercised  for  a  time, 
losing  sight  of  the  primary  purpose  for  which  the  School  was 
established.  I  am  very  much  gratified  to  know,  however, 
that  it  is  being  recognized  now  by  educators  and  the  most 
intelligent  people  of  the  State,  as  a  school  in  the  strictest 
sense  of  the  word,  education  in  the  most  general  sense,  be- 
in  <r  the  primary  object  of  its  very  creation,  the  development  of 
the  brain  and  hand,  the  growth  morally  as  well,  being  our  aim 
and  efforts.  If  our  aim  is  reached  only  in  one  direction, 
our  duty  would  be  only  partly  done. 

It  takes  the  same  cultivation  of  the  head,  hand  and  heart 
to  build  up  desirable  character  for  the  deaf  young  man  or  wo- 
man, as  it  does  for  the  hearing  brother  and  sister. 
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Our  Finances. 

In  making  out  our  budget  two  years  ago,  for  the  biennial 
period  just  closed,  I  realized  that  the  State  was  doing  all  in 
her  power  with  the  means  at  her  hands,  for  all  her  institu- 
tions, and  I  made  the  most  modest  request  consistent  with 
good  management  and  good  work.  In  our  calculations  we 
estimated  every  item  by  the  prices  and  costs  of  provisions, 
materials  and  wares  at  that  time,  but  every  business  and 
establishment  has  been  confronted  with  considerable  advance- 
ment in  prices  of  every  item  of  merchandise,  as  well  as  every 
department  of  labor.  Every  estimate  I  made  was  based  up- 
on the  most  favorable  conditions,  making  no  calculation  for 
contingency.  With  the  tremendous  advancement  in  costs 
of  living,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  report  a  small  debt. 
Our  classified  accounts  show  in  the  two  items  of  fuel  and 
provisions  alone,  an  increase  of  $3,900.00  above  same  period 
two  years  ago. 

Our  special  appropriation  of  $7,000.00  for  watorworks 
and  additions  for  escapes  or  exits  in  case  of  fire,  was  found 
insufficient  by  about  $3,000.00,  which  had  to  be  met  out  of 
our  earnings.  This  deficit  in  the  special  appropriation  can 
be  easily  accounted  for  by  '  the  great  increase  in  costs  of 
material  for  that  class  of  work.  Thus  it  is  clear  and  very  evi- 
dent what  caused  our  indebtedness.  Our  living  and  general 
expenditures  were  run  on  the  most  economical  way. 

Our  Course  of  Study. 

Our  course  of  study  embraces  the  studies  fixed  by  law  for 
the  common  public  schools  of  the  State,  and  is  about  the  same 
course  that  is  given  in  the  majority  of  similar  schools  in 
other  States. 

We  have  prepared  several  young  men  for  Gallaudet  Col- 
lege, the  only  college  for  the  deaf  in  the  world.  These 
young  men  have  stood  among  the  best  prepared  students  of 
the  college,  representing  nearly  all  the  leading  schools  in 
America. 
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Methods  Used. 
We  try  to  keep  abreast  with  the  advancement  in  the  art 
of  teaching  and  methods  used.  We  have  two  distinct  de- 
partments— the  manual  and  the  oral,  both  having  the  same 
object  in  view — that  of  giving  a  good  primary  education. 
But  in  the  oral  department  we  teach  speech  and  speech- 
reading,  by  means  of  speech.  We  cover  the  same  course  of 
study  as  is  taken  in  the  manual  department.  A  large  num- 
ber of  American  schools  belong  to  the  same  class  as  ours  and 
recognize  the  same  methods. 

Manual  Department. 

This  department  and  method  is  commonly  known  as  the 
''Sign  Department,"  which  is  the  method  introduced  from 
the  French,  and  used  exclusively  for  the  first  half  century 
after  the  opening  of  the  American  schools.  Some  think 
we  give  the  deaf  child  a  "Language  of  Signs,"  and  that  when 
through  our  School  they  are  unable  to  communicate  with 
any  one,  except  with  deaf  mutes,  or  some  one  who  has  ac- 
quired this  new  language,  forgetting  that  the  child  has 
learned  sufficient  written  English  to  communicate  his  ideas, 
and  that  "signs"  were  only  a  means  used  to  teach  language 
and  communicate  ideas  until  written  English  had  been  ac- 
quired, the  same  everyday  language  that  all  need. 

We  have  eight  teachers  in  this  department,  five  in  the 
primary  and  intermediate,  and  three  are  in  the  more  ad- 
vanced. For  the  last  two  years  Mrs.  Winston  has  been  Su- 
pervising Teacher  of  the  Primary  section,  and  has  rendered 
very  efficient  services,  helping  to  secure  better  grading,  there- 
by having  a  more  uniform  advancement  of  classes.  I  re- 
spectfully refer  you  to  Mrs.  Winston's  special  report. 

MRS.  WINSTON'S  REPORT. 
To  Mr.  E.  McK.  Goodwin,  Supt.  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf 

and  Dumb. 

My  Dear  Sir: — Two  years  ago  I  had  the  honor  of  heing  appointed 
by  our  honorable  Board  of  Directors,  at  your  suggestion,  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Supervising  Teacher  of  the  Primary  Manual  Department. 
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Since  the  above  appointment  I  have  had  under  my  supervision 
seventy-eight  pupils  and  the  directing  of  the  teaching  of  four  teach- 
ers. 

At  the  opening  of  our  school  in  September,  1900,  with  your  co- 
operation and  valuable  assistance  the  department  was  reorganized, 
and  as  thoroughly  graded  as  was  then  practicable.  Pupils  were  ad- 
vanced or  "put  back,"  not  according  to  age,  or  length  of  time  in 
school,  but  according  to  the  mental  capacity  and  advancement  of  the 
child.  Our  aim  was  to  make  each  class  as  near  a  unit  as  possible 
that  the  class  might  not  be  kept  back  by,  or  the  teacher's  time 
wasted  upon,  any  pupil  who  had  not  the  mental  ability  to  cope  with 
the  members  of  his  class. 

The  department  was  divided  into  five  grades  and  the  teachers  were 
assigned  as  follows: 

Grade  1,  Mrs.  Hofsteater;  Grade  2,  Miss  Carrie  Haynes;  Grade  3, 
Miss  Grimes;  Grade  4,  Miss  Nimocks;  Grade  5,  myself. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  corps  of  teachers  in  1901,  but  in  June, 
1902,  Miss  Nimocks  resigned  to  be  married,  and  at  the  opening  of 
the  present  term,  last  September,  her  class  was  transferred  to  Mr. 
J.  C.  Miller,  of  the  Intermediate  Manual.  The  most  primary  class, 
Grade  1,  was  assigned  to  Miss  Haynes.  Miss  Grimes  retained  her 
class  of  the  year  before,  and  Grade  3  was  given  to  Mrs.  Hofsteater. 
Grade  5  was  absorbed  by  classes  in  the  Intermediate,  with  one  ex- 
ception, which  was  transferred  to  the  oral  department. 

The  plan  of  work  pursued  in  this  department  has  been  that  laid 
down  in  your  "Outline  of  Work."  Our  aim  is  to  have  each  class  so 
uniformly  and  systematically  instructed  that  one  grade  becomes  a 
smooth  and  easy  step  to  the  next. 

Kindergarten  methods  have  entered  largely  into  the  first  year's 
work,  and  used  occasionally  in  the  second  year,  more,  however,  as 
"busy  work"  in  the  latter. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  to  you  that  the  teachers  in  this  depart- 
ment have  been  very  faithful  and  earnest  in  discouraging  the  use  of 
"signs,"  both  in  and  out  of  the  school-room.  It  is  their  rule  to  spell 
and  write,  and  not  "sign"  to  their  pupils.  I  think  that  you  will  find 
these  classes  practicing  what  they  have  been  taught.  It  is  also  the 
endeavor  of  each  teacher  to  leave  no  opportunity  unimproved  to  drill 
her  pupils  on  such  expressions  and  forms  of  our  language,  as  will  be 
of  the  greatest  practical  use  to  them,  and  on  all  occasions  to  bring 
out  originality. 

We  have  also  endeavored  to  simplify  and  make  comprehensible  to 
the  minds  of  our  young  pupils  the  Sunday  lessons,  believing  that 
these  lessons  can  be  as  successfully  taught,  if  persevered  in,  to  the 
little  deaf  child  as  to  his  hearing  brother. 

I  here  beg  leave  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  in  this 
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department,  who  have  not  failed  in  a  single  instance  to  cordially  co- 
operate with  me,  and  act  upon  any  suggestion  for  the  good  of  the 
department. 

To  them  and  to  your  most  valuable  assistance  and  sympathy  is  due 
any  success  that  the  department  may  have  attained  during  the  time 
I  have  been  at  its  head.

Oral  Department. 

The  department  is  under  the  Chief  Instructorship  of  Mrs. 
Anna  C.  Hurd,  who  has  had  wide  and  successful  experience, 
and  whose  methods  are  recognized  by  the  best  schools  and 
leading  teachers  in  the  profession. 

We  do  not  claim  that  every  deaf  child  can  acquire  speech 
and  ability  to  read  speech,  nor  do  we  propose  to  give  natural 
speech,  but  we  do  give  intelligible  speech.  It  is  our  aim  to 
cive  everv  deaf  child  who  enters  this  School  a  fair  trial  in  this 
department,  but  if  it  is  found,  for  any  reason,  the  child  can 
not  do  reasonably  well  in  this  department,  he  is  put  in  the 
manual  department.  We  have  eleven  teachers  in  this  depart- 
ment.    I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  special  report  of  Mrs. 

Hurd. 

MRS.  HURD'S  REPORT. 

To  E.  McK.  Goodwin,  Supt.  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and 

Dumb. 

Dear  Sir:— The  period  of  two  years  that  has  passed  since  I  made 
my  last  report  to  you,  December  13.  1900,  has  been  one  of  steady 
growth  and  progress  in  the  Oral  Department. 

Forty-four  new  pupils  have  been  admitted  to  the  department  dur- 
ing this  time.  Last  year  two  pupils,  and  this  year  four  pupils,  who 
had  been  in  school  before,  were  re-admitted. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  in  1901  six  of  our  oldest  pupils  left 
school,  and  in  June,  1902,  three  others  left. 

One  pupil  was  sent  home  last  year,  not  being  eligible,  and  this  year 
three  pupils  have  not  returned,  one  having  moved  out  of  the  State 
and  two  being  detained  at  home— one  of  them  on  account  of  her  own 

• 

ill-health. 

Three  pupils  were  transferred  to  the  Manual  Department  last  year, 
and  four  have  been  transferred  this  year. 
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There  are  now  present  in  the  department  one  hundred  and  eleven 
pupils,  forming  thirteen  classes,  taught  by  eleven  teachers,  under  my 
direction  and  supervision. 

Sixty  of  these  pupils  constitute  the  primary  oral  classes,  under  six 
teachers,  each  teacher  carrying  the  entire  work  of  her  class,  which, 
for  young  children,  is  much  the  best  arrangement. 

Twenty  pupils  graded  into  three  sections  of  eight,  six,  and  six 
pupils  respectively  constitute  the  intermediate  oral  classes.  These 
classes  rotate  between  two  teacners,  each  teacher  carrying  the  por- 
tion of  the  work   as  indicated  below.

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The  advantages  of  this  plan  are  already  evident.  The  classes  are 
better  graded,  yet  no  more  teachers  are  required;  the  pupils  come  in 
touch  with  more  than  one  teacher;  the  work  can  be  more  evenly 
balanced,  preventing  the  tendency  toward  spending  more  than 
enough  time  upon  one  kind  of  work  at  the  expense  of  another;  the 
pupils  enjoy  the  change  from  the  surroundings  of  one  room  to  those 
of  another,  and  the  value  of  the  additional  practice  in  speaking  to, 
and  reading  the  speech  of  more  than  one  teacher  can  not  be 
measured. 

The  teachers,  too,  find  they  can  give  better  work  in  the  subjects 
they  carry  than  when  their  time  and  mental  strength  were  distrib- 
uted over  twice  or  thrice  as  many  branches. 

I  have  arranged  a  carefully  prepared  outline  of  work  for  each  class 
in  the  department,  based  upon  the  regular  course  of  study,  out 
adapting  it,  where  necessary,  to  the  needs  of  the  classes  as  they  are 
arranged  this  year. 

A  complete  copy  of  this  outline  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
each  teacher,  so  that  each  may  know  what  has  been  done,  and  what 
is  to  be  done  in  the  future,  as  well  as  the  particular  work  of  this 
year. 

At  the  beginning  of  every  school  day,  except  Wednesday,  when  the 
entire  school  assembles  in  the  Chapel,  morning  prayer  for  the  Oral 
Department  is  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  school  building.  At 
this  time  the  pupils  recite  in  concert  The  Lord's  Prayer  or  The  Com- 
mandments. 

A  chapel  service  for  the  nine  oldest  oral  classes  is  held  every 
Sunday  morning  from  9:45  to  10:15,  conducted  by  Messrs.  Hurd, 
Mumford  and  the  Superintendent,  in  turn. 

This  service  consists  of  responsive  recitations  of  the  Psalms,  reci- 
tation of  hymns  by  the  pupils  in  concert,  and  a  short  talk,  given 
orally,  by  the  one  conducting  the  services. 

Much  interest  is  manifested  by  the  pupils  in  this  service  and  they 
appear  to  enjoy  it  thoroughly. 

The  separation  of  the  oral  and  manual  pupils  in  the  dining-room 
is  another  helpful  feature  that  has  been  introduced. 

The  same  method  in  speech-teaching  is  employed  as  heretofore, 
using  the  "First  Lessons  in  Speech"  in  the  first  grades,  which  the 
school  published  in  book  form  last  year  in  the  school  printing  office, 
and  making  use  in  all  of  the  grades  of  the  valuable  notes  on  the 
methods  used  at  the  Northampton  School,  the  Mount  Airy  School,  and 
others,  which  I  placed  in  the  hands  of  all  of  our  teachers  some  years 
ago.  Systematic  breathing  exercises  and  vocal  gymnastics  have  been 
introduced  in  all  of  the  classes  above  the  second  grade. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  pupils  in  the  department,  sixty-one  pupi's 
are  totally  deaf  and  fifty  pupils  have  some  degree  of  hearing,  vary- 
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ing  from  a  very  slight  degree  in  many  of  these  cases,  to  slightly  im- 
paired hearing  in  three  or  four  cases. 

From  a  visit,  made  by  Mrs.  Winston  and  myself  last  spring,  to  the 
Pennsylvania  School,  Mount  Airy,  Philadelphia,  and  a  careful  study 
of  the  methods  employed  and  the  results  obtained  there,  much  help 
and  encouragement  for  our  work  in  North  Carolina  was  received.  I 
can  not  help  but  feel  that  the  work  in  this  school  is  well  up  in  the 
front  rank,  and  that  we  have  only  to  continue  moving  forward  to 
take  a  place  with  the  best. 

To  the  teachers  in  the  department,  who  have  worked  with  me  to 
obtain  these  results,  my  grateful  acknowledgements  are  due,  and  to 
yourself,  who  have  made  possible  the  carrying  out  of  the  various 
plans  for  the  betterment  of  our  work. 

During  last  session  we  lost  one  of  our  most  faithful  teachers,  Miss 
Reed,  who  resigned  to  be  married.  Her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Rob- 
bie Tillinghast,  who  is  making  an  excellent  teacher. 

Mr.  Mumford,  who  completed  a  five-years'  college  course,  and  then 
took  a  year's  training  for  our  work  at  Gallaudet  College,  was  added 
to  our  corps  of  teachers  last  year  in  place  of  Miss  Sarah  Kinnaird. 

The  forming  of  two  new  classes,  the  temporary  absence  of  Miss 
Welsh,  and  the  resignation  of  Miss  Dula,  made  necessary  the  ap- 
pointment of  four  new  teachers  this  year. 

Miss  Mabel  Haynes,  a  graduate  of  the  State  Normal  College,  and 
Miss  Jones,  a  graduate  of  the  Training  School,  Scranton,  Penn./both 
thoroughly  trained  for  this  work,  the  former  in  our  own  school,  and 
the  latter  in  the  Pennsylvania  School,  and  Miss  Thompson,  who  took 
a  year's  training  for  this  work  at  Northampton,  but  all  three  with- 
out previous  experience  in  teaching  the  deaf,  were  appointed  regular 
teachers,  and  Miss  Frances  K.  Bell,  who  had  taught  three  years  in 
the  Texas  School  for  the  Deaf,  substitutes  for  Miss  Welsh.

Department  of  Freehand  Drawing. 

We  have  stated  before  that  the  object  of  this  department 
was  to  train  rather  than  to  make  artists.  Every  child  is 
taught  freehand  drawing,  and  previous  to  the  present  session 
a  number  of  those  showing  talent  in  that  direction  were 
taught  in  the  studio,  where  they  studied  both  drawing  and 
painting.  The  Board  of  Directors  instructed  the  Superin- 
tendent to  discontinue  the  work  in  the  studio  at  the  close  of 
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last  session,  thereby  giving  the  girls  more  time  in  the  prac- 
tical industrial  work  whereby  they  may  qualify  themselves 
to  earn  a  living.  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  special  re- 
port of  Mrs.  S.  C.  Betts,  teacher  of  freehand  drawing. 

MRS.  BBTTS'  REPORT. 

To  E.  McK.  Goodwin,  Supt.  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb. 

Dear  Sir: — With  the  exception  of  the  four  most  advanced  classes 
and  three  classes  of  beginners,  every  pupil  in  school  is  taught  free- 
hand drawing,  making  in  all  162  who  receive  this  training. 

By  comparing  the  work  done  by  these  pupils  with  that  of  several 
of  the  leading  schools  of  our  own  State,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  they 
have  done  creditable  work. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  class  of  twenty  older  pupilr,  who  took 
lessons  in  oil,  water  colors,  and  crayon  in  the  afternoon,  have  done 
excellent  work,  and  some  have  shown  special  talent  for  painting. 
I  regret  exceedingly  tbat  this  department  was  discontinued,  and  the 
pupils  thus  deprived  of  this  particular  training,  which  appeals  espe- 
cially to  the  eye,  and,  therefore,  compensates,  to  a  great  degree,  what 
is  lost  through  the  ear.  Painting  and  drawing  are  to  the  deaf  what 
music  is  to  the  blind. 

All  may  never  be  artists,  but  so  far  as  it  is  expedient,  as  many  as 
possible  should  be  encouraged  in  this  esthetic  use  of  the  imagination 
for  developing  the  finer  feelings  of  their  being,  and  for  the  culture 
of  the  hand  and  the  mind,  as  well  as  the  heart. 

Many  of  the  advanced  pupils  of  the  class  in  painting  did  not  begin 
until  after  they  had  been  in  school  several  years,  and,  consequently, 
could  not  get  the  benefit  of  a  full  course.  Those  taking  the  full 
course  have  made  satisfactory  progress. 

Thanking  you  for  the  provisions  made  for  this  department,  I  am, 
Respectfully,  Mrs.  S.  C.  Betts. 

Industrial  Training. 

Industrial  and  technical  education  is  growing  in  favor, 
and  to  the  deaf  this  part  of  our  training  is  most  valuable. 
The  result  of  this  industrial  work  is  not  limited  to  training 
of  the  hand  to  be  skilled,  but  it  is  a  potent  factor  in  the 
awakening  and  development  of  the  mind.  The  boy  that  is 
behind  his  class  in  the  school-room  often  succeeds  best  in  some 
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industrial  line,  and  when  once  awakened  in  an  industrial 
way,  makes  better  progress  in  his  studies.  Thus  it  is  seen 
that,  aside  from  learning  a  trade,  it  is  educative,  stimulating 
the  pupil,  and  when  he  once  sees  the  product  of  his  hand 
and  skill,  his  interest  is  aroused. 

We  have  four  industrial  departments  for  boys :  Wood- 
working, shoeinaking,  printing  and  typesetting,  and  farm- 
ing and  gardening,  and  collateral  branches  of  agriculture — 
stock  raising  and  feeding.  These  are  all  trades  well  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  the  deaf,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  a  deaf 
man  should  not  succeed  in  them  quite  as  well  as  his  hearing- 
brother.  Some  of  our  boys  who  have  gone  out,  have  suc- 
ceeded beyond  the  average  members  of  their  respective  fam- 
ilies, doing  efficient  service  in  respectable  positions,  and 
have  invariably  gained  the  confidence  of  the  community. 

It  has  never  been  my  custom  to  look  upon  education 
merely  from  a  commercial  standpoint,  and  yet  we  do  approve 
of  education  that  will  enable  every  one  to  be  independent,  so 
far  as  that  term  is  permissible — able  to  earn,  independent  of 
aid,  a  living  by  honest  labor. 

INDUSTRIES  FOE  THE  GlRLS. 

We  have  two  industrial  departments  for  the  girls — sewing 
and  dressmaking,  cutting  and  fitting,  and  practical  cooking. 
In  addition  to  these,  the  girls  are  taught  ironing,  general 
domestic  work — care  of  the  dining-room  and  sleeping  apart- 
ments, and  housekeeping  in  general,  preparing  them  for  do- 
mestic studies,  whether  they  have  to  perform  such  duties  at 
home  or  not. 

Cooking  Classes. 

Under  a  competent  teacher,  a  cooking  class  of  eight  girls 
cook  a  large  part  of  the  two  meals  six  days  in  the  week. 
These  classes  take  turns,  a  week  at 'a  time,  and  cook  such  arti- 
cles of  food  as  are  found  on  the  bill  of  fare  for  that  day,  for 
teachers',  officers'  and  pupils'  tables.     This  department  has 
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proven  to  "be  one  of  the  most  popular  ones,  and  I  believe  one 
of  the  most  useful  ones. 

Sewing  Department. 

Every  girl,  whether  rich  or  poor,  ought  to  know  the  practi- 
cal part  of  sewing.  Every  girl  entering  this  School  is  taught 
sewing,  cutting  and  fitting.  Of  course  the  art  of  dress- 
making must  necessarily  be  limited  to  the  simpler  class  of 
work,  but  of  the  character  most  needed  in  their  respective 
homes  and  communities. 

Woodworking  Department. 

This  trade  is  well  suited  to  the  deaf  man,  for  he  can  usu- 
ally find  work  in  every  community,  either  at  carpentry  or 
cabinet  making.  We  have  turned  out  from  this  department 
young  men  who  have  gone  into  shops  and  taken  their  places 
beside  the  average  mechanic,  and  usually  gain  the  respect  of 
the  community.  We  have  applications  now  for  deaf  boys, 
to  enter  furniture  factories,  where  they  might  earn  good 
wages.  We  hope  to  make  some  additions  to  this  branch  of 
work,  whereby  the  efficiency  will  be  advanced. 

SlIOEMAKING. 

Shoemaking  is  successfully  taught  to  the  deaf  in  this 
School.  This  trade  is  the  one  most  universally  adapted  for 
the  deaf,  in  similar  schools  in  the  various  States,  for  there  is 
always  a  demand  for  a  first-class  shoemaker  in  everv  com- 
munity.  It  is  a  good  trade  to  supplement  farm  work  in  the 
winter  months  or  dull  seasons. 

Farming  and  Gardening. 

Of  all  the  departments  among  our  industries,  farming  and 
gardening  and  its  collateral  branches  is  best  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  the  deaf  of  our  State,  because  more  than  seventy- 
five  per  cent  of  them  come  from  the  farm,  and  I  encourage 
them  to  pursue  this  vocation,  for,  if  followed  intelligently, 
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it  brings  the  surest  return  in  the  way  of  independent  living 
for  them.  We  do  not  teach  agriculture,  in  the  college  sense 
of  the  word.  We  can  not  teach  agricultural  chemistry  in  its 
several  branches.  But  we  teach  the  practical  part  of  the 
industry,  as  shown  on  a  well-regulated  farm.  They  help 
prepare  the  soil,  plant,  cultivate  and  harvest  the  crop. 

We  raise  abundance  of  vegetables  in  season,  enabling  us  to 
give  our  children  good,  wholesome  vegetables,  fresh  from  the 
garden  and  field.  We  raise  good  crops  of  hay  and  grain  for 
stock,  which  give  opportunity  to  produce  a  supply  of  fresh 
milk  of  pure  quality. 

We  have  three  hundred  and  nineteen  acres  of  land,  of 
which  one  hundred  is  now  in  a  good  state  of  cultivation,  and 
responds  liberally  under  proper  conditions,  and  about  fifty 
more  being  improved  from  year  to  year.  The  farm  was  in  a 
very  low  state  of  cultivation  when  we  first  occupied  it,  but 
by  fertilizing  and  proper  cultivation,  we  produce  as  much  to 
the  acre  as  the  best  farm  in  this  locality. 

Printing  and  Typesetting. 

The  time  has  passed  when  the  trade  of  printing  can  be 
followed  to  any  great  advantage  by  the  average  deaf  printer. 
Bnl  printing  can  be  continued  to  an  advantage  as  a  secondary 
help  in  the  education  of  the  boys  assigned  to  this  department. 
Hence,  we  regard  this  department  only  secondary — for  the 
pupils  of  this  trade  usually  surpass  in  language,  other  things 
being  equal.  We  do  the  printing  for  the  School,  and  also 
publish  the  Kelly  Messenger,  our  little  school  paper,  which  we 
issue  weekly.  This  paper, 'though  unpretentious,  serves  as  a 
medium  of  interest  between  the  School  and  many  of  the 
patrons. 

We  have  just  published  a  primary  text-book  for  the  deaf, 
"First  Lessons  in  Speech,"  by  Mrs.  Anna  C.  Hurd,  our 
chief  infractor  of  the  oral  department.  It  was  illustrated 
and  emrvaved  by  Miss  Xettie  C.  McDaniel,  and  has  eighty 
illustrations  in  it. 
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Tlie  type  was  set  by  the  deaf  boys.  We  published  only 
one  thousand  copies  of  the  book.  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
know  that  the  book  has  been  ordered  bv  a  number  of  the 
best  schools  in  America  for  use  in  their  classes. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. 

Our  buildings  are  all  new,  parts  of  them  not  yet  finished. 
They  are  convenient,  comfortable,  well  lighted  by  electricity 
and  heated  by  low-pressure  steam,  and  supplied  with  an 
abundance  of  water  from  our  own  waterworks.  The  build- 
ings are  in  better  repair  and  better  equipped  than  ever  before. 

The  special  appropriation  of  $7,000  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  1901  was  expended  in  accordance  with  the  law, 
and  the  two  additions  to  the  main  building  are  now  occupied, 
and  serve  the  special  purpose  of  furnishing  other  exits  in 
case  of  fire.  They  also  have  increased  our  dormitory  room, 
thereby,  for  fifty  more  pupils. 

These  additions  and  the  waterworks  cost  about  $10,000. 
This  excess  of  costs  above  the  estimate  is  accounted  for  by 
the  advance  in  the  price  of  materials  and  labor  in  the  summer 
of  1901.  This  additional  exit  in  each  end  of  the  building 
relieves  me  of  great  anxiety,  in  case  of  fire,  for  at  present 
it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  have  loss  of  life,  even  in 
case  of  destruction  of  building:. 
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Waterworks. 

We  installed  a  70-horse-power  boiler,  made  under  the  most 
approved  specifications  and  of  the  best  material.  We  put  in 
a  Knowles  fire-pump,  with  a  capacity  of  five  hundred  gal- 
lons per  minute,  and  constructed  a  reservoir  to  hold  one- 
eighth  of  a  million  gallons  of  water,  into  which  fresh  water 
is  pumped  daily  by  a  low-service  pump.  From  this  reservoir 
we  pump  water  to  the  tanks  in  the  attic,  from  which  distribu- 
tion is  made  throughout  the  building.  We  have  $61,000 
insurance,  paid  for  out  of  our  regulnr  funds. 
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Attendance. 

Our  enrollment  to-day  is  237  children,  and  60  applica- 
tions on  file,  who  ought  to  be  in  school,  and  no  doubt  there 
are  more  than  a  hundred  throughout  the  State  who 
have  not  applied.  It  is  very  evident  that  within  five  years 
we  will  need  more  room.  It  would  crowd  us  at  present  to 
accommodate  275.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  State  to  provide  for 
every  deaf  child  in  her  borders,  and  nothing  short  of  that 
will  satisfy  me.  It  is  a  lamentable  fact,  at  present,  to  know 
that  so  many  are  growing  up  in  the  most  abject  ignorance. 

One  of  the  most  regretable  phases  of  this  situation  is  that 
many  parents  who  have  deaf  children,  throughout  the  State, 
will  not  send  their  children  to  any  school. 

A  Compulsory  Law  Needed. 

About  the  only  way  to  reach  many  of  these  unfortunate 
children  would  be  to  have  a  compulsory  attendance  law,  re- 
quiring parents  to  send  their  children  to  some  school  between 
certain  ages. 

Religious  and  Moral  Training. 

Teachers  of  the  deaf  are  responsible  for  every  phase  of  the 
deaf  child's  development — mentally,  morally  and  spiritually 
— and  if  either  is  neglected,  the  child  is  not  what  his  Creator 
intended.  Every  child,  when  he  has  learned  to  read  suffi- 
ciently, is  given  a  copy  of  the  Bible,  and  is  encouraged  to  read 
and  study  it. 

We  have  chapel  exercises,  conducted  by  the  Superintendent 
and  gentlemen  teachers  every  Sunday,  and  Sunday  School, 
following  international  lessons  in  the  advanced  classes,  the 
various  teachers  taking  their  respective  classes.  We  are  al- 
ways glad  to  have  ministers  of  any  Christian  denomination 
preach  in  our  chapel,  and  occasionally  have  them  with  us. 

The  older  pupils  have  organized  a  Christian  Endeavor 
Society,  which  meets  once  a  week,  and  is  conducted  by  the 
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advanced  pupils,  but  always  attended  by  some  teacher  or 
officer.  We  believe  this  society  has  been  very  helpful  to  the 
deaf,  in  instilling  moral  and  religious  character. 

We  have  had  many  cordial  letters  from  parents,  expressing 
their  gratitude  for  the  training  their  children  received  while 
here.  To  parents  who  have  deaf  children,  not  yet  in  school, 
we  most  respectfully  refer  to  parents  and  guardians  who  have 
had  children  under  our  care. 

Corps  of  Teachers. 

We  have  a  corps  of  twenty-one  regular  teachers,  many  of 
them  having  had  many  years  of  successful  experience,  and 
those  of  less  experience  have  had  special  training.  Our 
School  has  made  very  few  changes  in  its  corps  of  teachers 
since  we  first  opened.  Some  of  our  teachers  have  had  tempt- 
ing offers  to  go  to  other  States  in  good  schools,  but  preferred 
to  remain  in  North  Carolina.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  any 
State  might  congratulate  its  school  upon  having  so  competent 
a  corps  of  teachers. 

Health  of  the  School. 

During  the  biennial  period,  with  over  three  hundred  chil- 
dren in  attendance,  many  of  them  coming  to  us  with  weak- 
ened bodies,  we  have  had  very  little  sickness,  and  no  epidemic, 
and  for  more  than  a  year  there  has  not  been  a  case  of  illness  of 
sufficient  seriousness  to  be  admitted  to  the  infirmary.  I  re- 
spectfully refer  you  to  the  special  report  of  Dr.  Geo.  H.  Mo- 
ran,  our  attending  physician. 

DR.    MORAN'S    REPORT. 

E.  McK.  Goodwin,  Esq.,  Supt.  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

Sib: — I  have  the  honor  to  say,  that  since  my  last  report  the  health 
of  the  school  under  your  charge  has  been  remarkably  good.  There 
have  been  only  five  cases  of  serious  illness,  and  no  epidemic  of  any 
sort.  There  were  three  cases  of  pneumonia,  one  of  which  ended 
fatally,  in  June,  1901;  one  case  of  acute  gastritis,  one  of  acute  bron- 
chitis, and  the  usual  colds  incident  to  changes  of  season.  I  have 
treated  three  fractures  of  bones  of  fore-arm,  two  fractures  of  clav- 
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icle,  one  severe  injury  of  foot,  due  to  crushing  violence.     All  made 
good  recoveries. 

I  think  it  well  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  all  of  last 
term,  and  nearly  three  months  of  this,  not  one  child  has  been  ill 
enough  to  be  confined  to  the  infirmary,  the  only  occupants  being  boys 
suffering  from  injuries. 

Twice  since  my  last  report,  we  thought  it  best  to  vaccinate,  and 
re-vaccinate,  all  who  did  not  show  satisfactory  evidence  of  protection 
from  smallpox.  I  have  visited  the  school  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  times,  and  have  from  time  to  time  inspected  the  buildings — 
special  reports  of  such  inspection  have  been  made — and  invariably 
have  found  sanitary  conditions  entirely  satisfactory. 

I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  cordial  and  hearty 
support  you  have  given  me  in  my  efforts  to  preserve  the  health  of 
the  school,  and  also  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  those  whose 
duty  it  is  to  nurse  and  take  care  of  the  sick.

School  for  the  Feeble-Minded  Needed. 

Upon  careful  examination  of  a  great  many  applications 
for  admission  to  this  School,  we  find  many  of  them  ineligi- 
ble, their  trouble  not  being  deafness,  but  idiocy. 

Our  State  has  done  nobly  in  providing  for  her  afflicted 
ones,  but  her  full  duty  has  not  been  done,  nor  will  it  be  done, 
until  a  custodial  home  school  for  her  feeble-minded  children 
has  been  established.  There  is  nothing  that  stamps  a  Chris- 
tian State  more  than  the  care  of  her  afflicted  ones.  Some 
of  these  feeble-minded  children  could  be  taught  and  receive 
considerable  training,  while  the  condition  of  all  might  be 
ameliorated.  There  are  doubtless  six  hundred  of  this  class  of 
the  white  race  of  school  age  in  North  Carolina.  There  re- 
mains a  work  for  some  one,  who  is  willing  to  make  sacrifices, 
in  the  establishment  of  this  school.  It  has  always  impressed 
me  that  this  class  has  the  same  claim  upon  the  State  that  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  the  blind  and  the  insane  have. 

Old   Residence   Buildixg. 

In  1901,  the  Board  of  Directors  adopted  plans  and  ordered 
the  old  brick  residence  remodeled,  to  be  occupied  by  the 
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Superintendent,  but  so  arranging  it  that  it  may  be,  when 
necessary,  used  as  a  primary  building,  to  accommodate  about 
fifty  children,  when  the  present  building  shall  have  been 
filled,  or  to  accommodate  a  large  number  of  teachers,  who 
have  to  be  boarded  in  the  School.  Under  either  arrange- 
ment, it  would  increase  our  capacity  about  forty  or  fifty 
pupils.  This  building  will  be  finished  and  equipped  at  the 
smallest  cost  for  its  per  capita  accommodation  of  any  build- 
ing on  the  hill.  The  old  residence,  as  it  stood,  was  untenable. 
A  large  part  of  the  wood  work  has  been  done  by  the  boys, 
and  most  of  the  wood  work  not  yet  finished  will  be  done  by 
them. 

School,  Building. 

Our  School  building  has  been  occupied  three  years,  is 
commodious  and  comfortable,  well  lighted  and  heated,  and 
while  not  elaborate,  is  considered  by  many  one  of  the  best 
school  buildings  in  the  State. 

We  have  many  visitors  from  the  profession,  and  delega- 
tions from  a  number  of  States,  to  examine  our  plant.  They 
have  been  liberal  in  their  approval  of  our  institution  and  its 
general  equipment.  Those  visitors  from  the  profession  have 
spoken  very  favorably  of  the  educational  work  in  its  various 
departments. 

Kelly  Libkary. 

The  Kelly  Library  contains  about  eighteen  hundred  vol- 
umes, among  them  several  sets  of  splendid  encyclopedias  and 
valuable  books  of  reference.  Most  of  the  books  purchased 
since  we  opened  school  are  juvenile  books,  which  the  children 
enjoy  thoroughly. 

Reading  Rooms. 

In  addition  to  the  Kelly  Library,  we  have  a  reading  room 
for  the  boys  and  one  for  the  girls.  In  these  reading  rooms 
we  have  a  limited  number  of  books  suitable  for  them,  where 
they  can  go  at  any  time,  when  they  are  not  on  duty,  without 
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formality.     They  select  their  librarian,  who  has  the  key  to 
the  cases. 

In  addition  to  these  books,  they  have  many  newspapers  of 
the  State,  among  them  several  leading  dailies — all  donated. 
The  older  pupils,  teachers  and  officers  contribute  to  a  fund 
to  purchase  suitable  current  literature.  With  this  fund  we 
get  many  of  the  leading  magazines.  Our  pupils  are  acquir- 
ing a  habit  of  reading  to  an  extent  that  is  unusual  among 
deaf  students.  These  reading  rooms  are  invaluable  to  the 
deaf  in  the  study  and  acquisition  of  language. 

Kelly  Literary  Society. 

The  older  pupils  have  a  literary  society,  meeting  at  stated 
times,  conducted  by  themselves,  choosing  their  own  officers. 
This  society  is  to  the  deaf  student  body  what  similar  socie- 
ties are  in  schools  and  colleges  for  their  hearing  brothers  and 
sisters.  Ever}''  educator  recognizes  the  value  of  such  socie- 
ties, and  should  encourage  them.  The  members  of  our  so- 
ciety do  considerable  reading  in  preparing  for  their  debates 
and  other  exercises,  all  of  which  proves  helpful  to  them. 

American  Convention  of  Instructors  for  the  Deaf. 

This  organization  is  the  oldest  and  largest  organization  of 
the  profession,  embracing  superintendents,  principals,  teach- 
ers and  boards  of  directors  of  all  classes  of  schools  for  the 
deaf  on  this  continent.  This  Convention  was  organized  in 
1868,  and  the  first  meeting  was  held  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
They  have  since  met  in  various  States  from  California  to 
New  York,  and  never  south  of  Mason  and  Dixon  line.  The 
Convention  was  held  in  Buffalo  in  1900,  and  was  attended 
by  the  Superintendent  and  four  of  the  teachers. 

Upon  an  invitation  from  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this 
School,  the  Convention  voted  unanimously  to  meet  at  the 
North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  1904,  thus 
honoring  our  State,  "first  of  the  Southern  States. 
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It  is  expected  that  as  many  as  forty  States  will  be  repre- 
sented, and  various  Canadian  provinces,  and  England,  Scot- 
land, Ireland  and,  perhaps,  some  countries  on  the  continent 

of  Europe. 

Acknowledgments. 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  courteous  consideration  shown  us  by 
the  various  railroads  in  North  Carolina.  The  concession 
they  make  to  our  School  materially  affects  our  attendance, 
for  if  many  had  to  pay  full  fare,  they  could  not  reach  the 

School. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  donation  of  a  number  of 
newspapers  of  the  State,  among  them  several  of  the  leading 

dailies. 

We  also  acknowledge  the  numerous  gifts  of  books  by  Mr. 

W.  Wade,  of  Oakmont,  Penn. 

To  the  several  ministers  who  have  preached  for  us  in  our 
chapel,  we  express  sincere  gratitude. 

To  the  various  County  Superintendents,  physicians,  minis- 
ters and  teachers,  who  have  aided  in  reaching  many  deaf 
children,  we  thank  cordially,  and,  indeed,  to  every  citizen 
who  has  in  any  way  aided  us,  we  remember  gratefully. 

To  the  teachers,  officers  and  employees  who  have  worked 
faithfully  with  me,  for  the  advancement  of  the  work  en- 
trusted to  me,  I  tender  my  most  sincere  thanks. 

Special  Recommendations. 

I  beg  to  recommend  that  you  establish  a  Sloyd  Department, 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  competent,  well-trained 
teacher.  Sloyd  has  been  taught  in  many  of  the  leading 
schools,  and  is  a  very  great  aid  to  industrial  training,  when 
these  children  reach  the  higher  classes.  It  is  a  system  of 
the  most  primary  woodwork,  with  small  children,  beun.  "used 
in  a  two-fold  sense,  for  diversion  of  work,  and  train,  k  the 
mind  and  hand.  Schools  which  have  adopted  that  branch, 
speak  most  favorably  of  the  results.     It  was  first  introduced 
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into  the  primary  schools  of  Sweden,  and  is  now  a  part  of 
their  public  school  system. 

Roads  and  Grading. 

I  most  earnestly  recommend  the  construction  of  a  macadam 
road  through  our  premises.  We  have  on  hand  about  nine 
hundred  cubic  yards  of  fine  stone  for  this  work,  which 
will  be  nearly  sufficient  for  it.  It  will  necessitate  the  rent- 
ing of  a  crusher  and  some  other  special  machinery.  I  re- 
spectfully ask  that  a  special  appropriation  of  $2,500  be 
asked  to  build  this  road  and  grade  around  the  building. 
This  amount  would  not  do  the  work  under  contract,  but  with 
our  teams  and  forces,  I  think  it  would.  It  is  a  class  of 
work  that  the  small  boys  can  not  do.  Our  grounds,  without 
this  improvement,  look  very  primitive,  and  entirely  out  of 
keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  State,  and  her  other  institu- 
tions, saying  nothing  of  the  utility  of  such  road  and  improve- 
ment. In  bad  weather  there  are  no  walk-ways  on  the  grounds 
that  can  be  used  in  exercise  for  teachers  or  children. 

Increase  Support  Needed. 

We  are  running  on  as  small  a  per  capita  cost  as  any  simi- 
lar school  on  the  continent,  and  a  smaller  cost  than  any 
school  doing  approximately  what  we  do  for  our  children.  We 
have  a  large  number  of  applications,  and  to  meet  this  in- 
crease we  must  have  larger  appropriations.  I  respectfully 
ask  that  you  ask  for  $7,500  additional  appropriation  for  sup- 
port and  ordinary  repairs.    • 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Board, 
to  you  is  not  only  due  thanks  of  the  Superintendent,  but  the 
gratitude  of  every  citizen  of  the  State  for  your  interest  man- 
ifested in  her  afflicted  children.  For  it  is  your  faithful  and 
untii)olg  efforts  that  have  made  it  possible  for  me  and  my  staff 
of  assistants  to  accomplish  as  much  as  we  have  in  the  few 
years  vve  have  labored  together.

REPORT 


OF    THE 


NORTH  CAROLINA    HIGHWAY  COMMISSION 

FOR    THE    TWO     YEARS 
January  1,  1901,  to    December  31,  1902. 


The  legislation  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1901 
affecting  the  public  roads  of  North  Carolina  was  probably  an 
advance  upon  anything  in  this  department  that  had  thereto- 
fore existed  in  our  State,  the  wisdom  and  value  of  which  are 
not  difficult  to  discover  in  the  improved  condition  of  our  pub- 
lic highways  in  a  great  many  of  the  more  important-  counties 
of  the  State,  and,  indeed,  the  general  awakening  upon  this 
groat  question,  which  seems  to  have  come  over  our  people  in 
every  portion  of  the  State.      Special  laws  were  passed  at  that 

-ion  of  the  Legislature  providing  for  the  issuing  of  bonds 
for  municipal  improvements  in  some  thirty  different  towns. 
It  enacted  other  new  special  road  laws,  or  amended  existing 
road  laws — usually  for  the  better — for  some  thirty  different 
counties,  including  Franklin,  Pasquotank,  Person,  Jackson, 
Davidson,  Graham,  Haywood.  Union,  Mitchell,  Alamance, 
Warren,  Catawba,  McDowell.  Macon,  Madison,  Anson,  Ire- 
dell, Pender,  Wilkes  and  Mecklenburg.  It  enacted  special 
laws,  submitting  to  the  vote  of  the  people  the  question  of 
issuing  bonds  for  road  building  purposes  in  eight  counties, 
including  Rowan,  New  Hanover,  Gaston,  Mecklenburg,  Ca- 
tawba,  Wilkes,  Granville  and  Orange,  and  it  provided  for 
special  bond  issues  in  a  number  of  counties  for  the  purpose 
of  building  and  repairing  bridges'.  Tt  granted  charters  for 
the  building,  with  a  plan  for  State  aid,  two  most  important 
and  greatly  needed  turnpikes,  one  connecting  Mitchell  and 
Yancey  comities  with  the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad 
at  Marion,  and  the  other  connecting  Ashe  County  with  the 
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railroad  at  Wilkesboro.  It  revised  and  extended  the  pro- 
visions of  the  general  law  of  1899,  and  adopted  a  new  general 
law,  known  as  the  new  Mecklenburg  Road  Law,  the  first  sec- 
tion of  which  provides  for  the  establishment  of  the  present 
State  Highway  Commission,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  an  improvement  in 
the  methods  of  constructing  and  repairing  highways,  public  roads, 
bridj  ties  and  fords  in  North  Carolina,  a  commission  is  hereby 

established  and  constituted  to  be  designated  "The  North  Carolina 
Highway  Commission,"  which  shall  consist  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  and  the  State  Geologist,  who  may  select  a  secretary 
from  the  officers  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  who  shall 
serve  without  further  compensation  from  the  Treasury  of  the  State; 
and  the  Commission  and  its  officers  may  accept  free  transportation 
from  railways  and  other  transportation  companies  operating  in  the 
State. 

The  Commission  was  immediately  organized,  resisting  of 
S.  L.  Patterson,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture ;  J.  A.  Holmes', 
State  Geologist,  and  Mr.  T.  K.  Brunei-,  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  as  Secretary. 

In  the  performance  of  the  duties  assigned  to  this  Commis- 
sion,  si  general  survey  of  the  good  roads  movement  in  the 
State  has  been  made,  and  informal  ion  disseminated  by  every 
available  means;  and  through  co-operation  with  other  forces 
in  the  State  working  towards  the  improvement  of  our  public 
highways,  a  very  satisfactory  work  lias  been  accomplished; 
hot  necessarily  the  operations  of  this  Commission  have  been 
somewhal  Hi  owing  to  the  numerous  duties  of  the  mem- 

bers eof,   'Mid  the  results  obtained  have  been  more  of  a 

general  than  a  specific  nature.  The  information  the  Com- 
mission has  been  able  to  obtain  has  come  largely  through 
correspondence  with  people  in  the  several  counties  who  are 
interested  in  the  good  roads  question,  and,  while  in  most  cases 
this  information  is  reliable  and  accurate,  yet  it  is  not  full 
enough  to  make  a  complete  report. 

Through  co-operation  with  the  North  Carolina  Geological 
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Survey  and  the  office  of  Public  Road  Inquiries'  of  the  general 
government,  a  large  saving  of  expenses  in  the  matter  of  post- 
age has  been  made  by  the  use  of  government  franks  in  obtain- 
ing information  from  the  various  counties,  which  information 
is  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  general' government.  Through 
the  inquiries  thus  sent  out  in  the  form  of  circular  letters,  the 
condition  of  the  public  roads  has  been  ascertained  and  the 
results  tabulated. 

It  is  found  that  thirty  counties  have  adopted  one  of  the 
road  laws  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature,  and  are  progress- 
ing under  its'  provisions.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  next 
year,  or  two  years,  a  large  majority  of  the  counties  of  North 
Carolina  will  adopt  one  of  the  present  road  laws,  or  some 
other  which  the  Legislature  of  1903  may  enact.  It  is  easy  to 
discover  that  the  counties  which  have  abandoned  the  old 
labor  system  of  working  the  public  roads,  and  have  sub- 
stituted therefor  the  combination  of  taxation  and  labor,  are 

counties'  which  are  making  the  most  rapid  and  substantial 
progress  in  our  State.  The  educational,  industrial  and  social 
interests  of  our  communities  are  so  closely  interwoven  that 
it  is  difficult  to  invent  a  means  of  affecting  one  without  all  of 
those  features.     Therefore,  we  see  that  good  roads,  education 

commercial  activity  have  a  common  end ;  and  thus',  com- 
munities which  have  the  highest  civilization  are  the  communi- 

which  have  the  best  roads  and  the  most  improved  school 

em.     Practically  every  manufacturing  and  commercial 
in  our  State  has  taken  a  large  interest  in  the  general 
ement  of  the  public  roads,  and  those  counties  which 
nade  th<  progress  in  the  movement,  are  the  counties 

which  have  adopted  a  new  system  of  road  laws  providing  for  a 
road  rax  in  connection  with  the  labor  system.  The  counties 
which  have  adopted  this  system,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  in 
our  e  are  as  follows:   Alamance,  Ashe,  Buncombe,  Ca- 

barrus, Cumberland,  Davidson,  Durham.  Edgecombe,  For- 
syth, Franklin.  Gaston,  Guilford,  Haywood,  Iredell,  Jackson, 
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Lenoir,  Lincoln,  McDowell,  Mecklenburg,  New  Hanover, 
Orange,  Person,  Polk,  Randolph,  Rowan,  Union,  Vance, 
Wake,  Warren  and  Wilson. 

The  number  of  inquiries  that  are  received  by  the  members 
of  the  Highway  Commission  regarding  improved  legislation 
to  be  introduced  during  the  session  of  1003,  indicate  that 
there  is  a  widespread  interest  amongst  the  counties  which 
have  not  already  adopted  improved  highway  legislation,  and 
it  may  be  expected  that  the  present  session  will  be  prolific  of 
bills  looking  to  the  incorporation  of  counties  under  the  gen- 
eral road  law,  which  have  not  heretofore  availed  themselves 

its  operations.  The  road  laws  of  different  States  furnish 
us  a  text  for  the  compilation  of  a  law  for  North  Carolina  to 
meet  the  conditions  in  this'  State;  but  the  varied  topographic 
features,  and  the  different  financial,  industrial  and  agri- 
cultural conditions  that  exist  in  North  Carolina,  make  it 
difficult  to  frame  a  general  law  affecting  the  entire  State, 
without  at  the  same  time  allowing  enough  elasticity  to  rob  it 
of  some  of  the  desired  force  and  effect. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  a  great  many  enthusiastic  road 
advocates  that  the  California  method  of  road  improvement 
be  adopted  in  North  Carolina,  which  provides'  for  the  em- 
ployment of  convicts— especially  the  short-term  convicts — 
in  the  preparation  of  road  material,  taking  it  from  the  quar- 
ries, breaking  it  into  the  proper  sizes,  sorting  and  loading  it; 
the  material  to  be  sold  to  the  counties  desiring  it  at  the  actual 
cost  of  production  ;  and  it  is  practically  assured  that  the  rail- 
road companies  will  transport  material  of  this  character  at 
actual  cost  of  hauling.  This  plan  would  enable  the  coun- 
ties where  stone  does  not  exist,  and  no  available  material  for 
read  building  can  be  had,  to  purchase  road  metal  of  the  very 
best  quality  at  a  nominal  figure,  and  would  stimulate  them, 
as  well  as  the  counties  where  the  road  metal  does  exist,  to  use 
stone  in  the  building  of  public  roads,  which,  of  course,  would 
give  the  roads  a  permanency  and  a  value  which  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  obtain  by  the  use  of  any  other  material. 
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The  use  of  the  State  convicts  on  the  public  roads  has  re- 
sulted in  what  is  believed  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  disposi- 
tion of  that  portion  of  the  State's  resources.  North  Carolina, 
to  some  extent,  may  be  considered  a  pioneer  in  this  regard, 
and  the  testimony  of  all  the  county  authorities,  such  as  Meek- 
lenburg,  Forsyth,  Wake  and  Durham,  where  these  convicts 
have  been  used  on  a  large  scale,  is  that  the  plan  is'  beneficial 
to  the  State,  to  the  convicts,  to  the  county,  and  to  the  public 
generally.  In  being  thus  employed,  they  do  not  come  into 
competition  with  legitimate  hired  labor,  but  they  do  perform 
a  service  for  the  State,  the  value  of  which  is  not  to  be  under- 
estimated, and  which  the  State,  in  its  present  condition,  can 
not  otherwise  obtain.  Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that 
some  legislation  looking-  to  the  employment  of  convicts  on  a 
larger  scale  in  the  public  road  work  be  passed  at  the  present 
session  of  the  Legislature.  The  counties  that  have  used  con- 
victs on  the  public  roads  complain  that  they  can  not  secure  a 
sufficient  number  of  them,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  every 
convict  in  the  State  could  find  this  sort  of  employment  if 
there  were  legislation  permitting  it.  A  report  on  the  subject 
of  Convict  Labor  in  Public  Road  Building  was  prepared  by 
a  number  of  the  North  Carolina  Highway  Commission  for 
the  Government  Office  of  Public  Road  Inquiries,  and  the 
experience  of  the  counties  of  North  Carolina  all  point  to  the 
profitable  use  of  the  convicts  on  a  larger  scale  in  this  work. 
Counties  that  can  not  afford  to  employ  the  labor  necessary 
to  build  permanent  good  roads  can,  by  the  use  of  convicts, 
largely  reduce  this  expense,  and  it  is  in  this  way  quite  an  in- 
ducement for  them  to  undertake  the  work. 

The  progress  of  the  good  roads  movement  in  North  Caro- 
lina during  the  two  years  just  ended,  has  doubtless  been  far 
in  advance  of  any  similar  period  in  the  history  of  our  State. 
The  counties  that  have  heretofore  taken  a  leading  place  in 
the  building  of  public  roads,  have  continued  their  operations 
and  other  coi  in  I  ies  have  observed  the  unfailing  prosperity  that 
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has  attended  the  building  of  good  roads,  and  have  awakened 
to  the  fact  that  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  present  wave  of 
industrial  prosperity  that  is  sweeping  over  the  country,  they 
must  provide  the  means  by  which  the  products  of  the  farmer 
can  be  brought  to  the  markets  and  to  the  centers  of  trade 
where  railroad  transportation  is  easily  and  economically  pro- 
vided. All  of  the  farm  products  produced  in  this  country 
must  be  hauled  over  the  public  roads  for  a  distance  varying 
from  two  to  twenty  miles,  and  frequently  the  cost  of  convey- 
ing them  this  distance  by  wagon  is  greater  than  the  transpor- 
tation by  railroad  over  hundreds  of  miles  to  the  larger  cen- 
ters' of  trade.  In  the  middle  and  western  counties  the  good 
roads  movement  has  taken  a  firm  hold,  because  it  is  easier  to 
obtain  good  road  metal  where  the  country  rock  exists  in 
abundant  quantities.  Thus  it  is  that  in  Buncombe,  Forsyth, 
Gaston,  Mecklenburg,  Rowan,  Haywood,  Guilford,  Alamance, 
Durham  and  Wake  counties  the  work  of  macadamizing  the 
public  roads  has  been  pushed  with  vigor  and  with  a  great  deal 
of  success.  Mecklenburg  County  is  still  an  object  lesson 
for  not  only  the  State,  but  for  the  entire  country  at  large, 
because  it  is  here  that  we  have  some  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  effective  macadamized  roads  to  be  found.  Buncombe 
and  Forsyth  are  continuing  rapidly  the  building  of  macad- 
amized roads',  and  Durham,  Haywood,  Gaston,  Guilford  and 
Wake  are  constantly  adding  to  their  mileage  of  macadam 
roads.  In  the  eastern  section  of  our  State  there  has  recently 
sprung  up  a  vigorous  interest  in  the  matter  of  sand-clay  road 
building,  and  the  experience  thus  far  has  proven  that  by  the 
use  of  this  method,  a  great  many  of  our  eastern  and  middle- 
eastern  counties',  where  stone  is  hard  to  obtain,  will,  in  the 
very  near  future,  be  enabled  to  have  a  system  of  improved 
public  highways  at  a  cost  of  from  $150  to  $300  per  mile. 
The  Road  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  has, 
during  the  past  year,  been  making  an  examination  into  the 
conditions  in  our  eastern  counties,  favorable  to  the  building 
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of  these  sand-clay  roads,  and  a  number  of  our  counties  have 
already  adopted  the  method  with  considerable  success.  In 
Craven,  Cumberland,  Wilson  and  Edgecombe  counties  these 
sand-clay  roads  are  giving  splendid  satisfaction,  and  the  work 
is  being  pushed  as  rapidly  as  the  circumstances  permit.  This 
movement  means  a  decided  advantage  to  our  State,  because 
it  provides  a  means  of  building  a  system  of  roads,  the  ex- 
pense of  which  is  not  entirely  prohibitory,  as'  is  the  case  in 
a  great  many  of  our  counties  where  the  macadamized  roads 
cost  from  $1,000  to  $3,000  per  mile.  In  our  far  eastern 
counties,  where  it  is  possible  to  obtain  oyster  shells,  a  very 
satisfactory  road  is'  built  by  laying  a  top  dressing  of  these 
shells  upon  a  road  of  clay  and  sand  mixed.  In  Wilmington 
such  a  road  has  existed  for  a  number  of  years,  known  as  the 
Wilmington  and  Coast  Turnpike.  It  was  formerly  a  toll 
road,  but  has  recently  been  purchased  by  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  New  Hanover  County,  and  is  now  open  to  the 
public  free  of  cost.  ~New  Hanover  County  is  also  accom- 
plishing a  great  deal  of  road  improvement  work  by  the 
use  of  lime  rock,  which  is  found  in  abundance  in  that  particu- 
lar locality,  and  the  authorities  have  just  about  completed  an 
additional  road  of  about  ten  miles  connecting  Wilmington 
with  Castle  Hayne. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  a  large  number  of  our  counties 
are  investing  money  in  the  purchase  of  improved  road  ma- 
chinery, for  in  this  way  roads  of  a  better  quality  can  be  built, 
and  a  greater  saving  of  labor  effected.  Indeed,  practically  all 
of  the  counties  that  are  doing  any  considerable  amount  of  road 
work  are  using  steam  road  rollers,  road  scrapers  and  plows, 
and  the  results  accomplished  in  this'  way  are  not  only  satisfac- 
tory, but  inspire  the  authorities  to  further  efforts.  It  is  not 
the  policy  of  this  Commission  to  advise  the  purchase  of  large 
amounts  of  road  machinery  until  the  conditions'  in  the  county 
warrant  their  use,  but  a  great  many  of  our  counties  .'ire  imw 
prepared  to  use  effectively  and  economically  most  of  the 
modern  road  machinery. 
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If  argument  wore  needed  to  advance  the  cause  of  good 
roads  before  an  intelligent  public  opinion,  nothing  more  con- 
vincing could  be  pointed  out  than  the  fact  that  the  private 
corporations  and  private  individuals  are  engaged,  in  a  number 

of  instances,  in  the  building  of  macadamized  roads,  cither  on 
their  private  grounds,  or  as  a  means  of  connecting  kindred 
industries.  In  Buncombe  County,  of  course,  the  roads  in 
the  Biltmore  estate  are  of  national  repute,  and  are  the  out- 
come of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  owner  of  that  prop<  rty  to 
beautify  and  make  ii  of  greater  usefulness.  These  roads 
not  only  add  to  the  comfort  and  beauty  of  the  place,  but  are 
essential  to  the  Transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Biltmore 
estate.  At  Blowing  Rock,  a  large  estate  also  contains  about 
fifteen  miles  of  macadamized  roads,  built  by  a  private  citizen, 
and  the  work, is  being  extended  each  year.  In  Rowan  Coun- 
ty, roads  have  been  surveyed  for  a  cotton  mill  firm,  which 
they  will  build  at  their  own  expense,  connecting  their  mill 
with  the  more  prominent  trade  centers  of  the  section.  The 
famous  Yonahlossee  road,  extending  from  Linville  to  Blowing 
Rock,  is  supported  by  the  tolls  charged  by  a  company  which 
undertook  the  building  of  this  beautiful  and  serviceable  high- 
way. There  is  also  at  present  in  course  of  construction  n 
turnpike,  known  as  the  Wilkesboro- Jefferson  turnpike,  which 
a  stock  corporation  is  building,  and  this  road  will  be  an  ob- 
ject lesson  for  the  building  of  mountain  roads  in  any  part 
of  our  mountain  sections. — it  extending  for  thirty-nine  miles 
ovor  rugged  country  with  very  Blight  grades  and  almost  level 
surface. 

Probably  no  other  event  has  so  stirred  the  road  improve- 
ment interests  in  North  Carolina,  as  indeed  of  nearly  all  of 
the  Southern  States,  as  did  the  tour  of  the  Good  Roads  Train, 
which  passed  through  our  State  last  year  under  the  joint 
auspices  of  the  Office  of  Public  Road  Inquiries,  of  the  IT.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany.     These  two  agencies  co-operated  in  sending  this  train 
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through  the  more  important  Southern  States,  building  object 
lesson  roads  at  every  point  where  they  stopped,  and  creating 
a  strong  sentiment  in  every  community  it  touched  upon  the 
general  subject  of  road  improvement.  The  train  consisted 
■of  three  coaches  for  living  quarters  for  the  men.  and  ten  to 
twelve  car  loads  of  good  roads  machinery  of  the  latest  pattern, 
from  the  most  progressive  manufacturers.  Each  department 
of  the  road  building  was  in  charge  of  trained  experts,  famil- 
iar with  the  handling  of  the  machinery  and  every  detail  of 
road  construction.  The  train  was  in  charge  of  the  Director 
and  Assistant  Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Koad  Inquiry, 
and  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  National  Good  Roads 
A-sociation,  and  was  accompanied  by  the  experts  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. The  Southern  Railway  furnished  all  the  transpor- 
tation facilities.  The  road  machinery  manufacturers  fur- 
nished the  road  building  machinery;  and  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  furnished  the  expert  road  builders  and 
good  roads  meetings  organizers.  North  Carolina  was  hon- 
ored by  the  first  stop  in  the  itinerary  of  this  good  roads  train, 
on  October  30,  1901,  the  good  roads  train  arriving  at  Win- 
ston-Salem, and  remaining  there  from  Wednesday  morning 
until  Saturday  night.  Pursuant  to  a  proclamation  by  the 
Governor,  and  invitations  sent  out  by  him  to  representative 
citizens  in  every  part  of  the  State,  there  was  assembled  at 
Winston-Salem,  on  the  1st  and  2d  days  of  November,  an  en- 
thusiastic gathering  of  good  roads  advocates'  to  witness  the 
operations  of  this  good  roads  train,  and  for  the  discussion  <>(:' 
important  good  roads  topics,  and  the  organization  of  a  Good 
Roads  Association.  At  this  convention,  there  were  about, 
four  hundred  delegates'. 

The  road-building  demonstration  was  made  on  North  Lib- 
erty street,  just  beyond  the  city  limits.  The  machinery, 
which  was  all  new,  was  put  together  and  tried  here  for  the 
first  time.  About  1,000  feet  of  macadam  road  and  400  or 
500  feet  of  earth  road  were  made.      The  soil  for  the  roadbed 
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and  the  other  materials  at  hand  were  well  adapted  for  the 
purposes.  The  subgrade  had  previously  been  prepared  by 
convict  labor,  for  a  width  of  about  34  feet,  and  was  compara- 
tively level.  The  road  graders'  were  utilized  in  preparing 
the  foundation  for  the  stone  work,  and  the  steam  roller  was 
used  both  on  the  foundation  and  in  preparing  the  macadam. 
The  foundation  stone  was.  composed  of  crushed  granite, 
shipped  by  rail  from  Mount  Airy  (1ST.  0.)  quarries.  This 
foundation  was  of  a  uniform  depth  of  about  five  inches. 
Excellent  local  trap  rock  was  crushed  by  the  good  roads' 
crushing  plant  and  used  for  the  second  layer  and  for  finishing. 
A  most  excellent  piece  of  macadam  was  constructed,  demon- 
strating the  use  of  local  material  in  preference  to  that  shipped 
in  by  rail.  In  making  the  earth  road,  the  elevating  grader, 
road  mcahine  and  roller  were  used.  Since  the  visit  of  the 
good  roads  train,  the  local  authorities'  have  largely  extended 
the  work  done  there,  and  plans  have  been  made  for  building  in 
Forsyth  County  a  large  amount  of  modern  macadam  road,  as 
well  as  improving  many  earth  roads. 

A  two  days'  convention  was  held  at  this  point.  Mr.  P.  H. 
Hanes  was  made  chairman,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Blair,  secretary. 
Addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  Mayor  Eaton,  of  Win- 
ston, and  Mr.  Blair,  representing  Salem.  Other  addresses 
were  made  by  Governor  C.  B.  Aycock,  of  North  Carolina ; 
Hon.  E.  M.  Simmons,  United  States  Senator;  President  W. 
H.  Moore  and  Secretary  R.  W.  Richardson,  of  the  National 
Good  Roads  Association ;  Mr.  M.  O.  Eldridge,  Assistant  Di- 
rector of  the  Office  of  Public  Road  Inquiries ;  Prof.  J.  A. 
Holmes,  State  Geologist ;  Mr.  S.  L,  Patterson,  State  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture;  Dr.  G.  T.  Winston,  President  of  the 
State  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College;  Dr.  C.  D.  Mc- 
Iver,  President  of  the  State  Normal  and  Industrial  College ; 
Postmaster  Reynolds,  of  Winston ;  Mr.  M.  A.  Hays,  of  the 
Southern  Railway,  and  others.

From  Winston-Salem,  the  good  roads  train  went  to  Ashe- 
ville, where  the  sample  road  was  made  at  Emma,  outside  of 
the  city,  consisting  of  1,000  feet  of  earth  road  and  an  equal 
length  of  macadam. 

At  Asheville,  as  at  Winston-Salem,  the  labor  of  convicts 
had  been  used  in  the  grading  of  the  roadbed  for  the  earth 
road  as  well  as  for  the  macadam.  The  labor  of  these  convicts 
was  also  utilized  in  the  preparation  of  the  material  and  in 
their  actual  application  to  the  object-lesson  road. 

The  soil  over  which  the  Asheville  sample  roads  were  built 
consists  of  a  stiff  red  clay,  which  becomes  well  nigh  impass- 
able during- the  winter  and  spring  months  of  the  year,  but 
when  properly  rounded  up  with  the  road  machine  so  as  to 
permit  the  free  passage  of  water  to  the  side  ditches,  these 
clay  roads  become  very  hard,  especially  during  the  summer 
and  fall  months.  When  this  work  was  done,  the  winter  rains' 
had  not  set  in.  and  these  clay  roads  were  still  so  hard  as  to 
necessitate  the  use  of  skilled  labor  and  good  teams  in  the 
preparation  of  the  roadbed  with  the  road  machine. 

As  is  the  usual  custom  in  building  stone  roads,  the  founda- 
tion was  give  a  crown  of  about  one  inch  to  a  foot  from  the 
center  of  the  sides,  leaving  earth  shoulders  on  both  sides 
about  eight  inches  in  height,  this  work  being  done  with  the 
road  machine.  Crushed  granite,  of  which  the  stone  road  was 
constructed,  was  then  placed  on  this'  foundation,  which  had 
been  previously  rolled  with  the  steam  roller,  in  two  layers  of 
four  inches  each.     The  foundation  layer  was  composed  of  the 
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largest  rock  from  the  crusher  (2|  inches  in  largest  dimen- 
sion), and  this  was  thoroughly  rolled  and  compacted  with  the 
steam  roller.  Upon  this  was  placed  the  other  four-inch  layer 
of  H-inch  rock,  which  was  then  repeatedly  rolled  and  sprin- 
kled and  rolled  until  the  surface  became  smooth  and  firm, 
and  until  enough  of  the  binder  had  been  incorporated  into  the 
surface  materials  to  form  a  homogenous  and  impervious  mass. 
In  building  the  earth  road,  exactly  the  same  course  was 
pursued  as  in  preparing  the  foundation  for  the  stone  road, 
except  that  the  shoulders,  which  are  made  to  hold  the  stone 
in  place,  become  the  ditches  for  carrying  away  the  water; 
these  however,  were  made  about  24  foot  apart.  It  was  not 
expected  that  the  dirt  roads  would  become  entirely  satisfact- 
ory on  this  heavy  traffic  road,  even  when  built  with  the  road 
machinery  and  rolled  with  the  heavy  steam  roller  ;  but  they 
would  be  so  much  better  than  those  which  had  been  built  under 
previous  conditions  by  hand  labor  as  to'justify  modern  meth- 
ods in  constructing  and  repairing  them. 

The  Convention  was  held  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday, 
November  6  and  7.  It  was  presided  over  by  Hon.  M.  L. 
Eeed,  Chairman  Buncombe  County  Commissioners,  while 
Mr.  W.  H.  Griffin,  Jr.,  acted  as  secretary.  The  Convention 
was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Frank  Loughran,  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Weaver,  D.D.  Addresses  were  made  by  Hon.  Locke 
Craiff,  President  W.  H.  Moore,  of  the  National  Good  Roads 
Association;  Mr.  S.  L.  Patterson,  State  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture;  Judge  J.  E.  Boyd,  of  the  United  States  District 
Conn:  Mr.  P.  L.  Leatherwood,  Bryson  City;  Mr.  M.  O. 
Eldri.lo-e ;  Mr.  M.  V.  Pichards,  Land  Industrial  Agent  South- 
cm  Railway ;  President  Rutherford  P.  Haves',  of  the  Appala- 
chian National  Park  Association;  Secretary  R..W.  Rich- 
ardson, of  the  National  Good  Roads  Association,  and  Prof.  I. 
A.  Holmes,  State  Geologist.

After  making  a  tour  of  most  of  the  Southern  States,  the 

id  roads  train  returned  to  North  Carolina  on  Februarv  10, 
]!>02,  stopping  at  Raleigh,  and  building  a  macadamized  road- 

v  on  Salisbury  street,  the  work  being  carried  on  with  a 
view  to  educating  as  far  as  possible  the  delegates  at  the 
Good  Roads  Convention  there  assembled.  This  Convention 
was  in  pursuance  of  the  following  proclamation  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, issued  several  days  in  advance  of  the  arrival  of  the 
train : 

Whereas,  the  people  of  North  Carolina  have  pledged  their  best 
endeavors  to  the  cause  of  education,  the  upbuilding  of  our  State,  the 
^lopment  and  the  utilization  of  her  natural  resources;  and 

Whereas,  the  farmers  need  better  roads  for  their  children  to 
travel  over  daily  to  and  from  the  school  house,  for  themselves  and 
families  to  use  in  going  to  church  to  worship  Almighty  God,  for  the 
prompt  and  early  delivery  of  their  mail  by  carriers  of  the  United 
States  Government,  and  for  the  transportation  of  their  products  and 
purchases;  and 

Whereas,  in  those  counties  of  our  State  where  the  greatest  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  building  good  roads  there  has  been  the  great- 
est industrial  advancement,  as  well  as  the  largest  increase  in  the 
value  of  farm  lands;  and 

Whereas,  the  National  Good  Roads  Association  of  America  has 
offered  to  give  an  exhibition  of  modern  and  improved  road  building 
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during  the  week  of  February  10-15.  which  all  citizens  of  the  State 
who  are  interested  in  that  commendable  work  may  ateud: 

Now.  therefore,  I.  Charles  B.  Aycock,  Governor,  do  hereby  issue 
my  proclamation  calling  a  Good  Roads  Convention  to  be  held  in 
Raleigh,  Wednesday,  February  12,  and  Thursday,  February  13,  to 
which  are  appointed  delegates  from  the  various  sections  of  the  State, 
requesting  them,  and  all  other  good  citizens,  whose  convenience  will 
permit,  to  attend  said  Convention. 

The  Convention  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  S.  L.  Patterson, 
State  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  and  Mr.   F.   T.  Ward 

ed  as  secretary.  Addresses  were  made  by  Governor  Ay- 
cock,  Mr.  W.  B.  Snow,  President  W.  H.  Moore,  of  the  Na- 
tional Good  Roads  Association ;  Hon.  Martin  Dodge,  Director 
i  f  the  Office  of  Public  Road  Inquiries ;  Gen.  M.  C.  Butler, 
Mr.  M.  A.  Hays,  Capt.  S.  B.  Alexander,  Mr.  T.  B.  Parker, 
Prof.  W.  C.  Riddick,  of  the  A.  and  M.  College ;  Gen.  W.  R. 
Cox,  Mr.  Paul  C.  Graham,  Mr.  E.  L.  Daughtridge,  Capt. 
J.  D.  McNeill,  Mr.  J.  S.  McCubbins,  Mr.  J.  Van  Lindley, 
Maj.  T.  L.  Emery,  Mr.  Duff.  Merritt,  Judge  Graham,  of 
I  hrford :  Mr.  S.  H.  Webb,  Mr.  W.  C.  McMackin,  Rev.  Thos. 
X.  Ivey,  President  Winston,  of  the  A.  and  M.  College ;  Hon.

At  this  meeting  the  Xorth  Carolina  Good  Roads  Associa- 
tion was  formed,  with  the  following  officers:  Presidem, 
Mr.  P.  H.  Hanes,  of  Winston-Salem ;  Secretary,  Prof.  J.  A. 
iiies,  of  Chapel  Hill;  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  G.  Brown,  of 
Raleigh.  These  gentlemen,  with  Mr.  S.  L.  Patterson,  Hon. 
A.  W.  Graham,  Prof.  W.  A.  Riddick  and  Air.  Paul  Garrett. 
compose  the  Executive  Committee.  The  resolutions  adopted 
at  tin*  Convention  were  as  follows: 

Resolved.  That  we  endorse  the  work  of  the  Office  of  Public  Road 
Inquiries  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the 
betterment  of  the  public  highways  of  the  country,  and  that  we  be- 
lieve this  office  should  be  enlarged  into  a  bureau  of  the  Department 
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of  Agriculture,  with  sufficient  appropriations  at  its  disposal  to  ex- 
tend its  work,  and  that  we  especially  urge  the  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  from  North  Carolina  to  vote  for  the  changes 
here  reconimended. 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  it  to  be  as  important  that  the  National 
Government  assist  in  the  improvement  of  the  common  highways 
and  post  roads  of  the  country  as  it  is  for  it  to  care  for  the  rivers 
and  harbors,  and  we  therefore  favor  Federal  appropriations  for  high- 
way construction,  such  appropriations  to  be  distributed  among  the 
States  and  to  be  extended  only  where  there  is  a  State  appropriation 
equal  to  the  amount  of  appropriation  by  the  general  Government. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  hereby  emphatically  endorses  the 
work  of  the  National  Good  Roads  Association. 

Resolved,  That  we  favor  the  enactment  of  a  law  providing  for 
the  office  of  Highway  Commissioner  of  North  Carolina,  and  the 
annual  appropriation  of  sufficient  funds  to  enable  that  officer  to  give 
proper  supervision  to  road  improvement  in  the  State. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recommends  that  the  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina  make  provision  for  giving  instruction 
in  road  building  at  both  the  State  University  and  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  more  extended  use  of  convict  labor  in 
road  building  in  North  Carolina. 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the 
Southern  Railway  Company  in  behalf  of  the  Good  Roads  movement 
in  furnishing  its  splendidly  equipped  Good  Roads  Train,  and  our 
thanks  to  all  the  railroads  of  the  State  for  the  favors  extended  to 
this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Director  and  Assist- 
ant Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Road  Inquiries,  to  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  National  Good  Roads  Association,  to  the 
various  machinery  manufacturers  who  have  contributed  to  the 
equipment  of  the  said  Goods  Roads  Train,  to  the  press  of  this  city 
and  the  State,  and  the  officers  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  and  of  the 
county  of  Wake. 

The  organization  of  the  North  Carolina  Good  Roads  Asso- 
ciation  has  probably  meant  more  to  the  good  roads  movement 
generally  throughout  the  State  than  any  effort  that  has  here- 
tofore been  put  forward  by  our  good  roads  forces.  This  Ass<  »- 
ciation  has  been  actively  at  work  since  its  organization,  and 
has  a  regularly  appointed  vice-president  in  every  county  of 
the  State  where  any  interest  in  good  roads  has  been  mani- 
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fested.  A  number  of  the  counties  which  have  heretofore  re- 
fused to  become  interested  in  the  good  roads  movement,  have, 
through  the  agency  of  the  North  Carolina  Good  Roads  Asso- 
ciation, given  their  co-operation  to  the  movement ;  and,  while 
it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  every  county  in  the  State  can  be 
induced  to  engage  in  road  improvement  in  the  immediate 
future,  yet  it  is  practically  certain  that  within  the  next  few 
years  the  counties  that  are  not  then  making  active  efforts  for 
improving  the  public  highways  will  be  the  exception  and  not 
the  rule.  Local  organizations  have  been  established  where- 
ever  it  has  been  possible  to  arouse  sufficient  interest  in  the 
good  roads  movement,  and  through  the  office  of  this  Associa- 
tion a  careful  interest  has  been  preserved  in  every  phase  of  the 
good  roads  movement  in  this  State.  Reports  of  the  progress 
of  the  work  are  received  by  the  Association,  literature  is 
distributed  to  all  of  the  counties,  and  a  general  bureau  of 
information  has  been  established,  upon  which  demands  are 
made  for  information  of  every  character  in  the  matter  of 
public  road  improvement.  A  most  valuable  feature  of  this 
Association  is  the  weekly  press  bulletin  which  is  sent  out  to 
every  newspaper  in  the  State,  giving  information  regarding 
the  different  phases  of  road  construction  in  the  counties  of 
our  own  State,  making  suggestions  as  to  how  the  conditions 
can  be  improved,  and  giving  information  in  regard  to  the 
methods  pursued  in  other  States.  These  bulletins  are  printed 
either  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  large  majority'  of  our  more 
progressive  weekly  papers,  and  by  this  means  a  large  mass  of 
our  citizens  are  reached  who  probably  would  not  otherwise 
be  enabled  to  receive  this  information.  These  newspaper  bul- 
letins are  meeting  with  great  favor  at  the  hands  of  the  press 
of  the  State,  and  a  recent  circular  letter  to  the  papers  that 
have  been  receiving  it  brought  forth  answers  from  practically 
all  of  them  to  the  effect  that  the  bulletin  was  accomplishing 
a  great  educational  work,  and  requesting  that  it  be  continued. 
This  Association  has  also  sent  representative  good  roads

builders  to  address  meetings  at  several  different  points  in  this 
State,  where  an  interest  had  been  created  in  the  good  roads 
movement,  and  the  time  seemed  ripe  for  the  organization  of 
a  local  association. 

The  Good  Roads  Convention  at  Raleigh,  out  of  which  grew 
the  North  Carolina  Good  Roads  Association,  brought  tog-ether 
four  hundred  or  five  hundred  of  the  most  prominent  road 
advocates  in  the  State,  and  quite  a  goodly  number  of  them 
the  most  prominent  and  influential  citizens  of  our  Common- 
wealth. The  speeches  at  this  Convention  were  pronounced 
by  the  government  officers  in  charge  of  the  good  roads  train 
to  be  the  most  high  toned,  instructive  and  useful  that  had 
been  delivered  at  any  place  the  good  roads  train  had  visited 
on  jls  Southern  tour,  and  their  appreciation  of  North  Caro- 
lina's great  interest  in  this  vital  subject  is  attested  by  the 
fact  that  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is'  now  printing 
the  proceedings  of  the  Raleigh  Convention,  containing  the 
speeches  there  delivered,  in  full  as  a  special  bulletin  of  that 
Department.  This  publication  will  make  a  report  of  proba- 
bly one  hundred  pages,  and  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
IT.  S.  Department  of.  Agriculture,  will  be  sent  to  every  per- 
son in  North  Carolina  who  desires  it.  Already  a  list  contain- 
ing the  names  of  about  three  thousand  persons  in  this  State 
has  been  sent  to  the  Department,  to  each  of  whom  one  of  these 
reports  is  to  be  sent  as  soon  as  it  is'  ready  for  distribution, 
which  is  expected  to  be  within  the  next  week  or  two. 

The  joint  interests  affected  by  good  roads  and  education 
are  everywhere  recognized,  and  educational  rallies  and  good 
roads  discussions'  have  been  held  jointly  at  different  places 
in  the  State  recently,  notably  at  Fayetteville  and  Gastonia. 

The  large  amount  of  valuable  work  that  has  been  accom- 
plished by  the  North  Carolina  Good  Roads  Association  is  a 
matter  of  some  surprise  when  we  consider  that  this  organiza- 
tion exists  entirely  by  voluntary  contributions,  it  having  no 
other  means  of  support.

Earlv  in  its  organization  a  circular  letter  was  sent  out  to 
every  county  in  the  State  through  its  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners, requesting  the  co-operation  of  the  county  to  the 
extent  of  a  contribution  to  a  fund  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  of  the  Association  in  the  State.  To  this  request,  thirty 
of  the  counties  responded,  creating  a.  fund  of  about  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars.  Later  a  letter  was  sent  to  a  number 
of  prominent  and  public  spirited  citizens  in  the  State,  a  num- 
ber of  whom  made  contributions,  and  in  this'  way  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  the  Association — consisting  of  postage,  sta- 
tionery, clerical  assistance,  printing,  etc. — have  been  met: 
but  if  there  were  some  manner  by  which  an  adequate  sum 
could  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association,  a  work  of 
decided  value  could  be  done  throughout  the  entire  State. 

The  good  roads  situation  in  North  Carolina  at  the  present 
time  is  such  that  the  people  have  recognized  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  question  ;  but,  owing  to  the  large  expenditure 
of  money  necessary  to  acquire  any  considerable  amount  of 
improved  highway  construction,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the 
State  can  reasonably  expect  in  the  near  future  to  possess'  a 
thoroughly  modem  system  of  roads.  But  by  educating  the 
people  in  the  proper  methods  of  laying  off,  grading,  draining, 
and  keeping  the  roads  in  fairly  good  condition,  it  is  possible 
to  gradually  bring  the  public  roads  of  the  State  to  a  condi- 
tion of  far  greater  usefulness'  and  excellence  than  at  present, 
as  they  exist  in  a  large  majority  of  the  counties. 

During  the  year  1901,  the  reports  received  from  the  va- 
rious counties  showed  that  approximately  $140,000  had  been 
raised  in  taxes  in  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  road  improve- 
ment  and  repair,  and  for  the  year  1902  the  reports  thus  far 
received  indicate  that  something  over  $200,000  in  taxes  will 
be  raised  for  this  purpose.  The  proper  expenditure  of  this 
money  will  mean  some  improvement  in  our  public  road  con- 
ditions; and  the  object  of  the  good  roads  movement  in  the 
State  is  to  so  educate  the  people  who  have  the  handling  of  this 
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money  and  the  adjustment  of  all  road  questions  in  different 
counties,  as  to  enable  them  to  get  the  best  results  with  the 
least  expense. 

While  the  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Highway  Commis- 
sion has  probably  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  general  question 
of  road  improvement  in  the  State,  yet  it  is  believed  that  if  a 
commissioner  or  engineer  of  highways  were  appointed  who 
could  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  development  of  the  good 
roads  spirit  among  our  people,  and  the  education  of  the  men 
who  are  charged  with  the  work  of  building  and  caring  for  the 
public  roads'  in  the  various  counties,  better  results  could  be 
accomplished  and  the  condition  of  the  public  roads  in  North 
Carolina  would  be  vastly  and  permanently  improved.  Such 
an  officer  should,  of  course,  be  familiar  with  the  construction 
of  highways  in  all  its  details,  and  likewise  a  man  of  execu- 
tive ability,  who  could  organize  the  good  roads  forces  and 
keep  them  in  harmonious  working  condition.  He  would 
necessarily  receive  compensation  for  this  service,  but  the  wis- 
dom of  such  an  expenditure  can  not  be  successfully  denied 
in  view  of  the  marvelous  development  of  the  States  now  fol- 
lowing such  a  plan.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


Greensboro,  K  C,  December  1,  1902. 
To  TI/'s  Excellency,  Charles  B.  Aycock, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina  : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
College  for  the  Colored  Race  begs  leave  to  submit  to  your 
Excellency  a  report  showing  the  condition  of  the  College; 
and  in  order  that  the  true  condition  of  its  affairs  may  be 
better  understood,  we  deem  it  proper  to  recite  in  brief  its 
history. 

In  1891,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  the  College,  and  mating  an  appropriation 
for  that  purpose.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  after  careful  con- 
sideration, determined  to  locate  the  College  in  Greensboro, 
provided  a  site  and  $11,000  could  be  raised  by  the  city  or  its 
citizens.  Certain  citizens  at  once  donated  a  site  of  twenty- 
five  acres  within  the  corporate  limits,  beautifully  located  and 
worth  at  least  $7,500;  and  in  order  that  there  might  be  no 
delay,  a  number  of  progressive  citizens  guaranteed  the  $11,- 
000,  which  the  city  afterwards  paid,  there  being  no  dissent- 
ing vote  at  the  election  held  for  that  purpose.  In  1895, 
several  years  after  its  establishment,  the  political  parties 
then  in  power  assumed  control  of  the  College,  and  directed 
its  affairs  until  1899,  when  the  General  Assembly  ordered  an 
investigation  and  decided  that  the  management  ought  to  be 
changed,  and  thereupon  appointed  the  following  as  member? 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees :  Hon.  W.  R.  Williams,  Hon.  J.  L. 
Currie,  Messrs.  W.  L.  Kluttz,  George  T.  Dunlap,  W.  W. 
Long,  M.  C.  S.  Noble,  J.  Y.  Joyner  and  A.  M.  Scales.  Since 
that  time  your  Excellency  has  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  the 
following  gentlemen:  Messrs.  W.  A.  Darden,  W.  H.  Ham- 
mond. J.  B.  Phillips.  D.  D.  Carlyle  and  J.  O.  Alexander. 
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The  new  members  accepted  the  trust  thus  thrust  upon 
them,  and  shortly  thereafter  organized  and  took  charge  of  the 
College.  We  found  the  College  heavily  in  debt,  its  unpaid 
bills  amounting  to  about  $10,000,  its  paper  hawked  about  the 
streets  and  its  credit  so  impaired  that  it  was  with  difficulty 
that  purchases  for  the  College  could  be  made  except  at  high 
prices.  We  found  the  curriculum  of  the  College  much  too 
high  for  the  colored  race  in  its  present  state  of  advancement, 
and  much  too  theoretical,  and  we  further  found  that  the 
College  was  not  fully  reaching  the  class  for  whom  it  was 
intended.  We  found  that  it  had  no  farm  where  practical 
agriculture  could  be  taught,  and  that  it  lacked  many  of  the 
industries  now  in  full  operation.  The  attendance  was  not 
what  it  should  have  been,  and  it  seemed  that  there  was  but 
little  sentiment  among  the  colored  people  in  favor  of  indus- 
trial and  agricultural  education. 

The  new  Board  set  to  work  to  make  the  College  meet  the 
needs  of  the  race,  and  has'  devoted  much  time  and  thought  to 
the  problem  of  negro  education.  In  order  to  be  as  economical 
as  possible,  the  full  Board  holds  a  regular  meeting  only  once  a 
year,  but  an  Executive  Committee  was  appointed,  consisting 
of  Mr.  A.  M.  Scales,  Chairman,  Professor  J.  Y.  Joyner  and 
Professor  M.  C.  S.  Noble,  to  act  for  the  Board.  In  this  way 
the  Board  exercises  the  strictest  oversight  and  supervision, 
nothing  of  importance  being  done  without  the  consent  of  the 
Board  or  its  committee.  We  doubt  if  there  is  an  institution 
in  the  State  which  receives  a  more  constant  supervision  and 
direction.  Every  dollar  of  the  debt  has  been  paid,  and  the 
institution  is  now  conducted  on  a  cash  basis,  the  Board  having 
ordered  that  no  bill  should  rim  for  more  than  thirty  days. 

The  colored  people,  since  the  war,  have  preferred  classical 
education,  and  have  had  the  idea  that  an  ambitious  colored 
boy  ought  to  become  a  preacher,  lawyer,  teacher  or  doctor, 
and  these  professions  have  become  much  crowded.  Most  of 
the  parents  who  were  able  to  send  their  children  to  school 
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preferred  teaching  them  something  which,  in  nine  cases  out 
of  ten,  would  never  be  useful  to  them  in  after  life,  and  rather 
rued  technical  education.  This  condition  added  no  little 
to  our  difficulties,  and  we  have  tried  to  meet  the  situation, 
first,  by  building  up  a  sentiment  among  the  colored  people  in 
favor  of  this  kind  of  education ;  and,  second,  by  making  it 
sible  for  any  colored  boy,  however  poor,  if  he  is  willing  to 
work,  to  make  his  way  through  College. 

We  think  we  have  succeeded  in  both.  By  addresses,  news- 
paper article.-,  exhibits  at  fairs,  and  in  other  ways,  the  col- 
ored people  are  learning  the  wisdom  of  teaching  their  children 
to  use  their  hands  skilfully  and  to  do  something,  but  most 
of  all  the  fact  that  all  the  graduates  of  the  College,  as  far  as' 
we  know,  are  good  citizens  and  are  making  wages  and  salaries 
ranging  from  $30  to  $150  per  month,  has  had  a  wonderful 
effect  in  changing  sentiment. 

We  have  bought  a  farm  near  the  College  of  100  acres,  for 
$5,000,  which  has  greatly  increased  in  value ;  a  brickyard 
has  recently  been  established,  a  flourishing  dairy  is  main- 
tained, we  have  greenhouses  for  the  sale  of  floral  designs,  etc., 
a  blacksmith  shop,  shoe  shop,  tin  shop,  cabinet  shop,  and 
houses  are  contracted  for  and  built  in  order  that  the  students 
may  learn  the  art  of  housebuilding  in  all  its  branches.  With 
these  industries,  we  furnish  labor  to  all  students  who  are 
willing  to  work,  and  by  taking  the  night  courses,  the  poorest 
colored  boy  in  the  State  can  work  his  way  through  College. 
We  think  the  wisdom  of  the  course  pursued  is  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  this  year  all  dormitory  space  is  more  than 
crowded,  no  room  having  less  than  two  buys,  and  some  as 
many  as  five.  The  enrollment  is  now  131,  and  there  are  119 
in  actual  attendance. 

We  gave  co-education  a  patient  trial  of  several  years,  but  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  in  May,  1901,  we  decided  to 
abolish  the  girl  department,  and  make  the  institution  strictly 
a  college  of  agriculture  and  mechanics.     This  step  was  taken 
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after  due  deliberation  and  full  consultation  with  General 
Toon,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  who  fully  ap- 
proved of  the  change.  There  were  several  reasons  for  this 
change.  In  the  first  place,  the  girls  are  by  nature  not  well 
fitted  for  agricultural  and  mechanical  pursuits',  and  their 
presence  in  the  College  hampered  the  work,  and  there  was  an 
evident  disinclination  on  the  part  of  both  sexes  to  engage  in 
the  harder  kinds  of  manual  labor  in  the  presence  of  the  other, 
both  feeling  called  upon  to  wear  their  best  clothes  in  order 
to  properly  impress  the  other.  It  was  human  nature,  and 
nothing  could  prevent  it.  The  dormitories  were  absolutely 
inadequate,  the  girls  being  crowded  seven  or  eight  in  a  room, 
and  consequently  there  was  too  much  sickness.  There  was 
no  separate  building  where  the  girls  could  be  properly  iso- 
lated, and  the  arrangements  for  them  were  bad.  Now  all  the 
rooms,  including  those  formerly  occupied  by  the  girls,  are 
filled  with  boys.  In  addition  to  these  reasons,  the  opportu- 
nity for  some  designing  negro  to  hatch  out  a  scandal  was  un- 
surpassed, and  good  use  was  made  of  it,  but  upon  investiga- 
tion it  was  usually  found  that  the  whole  trouble  was  that  some 
negro  wanted  to  get  the  other  man's  job.  We  have  found 
that  this  desire  to  pull  clown  another  in  order  to  get  the  posi- 
tion is  a  weakness  of  many  of  the  race,  and  a  scandal  is  the 
favorite  way  of  getting  rid  of  the  incumbent. 

We  have  been  delighted  with  the  change,  and  consider  it 
one  of  the  greatest  of  the  improvements  that  have  been  made 
at  the  College. 

We  have  cut  off  the  three  highest  classes,  and  now  the 
course  lasts  for  four  years  and  is  intensely  practical.  We 
give  each  student  a  good  English  education,  but  everything  is 
subordinated  to  the  technical  instruction  and  practical  train- 
ing, and  while  of  course  all  the  industries  are  conducted  pri- 
marily for  the  purposes  of  instruction,  every  effort  is  made 
to  make  them  all  self-sustaining.  By  reference  to  the  reports 
of  the  departments  hereto-  annexed,  your  Excellency  will  see 
that  some  of  the  industries  are  making  a  nice  profit. 
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Our  Secretary  and  Treasurer  keeps  a  complete  set  of  books, 
showing  not  only  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  de- 
partment, but  also  a  separate  account  with  every  industry, 
and  we  find  his  books'  complete  in  all  details,  neatly  kept,  and 
in  excellent  condition.  He  is  also  registrar,  and  keeps  full 
and  accurate  records  of  the  attendance  and  studies  of  all  stu- 
dents. He  also  keeps'  accounts  with  all  students,  and  reports 
all  bills  of  students  owing  to  College  settled  in  full  for  No- 
vember, and  all  except  seven  for  December. 

The  regular  annual  appropriations  are  as  follows : 

United  States  appropriation    $8,250.00 

North  Carolina  appropriation   7,500.00 

Total    $15,750.00 

In  addition  to  this,  the  last  Legislature  appropriated 
$5,000  for  two  years  as  a  special  appropriation  to  help  pay 
for  the  farm  and  help  pay  back  debts. 

The  United  States  appropriation  can  be  used  only  for  cer- 
tain purposes,  such  as  payment  of  salaries  of  technical  in- 
structors, as  specified  in  the  Morrill  Act. 

We  do  not  see  how  the  College  could  get  along  without  the 
regular  appropriation  from  both  the  United  States  and  the 
State  of  North  Carolina.  A  classical  college  could  be  con- 
ducted for  less,  but  technical  instruction  is  necessarily  more 
costly. 

The  regular  appropriations  of  $15,750  are  divided  by  the 
Board  as  follows: 

Three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Department  of 
Agricultural  Industries.  This  department  runs  the  farm, 
maintains  a  nourishing  dairy,  keeps  the  dining  room,  where 
board  is  furnished  at  $5  per  month ;  has  charge  of  the  green- 
house, pigs,  horses',  poultry,  and  of  the  entire  campus.  It 
does  all  of  this,  and  does  it  well,  and  pays  all  salaries  of  the 
department  for  practical  instruction  in  these  various  branches. 
One  thousand  five  hundred  dollars'  to  the  Department  of 
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Agriculture  and  Chemistry.  This  department  teaches  the 
theory  and  pays  all  salaries  and  expenses  with  the  amount 
named. 

Five  thousand  dollars' to  the  Mechanical  Department.  This 
department  furnishes  all  heat  and  power  used  in  the  College, 
except  in  the  dairy  and  farm,  and  has  a  brickyard,  tin  shop, 
shoe  and  harness  shop,  and  blacksmith  shop.  It  teaches  prac- 
tical carpentry,  and  to  this  end  has  built  several  houses  in 
the  city.  It  teaches  plumbing,  bricklaying  and  plastering, 
and  cabinet  work,  all  in  a  practical  way. 

Five  thousand  dollars  to  the  General  Department.  This 
department  teaches  the  English  branches,  supplies  the  library, 
furnishes'  water,  lights,  repairs  to  building,  pays  all  adminis- 
trative expenses,  and  everything  not  included  in  the  other 
departments. 

The  entire  salaries  of  every  kind  and  of  all  departments 
were,  for  the  year  ending  June  1,  1902,  $9,919,  and  for  the 
year  ending  June  1,  1903,  they  will  be  $9,028.75,  the  average 
salary  of  all  teachers  being  $485.05. 

We  earnestly  recommend  the  erection  of  a  large  dormitory, 
believing  that  we  can  fill  it  with  boys  and  thus  largely  reduce 
the  necessary  cost  of  each  student.  To  this  end  we  would 
ask  for  a  special  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  each  of  the 
years  of  190.°)  and  1904, which  will  erect  an  excellent  building, 
as  the  brick  will  be  made  on  the  ground  and  most  of  the 
work  done  by  the  students. 

We  believe  that  the  College  is  offering  the  kind  of  educa- 
tion best  suited  to  the  colored  people,  and  is  doing  a  great 
work  for  them  and  for  the  State,  and  we  trust  that  your  Ex- 
cellency will  see  fit  to  recommend  that  it  be  fostered  in  every 
reasonable  way. 

We  also  hand  yon  herewith  the  reports  of  the  different  de- 
partments of  the  College,  and  the  report  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  which  wo  have  examined  carefully,  and  which  we 
believe  to  be  correct. 
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Having  made  a  full  report  of  the  affairs  of  the  College  to 
your  Excellency,  we  beg  to  say  that  we  invite  the  fullest  in- 
vestigation which  you  or  the  General  Assembly  may  care  to 
make,  and  will  give  you  all  the  information  we  have,  and 
will  render  you  all  the  service  in  our  power.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDE  XT. 


Greensboro,  1ST.  C,  December  1,  1902. 

Hon.  A.  M.  Scales,  President  Board  of  Trustees, 

A.  and  M.  College  for  the  Colored  Race. 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  beg  to  submit 
the  following  report  upon  our  school  year  beginning  June  1, 
1 902,  and  for  the  school  session  beginning  October  1,  1902 : 

The  work  of  our  school  is  distributed  among  four  depart- 
ments :  The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Chemistry,  the 
Department  of  Agricultural  Industries,  the  Mechanical  De- 
partment, and  the  English  Department. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Chemistry  gives  such 
theoretical  instruction  as  is  necessary  to  the  intelligent  farmer 
or  the  dairyman.  Prof.  J.  H.  Bluford,  who  took  charge  of 
this  department  September  15,  1902,  has  entered  upon  his 
work  with  much  interest  and  earnestness.  He  has  just  ar- 
ranged to  give  short  courses,  in  dairying,  which  is  a  new  fea- 
ture of  much  promise  and  value.  At  the  close  of  these  six 
weeks  courses,  the  Second  Annual  Conference  of  Farmers  will 
be  held,  in  which  subjects  of  practical  importance  will  be  dis- 
cussed by  the  faculty  and  by  experienced  farmers. 

The  Department  of  Agricultural  Industries,  under  Mr.  J. 
W.  Landreth,  is'  doing  remarkably  well  in  practical  work 
upon  the  farm,  in  the  dairy  and  the  piggery.  The  crop  re- 
cently harvested  from  our  farm  has  received  the  highest 
praise,  and  is  frequently  spoken  of  as  being  one  of  the  best 
of  our  locality. 

The  Mechanical  Department  does  both  practical  and  theo- 
retical work.  Prof.  A.  Watson,  who  assumed  charge  of  this 
department  last  summer,  has  the  work  well  in  hand.  He  has 
added  several  new  industries,  such  as  practical  house  build- 
ing and  bricklaying,  which  are  being  carried  on  without  addi- 
tional cost  to  the  College. 
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Under  the  English  Department,  of  which  I  have  immedi- 
ate charge,  instruction  is  given  in  reading,  writing,  spelling, 
arithmetic,  geography,  history  and  grammar.  While  the  gen- 
eral courses'  of  the  industrial  departments  extend  over  a  pe- 
riod of  four  years,  the  students  are  engaged  with  this  depart- 
ment but  a  little  over  three  years,  in  order  to  devote  the 
fourth  year  entirely  to  practical  work  in  agricultural  and 
mechanical  branches. 

We  also  conduct  a  night  school,  in  which  boys  who  are 
working  at  their  trade  during  the  day,  or  boys  who  are  un- 
able to  pay  their  expenses  in  our  day  school,  are  taught. 
Nearly  all  the  day  teachers,  including  the  President,  teach  in 
the  night  school.  The  night  school  is  an  important  feature 
of  our  work.  It  seems  very  necessary  in  schools  where  the 
trades'  are  taught,  but  it  is  difficult  to  have  satisfactory  work 
done  in  a  night  school  by  teachers  who  have  been  busy  teach- 
ing during  the  day,  and  who  need  their  nights  to  make  prepa- 
ration for  the  next  day's  work. 

Number  of  instructors  and  officers  in  the  English  Depart- 
ments, four. 

Amount  of  salary  for  the  department,  $1,906.57;  $141.67 
was  for  services'  rendered  in  the  school  year  ending  May  31, 
1902. 

It  is  hardly  possible  for  a  school  to  deviate  less  from  the 
industrial  idea  than  does  this  school.  Under  the  recent  or- 
ganization no  attempt  is  being  made  to  produce  scholars  or 
professional  men.  The  several  departments  of  the  school  are 
giving  their  entire  and  exclusive  attention  to  the  work  of 
preparing  students'  to  become  good  carpenters,  blacksmiths, 
tinners  and  farmers.  There  are  only  two  departments  whose 
work  may  be  termed  theoretical.  These  are  the  English  and 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Chemistry.  But  the  in- 
struction given  by  these  departments'  is  for  the  most  part  ele- 
mentary and  absolutely  necessary  for  the  intelligent  mechanic 
or   farmer.     While   the   Mechanical   Department   combine* 
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practical  and  theoretical  work,  and  it  is  conducted  primarily 
for  instruction  purposes,  yet  every  effort  is  made  to  put  its 
several  industries  on  a  paying  basis.  In  this  we  have  been 
successful  in  a  measure  that  would  be  deemed  unusual  and  re- 
markable by  those  conversant  with  school  management,  and 
who  therefore  can  appreciate  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
realizing  a  pecuniary  profit  from  an  industry  that  is  suppo&'ed 
to  be  conducted  principally  for  the  purposes  of  instruction. 
The  Department  of  Agricultural  Industries,  with  its  farm 
of  100  acres  under  cultivation,  its  two  barns,  its  dairy,  green- 
house and  piggery ;  and  the  Mechanical  Department,  with  its 
brickyard,  its  carpenter  shops,  which  gives  class-work  in- 
struction, and  has  built  six  houses  since  June  1,  1902  ;  the 
shoe  shop,  the  blacksmith  shop,  tin  shop,  are  all  doing  good 
practical  work.  The  crops  harvested  from  the  farm,  valued  at 
$2,000,  the  dairy  herd  recently  increased  from  13  to  17  cows, 
which,  since  January,  1902,  have  yielded  products  to  the 
value  of  about  $625  ;  the  bricks  manufactured  upon  our  yard ; 
six  houses  built,  upon  which  we  have  received  about  $2,500 
on  account,  and  the  bricklaying  business',  which,  for  Novem- 
ber, its  first  month  of  operation,  has  made  a  clear  profit  of 
$29.71,  are  substantial  evidences  of  the  enterprise  of  these 
departments  to  which  no  argument  of  mine  can  give  strength. 
These  industries  are  in  keeping  with  my  recommendation 
to  the  Board  several  years  ago,  in  which  I  urged  their  es- 
tablishment, with  the  ultimate  purpose  of  building  up  an  in- 
dustrial endowment  for  the  school.  The  farm,  dairy  and 
brickyard  are  on  a  paying  basis.  The  bricklaying  feature, 
in  its  first  month's  business,  earned  a  profit.  While  these  in- 
dustries are  giving  the  boys  practical  instruction  in  the  truest 
sense  of  the  word,  they  also  give  promise,  with  further  de- 
velopment and  experience,  to  become  significant  tributaries? 
to  the  support  of  the  school.  There  are  other  industries,  such 
as  tailoring  and  painting,  which  we  are  anxious  to  have 
established  as  soon  as  conditions'  will  permit. 
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The  value  of  the  industries  we  are  operating  has  been  con- 
sidered from  two  points  of  view  only,  the  present  and  pros- 
pective pecuniary  profits  to  be  derived,  and  the  opportunity 
of  giving  thoroughly  practical  instruction  to  our  students. 
There  is  a  third  advantage  we  derive  from,  these  industries, 
whose  importance  should  not  be  overlooked.  Most  of  our 
students  are  very  poor.  They  are  young  men  without  means, 
without  relatives  to  help  and  to  advise  them.  But  for  the 
work  the  College  industries'  afford  our  students,  the  majority 
of  the  voting  men  would  be  unable  to  remain  in  school.  Last 
year,  out  of  about  ninety  students,  only  three  or  four  were 
supported  by  their  parents.  One  example  will  be  cited  to 
show  how  the  industries  help  the  students.  Last  year  a 
young  man  came  to  the  school  penniless.  He  had  paid  his 
last  twenty-five  cents  for  lodging  the  previous  night.  We 
put  him  to  work  in  the  brickyard  to  earn  his  admission  fees. 
He  worked  faithfully,  was  received  in  school,  and  made  one 
of  our  best  students.  He  is  in  school  to-day,  with  about  $20 
or  $30  ahead.  He  is  an  ambitious,  industrious  student,  and 
an  earnest  Christian,  and  gives  promise  of  making  a  good, 
useful  citizen.  And  this  is  not  an  isolated  case.  Every 
yotmer  man  who  has  graduated  from  this  school,  and  who  is 
now  earning  a  good  salary,  would  have  found  it  well  nigh  im- 
possible to  have  remained  in  school  but  for  the  assistance  he 
received  from  the  work  afforded  him  by  the  industries  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  school. 

Industrial  training  among  our  people  is  not  as  popular  as 
professional  or  classical  courses.  The  superior  advantages  of 
an  industrial  education,  the  insufficient  supply  of  young  men 
who  have  been  thoroughly  trained  in  industrial  schools  are 
not  generally  understood  ;  but  despite  this  condition  of  affairs, 
<mr  attendance  has  been  steadily  increasing.  Last  session, 
the  first  under  our  re-organization,  notwithstanding  the  elim- 
ination of  the  three  higher  classes,  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  attendance;  and  this  session  our  boarding  and  lodging 
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accommodations,  which  only  two  years  were  taxed  to  their 
utmost  capacity  with  male  and  female  students,  are  now 
taxed  practically  to  the  same  extent  with  only  male  students, 
and  with  only  four  classes  in  lieu  of  the  seven  which  we  were 
then  operating. 

Students  are  complaining  now  about  the  crowded  condition 
of  the  dormitory  rooms,  and  unless'  some  additional  dormi- 
tory space  can  be  secured,  we  can  not  receive  any  significant 
increase  over  our  present  attendance. 

Our  increased  attendance  indicates  that  industrial  edu- 
cation is  being  better  understood  and  appreciated  by  our  peo- 
ple, and  is  taking  stronger  hold  upon  their  interest  and  atten- 
tion. The  graduates  whom  we  have  sent  out  are  doing  much 
towards1  winning  confidence  and  support  for  this  school. 
Every  graduate  is  a  worthy  representative  of  our  work.  They 
all  are  well  employed,  earning  from  about  $30  to  $150  per 
month.  Upon  the  most  extensive  farms  and  for  many  of  the 
leading  institutions  of  the  State  they  have  served.  Nor  is  a 
recognition  of  the  merits  of  our  school  confined  within  the 
borders  of  our  State.  In  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  New 
York,  Florida  and  Oklahoma,  demands  have  come  for  our 
graduates,  backed  by  offers  bearing  most  flattering  terms. 
At  the  Paris  Exposition,  the  exhibits  of  this'  school  won  the 
highest  available  medal.  And  while  writing  this  report,  one 
of  our  graduates  has  received  an  appointment  by  the  New 
Cotton  Fields,  Ltd.,  of  London,  as  superintendent  of  its  cot- 
ton fields  in  South  Africa,  at  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  year, 
with  travelling  and  all  expenses',  and  he  is  asked  to  cable  his 
acceptance.  Almost  in  sight  of  the  capitol  are  two  of  our 
graduates  who  supported  themselves  at  this  institution  almost 
entirely  by  the  industries  we  operate,  one  of  whom  is  now 
earning  about  $50  per  month  and  the  other  $100  per  month. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  our  graduates  are  demonstrating  the 
value  and  efficiency  of  our  work ;  and  if  the  success  of  the 
school  is  to  be  determined  by  the  material  it  turns  out — 
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whether  the  graduates  are  to  become  idlers  and  criminals, 
or  good,  industrious  citizens  and  intelligent  workmen,  pau- 
pers or  taxpayers' — we  would  cheerfully  challenge  reasonable 
and  impartial  comparison  with  any  other  negro  school  in  the 
country. 

As  the  current  expenses  of  this  institution  are  practically 
the  same  with  a  small  attendance  as  with  a  large  one,  we 
could,  in  about  a  year,  double  our  present  attendance  if  we 
could  have  another  dormitory.  Without  additional  room  for 
new  students,  there  can  be  no  important  increase  in  our  pres- 
ent number  of  students.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend 
that  efforts  be  made  to  secure  the  erection  of  a  second  dormi- 
tory. 

Again,  we  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  this  institution  is 
making  no  efforts  to  produce  scholars  or  men  of  letters',  but 
we  are  bending  all  of  our  energies  to  give  to  the  State  of 
jSTorth  Carolina  skilled  mechanics'  and  farmers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEAD  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  AGRICULTURAL  INDUSTRIES. 


Greensboro,  N.  C,  December  1,  1902. 
Hon.  A.  M.  Scaees,  President  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sir: — I  beg  leave  to  report  the  condition  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agricultural  Industries',  as  follows : 

We  have  had  in  cultivation  this  year  about  108  acres,  eight 
of  which  were  cultivated  only  to  improve  the  soil  and  fit  it 
for  a  crop  next  year.  On  this  land  we  have  raised  crops  to 
the  value  of  about  $2,000.  In  this  branch  we  teach  practical 
farming,  including  all  kinds  of  farm  and  garden  work  and 
the  mixing  of  fertilizers  for  all  kinds  of  crops.  The  financial 
condition  of  the  farm  is  as  follows  (all  figures  are  from 
May  31,  1902,  on  which  date  I  took  charge  of  this  depart- 
ment, to  December  31,  1902)  : 

Value  of  crops  on  hand  at  this  date $1,548.83 

Sold  for  cash  from  farm  and  garden 282.51 

Amount  consumed  hy  dairy,  boarders,  etc 165.66 

$1,997.00 
Disbursements  for  garden  and  farm 753.26 

We  have  sown  this  fall  25  bushels  of  wheat  and  32  bushels 
of  oats,  all  of  which  is  looking  well. 

In  the  dairy  we  teach  practical  dairying  in  all  its  branches, 
from  the  feeding  of  cattle  to  the  making  of  butter,  and  we 
find  ready  sale  for  all  of  our  products'  at  good  prices. 

Receipts  from   dairy $625.69 

Disbursements  for  miming  expenses $385.63 

Disbursements  for  addition  to  herd 130.00 

Disbursements  for  purchase  of  wagons 50.00 


Total,  all  of  which  was  paid  from  receipts  from  dairy,  $565.63 

We  have  increased  our  dairy  herd  and  equipment  by  reason, 
of  natural  increase  and  purchase,  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
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five  dollars,  showing  gain  in  dairy  of  $285.06.     Cows  value 
at  this  date,  $690. 

In  our  greenhouse  branch  we  teach  the  care  of  plants,  artis- 
tic arrangement,  of  bouquets  and  funeral  designs',  tree  plant- 
ing, grafting,  hedge  trimming,  etc. 

Receipts $55.81 

Good  accounts  outstanding   30.50 

$86.31 
Disbursements    67. 4o 

We  also  have  our  winter  stock  of  flowers  and  bulbs  bought 
and  paid  for,  and  our  best  season  for  selling  is  the  winter 
and  spring. 

Our  hogs  are  doing  well.  We  can  sell  all  the  pigs'  we  can 
raise  at  from  $6  to  $9  per  pair,  which  pays  a  good  profit. 
We  intend  to  increase  our  stock  of  brood  sows  from  eleven 
(the  present  number)  to  twenty.

Balance  to  credit  of  hogs  $50.60 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  have  pigs  on  hand  valued  at 
$105 ;  our  herd  of  hogs  has  increased  in  value  by  reason  of 
growth  at  least  $75,  making  a  net  gain  for  hogs  of  $230.60. 
We  only  keep  a  few  chickens  (to  eat  the  waste  of  the  farm). 
They  have  paid  a  profit  of  $2.05  in  cash.  Total  profit  for 
chickens,  $8.05.  Increase  in  value,  $6,  and  they  supply  a 
good  portion  of  eggs  used  in  cooking. 

The  boarding  branch  of  this  department  is  doing  as  well 
as  could  be  expected  when  we  take  in  consideration  the  price 
of  board  ($5  per  month),  the  high  price  of  provisions',  and 
the  over-healthy  appetite  of  the  boarders.

We  intend  to  double  our  crop  next  season.  Having  leased 
land  from  Mr.  Cone,  we  want  to  set  as  much  as  10  to  15  acres 
in  cabbage,  and  tomatoes'  for  canning  purposes.  We  want  to 
erect  an  addition  to  the  boiler  room  in  the  dairy  for  a  canning 
factory,  in  which  to  can  fruit  and  vegetables,  principally  to- 
matoes, also  put  up  kraut  for  the  market,  for  which  we  find 
there  is  an  unlimited  demand  at  prices  which  will  make  it 
profitable.  We  intend  to  use  student  labor  entirely  in  our 
canning  factory,  and  teach  them  the  business.  We  also  in- 
tend to  make  some  addition  to  the  greenhouse  for  forcing  to- 
matoes and  vegetable  plants'  for  garden  and  market,  and  will 
give  students  practice  in  that  kind  of  work.  As  soon  as  pos- 
sible we  hope  to  install  a  poultry  yard  for  teaching  practical 
poultry  raising,  and  we  hope  to  make  it  profitable.

the  a.  and  m.  college. 

Of  the  25  acres  on  which  the  College  stands  there  are 
about  15  acres  in  a  fairly  good  state  of  cultivation.  The  bal- 
ance taken  up  by  College  buildings,  campus,  etc.  The  farm 
owned  by  the  College  has  in  it  100  acres,  93  of  which  are 
under  cultivation,  about  five  in  wood,  and  two  used  for  build- 
ing, yards,  etc.  Also,  have  leased  from  Mr.  C.  Cone  about 
375  acres,  about  100  of  which  is'  under  cultivation,  one  hun- 
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dred  in  pasture,  balance  in  wood.  Fifteen  acres  of  the  land 
included  in  the  100  acres  of  cultivated  land  is  grass  land. 
Mr.  Cone  is  to  receive  as  rental  $180  per  year  for  the  land 
leased  from  him.  The  College  will  receive  for  buildings 
and  pasture  rental  as  much  as  $100,  leaving  a  net  cost  of  the 
375  acres  of  leased  land  of  $80  per  year.  All  the  leased 
land  was  leased  for  the  crop  year  of  1903,  and  not  for  1902. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HEAD'  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  AGRICULTURE  AND   CHEMISTRY.

Hon.  A.  M.  Scales,  President  Board  of  Trustees, 

A.  and  M.  College  for  the  Colored  Race. 

Sir: — As  head  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Chemistry,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  agriculture  offers'  the  most  in- 
viting field  for  negro  youths,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  bending  all  of  its  energies  to  the  development  of  more 
efficient  farmers,  farm  laborers  and  workers  in  kindred  indus- 
tries. We  are  striving  primarily  to  train  the  negro  youth 
along  the  practical  line  of  agriculture,  and  introducing  to  him 
at  the  same  time  only  such  scientific  knowledge  as  is'  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  a  better  understanding  of  the  practical 
side  of  the  work.  It  is  our  purpose  to  train  the  negro  in, 
and  not  out  of,  his  environment;  to  and  not  away  from  the 
farm.  To  advise,  or  even  allow,  the  negro  to  leave  the  voca- 
tion with  which  he  is  best  acquainted  and  s'eek  some  other  he 
knows  not  of,  is  to1  do  him  a  gross  injustice.  It  is  not  our 
purpose  to  train  him  in  the  so-called  Western  or  Northern 
methods  of  agriculture,  but  our  problem  is  to  develop  the 
matter  in  hand — to  have  the  youth  return  to  his'  home  and  to 
increase  the  productiveness  of  his  or  his  employer's  farm, 
and  in  this  manner  increase  the  agricultural  yield  of  the 
State. 

With  this  accomplished,  the  function  of  the  College  will 
not  only  be  performed,  but  the  establishment  of  an  amicable 
relationship  between  the  races'  will  be  effected. 

There  are  four  men  connected  with  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  Chemistry,  three  of  whom  are  devoting  their 
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entire  time  to  the  practical  side  of  the  subject,  and  the  fourth 
to  such  theoretical  work  as  is  deemed  essential  to  give  the  stu- 
dent a  clear  insight  into  agricultural  industries.  The  stu- 
dent is  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  various  phases  of  agriculture 
during  his  entire  four  years'  residence  at  the  College. 

During  the  first  year  the  student  is  given  instruction  cover- 
ing the  whole  field  of  agriculture  in  a  general  way.  Both 
theory  and  practice  are  taught.  The  classes  are  required  to 
make  frequent  visits  to  the  fields,  barns,  stable  and  shops, 
where  it  is  instructed  by  practical  observation.  The  students, 
so  far  as  possible,  perform  the  manual  labor  of  the  agricultu- 
ral industries  connected  with  the  department.  They  receive 
instruction  as  to  the  origin  and  formation  of  the  soil;  com- 
position and  the  improvement  of  the  soil ;  barnyard  manure ; 
artificial  and  concentrated  manure ;  methods  of  buying,  valua- 
tion, formulas',  etc. ;  the  rotation  of  crops ;  selection  of  seeds ; 
farm  crops  and  their  classification ;  cereals,  pastures,  grasses, 
roots,  tubers  and  market  garden  crops.  They  are  instructed 
as'  to  the  growth  of  animals ;  animal  foods ;  character  and  com- 
position of  fodders  and  feeds ;  the  digestibility  of  fodders  and 
feeds ;  feeding  standards ;  the  exchange  of  farm  products  for 
concentrated  feeds';  feeding  standards  of  different  animals 
and  different  purposes  of  feeding ;  the  fertilizer  constituents 
contained  in  chief  farm  crops,  etc. 

This  course  was  formerly  given  to  all  the  first-year  stu- 
dents during  the  first  term  only,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that 
quite  a  number  were  unable  to  find  employment  in  the  me- 
chanical lines,  and  must  from  sheer  necessity  revert  to  agri- 
cultural pursuits,  it  is  thought  wise  to  compel  all  students  to 
pursue  this  course  during  their  entire  first  year. 

During  the  second  year,  the  student  is  given  practical  work 
in  the  care  and  management  of  greenhouses.  He  is  taught  to 
grow  and  care  for  flowers ;  to  make  cuttings ;  to  graft  and  bud 
common  plants.  He  is  instructed  in  market  gardening,  the 
raising  of  early  vegetables,  growing  of  lettuce,  beans,  cucum- 
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bers  and  tomatoes  under  glass  for  early  market.  He  is  also 
required  to  go  into  the  College  barn  and  obtain  practice  in 
milking  by  the  latest  sanitary  methods,  and  to  keep  records 
of  dairy  cows.  He  is  given  practice  in  feeding  cows,  horses 
and  swine,  and  thus  he  is  taught  the  various  methods  of  feed- 
ing and  making  feed  experiments'.  In  the  dairy  building,  he 
is  instructed  how  to  test  milk  and  cream,  and  is  also  given  a 
thorough  drill  in  separating  milk  and  butter  making. 

During  the  third  and  fourth  years,  the  students  are  given 
practice  in  directing  some  specific  line  of  work  on  the  Col- 
lege farm,  under  the  supervision  of  the  foreman.  They  are 
also  required  to  take  charge  of  the  dairy  work,  supervised  by 
the  instructor.  Practice  is  given  in  slaughtering,  curing  and 
packing  of  meats.  They  are  given  practice  in  the  care  of 
orchards — cultivation,  pruning,  spraying,  etc.  Plants  are 
grown  with  different  kinds  of  manures  and  fertilizers  to  as- 
certain which  gives  the  largest  returns'. 

The  student,  during  his  third  and  fourth  years,  is  also 
given  such  instruction  in  science  as  is  thought  to  broaden  his 
horizon  of  agricultural  industries,  and  to  enable  him  to  read 
agricultural  papers  and  periodicals  with  some  degree  of 
intelligence.  He  is  also  given  a  course  in  drawing,  primarily 
for  the  purpose  of  designing  rural  buildings  from  an  econom- 
ical point  of  view. 

The  Second  Annual  Farmers'  Conference  will  be  held  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  Department,  February  28,  1903.  The 
purpose  of  the  conference  is'  to  discuss  the  agricultural  prob- 
lems affecting  the  farmer  in  his  immediate  vicinity.  The 
conference  will  be  addressed  by  some  of  the  most  distin- 
guished agriculturists  in  the  State.  -Being  thus  brought  to- 
gether to  exchange  ideas  on  various'  topics,  they  are  mutually 
benefited,  and  return  to  their  farms  with  a  stimulus  to  do 
better  work. 

Another  new  feature  of  the  department  is  the  short  course 
in  dairying,  which  is  designed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  in- 
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struct  ion  to  such  persons'  as  are  unable  to  attend  the  College 
during  the  entire  year — a  circular  of  which  is  appended  to 
the  report. 

The  salaries  paid  out  from  the  department  from  June  1 
to  December  1,  1902,  amount  to  $470.41.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEAD  OF  THE  MECHANICAL 

DEPARTMENT.

A.  and  M.  College  for  the  Colored  Race. 

Sir  : — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  beg  to  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  Mechanical  Department  has'  been  engaged  in  instruct- 
ing the  students  in  cabinet  work,  harness  making,  shoe  mak- 
ing, blacksmithing,  horseshoeing,  brick  making,  bricklaying, 
plastering,  carpentry,  wood  turning  and  tinning.  The  re- 
sults accomplished  in  the  above-named  branches,  we  think, 
have  been  favorable  and  encouraging. 

In  cabinet  making,  we  have  had  constructed  by  student  la- 
bor thirty-six  drawing  tables,  with  neatly  turned  pedestals 
and  adjustable  tops.  These  tables,  with  stools  for  each,  are 
worth  $4  each,  making  a  total  of  about  $144  added  to  the 
equipment  of  the  department.  Other  minor  jobs  have  been 
received,  among  which  is  an  elaborate  barber  case  for  a  firm 
in  Siler  Citv,  K  C. 

Harnes's  making  is  one  of  the  new  industries  which  we 
have  recently  added  to  our  work.  In  the  months  of  October 
and  November  there  have  been  orders  for  halters,  traces,  and 
for  much  repair  work.  These  orders  have  been  filled  by  the 
students,  under  the  supervision  of  the  instructor,  W.  P.  Mc- 
Clelland. We  are  trying  to  realize  enough  by  January  1, 
1,  1902,  to  purchase  a  stitching  machine. 

Shoemahing. — This  branch  of  the  department  pays  in  pro- 
portion to  time,  labor  and  equipment.  The  practical  work 
necessary  to  give  students  suitable  training  in  cutting  and 
fitting  is  performed  on  heavy  Manila  paper  instead  of  leather. 
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This  management  is  quite  economical  and  satisfactory.     The 
work  is  nnder  the  management  of  a  practical  shoemaker.

During  the  past  two  months  our  blacksmith  shop  has  re- 
ceived a  gratifying  number  of  orders,  most  of  which  have  been 
filled  by  students  who  are  taking  this  trade.  The  removal 
of  our  blacksmith  shop  and  harness  shop  from  the  business 
part  of  the  city  to  the  College  has*  very  materially  reduced  the 
number  of  orders  received  from  outside  sources. 

Practical  Horseshoeing. — The  horseshoeing  work  has  also 
been  moved  to  the  College,  in  order  that  better  instruction 
may  be  given  students.  The  boys'  take  much  interest  in  this 
trade,  and  are  doing  good  work.  T.  M.  Hamilton,  the  in- 
structor in  charge  of  this  branch  of  work,  is  possibly  one  of 
the  best  scientific  horseshoers  in  the  State ;  and  with  his  skill 
and  experience,  together  with  the  interest  the  boys  are  tak- 
ing in  his  instruction,  we  are  rapidly  securing  much  of  the 
important  and  difficult  work  of  the  city,  and  after  a  time 
the  graduates'  from  this  institution  will  take  their  places 
among  the  best  blacksmiths  and  horseshoers  in  the  State.

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Brickmaking. — The  briek  yard,  which  has  helped  quite 
a  number  of  students  in  all  the  departments  by  giving  them 
work,  came  under  my  direction  June  25,  1902.  During  the 
vacation,  while  the  students  were  absent  from  the  College, 
the  brickyard  was  leased  to  a  former  student,  who  made 
five  kilns  of  brick.  Since  the  opening  of  the  school,  October 
1,  1902,  one  kiln  has'  been  made.  During  the  winter  season 
we  shall  not  lie  able  to  make  very  many  brick,  as  our  dry- 
house  is  too  small,  and  as  the  advanced  price  of  wood  during 
the  present  coal  famine  adds  considerably  to  the  cost  of  the 
production.  We  are,  however,  endeavoring  to>  meet  expenses 
during  the  present  unfavorable  conditions.  With  the  en- 
largement of  our  dry-house,  the  removal  of  our  mill  to  the 
clay,  which  arrangement  we  hope  to  make  at  any  early  day, 
tin's  industry  will  not  only  be  useful  as  a  means  of  assistance 
to  indigent  students,  but  will  become  an  important  source  of 
revenue  for  the  department.

Bricklaying. — This'  is  one  of  the  new  industries  undertaken 
this  session.  The  work  is'  under  the  immediate  charge  of  A.  S. 
Foster,  an  experienced,  practical  and  thorough  mechanic. 
The  work  and  the  receipts  of  this  industry,  which  was  be- 
gun October,  25,  1902,  have  been  quite  satisfactory.  The 
new  blacksmith  shop,  which  is'  now  under  course  of  con- 
struction, will  be  built  at  small  cost  to  the  College.  The  la- 
bor is  performed  by  the  boys  during  practice  hours  without 
charge,    and   the   brick   are   furnished   from   our  brickyard. 
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This  leaves  only  sand  and  lime  to  be  bought.  We  hope  to 
have  this  building  enclosed  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that 
the  boys  may  find  shelter  under  which  to  practice  during  in- 
clement weather.

Plastering. — On  account  of  the  very  recent  introduction 
of  this  trade,  only  a  small  number  of  boys  are  taking  this 
course.  Yet  progress  has  been  made  so  that  good  work  has' 
been  turned  off.  Five  of  the  houses  built  this  fall  by  our  de- 
partment have  been  plastered  by  our  boys.  The  hard  fin- 
ishing done  by  some  of  the  boys  is  highly  meritorious.  There 
are  two  boys  taking  this  trade.  The  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments' are  included  under  the  section  of  carpentry  and  wood 
shop,  under  which  the  new  industry  is  being  temporarily  con- 
ducted. 

Carpentry  and  Wood  Shop. — The  practical  work  in  house 
building  was  started  August  10,  1902,  under  the  direction  of 
Instructor  A.  G.  ISTelson,  an  experienced  and  competent  car- 
penter, contractor  and  builder.  Under  this  industry  we  have 
built  six  houses  this  fall,  and  have  prospective  work  between 
now  and  March  1,  1903,  to  the  amount  of  $1,800.00. 

The  work  done  in  the  wood  shop  has  been  mainly  the  mak- 
ing of  door  and  window  frames,  base-boarding  and  such 
things  as  are  needed  in  our  contracts.  With  a  cheap  gig-saw 
and  a  small  shaper  we  could  teach  the  boys  how  to  do  all  the 
interior  wood-work  of  any  house.  A  little  attention  has  been 
given  to  wood  turning,  such  as  turning  balusters,  porch  col- 
umns, etc.,  which  are  needed  for  our  house-building  contracts.

Tinning. — This  section  is  under  the  direction  of  Instructor 
W.  M.  Yates,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  experienced  me- 
chanics of  Greensboro.  The  tinning  has  been  confined  main- 
ly to  indoor  work.  Ready  sales  have  been  found  for  all 
the  stove  pipes,  elbows,  buckets,  fruit  cans',  etc.,  made  by 
the  students.  The  instructor  is  a  practical  tinner;  he  is 
quite  enthusiastic  with  his  boys,  and  we  hope  by  spring  that 
lie  will  be  able  to  put  boys  on  outside  work,  which  will  be 
done  with  profit  and  credit.

Painting. — We  have  only  two  young  men  who  are  engaged 
in  this  trade,  which  at  present  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
industry  of  house-building  and  wood  shop.  It  is'  our  purpose 
to  gradually  replace  all  of  our  painters  with  students,  and  to 
make  this  a  separate  and  distinct  industry  as'  soon  as  con- 
ditions will  permit. 

The  class  work  of  the  Mechanical  Dej^artment  extends 
through  a  period  of  four  years,  and  relates  to  subjects  that 
must  be  understood  by  the  skillful  mechanic.  Certificates  of 
proficiency  in  the  trade  will  be  awarded  at  the  expiration  of 
two  years. 

The  Mechanical  Department  is  also  charged  with  heating 
the  principle  buildings'  in  the  school  plant.     In  the  present 
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disturbed  condition  of  the  market  for  fuel,  we  are  finding 
the  work  of  heating  the  buildings  a  very  serious  and  trying 
responsibility. 

The  enrollment  in  this  department  for  all  industries  is 
104.  The  increase  in  the  carpenter  or  wood  shop  creates  an 
imperative  need  for  at  least  fifteen  sets  of  carpenter's  tools 
to  accommodate  the  boys  in  the  manual  training  class. 

For  the  last  six  months  the  Mechanical  Department  has 
received  from  outside  sources  for  labor  done  by  the  several 
industries,  etc.,  about  $3,309.60.  About  all  of  our  industries, 
although  conducted  primarily  for  instruction  and  not  com- 
mercial purposes',  are  practically  on  a  paying  basis.

As  the  industries  of  the  College  are  conducted  primarily  to  give 
work  to  the  students,  and  are  therefore  largely  discontinued  during 
vacation,  with  the  exception  of  farm  and  dairy,  necessarily  the  re- 
ceipts from  most  of  the  industries  of  the  College  are  for  only  eight 
months,  while  the  expenditures  covered  in  the  report  are  for  six- 
teen months,  said  expenditure  consisting  mainly  of  salaries,  as  the 
employees  are  engaged  by  the  year  of  twelve  months,  as  is  usual 
with  all  State  institutions. 

3.  The  report  stops  with  October  1,  1902,  at  which  date  the  school 
year  of  1902-'03  opens.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER. 


His  Excellency,  Charles  B.  Aycock,  Governor. 

In  the  past  the  law  has  required  the  Board  of  Agriculture  to  report  to  the 
Legislature.  Two  years  ago,  for  reasons  then  given,  it  devolved  upon  me 
to  prepare  it  somewhat  hastily.  The  last  Legislature  so  changed  the  law  as 
to  require  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to  "transmit  to  the  General  As- 
sembly at  each  session  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Department,  with 
suggestions  of  such  legislation  as  may  be  deemed  needful."  1  have  there- 
fore the  honor  to  transmit  through  your  Excellency  to  the  Legislature  my 
second  biennial  report. 

I  apprehend  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Legislature  to  secure  a  report 
by  which  the  operations  of  the  Department  might  be  reviewed  by  that  honor- 
able body,  in  order  to  enable  the  members  to  judge,  each  for  himself,  of  the 
value  of  its  work,  and  whether  or  not  it  was  accomplishing  those  things  to 
which  it  had  been  appointed. 

The  operations  of  the  department  are  directed,  and  its  policies  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Agriculture.  This  Board  at  present  consists  of  fifteen  members, 
there  being  one  member  from  each  Congressional  District,  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  the  Commissioner,  who  is  ex  officio 
chairman,  and  four  other  members,  whose  terms  expire  in  March,  1903,  and 
for  whose  succession  no  provision  is  made.  Of  the  ten  members  from  the 
Congressional  Districts,  the  terms  of  three  expire  in  March  next;  those  from 
the  Second,  Fifth  and  Eighth  Districts,  and  whose  successors  are  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  terms  of  six  years. 

The  Board  meets  twice  a  year  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  oftener 
if  called  together  by  the  Chairman.  During  the  past  two  years  I  have  had 
occasion  but  one  time  to  call  the  Board  together  in  extra  session,  and  this  was 
on  account  of  pressing  business  in  connection  with  the  A.  and  M.  College, 
which  was  placed  in  control  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture. 

Inspection  and  Analysis  of  Fertilizers. 

The  primary  object  and  main  business  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
the  inspection  and  analysis  of  commercial  fertilizers,  which  are  coming  to  be 
used  in  such  vast  quantities  by  the  farmers  of  the  State. 

As  an  indication  of  the  increasing  trade  in  fertilizers  the  sales  by  the  year 
since  1897  are  here  appended: 

1897  214,371.5    tons. 

1898 245,511.75  tons.

Showing  an  increase  of  sales  during  the  last  six  years  of  over  50  per  cent. 
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Pricing  the  fertilizers  sold  at  an  average  of  $18.00  per  ton,  the  results  indi- 
cate the  vast  sum  of  nearly  six  million  dollars,  which  the  farmers  and  truck- 
ers of  the  State  invest  in  fertilizers  before  the  crops  are  planted. 

No  argument  is  needed  for  their  protection  in  this  trade.  Its  very  nature 
renders  them  helpless.  Only  by  a  system  of  constant  inspection,  aided  by  the 
analytical  work  of  the  chemical  laboratory,  can  the  necessary  protection  be 
afforded. 

Before  the  laws  governing  the  fertilizer  trade  were  enacted,  and  during 
the  early  days  of  their  operation,  undoubtedly  frauds  were  practiced  by  dis- 
honest and  irresponsible  dealers  and  manufacturers.  It  is  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  say  now  that  under  the  stringent  regulations  of  the  department  there 
are  few  serious  infractions  of  the  law,  and  the  purpose  of  the  manufacturers 
is  evident  to  comply  with  the  regulations.  Indeed,  these  laws  are  a  protec- 
tion to  the  honest  manufacturer  as  well  as  the  purchaser. 

Every  manufacturer  is  required  to  register  each  year  all  the  brands  which 
he  proposes  to  sell  in  the  State,  giving  therewith  a  guarantee  of  the  chemical 
constituents  of  each  brand.  These  registrations  are  published  each  season 
in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  with  them  for  com- 
parison are  also  published  the  results  of  the  analyses  of  the  samples  taken 
by  the  inspectors  as  rapidly  as  the  chemists  can  determine  them.  The  farmer 
can  thereby  see  at  a  glance  whether  the  analysis  of  the  particular  brand  he 
has  used  ronfirms  the  claim  the  manufacturer  has  made  in  registration  of 
that  identical  brand.  If  not,  the  law  provided  for  recovery  of  damages;  but  a 
still  greater  safeguard  to  the  farmer  consists  in  the  consequent  distrust  of 
the  brand  and  injury  to  the  manufacturer's  trade. 

I  believe,  as  already  stated,  there  is  a  general  purpose  on  the  part  of  the 
manufacturers  to  comply  with  the  law,  and  with  the  regulations  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  not  much  friction  of  late  has  resulted  in  their 
enforcement. 

But  as  time  progresses  and  experience  increases,  some  new  phase  of  this 
great  and  increasing  and  complex  trade  presents  itself,  and  some  changes  in, 
or  amendments  to  the  law  become  necessary.  Some  of  these  of  minor  conse- 
quences, and  effecting  rather  the  machinery  of  the  law,  or  making  clearer  its 
meaning,  will  be  presented  to  the  Legislature,  with  suggestion  or  such  changes 
as  seem  desirable. 

One  or  two  of  greater  importance  I  desire  to  refer  to  here. 

Along  with  the  growth  and  development  of  the  fertilizer  trade  there  has 
been  an  increasing  number  of  brands,  until  last  year  954  brands  were  regis- 
tered. Of  those  on  sale,  several  thousand  samples  were  taken,  and  of  the 
samples  some  1,232  analyses  were  made  by  the  chemists.  Many  of  these 
brands  were  formerly  duplicates  of  others,  misleading  to  the  farmers,  and 
sometimes  working  injury  to  the  originators  of  a  popular  brand.  For  in- 
stance, a  manufacturer  might  make  a  "run"  on  a  certain  brand — his  competi- 
tor would  adopt  the  same  brand,  making  possibly  the  same  claim  of  fertilizing 
ingredients,  in  order  to  share  in  the  favor  accorded  the  original;  or,  more 
likely,  after  adopting  the  name  he  would  cheapen  the  claim,  and  be  able  to 
that  extent  to  undersell  the  originator,  for  it  is  unfortunately  too  true  that 
many  of  our  farmers  buy  fertilizers  by  brand  name,  and  not  by  guaranteed 
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percentage  of  fertilizing  ingredients.  To  correct  this  evil,  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, at  my  suggestion,  amended  the  law  so  as  to  forbid  a  duplication  of 
brands.  It  is  sometimes  extremely  difficult  to  define  a  "duplicate,"  as  the 
significance  of  a  brand  consists  frequently  in  one  or  two  leading  words,  and 
the  manufacturer  understands  very  well  where  to  use  big  type. 

But  along  this  same  line  of  brand  names  occurs  another  somewhat  different 
evil,  over  which  I  have  exercised  authority  under  the  general  provision  of  law 
controlling  the  trade,  but  which  I  will  ask  the  Legislature  to  set  forth  more 
explicitly. 

Quite  a  number  of  brands  are  offered  for  registration  of  high  sounding 
words,  whose  fertilizing  properties  are  only  ordinary.  For  instance,  "High- 
grade  Special  Premium  All  Crop  Premium  Fertilizer,"  8 — 2 — 1;  a  great  big 
name,  with  only  a  claim  of  ingredients  the  lowest  allowed  by  the  law.  This 
is  one  of  the  "tricks  of  the  trade,"  and  should  be  explicitly  prohibited  by  law; 
and  further,  the  law  should  specify  minimum  percentages  of  phosphoric  acid, 
ammonia  and  potash  in  fertilizers  claiming  to  be  "special,"  or  "premium,"  or 
"high  grade,"  for  tobacco,  or  cotton,  or  truck,  or  potatoes,  or  for  any  other 
crop,  so  that  their  claims  of  ingredients  should  be  worthy  of  their  names,  and 
not  calculated  to  mislead  or  deceive  the  ignorant  purchaser. 

The  law  should  forbid  the  transportation  by  railroad  or  boat  of  any  ferti- 
lizers unbranded,  or  not  having  attached  the  tax  tags,  and  any  officer  or  agent 
of  railroads  or  boats  wilfully  violating  the  law  should  be  made  personally 
liable,  and  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  subject  to  such  exemption  as  might  be 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  derives  its  support  from  a  tonnage  tax  of 
twenty  cents,  and  from  the  proceeds  of  this  tax  its  work  is  conducted.  Some 
years  ago  the  constitutionality  of  this  tax  was  tested  in  the  courts,  and  was 
finally  declared  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  in  substance,  to  be  con- 
stitutional as  a  police  regulation  of  the  fertilizer  traffic,  and  incidentally  ap- 
plicable to  other  objects  named  in  the  law.  The  revenue  derived  from  this 
tax  amounted  during  the  last  two  fiscal  years  to  $67,988.24  for  1901,  and  to 
$66,142.97  for  1902.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  will  furnish  the  usual  state- 
ment of  disbursements  to  be  attached  hereto.  , 

Financial  Report. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing November  30,  1901,  was $51.36

The  disbursements  of  the  Department  have  been  made  from  the  office  of  tne 
Commissioner.  The  items  have  been  carefully  scrutinized,  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  compared  with 
entries  made  on  the  books  of  the  State  Treasurer,  and  found  to  be  correct. 

The  warrants  have  been  examined,  compared  with  the  booKs  of  the  Treas- 
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urer,  and  cancelled  by  the  Legislative  Committee,  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine 
all  the  finances  of  the  State.

Tax  on  Cotton-seed  Meal. 

The  law  grants  discretion  to  the  Commissioner,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  to  exempt  from  tonnage  tax  such  materials, 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient.  Under  this  provision  cotton-seed  meal  has  been 
exempted,  until  last  year,  when  the  exemption  was  withdrawn,  and  this  meal 
became  subject  to  tax  when  used  as  a  fertilizer.  This  action  became  neces- 
sary on  account  of  the  frauds  and  adulterations  discovered  in  most  of  the 
meal  shipped  into  the  State,  induced  probably  by  the  increase  in  price  of  our 
meal. 

I  am  sure  that  this  was  wise  action.  There  is  some  difficulty,  of  course,  in 
determining  meal  to  be  used  for  fertilizing  purposes  and  meal  to  be  used  for 
food.  A  label  is  required  in  either  case,  stating  the  purpose,  and  if  to  be 
used  as  fertilizer;  the  tax  tag  is  also  attached.  It  would  serve  an  excellent 
purpose,  and  greatly  simplify  the  supervision  of  the  traffic  in  cotton-seed 
meal  if  all  meal,  whether  to  be  used  as  food  or  fertilizer,  were  subjected  to 
the  tax  requirements  and  provisions  for  inspection  and  analysis.  It  is  as 
necessary  in  its  use  for  food  as  for  fertilizer.  The  mills  in  the  State  have 
for  the  most  part  complied  with  the  spirit  of  the  law,  some  of  them  wisely 
using  the  tax  tags  on  all  their  products,  without  regard  to  its  ultimate  use. 
The  tax  is  so  small — only  one  cent  on  a  hundred  pounds — the  tag  really  pays 
the  miller  in  advertising  the  value  of  his  product. 

The  tax  receipts  for  the  past  year,  include  the  amount  from  this  source, 
$3,058.66,  which  does  not  appear  in  the  receipts  of  any  previous  year. 

Trusts  and  Combinations. 

The  Commissioner  is  directed  by  law  to  "report  to  the  Solicitors,  and  to  the 
General  Assembljr,  information  as  to  the  existence  and  formation  of  trusts  or 
combinations  in  fertilizers  or  fertilizing  materials  which  are,  or  may  be,  of- 
fered for  sale  in  this  State,  whereby  the  interest  of  the  farmer  may  be  in- 
juriously effected." 

I  beg  here  to  incorporate,  and  make  a  part  of  this  report,  my  report  upon 
the  same  subject  to  the  last  General  Assembly,  referring  to  such  changes  as 
have  come  to  my  knowledge  since  that  time. 

The  Va.  C.  C.  Co.  is  by  far  the  largest  combination  manufacturing  and 
dealing  in  fertilizers  and  fertilizer  materials.  This  combination  has  been 
strengthened  by  the  purchase  or  control  of  the  following  additional  fertilizer 
factories  during  the  two  years,  within  the  State:

There  are  perhaps  one  or  two  other  instances  of  small  and  apparently  in- 
dependent companies  being  controlled  by  a  larger  one. 

To  what  extent  the  fertilizer  market  has  been  influenced  by  these  combina- 
tions it  is  impossible  to  say.  Apparently  all  the  fertilizer  companies  have  an 
understanding  as  to  the  price  of  various  grades  of  fertilizers  sold.  But  prices 
of  fertilizing  materials  have  not  varied  during  the  two-year  period  more  than 
might  be  claimed  was  due  to  the  fluctuations  of  the  market,  and  as  prices  of 
other  commodities  have  varied. 

The  price  of  cotton-seed  meal  is  higher  than  it  had  ever  been  until  some 
three  years  ago,  but  very  little  higher  than  two  years  ago.  Other  ammoniates 
have  for  the  most  part  kept  a  like  pace.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  phos- 
phates; while  the  prices  of  potash  salts  controlled  by  a  foreign  syndicate  are 
slightly  lower.

As  a  partial  remedy  for  the  trust  evils  the  Department  has  always  advised 

the  use  of  cow  peas  and  other  leguminous  crops  to  supplant  as  far  as  possible 

the  high-priced  ammoniates,  and,  where  practicable,  the  purchase  and  home 
mixing  of  other  ingredients,  by  formulas  composed  by  the  State  Chemist,  to 
save  the  profits  made  by  the  factories  on  the  mixed  products.

The  machinery  of  the  Department  consists  for  this  branch  of  the  work  in  a 
secretary,  two  clerks,  stenographer  and  janitor,  and  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
inspectors  to  police  the  State,  in  actual  service  only  during  the  seasons  when 
fertilizers  are  being  sold,  and  in  addition  to  these,  the  State  Chemist  and  his 

assistants. 

In  connection  with  the  inspection  and  analysis  of  fertilizers,  are  the  collec- 
tion and  analysis  of  foods,  feeding  stuffs,  vinegar,  cider,  liquors  and  the  like, 
in  accordance  with  the  pure-food  law  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  1899.  The 
results  of  chemical  analyses  of  many  samples  taken  in  1901  have  been  pub- 
lished in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Department  for  September,  1902,  and  those  for 
1902  will  be  published  in  the  January  Bulletin  for  1903.  I  beg  to  refer  the 
Legislature  to  these  bulletins  as  showing  the  progress  made,  and  also  the 
careful  and  comprehensive  discussion  of  the  subject  in  the  report  of  the  able 
State  Chemist.  I  wish,  however,  to  add  my  earnest  commendation  of  the 
object  of  the  law.  The  protection  of  our  people  from  the  shams  and  frauds, 
often  deleterious  to  health,  to  be  found  in  every  market,  and  the  protection  of 
our  animals  from  the  miserable  feed  stuffs  against  which  they  are  helpless  to 

protest. 

I  hope  the  Legislature  will,  in  its  wisdom,  provide  more  stringent  regula- 
tions for  the  sale  of  food  products  of  all  kinds,  both  for  man  and  for  beast. 

Besides  the  enforcement  and  supervision  of  the  laws  which  have  been,  or 
may  be,  enacted  governing  the  sale  of  commercial  fertilizers  and  food  pro- 
ducts, the  law  enjoins  upon  the  Department  various  other  duties,  some  of 
which  are  of  great  importance  to  the  State;  none  more  so  than  "investigations 
adopted  to  promote  the  improvement  of  milk  and  beef  cattle,  and  especially 
investigations  relating  to  the  diseases  of  cattle  and  other  domestic  animals," 
the  publication  of  information  relating  to  contagious  diseases  of  stock,  the 
power  to  quarantine  infected  animals,  to  regulate  the  transportation  of  stock 
into  the  State,  or  from  one  section  of  the  State  to  another,  the  co-operation 
with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  establisning  and  main- 
taining cattle  districts,  or  quarantine  lines,  to  prevent  the  infection  of  cattle 
from  splenic  or  Spanish  fever  (frequently  called  distemper  and  by  other 
common  names). 

To  execute  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  law,  the  services  of  a  trained 
veterinarian  are  necessary.  The  former  State  Veterinarian,  Dr.  Cooper  Cur- 
tice, resigned  in  September,  1900.  For  some  months  the  duties  of  the  office 
(outside  of  the  veterinary  practice  itself)  devolved  directly  upon  me.  In 
September  1901,  we  were  fortunate  in  securing,  in  conjunction  with  the  Ex- 
periment Station,  the  efficient  services  of  Dr.  Tait  Butler,  a  man  eminent  in 
his  profession,  and  of  wide  knowledge  of  and  practical  experience  in  matters 
pertaining  to  it.  Attached  hereto  is  his  valuable  report,  dealing  largely  with 
animal  production  in  North  Carolina. 

Greater  money  loss  from  disease  occur  among  eattle  than  in  any  other 
species  of  domestic  animals.     It  has  been  ascertained  beyond  question  that 
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the  cattle  tick  is  the  prime  cause  of  nearly  all  the  losses,  m  conjunction 
with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  exempted  districts  and 
quarantine  lines  have  been  established,  the  purpose  being  twofold — to  protect 
the  cattle  from  contagion  in  those  districts  exempt  from  the  tick  plague,  and 
to  extend  gradually  the  exempted  districts,  until  the  whole  State  snail  become 
free.  This  is  undoubtedly  practicable  wherever  the  no-fence  law  prevails. 
It  is  equally  certain  that  the  raising  of  cattle  will  be  given  a  great  impetus, 
especially  in  the  eastern  and  middle  eastern  counties,  and  their  value  will  be 
greatly  enhanced. 

According  to  the  census  of  1900  there  were  in  our  State  645,417  cattle,  of 
all  ages,  valued  at  about  $8,000,000.00,  an  average  of  $12.40  per  head.  A  rid- 
dance of  the  tick  plague  means  open  markets  to  the  North,  which  are  prac- 
tically closed  now  to  Southern  cattle,  on  account  of  quarantine  lines.  Prices 
would  at  once  rise,  and  in  a  few  years  the  number  would'  rapidly  increase  and 
greatly  improve.  In  some  of  the  Northern  States  the  average  value  of  cattle 
is  from  $22  to  $25  per  head.  This  is  not  all  owing  to  improved  creeds.  With 
the  plague  destroyed,  and  with  all  quarantine  restrictions  removed  and  North- 
ern markets  opened,  our  cattle  values  would  be  doubled. 

It  is  gartifying  to  note  an  increasing  interest  in  the  State  in  the  production 
of  cattle  and  other  stock,  for  it  still  remains  true  that  every  system  of  per- 
manently successful  agriculture  must  include  in  its  economy  me  rearing  of 
farm  animals.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  especially  to  the  discussion  of 
this  subject  in  the  report  of  Dr.  Butler,  the  State  Veterinarian,  and  Dr.  Kil- 
gore,  the  Director  of  the  Experiment  Station,  through  whose  efforts  two  car- 
loads of  full-blood  Aberdeen-Angue  cattle  have  been  introduced  into  the  State, 
with  increasing  demand  for  more.  Our  Eastern  people  have  not  fully  realized 
the  splendid  opportunities  they  possess  of  rearing  and  feeding  cattle  for 
market.  No  section  of  the  State  can  fatten  beef,  or,  I  may  add,  produce  pork 
so  cheaply.  This  is  my  conviction  after  several  years  of  close  observation  of 
all  the  conditions.  It  is  the  fixed  policy  of  this  Department  to  encourage  the 
raising  of  more  cattle,  and  of  a  higher  grade.  There  is  room  for  it,  need  of  it, 
and  rich  reward  will  follow. 

Entomological. 

The  law  enjoins  upon  the  Department,  "investigation  relative  to  tiie  ravages 
of  insects,  and  the  dissemination  of  such  information,  as  may  be  deemed 
essential  for  their  abatement,  and  the  making  of  regulations  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  such  insects." 

I  present  herewith,  and  commend  to  your  careful  study  tne  interesting  re- 
port of  the  State  Entomologist,  Mr.  Franklin  Sherman,  Jr.  It  is  a  record  of 
work,  of  unremitting  zeal  and  watchfulness;  but  it  is  painfully  apparent  that 
the  injurious  insect  pests  are  on  the  increase,  and  our  people  have  not  fully 
learned  the  best  methods  of  combatting  them.  Mr.  Sherman  is  doing  a  very 
useful  and  indispensable  work,  but  will  need  help  in  the  near  future,  or  our 
orchard  interests,  now  so  promising,  will  be  seriously  jeopardized.  I  may 
mention  in  this  connection  that  the  Board  of  Agriculture  has  been  seeking  to 
encourage  and  develop  the  apple  industry,  especially  in  the  West,  seeking  by 
the  collection  and  exhibition  of  fine  specimens,  to  make  known  to  the  world 
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the  inviting  opportunities  of  the  mountainous  sections  of  the  State  for  their 
production. 

Exhibits  were  made  at  the  Paris  exhibition  in  1900,  at  Charleston  last  year, 
and  at  our  own  State  fairs,  all  being  under  the  capable  management  of  Secre- 
tary Bruner.  The  collection  of  apples  and  pears  at  the  last  State  fair  espe- 
cially was  doubtless  the  most  handsome  and  attractive  ever  seen  in  the  State. 
This  collection  was  inspected  by  Prof.  L.  H.  Baily,  of  Cornell  University; 
Col.  G.  B.  Brackett,  Pomologist,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  perhaps  the 
greatest  authority  on  apples  in  America,  and  Fred.  W.  Taylor,  of  Nebraska, 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Horticulture,  at  the  St.  Louis 
Exposition,  who  gave  unstinted  praise  to  the  handsome  collection,  and  com- 
mended the  adaptability  of  the  soil  to  the  production  of  the  highest  quality  of 
fruit.  Large  and  increasing  interests  in  commercial  orchards  are  being  made 
yearly,  adding  to  the  wealth  of  the  State  and  the  prosperity  of  the  investors. 
I  may  quote  here  from  a  recent  review  of  the  Soil  Survey,  referred  to  else- 
where in  this  report,  by  Secretary  "Wilson.  He  says:  "There  is  no  more  in- 
teresting development  at  the  present  time  in  the  Atlantic  Coast  States  than 
that  of  the  fruit  interest  in  the  mountains  of  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Geor- 
gia and  Alabama.  From  the  work  (of  the  soil  survey)  so  far  done  in  these 
States,  it  is  clearly  apparent  that  the  soil  has  an  important  bearing  on  the 
different  fruit  crops,  and  the  apple  and  peach  soils  can  be  identified  and  out- 
lined as  a  basis  for  the  intelligent  development  of  these  industries.  Not  only 
are  certain  soils  adapted  to  apples,  but  certain  apples  do  better  on  some  soils 
than  on  others,  and  the  same  is  probably  true  of  other  fruits. 

"The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture  has  co-operated  very  cor- 
dially and  helpfully  in  the  work,  and  it  appears  desirable  to  continue  this 
co-operation,  assigning  a  party  there  for  nine  months  during  tne  coming  field 
season  to  extend  the  soil  survey." 

Farmers'  Institute. 

Another  important  work  of  the  Department  is  holding  Farmers'  Institutes. 
I  am  fully  aware  that  the  institutes  have  not  enlisted  the  interest  of  the 
farmers  to  their  fullest  extent,  nor  reached  their  highest  state  of  efficiency. 
But  improvement  has  been  made.  The  State  is  large,  the  season  in  which  it 
is  practicable  to  call  farmers  from  their  work  is  short,  and  the  force  for  con- 
ducting the  institutes  is  limited.  But,  notwithstanding  these  difficulties,  the 
system  is  coming  in  more  popular  favor,  the  average  attendance  is  better,  and 
there  are  evidences  of  good  results  from  the  efforts  made  at  the  meetings.  It 
is  our  constant  aim  to  make  them  of  greater  value  to  the  farmer,  and  to  de- 
velop their  social  as  well  as  their  business  features. 

The  Bulletin. 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  continues  as  required  by  the  law.  It  goes 
monthly  to  more  than  twenty  thousand  farmers  of  the  State,  and  the  number 
is  constantly  increasing.  Its  influence  is  greater,  and  its  hold  upon  the  farm- 
ers stronger  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  The  cost  of  printing  and  mailing 
the  Bulletin  every  month  is  considerable.  I  have  under  consideration  a  plan 
for  issuing  the  Bulletin  in  pamphlet  form,  bi-monthly,  or  six  times  a  year,  and 
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supplementing  its  publication  with  press  bulletins,  dealing  in  matters  of  gen- 
eral farm  interest,  and  to  be  offered  the  newspapers.  The  plan  is  not  ma- 
tured, but  if,  after  further  investigation,  it  seems  advisable,  I  will  ask  the 
Legislature  to  make  such  changes  in  the  law  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  tne 
desired  end.  Included  in  my  report  to  the  last  Legislature  was  such  matter 
of  permanent  interest  as  the  Bulletin  contained,  issued  since  I  had  taken 
charge  of  this  office.  To  this  report,  and  to  be  hereafter  published  with  it, 
will  be  added  such  matter  of  permanent  value  as  the  Bulletin  nas  contained 
during  the  two  years  past.  When  published  I  will  have  the  pleasure  of  pre- 
senting a  copy  to  each  member  of  the  Legislature,  which,  I  trust,  will  be 
found  of  interest,  even  to  those  members  who  are  not  directly  engaged  in 
agriculture. 

Statistics. 

The  Department  is  designated  as  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Immigra- 
tion and  Statistics. 

The  matter  of  crop  statistics  is  yearly  becoming  of  more  and  more  conse- 
quence as  a  factor  in  prices. 

It  is  of  the  highest  importance  to  farmers  to  secure  correct  information  of 
the  crop  production  in  which  they  are  interested,  for  the  ruling  price  of  crops 
are  substantially  fixed  before  the  crops  are  housed,  and  these  prices  are  based 
on  the  supposed  amount  of  production.  Take,  for  instance,  the  cotton  crop. 
The  purchasers  have  their  agencies  for  ascertaining  the  probable  output. 
They  are  interested  in  reports  of  large  production,  having  an  inevitable 
tendency  to  lower  prices.  A  year  or  two  ago  the  well-remembered  Neill  re- 
port over-estimated  the  crop  by  a  million  bales.  This  reacted  to  the  advantage 
of  buyers,  and,  notwithstanding  the  protest  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  and  other  reporters,  it  had  a  depressing  influence  for 
months  upon  the  cotton  market,  causing  losses  to  the  cotton  planters  running 
into  millions  of  dollars. 

What  we  want  is  to  know  the  truth,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  get  it. 

The  Department  has  a  system  of  securing  reports  by  percentages  of  com- 
parison with  other  crop  years,  but  this  is  not  adequate  or  satisfactory. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  a  corps  of  reporters  and 
agents  securing  estimates  of  yield,  and  the  tabulated  reports  sent  out  by  the 
Department  are  the  most  reliable  of  any  furnished.  But,  in  my  judgment,  the 
cotton  States  can  lend  material  aid  in  securing  correct  estimates,  not  orTiy  of 
cotton,  but  of  tobacco,  corn  and  wheat. 

I  believe  a  simple  and  effective  plan  would  be  to  furnish  to  the  tax-listers  of 
every  township  blanks  prepared  by  the  Department,  requiring  a  sworn  state- 
ment of  every  tax-payer  of  the  acreage,  as  nearly  as  he  can  estimate,  devoted 
to  the  said  named  crops  of  cotton,  tobacco,  corn  and  wheat  the  previous  year, 
and  the  production  of  each  crop;  also,  the  amount  of  acreage  devoted  to  these 
crops,  and  their  condition  for  the  current  year. 

I  would  exclude  all  fractions  of  an  acre,  and  take  no  account  of  crops  of 
less  than  two  acres  of  corn,  wheat  or  cotton,  and  of  one  acre  of  tobacco.  The 
statistics  thus  taken  should  be  returned  and  tabulated  at  this  office.  The 
additional  work  imposed   upon  the  tax-lister  would   be   inconsiderable,   but 
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whatever  time  is  necessary  will  be  well  used,  and  the  lister  is  paid  by  the  day 
for  his  services. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture  of 
the  Cotton  States,  resolutions  were  adopted  approving  the  plan  proposed.  1 
trust  it  will  meet  the  favor  of  your  Excellency,  and  the  approval  of  the 
Legislature. 

The  need  of  statistics  pertaining  to  the  crops  is  much  felt  by  truckers  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  State.  But  here  a  different  system  must  be  adopted 
to  be  effective,  and  one  which  the  Department  has  not  the  machinery  to  pro- 
vide. For  rapidly  growing  crops  to  be  marketed  fresh  and  green  it  is  inde- 
spensable  to  have  frequent  information  of  the  condition  existing  in  other 
truck  sections.  Too  much  may  be  lost  to  our  truckers  by  delay  m  marketing, 
or  by  false  information  from  interested  sources.  Several  States  are  involved. 
I  have  presented  the  matter  to  Secretary  Wilson,  who  has  it  under  advise- 
ment. I  hope  through  the  aid  of  our  representatives  in  Congress  to  see  a 
system  adopted  and  controlled  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture which  will  meet  all  the  conditions  existing,  and  prove  of  great  value  to 

the  truckers. 

Immigration. 

A  part  of  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  the  "inducement  of 
immigration  and  capital."  Since  my  last  report  Mr.  John  W.  Tnompson,  who 
had  the  immigration  work  directly  in  charge,  has  resigned.  The  Board  did 
not  deem  it  expedient  at  the  time  to  appoint  a  successor,  and  the  work  has  de- 
volved directly  upon  me.  Mr.  Thompson  attended  faithfully  and  zealously  to 
the  work,  and  at  times  with  encouraging  prospect  of  success.  But  many  diffi- 
culties are  in  the  way  of  turning  the  tide  of  immigration  toward  the  South, 
and  after  all  there  may  be  doubt  of  the  wisdom  or  desirability  of  introducing 
into  our  midst  (even  if  practicable)  a  promiscuous  foreign  element.  My 
efforts  have  been,  for  the  most  part,  confined  to  securing  the  tnrlfty  settlers 
from  the  North  and  Middle  West,  who  may  be  seeking  cheap  lands  and  a  mild 
and  healthy  climate.  I  receive  many  letters  of  inquiry  concerning  the  State, 
and  the  rich  opportunities  offered  for  a  livelihood  in  various  industrial  lines. 
These  are  carefully  answered  and  much  literature  sent  out.  I  beileve  the 
efforts  are  bearing  fruit. 

Charleston  Exhibition. 

Following  the  precedent  established  for  many  years  on  similar  occasions, 
and  with  approval  of  your  Excellency,  the  Board  of  Agriculture  made  an 
exhibit  of  the  State's  resources  at  the  Charleston  Exposition.  For  its  size, 
and  for  the  amount  of  money  expended,  some  $9,000.00,  our  exhibit  was  gen- 
erally conceded  to  be  the  best  by  all  odds  of  any  of  the  States  represented. 

For  comparatively  so  small  an  outlay  of  money  the  exhibit  could  not  have 
been  made  except  for  the  aid  of  our  splendid  museum,  which,  during  the 
years,  has  grown  in  value  and  interest,  until  it  has  become  the  pride  of  the 
State,  and  is  a  perpetual  monument  to  the  wisdom  and  patriotism  of  its 

founders. 

Test  Farms. 

Dr.  Kilgore,  the  State  Chemist,  discusses  in  his  report  the  operations  of  tfie 
test  farms,  to  which  I  referred  in  my  former  report.     Their  success,  due  to  his 
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wise  planning  and  careful  supervision,  has  demonstrated  their  value,  which 
will  constantly  increase,  as  time  allows  development.  I  beg  to  refer  you  to 
his  elaborate  report  on  this  subject. 

The  law  charges  the  Department  "with  such  investigations  as  will  best 
promote  the  improvement  and  extension  of  diversified  farming,  including  tne 
rotation  of  crops,  the  raising  of  home  supplies,  vegetables,  fruit,  stock, 
grasses,  etc."  This  clause  contains  the  true  policy  for  the  farmers  of  the 
State.  A  few  here  and  there  under  exceptional  circumstances  may  succeed  by 
a  one  or  two-crop  system,  but  the  great  mass  of  the  farmers  of  North  Carolina 
need  to  raise  their  home  supplies  first,  and  then  make  as  large  sales  crops  as 
their  circumstances  will  allow.  This  doctrine  I  have  always  advocated  in 
farmers'  institutes,  in  the  Bulletin,  in  letters,  in  conversation — in  season  and 
out  of  season.  The  wisdom  of  it  has  been  proven  over  and  over,  and  it  is  ex- 
tremely gratifying  to  believe  that  it  has  taken  deep  root  in  our  farming  policy. 

The  disastrous  crop  lien  system  has  been  uprooted,  good  crops  of  cotton  and 
tobacco  have  been  raised  during  the  past  year,  and  the  farmers  are  probably 
freer  of  debt  and  in  better  condition  than  at  any  time  since  the  war.  By  no 
other  system  can  they  defend  themselves  so  successfully  from  the  deep-laid 
schemes  and  machinations  of  the  tobacco  trust,  or  from  the  fluctuations  of  the 
cotton  market. 

Other  duties  are  imposed  upon  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  including 
investigations  relative  to  drainage,  fishing  interests,  collection  of  statistics  of 
the  cost  of  farm  fences  and  the  like;  but  as  none  of  these  have  been  con- 
spicuous in  the  operations  of  the  Department  during  the  past  two  years,  no 
more  than  reference  to  them  is  necessary. 

In  March,  1901,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  your  Excellency  in  behalf 
of  the  State,  and  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey,  to  continue  on  a  large  scale  the  co-operative 
investigation  of  the  soils  of  the  State,  begun  the  year  previous,  the  results  to 
be  presented  in  sectional  maps,  exhibiting  the  character  and  location  of  the 
various  soils.  Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  the  survey  should  expend 
ten  thousand  dollars  annually  in  the  work,  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
a  like  sum.  The  work  was  conducted  through  the  summer  and  fall  of  1901, 
but,  before  renewing  it  in  1902,  it  became  apparent  that  the  funds  of  our 
Department  would  not  warrant  so  large  an  outlay.  The  government  authori- 
ties very  reasonably  continued  the  prosecution  of  the  work  upon  payment  by 
the  Department  of  certain  expenditures  already  incurred,  amounting  to  some- 
thing more  than  eleven  hundred  dollars  ($1,100.00),  and  the  additional  appro- 
priation of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00),  it  being  understood  that  the 
State  should  eventually  expend  an  amount  equal  to  the  expenditure  of  the 
government;  but  this  agreement  might  become  void  at  any  time  upon  failure 
of  Congress  to  make  sufficient  appropriation  in  behalf  of  the  survey,  or  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  in  behalf  of  the  Department,  to  continue  the  work.  In 
the  meantime  the  topographers  had  considerably  exceeded  the  soil  men,  and 
the  Board  thought  it  wise,  and  indeed  positively  necessary,  for  lack  of  funds, 
to  ask  a  suspension  of  the  topographical  survey  until  the  soil  survey  is  equally 
advanced.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  include  an  extract  from  the  re- 
port of  Mr.  Milton  Whitney,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Soils,  referring  to  the  first 
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work  completed,  and  in  which  he  discusses  the  practical  value  of  work  in 
progress: 

"In  the  summer  of  1900  a  soil  survey  was  made  from  Raleigh  to  New  Bern, 
N.  C,  and  an  area  of  about  one  hundred  miles  in  length,  averaging  about  nine 
miles  in  width,  comprising  a  total  of  about  nine  hundred  square  miles,  was 
surveyed.  Sixteen  distinct  soil  types  were  recognized,  and  their  agricultural 
va?ue  determined.  This  great  variety  was  due,  in  large  measure,  to  the 
proximity  to  Neuse  River,  which  has  considerably  altered  the  materials 
within  a  few  miles  of  its  channel. 

"The  area  surveyed  extends  from  the  Piedmont  plateau  to  the  tide-water 
region.  In  the  Piedmont  plateau  the  soils  are  derived  from  residual  decay  of 
metamorphic  rocks,  and  are  adapted  to  cotton  and  general  agricultural  our- 
poses.  On  the  coastal-plain  portion,  which  covers  a  greater  part  of  the  area, 
sandy  and  silty  soils  predominate,  adapted  to  cotton,  and  to  the  production  of 
a  fine  quality  of  bright  tobacco.  In  the  lower  part  of  the  area,  around  New 
Bern,  the  trucking  area  has  been  largely  developed  in  the  light  sandy  soils  of 
that  area.  The  relation  of  these  sixteen  types  of  soils  to  crops  was  every- 
where pronounced,  and  in  the  report  the  special  adaptations  were  pointed  out, 
and  the  relative  value  of  each  soil  for  the  different  classes  of  crops  was 
shown.  There  are  considerable  areas  of  muck  soils,  which  should  be  used  for 
the  special  crops  adapted  to  such  soil  conditions.  There  are  also  large  areas 
of  pocosin  and  savanna  soils,  which  will  require  extensive  improvement  in  the 
way  of  drainage  before  they  can  be  made  at  all  productive  or  safe  for  crops. 
There  is  also  a  considerable  area  of  Garner  stony  loam,  which  consists  from 
six  to  fifteen  inches  of  sandy  loam,  containing  from  forty  to  sixty  per  cent  of 
rock  fragments  and  gravel,  underlaid  by  a  stiff  red  brick  clay.  The  over- 
lying soil  material  is  firmly  compacted,  and  has  the  effect  of  macadam,  render- 
ing cultivation  exceedingly  difficult,  and  making  the  soil  adapted  only  to 
forest  growth.  The  Selma  silt  loam  is  the  most  valuable  soil  for  bright 
tobacco,  especially  in  its  sandy  phases  on  the  ridges  that  traverse  the  area. 
In  its  siltier  phases  it  is  one  of  the  finest  cotton  soils  of  the  locality.  Alto- 
gether, the  soil  maps  are  full  of  detail,  as  the  types  very  often  are  in  small 
area,  but  as  their  agricultural  values  are  very  marked  the  possibilities  are 
shown  of  improvement  through  the  adaptation  of  crops  particularly  suited  to 
each  type  of  soil." 

When  the  work  is  completed  it  is  expected  to  show  on  the  maps  all  the 
variations  of  soil  in  the  State,  and  it  is  believed  that,  taken  in  connection 
with  the  work  now  being  done  on  the  test  farms,  already  in  operation,  and  on 
others  which  it  is  hoped  to  establish,  very  valuable  results  will  be  accom- 
plished. 

I  trust  I  may  be  pardoned  in  saying,  in  conclusion,  that  the  work  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  is  constantly  developing.  Much  is  expected; 
something  has  been  done;  much  remains  to  do.  The  State  is  a  vast  field;  its 
reeds  are  manifold;  effort  is  put  forth,  here  a  little,  there  a  little;  results  are 
not  rapidly  evolved;  seeds  are  sown;  the  fruitage  is  gathered  after.  But  its 
record  has  been  one  of  work. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  industry  and  zeal,  the  fidelity 
and  ability  of  the  officials  in  charge  of  the  various  divisions  of  the  Depart- 
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ment.  The  State  is  fortunate  in  having  their  services.  Every  one  of  them  is 
eminently  qualified  for  the  work  in  his  charge.  I  may  say  also  of  the  assist- 
ants that  they  are  faithful  and  efficient.  What  measures  of  success  the  De- 
partment has  had  is  due  to  all  these.  At  the  close  of  the  next  biennial  period 
I  confidently  expect  to  be  able  to  report  a  still  increasing  amount  of  work,  and 
to  show  results  that  are  now  only  in  germ. 

I  present  herewith,  and  as  a  part  of  this  report,  the  reports  of  the  Chemist, 
the  Veterinarian,  the  Entomologist,  the  Biologist  and  Bacteriologist,  and  the 
Curator  of  the  Museum.

Fertilizer  Analyses. — This  class  of  work  has  occupied  more  of  the  time  of 
the  chemists  than  all  others  combined,  the  chemical  division  being  organized 
on  the  basis  for  performing,  with  reasonable  promptness,  the  fertilizer  an- 
alyses. Surplus  time  out  of  season  is  employed  in  doing  the  miscellaneous 
and  food  work,  though  attention  is  given,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  latter 
classes  during  all  times  of  the  year.  All  of  the  fertilizer  analyses,  except 
those  made  for  farmers,  have  been  published  in  the  Bulletin  during  the  spring 
months  of  the  two  years,  and  in  time  for  our  farmers  to  know  mostly  before 
using  the  character  of  the  fertilizers  they  were  purchasing  or  had  purchased 
for  use  on  their  crops.  Not  as  many  samples  have  been  examined  as  in  the 
previous  two  years,  but  the  work  has  been  done  in  more  detail,  the  forms  of 
ammonia  and  phosphoric  acid  having  been  determined,  with  the  belief  that  it 
is  better  to  analyze  a  fewer  number  of  samples  in  such  a  way  that  the  ma- 
terials entering  into  the  several  brands  of  fertilizers  may  be  more  definitely 
shown,  rather  than  analyze  larger  number  of  samples  in  a  less  detailed  man- 
ner. The  water  soluble,  reverted,  and  insoluble  phosphoric  acid  have  all  been 
determined.  Water  soluble  is  generally  considered  somewhat  more  valuable 
than  the  less  soluble  reverted,  as  it  becomes  better  distributed  in  the  soil  in 
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consequence  of  its  solubility  in  water.  Of  still  more  importance  is  the  form 
of  the  nitrogen  or  ammonia  in  fertilizers.  Water  soluble  ammonia,  consisting 
mostly  of  nitrate  of  soda  and  sulphate  of  ammonia,  was  determined  separately 
from  the  water-insoluble  or  organic  ammonia,  which  comes  from  cotton-seed 
meal,  dried  blood,  fish  scrap,  the  tankages,  and  other  animal  and  vegetable 
substances.  Water-  soluble  ammonia  is  quick  acting  and  is  easily  washed  out 
of  the  soil,  while  organic  materials  must  first  decompose  before  their  nitrogen 
can  serve  as  food  for  plants.  They  act  more  slowly,  but  through  a  longer 
period  of  time.  With  short  season,  quick-growing  crops,  quickness  of  action 
is  an  important  consideration,  but  with  crops  occupying  the  land  during  the 
greater  portion,  or  all,  of  the  growing  season,  it  is  better  to  nave  a  fertilizer 
that  will  became  available  more  slowly  so  as  to  feed  the  plant  all  maturity. 
The  form  or  forms  of  ammonia  should  be  suited,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the 
season  and  to  the  crop.  Considerations  like  these  led  us  to  niaite  more  de- 
tailed analyses,  and  we  feel  that  the  work  is  justified  on  this  ground. 

Tobacco  growers  are  becoming  yearly  more  desirous  of  knowing  the  form 
of  potash — whether  from  kainit,  muriate  or  sulphate— which  enters  into  their 
tobacco  fertilizers,  and  we  have  made  a  considerable  number  of  analyses  each 
year  for  this  purpose.  I  now  consider  it  desirable  to  extend  the  analyses  of 
all  special  brands  for  tobacco  so  as  to  furnish  this  information,  and  will  in- 
augurate this  with  the  coming  season.  t 

Special  Fertilisers  for  Different  Crops. — It  will  be  observed  that  only  three 
constituents  are  determined  in  fertilizers — ammonia,  phosphoric  acid  and 
potash.  They  make  up  but  a  comparatively  small  portion  of  the  total  weight 
of  fertilizers,  but  it  is  solely  for  their  sake  that  fertilizers  are  purchased  and 
used.  Their  amounts  determine  the  money  value  of  the  different  mixtures 
and  their  amounts  and  proportions,  the  crop-producing  power  or  value.  Some 
crops  need  one  or  two  of  these  constituents  more  than  the  other  one,  or  the 
other  two,  to  enable  them  to  make  the  largest  and  most  profitable  response 
for  the  fertilizer  applied.  It  is  to  meet  the  varying  plant  food  requirements 
of  different  crops  that  special  fertilizers  are  made  or  should  be  made.  It  is 
interesting  in  connection  with  the  more  detailed  analyses  of  fertilizers  just 
referred  to,  to  consider  briefly  the  amounts  of  ammonia,  phosphoric  acid  and 
potash,  and  the  wide  variations  in  these,  in  the  various  brands  of  fertilizers 
sold  on  our  markets  as  "specials"  for  different  crops.  In  1901  there  were 
registered  in  the  Department  108  special  tobacco  fertilizers.  The  highest 
amount  of  phosphoric  acid  in  any  of  these  was  9.25  per  cent,  and  the  lowest 
5  per  cent;  the  largest  amount  of  ammonia  was  10  per  cent  and  the  lowest 
2  per  cent;  and  the  maximum  quantity  of  potash  5  and  the  minimum  1  per 
cent.  In  like  manner  there  were  36  "special"  brands  for  cotton,  the  three 
valuable  constituents  varying  as  follows:  Phosphoric  acid,  8  to  9  per  cent; 
ammonia,  2  to  3  per  cent;  and  potash,  1  to  4  per  cent.  Of  potato  "specials" 
there  were  20  brands  registered,  the  constituents  varying  as  follows:  Phos- 
phoric acid,  2  to  8  per  cent;  ammonia,  2  to  7  per  cent;  potash,  3  to  S  per  cent. 
There  are  also  specials  for  wheat  and  other  grain,  corn,  cabbage,  strawberries, 
and  other  crops  with  like  wide  variations  in  the  quantities  of  Uiese  fertilizer 
constituents.  These  facts  are  presented  in  detail  in  the  May  (1901)  Bulletin, 
and  should  at  least  cause  the  users  of  fertilizers  to  think  as  to  whether  or  not 
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they  are,  in  these  extremely  different  mixtures  (.specials),  using  the  ferti- 
lizers that  will  give  them  the  best  returns  in  crops  produced  for  the  money 
expended.  Either  some  growers  are  losing  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
their  crops  or  else  others  are  throwing  away  money  in  the  purchase  of  higher 
grade  fertilizers,  supposed  to  be  better  suited  to  the  needs  of  their  crops.  It 
is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  say  what  is  the  best  fertilizer  for  a  certain 
crop  under  the  different  conditions  of  soil,  cultivation  and  rotation  to  which 
land  is  subject,  but  we  are  gradually  coming  into  the  possession  of  results 
which  enable  us  to  deal  with  the  question  in  a  fairly  intelligent  way  and  with 
the  progress  of  our  experimental  work  in  the  Experiment  Station  and  the 
Department,  combined  with  the  experiences  of  careful  and  observant  farmers, 
whose  co-operative  aid  we  are  seeking  and  using,  we  should  be  in  a  position 
from  year  to  year  to  speak  with  better  authority  on  the  subject  than  in  the 
previous  years.  I  suggest,  therefore,  the  desirability  of  this  Department's 
having  authority,  by  legislative  enactment,  if  necessary,  to  regulate  the  regis- 
tration and  sale  of  special  fertilizers  for  different  crops  to  the  extent  of  pre- 
venting the  registration  as  "specials"  for  certain  crops  such  brands  as  are 
clearly  not  well  suited  to  those  crops.  Special  fertilizers  for  crops  are  to  be 
encouraged,  but  they  should  repiesent  something,  and  not  be  merely  names  to 
help  sell  the  goods. 

Lipps'  Patent  Process  for  Compost  Fertilizers.— For  several  years  a  formula 
under  this  name,  first  as  a  "Secret  Process,"  and  then  as  a  "Patent  Process," 
has  been  sold  to  the  farmers  of  the  State,  largely  in  the  western  and  middle 
western  counties.  Claims  of  great  virtue  were  made  for  it.  and  $3.00  was 
charged  for  the  right  to  use  it.  Attention  was  first  called  to  it  in  an  article 
in  the  January  (1901)  Bulletin.  Letters  from  farmers  regarding  it  became  so 
numerous  during  the  past  winter  that  it  was. considered  desirable  to  publish 
the  process  in  full,  together  with  a  discussion  of  it.  This  was  done  in  the 
February  (1902)  Bulletin.  Since  then  not  so  much  has  been  heard  of  it, 
though  the  Bulletin  containing  the  article  has  been  largely  called  for  within 
and  without  the  State,  the  outside  demand  being  especially  from  South  Caro- 
lina and  Georgia,  which  indicates  that  operations  are  being  transferred  from 
this  to  other  States.  I  may  add  that  the  process  possesses  very  little  merit, 
containing  nothing  new,  is  misleading  in  many  particulars,  ana  there  is  no 
reason  for  farmers  purchasing  it.  The  principles  of  plant  growth  and  plant 
food  requirements  are  now  too  well  understood  for  there  to  be  mysterious  and 
secret  prescriptions  for  fertilizers  and  composts,  and  when  such  are  offered  it 
may  be  concluded  safely  and  at  once  that  they  are  schemes  to  get  money  with- 
out corresponding  compensation.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  quickness  and 
readiness  with  which  our  farmers  come  to  this  Department  for  advice  and 
assistance  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Analyses  of  Mineral  and  Potable  Waters.— Three  hundred  and  eighty-one 
waters— 225  potable  or  drinking  and  156  mineral — have  been  analyzed  during 
the  past  two  years.  No  doubt  considerable  good  has  been  done  by  this  work 
in  the  prevention  of  sickness  from  the  use  of  bad  potable  waters.  It  would 
be  well  if  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  of  potable  waters  were 
made  by  the  same  person,  instead  of  by  different  ones,  as  at  present,  so  that 
the  two  results  might  be  combined  in  forming  an  opinion  or  the  character  of 
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the  water.  It  seems  to  me  desirable  for  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  have 
this  class  of  work.  There  can  be  no  question  of  its  great  vaiue  in  preventing 
sickness,  and  should  be  done  even  more  extensively  than  at  present,  if  pos- 
sible. 

Advantages  have  come,  and  will  likely  continue  to  show  themselves  in  the 
future,  in  consequence  of  a  better  knowledge  of  our  mineral  waters,  as  shown 
by  the  examinations  of  this  class.  We  are  now  putting  together  the  results  of 
the  analyses  of  all  mineral  waters  made  during  the  past  few  years,  with  the 
view  of  publishing  them  some  time  in  the  future. 

More  of  this  kind  of  work  is  done  than  there  is  really  any  need  for,  it  hav- 
ing become  the  custom  for  waters  to  be  sent  from  all  sorts  or  sources. 

Analyses  of  Cotton-seed  Meal. — The  past  two  seasons  have  witnessed  ad- 
vances in  the  selling  price  of  cotton-seed  meal.  Along  with  this,  especially  in 
the  fall  of  1901  and  the  spring  of  1902,  the  amount  of  adulteration  was  greater 
than  ever  before.  The  mere  difference  in  the  looks  of  the  meal  from  what  it 
had  been  in  past  years  attracted  wide  attention  among  farmers  and  feeders, 
and  as  a  consequence,  we  have  been  called  upon  to  make  a  larger  number  of 
analyses  of  meal  than  usual — 92.  This  has  been  done  as  promptly  as  our 
other  work  would  permit,  so  as  to  give  the  users  the  benefit  of  the  results 
before  the  product  was  gone.  We  have  a  large  amount  of  evidence  of  appre- 
ciation of  this  assistance  from  the  Department,  in  the  shape  or  letters  which 
have  come  to  us,  stating,  in  some  cases,  that  the  analysis  showed  the  meal  was 
not  up  to  guarantee,  and  that  the  manufacturers  had  paid  the  difference. 

The  correspondence  which  has  come  to  me,  together  with  what  I  have 
learned  in  conversations,  show  that  the  action  of  the  Board  in  placing  cotton- 
seed meal  under  inspection  and  requiring  a  guarantee  has  met  with  approval. 

As  stated  above,  the  grade  of  meal  during  the  past  season  was  not  up  to 
that  of  former  years.  This  was  due,  in  part,  to  the  character  of  seed  grown 
in  1901.  Notwithstanding  this,  some  mills  made,  as  will  be  shown  by  results 
to  be  published  later,  a  good  quality  of  meal  from  1901  seed. 

Soil  Analyses. — In  connection  with  the  soil  survey,  a  large  number  of 
samples  of  type  soils,  from  virgin  and  cultivated  areas,  have  been  collected 
and  are  being  analyzed  as  time  permits.  Some  of  these  results  are  proving 
very  interesting  in  unexpected  ways.  This  work  is  being  prosecuted  on  a 
systematic  basis  with  the  idea  of  thoroughness  and  permanency  in  view,  and 
when  completed  I  feel  that  we  shall  have  results  of  great  value  to  the  agricul- 
ture of  the  State. 

Other  Analytical  Work. — In  addition  to  the  analytical  work  specifically  re- 
ferred to  above,  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  other  samples  of  interest 
and  importance,  and  which  are  enumerated  in  the  summary.  Nearly  600 
samples  of  ores,  mineral  and  rocks  have  been  identified  and  values  reported, 
when  any  were  attached  to  them.  Most  of  these  specimens  have  no  value,  but 
occasionally  important  finds  are  made  in  this  way.  The  large  and  valuable 
deposit  of  iron  ore  at  Wilson's  Mills  has  been  developed  on  basis  of  the  re- 
sults of  the  work  of  this  Department.  This  property  is  now  leased  to  the 
Empire  Iron  and  Steel  Company,  of  Greensboro,  a  branch  road  is  almost  com- 
pleted to  it,  and  this  Johnston  County  ore  will  be  the  main  supply  for  the 
furnace.  There  are  other  results  of  interest,  which  will  be  published  in  the 
Bulletin  when  there  is  a  sufficient  accumulation  to  justify  it. 
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2.  Puke  Food  Woek. 

The  General  Assembly  passed  what  is  generally  known  as  the  "Pure  Food 
Law"  in  February,  1899.  This  law  went  into  effect  on  August  1st  of  that 
year.  In  our  first  report  on  the  inspection  and  analyses  of  food  products  un- 
der this  law,  published  in  the  December  (1900)  Bulletin,  the  results  of  the 
examination  of  507  samples  of  human  and  animal  foods  obtained  at  37  points 
in  the  State,  were  given.  Of  these  materials  56  per  cent  were  found  to  be  in 
some  way  adulterated.  The  second  report  (for  1901)  on  this  work,  presented 
in  detail  in  the  September  (1902)  Bulletin,  contains  the  results  of  the  chemi- 
cal and  microscopic  examination  of  308  products.  Of  this  number  110,  or  35.7 
per  cent,  were  found  to  be  in  some  way  sophisticated.  The  products  inspected 
and  analyzed  in  1900  were  largely  of  different  kinds  from  those  included  in 
the  report  of  1901,  which  may  account  for  the  decrease  in  the  amount  of  adul- 
teration. Our  third  report  (for  1902),  now  in  course  of  preparation,  and 
which  it  is  proposed  to  publish  in  the  coming  January  Bulletin,  will  contain 
the  results  of  the  analyses  of  some  600  food  products.  In  this  work  the 
classes  of  materials  examined  the  first  year  are  being  again  wonted,  and  while 
it  is  too  early  to  give  definite  results,  the  indications  are  that  the  amount  of 
adulteration  in  the  same  classes  of  foods  is  notably  less,  showing  that  the 
publication  of  the  results  in  the  Bulletin  and  calling  attention  m  the  news- 
papers to  adulterated  products,  are  having  wholesome  moral  effect. 

Products  Most  Adulterated. — The  materials  found  up  to  this  time  to  be  the 
subjects  of  the  largest  amount  of  deception  are  jelly,  jam,  fruit  butter,  pre- 
serves, molasses,  honey  and  syrups,  nearly  all  of  these  products  being  in  some 
way  mixed  with  other  materials,  or  were  wholly  imitation  products.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  canned  vegetables  examined  in  1900  were  found  to  be  artificially 
preserved  with  chemical  antiseptics,  there  being  analyzed  227  samples,  of 
which  number  151  contained  one  or  more  of  the  following  preservatives: 
Formaldehyde,  salicylic  acid,  benzoic  acid,  or  sulphurous  acid.  Over  three- 
fourths  of  the  beers  and  other  alcoholic  drinks  examined  (35  samples)  in  like 
manner  contained  preservatives  not  natural  to  them;  and  seventy-two  per 
cent  of  the  non-alcoholic  summer  drinks  (33  samples)  had  been  subjected  to 
the  same  treatment.  Most  of  the  bottled  "sodas"  were  sweetened  water, 
charged  with  carbonic  acid,  and  partly  or  entirely  artificially  colored,  flavored 
and  preserved. 

Fifty-nine  per  cent  of  the  vinegars  examined  in  1900  were  either  adulterated 
or  were  not  sold  under  their  true  names,  as  against  30.7  in  1901,  showing  an 
improvement  in  this  line. 

The  Concentrated  Stock  Feeds,  as  wheat  bran,  ship  stuff,  chop  feeds  and 
cotton-seed  meal,  though  the  latter  has  been  generally  of  satisfactory  quality 
up  to  the  past  year,  are  badly  in  need  of  inspection  and  regulation.  Nearly 
all  of  these  products,  except  cotton-seed  meal,  came  from  without  the  State, 
and  our  analyses  show  many  of  them  to  be  of  low  grade  and  to  have  had 
ground  with  them  such  filling  and  objectionable  substances  as  oat  hulls,  chaff, 
mill  sweepings  and  cleanings  and  weed  seeds.  There  is  a  don!.!,  loss  to  the 
farmer  or  feeder  in  having  such  low-grade  feeds  imposed  upon  nim,  in  that 
he  pays  more  than  they  are  worth  to  begin  with,  and  then  has  the  concen- 
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Lrated  animal  product — milk,  butter  of  beef — into  which  he  is  converting  them 
reduced.  A  considerable  amount  of  work  of  this  class  has  been  done  for  our 
farmers  during  the  past  two  years,  and  especially  during  the  past  season  have 
we  encouraged  them  to  send  us  samples  of  suspected  feeds  for  examination, 
with  full  data  concerning  them,  as  we  felt  that  the  unusually  high  prices 
which  were  ruling  in  this  class  of  products  lent  special  inducements  to  adul- 
teration. Some  materials  sent  in  and  selling  for  from  $20.00  to  $30.00  per 
ton  were  found  to  be  made  up  of  as  much  as  one-half  hulls  and  chaff  of  the 
grains.  On  basis  of  our  findings  some  of  the  purchasers  have  been  reim- 
bursed. We  have  done  this  work  as  promptly  as  possible,  so  as  to  give  the 
results  before  the  materials  were  used,  though  this  frequently  could  not  be 
done  on  account  of  the  precedence  of  the  more  compulsory  fertilizer  work. 

Law  Regarding  Concentrated  Feed  Stuffs. — I  feel  that  the  time  has  come 
when  a  specific  law  regulating  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  concentrated  feed- 
ing stuffs  and  providing  for  their  inspection  and  analysis  snould  be  passed. 
Nearly  all  of  the  States  to  the  north  of  us  and  the  central  States  have  such 
laws,  in  addition  to  their  pure-food  laws.  Sufficient  revenue  couid  be  raised 
by  such  a  law  to  cover  the  cost  of  inspection  and  analysis,  and  thus  enable  the 
putting  of  it  on  a  self-supporting  basis  and  providing  for  the  prompt  per- 
formance of  the  work.  At  present  the  food  work  is  limited  almost  entirely  to 
the  summer  and  fall,  when  the  chemists  are  not  occupied  with  the  fertilizer 
analyses. 

The  iaws  on  this  subject  in  operation  in  the  States  referred  to  are  very 
similar,  and  as  a  result  of  the  study  of  them  and  correspondence  with  the 
officials  having  in  charge  their  execution,  I  submit  the  draft  of  a  bill  which 
seems  suited  to  our  conditions,  and  which  I  consider  should  receive  the 
serious  consideration  of  our  coming  Legislature.  I  might  add  that  this  mat- 
ter was  fully  considered  and  received  the  unanimous  endorsement  of  the 
Board  at  the  recent  meeting. 

Standards  and  Rules. — The  food  law  gives  the  Board  of  Agriculture  pov/er 
to  prescribe  standards  of  strength  and  purity  for  food  products  and  to  adopt 
rules  for  branding  and  labeling  and  a  form  of  guarantee  for  merchants  to  take 
from  manufacturers.  The  action  of  the  Board  covering  these  matters  are 
published  in  the  September  (1902)  Bulletin  and  need  not  be  repeated  here. 
Standards  for  other  foods,  not  thus  far  covered,  will  be  submitted  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  as  fast  as  it  is  felt  that  the  matter  is  in  satisfactory  shape. 

Summary  Statement. — Up  to  this  time  chemical  and  microscopic  examina- 
tions have  been  made  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Department  or  nearly  1,500 
samples  of  human  and  animal- foods.  Over  800  of  these  have  been  published 
in  the  two  reports  already  made  and  the  others  will  follow  in  the  forthcoming 
one.  Great  interest  is  being  manifested  in  this  field  of  the  Department's 
work,  as  is  evinced  by  the  frequent  letters  which  are  received  on  the  subject 
and  requests  made  by  town  officials,  health  officers  and  individuals  for  the 
examination  of  various  materials.  Our  reports  have  been  in  great  demand 
from  within  and  without  the  State,  the  requests  from  a  distance  being  largely 
from  manufacturers,  who  are  seeking  information  regarding  our  law,  stan- 
dards and  rulings,  and  who  generally  express  a  desire  to  make  their  products 
comply  with  all  requirements.     Through  the  information  thus  distributed  in 
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our  reports  and  through  the  newspapers  regarding  the  brands  of  adulterated 
foods,  a  great  deal  of  good  has  already  been  done  in  an  educational  way — the 
very  best  way — and  a  foundation  laid  for  a  gradual  bettering  of  the  quality 
of  food  products  on  our  markets. 

The  amount  of  adulteration  found  in  our  work  shows  the  importance  of  the 
law;  IT  at  it  was  not  passed  too  soon,  and  that  there  is  need  of  a  gradual  ex- 
tension of  the  work.  The  following  summary  statements  are  taken  from  our 
reports  for  1900-1901:

3.  Soil  Survey. 

This  Department,  in  co-operation  with,  the  Bureau  of  Soils  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  commenced  a  systematic  investigation  of 
the  soils  of  the  State  in  May,  1900.  In  this  work  the  soils  of  tne  areas  are 
gone  over  and  carefully  examined  by  an  experienced  judge  of  soils,  and 
wherever  in  any  part  of  the  State  the  same  type  of  soil  is  found  its  amount 
and  boundaries  are  indicated  by  the  same  color  in  accurately  prepared  maps. 
The  examination  extends  to  a  depth  usually  of  three  feet.  A  large  number  of 
samples  from  virgin  and  cultivated  areas  have  been  collected  and  have  been 
and  are  being  analyzed  physically  by  the  Bureau  of  Soils  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  to  ascertain  the  kinds  and  amounts  of  the  various 
materials,  as  sand,  clay,  silt,  etc.,  of  which  they  are  composed;  and  chemically 
by  this  Department  to  determine  the  total  and  reasonably  readily  available 
plant  food  constituents  in  them.  No  pains  are  being  spared  by  us  to  make 
these  analyses  accurate  and  thorough,  and  when  completed  and  considered  in 
connection  with  the  results  of  our  field  experiments  on  the  test  rarms  and  the 
Experiment  Station,  will  greatly  add  to  our  knowledge  of  the  natural  and  re- 
serve fertility  of  our  different  kinds  of  soil  and  their  artificial  plant  food 
requirements. 

The  influence  of  the  kind  of  soil  on  the  production  of  different  crops  to  best 
advantage  i,s  being  recognized  as  of  more  and  more  importance  as  experi- 
mental work  in  different  lines  advances.  All  types  of  soil  are  better  adapted 
to  some  crops  than  to  others,  and  some  plants  and  fruits  will  only  grow  to  the 
greatest  degree  of  perfection  on  the  type  soil  that  best  furnishes  the  condi- 
tions for  their  development.  This  adaptability  of  plants  to  soils  is  well  illus- 
trated in  the  phenomenal  success  of  the  Rocky  Ford  cantaloupe,  the  ordinary 
netted  gem  of  other  sections,  in  the  Arkansas  Valley;  the  growth  of  fine  Cuban 
and  Sumatran  tobaccos  on  certain  soils  in  the  Connecticut  Valley  and  else- 
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where  in  the  United  States;  the  removal  of  the  bright  tobacco  industry  of  this 
State  from  its  former  home  in  the  central  and  piedmont  sections  of  the  State 
to  the  same,  but  more  abundant  type  of  soil  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  State, 
and  the  production  of  that  finest  of  all  apples — the  Albemarle  pippin — only  on 
its  characteristic  type  of  soil — moist,  loose,  black,  feldspathic  soil  of  the  moun- 
tains of  Virginia.  (It  should  find  an  equally  congenial  home  on  tne  same  type 
of  soil  in  our  mountains.)  It  seems,  then,  highly  important  that  each  State 
should  seek  out  as  far  as  it  can  the  kinds  of  soil  wiich  are  best  adapted  to  its 
different  crops.  Because  of  these  and  other  applications  which  might  be 
given  the  soil  survey  work,  I  consider  it  an  important  line  of  the  Depart- 
ment's endeavor. 

Soil  Maps  have  been  made  as  follows: 

(1)  In  1900,  of  an  eight-mile  strip  on  the  two  sides  of  the  railroads  extend- 
ing from  Raleigh  to  New  Bern,  and  containing  about  900  square  miles,  in  the 
counties  of  Wake,  Johnston,  Wayne,  Greene,  Craven,  Jones  and  Lenoir. 

(2)  In  1901,  of  an  800-square  mile  area,  in  the  counties  of  Iredell,  Rowan, 
Davie,  Lincoln  and  Catawba;  of  all  of  Alamance  County  (365  square  miles), 
and  of  about  800  square  miles  in  the  counties  of  Craven,  Jones,  Pitt  and 
Greene. 

(3)  In  1902,  maps  were  made  of  a  1,000-square  mile  area,  in  the  counties  of 
Catawba,  Alexander,  Lincoln,  Caldwell  and  Burke;  a  500-square  mile  area  in 
Yancey,  Mitchell,  Buncombe  and  McDowell  Counties,  and  500  square  miles  in 
Pitt,  Martin  and  Beaufort. 

In  all,  approximately  4,865  square  miles  of  our  soils  have  been  surveyed 
and  mapped,  which  is  equal  to  about  ten  good-size  counties. 

It  might  be  added  that  these  maps  are  accurate  ones  of  the  sections  they 
represent  and  have  located  on  them  the  rail  and  dirt  roads,  streams,  towns, 
villages,  churches,  school-houses,  farm-houses,  etc.  They  will  prove  useful 
for  general  purposes;  in  connection  with  schools,  serving  as  the  means  of 
directing  the  attention  of  students  to  the  natural  and  crop  growths,  etc.,  on 
different  soils,  and  will  be  valuable  for  furnishing  prospective  immigrants 
important  information  as  to  the  location  of  types  of  soils  which  they  may  be 
seeking. 

4.  Test  Farms. 

The  season  just  closing  concludes  three  years'  operations  on  the  Depart- 
ment's two  test  farms  in  Edgecombe  County,  and  at  Red  Springs,  in  Robeson 
County.  Detailed  reports  of  the  first  two  years'  experiments  have  been  pub- 
lished in  the  Bulletin  for  November,  1900,  and  January,  1902.  At  the  begin- 
ning about  twenty  acres  of  leased  land  were  used  in  the  experiments,  but  after 
two  years'  work  it  was  deemed  advisable  for  the  Department  to  own  the  land 
and  have  larger  areas  at  its  disposal  for  its  operations,  tnereoy  laying  a 
broader  and  firmer  foundation  for  the  work  and  making  it  possible  to  put  tne 
results  of  the  experiments  into  operation  on  a  considerable  scale — one  that 
would  yield  some  revenue,  at  least,  to  assist  in  bearing  the  expense  of  the 
tests — and  showing  that  the  work  is  not  merely  of  plat  and  garden  order,  but 
that  it  is  susceptible  of  the  broadest  application. 

Accordingly,  a  year  ago  a  farm  of  201  acres  was  purchased  in  Edgecombe 
County  at  a  very  reasonable  price.     It  is  located  near  the  station  of  Kings- 
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buro,  about  midway  betweeu  Rocky  Mount  and  Tarboro,  and  it  is  on  this  farm 
that  our  work  in  that  section  has  been  conducted  this  year. 

Our  main  tests  are  with  crops  most  iargely  grown  in  the  sections,  and  are 
briefly  as  follows: 

Voiiou  and  Corn. — Between  UO  and  7U  different  tests  are  being  made  with 
each  cotton  and  corn,  on  tenth-acre  plats.  Twenty-two  (22)  of  these  are  de- 
voted to  different  combinations  and  amounts  of  acid  phosphate,  cotton-seed 
meal  and  kainit,  with  a  view  to  determining  the  best  balanced  fertilizer  and 
the  best  paying  amount  for  these  crops  on  these  particular  lauds.  Three  plats 
are  given  to  testing  the  effect  of  dividing  the  fertilizer,  and  applying  in  one 
case  half  of  all  constituents  at  planting  and  half  later,  and  in  two  cases  to 
applying  all  the  acid  phosphate  and  kainit  and  one-half  the  meal  before  plant- 
ing, putting  on  the  other  half  of  the  nitrogen  later,  as  nitrate  of  soda  on  one 
plat  and  as  cotton-seed  meal  on  the  other.  Two  yiats  are  devoted  to  different 
methods  of  cultivation,  ten  to  rotations  to  see  if  vetch,  peas,  burr  clover,  vel- 
vet beans,  soja  beans  and  peanuts — winter  and  summer-growing  nitrogen 
gatherers — will  not  collect  from  the  air  all  the  nitrogen  that  is  needed  by 
these  crops;  two  plats  to  test  the  effect  of  lime;  three  to  compare  cotton- 
seed meal,  cotton  seed  and  stable  manure  as  sources  of  nitrogen;  two  to  test 
acid  phosphate  and  finely  ground  phosphate  rock  as  sources  of  phosphoric 
acid;  two  to  different  depths  of  applying  the  fertilizer;  four  to  show  the  effect 
of  velvet  beans,  soja  beans,  cowpeas  and  peanuts  grown  last  year  on  this 
year's  crop,  giving  them  only  acid  phosphate  and  kainit  both  years  as  ferti- 
lizer, and  ten  to  fifteen  to  testing  varieties  of  cotton  and  corn,  together  with 
different  distances  of  plants  in  the  rows  and  different  widths  of  rows,  and 
methods  of  selecting  seed  for  improvement  of  yield. 

Peanuts. — Thirty-five  one-twentieth-acre  plats  on  the  Edgecombe  farm  are 
given  to  tests  of  different  fertilizer  applications,  culture  meth<5ds  and  varieties 
of  peanuts,  along  the  same  lines  as  those  referred  to  for  cotton,  with  the  idea 
of  obtaining  information  regarding  the  best  methods  of  growing  and  handling 
this  important  Eastern  crop. 

Tobacco. — An  experiment  was  conducted  on  the  Edgecombe  farm  the  past 
season  with  Cuban  tobacco  to  determine  its  adaptability  to  that  soil  and 
climate.  The  results  so  far  are  not  such  as  to  justify  any  definite  conclusion, 
but  will  require  repetition  under  changed  plans  before  we  can  speak  one  way 
or  the  other  regarding  it.     This  test  will  be  repeated  next  season. 

A  fertilizer  test  was  also  made  to  determinethe  effect  of  different  quantities 
of  potash  in  fertilizers,  otherwise  alike  on  the  quality  and  yield  of  bright 
tobacco.     The  results  will  appear  in  our  next  report. 

Experiment  with  Cowpeas. — An  extensive  series  of  tests  of  cowpeas  were 
made  on  the  Red  Springs  farm  this  year  and  were  directed  toward  obtaining 
information  on  the  following  points:  Time  of  planting,  which  extended  from 
May  1st  to  August  1st;  different  width  rows,  from  8  inches  (put  in  with  grain 
drill)  to  314  feet,  with  and  without  cultivation  for  rows  over  2  feet;  quantity 
of  seed  per  acre,  when  planted  in  rows,  and  varying  from  one  peck  to  1% 
bushels;  quantity  of  seed  when  planted  broadcast,  and  varying  from  one-half 
bushel  to  1%  bushel;  fertilizer  test,  and  test  of  all  varieties  which  could  be 
obtained  and  numbering  sixteen.     In  all  there  were  84  different  experiments, 
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and  each  of  these  was  divided  into  half,  one  portion  bsing  cut  for  hay  and 
the  other  half  gathered  for  the  yield  of  peas.  These  results  win  be  published 
in  the  Bulletin. 

Experiments  with  Grains. — Increased  interest  is  being  shown  yearly  in  the 
growing  of  grain  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  State,  some  of  our  farmers  having 
succeeded  specially  well  with  wheat  after  cotton.  Oats  are  grown  to  a  consid- 
erable extent,  but  mostly  as  a  spring  crop.  Our  experiments,  as  well  as  those 
conducted  elsewhere  in  similar  climate,  show  that  the  early  fail-sown  oat, 
whiie  lost  occasionally  from  freezing,  is  by  far  the  heaviest  yielder  and  the 
most  profitable  way  to  grow  this  crop.  Two  years  ago  we  conducted  some 
tests  on  the  Edgecombe  farm  and  are  repeating  them  th:s  year  on  much 
larger  scale,  some  fifty  different  varieties  of  wheat,  oats,  rye  and  barley  being 
included  in  the  trials,  to  determine  the  ones  best  adapted  to  that  section.  With 
the  best  yielding  kinds  we  shall  attempt  to  still  further  improve  the  yields  by 
careful  selection  of  seed.  In  this  way  we  hope  to  find  and  develop  two  or 
three  varieties  of  these  grains  that  are  well  suited  to  the  Eastern  section  of 
the  State.  Included  in  these  experiments  are  tests  of  different  times  of  sow- 
ing wheat  in  the  fall,  oats  in  the  fall  and  spring,  methods  of  preparation  of 
land  for  oats  and  wheat  and  methods  of  sowing — broadcast  and  in  different 
width  drills.  In  all,  there  are  SO  different  tests  with  grains,  ana  we  feel  that 
important  results  will  come  from  them,  especially  after  they  have  been  re- 
peated a  sufficient  number  of  times  to  give  reliability  to  the  results. 

Grasses  and  Legumes  for  Pasture  and  for  Hay. — Over  one  hundred  small 
plats  have  been  put  out  in  grasses  and  legumes  and  combinations  of  these  to 
test  the  adaptability  and  value  of  native  and  new  grasses  una  i<  tor  pas- 

ture and  hay  production,  and  for  use  as  winter-cover  crops,  and  in  rotations 
with  the  usual  crops  of  the  sections.  On  such  of  these  as  give  promise  of  suc- 
cess our  tests  will  be  extended  to  develop  the  best  methods  of  growing  and 
handling  to  obtain  the  surest  and  most  profitable  crops.  Up  to  this  time  quite 
a  number  have  done  well,  but  it  is  never  safe  to  draw  conclusions  too  soon. 
Of  the  grasses,  tall  meadow  oat,  Italian  rye  and  English  rye,  early  grazing  and 
hay  grasses,  have  cone  especially  wen.  Of  the  legumes,  burr  and  alsike  clover 
indicate  well,  and  hairy  vetch,  where  the  soil  was  inoculated,  has  made  a 
highly  satisfactory  growth.  The  experiments  with  the  legumes  have  also  in- 
cluded methods  of  inoculating  the  soils,  so  as  to  get  the  bacteria  so  necessary 
to  the  growth  of  each  kind  of  this  class  of  plants  onto  their  roots.  We  are  all 
the  more  encouraged  to  push  this  phase  of  our  experimental  work,  because  of 
the  large  number  of  inquries  which  come  to  the  Department  concerning  them. 
With  a  few  further  years  of  experience  I  feel  that  we  shall  be  in  possession  of 
much  valuable  information  regarding  the  kinds  that  are  suited  to  our  differ- 
ent soils  and  sections  and  the  methods  of  growing  them,  as  these  tests  are  now 
being  made  on  the  Experiment  Station  farm  at  Raleigh  on  a  sandy  loam  un- 
derlaid by  stiff  red  clay  (designated  in  our  soil  survey  classification  a  cecil 
sandy  loam) ;  on  a  fine  grain  type  of  sandy  soil  in  Edgecombe  County,  and 
on  a  smaller  scale  on  a  coarse-grained  sandy  soil  in  Robeson  County.  These 
experiments  will  also  be  put  out  on  the  new  test  farm  in  Iredell  County,  which 
is  on  a  representative  of  the  red  clay  lands  of  the  Piedmont  section  of  the 
State. 
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Beef  Cattle. — Fourteen  head  of  thoroughbred  and  high-grade  beef  cattle 
(3  thoroughbreds  and  11  grades)  of  the  Aberdeen-Angus  breed  have  been 
added  to  the  Edgemont  farm  with  the  view  of  making  beef  production,  in  con- 
nection with  the  grass  and  forage  plant  work,  one  of  the  lines  of  experimental 
work,  as  well  as  a  feature  of  the  general  farm  operations.  These  animals 
were  obtained  in  Missouri  last  winter,  through  the  courtesy  and  assistance  of 
the  Director  of  the  Missouri  Experiment  Station,  who  made  the  selections  and 
purchases.  They  were  a  part  of  a  car  load  of  39  head  purchased  for  the  Ex- 
periment Station,  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  a  number  of  farmers 
in  different  parts  of  the  State.  Those  going  to  "ticky"  pastures  were  inocu- 
lated by  Dr.  Butler,  the  Veterinarian  of  the  Department,  who  furnished  in- 
structions regarding  the  care  of  the  animals  till  they  became  thoroughly  im- 
mune to  Texas  or  tick  fever.  So  much  interest  was  shown  in  this  lot  of  ani- 
mals that  it  was  found  desirable  to  bring  in  another  lot  of  nineteen  head 
during  the  fall.  These  were  obtained  in  Ohio,  and  nearly  all  of  them  go  to 
farmers  who  placed  orders  in  advance.  We  feel  that  this  is  one  of  the  best 
ways  of  advancing  the  stock  interests  of  the  State — by  getting  into  the  hands 
of  our  farmers  a  better  class  of  cattle.  These  animals  are  delivered  at  actual 
cost  and  without  any  charge  for  services.  The  animals  thus  far  have  gone,  or 
will  go,  to  the  following  counties:

Other  Operations. — The  portions  of  the  farms  not  used  for  experiments  have 
been  devoted  to  the  production  of  feed  for  the  teams  and  stock,  and  other 
crops  generally  grown  in  the  section — cotton,  corn,  peanuts,  tobacco  and  small 
grain,  these  crops  being  put  in  what  is  considered  a  desirable  rotation  for 
profitable  production  and  the  improvement  of  the  land,  the  idea  being  to  base 
the  general  farm  work  on  the  outcome  of  the  experiments,  so  as  to  give  the 
test  farms  a  thoroughly  practical  turn  and  application. 

Statesville  Test  Farm. — The  test  farms  and  their  work  are  growing  in  in- 
terest and  importance.  To  make  this  phase  of  the  Department's  endeavors  of 
the  greatest  practical  value  to  the  different  sections  of  the  State,  it  was  de- 
cided advisable  to  locate  a  third  farm  on  a  good  type  of  red  clay  land  in  the 
Piedmont  section  of  the  State.  The  decided  interest  and  friendly  rivalry 
among  the  citizens  of  a  number  of  the  Piedmont  counties  for  the  selection  of  a 
site  in  their  respective  counties  and  localities  were  specially  gratifying  to  the 
Department,  as  showing  appreciation  of  the  Department's  efforts  in  behalf  of 
the  agriculture  of  the  State.  Because  of  desirability  of  type  of  soil,  location 
near  the  town,  on  a  good  and  frequented  dirt  road,  a  railroad  and  near  a 
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second  railroad  and  the  depot,  and  most  hearty  interest  and  financial  aid  from 
the  citizens  in  and  around  Statesville,  in  Iredell  County,  the  farm  was  located 
just  to  the  west  of  that  town.  Work  will  be  started  on  that  farm  this  spring, 
devoting  attention  to  the  methods  of  preparation,  cultivation,  fertilization  and 
rotations  for  the  crops  now  generally  grown  in  Piedmont  North  Carolina,  and 
new  ones  which  seem  most  likely  to  succeed  well  there  and  which  would  add 
to  the  interest  of  the  agriculture  of  that  section. 

The  soil  survey,  as  far  as  it  has  proceeded,  shows  that  our  Piedmont  area 
is  made  up  of  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  red  clay  land,  the  next  largest  type 
being  the  gray  land  or  sandy  loam  underlaid  by  red  clay.  On  this  latter  type 
the  Experiment  Station  at  Raleigh  is  located.  The  location  of  the  Statesville 
farm  puts  us  in  position  to  conduct  our  experimental  work  on  tne  largest  and 
most  important  type  soils  of  the  State  this  side  of  the  mountains. 

We  feel  that  it  is  important  for  the  results  which  are  to  be  used  by  the 
Department  and  the  Experiment  Station  in  aiding  our  farmers  to  better  their 
agricultural  methods  and  practices  and  in  teaching  the  coming  generation,  to 
be  obtained  not  only  in  actual  experiments,  but  that  these  tests  should  be 
secured,  as  far  as  possible,  on  the  kind  of  soil  and  under  the  conaitions  which 
are  to  surround  their  application  in  farming  operations. 

The  Groivth  of  Experimental  Work. — The  development  of  the  experimental 
idea  in  agriculture  has  been  almost  phenomenal.  It  had  its  beginning  in  Ger- 
many when  the  first  experiment  station  was  established  fifty  years  ago.  The 
fifty  years  which  have  elapsed  since  this  work  was  begun  "in  so  meager  a  way 
have  witnessed  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  stations  as  State  or  Govern- 
ment institutions  in  practically  every  civilized  country.  These  have  steadily 
grown  in  strength  and  in  importance,  until  now  they  may  be  ranked  as  among 
the  permanent  institutions  of  civilized  nations,  as  much  as  the  schools  and 
universities.  They  are  fostered  alike  under  the  republic  and  under  the  un- 
limited monarchy,  and  are  recognized  by  all  enlightened  people  as  constituting 
an  essential  element  in  national  welfare.  Rarely,  indeed,  has  one  been  aban- 
doned or  its  maintenance  funds  permanently  diminished."* 

In  this  country  experimental  work  in  agriculture  has  obtained  its  present 
growth  in  twenty-seven  years,  and  as  a  main  enterprise  in  fourteen  years. 
This  State  was  the  second  in  the  Union  to  establish  an  Experiment  Station, 
being  conducted  during  the  first  eleven  years  of  its  existence  in  connection 
with  and  by  the  support  of  this  Department.  Since  1887  it  has  been  financed 
by  the  Hatch  appropriation  of  the  National  Government.  Every  State  and 
Territory  in  the  Union  now  has  at  least  one  Experiment  Station,  and  they 
have  become  permanent  institutions  of  great  power  for  the  advancement  of 
the  agriculture  of  the  several  States.  So  much  so  is  this,  that  the  National 
Government  gives  annually  $720,000.00  for  their  support,  and  the  States,  in 
one  way  or  another,  $511,881.15  (last  year),  either  to  supplement  the  station 
fund  proper  or  to  conduct  independent  experiments  by  other  institutions. 
Connecticut  has  two  Experiment  Stations,  the  State  giving  $14,300  to  their 
support;  New  York  two,  with  State  aid  of  $99,250;  New  Jersey  two,  with 
$19,000  from  the  State;  Louisiana  three,  with  $30,000  additional  help,  to  a 
considerable  extent  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  California 
one  main  station,  four  culture  and  two  forestry  stations,  in  different  sections

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of  the  State,  receiving  $11,545  from  the  State;  Alabama  one  regular  station 
and  two  sub-stations,  receiving  $4,000  from  the  State;  Colorado  one  sub- 
station in  a  section  away  from  the  main  station;  Michigan  two,  in  other  sec- 
tions, with  State  aid  of  $6,407;  Minnesota  three,  in  separate  sections,  with 
$35,956  additional  appropriation;  Mississippi  one  additional  sub-station,  with 
$6,500  from  the  State;  Missouri  one  fruit  station,  apart  from  the  main  station, 
receiving  $13,267  from  the  State;  New  Mexico  three  substations;  Ohio  two 
cub-stations,  away  from  the  main  one,  all  receiving  $25,000  additional  help; 
Texas  two  sub-stations,  getting  $8,750  additional  funds;  Washington  two  sub- 
stations, away  from  the  main  one,  with  $9,848  State  help;  Utah  one  sub- 
station, with  $3,000  State  help;  Oregon  one  sub-station,  with  State  aid  of 
$5,000;  Wisconsin  gives  $14,000;  Massachusetts,  $11,300;  Kentucky,  $36,000, 
and  Illinois,  $46,000  (largely  used  for  work  in  different  parts  of  the  State)  to 
the  main  stations.  Canada  has  six  experimental  farms  in  different  parts  of 
the  Dominion,  all  supported  by  Federal  appropriations,  and  the  Virginia  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  is  following  the  plan  of  this  Department  and  is  estab- 
lishing test  farms  on  the  different  soil  areas  of  the  State. 

These  facts  relating  to  agricultural  experimentation  are  recounted  here  to 
show  the  estimate  that  is  placed  on  the  work,  the  provisions  that  are  made 
for  its  support,  and  to  suggest  the  urgent  need  and  importance  of  this  Depart- 
ment's dealing  in  as  thorough  and  comprehensive  sort  of  way  as  possible  with 
the  agricultural  questions  confronting  our  farmers,  or  else  allow  our  farming 
interests  to  fall  behind  those  of  other  States,  where  more  ample  provisions 
are  being  made  and  where  more  strenuous  efforts  are  being  put  forth  for  the 
development  of  the  best  possible  methods  and  systems  of  farm  practice. 

There  never  was  a  time  when  there  were  more  expenditures  of  means  and 
effort  than  at  present  in  the  study  of  agricultural  matters.     1  that 

this  Department,  in  its  small  way,  is  beginning  and  doing  important  work  for 
the  agriculture  of  the  State,  and  in  the  right  way.  Its  work  is  specific;  its 
plans  definite.  Its  problem,  as  now  outlined,  is  the  development  of  the  best 
methods  for  producing  the  plants  for  the  different  soils  and  sections  of  the' 
State;  and  it  has  gone  to  the  specific  localities  and  soils  where  it  proposes  to 
apply  the  results  to  propound  the  questions.  This  is  in  accord  with  the  best 
and  most  recent  plans  of  experimentation. 

5.  Black  Rot  Experiments. 

For  several  years  black  rot  has  been  growing  more  and  more  severe  in  its 
attacks  on  the  grape  crop,  especially  on  the  Niagara  variety.  In  1901  a  num- 
ber of  large  growers  of  Niagara  grapes  dug  up  their  vineyards  because  they 
could  not  combat  the  attacks  of  this  fungus,  and  such  discouragement  existed 
generally  that  the  entire  Niagara  grape  industry  of  the  State  was  threatened 
with  destruction.  To  assist  in  this  matter  this  Department  and  the  Experi- 
ment Station  joined  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  making  a 
thorough  study  of  the  disease  to  see  if  a  remedy  that  would  save  this  im- 
portant industry  to  the  State  could  not  be  found.  The  Department  and  Sta- 
tion paid  field  expenses  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  fur- 
nished an  expert  in  plant  diseases  to  conduct  the  experiments,  which  were 
carried  on  at  Southern  Pines  and  Tryon,  in  this  State.     The  results  of  the 
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season's  investigations  indicate  that  a  successful  treatment  has  been  worked 
out,  at  least  it  proved  so  last  year,  and  will  likely  be  even  more  so  when 
modified  by  the  experience  of  the  first  year's  operations.  This  information 
will  be  put  out  in  a  bulletin  for  the  use  of  grape-growers. 

6.  Farmers'  Institutes. 

I  have  attended,  as  you  know,  nearly  all  of  the  Farmers'  Institutes  held  by 
you  during  the  past  two  years,  and  besides  being  much  interested  in  them,  and 
benefited  by  the  contact  with  farm  methods,  operations  and  conditions  in  the 
different  parts  of  the  State,  I  have  felt  encouraged,  especially  at  certain  places, 
at  the  growth  of  interest  in  the  institutes.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  one  of  our 
main  contact  points  and  should  be  made  the  instrument,  as  far  as  possible,  for 
bringing  the  Department,  the  Station  and  other  agricultural  agencies  and 
their  work  and  the  farmers  and  their  work  together,  with  the  view  of  dis- 
cussing the  matters  in  which  they  are  all  interested  and  with  which  they  are 
all  working. 

Correspondence. 

An  additional  evidence  of  the  growing  usefulness  of  the  Department  is  the 
greatly  increased  number  of  inquiries  on  various  subjects  relating  to  farm 
and  other  matters  which  come  to  me.  During  1901  I  sent  out  letters  and 
analyses  to  the  number  of  six  thousand,  and  during  1902  to  tne  number  of 
seven  thousand,  making  a  total  of  13,000  for  the  past  two  years. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  commend  most  fully  and  heartily  the  efforts  of  the 
workers  associated  with  me.  They  have  been  industrious,  earnest  and  faith- 
ful, and  to  them  is  due  a  full  share  of  credit  for  whatever  has  been  accom- 
plished. 

It  is  especially  pleasant  to  say  that  I  find  myself  under  continued  and  re- 
newed obligations  to  you,  Mr.  Commissioner,  and  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
for  the  uniform  interest  and  consideration  shown  me  in  the  conduct  of  the 
work  entrusted  to  my  charge,  for  all  of  which  I  thank  you  most  heartily  and 
respectfully  submit  this  review  of  operations  for  your  information  and  con- 
sideration.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENTOMOLOGIST. 


Mr.  S.  L.  Patterson,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 

Sir: — The  work  of  this  office  is  to  investigate  the  ravages  caused  hy  insects, 
and  to  prescribe,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  remedies  which  may  be  used  in 
combating  the  depredators.  Not  a  season  passes  but  that  some  insect  pests 
cause  immense  damage  to  our  agricultural  interests.  In  1901,  chinch  bugs 
wrought  havoc  with  grain  crops  in  the  middle  Piedmont,  while  wheat  was 
badly  injured  by  Hessian  fly  further  west  in  the  same  section.  In  the  east 
the  corn  bill-bug  did  the  usual  amount  of  damage,  inflicting  a  heavy  loss  in 
many  localities.  The  same  year  all  kinds  of  fruit  pests  were  abundant,  and 
the  apple  crop  throughout  the  Eastern  part  of  the  State  failed,  as  has  been 
usual  for  a  number  of  years.  That  this  failure  of  the  apples  in  the  east  may 
be  mostly  prevented  by  proper  remedies,  is  fully  proven  by  the  following  let- 
ter from  an  ex-Confederate  soldier  in  Durham  County,  who  tested  the  matter 
of  treating  his  trees  under  direction  from  this  office.     He  says: 

«*  *  *  now  £0r  tne  resu]ts.  i  had  more  matured  apples  than  I  have  had 
in  one  season  for  the  past  ten  years.  *  *  *  All  trees  sprayed  are  as  green, 
is  nearly  as  green,  now  (October  14,  1901)  as  they  were  in  summer.  *  *  * 
I  sprayed  one  side  of  a  large  fall  apple  tree.  The  side  sprayed  is  green  to-day, 
while  the  other  side  has  no  leaves.  To  be  brief,  all  trees  sprayed  are  full  of 
leaves,  while  those  not  sprayed  are  destitute.  *  *  *  I  am  very  well 
pleased  with  my  experimental  spraying,  and  next  year  will  spray  again  more 
thoroughly  than  I  did  the  past  spring. 

"Yours  truly,  R.  C.  T." 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  from  a  farmer  in  the  Eastern  part 
of  the   State: 

"Last  year  my  tobacco  was  materially  damaged  by  flea-bugs,  my  cotton 
almost  complete  failure  on  account  of  lice,  and  my  other  crops  damaged  more 
or  less  by  various  kinds  of  insects.  Without  some  means  to  combat  the 
various  pests  to  which  our  crops  are  subject,  I  feel  that  the  farmer  must  suc- 
comb  to  complete  failure.  Would  be  glad  to  have  advice  from  the  Department 
as  to  best  means  of  preventing  and  destroying  these  deadly  enemies  to  our 
crops." 

Still  another  correspondent  sent  in  the  following: 

"You  are  doing  a  good  work,  and  I  trust  that  your  efforts  may  be  crowned 
with  success." 

These  few  extracts  from  our  correspondence  are  here  quoted  to  show  that 
the  work  is  taking  a  real  hold  among  the  farmers,  and  that  they  are  profiting 
by  the  information  given  out. 

In  the  year  1902,  just  closed,  the  strawberry  weevil  caused  immense  loss 
along  the  Weldon  and  Wilmington  Railroad,  the  loss  at  Wallace,  Willard  and 
Rocky  Point  being  reported  to  me  at  from  one-fourth  to  three-fourths  of  the 
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entire   crop.     Insect   pests  of   all   kinds  seem   to   nave  been   unusually   de- 
structive. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  all  insect  pests  can  be  combatted  with  perfect  suc- 
cess, but  it  is  a  fact  beyond  question  that  the  great  majority  of  them  can  be 
kept  largely  subdued  if  the  proper  remedies  are  applied  at  the  proper  time. 
It  is  a  question  of  educating  the  farmers  to  adopt  the  measures  required. 
Practicable  remedies  are  known  for  the  majority  of  the  pests,  and  the  great- 
est effort  of  this  office  has  been  to  teach  the  people  to  properly  use  these 
known  remedies,  rather  than  to  experiment  with  new  ones,  especially  as  such 
experimentation  would  consume  more  of  time  and  money  than  has  been 
available. 

The  majority  of  insect  pests  of  fruit,  truck  and  garden  crops  are  best  com- 
batted by  poisoned  liquid  mixtures  applied  by  means  of  spraying  pumps.  To 
show  the  practicability  of  this,  a  number  of  tests  were  made  the  past  year  in 
the  Eastern,  Middle  and  Western  sections  of  the  State,  the  principal  plants 
treated  being  apples,  potatoes  and  grapes.  As  far  as  results  nave  yet  been 
reported,  they  seem  to  have  been  very  satisfactory,  only  one  correspondent 
(in  Johnston  County)  reporting  that  on  apple  trees  he  could  see  no  benefit, 
but  the  same  man  says  it  was  a  success  in  killing  the  potato  beetles.  A  num- 
ber of  letters  might  be  quoted  showing  that  the  directions  sent  out  from  this 
office  were  of  great  aid  in  combatting  these  pests. 

But  the  one  insect  which  causes  more  work  and  uneasiness  than  any  other 
is  the  San  Jose  scale,  a  small  inconspicuous  pest,  which  attacks  fruit  trees. 
On  account  of  the  fact  that  it  is  largely  disseminated  by  the  shipment  of  in- 
fested trees,  this  pest  has  been  the  subject  of  much  legislation,  making  cer- 
tain entomological  work  compulsory  in  all  States  where  commercial  nurseries 
are  located.  No  nursery  in  this  State  can  legally  ship  even  a  single  fruit 
tree  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  stating  that  the  nursery  bas  been 
duly  examined  for  insect  pests.  Even  if  there  were  no  such  law  in  this  State, 
the  laws  of  other  States  would  compel  these  nurseries  to  be  inspected  by  some 
authorized  person  every  year,  for  no  tree  can  be  shipped  into  any  of  our  ad- 
joining States  unless  it  is  covered  by  certificates  as  before  mentioned.  Were 
it  not  for  the  laws  and  the  strong  efforts  being  put  forth  by  entomologists  and 
nurserymen  to  limit  the  spread  of  this  pest,  it  would,  without  doubt,  be  far 
more  generally  distributed  than  it  now  is.  The  protection  is  not,  and  never 
can  be,  absolute,  but  that  it  does  great  good  is  evident  to  anyone  who  will  in- 
quire carefully  into  the  situation. 

Every  North  Carolina  nursery  is  inspected  each  year  in  order  to  discover 
the  San  Jose  scale,  and  other  pests,  if  they  exist  on  the  salable  stock,  and  to 
cause  remedial  work  before  granting  certificate,  in  case  they  are  found.  Tbe 
inspection  of  the  forty-five  nurseries  of  the  State  occupies  about  three  months, 
during  the  very  hottest  season  of  the  year,  and  it  is  as  hard  manual  labor  as 
any  day  workman  has  to  perform. 

The  Legislature  of  1897  passed  an  Act  (Chapter  264,  Laws  of  1S97)  looking 
to  the  suppression  of  the  San  Jose  scale  and  other  pests.  At  that  time  this 
scale  was  not  known  to  be  widely  distributed  in  the  State.  The  appropriation 
made  was  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  this  was  thought  to  be  suffi- 
cient to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  law,  but  the  inspection  of  orchards  in 
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various  parts  of  the  State,  which  was  made  possible  by  that  law,  has  already- 
located  the  scale  in  no  less  than  twenty-two  counties  of  the  State,  as  follows: 
Alamance,  Carteret,  Catawba,  Cleveland,  Cumberland,  Durnam,  Franklin, 
Gaston,  Guilford,  Halifax,  Haywood,  Jackson,  Lenoir,  Mitchell,  Moore,  New 
Hanover,  Pitt,  Sampson,  Scotland,  Surry,  Wake  and  Wilson.  No  section  of 
the  State  is  exempt,  and  in  all  of  these  counties  the  scale  is,  without  doubt, 
slowly  spreading  from  place  to  place.  In  places  where  we  have  been  able  to 
visit  the  orchards,  and  point  out  the  extent  of  the  infestation,  and  recommend 
remedies,  some  of  the  growers,  at  least,  have  learned  that  it  can  be  controlled 
by  persistent,  careful  and  thorough  work.  Unfortunately,  some  growers  seem 
to  have  the  idea  that  they  can  absolutely  exterminate  the  pest,  whereas,  in 
fact,  such  a  thing  is  out  of  the  question.  If  by  treating  a  tree  once  or  twice 
each  year  it  may  be  kept  in  sufficiently  good  health  to  produce  a  satisfactory 
crop,  nothing  more  need  he  expected,  for  this  is  all  that  we  can  ever  do  with 
any  pest,  though  in  this  instance  the  cost  is  considerably  greater.  Moore 
County  has  been  the  greatest  sufferer  from  this  pest,  and  in  the  large  peach 
orchards  around  Southern  Pines,  the  owners  have  voluntarily  dug  up  and 
burned  many  thousands  of  trees  in  their  efforts  to  control  the  spread  of  the 
pest.  On  the  other  hand,  many  thousands  have  been  condemned  by  the  Ento- 
mologist, as  provided  for  in  the  law,  and,  the  owners  being  unwilling  to  treat, 
have  been  compelled  to  remove  them.  It  is  but  truth  to  say  that  the  expedient 
of  compelling  the  removal  of  trees  is  left  as  the  very  last  resort,  only  being 
employed  in  the  most  extreme  and  aggravated  cases,  and  where  neighboring 
orchardists  demand  the  full  enforcement  of  the  law,  with  what  seems  to  us  to 
be  overwhelmingly  sufficient  reason.  Every  possible  opportunity  is  afforded 
owners  to  treat  their  trees.  We  have  believed  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  Legislature  to  leave  liberal  discretionary  powers  in  this  matter  with  the 
Commission  for  Controlling  Crop  Pests. 

Inasmuch  as  all  nurseries  in  the  State  must  secure  certificates  of  inspection 
each  year  in  order  to  carry  on  their  trade,  the  whole  nursery  industry  of  the 
State  is  absolutely  dependent  on  our  work  from  year  to  year.  This  has  led 
some  to  think  that  it  is  our  business  to  inquire  into  the  manner  and  method  of 
business  of  all  such  firms.  Plainly,  this  is  not  the  case,  but  when  the  certifi- 
cate which  we  issue  is  put  to  an  improper  use,  it  becomes  our  right  to  inter- 
fere. The  famous  Amos  Owen  Cherry  Tree  Company  is  a  case  in  point.  Our 
certificate  was  granted  to  cover  a  legitimate  trade,  but  when  the  nature  of  the 
business  was  changed,  the  parties  continued  the  use  of  the  certificate,  and 
passed  it  from  party  to  party  as  the  management  changed  hands,  without 
authority  for  so  doing.  When  we  became  convinced  that  the  business  was 
not  being  conducted  properly,  and  that  our  certificate  was  being  misused,  an 
investigation  was  made  by  the  Entomologist,  and  the  second  day  after  his 
return,  the  concern  was  closed  and  the  public  was  in  possession  of  the  facts. 
Further  action  against  the  parties  was  the  work  of  the  government,  but  the 
actual  closing  of  the  concern  was  the  work  of  the  Crop  Pest  Commission, 
through  the  Entomologist  and  the  fact  that  this  investigation  and  its  results 
was  accomplished  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  is  not 
the  least  among  the  arguments  that  the  funds  of  the  Crop  Pest  Commission 
are  being  used  with  proper  and  telling  effect. 
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A  short  summary  of  the  work  of  the  past  two  years  at  this  point  may  be 
well:

There  has  sprung  up  a  large  correspondence  regarding  insects  and  insect 
pests.  The  majority  of  such  inquiries  deal  with  injurious  insects,  but  a  num- 
ber have  come  from  persons  in  the  State  who  are  interested  in  observing  in- 
sects generally,  and  who  wish  to  instill  a  love  of  nature  into  those  around 
them.     The  following  letter  is  a  sample:

For  the  year  1902  the  correspondence  of  the  office  has  amounted  to  about 
1,200  letters. 

In  order  to  know  definitely  just  what  kinds  of  insects  are  found  in  the 
State,  a  collection  of  specimens  is  kept,  and  is  being  added  to  constantly. 
Many  of  the  specimens  sent  in  by  correspondents  are  preserved,  and  at  every 
opportunity  the  Entomologist  adds  to  the  collection.  It  now  contains  about 
30,000  specimens,  wbich  may  be  seen  at  any  time  in  the  office  in  the  Museum 
building.  This  collection  will  become  more  and  more  valuable  as  it  is  made 
more  complete. 

Attached  is  a  list  of  the  nurseries  of  the  State  which  have  been  inspected 
and  duly  licensed  to  do  business  from  September  1,  1902,  to  September  1,  1903.

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REPORT  OP  STATE  VETERINARIAN. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  December  19,  1902. 
Hon.  S.  L.  Patterson,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 

My  Dear  Sir: — Pursuant  to  your  request,  I  hand  you  a  report  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Veterinary  and  Animal  Industry  Division  since  I  took  charge  ol 
the  same,  August  19,  1901. 

Animal  Industry. 

By  legislative  enactment  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  is  charged  "witn 
investigations  adapted  to  promote  the  improvement  of  milk  and  beef  cattle." 
In  compliance  with  that  command  considerable  effort  has  been  made  to  arouse 
a  greater  interest  in  live  stock  husbandry  and  to  disseminate  information 
concerning  the  breeding  and  economical  feeding  of  farm  animals. 

This  work  has  taken  the  form  of  lectures  at  over  forty  farmers'  meetings, 
in  different  parts  of  the  State,  contributions  to  the  agricultural  press  and  tne 
Department  Bulletin,  a  special  Bulletin  (July,  1902)  on  the  "Breeds  of  Beef 
Cattle  and  Beef  Production  in  North  Carolina."  and  correspondence. 

One  of  the  test  farms  of  the  Department  has  been  stocked  with  beef  cattle 
and  hogs,  and  experiments  are  now  under  way  and  contemplated  to  throw 
further  light  on  the  economical  production  of  beef  and  pork,  under  the  condi- 
tions existing  on  North  Carolina  farms. 

To  still  further  aid  and  encourage  the  improvement  of  our  beef  cattle  a 
number  of  pure  bred  bulls  and  heifers  have  been  brought  into  the  State  by 
the  Department  and  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  distributed 
among  the  farmers  at  actual  wholesale  cost. 

There  is  no  greater  agricultural  need  in  this  State  to-day  than  more  and 
better  live  stock. 

Our  commercial  fertilizer  bills,  now  amounting  to  $6,000,000  annually,  are 
at  once  the  result  of  and  reveal  the  absence  of  insufficient  live  stock  hus- 
bandry in  the  past  and  emphasize  the  necessity  for  more  in  the  future. 

With  the  excellent  facilities  which  our  climate,  soil,  and  abundant  rainfall 
afford  for  the  growing  of  forage  crops,  animal  husbandry  should  not  only 
enable  the  North  Carolina  farmer  to- improve  the  fertility  of  his  soil  and 
reduce  his  expenses  for  commercial  fertilizers,  but  should  also  enable  him  to 
obtain  better  remuneration  for  his  labor  and  skill  and  afford  him  a  better 
market  for  the  coarse  products  of  his  farm.  This  is  particularly  applicable 
to  the  central  and  eastern  parts  of  the  State  where  little  or  no  live  stock  is 
grown  and  the  fertilizer  bills  are  consequently  the  largest.  Yet  no  section  of 
this  or  any  other  State  is  better  fitted  by  nature  for  the  growing  of  abundant 
and  cheap  forage  crops,  and,  consequently,  for  the  economical  production  of 
all  kinds  of  live  stock. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  the  cheapest  way  to  maintain  and  grow  cattle  is  on 
pasture,  and  in  those  sections  where  the  best  cattle  are  grown  land  seems 
never  to  become  too  high-priced  for  this  purpose.  In  some  of  the  Northern 
States  and  Europe  land  valued  at  from  $50  to  $200  an  acre  is  used  for  pasture 
and  returns  what  the  owners  think  a  fair  profit  or  interest  on  its  value. 
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In  North  Carolina  there  are  thousands  of  acres  that  can  be  bought  for 
from  $5  to  $15  per  acre  that  with  proper  management  during  an  average 
season  and  pastured  with  good  cattle  will  produce  enough  beef  in  one  year  to 
nearly  pay  for  them.  To  do  this,  however,  it  would  be  necessary  to  give  con- 
siderable attention  to  preparing  them  for  pastures  and  to  maintaining  them  in 
good  condition  afterward.  But,  with  us,  a  pasture  too  frequently  means  a 
worn-out  field,  a  rough  hill  or  mountain  side,  or  a  low  swamp  that  will  pro- 
duce but  little,  if,  indeed,  its  stagnant  water  does  not  serve  as  a  breeding 
"ground  for  disease-producing  agents.  Such  land  will  not  produce  sufficient 
pasture  in  quantity  or  quality  to  fatten  good  cattle;  nor  will  an  old  field,  that 
will  no  longer  pay  in  corn  or  cotton,  yield  pasture  that  will  grow  200  to  300 
pounds  of  good  beef  during  a  season  without  considerable  preparation  and  fer- 
tilization. 

Unfortunately,  the  idea  very  generally  prevails  that  it  will  not  pay  to  use 
our  best  lands  for  pasture  and  the  growing  of  forage  crops  for  the  feeding 
of  cattle.  Yet,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  a  properly  balanced  system  of 
agriculture  one  of  the  principal,  if,  indeed,  not  the  principal,  object  of  the 
farming  operations  should  be  the  growing  of  food  crops  for  live  stock.  Until 
the  erroneous  idea  that  only  those  having  large  tracts  of  cheap  land  can  make 
cattle  growing  profitable  is  completely  dissipated  and  the  small  farmers  begin 
raising  a  few  good  cattle  and  abundance  of  forage  to  feed  them,  we  can  never 
lessen  that  burdensome  fertilizer  tax  of  $6,000,000,  now  annually  paid  by  the 
State,  and  put  our  agriculture  on  a  permanently  successful  basis. 

It  is  frequently  stated  that  our  lands  are  not  well  adapted  to  the  growing 
of  grasses  and  that  those  grown  are  not  so  nutritious  as  those  of  the  North. 
It  is  probably  true  that  cultivated  grasses  grown  on  rich  soils  are  more  nutri- 
tious than  many  of  our  wild  grasses  grown  on  poor  soils,  and  it  may  be  a 
fact  that  our  abundant  rainfall  slightly  lowers  the  nutritive  value  of  our 
grasses,  but  this  disadvantage,  if  indeed  it  exists,  is  more  than  equalized  by 
the  more  luxuriant  growth.  However,  neither  chemical  analyses  nor  feeding 
experiments  give  any  foundation  for  the  charge  that  our  grasses  and  other 
forage  plants  lack  anything  in  nutritive  value  when  compared  with  similar 
plants  grown  in  the  North. 

In  fact,  our  best  lands,  under  similar  conditions,  will  afford  more  pasture, 
or  hay,  during  a  season  than  the  average  pasture  or  meadow  lands  of  any  of 
the  principal  stock-raising  States  of  the  Central  West,  as  the  following  from 
the  1900  Year  Book  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  show:

It  will  be  noticed  that  not  only  has  the  average  yield  of  hay  (grass)  per 
acre  been  higher  in  North  Carolina  for  the  last  ten  years  than  in  Iowa,  Il- 
linois, Missouri  or  Kansas,  but  another  significant  fact  also  appears,  namely, 
that  the  yield  was  more  uniform  in  North  Carolina  than  in  any  of  these  hay 
growing  States.  The  lowest  yield  per  acre  in  North  Carolina  during  any  one 
of  the  ten  years  was  in  1891,  when  it  started  at  1.10  tons  per  acre,  but  in 
1894  Iowa,  Missouri  and  Kansas  only  produced  .73,  .85  and  .77  of  a  ton  per 
acre,  respectively,  while  in  1895  Illinois  fell  to  .66  of  a  ton  per  acre. 

These  are  important  facts  in  their  relation  to  stock  raising,  for  the  first 
essential  of  a  grazing  country  is  a  uniform  and  abundant  growth  of  grass 
which  are  assured  to  this  State  by  our  long  summers  and  abundant  rainfall. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  importance  of  increasing  our  production  of  forage 
crops,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  fertilizer  left  in  the  soil  by  the  roots  and 
stubble,  fi'om  a  crop  of  cow  peas,  is  worth  from  $3  to  $5  per  acre,  which  is 
little  above  its  cost  of  production;  while  the  ton,  to  a  ton  and  a  half,  of  hay 
secured  is  worth   nearly  as  much,   pound   for  pour  at 

bran.  The  results  of  feeding  trials  actually  show  I1',  pounds  of  peavine  hay 
to  be  equal  to  1  pound  of  wheat  bran. 

Not  only  is  it  important  that  we  increase  our  production  of  forage  crops, 
but  it  is  equally  imports  t  these  crops  be  fed  to  good  live  stock  on  the 

farm.  Our  present  wasteful  use  of  cotton-seed  meal  forcibly  illustrates  this 
point.  About '$2,000,000  worth  of  this  most  excellent  cattle  food  is  annually 
put  directly  into  the  soil  as  fertilizer  by  the  farmers  of  this  State.  At  the 
usual  ruling  market  prices,  peavine  hay  is  as  economical  a  fertilizer  as  cotton- 
seed meal,  but  it  is  rightfully  thought  too  valuable  a  feed  to  be  used  directly 
as  fertilizer.  It  is  equally  wasteful  to  use  cotton-seed  meal  in  such  a  manner. 
In  fact,  the  growing  of  peavine  hay  for  fertilizer  would  be  much  more  rational 
and  economical  than  the  purchase  of  cotton-seed  meal  for  that  purpose;  for, 
as  previously  stated,  the  growing  of  the  peavine  hay  leaves  in  each  acre  of 
the  soil  from  $3  to  $5  worth  of  fertilizer,  which  is  taken  largely  from  the  air. 

If  fed  to  cattle  and  the  manure  saved,  fully  75  per  cent  ot  the  fertilizer 
value  of  a  ton  of  cotton-seed  meal  is  returned  to  the  farm.  '"We,  therefore,  to 
obtain  the  other  25  per  cent  of  its  fertilizer  value,  costing  about  $G,  sacrifice 
its  entire  feeding  value.  To  fully  show  what  this  waste  means  it  may  be 
stated  that  numerous  fi  trials,   where   both   the  feeds  and   the   cattle 

were  weighed,  have  shown  that 

One  pound  of  cotton-seed  meal  is  equal  to  1.75  pounds  of  corn,  and  that  one 
pound  of  cotton  seed  is  equal  to  1.13  pounds  of  corn.  That  is,  when  corn 
is  worth  50  cents  per  bushel,-  cotton-seed  meal  is  worth  between  $31  and 
$32  per  ton  and  cotton  seed  $20  per  ton,  or  33  1-3  cents  per  bushel.  Or,  to  re- 
verse the  statement,  when  cotton-seed  meal  is  worth  $24  per  ton  it  is  as  cheap 
as  corn  at  38  cents  per  bushel,  which  is  regarded  by  cattle  feeders  as  suffi- 
ciently cheap  to  make  cattle  feeding  profitable.  It  is,  therefore,  apparent 
that,  owing  to  a  lack  of  good  cattle  to  consume  this  cotton-seed  meal,  we  lose 
about  $20  per  ton  on  the  80,000  tons  used  as  fertilizer,  or  a  total  of  $1,600,000. 

The  Cattle  Quarantine. 

After  it  became  established  that  the  disease  variously  known  in  this  and 
other  Southern  States  as  splenic,  Spanish,  Texas,  or  tick  fever,  distemper, 
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dry  or  bloody  murrain,  red  water,  acclimation  fever,  town-cow  disease,  etc., 
was  naturally  conveyed   solely  by  the  common  Southern   cattle  tick    (Boo- 
philus  Annulatus),   the    Li-iiid    States   Secretary   of  Agriculture    d   si  ...aled 
a  line,  extending  across  the  country  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  the  Pacific, 
which  was  intended  to  divide  the  section  infested  with  the  cattle  tick  from 
that  in  which  no  ticks  existed.     No  cattle  from  south  of  this  line,  that  is. 
from  the  tick  infested  area,  are  allowed  to  be  driven  or  in  any  way  transported 
northward  across  this  line,  except  under  certain  strict  regulations,  and  then 
only  for  immediate  slaughter.     All  of  North  Carolina  was  not  permanently 
infested  with  this  tick,  but  that  part  east  of  the  mountains  was,  and,  conse- 
quently, all  of  the  State  was  subjected  to  these  quarantine  restrictions.     But 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  authority  to  exempt  from  the  operation  of 
this  quarantine  any  district  that  is  free  of  the  cattle  tick,  where  the  State 
authorities  will  enforce  such  regulations  as  will  effectually  prevent  ticks  be- 
ing carried  into  such  district,  giving  assurance  thereby  that  cattle  for  ship- 
ment originating  within  said  district  are  unable  to  carry  infection  with  them 
to  other  markets.    In  order  to  secure  the  advantages  thus  accruing  the  Depart- 
ment has  co-operated  with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
secured   exemption   from  the  quarantine  restrictions  for   the   sixteen  trans- 
mountain  counties  of  this  State,  thus  securing  a  valuable  saving  to  the  cattle 
growers  of  that  section. 

To  those  familiar  with  the  conditions  under  which  Southern  or  quarantined 
cattle  sell  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country,  it  is  well  known  that  be- 
cause they  can  not  go  on  to  Northern  pastures  or  into  Northern  feed  lots, 
but  must  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  or  go  back  home,  they  sell  from 
one-half  to  one  cent  per  pound,  live  weight,  below  that  brought  by  cattle  of 
the  same  quality,  but  not  under  the  quarantine  restrictions.  To  this  must 
also  be  added  the  cost  of  providing  separate  pens  and  unloading  chutes  and 
disinfecting  the  cars,  which  the  Government  requires  the  railroad  companies 
to  do.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  the  gain  to  the  sixteen  counties  of  this 
State  exempted  from  these  quarantine  restrictions  is  not  less  than  from  one- 
fifth  to  one-seventh  the  selling  price.  In  1899  these  counties  sold  about 
$S00,000  worth  of  live  stock  (estimated  from  the  United  States  Census  Re- 
port), which  means  a  clear  annual  saving,  by  the  exemption  from  the  quaran- 
tine restrictions,  of  between  $115,000  and  $160,000.  The  total  cost  of  main- 
taining the  line  across  this  State  does  not  amount  to  more  than  $500  annually. 
At  the  time  these  sixteen  counties  were  first  exempted  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Federal  quarantine,  considerable  infection  existed  in  a  number  of 
them,  but  by  careful  farm  to  farm  inspections  and  a  quarantine  on  the  tick- 
infested  farms,  the  infection  has  been  controlled  and  at  present  is  almost  en- 
tirely- eradicated,  thus  insuring  for  the  future,  freedom  from  quarantine  re- 
strictions. 

Extermination  of  the  Catixe  Tick. 

Recognizing  that  the  extermination  of  the  tick  was  of  vital  importance  to 
the  cattle  industry  of  the  State,  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Federal  authorities,  set  aside  the  counties  of  Surry,  Wilkes,  Cald- 
well, Burke  and  McDowell  as  a  field  in  which  to  make  an  attempt  at  such 
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extermination.  What  was  then  a  theoretical  probability  has  been  proved  a 
practical  certainty  by  the  work  of  the  past  three  years.  Caldwell  County 
and  the  north  half  of  Burke  County  have  been  cleared  of  ticks  and  are  added 
to  the  exempted  area  for  1903.  Furthermore,  the  tick  has  been  so  nearly 
exterminated  in  Wilkes  County,  also,  that  the  Federal  authorities  have  made 
North  Wilkesboro  a  shipping  point  for  cattle  from  the  exempted  area,  thus 
bringing  a  boon  to  the  cattle  raising  counties  of  Ashe  and  Alleghany,  which 
have  hitherto  been  compelled  to  drive  their  cattle  a  greater  distance  into 
Virginia  to  reach  a  railroad  station  from  which  they  could  ship. 

In  short,  the  feasibility  of  exterminating  the  cattle  tick  has  been  proved, 
and  the  work  has  progressed  sufficiently  to  enable  us  to  confidently  predict 
the  addition  of  one  or  more  counties  to  the  exempted  area  each  year. 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  inspectors  are  employed  who  make  a  farm 
to  farm  canvass  of  the  territory,  with  a  view  to  locating  all  tick  infested 
farms,  which  are  immediately  quarantined  and  the  owners  instructed  as  to 
the  importance  and  objects  of  the  work  and  as  to  the  easiest  and  best  means 
of  exterminating  the  ticks  on  their  places. 

Daily  reports  are  made  to  this  ofBce  by  the  inspectors,  showing  the  number 
of  miles  traveled,  the  number  and  location  of  farms  visited,  number  of  cattle 
inspected  and  the  presence  or  absence  of  ticks.  In  this  way  the  exact  location 
of  all  the  infected  farms  and  cattle  in  each  county  is  knowxi  and  the  v/ork 
kept  in  hand  so  that  an  intelligent  direction  oZ  i+  is  possible. 

During  the  past  summer  I   addressed  farmers    meetings  relative   to  this 
work,  at  from  six  to  ten  places  in  each  of  the  counties  cf  Surry,  Burke  und 
■   a    result   of   which    org  wei  I    in    all    of    these 

counties,  which,  through  local  or  township  committees,  are  co-operating  with 
and  helping  the  Department  in  the  work  to  an  extent  and  effectiveness  never 
before  realized. 

That  this  work  also  pays  may  be  shown  by  one  illustration.  The  value  of 
the  live  cattle  sold  from  the  farms  of  Wilkes  County  in  1899  was  about  $35,000 
(estimated  from  United  States  Census  Report).  As  previously  shown,  these 
cattle  would  have  brought  an  advance  of  at  least  one-half  cent  per  pound 
live  weight  had  they  been  exempted  from  the  quarantine  restrictions;  for  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  price  of  all  cattle  in  the  United  States,  regard- 
less of  where  they  may  be  sold,  is  fixed  by  the  Chicago  and  other  large  mar- 
kets of  the  country.  Therefore,  the  loss  on  these  Wilkes  County  cattle  for 
one  year  was  not  less  than  one-sixth,  or  $7,000.  One-half  this  amount  divided 
into  four  equal  parts  and  expended  during  as  many  years  will  suffice  to  ex- 
terminate the  ticks  in  Wilkes  County.  Likewise  this  easily  exterminable  pest 
may  be  eradicated  from  any  county  for  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  losses  which 
its  presence  causes  during  any  one  year.  This  applies  only  to  those  counties 
in  which  the  stock  law  (no  fence  law)  is  enforced,  for  in  a  free  range  country 
the  extermination  of  the  cattle  tick  is  practically  impossible. 

Losses  from  Tick  Fever. 

Another,  and  not  the  least  important,  phase  of  the  tick  question,  as  affect- 
ing the  cattle  industry  of  the  State,  is  the  extremely  heavy  losses  from  Texas 
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or  tick  fever.  More  cattle  die  from  this  disease  than  from  all  others  com- 
bined. In  the  majority  of  c;  ■  •  !.se  of  I  ase  is 
little  suspected,  even  by  the  owners,  the  animals  dying  before  the  ticks  have 
grown  large  enough  to  be  visible  to  the  ordinary  observer.  These  heavy 
losses  are  due  to  the  fact  that,  even  in  what  is  known  as  the  infected  area, 
many  farms  are  free  of  ticks  and,  therefore,  the  cattle  raised  on  these  farms 
are  as  susceptible  to  the  disease  as  those  raised  in  New  York  or  Minnesota; 
for,  in  order  to  safely  acquire  immunity  the  calves  must  get  ticks  on  them 
before  they  are  six  months  old,  which  nearly  always  occurs  on  the  tick  in- 
fested farms.  Hence,  the  freedom  from  losses  when  there  are  abundance  of 
ticks,  or  none  of  them  at  all,  and  the  heavy  loses  where  there  is  any  comming- 
ling of  cattle  from  tick  free  and  tick  infested  farms.  This  renders  cattle 
traffic  extremely  dangerous  in  a  large  number  of  the  counties  of  the  State 
and  results  in  losses,  the  aggregate  of  which  are  simply  amazing  to  those  not 
familiar  with  the  conditions. 

The  Tick  an  Obstacle  to  the  Improvement  of  the  Quality  of  the  Cattle 

of  the  State. 

The  presence  of  this  pest  over  the  greater  part  of  the  State  offers  the  most 
serious  obstacle  to  the  improvement  of  our  common  cattle  through  the  use 
of  imported  pure  bred  bulls. 

All  cattle  that  are  over  one  year  old  before  becoming  infested  with  ticks 
are  susceptible  to  the  disease,  and  fifty  per  cent  of  them  die.  This  renders 
the  introduction  of  pure  bred  stock  extra  hazardous  and  expensive. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  developed  a  method  of  preventive  inocula- 
tion, with  blood  from  an  animal  previously  infested  with  ticks.  Susceptible 
animals  are  thus  given  a  mild  attack  of  the  disease  from  which  they  usually 
recover  and  which  enables  them  to  withstand  the  infection  introduced  by  the 
ticks. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  inoculated  some  forty  head  of  cattle  for  the 
farmers  of  the  State.  Of  twenty-two  head  inoculated  during  the  early  part 
of  1902,  and  subjected  to  the  test  of  a  gross  tick  infestation  during  the  sum- 
mer, only  one  died  from  any  cause;- whereas,  without  inoculation  not  less 
than  fifty  per  cent  would  almost  certainly  have  died. 

This  work  is  done  free  of  charge  for  any  farmer  in  the  State  who  may  re- 
quest it,  in  order  to  encourage  the  introduction  of  pure  bred  stock. 

From  the  facts  above  discussed,  namely,  that  the  cattle  tick  reduces  the 
price  of  all  cattle  sold  in  over  eighty  counties  of  the  State,  more  than  one- 
half  cent  per  pound  live  weight,  causes  the  death  of  more  cattle  than  all  other 
diseases  combined,  and  is  the  greatest  obstacle  to  the  improvement  of  our 
common  stock,  through  the  intruduction  of  pure  bred  bulls,  by  rendering  the 
same  extra  hazardous  and  expensive,  it  will  be  seen  that  its  extermination  is 
the  most  important  problem  affecting  the  cattle  industry  of  the  State,  and 
should  receive  all  the  attention  the  resources  of  the  Department  can  com- 
mand. 

A  Certificate  of  Health  Must  Accompany  Stock  Brought  into  the  State. 

Since  many  communicable  diseases  exist  in  other  States  to  a  much  greater 
•xtent  than  in  ours,  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  has  very  wisely  required 
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a  certificate  of  health  from  the  live  stock  authorities  whence  it  originates, 
to  accompany  all  live  stock  shipped  into  the  State  for  other  purposes  than 
immediate  slaughter.  Much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  enforcing  this 
regulation  of  the  Board,  but  by  giving  greater  publicity  to  it,  and  insisting  on 
its  observance  in  all  known  importations,  it  is  hoped  this  difficulty  may  be 
overcome  and  the  live  stock  of  the  State  protected  from  the  spread  of  such 
diseases  which  always  accompanies  increased  interest  in  and  movements  of 
stock. 

Tuberculosis  in  cattle  is  one  disease  which  illustrates  the  importance  of  the 
enforcement  of  this  regulation.  At  present  the  general  farmers'  herds  of  this 
State  are  remarkably  free  of  tuberculosis,  and  by  insisting  on  a  tuberculin 
test  of  cattle  to  be  brought  into  the  State  for  dairy  or  breeding  purposes,  it  is 
hoped  that  this  great  scourge  of  the  cattle  industry  of  several  of  the  North- 
eastern States  may  be  largely  kept  out  and  our  present  advantageous  condi- 
tion maintained. 

The  Control  of  the  Diseases  of  Live  Stock  Within  the  State. 

This  Division  can  not,  nor  does  it  attempt  to  treat,  individual  cases  of  dis- 
eased animals,  except  by  correspondence;  still,  it  is  the  policy  to  visit  all  re- 
ported outbreaks  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  and  all  outbreaks  of  any 
disease  which  may  effect  a  sufficiently  laige  number  of  animals  to  render  it  of 
general  interest  to  a  community. 

These  duties  have  consumed  considerable  of  the  time  and  energies  of  the 
Veterinarian,  the  following  being  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  done: 

Staggers. — A  very  fatal  and  extensive  outbreak  of  the  disease,  commonly 
known  in  North  Carolina  as  "Staggers,"  occurred  in  the  counties  bordering  on 
Pamlico  and  Albemarle  Sounds  in  August,  1901,  just  before  I  assumed  the 
duties  of  State  Veterinarian,  but  I  was  able  to  see  the  latter  part  of  this  out- 
break and  had  a  good  opportunity  to  study  a  second  outbreak,  which  occurred 
in  Hyde  County  in  November  and  December.  In  all,  about  a  month  was  spent 
in  that  section,  acquainting  the  people  with  the  true  nature  of  the  disease  and 
advising  methods  for  its  prevention.  For  a  full  discussion  of  this  matter  I 
refer  you  to  the  Bulletin  of  the  Department  for  September,  1901. 

Tuberculosis. — Tuberculosis  (consumption),  which  has  proved  such  a 
scourge  to  the  cattle  interests  of  many  sections  of  this  and  other  counties,  is 
happily  not  common  in  this  State.  It  does  exist,  however,  in  some  of  the 
larger  and  more  closely  confined  dairy  herds.  It  is  the  policy  of  this  Division 
to  apply  the  tuberculin  test  (an  accurate  means  of  determining  the  presence 
of  the  disease,  even  in  its  first  stages),  free  of  charge,  to  all  herds,  on  request 
of  the  owners.  Thus  far  293  cattle  have  been  tested  and  of  these  35  have 
been  found  tuberculous.  These  diseased  animals  have  been  slaughtered,  or 
quarantined,  and  their  product  sterilized  before  being  used  for  food  for  man 
or  other, animals.  Since  the  disease  is  now  comparatively  rare  in  the  State 
this  is  an  opportune  time  to  endeavor  to  eradicate  it.  Such  action  is  de- 
manded by  the  best  interests  of  the  live  stock  industry  and  by  considerations 
for  the  public  health. 

Glanders. — It  is  a  source  of  grslifioation  that  this  disease  is  almost  entirely 
absent  from  the  State.     Of  six  suspected  outbreaks  investigated  by  the  Vet- 
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eriuarian,  only  one  proved  to  be  real,  and,  in  that  one,  an  early  diagnosis  and 
prompt  repressive  measures,  energetically  and  carefully  applied,  succeeded  in 
immediately  stopping  its  spread  and  completely  eradicating  it. 

Hog  cholera. — This  disease  is  a  source  of  great  loss  to  the  farmers  of  the 
State.  Many  outbreaks  have  been  reported  to  this  office.  A  few  of  these  have 
been  visited,  and  in  all  cases  information  concerning  the  best  known  methods 
of  control  and  eradication  have  been  given.  Much  of  the  ravages  of  this  dis- 
ease could  be  avoided  by  a  better  observance  of  sanitary  regulations.  The 
fact  that  the  disease  is  due  to  a  specific  germ  and  can  not  break  out  in  any 
herd  unless  that  germ  has  been  carried  there  by  buzzards,  or  other  birds,  by 
running  water,  the  wind,  on  the  feet  of  visitors  or  attendants,  by  other  hogs, 
or  by  coming  in  contact  with  the  places  or  things  contaminated  by  sick  ani- 
mals, is  not  1  roperly  appreciated  by  the  average  farmer,  and  as  a  resujt  the 
disease  is  often  spread  when  proper  precautions  would  have  prevented  it. 
Proper  regard  for  these  facts,  by  burning  all  hogs  dying  of  disease,  excluding 
from  the  premises  all  visitors  and  others  likely  to  have  been  where  the  dis- 
ease exists  and  removing  the  well  hogs  (not  the  sick  ones)  to  new  and  clean 
quarters,  as  soon  and  as  often  as  a  sick  animal  developes,  would  very  greatly 
reduce  the  losses  from  this  disease. 

Blackleg. — Reports  from  the  mountain  counties  of  the  State  indicate  that 
this  disease  is  not  uncommon  in  that  section  and  occasions  large  losses  among 
the  young  cattle  of  the  best  quality.  Preventive  inoculation  has  been  demon- 
strated as  a  practicable  and  effective  means  of  controlling  the  ravages  of  this 
disease.  A  small  laboratory  has  been  equipped  by  the  Department  for  this 
Division,  and  it  is  our  intention  to  manufacture  and  send  out,  free  of  charge, 
vaccine  for  the  prevention  of  this  malady. 

During  the  sixteen  months  I  have  had  charge  of  the  Division  of  Veterinary 
Science  and  Animal  Industry  I  have  traveled  on  official  business  14,500  miles 
by  rail  and  boat,  and  1,500  miles  by  carriage  and  on  horse  back.  This,  and 
my  duties  as  Veterinarian  to  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Veterinary  Science  at  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  and 
the  gradually  increasing  correspondence  and  office  work  connected  with  the 
direction  of  the  quarantine  and  other  State  work,  have  combined  to  completely 
occupy  my  time  and  energies.

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REPORT  OF  Th|E  BOTANIST  AND  BIOLOGIST. 

Hojn'.  S.  L.  Patterson,  Commissioner. 

At  your  request  I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  botanical  and  biological 
work  of  the  Department  during  the  two  calendar  years  1901-1902. 

The  work  of  the  biological  division  of  the  Department  is  divided  into  two 
general  lines,  viz.,  Botanical  or  Agricultural,  and  Bacteriological  or  Hygienic. 
The  botanical  work  includes  the  examination  and  testing  of  seeds;  the  fur- 
nishing of  formulas  for  mixing  seeds  for  pasture  and  meadow  land;  the  iden- 
tification and  characterization  of  plants  and  weeds  sent  in  by  farmers; 
methods  of  canning  and  preserving  fruits  and  vegetables;  remedies  for  piant 
diseases,  microscopical  examination  of  flours  and  feed  stuffs  for  adulteration, 
and  many  other  lines  related  to  agricultural  botany.  The  encouragement  of 
the  silk-growing  industry  has  occupied  no  small  part  of  my  time  during  the 
last  year. 

The  bacteriological  work  of  the  Department  was  originally  undertaken 
with  a  view  of  studying  the  bacteria  of  soils  and  manures,  and  the  improve- 
ment of  ferments  used  in  dairy  work,  wine  making  and  similar  lines.  In 
December,  1900,  the  Board  of  Agriculture  ordered  that  the  Biologist  of  the 
Department  should  also  make  analyses  of  drinking  waters  and  other  samples 
which  might  be  sent  for  that  purpose  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  This 
health  work,  small  at  first,  has  developed  into  such  proportions  that  it  has 
come  to  occupy  the  major  part  of  my  time,  and  has,  in  fact,  driven  me  at  times 
to  the  verge  of  exhaustion. 

It  would  be  impossible  within  the  space  of  a  report  like  this  to  describe  in 
detail  the  work  done  by  me  in  the  last  two  years.  I  will  refer  to  only  a  few 
examples.  Cotton  growers  in  the  southeastern  counties  of  the  State  have,  of 
late  years,  begun  to  complain  of  serious  ravages  of  an  apparently  new  disease 
affecting  that  crop.  Specimens  of  diseased  cotton  plants  were  examined  by 
me  microscopically  and  biologically.  In  the  roots  of  the  plants  was  found 
the  spawn  of  a  species  of  fungus,  Fusarium,  which  is  a  common  parasite  of 
decaying  roots  in  many  soils.  This  fungus  was  undoubtedly  the  cause  of  the 
cotton  disease,  as  its  spawn  filled  the  sap  vessels  or  tubes  of  the  cotton  roots, 
thereby  preventing  the  ascent  of  the  water  and  food  material  required  by  the 
plant.  A  paper  was  published  advising  farmers  having  soil  infected  by  this 
fungus  parasite  to  avoid  cotton  and  plant  some  crop  not  attacked  by  the 
fungus,  thereby  starving  it  out  of  the  soil.  The  sweet  potato,  sorghum,  broom 
corn,  Bermuda  grass,  and  various  pasture  plants  and  legumines  were  recom- 
mended for  this  purpose.  The  use  of  chemical  sprays  or  special  treatment  of 
the  soil  will  not  pay,  as  the  cost  of  clearing  out  the  parasite  would  more  than 
equal  the  value  of  the  land.  Further,  to  encourage  the  prescribed  and  neces- 
sary rotation  on  cotton  farms,  papers  were  published  dealing  with  special  uses 
of  the  sweet  potato,  the  manufacture  of  starch,  high-grade  sorghum,  syrup  and 
brooms. 

In  the  Department  Bulletin  for  March,  1901,  a  comprehensive  essay  on 
canning  and  preserving  fruits  and  vegetables  was  published,  and  ever  since 
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frequent  applications  for  particular  information  upon  this  subject  have  been 
received  and  answered.  In  the  Bulletin  for  September,  1901,  a  paper  on  the 
"Poisonous  Plants  of  North  Carolina"  was  published.  In  toe  Bulletin  for 
November,  1901,  a  paper  on  "Silk  Culture"  was  published.  This  paper  aroused 
widespread  attention,  not  only  in  North  Carolina,  but  throughout  the  whole 
country.  The  edition  of  the  Bulletin  was  speedily  exhausted  and  still  calls 
were  received  for  the  paper.  Another  and  much  enlarged  edition  of  the  silk 
Bulletin  was  published  in  May,  1902.  So  many  persons  in  the  State  expressed 
a  desire  to  attempt  silk  growing  it  was  judged  expedient  to  send  to  Itaiy  for  a 
supply  of  silk-worm  eggs.  These  eggs  were  distributed  in  lots  of  about  one- 
tenth  ounce  to  citizens  in  various  parts  of  the  State.  The  White  Mulberry, 
upon  whose  leaves  the  silk  worm  feeds,  is  a  very  common  tree  throughout  tbe 
Eastern  and  Central  parts  of  the  State,  though  it  is  nowhere  sufficiently 
abundant  to  supply  food  enough  to  make  silk  growing  a  considerable  industry. 
A  "Feeding  Chart"  was  prepared  and  sent  out  with  the  eggs  to  those  rearing 
worms.  By  this  means  a  satisfactory  crop  of  cocoons  was  harvested  after  six 
weeks'  work.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  and  easily  procurable  mulberry 
leaves  the  work  of  feeding  was  much  more  onerous  than  it  would  be  under  the 
most  improved  system.  On  this  account,  and  because  of  the  inexperience  of 
the  silk  growers,  the  amount  of  merchantable  silk,  or  in  other  words,  the 
weight  of  the  cocoons  was  much  less  than  it  should  have  been.  But  that  we 
had  any  silk  at  all  worth  selling  or  buying  from  this  first  and  necessarily 
crude  attempt  at  silk  growing,  speaks  well  for  the  future  of  the  industry  in 
the  State.  We  have  all  along  cautioned  our  people  not  to  expect  too  much 
from  silk  culture.  The  profits  from  this  business  are  never  large.  The  work 
is  recommended  only  for  women  and  children  who  can  carry  it  on  at  home  in 
connection  with  their  regular  household  duties.  In  this  way  silk  culture 
should  be  regarded  as  a  source  of  pocket  money  for  the  children,  and  a  means 
of  securing  special  comforts  for  the  aged  and  feeble  members  of  the  family 
who  are  unable  to  do  ordinary  remunerative  work.  An  average  child  of  ten 
or  twelve  years  may,  by  silk  growing,  earn  in  six  weeks  of  spring  $30  to  $40. 
This  sum  is  not  large,  but  it  is  more  than  the  average  country-bred  child  ever 
owns  at  one  time.  It  will  purchase  the  coveted  bicycle,  camera,  set  of  books, 
or  other  luxury  which  means  so  much  to  isolated  children,  and  the  posses- 
sion of  which  will  add  greatly  to  the  too  few  pleasures  of  modern  farm  life. 
The  silk  growing  industry  is  one  that  must  commend  itself  to  all  thoughtful 
minds,  and  to  all  who  love  the  State,  and  desire  to  see  the  agricultural  class 
enjoy  more  of  the  pleasures  of  prosperity. 

During  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report  over  600  biological  analyses 
have  been  made  in  the  Department's  laboratory  for  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
Most  of  these  were  analyses  of  drinking  waters.  A  large  number  of  examina- 
tions of  milk  and  sputum  for  the  bacillus  of  consumption  were  also  made,  and 
many  examinations  of  blood  for  the  parasite  of  malaria.  This  work  has  been 
well  appreciated  by  the  more  progressive  physicians  of  the  State,  and  will 
probably  lead  to  a  higher  plane  of  health  in  North  Carolina,  which  has  hith- 
erto suffered  from  typhoid  fever  and  malaria — two  diseases  easily  prevented 
by  the  hygienic  measures  demonstrated  and  recommended  by  our  work. 
Probably  no  work  ever  undertaken  in  the  State  has  yielded  more  immediate 
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or  valuable  results.  In  addition  to  the  laboratory  work  carried  on  by  me,  I 
have  had  to  attend  to  a  very  large  correspondence,  averaging  about  1,500 
letters  per  year.  In  addition,  I  have  prepared  and  sent  out  to  the  press  of  the 
State  a  large  number  of  special  circulars  of  information,  requiring  a  great 
deal  of  my  time. 

I  propose  no  additional  lines  of  work  for  the  future.  My  time  is  already 
overtaxed  by  the  regular  routine  work,  which  shows  no  signs  of  abatement, 
and  which,  during  the  summer  months,  is  of  volume  sufficient  to  require  the 
time  of  two  or  more  men.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CURATOR  OF  THE  MUSEUM. 


Hon.  S.  L.  Patterson,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 

Sib: — In  the  previous  biennial  report  of  the  Curator  a  brief  nistory  of  the 
Museum  was  presented,  which  may  serve  as  an  apology  for  not  repeating  this 
feature  here.  Nevertheless,  a  few  words  on  the  uses  and  reasons  of  a  museum 
may  not  be  out  of  place. 

The  legitimate  work  of  a  museum  lies  primarily  in  two  different  lines.  One 
is  as  an  educational  institution,  pure  and  simple,  and  the  other  as  an  institu- 
tion for  the  encouragement  of  original  research  in  natural  phenomena.  The 
latter  phase  has,  so  far,  been  regarded  as  beyond  the  proper  sphere  of  our 
Museum,  and  even  in  the  first  phase  our  lines  have  been  very  properly  re- 
stricted to  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  regarding  the  natural  resources 
and  historical  features  of  our  own  State.  By  means  of  series  of  selected 
specimens,  properly  classified  and  labelled,  the  educational  work  of  a  museum 
appeals  to  the  eye,  and  the  impression  conveyed  by  the  sight  of  a  thing  itself, 
coupled  with  the  information  regarding  it  that  is  displayed  on  the  label,  is 
much  more  lasting  than  that  conveyed  by  a  dry  statement  of  fact. 

It  is  desirable  in  a  museum  with  a  serious  object  in  view  tnat  the  curio 
feature  be  kept  in  the  background,  and  that  every  effort  be  made  to  keep  the 
legitimate  work  of  the  institution  up  to  date  and  always  moving  forward. 
That  means  the  unceasing  quest  of  more  and  better  specimens  in  all  lines 
represented,  and  the  management  ought  never  to  stop  short  of  the  best  pro- 
curable of  every  line  shown.  The  building  of  a  museum  is  a  never-ending 
work.  A  finished  museum  is  a  dead  museum,  and  such  a  one  must  deteriorate 
and  begin  to  lose  usefulness  from  the  time  its  growth  stops.  For  the  past 
decade  the  State  Museum  of  North  Carolina  has  grown  steadily,  and  so  long 
as  the  Board  of  Agriculture  controls  it  in  the  progressive  spirit  that  has 
animated  it  in  the  past,  and  still  continues  to  give  it  life,  its  sphere  of  useful- 
ness will  continue  to  widen  and  increase  in  size  and  strength. 

Our  patronage  includes  most  of  the  visitors  to  this,  the  capital  city  of  the 
State.  Included  in  this  category  are  a  great  majority  of  those  attending  here 
in  such  capacities  as  members  of  the  State  Legislature,  delegates  to  political 
conventions  and  to  religious  and  educational  conventions  and  meetings  of  all 
kinds.  Students  of  the  various  schools  and  colleges  all  over  the  State,  going 
to  and  from  their  homes  and  stopping  over  between  trains,  visit  us  in  num- 
bers, and  the  great  summer  excursions  from  north,  south,  east  and  west  bring 
us  thousands  of  visitors  annually.  The  State  Fair  gives  us  a  solid  crush  of 
patronage  on  the  three  big  days,  and  a  heavy  attendance  the  rest  of  the 
week.  Northern  tourists  to  and  from  the  resorts  further  south  often  stop 
over  several  days  in  Raleigh,  and  seldom  fail  to  visit  our  Museum  and  appre- 
ciate what  we  have  to  show  them.  Winter  visitors  at  Southern  Pines  and 
other  places  within  our  borders  pay  flying  visits  here  during  the  season,  and 
they,  too,  usually  give  us  a  call.  Transients  of  all  kinds  send  a  fair  percent- 
age of  their  number  up  here,  and  the  various  schools  and  colleges  of  the  city 
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make  good  use  of  their  museum  opportunities.  Altogether,  we  have  cause  for 
congratulation  in  both  the  number  and  the  quality  of  our  patronage.  Our 
attendance  is  now  estimated  to  number  about  a  hundred  thousand  visitors  per 
annum,  and  is  steadily  increasing. 

Since  the  last  report  was  submitted  the  Museum  has  grown  decidedly  in  its 
collections  of  specimens  and  in  preparations  for  the  display  of  the  large  series 
of  stored  material  now  on  hand,  although  there  has  been  but  little  added  to 
the  lines  of  specimens  on  exhibition  for  reasons  that  will  be  gathered  from 
what  follows: 

Two  years  ago  there  had  just  been  completed  and  turned  over  to  the  Depart- 
ment the  latest  addition  to  the  building,  but  owing  to  press  of  other  matters 
the  finishing  up  and  furnishing  of  this  new  annex  was  necessarily  delayed, 
and  it  is  only  quite  recently  that  the  new  rooms  have  been  finally  prepared 
for  the  reception  of  exhibits.  Now,  however,  the  work  of  installing  exhibits 
in  these  rooms  is  under  way  and  will  be  pressed  to  an  early  completion. 

The  growth  of  the  Museum  has  been  steady  and  very  gratifying,  and  the 
routine  work  incident  to  the  conduct  of  an  establishment  of  this  size  has 
grown  more  quickly,  proportionately,  than  it  has  been  possible  to  supply  as- 
sistance in  handling  it.  Of  necessity,  therefore,  certain  lines  of  preparatory 
work  that  were  planned  have  been  postponed  for  the  present,  and  only  the 
more  urgent  ones  taken  up  and  carried  out. 

Pursuant  to  the  sentiment  on  the  subject  expressed  by  the  Legislature  of 
1901,  the  Board,  at  its  June  meeting  of  that  year,  provided  funds  for  and 
ordered  the  making  of  an  exhibit  of  the  State's  resources  at  tne  Charleston 
and  West  Indian  Exposition,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina, between  the  first  of  December,  1901,  and  the  first  of  June,  1902.  This 
exhibit  was  ordered  to  be  drawn  from  the  Museum,  as  far  as  practicable,  and 
the  work  incident  thereto  was  a  prime  factor  in  stopping  advances  in  the 
general  progress  of  installing  lines  of  new  specimens,  as  a  large  part  of  the 
Curator's  time  was,  for  more  than  a  year,  taken  up  with  this  additional  work. 
The  exhibit  at  Charleston  was  duly  made,  and,  judging  from  wnat  was  said 
of  it,  both  in  the  newspapers,  by  experts  in  those  particular  lines,  and  by  the 
thousands  of  North  Carolina  visitors  that  saw  it  there,  it  was  one  of  which 
any  State  might  be  proud.  More  detailed  information  regarding  it  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  report  on  the 
display.  The  Curator  was  in  charge  of  the  exhibit  during  the  closing  months 
of  the  Exposition  and  superintended  the  packing  and  shipping  of  the  exhibits 
back  here.  The  work  of  reinstalling  them  in  the  Museum  is  now  going  on, 
and  that,  together  with  the  arrangement  and  display  of  all  the  accumulations 
of  the  past  two  years,  will  be  carried  steadily  forward  to  the  earliest  possible 
conclusion  consistent  with  proper  care  in  the  arrangement  and  labelling. 

The  Museum  is  divided  into  the  following  divisions: 

Agriculture  and  Horticulture. — The  main  exhibition  series  of  grains  and 
seeds  is  shown  in  rows  of  glass  tubes,  a  new  method  of  display  that  has  met 
with  a  very  general  approval.  The  tubes  are  nearly  four  feet  long  and  over 
two  inches  in  diameter,  and  they  show  up  the  details  and  characters  of  the 
contents  better  than  any  method  heretofore  used  in  any  museum  of  which  the 
writer  has  knowledge. 
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The  fruits  are  shown  in  glass  jars,  put  up  in  liquid  preservatives,  and  tne 
collection  is  quite  comprehensive  in  character,  showing  as  it  does  the  products 
of  the  extreme  East,  of  the  sandhill  country,  of  the  middle  section,  and  of  the 
mountain  counties. 

Forestry. — This  collection  has  been  much  added  to  since  the  last  report  was 
submitted,  and  when  once  more  properly  classified  and  rearranged,  the  in- 
crease and  improvement  will  be  very  manifest.  The  chief  additions  are  a  lot 
of  new  plank  specimens,  representing  species  not  before  in  the  collection,  and 
a  large  series  of  discs,  showing  normal  and  abnormal  annual  growths  and 
other  features  having  more  or  less  bearing  on  practical  forestry.  These  addi- 
tions are  particularly  valuable,  bringing  out  points  of  importance  that  it  was 
before  impossible  to  show. 

A  collection  of  dried  specimens  of  the  medicinal  herbs  or  the  State  is 
another  feature  in  this  division  and  a  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  line  of 
economic  plants  other  than  those  mentioned  above. 

Mines  and  Mining. — The  native  rocks  are  shown  in  a  large  series  tbat  will 
be  very  greatly  added  to  as  soon  as  the  additional  material  can  be  properly 
arranged  and  labelled,  the  additions  referred  to  being  already  on  hand.  Tbe 
same  may  be  said  of  the  ores  and  the  other  economic  metalic  and  non-metalic 
minerals  and  building  stones,  which  are  already  shown  in  a  great  and  varied 
profusion.  In  the  systematic  minerals  there  is  a  very  fine  collection  of  wbat 
the  State  produces,  one  room  being  devoted  entirely  to  this  feature  in  geology. 
Altogether,  the  economic  value  of  this  display  to  the  State  is  perhaps  greater 
than  that  bf  any  other  feature  of  the  Museum,  and  it  is  the  object  of  tbe 
management  at  all  times  to  be  able  to  show  to  the  prospector  or  intending 
investor  specimens  of  any  native  product  he  may  be  looking  for. 

Anthropology. — This  division,  that  of  "Man  and  His  Works,"  is  with  us 
confined  to  an  exposition  of  the  lives  and  history  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
both  in  ancient  and  modern  times.  It  may  be  divided  into  two  sub-divisions, 
viz.,  that  devoted  to  the  Indian  or  other  pre-historic  races  formerly  living 
within  our  borders,  and  that  of  North  Carolina  history.  In  the  former  we 
have  a  great  deal  of  interesting  material  on  display,  including  a  fine  lot  of 
specimens  of  stone  implements  and  weapons.  In  the  latter  we  are  now  re- 
arranging the  whole  exhibit,  this  being  made  necessary  by  the  increase  in 
accessions  having  been  for  some  time  past  much  in  advance  of  available  space 
in  which  to  display  the  specimens.  This  is  a  very  valuable  and  popular 
division. 

Zoology. — The  principal  lines  on  which  this  division  has  been  developed  are 
those  relating  to  the  commercial  fisheries  and  to  the  native  game  birds  and 
animals  of  the  State,  both  being  valuable  features,  representing  much  natural 
wealth.  A  large  series  of  handsomely  mounted  specimens  of  tne  principal 
species  in  the  above  lines  are  shown  and  are  being  continually  added  to  as  new 
things  come  to  hand.  As  in  all  other  divisions,  there  are  large  and  varied 
accumulations  that  have  for  some  time  past  been  awaiting  the  room  that  Is 
now  available  for  their  display,  and  this  line  is  now  being  put  on  exhibition 
as  fast  as  it  can  be  properly  handled.  The  general  fauna  of  the  State  is  also 
being  worked  up,  and  when  that  is  completed  the  Museum  will  be  able  to 
present  to  the  visitor  a  complete  exposition,  so  far  as  is  practicable,  of  the 
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animal  life  of  the  State,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest  forms,  a  display  of 
vast  value  to  all  seeking  enlightenment  along  these  lines. 

Beyond  the  above,  there  are  on  exhibition  a  large  series  of  photographs  of 
State  scenes  and  institutions,  which  have  proved  of  particular  value  in  the 
case  of  visitors  from  a  distance  seeking  specific  information  on  various  phases 
of  our  resources.  Fresh  views  are  accumulating  continually,  as  the  Museum 
officials  make  a  point  of  photographing  everything  coming  to  their  knowledge 
that  is  illustrative  of  what  the  State  is,  what  it  produces,  and  what  it  is  doing. 

I  may  say,  in  conclusion,  that  we  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  place 
our  State  Museum  occupies  among  similar  institutions  the  country  over.  1 
have  personally  visited  most  of  the  more  important  of  those  of  the  Eastern 
States,  and  I  speak  knowingly  when  I  say  that  ours  is  ahead  of  any  museum 
south  of  Washington,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  goes,  in  the  lines  on  which  it 
was  conceived  and  has  been  developed;  and  with  the  hope  tnat  its  future 
growth  may  even  surpass  what  has  been  done  before,  this  report  is  respect- 
fully submitted.

A  STATEMENT  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE  CONCERN- 
ING THE  AGRICULTURAL  AND  MECHANICAL 
COLLEGE. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  who  preceded  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture in  the  management  of  the  A.  &  M.  College  before  the 
expiration  of  their  terms  of  service,  filled  all  the  positions  of 
officers  and  employees  connected  with  it,  except  the  Professor 
of  Agriculture, — hence  the  Board  of  Agriculture  did  not 
practically  assume  control  until  June,  1902.  The  Watauga 
Hall  Building,  which  furnished  cooking  and  eating  apart- 
ments, in  addition  to  dormitories,  was  burned  November, 
1901.  There  were  no  funds  available  for  building  except  the 
$6,000  insurance.  Hence,  it  wTas  necessary  to  borrow  money 
for  this  purpose.  It  was  thought  advisable  to  separate  the 
cooking  and  eating  buildings  from  the  dormitories.  Watauga 
Hall  was  enlarged  for  dormitories,  so  as  to  contain  60  rooms 
instead  of  26,  as  before  burning.  The  College  has  badly 
needed  an  assembly  room  for  religious  services  during  the 
session,  and  for  commencement  exercises  at  its  close.  There 
was  no  building  suitable  for  lectures  to  the  students,  which 
forms  so  important  a  function  in  education  at  this  time. 
The  building  for  cuisine  and  dining  room-  was  arranged  to 
contain  an  assembly  room  or  auditorium,  and  the  dining 
room,  capable  to  accommodate  six  hundred  persons,  while  the 
first  room  accommodated  but  three  hundred. 

In  rebuilding  Watauga  Hall  and  the  erection  of  the  As- 
sembly and  Dining  Hall,  the  economy  of  good  material  and 
workmanship  was'  recognized  as  contrasted  with  "make-shift" 
foundation  and  afterwards  addition  by  patchwork.  We  ask 
careful  inspection  of  the  materials  used  and  work  done. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  respectfully  urges  the  Legis- 
lature to  make  appropriation  to  pay  for  the  erection  and 
proper  equipment  of  these  buildings.

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A  MEMORIAL  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE. 


The  Erection  and  Equipment  of  an  Agricultural 

Building. 

In  the  establishment  of  agricultural  and  mechanical  col- 
leges, the  evident  intention  was  that  agriculture  should  re- 
ceive at  least  equal  attention  to  that  bestowed  upon  mechanics, 
and  especially  in  States  like  North  Carolina,  where  so  large 
a  portion  (over  eighty  per  cent)  of  the  population  are  en- 
gaged in  agriculture. 

We  submit  engravings  showing  the  buildings  which  have 
been  erected  at  the  A.  and  M.  College  for  agriculture  and 
those  for  mechanics  and  for  other  purposes,  from  which  it 
can  be  seen  that  agriculture  has  not  received  encouragement 
equal  to  that  bestowed  on  other  departments  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  appropriations  for  mechanical  and  textile  build- 
ings have  been  well  spent;  they  have  enabled  the  College  to 
equal  in  efficiency  in  instruction  and  training  along  those 
lines  any  institution  of  its  age  in  the  country.  The  attend- 
ance of  students -in  the  agricultural  courses  has  heretofore 
been  small.  Only  16  students  have  graduated  since  the  or- 
ganization of  the  College  in  1888. 

The  number  of  students  of  agriculture  when  the  Board  as- 
sumed control  was  seventeen.  This  was  increased  to  seventy- 
eight  during  the  year,  if  we  include  the  short-course  men 
(40).  Ninety-two  regular  course  students  have  entered  the 
year  1902-1903,  and  those  taking  the  short  winter  course 
will  increase  the  number  to  at  leas't  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five.  The  small  number  of  students  in  the  agricultural 
course  can  not  longer  be  plead  as  reason  for  not  providing  an 
adequate  building  for  instruction.  The  Board  was  very 
careful  in  selecting,  with  the  aid  of  the  President  of  the 
College,  capable  men  for  the  chairs'  in  the  agricultural  de- 
partment, and  in  preparing  for  the  instruction  of  the  students 
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who  pursued  that  course.  The  erection  and  equipment  of 
this  building  is  desired  in  furtherance  of  this  course. 

We  submit  for  your  consideration  a  drawing  for  a  build- 
ing, prepared  under  the  supervision  of  the  efficient  Professor 
of  Agriculture,  Chas.  W.  Burkett. 

The  students  trained  in  the  mechanical  department  of  the 
College  find  ready  call  for  their  services  at  remunerative 
compensation ;  this,  we  think,  has  also  been  the  case  with  the 
few  who  have  taken  the  agricultural  course.  Many,  perhaps 
the  majority,  of  the  students  in  mechanics,  are  lost  to  the 
State  by  higher  prices  for  services  offered  beyond  its  borders, 
and  nearly  all  are  in  the  employment  of  others.  With  the 
agricultural  student  it  is  different;  with  few  exceptions, 
they  will  labor  upon  their  own  farms ;  and  the  State  receives 
the  benefit  of  the  improvement  resulting  from  their  education. 
The  success  of  the  mills  and  other  mechanical  institutions 
results  in  the  accumulation  of  wealth  or  betterment  of  finan- 
cial condition  by  a  small  number  of  the  people,  and  generally 
the  owners  of  the  property ;  the  laborers  usually  being  tenants 
and  not  home  owners. 

The  strength  of  a  State  is  its  contented  home-owning  yeo- 
manry ;  among  them  is  found  the  majority  of  the  s'oldiers  in 
time  of  war,  and  the  most  conservative  citizenship  in  time  of 
peace.  Anything  tending  to  increase  this  class  of  population 
should  be  encouraged. 

We  recommend  the  erection  and  equipment  of  this  building 
to  aid  the  farmers'  of  the  State  in  becoming  more  efficient  in 
their  profession,  and  making  farming  more  attractive  and 
remunerative.  When  an  agricultural  student  returns  home, 
his  neighbors  will  receive  the  benefit  of  his  knowledge  and 
skill,  which  will  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  themselves  and  the 
State ;  thus  the  State  will  be  amply  repaid  for  the  funds  ex- 
pended in  his  preparation  for  useful  citizenship.  At  the 
time  of  the  annual  State  Fairs,  the  visitor  who  may  be  inter- 
ested in  agriculture  could  obtain  knowledge  of  the  machinery 
and  implements  used  in  his  work  by  seeing  them  operated 
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and  having  them  explained  by  students  of  the  College  in  this 
building. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  the  amount  used  for  the  me- 
chanical course  be  not  curtailed,  but  request  that  agriculture 
may  receive  equal  encouragement. 

A  mill  town  might  be  established  at  every  capable  water 
power  on  our  streams,  and  at  a  majority  of  the  railway  sta- 
tions, yet  if  the  rural  territory  of  the  State  is  occupied  by 
gullied  hills,  broom-sedge  fields,  swamps  and  unremunera- 
tive  farming  lands,  with  dwellings  and  farm  buildings  ap- 
propriate to  their  surroundings,  it  might  be  a  desirable  terri- 
tory in  which  to  own  stock  in  mills,  but  few  would  seek  here 
a  residence  for  self  or  family. 

The  legislators  of  a  constituency,  87  per  cent  of  which  is 
interested  in  farming,  do  not  need  argument  to  show  the  de- 
sirableness' and  justice  in  giving  those  youth  who  may  choose 
agriculture  for  their  life  work,  opportunity  to  equip  them- 
selves as  efficient  workmen. 

It  is  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislature  be  requested  to  appropriate 
fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a 
building  at  the  A.  and  M.  College  for  the  promotion  of  the 
science  of  agriculture.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina: 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  in  response  to  the  resolution  of  your  honorable  body, 
passed  February  8,  1893: 

I  beg  leave  to  say  that  none  of  the  money  appropriated  by 
the  General  Assembly  comes  into  the  Bursar's  hands.  It  is 
all  received  and  disbursed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  Honorable  R.  H.  Battle,  of  Raleigh,  who  also  ad- 
ministers all  the  endowment  funds,  excepting  the  Deems  Fund 
for  aiding  the  students.  The  Bursar  collects  fees'  from  stu- 
dents for  tuition,  room  rent,  registration,  gymnasium,  library, 
etc.,  and  pays  all  local  bills.     Whatever  balance  remains  over 
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he  pays  semi-annually  to  the  Treasurer.  His'  expenditures 
are  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  University, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  are  proved 
and  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Faculty. 
Semi-annual  reports  are  also  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board.  The 
Annual  Committee  of  Visitation  to  the  University  also  in- 
spects and  audits  the  accounts. 

1.  State  Scholarships. — The  only  State  scholarships  given 
in  the  University  are  those  given  under  section  3  of  chapter 
233,  of  the  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  at  its  session  of  1887. 

2.  Private  Scholarships. — Private  scholarships  have  been 
endowed  as  follows,  each  valued  at  $60  per  annum  and  con- 
ferring free  tuition  on  the  recipients: 

(1)  Four  B.  F.  Moore  scholarships,  endowed  by  the  will 
of  the  late  B.  F.  Moore,  of  Raleigh. 

(2)  Ten  Cameron  scholarships,  established  by  his  execu- 
tors and  legatees  in  memory  of  the  late  Paul  C.  Cameron,  of 
Hillsboro. 

(3)  Thirty-eight  Mary  Ann  Smith  scholarships,  estab- 
lished by  the  will  of  the  late  Mary  Ann  Smith. 

(4)  Two  Thomas  F.  Wood  scholarships,  endowed  by  the 
widow  of  the  late  Dr.  Thomas'  F.  Wood,  of  Wilmington,  as  a 
memorial  to  her  husband. 

(5)  Ten  Francis  Jones  Smith  scholarships,  endowed  by 
the  will  of  Miss  Mary  Ruffin  Smith,  in  memory  of  her  brother 
Dr.  Francis  Jones  Smith. 

(G)  Ten  Mary  S.  Speight  scholarships,  endowed  by  the 
will  of  the  late  Mary  Shepherd  Speight. 

(7)  Eight  Mary  Morgan  Mason  scholarships,  endowed  by 
the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Morgan  Mason. 

(8)  The  Weil  scholarship,  endowed  by  Henry  Weil,  of 
Goldsboro. 

(9)  One  scholarship,  given  by  E.  M.  Armfield. 
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(10)  Twenty-two  Alumni  scholarships,  endowed  by  the 
Alumni  of  the  University. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  all  these  scholarships  are 
paid  for  by  private  philanthropy,  which  thereby  not  only 
educates  many  deserving  boys,  but  also  adds  that  much  to  the 
property  of  the  State. 

3.  Notes  for  Tuition. — Like  other  institutions,  the  Uni- 
versity is  unable  to  obtain  cash  payments  from  all  its'  paying 
students.  Some  have  property  which  is  not  available,  some 
have  no  property  at  all,  but  prefer  to  give  notes  rather  than 
accept  scholarships.  The  law  of  1887  (above  referred  to) 
specifically  declares  "that  no  young  man  of  good  moral  char- 
acter shall  be  denied  admission  because  of  his  inability  to 
pay  cash  or  give  a  secured  note." 

The  report  of  Honorable  R.  H.  Battle,  Treasurer, 
which  accompanies  this  report,  gives  fully  all  information 
concerning  the  finances'  of  the  institution.

Dear  Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  mj  biennial  report  upon  the  condition  of  the 
oyster  industry. 

Entering  upon  my  duties  February  26,  1901,  I  began  im- 
mediately to  appoint  oyster  inspectors  at  all  points  where 
needed,  and  found  that  at  several  places  where  considerable 
business  was  done  that  there  had  been  no  inspector  during  the 
season  of  1900-1901. 

Taking  charge  so  late  in  the  season,  we  were  unable  to  do 
much  more  than  circulate  copies  of  the  oyster  law  among  the 
oystermen,  and  inaugurate  a  supervision  over  the  industry 
before  the  season  closed.  In  accordance  with  section  21  of 
the  oyster  law,  I  took  steps  to  ascertain  as  nearly  as  possible 
the  amount  of  taxes'  due  the  State  by  the  oyster  packers. 
Some  of  them  very  readily  opened  their  books  for  my  in- 
spection ;  others  claimed  to  have  no  records,  and  in  their 
case  I  had  recourse  to  the  records  of  the  express  and  railroad 
companies  to  ascertain  their  shipments,  and  effected  a  set- 
tlement on  the  basis  of  my  findings.  Settlement  has  been 
made  with  all  parties  except  Messrs.  Riggin  and  Ballard 
Bros.,  of  Cris'field,  Md.,  against  whom  we  have  a  claim  for 
$220.  They  are  not  doing  business  in  this  State  at  present, 
but  I  hope  to  be  able  to  effect  a  settlement  with  them  very 
shortly. 
o 
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I  found  the  State's  steamer  Lillie  in  no  condition  for  patrol 
service,  as'  is  attested  by  the  following  report  made  to  your 
Excellency  by  Capt.  J.  K.  Hatton,  who  was  appointed  custo- 
dian of  tlie  boat  prior  to  my  appointment: 

Washington,  N".  0.,  February  20,  1901. 

To  His  Excellency,  Chas.  B.  Aycock,  Governor,  etc.,  Ral- 
eigh, N.  C. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  pursuant  to  your 
telegram  of  the  11th  inst.,  I  proceeded  to  Belhaven,  and  there 
received  the  steamer  Lillie  from  Theophirus  White,  Esq.,  and 
proceeded  to  bring  the  said  steamer  to  the  town  of  Washing- 
ton, as,  in  my  judgment,  she  would  fare  much  better  at  that 
port  than  at  the  port  of  Belhaven.  For  this  purpose  I  was 
compelled  to  employ  the  crew,  and  attach  hereto  a  statement 
marked  Exhibit  "A,"  showing  the  names  of  the  parties  em- 
ployed, the  length  of  time  they  were  engaged,  and  the  price 
agreed  to  be  paid  to  each.  I  also  attach  an  inventory  of  the 
movable  property  which  came  into  my  possession.  I  desire 
to  submit  the  following  as  to  the  condition  of  the  boat  so  far  as 
I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the  same.  The  hull  above  the 
water  line  is  apparently  in  good  condition;  I  have  been  un- 
able to  make  a  cursory  examination  of  the  bottom,  for  the 
reason  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  put  the  boat  upon  the 
ways  in  order  to  make  any  kind  of  an  examination  of  the 
bottom.  The  captain  who  was  in  charge  of  her  under  The- 
ophilus White,  Esq.,  states  that  she  has  recently  been  hauled 
out,  her  bottom  cleaned,  and  a  coat  of  copper  paint  applied. 
I  am  unable  to  say  whether  worms  have  attacked  the  boat  or 
not.  Some  of  the  chocks  are  off,  also  several  cleats  or 
cavils  are  wanting.  The  fish  davit  or  iron  crane  is  so  short 
that  it  is  impossible  to  hoist  the  heavy  anchor  without  scar- 
ring the  rail  and  defacing  the  hull  of  the  boat;  the  anchor 
itself  is  without  a  link  in  the  shank  for  hooking  the  tackle 
on.     The  house  which  was  put  on  the  steamer  is  a  poor  job, 
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the  sill  under  the  house  is  of  such  character  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  make  a  tight  joint  where  the  house  is  built  on 
the  hull ;  the  doors  aro  flimsy  affairs,  utterly  unfit  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  they  are  used,  and  are  hung  with  light  bolts  or 
hinges,  such  as'  are  used  for  cupboards  or  lockers,  and  are 
never  used  for  the  hanging  of  doors ;  in  consequence,  they  do 
not  fit,  and  show  no  neatness  in  the  appearance  of  the  boat. 
The  canvas  covering  to  the  house  seems  to  have  been  put  down 
with  great  carelessness,  and  I  am  informed  that  the  water 
runs  under  the  canvas,  thereby  causing  the  wood  work  to  very 
soon  decay.  The  boilers  are  of  an  antiquated  type,  and  the 
use  of  that  kind  of  a  boiler  in  now  boats  lias  been  prohibited 
for  several  years  by  IT.  S.  inspectors  of  steam  vessels.  It 
will  need  a  thorough  examination  of  the  boilers  in  order  to 
indicate  what  is  their  exact  condition.  The  engines  need  a 
1  borough  overhauling.  I  should  judge,  from  an  inspection  of 
ihe  boiler  and  engine  that  both  were  in  a.  very  dilapidated 
condition  and  thoroughly  out  of  repair,  as  the  speed  of  the 
boat  has  been  reduced  very  materially.  The  rifles'  on  board 
the  boat  are  in  a  very  bad  condition;  in  fact,  they  are  un- 
serviceable, and  should  be  ordered  into  the  arsenal,  so  that 
thev  may  bo  overhauled  and  reworked.  The  Hotchkiss  °Tin 
is  in  very  bad  condition ;  all  of  the  bronze  has  been  scrubbed 
off,  apparently  by  permitting  the  gun  to  rust,  and  then  ap- 
plying something  to  take  off  the  rust,  which  took  off  the 
bronze.  The  gun  is  now  rusted  inside  and  out,  and  will 
soon,  if  not  already,  be  unserviceable  unless  prompt  attention 
is  given  to  it.  The  boat  needs  a  general  painting,  scrubbing 
and  repairing. 

I  respectfully  request,  both  in  justice  to  your  Excellency 
and  to  myself  as'  your  agent,  that  a  commission,  consisting  of 
a  competent  marine  engineer,  a  competent  joiner  and  a  com- 
'i)t  steamboat  master,  together  with  such  others  as  your 
Excellency  may  suggest,  to  be  appointed,  to  examine  the 
-reamer  Lillie,  aud  to  make  a  full,  complete  ■v.A  letailed  re- 
port, in  order  that  your  Excellency  may  know  how  to  deal 
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with  the  steamer  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  and  that 
you  may  make  such  recommendations  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly as  may  be  prepared  while  it  is  in  session. 
I  am,  sir,  Yours  very  respectfully,

I  also  quote  from  Engineer  J.  H.  Whitford's  report  to  me 
on  the  condition  of  the  machinery: 

"Upon  arrival  of  this  boat  in  Washington,  the  motive 
power — not  including  boiler — represented  just  what  the  same 
amount  of  scrap  iron  would  sell  for  at  the  junk  shop." 

The  latter  part  of  August,  1901,  I  began  to  have  the  boat 
overhauled,  the  engine  rebuilt,  and  a  new  boiler  installed, 
with  brass  piping  connections,  the  work  being  completed  the 
latter  part  of  December,  at  a  cost  of  $5,492.42.  This  amount 
was  very  much  in  excess  of  what  I  had  expected,  but,  owing 
to  the  condition  of  everything,  no  estimate  of  cost  could  be 
made.  The  boat  is  in  better  condition  to-day  than  at  any 
time  since  it  has  been  the  property  of  the  State,  but  owing  to 
the  cost  of  operating  the  boat,  I  have  not  used  her  since  last 
March.  I  am  at  present  using  a  gas  boat,  at  about  one-half 
the  expense.  The  Lillie  draws  5^  feet  of  water,  which  pre- 
vents her  from  going  into  a  great  deal  of  the  prohibited  waters 
where  we  have  the  greatest  need  for  a  patrol  boat.  This'  fact. 
Together  with  the  cost  of  operating,  which  will  amount  to  at 
least  $500  per  month,  drove  me  to  the  use  of  other  boats.  I 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  State  sell  the  steamer  Lillie 
and  build  throe  c^Qolino  boats  of  60  feet  length  and  14  feet 
beam,  equipped  with  30  horse  power  engines.  Thes'e  boats 
would  cost  about  $3.2^0  each,  and  could  be  operated  for 
about  $8  per  day.  They  are  far  more  practicable  for  patrol 
service,  as  they  would  be  capable  of  maintaining  an  average 
speed  of  ten  miles  per  hour ;  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  is 
small  compared  with  steamboats'.  The  State  should  also 
have  on  patrol  duty  at  least  three  schooners,  but  I  would 
recommend  that  these  be  chartered  for  the  present,  although 
it  would  be  desirable  for  the  State  to  own  them.     Alone:  this

line,  I  desire  to  state  that  there  has  never  been  an  effective 
patrol  of  our  waters',  as  under  former  administrations1  the 
Lillie  has  been  the  only  patrol  boat,  and  it  is  impossible  for 
her  to  travel  from  one  end  of  the  oyster  territory  to  the  other, 
going  in  a  straight  line,  in  a  day's  travel.     The  purpose  of 
the  patrol  is  to  prevent  the  dredger  from  trespassing  upon 
the  grounds  set  apart  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  tonger; 
and  when  we  consider  that  it  is  necessary  to  prove  that  the 
dredger  threw  and  wound  his)  dredge  to  secure  a  conviction, 
and  that  they  can  not  be  seen  doing  this,  with  the  aid  of  the 
most  powerful  glasses,  at  a  greater  distance  than  two  miles, 
it  is  easy  to  understand  how  violations  of  the  law  can  be  com- 
mitted in  plain  view  of  the  officers'  without  their  knowledge. 
One  boat  can  not  patrol  more  than  fifteen  miles  of  territory, 
and  do  it  thoroughly.     Our  prohibited  territory  covers  one 
hundred  miles,  and  can  not  be  protected  with  less  than  six 
patrol  boats.     At  present  we  have  four  sail  boats  and  two 
gas  boats  on  patrol  duty,  and  while  there  are  some  violations 
of  the  law,  we  have  the  situation  in  good  shape.     The  large 
majority  of  our  oystermen  are  law  abiding  citizens,  but  we 
have  some  who  are  disposed  to  give  us  all  the  trouble  possible. 
They  have  gone  So  far  as  to  threaten  the  lives  of  the  officers 
appointed  to  enforce  the  law ;  and  while  their  threats  have  not 
deterred  the  officers  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  it  has 
had  the  effect  with  those  oystermen  who  are  disposed  to  aid 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  in  preventing  them  from  testi- 
fying against  them.     We  have  been  successful  in  bringing 
some  of  the  worst  offenders  before  the  Courts,  but  for  various 
reasons  they  have  escaped  unhurt,  which  has  had  a  tendency 
to  make  them  more  defiant  than  ever.     I  have  found  it  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  to  Secure  convictions  for  violations  of  the 
oyster  law  in  any  of  the  oyster  comities ;  and  would  suggest 
that  a  law  be  passed  to  permit  indictments  for  violations  of 
the  oyster  law  to  be  found  and  tried  in  other  counties  than  in 
those  where  the  offense  is  committed. 

T  desire  to  nail  your  attention  particularly  to  one  or  two 
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features  mentioned  in  the  "oyster  bill"  which  I  have  made  a 
part  of  my  report.  The  first  is,  the  section  authorizing  the 
Oyster  Commissioner  to  expend  one-half  of  the  balance  to  the 
credit  of  the  oyster  fund  on  April  15,  in  the  purchase  of 
oyster  shells  and  the  spreading  of  the  shells  on  the  natural 
oyster  bottoms  of  the  State.  It  is  generally  admitted  by  well 
informed  oystermen  that  the  planting  of  oyster  shells  is  the 
best  method  of  cultivating  oysters,  next  to  the  planting  of 
seed  oysters.  These  shells  should  be  scattered  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  natural  beds  during  the  months  of  April  and  May, 
so  as>  to  catch  the  spring  spat,  Vast  as  are  our  oyster 
grounds,  but  a  small  portion  of  the  bottom  available  for  the 
growth  of  the  oyster  has  been  utilized  by  nature.  This  has 
arisen  from  the  fact  that  in  many  cases  where  other  condi- 
tions are  favorable,  the  bottom  is  of  stich  a  character  as  to 
prevent  the  attachment  of  the  young  oyster,  though  perfectly 
adapted  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  adults.  If,  then,  the  spat 
be  caught  on  planted  shells,  the  difficulty  is  overcome,  and 
nature  has  been  assisted  to  the  degree  necessary.  It  is  nec- 
essary to  plant  the  shells  during  the  spring  months,  for  the 
reason  that  if  planted  during  the  fall  and  winter,  they  would 
likely  cover  with  a  coating  of  slime  that  will  prevent  the 
spat  from  clinging  to  them  next  spring. 

Another  feature  of  the  oyster  bill  is  the  restricting  the  tim^ 
for  oystering.  Under  the  present  law,  a  license  to  catch  oys- 
ters with  tongs  reads  from  September  to  September,  and  the 
oyster  beds  are  worked  from  September  to  June.  The  can- 
ning factories'  are  the  only  people  that  can  handle  our  oysters 
during  the  months  of  September,  October,  April  and  May, 
consequently  they  fix  the  price  of  oysters,  which  has  aver- 
aged twelve  cents  per  tub  this  season,  when,  if  the  oysters  had 
been  allowed  to  remain  on  the  bottom  until  November  1,  the 
same  class  of  oysters  would  have  not  only  increased  in  size, 
but  doubled  in  price.  The  oystermen  realize  this,  and 
would  not  engage  in  the  business  so  early,  but  for  the  fact 
that  a  few  people  start  it,  and  the  others,  for  fear  they  will 
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not  get  their  shar-e,  rush  in,  and  the  consequence  is  that  a 
large  part  of  the  best  oysters  we  have  are  bought  for  less  than 
one-half  their  value  and  incalculable  damage  done  to  the 
oyster  beds,  caused  by  the  taking  of  oysters  during  the  spawn- 
ing season.  It  is  very  often  the  case  that  whole  boat  loads 
spoil  before  they  can  reach  the  factory,  caused  by  the  very 
warm  weather. 

I  also  recommend  that  all  oysters  in  the  shell  be  prohibited 
from  being  carried  out  of  the  State.  This  is  the  only  way  to 
prevent  our  small  oysters  from  being  carried  into  other  States' 
to  build  up  their  oyster  grounds.  The  time  has  come  when 
we  need  have  no  fears  of  an  overproduction  of  oysters,  as 
we  have  a  sufficient  number  of  raw  houses'  and  factories  in  our 
State  to  handle  more  oysters  than  we  produce.  Last  season 
our  export  trade  amounted  to  50,106  bushels  of  oysters,  and 
there  were  handled  in  the  State  643,410  bushels.  There  are 
no  records  by  which  to  compare  this  amount  with  former  sea- 
sons, but  I  am  informed,  and  have  every  reason  to  believe, 
that  the  number  of  bushels  was  far  short  of  what  was1  han- 
dled during  the  seasons  1898,  1899  and  1900.  It  was  the 
coldest  winter  we  have  had  in  several  years,  which  prevented 
the  oystermen  from  working  more  than  half  of  the  time. 

The  receipts  from  January  1,  1001,  to  January  1,  1903, 
were  $29,473.63,  and  the  disbursements  were  $27,458.11. 

Deducting  the  amount  paid  for  claims  against  former  ad- 
ministrations of  $6,405.26,  and  cost  of  repairs  to  steamer 
IAllie,  amounting  to  $5,492.42,  Ave  find  the  total  cost  of 
enforcing  the  law  for  the  years  1901-1902  to  be  $15,560.43, 
as  compared  with  $17,102.92  for  the  years  1899-1900.  The 
total  receipts  for  the  six  years,  from  1895  to  1900,  inclusive, 
amounted  to  $31,792.33,  as  compared  with  $29,473.63  for  the 
two  years  1901-1902.

I  respectfully  recommend  the  following  oyster  bill : 
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AN   ACT   TO   PROTECT   AND   PROMOTE   THE   OYSTER    INDUS- 
TRY OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assevibly  of  NortJi  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  executing  and  enforcing  the 
oyster  laws  of  this  State  there  shall  be  an  Oyster  Commissioner 
appointed  by  the  Governor  whose  salary  shall  be  seven  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  and  actual  traveling  expenses 
not  to  exceed  in  any  one  year  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 
There  shall  also  be  an  Assistant  Oyster  Commissioner  appointed  by 
the  Governor  whose  salary  shall  be   ,  payable  monthly. 

There  shall  also  be  a  sufficient  number  of  inspectors  to  carry  into 
effect  and  properly  enforce  the  laws. 

The  inspectors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Oyster  Commissioner, 
and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  thirty  to  fifty  dollars  per  month  during 
the  oyster  season  in  the  discretion  of  the  Oyster  Commissioner, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any  time  by  the  Oyster  Commis- 
sioner. The  term  of  the  office  of  the  Oyster  Commissioner  and  the 
Assistant  Oyster  Commissioner  shall  be  two  years,  or  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  They  shall  be  subject  to 
removal  by  the  Governor  upon  complaint  and  a  hearing. 

All  officers  appointed  under  this  act  shall  give  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  duty  and  the  proper  accounting  for  all  moneys 
received  by  them.  The  bond  of  the  Oyster  Commissioner  shall  be 
two  thousand  dollars:  that  of  the  Assistant  Oyster  Commissioner 
one  thousand  dollars;  that  of  the  inspectors  five  hundred  dollars 
each.  Said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  each  shall  have  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  or  they 
may  be  given  in  a  guarantee  or  an  insurance  company  authorized 
to  do  business  in  this  State.  They  shall  be  approved  by  and  filed 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  the  county  wherein  the  officer  re- 
sides. Each  of  said  officers  shall  also  subscribe  to  and  file  with  his 
bond  an  oath  properly  administered  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties 
of  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Oyster  Commissioner  to  have  a 
general  supervision  over  every  branch  of  the  oyster  industry,  and  to 
see  that  the  laws  regulating  the  same  are  rigidly  enforced.  He 
shall  furnish  to  the  inspectors  and  to  the  clerks  of  the  several  coun- 
ties mentioned  in  this  act,  receipt  and  record  books,  and  all  other 
kinds  of  stationery  necessary  to  keep  a  correct  record  and  account 
of  all  the  money  collected,  and  all  information  required  to  be  kept. 
Said  stationery  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor 
and    Printing    upon    requisition    of   the    Oyster    Commissioner.     He 
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shall  see  that  the  law  regulating  the  catching  and  handling  of 
oysters  are  enforced.  That  no  illegal  methods  are  used  in  catching, 
selling  or  shipping.  That  the  cull  law  is  rigidly  enforced,  and  that 
only  proper  and  legal  measures  are  used  in  buying  and  selling.  He 
shall  prosecute  all  violaters  of  the  law,  and  whenever  it  is  necessary, 
he  may  employ  counsel  for  this  purpose.  He  and  the  Assistant 
Oyster  Commissioner  and  inspectors  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  arrest  with  or  without  warrant  any  person  or  per- 
sons violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  oyster  laws.  He  may 
also  employ  or  charter  sail  vessels,  tugs  and  other  boats  when 
necessary.  He  shall.  int  his  official  capacity,  have  power  to  admin- 
ister oaths  and  to  send  for  and  examine  persons  and  papers.  He 
shall  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  each  month,  mall  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State  a  consolidated  statement  showing  the  amount  of  taxes 
collected  during  the  preceding  month  and  by  and  from  whom  col- 
lected. He  shall  make  a  biennial  report  to  the  Governor,  setting 
forth  in  detail  an  account  of  his  official  acts;  the  condition  of  the 
oyster  industry  in  all  its  branches,  and  shall  recommend  such 
additions  to  or  modifications  of  existing  laws  relating  thereto  as  he 
may  deem  proper  and  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  The  Assistant  Oyster  Commissioner  shall  be  chargea  with 
the  special  supervision  under  the  Commissioner  of  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  oyster  industry  in  the  different  counties.  He  is  par- 
ticularly charged  with  the  rigid  enforcement  of  the  cull  feature  of 
the  law,  the  provision  against  the  use  of  illegal  measures  in  buying 
or  selling,  and  the  unlawful  use  of  scoops,  scrapes  and  dredges  in 
the  bays,  creeks,  straits,  sounds,  rivers  and  their  tributaries,  and 
elsewhere  where  the  same  are  prohibited.  Whenever  oysters  are 
offered  for  sale  or  loaded  upon  any  vessel,  car  or  train  without  hav- 
ing been  properly  culled  according  to  law,  the  Commissioner  or 
Assistant  Commissioner  or  inspectors  shall  seize  the  boat,  vessel, 
car  or  train  containing  the  same,  and  shall  cause  the  said  oysters  to 
be  scattered  upon  the  public  grounds,  and  the  cost  and  expense  of 
said  seizure  and  transportation  shall  be  a  prior  lien  to  all  liens  on 
said  boat,  vessel,  car  or  train,  and  if  not  paid  on  demand  the  officers 
making  the  seizure  shall,  after  advertisement  for  twenty  days,  sell 
the  same  and  make  title  to  the  purchaser,  and  after  paying  expenses 
as  aforesaid,  pay  the  balance,  if  any,  into  the  oyster  fund;  and  the 
owner  or  person  offering  said  oysters  for  sale,  or  having  them  in 
possession,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  days.  The  inspectors  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all 
taxes  collected  by  them  and  from  whom  and  for  what  purpose  col- 
lected. They  shall  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month  mail  to 
the  Oyster  Commissioner  a  report  on  such  form  as  he  may  perscribe, 
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of  all  taxes  collected  by  them,  showing  from  whom  received,  with 
the  amount  of  said  taxes. 

Sec.  4.  The  clerks  of  the  courts  of  the  several  counties  who  are 
authorized  to  issue  licenses  or  to  collect  any  license  tax  shall  on  or 
before  the  15th  day  of  each  month  mail  to  the  Oyster  Commissioner 
a  statement  showing  all  licenses  issued  during  the  preceding 
month,  to  whom  issued  and  for  what  purpose,  and  the  amount  of 
tax  collected  by  them  from  all  sources  under  the  oyster  laws;  and 
they  shall  at  the  same  time  remit  the  said  amount  less  two  and  one- 
half  per  cent  as  their  commission,  direct  to  the  State  Treasurer. 
They  shall  at  the  same  time  mail  to  each,  inspector  asking  for 
same,  a  lisl  of  all  per  i  whom  license  has  been  issued,  and  ot 

all  boats  or  vessels  licensed,  and  for   what  purpose. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  buying- 
oysters  in  this  State  shall  keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  oysters 
bought  by  them,  when  and  from  whom  bought,  the  number  of 
bushels  and  the  price  paid  therefor.  All  these  records  shall  at  all 
times  be  opened  to  the  examination  and  inspection  of  the  Oyster 
Commissioner  and  inspectors,  and  upon  request  shall  be  verified 
by  the  parties  making  them.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  thirty  days  for  each 
and  every  offense. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  oysters  from 
the  public  grounds  of  this  State  without  first  obtaining  license  so 
to  do;  and  no  person  shall  be  licensed  for  this  purpose  who  is  not 
a  bona  fide  resident  of  this  State  and  resided  therein  continuously 
for  two  years  next  preceding  the  date  of  his  application  for  license; 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  licensed  under  the  provision 
of  this  act  to  employ  as  agent  or  assistant  any  person  not  so  licensed, 
or  to  act  as  the  agent  or  assistant  of  any  person  unlicensed. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  desiring  to  catch  oysters  from  the  public 
grounds  of  this  State  shall  first  make  and  subscribe  to  the  follow- 
ing   oath    before    some    officer    qualified    to    administer    oaths:     "I, 

being  an  applicant  for  oyster  license,  do  solemnly  swear 

that  I  am  a  citizen  of  North  Carolina,  and  have  been  a  resi- 
dent  of   the    State    for   the   two    years    next   preceding   this    day; 

that  my   place    of    residence   now    is    in    County;    that    1 

will  not,  if  granted  license,  employ  any  non-resident  or  unlicensed 
person  as  an  assistant  or  serve  as  an  assistant  to  any  non-resident 
or  unlicensed  person,  nor  will  I  transfer,  assign  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of  my  license  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation;  and  that  1 
will  not  knowingly  or  wilfully  violate  or  evade  any  of  the  laws 
or  regulations  .of  the  State  relating  to  its  oyster  industry.  So  help 
me  God."  He  shall  then  present  to  and  file  said  oath  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court  of  Hyde,  Dare,  Beaufort,  Carteret,  Pamlico,  Craven  or 
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Pasquotank  County;  and  the  said  clerk,  if  satisfied  with  the  truth 
of  the  statements  made  in  the  oath  of  application  shall  issue  to  him 
an  oysterman's  license  in  the  following  form:  " t  a  resi- 
dent of County,  having  this  day  made  application  to  me 

for  an  oysterman's  license,  and  having  filed  with  me  the  oath  pre- 
scribed by  law,  I  do  hereby  grant  to  him  license  to  catch  oysters 
from  the  public  grounds  of  this  State  from  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 190.  ..  until  the  first  day  of  next  April.     Witness  my  hand  and 

official  seal  this  the day  of 190 ,  Clerk 

Superior    Court    County,    North    Carolina." 

The  said  oath  and  a  record  of  the  license  shall  be  kept  by  the 
clerk,  and  for  issuing  and  recording  the  same  he  shall  receive  from 
the  applicant  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  No  fee  shall  be  charged  by 
the  clerk  for  administering  the  oath.  If  any  person,  after  having 
been  licensed,  shall  violate  his  oath  of  application,  or  shall  make 
any  false  statements  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  any  license,  he 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  crime  of  perjury,  and  upon  conviction  punished 
accordingly. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  use  any 
boat  or  vessel  of  any  description  for  the  purpose  of  taking  or  catch- 
ing oysters  from  the  public  grounds  of  this  State  until  the  said  boat 
or  vessel  has  been  duly  licensed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  one  of  the  counties  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  and  the 
tax  required  by  law  paid  therefor.  License  may  be  granted  by 
anyone  of  said  clerks  upon  application  and  the  payment  of  the  fol- 
lowing tax:  On  any  boat  or  vessel,  without  cabin  or  deck,  and  un- 
der custom  house  tonnage,  using  scrapes  or  dredges,  a  tax  of  three 
dollars.  On  any  boat  or  vessel,  with  cabin  or  deck,  and  under  cus- 
tom house  tonnage,  using  scrapes  and  dredges,  six  dollars.  On  any 
boat  or  vessel,  using  scrapes  or  dredges,  required  to  be  registered 
or  enrolled  in  custom  house,  a  tax  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
ton  on  gross  tonnage.  But  no  boat  or  vessel  propelled  by  steam,  gas 
or  electricity;  and  no  boat  or  vessel  of  more  than  thirty  tons  net 
tonnage;  and  no  boat  or  vessel  not  the  property  absolutely  of  a  citi- 
zen or  citizens  of  this  State,  on  the  ratification  of  this  act,  or  un- 
less built  and  owned  in  this  State  subsequent  thereto,  and  actually 
owned  by  a  bona  fide  resident  under  this  act,  shall  receive  license 
or  be  permitted  in  any  manner  to  engage  in  the  catching  of  oysters 
anywhere  in  the  waters  of  this  State.  All  boats  or  vessels  so 
licensed  to  dredge  or  scrape  oysters  shall  display  on  the  port  side 
of  the  jib  above  the  reef  and  bonnet,  and  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  mainsail  above  all  reef  points,  in  black  letters,  not  less  than  one 
foot  long,  the  initial  letter  of  the  county  granting  the  license,  and 
the  number  on  said  license.  The  numbers  to  be  painted  on  can- 
vass and  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  issuing  the  license,  for 
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which  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  cents.  Any  person  or  persons 
using  any  boat  or  vessel  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty 
or  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  or 
less  than  ten  days  for  the  offence,  but  for  the  second  or  subsequent 
offence  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Court,  and  the  boat  or  vessel  so  used  shall  be 
seized,  forfeited,  advertised  for  twenty  days  at  three  public  places  In 
the  county  where  seized  and  sold  at  some  place  designated  in  the 
advertisement,  and  the  proceeds  paids  into  the  oyster  fund. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to 
engage  in  the  business  of  buying  or  purchasing  oysters  in  this  State, 
either  for  canning,  packing,  shucking  or  shipping,  without  first  ob- 
taining a  license  to  do  so  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
either  Hyde,  Carteret,  Pamlico,  Craven,  Beaufort,  Dare  or  Pasquo- 
tank County.  Upon  application  to  anyone  of  said  Clerks  and  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  he  shall  grant  to  the  person  firm  or 
corporation  making  the  said  application  a  dealer's  license,  which 
shall  not  be  granted  prior  to  the  first  day  of  November,  and  shall 
continue  in  force  only  until  the  first  day  of  April  following.  And 
the  said  Clerk  shall  at  once  mail  to  the  Oyster  Commissioner  a 
duplicate  of  said  license.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  doing 
business  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
for  each  and  every  day  such  business  is  so  continued. 

Sec.  10.  All  dealers  in  oysters  and  all  persons  who  purchase 
oysters  for  canning,  packing,  shucking  or  shipping  shall  pay  a  tax 
of  one  and  a  half  cents  on  every  bushel  purchased  by  them.  This 
tax  shall  be  paid  to  and  collected  by  the  inspectors  and  when  paid  a 
receipt  shall  be  given  therefor.  Upon  failure  or  refusal  by  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  to  pay  said  tax,  his  or  their  license  as  a 
dealer  shall  at  once  become  null  and  void,  and  no  further  license 
shall  be  granted  them  during  the  current  year,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Commissioner  or  Inspector  to  institute  suit  for  the  col- 
lection of  said  tax. 

Sec.  11.  All  oysters  taken  from  the  public  ground  of  this  State, 
with  whatsoever  instrument  or  implement  shall  be  culled,  and  all 
oysters  whose  shells  measure  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  from 
hinge  to  mouth,  except  such  as  are  attached  to  larger  oysters,  and 
can  not  be  removed  without  destroying  the  small  oyster,  and  all 
shells  taken  with  said  oyster  shall  be  returned  to  the  public  grounds 
when  and  where  taken,  and  no  oysters  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
Inspector  to  be  marketed  which  shall  consist  of  more  than  five  per 
cent  of  such  small  oysters  and  shells. 

Sec.  12.  All  oysters  measured  in  the  shell  in  this  State  shall  be 
measured  in  a  circular  tub  with  straight  sides  and  straight,   solid 
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bottom,  with  holes  in  the  bottom  not  more  than  one-half  inch  in 
diameter.  The  said  measure  shall  have  the  following  dimensions: 
A  bushel  tub  shall  measure  eighteen  inches  from  inside  to  inside 
across  the  top,  sixteen  inches  from  inside  to  inside  across  the  bot- 
tom, and  twenty-one  inches  diagonal  from  inside  chimb  to  top.  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  buying  oysters  to  use  or  have 
in  their  possession  any  other  measure  than  the  dimensions  herein 
specified.  All  measures  used  for  buying  oysters  shall  have  the 
brand  to  be  adopted  by  the  Oyster  Commissioner  stamped  thereon  by 
said  Commissioner  or  his  lawful  Inspector.  Any  person  violating 
this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  ninety  days,  and  all  measures  found  in  the  possession 
of  any  such  person  not  meeting  the  requirements  of  this  section 
shall  be  destroyed  by  said  Commissioner  or  Inspector. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  duly  licensed 
and  using  a  licensed  boat  or  vessel  to  use  scoops,  scrapes  or  dredges 
in  catching  or  taking  oysters  from  December  1st  in  each  year  to  the 
1st  day  of  April  following,  from  the  public  grounds  in  the  broad, 
open  waters  of  Pamlico  Sound,  Pamlico  River,  Neuse  River  and 
Long  Shoal  River,  except  in  those  portions  of  the  said  sound  and 
rivers  in  which  the  use  of  such  instruments  or  implements  is  pro- 
hibited by  the  succeeding  section  of  this  Act.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  carry  winders,  dredges  or  scrapes  on  any  boat 
between  the  5th  day  of  April  and  the  25th  day  of  November.  Any 
boat  found  with  winders,  dredges  or  scrapes  during  this  time  shall 
be  seized  and  the  owner  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
or  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  use  any 
scoops,  scrape  or  dredge,  or  any  other  instrument  or  implement  ex- 
cept hand-tongs,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  or  catching  oysters  from 
the  public  grounds  in  any  bay,  river,  creek,  strait  or  sound,  or  any 
tributary  of  such  which  border  upon  or  empty  into  Pamlico  Sound, 
Pamlico  River,  or  Long  Shoal  River,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  any  scoop,  scrape  or  dredge  or  other  in- 
strument, except  hand-tongs,  in  the  waters  of  Pamlico  Sound  from 
what  is  known  as  the  Reef  or  Reefs  in  the  Eastern  portion  of  said 
sound  to  the  line  of  banks  bordering  its  eastern  shores.  It  shall 
also  be  unlawful  to  use  any  scoop,  scrape  or  dredge  or  other  instru- 
ments or  implements,  except  hand-tongs,  along  the  shores  of  Pam- 
lico County  inside  of  a  line  beginning  at  Maw  Point  and  running  to 
the  west  end  of  Brant  Island,  thence  to  Pamlico  Point.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  use  any  scoop,  scrape  or  dredge  or  other  instrument  or 
implement  from  February  10th  in  each  year  to  April  1st  following 
in  the  waters  of  Pamlico  Sound  north  or  a  line  running  from  Long 
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Slioal  Light  to  Gull  Shoal  Life-Saving  Station.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
to  use  any  scoop,  scrape  or  dredge  or  any  other  instrument  or  imple- 
ment, except  hand-tongs,  to  catch  or  take  oysters  from  the  public 
grounds  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Carteret  County,  except  as  defined 
in  Section  15  of  this  Act,  which  territory  is  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  or 
imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months  for  each  offence.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  person  to  use  an  open  boat  not  exceeding  thirty  feet 
in  length  over  all  for  the  purpose  of  taking  or  catching  oysters  with 
hand-tongs  or  scrapes  in  any  of  the  bays,  creeks,  or  straits  in  Hyde 
County,  and  inside  the  reefs  in  Dare  County. 

Sec.  15.  As  there  has  been  a  question  as  to  the  exact  boundry  line 
of  Carteret  County,  the  northern  boundry  of  said  county,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act  only,  shall  be  a  line  extending  from  Swan  Point 
to  Harbor  Island  Light,  thence  a  line  to  Southwest  Straddle  Light, 
thence  a  line  to  Northwest  Point  Light,  thence  a  line  to  the  middle 
of  Ocracoke  Inlet. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  or  take 
oysters  with  any  instrument  or  implement  whatsoever  from  any  of 
the  public  grounds  of  this  State  at  night  or  on  Sunday;  nor  shall 
any  such  person  or  corporation  unload  any  oysters  on  Sunday,  or  at 
any  time  between  sunset  and  sunrise.  Any  person  or  corporation 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  fined  $25.00  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  18.  The  Oyster  Commissioner  shall  have  power  and  authority 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  and  prescribe  all  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary  and  that  are  reasonable  to  carry 
into  effect  and  operation  this  Act  according  to  its  true  intent  and 
purposes. 

Sec.  19.  Whenever  in  his  judgment  it  may  become  necessary,  and 
upon  request  of  the  Oyster  Commissioner,  the  Governor  of  the  State 
may  by  proclamation,  suspend  entirely  the  use  of  all  scoops,  scrapes 
or  dredges  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  State,  either  for  a  definite 
period  of  time  or  until  the  sitting  of  the  next  General  Assembly; 
and  when  he  shall  have  done  this,  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for 
any  person  to  use  such  instruments  or  implements  to  catch  oysters 
from  any  of  the  public  grounds  of  the  State,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  im- 
prisoned not  less  than  twelve  months,  and  the  boat  used  for  this 
purpose  shall  be  forfeited  and  shall  be  seized,  advertised  and  sold  by 
the  Oyster  Commissioner  or  by  the  Inspectors  in  the  county  wherein 
said  illegal  act  was  committed,  and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the  oyster 
fund.     In  any  prosecution  for  the  violation  of  this  section  against 
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the  master  or  owner  of  a  vessel,  proof  that  said  vessel  was  equipped 
with  a  dredge,  scrape,  or  any  instrument  other  than  ordinary  oyster 
tongs  for  catching  or  taking  oysters,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  defendant's  guilt. 

Sec.  20.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  shall  keep  all  funds  derived 
from  the  oyster  industry  separate  and  apart  from  other  funds  in  the 
treasury,  and  shall  pay  the  same  out  only  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor,  and  the  Auditor  shall  issue  no  warrant  on  said  fund  in  pay- 
ment of  any  claim,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  first  approved 
by  the  Oyster  Commissioner. 

Sec.  21.  The  Oyster  Commissioner  is  hereby  empowered  to  expend 
one-half  of  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  oyster  fund  on  the  15th 
day  of  April  for  the  purpose  of  buying  oyster  shells  and  scattering 
the  same  on  the  natural  oyster  grounds  of  the  State  during  the 
months  of  April  and  May.  , 

Sec.  22.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  buy  or 
sell  oysters  in  the  shell  which  have  been  taken  from  the  public 
Hiounds  of  this  State  between  the  1st  day  of  April  and  the  1st  day  of 
November:  Provided,  that  oysters  may  be  taken  with  hand-tongs 
only  during  the  month  of  April  to  be  and  actually  sold  for  plant- 
ing on  private  grounds  entered  and  held  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  23.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  carry 
oysters  in  the  shell  out  of  this  State  in  any  boat  or  vessel;  and  ail 
boats  or  vessels  found  loaded  with  oysters  for  transportation  out  of 
the  State  shall  be  seized,  and  the  cargo  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the 
oyster  fund,  and  the  captain  of  such  vessel  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  shall  pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

Sec.  24.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  for  which  the  penalty  has  not  been  specifically  mentioned 
^hall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  affect  any  prosecution  for  violations  of  the  Laws  or 
1901,  or  offences  against  the  same  committed  before  the  passage  of 
this  Act. 

Sec.  26.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  using  a  boat  for  the 
purpose  of  catching  oysters  to  refuse  to  stop  and  exhibit  his  license 
when  commanded  to  do  so  by  the  Oyster  Commissioner,  Assistant 
Commissioner,  or  any  Inspector.  Any  person  violating  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  find  not  less  than  $25.00  nor 
more  than  $50.00. 

Sec.  27.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  display  any  other 
number  in  their  sail  than  the  one  specified  in  their  license,  or  dis- 
play a  number  when  the  boat  has  not  been  licensed. 

Sec.  28.  If  any  boat  or  vessel  shall  be  seen  sailing  on  any  of  the 
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waters  of  this  State  which  are  exempted  from  dredging  by  law  in 
the  same  manner  in  which  they  sail  to  take  or  catch  oysters,  with 
scoop,  scrape  or  dredge,  the  said  boat  or  vessel  shall  be  pursued  by 
any  officer  authorized  to  make  arrest;  and  if  said  boat  or  vessel  ap- 
prehended by  said  officer  shall  be  found  to  have  on  board  any  wet 
oysters,  or  the  dredges  or  dredge  lines  or  deck  wet,  indicating  the 
taking  or  catching  of  oysters  at  said  time,  and  properly  equipped 
for  catching  oysters  with  scoop,  scrape  or  dredge,  such  fact  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  that  the  said  boat  or  vessel  has  been  used  in 
violation  of  this  Article. 

All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

This  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

Carolina: 

Gentlemen": — I  have  the -honor  to  present  the  following 
report  of  the  condition  and  operations  of  the  institutions  of 
the  State,  under  your  general  supervision,  and  of  the  several 
County  Institutions  of  Charity  and  Correction.  There  will 
also  be  found,  in  addition,  reports  of  the  orphanages,  under 
the  care  of  churches,  or  fraternal  orders,  and  of  the  hospitals, 
municipal,  private,  denominational,  voluntarily  maintained 
by  the  people,  in  North  Carolina. 

It  will  be  seen,  upon  examination,  that  the  work  of  syste- 
matic ministration  to  human  ills,  has  never  attained  such  mag- 
nitude in  our  commonwealth  before,  and  the  beneficent  re- 
action for  good,  is  bringing  forth  results  far  in  advance  of 
those  of  past  years,  although,  like  other  efforts  of  man,  in 
some  lines  of  work,  less  by  far  than  the  demands  of  hu- 
manity require.

This  advancement  in  providing  means  for  the  defective 
and  dependent  classes  in  our  State  from  1,739  to  2,961,  and 
the  payment  therefor  from  $252,500  to  $454,000,  is  extra- 
ordinary, and  the  more  so,  that  buildings  for  about  450  more 
are  nearly  ready — thus  bringing  up  the  number  to  be  appro- 
priated for  in  1903  to  fully  double  the  whole  number — in- 
sane, deaf,  blind  and  orphans,  and  veterans — in  1892. 

This  action  is  a  proud  record.  It  has  been  taken  chiefly 
within  the  years  just  past,  with  a  full  knowledge  of  responsi- 
bility to  the  people,  and  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
down,  the  State  officers  and  leaders  have  manfully  stood  by 
the  cause  of  humanity,  the  relief  of  suffering,  the  demonstra- 
tion to  mankind  that  in  the  breast  of  Carolinians,  the  noblest 
feelings  that  exalt  civilization,  alike  with  the  soundest  policy 
of  the  modern  State,  control  their  legislation  for  the  publie 
good. 

Study  this  aright — and  we  believe  the  historian  will  say 
no  brighter  page  can  be  found  in  our  annals  than  in  the  chari- 
ties of  North  Carolina. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  review  at  length  the  full  and  com- 
prehensive reports  of  the  State  institutions,  which  have  been 
promptly  rendered  by  their  courteous  officers.  And  in 
view  of  the  deficit  in  the  Treasury,  which  was  expected,  for  a 
temporary  season,  it  is  hardly  desirable  to  enlarge  upon  fur- 
ther expansion  at  present.  All  the  institutions  for  the  insane 
especially,  have  accomplished  much  more  than  ever  before. 

The  State  Hospital  at  Morganton,  and  the  Broadoaks  Sana- 
torium (private  institution  for  the  insane,  licensed  directly 
by  this  Board,  under  the  law),  you  have  recently  inspected, 
ai  your  September  meeting. 
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The  Hospital  in  Raleigh  has  been  forced  to  give  up  some 
of  the  insane,  supposed  to  be  harmless  and  incurable,  to  be 
returned  to  the  several  county  authorities,  to  meet  the  de- 
mand for  the  accommodation  of  acute  and  violent  cases. 

Building  for  increased  capacity  at  the  Hospital  in  Golds- 
bcro  has  been  an  important  feature  of  the  year  there. 

The  Institution  for  the  Blind,  and  for  the  Colored  Deaf 
and  Dumb,  at  Ealeigh,  will  be  more  largely  attended  in  the 
ccming  session  than  ever  before  in  its  history,  and  the  day  is 
at  hand  when  even  its  greatly  increased  accommodations  will 
be  required  to  the  utmost,  if  the  appropriation  for  support  is 
proportionately  enlarged. 

The  Orphan  Asylum  has  also  increased  its  average  attend- 
ance, and  since  the  recovery  from  illness  of  its  efficient  Super- 
intendent, is  in  the  full  tide  of  its  beneficent  service. 

The  North  Carolina  Soldiers'  Home  now  contains  fifty 
per  cent  more  of  veterans  on  its  rolls,  and  every  bed  in  its 
considerable  hospital  is  full.  It  is  highly  satisfactory  to 
know  that  since  the  completion  and  opening  of  the  new  dor- 
mitory in  February,  1902,  a  higher  standard  of  comfort  has 
been  attained  than  ever  heretofore,  and  an  advance  in  all 
lines  of  improvement  has  been  made. 

In  the  State's  Prison,  there  are  fewer  convicts  than  for 
years  past.  At  this  particular  season,  the  number  is  practi- 
cally confined  to  those  imprisoned  for  capital  crimes,  and  the 
invalids,  the  others  being  utilized  in  saving  and  housing  the 
crops,^  and  in  camps  where  their  work  is  paid  for.  Fewer 
c<  nvicts  than  in  former  years  are  now  sent  to  the  central 
prison,  on  account  of  the  needs  of  the  counties  for  labor  in 
road  making  and  other  improvements.

There  have  been  no  epidemics.  One  accident  to  a  colored  female 
employee.  The  arm  and  hand  burned.  The  woman  has  recovered 
with  contractured  fingers.  Sixty  females  are  employed;  33  in  laun- 
dry and  sewing-room,  the  others  outdoors  among  the  vegetables 
and  flowers;  85  males  work  outside  in  the  garden,  on  the  lawn  and 
farm;  25  work  indoors  and  four  at  large,  assisting  the  carpenter  at 
work  on  the  cow-shed.  There  are  18  male  and  18  female  attend- 
ants. The  general  condition  of  farm  and  garden  is  better  than  last 
report.  The  water  supply  is  not  satisfactory.  The  estimated  cost 
of  supply  from  the  city  water-works  is  $4,500;  to  establish  connec- 
tion with  water  mains  and  an  annual  rental  of  $1,500.  The  number 
of  patients  from  the  Western  District  is  9,  4  males,  5  females.  Ap- 
plications on  file  awaiting  room  for  applicants,  79;  number  declined, 
62 — paralytics,  epileptics,  idiots  and  imbeciles.

The  Institution  is  in  debt  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  $7,000.00. 
This  Hospital  has  been  in  use  since  1856  and  has  undergone  a  num- 
ber of  changes,  requiring  constant  repairs.  The  insane  in  the  dis- 
trict have  constantly  increased  in  number.  We  are  unable  to  de- 
termine the  exact  number  outside.  The  building  asked  for  by  the 
Directors  will  give  66  additional  rooms,  taking  33  female  patients 
who  occupy  rooms  adjacent  to  the  male  wing  with  only  a  wall  in- 
tervening. We  regard  this  as  an  absolute  necessity.  A  change  in 
the  water  supply  is  urgent  and  no  doubt  will  be  effective  by  either 
connecting  with  the  Wake  Water  Company,  or  establishing  a  plant 
for  the  Hospital.  A  boiler-house  with  four  new  boilers  are  also 
needed.  A  house  for  the  laundry  and  carpenter  shop  is  necessary, 
carpenter-house  being  equipped  with  machinery  to  aid  in  repairing. 
Everything  asked  for  by  the  Directors  is  absolutely  and  unquali- 
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fiedly  needed.     The  estimated  cost  is  as  low  as  possible  and  the  as- 
sistance of  the  patients  has  been  counted  in  the  cost.

No  new  additions  to  buildings  or  improvements,  except  such  as  are 
under  construction,  as  provided  for  by  last  General  Assembly.  Will 
probably  be  occupied  in  the  spring.  The  present  appropriation  is 
$100,000  per  annum;  there  is  a  deficit  in  support  fund  of  $7,000.

Applicants  refused  admission,  150 — all  for  lack  of  room;  500 
previous  to  last  year.  Re-admiss'ions,  21.  There  has  been  no  epi- 
demic, but  there  were  a  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  complica- 
ting influenza  in  early  spring.  No  accident.  It  has  not  been  prac- 
ticable to  return  patients  to  their  homes;  5  have  been  exchanged. 
A  request  was  sent  to  the  head  of  each  family  for  a  sworn  state- 
ment in  any  case  where  there  was  a  question  of  means.  The  Attor- 
ney-General was  asked  to  get  information  for  the  government  ol 
the  Hospital  in  these  cases.  The  only  change  in  the  form  of  appli- 
cation was  an  additional  affidavit  to  elicit  required  information. 

The  farm  and  dairy  are  in  good  condition;  perhaps  better  than 
last  report. 

We  recommend  more  room  for  the  insane  who  are  now  refused 
admission,  and  a  building  for  tuberculous  patients.  An  active  and 
persistent  effort  to  limit  the  amount  of  tuberculosis  developing  in 
our  wards,  now  impossible  with  our  crowded  condition.

Dr.  J.  F.  Miller,  Supt.  Goldsboro,  N.  C. 

Since  last  report,  Dr.  Miller  has  completed  an  annex,  75  x  30 
feet,  3  stories  high,  containing  32  rooms.  This  will  accommodate 
70  patients.  This  building  has  been  completed  with  all  necessary 
equipments  at  the  low  cost  of  $20,000,  plumbing,  heating  and  light- 
ing in  thoroughly  up-to-date  condition.  Now  in  charge,  500.  The 
farm  is  in  fine  condition,  large  crops  of  beans,  potatoes,  tomatoes, 
cabbages,  turnips,  etc.,  now  growing  (s'econd  crop)  on  the  land. 
There  is  also  a  large  quantity  of  growing  corn  intended  for  ensi- 
lage, which  will  fill  the  silos  to  their  utmost  capacity.  A  switch 
should  be  built  from  the  railroad  to  bring  in  the  heavier  supplies, 
coal,  etc.,  which  the  Superintendent  thinks  would  be  a  great  saving 
to  the  institution.  This  could  be  done  at  small  cost  by  using  the 
inmates  to  do  most  of  the  work.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  en- 
large this  report,  as  the  annual  report  is  due  November  30,  wherein 
a  detailed  account  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  will  be  given.  The 
institution  was  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

STATE  HOSPITAL. 
Dr.  J.  F.  Miller.  Goldsboro,  N.  C 

A  new  building  150  feet  long,  36  feet  wide,  3  stories,  has  been 
erected.  It  is  built  of  brick  and  covered  with  slate.  Also  a  second 
building  of  brick  and  covered  with  tin,  40  feet  long,  1  story. 

The  large  building  cost  about  $21,000,  including  furnishings.  The 
first  story  is  used  for  an  associate  dining-room  for  male  patients, 
and  a  store  room  for  commissary  supplies.  The  second  and  third 
stories  are  for  patients.  The  smaller  building  cost  $500  and  is  used 
as  a  carpenter's  shop.

Three  hundred  and  twenty-one  patients  occupy  separate  rooms, 
145  in  double  and  associate  rooms. 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  or  accidents;  23  are  at  home  on  pro- 
bation. Religious  services  and  Sabbath  school  every  Sunday.  The 
patients  have  weekly  dances,  except  in  hot  weather.  Walks  and  the 
gramophone  occasionally.  Very  few  can  enjoy  books  or  papers,  and 
they  are  supplied.  There  are  16  male  and  21  female  attendants, 
including  night  watch  and  supervisors.  About  45  per  cent  of  males 
and  55  per  cent  of  males  are  employed.  No  form  of  light  indoor 
work,  such  as  rug  making,  basket  making,  etc.,  has  been  introduced. 
All  mending  is  done  by  the  patients  and  a  large  portion  of  clothing 
is  made  by  them;  also  laundry  work;  200  acres  in  cultivation,  not 
including  pasturage.  We  have  not  declined  any  applicants  since  the 
20th  of  May  whom  we  thought  should  be  admitted  to  this  Hospital. 

Our  appropriation  for  support  and  repairs  is  $50,000.  We  need 
$10,000  special  appropriation,  viz.:  for  cold  storage,  $2,500;  for  ex- 
tension of  a  track  from  the  Southern  Railroad  to  our  boiler  house, 
$2,500;  for  fire  escapes,  $2,500;  for  enlargement  and  furnishing 
kitchen,  $2,500.  The  number  of  applications  is  very  large.  No  pay 
patients.     No  change  in  by-laws  of  the  Institution.

No  plan  has  been  effected  to  return  the  non-indigent  to  their 
friends.  No  change  in  the  form  of  application.  No  epidemic  or 
serious  accident.  The  general  health  is  excellent.  Five  white 
males  assist  in  garden,  3  females  help  in  the  sewing  room;  3  attend- 
ants for  males,  1  for  females.  A  small  garden  from  the  State  Prison 
is  worked  in  summer.

BROADOAKS  SANATORIUM   (PRIVATE). 

(Inspected  September  I7th  by  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities,  Dr.  Chas.  Duffy, 
W.  F.  Craig  and  Edgar  L.  Haughtou  present.) 

Dr.  I.  M.  Taylor,  Supt.  Morganton,  N.  C. 

Broadoaks  Sanatorium  is  a  private  hospital,  duly  licensed  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities,  to  care  for  the  insane,  feeble-minded  and 
inebriates',  and,  in  addition,  receives  other  invalids  suffering  from 
any  of  the  many  nervous  diseases. 

The  Sanatorium  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Broadoaks  Sanato- 
rium Company,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina.  The 
officers  of  the  corporation  are  Isaac  M.  Taylor,  President;  John 
McCampbell,  Vice-President;  F.  M.  Scroggs,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. 

The  officers  in  charge  of  the  medical  work  are  Isaac  M.  Taylor, 
M.D.,  John  McCampbell,  M.D.,  visiting  physicians;  Richard  H. 
Speight,  Jr.,  M.D.,  resident  physician,  all  of  whom  are  graduates  of 
colleges  of  good  standing  and  have  been  licensed  by  the  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.   Isaac  M.   Taylor  has  had  an  experience  of  fifteen  years  as 
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assistant  physician  in  the  State  Hospital  at  Morganton.  Dr.  John 
McCampbell  has  had  an  experience  of  six  years  as  assistant  physi- 
cian at  the  same  hospital.  Dr.  Richard  H.  Speight,  Jr.,  has  been  con- 
nected with  Broadoaks  Sanatorium  for  nine  months.  The  Sanato- 
rium hat,'  been  in  operation  one  year,  having  received  the  hist  pa- 
tient September  15,  1901.  There  have  been  43  patients  admitted 
during  the  year,  one  having  been  admitted  three  times,  making  a 
total  of  forty-one  individuals  under  treatment.  There  were  present 
at  the  time  of  the  inspection  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  six 
men  and  six  women,  total  12;  of  these  five  were  under  treatment 
for  mental  disease,  one  for  neurasthenia  and  six  for  inebriety. 

The  number  of  attendants  has  varied  as  the  needs  of  the  patients 
demanded.  On  the  day  of  inspection  three  men  and  five  women 
were  employed.  A  night  nurse  is  on  duty  all  night,  and  when  occa- 
sion demands  both  male  and  female  night  nurses  are  kept  on  duty. 
On  the  day  of  visitation  the  male  night  nurs'e  was  not  on  duty,  all 
the  male  patients  being  of  quiet  and  convalescent  classes. 

The  nursing  work  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  graduated  trained 
nurse  of  three  years  experience  of  hospital  superintendence.  The 
Sanatorium  is  situated  in  a  tract  of  twenty  acres,  is'  well  removed 
from  neighboring  houses,  is  lighted  by  electricity;  the  addition  for 
patients  is  heated  by  hot  water,  the  main  building  by  open  fires. 
The  water  supply  is  from  a  driven  well  remote  from  the  building, 
the  plumbing  is  of  approved  pattern,  the  sewage  is  disposed  of  by 
distribution  over  the  s'urface  at  a  point  remote  from  any  houses. 

The  design  of  the  management  is  to  conduct  the  Sanatorium  as 
nearly  like  a  home  as  possible,  avoiding  all  of  the  institutional  ex- 
cept what  is  needed  to  preserve  discipline.  There  have  been  no 
patients  admitted  under  legal  process  up  to  this  date,  all  having 
been  voluntary  patients. 

The  premises  were  in  good  order  and  the  furnishing  was  com- 
fortable and  suitable  for  hospital  purposes. 


NORTH  CAROLINA  SCHOOL  FOR  DEAF  AND  BLIND. 

(Inspected  April  16  by  Com.  W.  N.  Jones  and  C.  B.  Denson,  Sec;  found  in  a  satis- 
factory condition.) 

John  E.  Ray,  Supt.  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  buildings,  etc.  We  can  ac- 
commodate 125  white  girls,  125  white  blind  boys,  100  colored  girls 
and  100  colored  boys. 

During  the  fiscal  year  enrolled  110  blind  white  boys,  84  blind 
white  girls,  36  blind  colored  boys,  49  blind  colored  girls;  60  deaf 
colored  boys,  47,  deaf  colored  girls.  Total  white  students,  194;  col- 
ored, 192.  Enrollment,  386.  We  have  25  applications  for  admission, 
and  none  have  been  denied. 
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Average  daily  attendance,  300.  Per  capita  cost,  $183.33  per  an- 
num. Of  the  new  students  congenitally  blind,  21;  inflammation, 
11;  unknown  causes,  10;  scrofula,  4;  meningitis,  2;  accident,  3; 
measles',  2;  fever,  2;  cataract,  1;  whooping  cough,  1;  glaucoma,  1;  la 
grippe,  1;  accident,  1;  chicken-pox,  1;  small-pox,  1.  Attacked  with 
blindness  between  the  ages'  of  one  day  and  thirteen  years.  Entered 
school  at  ages  ranging  from  4  years  to  23  years.  Of  the  deaf, 
congenital,  8;  meningitis,  2;  pneumonia,  1;  catarrh,  1;  rising  in  the 
head,  1.  Ages  ranging  from  five  to  thirteen.  Deaths,  1  (typhoid 
fever).  No  serious  epidemics.  Several  cases  of  chicken-pox,  whoop- 
ing cough,  etc.  In  the  Industrial  department,  broom  making  taught 
to  50  boys;  mattres-s  making,  30;  cane  seating,  25;  sloyd,  50;  shoe 
making,  12;  woodwork  and  carpentry,  12.  Thirty-seven  girls  were 
taught  bead  work;  crocheting,  50;  cooking,  12;  knitting,  40;  fancy 
work,  50;  plain  sewing,  30;  dress-making,  10.  Materials,  $721.43. 
Teachers'  salaries,  $1,175,  and  the  profits  aggregated  $474  over  all 
expenses.  The  deaf  boys  are  taught  farming,  gardening  and  dairy 
work.  Daily  chapel  services,  and  the  scholars'  attend  the  various 
churches  in  the  city  on  Sunday.  The  worship  at  the  colored  de- 
partment is  the  same  with  the  exception  that  the  colored  deaf  do 
not  attend  the  churches.  Swings,  gymnasiums  and  regular  walks 
are  used  for  recreation.  We  need  a  lighting  plant  of  our  own  and 
better  ventilation  in  all  of  the  old  buildings.  We  need  more  laundry 
machinery,  and  an  entire  outfit  at  the  colored  department,  as  we 
have  no  machinery  there.  We  need  wood-working  machinery,  a  pipe 
organ  and  more  pianos.  We  greatly  need  sick  wards*,  cold  storage, 
covered  ways  between  the  buildings,  cement  floors  in  all  our  build- 
ings, and  plumbing  for  the  sick  wards.  Accounts  audited  by  Stew- 
ard, approved  by  the  Principal  and  at  least  two  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee before  paid.  We  think  that  the  number  of  blind  children  in 
the  State  not  in  school  will  not  exceed  150,  possibly  125;  forty  or 
fifty  colored  deaf  children  who  should  be  here.

NORTH  CAROLINA  SCHOOL  FOR  DEAF  AND   DUMB. 
(Inspected  by  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  Dr.  Chas.  Duffy,  President.) 
E.  McK.  Goodwin.  Prin.  Morganton,  N.  C. 

The  improvements  since  last  report  are  the  completion  of  the 
water  works;  two  additions  to  the  wings  of  the  building,  giving 
other  exits  in  case  of  fire;  the  remodelling  of  the  old  brick  residence 
has  been  begun,  and  much  general  improvement  on  the  farm.  The 
additions  give  room  for  50  children.

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Number  enrolled,  269;  discharged,  6;  admitted,  37.  Present  to- 
day, 235.  Can  accommodate  300.  No  serious  illness'.  No  deaths. 
Ninety-one  were  clothed  by  their  counties;  others  by  their  parents, 
etc.  One  new  teacher  and  a  fireman  added  to  force.  Wood-work, 
shoe-making,  printing,  farming  and  gardening  are  very  success- 
fully taught.  The  girls  learn  sewing  and  cooking.  They  can  earn 
their  own  living.  About  950  bushels  of  corn,  90  tons  of  ensilage, 
600  bushels  sweet  potatoes,  400  bushels  of  Irish  potatoes,  and  vege- 
tables in  abundance  were  raised  on  the  farm.  We  also  put  up 
3,000  cans  of  tomatoes  and  beans.  Deafness  was  caused  by  follow- 
ing things:  Congenital,  20;  effect  of  medicine,  1;  mumps,  2;  scarlet 
fever,  1;  earache,  1;  rising  in  the  head,  2;  throat  trouble,  1;  pneu- 
monia, 1;  intermittent  fever,  1;  whooping  cough,  1;  cold  in  the 
head,  1;   catarrh,  1;   malaria,  1;   3  unknown. 

Officers  and  employes  and  salaries  as  follows:  Superintendent, 
$2,000;  steward,  $700;  physician,  $350;  stenographer,  $200;  matron, 
$400;  supervisor,  $250;  two  supervisors,  $200;  one  supervisor,  $125; 
engineer,  $600;  fireman,  per  month,  $25;  baker,  per  month,  $25; 
cook,  $21;  two  assistant  cooks,  $10;  hall  boy,  $10;  scrubber,  $10; 
two  maids,  $7;  chief  laundress,  $12;  three  assistant  laundresses, 
$9;  one  milker,  $20;  one  assistant  milker,  $10;  driver,  $17;  two  farm 
hands,  $14.  The  salaries  of  instructors  per  annum:  Chief  instruc- 
tor, $900;  one  teacher,  $1,200;  two  teachers,  $900;  one  teacher,  $925; 
one  teacher,  $525;  one  teacher,  $700;  three  teachers,  $400;  one 
teacher,  $750;  two  teachers,  $500;  one  teacher,  $650;  two  teachers, 
$250;  one  teacher,  $450;  one  teacher,  $550;  one  teacher,  $300;  two 
teachers,  $200;  instructor  in  carpentry,  $700;  shoe-making,  $600; 
farmer  and  gardener,  $600.  We  need  $40,000  annually  for  repairs 
and  support,  and  $2,500  for  improving  the  grounds  and  buildings. 
The  per  capita  cost  is  $160.  The  Board  of  Directors  meet  twice  a 
year.  The  Executive  Committee  once  a  month,  and  audits  all  bills, 
and  the  s-ub-treasurer  pays  them.  The  per  capita  cost  is  slightly 
increased,  on  account  of  advance  in  all  commodities.

NORTH  CAROLINA  SOLDIERS'  HOME. 

(Inspected  July  28th  by  Commissioner  W.  iST.  Jones  and.  C.  B.  Denson,  Secretary, 
and  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition.) 

Raleigh,  N.  C. 
We   have   completed    a   large    dormitory   during  this  year.     This 
gives  us  24  rooms  besides  reception  room,  office,  etc.,  and  will  house 
most  comfortably  50  men.     The  building  cost  $5,000. 
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Now  on  the  roll,  110.  On  the  roll  November  30,  1901,  during  the 
year,  148.  Average  attendance,  95.  Bight  applications  on  file.  The 
present  condition  of  health  of  inmates  is  good.  There  has  been  no 
epidemic  or  serious  acident  during  the  year.  Died  in  the  Home,  15; 
while  on  furlough,  6.  The  State  appropriation  is  $13,000  annually 
for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution,  and  the  Chapters  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  furnished  the  new  dormitory,  besides 
providing  a  fine  lot  of  clothing,  bedding,  roller  chairs,  etc.,  for  the 
Hospital.  We  have  $1,730.96  in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year.  There  is  no  outstanding  indebtedness.  The  Superintendent 
receives  $30  per  month;  the  matron,  $20.  These  are  the  only  sala- 
ried officers.  The  servants  receive  $3  per  week.  Two  hundred  dol- 
lars is  allowed  for  medical  attention — $100  each  to  Dr.  Hines  and 
Dr.  McGeachy.  We  have  asked  for  the  same  appropriation  made  by 
the  last  Legislature,  $13,000,  for  maintenance  and  $5,000  for  improve- 
ments. Repairs  and  new  roofs  for  the  cottages  are  needed,  the  hos- 
pital should  be  better  heated,  and  additional  rooms  made  in  the  sec- 
ond story  of  the  dormitory.  Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  inmates  are 
hospital  subjects.  I  think  a  trained  nurse  should  be  employed  for 
the  hospital.

OXFORD  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

W.  J.  Hicks,  Supt.  Oxford,  N.  C. 

Last  year  a  wood-work  shop  was'  erected  largely  out  of  materials 
from  the  boys'  old  building.  A  deep  well  has  been  sunk,  which 
will  give  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water.  A  pump  has  been  put 
in  and  connections  made  with  the  buildings.  Two  fire  and  one 
drinking  hydrant  located.  A  new  engine  and  boiler  have  been  put 
in  the  new  shop,  which  will  afford  the  power  necessary  for  all  of 
our  industrial  work.  The  two  other  industrial  buildings'  planned 
are  almost  completed,  and  have  been  closed  in  for  the  winter.  They 
are  neat,  convenient  two-story  brick  buildings.  We  expect  to  con- 
centrate the  various  workshops  as  much  as  possible,  and  the  train- 
ing of  the  children  will  be  more  effective.  The  dangerous  plastering 
has  been  removed  from  the  chapel  and  school  rooms'  and  a  wooden 
ceiling  substituted.  The  school  rooms  have  been  remodelled.  Ven- 
tilation and  light  much  improved.  Total  cost  of  improvements, 
$7,000.

We  can  comfortably  accommodate  250  children;  witb  the  use  of 
hospital  about  260.  Approved  applications  are  filed,  and  as  soon  as 
there  is  room  they  are  admitted,  provided  they  send  certificate  of 
successful  vaccination.  Applications  approved,  89;  received,  129; 
disapproved,  20;  withdrawn,  4;  referred  to  the  Board,  3;  report  not 
yet  made,  13. 

Died,  3;  1  little  boy  after  a  lingering  illness;  1  heart  disease, 
1  fever,  thought  to  be  typhoid.  Several  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
during  the  summer.  Unable  to  find  local  cause  for  this.  One  mild 
case  of  diphtheria,  which  was  successfully  isolated.  Boys  are  re- 
ceiving the  following  training:  Wood-work,  12;  printing  office,  12 
shoe  shop,  6;  farming,  30;  furniture  factory,  24;  engine,  3 
bakery,  2.  Girls  in  the  kitchen,  4;  dining  rooms,  31;  laundry,  9 
office  and  school-room  work,  10;  sewing  room,  40.  Employed  once  a 
week  in  writing  mail,  4;  errand  boys,  3.  They  are  well  clothed  and 
fed.  We  give  only  an  English  education,  comparing  well  with  the 
sixth  grade  of  the  public  schools'.  The  children  attend  the  churches 
in  Oxford;  they  go  to  Sunday  school,  and  have  Bible  Band  meet- 
ings. The  precept  and  example  of  our  workers  are  powerful  factors 
for  the  betterment  of  the  boys  and  girls.  By  the  next  report  we 
hope  to  tell  of  improved  laundry.  The  children  seem  cheerful 
and  contented.     They  have  a  time  for  recreation  and  play  the  games 
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of  childhood.  They  gain  much  pleasure  from  singing.  Many  fine 
voices  are  developed.  It  is  part  of  their  school  work  to  learn  songs 
and  hymns. 

The  following  employes  receive  monthly  salaries  and  board: 
Superintendent,  $100;  lady  supervisor,  $83.33;  clerk  and  store- 
keeper, $75;  manager  shoe  shop,  $30;  baker  and  general  worker, 
$25;  cook  and  dining-room  matron,  $35;  sewing-room  matron,  $30; 
assistant,  $15;  laundry  matron,  $20;  hospital  matron,  $20;  assistant 
printing  office,  $30;  1  teacher,  $35;  5  teachers,  $30;  3  teachers,  $25 
each.  The  following  do  not  receive  board:  Manager  printing  office, 
$75;  Masonic  editor  Orphans'  Friend  and  Masonic  Journal,  $20; 
manager  wood-work  shop,  $75;  engineer  receives  $1  per  day;  mana- 
ger of  farm,  $25,  house  rent  and  vegetables  for  his  table. 

While  making  improvements  in  the  industrial  departments,  we 
would  not  advise  that  the  capacity  of  the  institution  be  increased. 
It  has  been  increased  about  thirty  by  placing  extra  beds  in  the  dor- 
mitorities.  The  interest  in  the  work  for  the  orphans  has  never  been 
so  great  in  North  Carolina,  and  the  increase  of  Orphans'  Homes  in 
the  State  has  not  decreased  the  support  accorded  the  Oxford  Orphan 
Asylum.  We  have  high  hopes  that  the  work  in  all  will  steadily 
grow  in  effectiveness.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE' S  PRISON. 

(Inspected  October  6th  by  Commissioner  W.  N.  Jones  and  C.  B.  Denson,  Secretary 
and  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition.) 

J.  S.  Mann,  Supt.  -Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Permanent  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  State  farms. 
The  erection  of  a  new  gin,  rebuilding  barns  and  shelters  at  a  cost 
of  $3,000.  At  the  Central  Prison,  covering  out-houses,  etc.,  $400. 
The  table  of  movement  of  population  as  follows:  Remaining  No- 
vember 30,  1901,  832;  number  received,  311;  died,  52;  discharged, 
242;  number  remaining  November  30,  1902,  849;  659  colored  males, 
47  colored  females;  136  white  males,  5  white  females,  2  male  In- 
dians; under  16  years,  8;  from  16  to  21,  81. 

The  health  of  prisoners  is  remarkably  good  at  present.  There  are 
thirty  men  lately  returned  from  the  Western  part  of  the  State  in  an 
enfeebled  condition  suffering  from  pulmonary  trouble  and  an  epi- 
demic of  bowel  trouble.  The  percentage  of  mortality  is  4x/2;  18 
deaths  from  pneumonia  during  the  past  winter  in  one  of  the  Western 
camps,  thereby  increasing  the  mortality  percentage  in  the  institu- 
tion. During  the  past  summer  in  the  same  camp  there  was  an  epi- 
demic of  bowel  trouble.  There  have  been  49  escapes;  tbirty  recap- 
tured; 6  killed  in  attempting  to  escape.  No  special  means  of 
reformation  other  than  careful  supervision  of  prisoners.  They  are 
required  to  behave  in  an  orderly  and  proper  manner.  Punishments 
are  not  frequent  and  only  by  direction  of  the  Superintendent  or  Su- 
pervisor of  each  camp.  A  record  of  these  is  kept.  The  prisoners 
are  employed  building  railroads,  turnpikes  and  farming.  Receipts, 
$178,863.41;  expenditures,  $158,854.22.  The  institution  is  self-sus- 
taining. Annual  amount  of  pay-roll,  $39,800.  There  are  no  serious 
objections  to  working  convicts  on  farm  lands*.  In  my  judgment  it  is 
the  best  possible  employment  for  a  large  per  cent  of  the  prison  pop- 
ulation. The  officers  are  satisfactory  and  the  convicts  are  as  cheer- 
ful and  certainly  as  obedient  as  ought  to  be  expected.  Regular  re- 
ligious services  are  not  maintained  in  the  camps,  but  in  the  Central 
Prison.  All  denominations  are  invited  to  hold  services  on  proper 
occasions.  I  most  emphatically  do  not  approve  of  the  present  ar- 
rangement for  the  care  of  the  so-called  dangerous  insane.

CHILDREN. 

Most  of  the  children  are  small  and,  therefore,  the  committee  has 
not  been  able  to*  place  out  by  indenture  as  many  as  hitherto  during 
same  interval  of  time.  The  children  are  in  good  health,  well  fed, 
and  well  cared  for,  as  far  as  their  physical  wants  are  concerned. 
This  is  a  subject  of  gratification  when  we  recall  that  almost  all  were 
in  direst  want  when  admitted.  But  the  committee  in  charge  has 
been  too  earnest  in  their  efforts  to  save  money.  A  more  liberal  ex- 
penditure on  improvements  on  the  building,  furniture  and  the  cloth- 
ing would  be  better  economy.  We  are  glad  to  learn  of  the  recent 
establishment  of  a  kindergarten  school  for  the  benefit  of  these  little 
ones.  We  urge  upon  the  committee  the  propriety  of  encouraging 
this  movement  in  every  possible  way.

I.  0.  O.  F.  of  North  Carolina,  J.  F.  Brinson,  Superintendent.  All 
children  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows  are  received,  regardless  of  birth. 
Admitted  during  the  year,  21;  sent  out  to  homes,  13.  Total  number 
in  charge,  75  or  80.  Remaining  November  30,  1902,  57.  No  deaths. 
The  health  has  been  good;  no  epidemic.  Children  are  admitted  at 
6  years.  Boys  remain  until  17  years  old  and  girls  until  18.  The 
cost  is  $5,000  per  year,  raised  by  a  per  capita  upon  the  members. 
The  institution  and  plant  have  cost  $35,000.  It  has  been  in  opera- 
tion eleven  years.  We  can  easily  get  more  funds  if  needed.  We  are 
offered  three  or  four  times  as  many  homes  as  we  have  children  to 
place.

The  Presbyterian  Orphans'  Home  is  at  Barium  Springs,  Iredell 
County,  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  R.  W.  Boyd,  Superintendent.

No  applications  for  foreign  born  children  have 
been  filed.  The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good;  mumps  pre- 
vailed in  the  spring.

The 
girls  learn  domestic  work.  Voluntary  contributions,  $14,063.10.

All  children  who  remain  till  they 
complete  the  literary  course  are  easily  self-supporting  and  secure 
employment  without  difficulty.

The  Orphanage  is  located  at  Thomasville,  N.  C,  under  the  au- 
spices of  the  Baptist  denomination.

The  new  dormitory  for  boys  is 
begun  and  will  be  a  two-story  building  with  capacity  for  40  boys.

We  have  industrial 
departments,  consisting  of  the  farm,  printing  office,  carpenter  shops, 
and  shoe  shops  for  the  boys;  laundry  and  dress-making  for  the  girls. 
We. are  well  supported;  the  children  warmly  clad,  well  fed  and  well 
instructed  physically,  intellectually  and  morally.  Cost  per  capita 
per  month,  $4.75,  including  everything.  Our  receipts  are  $12,000,  re- 
ceived by  voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  Sunday  Schools 
and  some  individuals.

THE  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE  AND  TRAINING  INSTITUTION, 

CHARLOTTE,  N.  C. 

Superintendent,  Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith,  under  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  with  Dioceses  of  North  Carolina  and  East  Carolina, 
and  the  Missionary  District  of  Asheville.  The  present  buildings,  by 
crowding,  will  accommodate  seventy  children.  Both  boys  and  girls 
admitted;  foreign  as  well  as  native  born,  if  resident  of  the  State.

Girls  cook,  clean  up, 
wash  and  yew.  Needy  and  orphan  children  admitted  not  younger 
than  three  years  old.  Girls  allowed  to  remain  till  they  are  sixteen, 
unless  they  find  homes  before  that  time.  Boys  remain  till  they  are 
fourteen  and  fifteen.  We  maintain  the  children  at  about  $5.00  per 
capita,  and  the  voluntary  contributions,  together  with  funds  from 
farm  and  paper,  through  the  year  generally  meet  all  of  our  expenses. 
Amounts  received  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1902,  $5,945.56, 
mainly  from  voluntary  contributions,  also  from  farm  rents,  and  The 
Messenger  of  Hope,  the  Orphans'  paper;  paid  about  $2,350  in  sal- 
aries, to  Superintendent,  Foreman,  2  Matrons,  and  three  teachers. 
Nearness  to  the  city  of  Charlotte  a  good  and  great  advantage  in 
many  ways.  Quite  a  number  of  people  want  the  children,  but  many 
of  them  want  them  merely  as  servants,  and  they  want  them  to  be 
well  nigh  perfect.

Friends'  Orphanage,  situated  one  mile  and  a  half  south  of  High 
Point,  Superintendent.  Mr.  Montgomery.  It  is  controlled  by  North 
Carolina  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends,  through  a  committee  of  twelve 
men  and  v/oraen.  About  50  children  can  now  be  accommodated,  but 
additions'  are  being  made  so  that  75  can  be  cared  for.  Both  sexes 
are  admitted.  We  have  uo  foreign  born.  None  have  applied.  Aver- 
age number  during  the  year,  35.  No  deaths;  no  epidemic.  Girls 
taught  house  work  and  boys  to  milk  cows  and  work  on  farm.  Chil- 
dren admitted  from  4  to  12  years  of  age,  and  remain  in  Orphanage 
until  they  become  of  age. 

The  children  have  good  food,  plenty  of  clothing,  and  by  1903,  Jan- 
uary, we  hope  to  have  a  new  school  building  completed,  so  they  may 
have  better  literary  advantages.  Up  to  this  time  they  have  attended 
the  district  school  near  by.  The  cost  of  a  teacher  will  probably 
be  $150  or  $175  per  year.  Amounts  received  the  past  year,  $1,400; 
$300  appropriated  by  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  the  remaining  from 
interested  donors'  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  All  has  been  ex- 
pended and  there  are  deficiencies  to  meet.  There  has  been  no  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  homes  for  the  children,  and  parties  have  to  sign 
a  written  contract  that  the  child  will  be  clothed  and  fed  comfortably 
and  given  at  least  a  common  school  education.

'    REX   HOSPITAL,    RALEIGH,    N.    C. 

Rex  Hospital  way  organized  in  May,  1894.  It  is  controlled  by  a 
corporation  known  as  Trustees  of  Rex  Hospital.  It  is  located  at  the 
southern  end  of  Salisbury  Street,  in  the  city  of  Raleigh.  The  Su- 
perintendent in  charge  is  Mrs.  M.  H.  Lawrence.  There  were  15  pa- 
tients in  the  Hospital  November  30,  1901.  Received  during  the  year, 
296.  Remaining  November  30,  1902,  12;  mortality.  11  per  cent. 
Several  extreme  cases  wounds  or  otherwise  were  admitted.  Beds 
available,  50.  Received  from  all  sources,  $6,600;  of  this  $3,092.29 
was  received  from  pay  patients,  and  the  residue  of  income  from  in- 
vested funds  and  monthly  appropriations  from  the  city  of  Raleigh. 
Appropriation,  $2,000  per  year.  Total  expenditures,  $6,064.66.  No 
additions.  Improvements  and  repairs  cost  about  $500.  Charge  for 
pay  patients,  $7  per  week  in  the  wards,  and  $12  to  $15  in  private 
rooms.  Charity  patients  received  to  extent  of  income.  The  main 
building  is  an  old  private  residence  and  should  be  replaced  by  a  new 
one.  In  absence  of  that,  however,  pay  wards  should  be  established, 
distinct  from  the  free  wards,  and  additional  accommodations  pro- 
vided for  nurses.  Bath-room  and  lavatory  should  be  erected  for 
childrens'  ward  and  white  maternity  room,  which  open  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  piazza,  along  the  side  of  the  building.  An  office  for 
Superintendent  is  also  desirable.     Buildings  are  soon  to  be  repainted 
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inside  and  out.  Insane  patients  not  admitted.  Occasionally  from 
mistaken  diagnosis,  a  few  have  been  admitted  and  treated  until  ar- 
rangements could  be  made  for  their  removal.

St.  Peter's  Hospital  was  organized  January  1,  1878.  Superintend- 
ent, Miss  Mary  H.  First.  Training  school  of  12  pupil  nurses.  Drs. 
Register  and  Pressly  are  physicians  in  charge.  Thirteen  patients 
in  charge  November  30,  1902 — 7  pay,  6  charity;  6  males,  7  females; 
280  received  from  November,  1901,  to  November  30,  1902;  160  males, 
120  females;  deaths,  14;  beds  available,  10  charity,  and  20  pay  beds; 
receipts  and  expenses',  about  $5,800;  receipts  from  board,  nurses' 
hire,  donations  and  subscriptions;  no  additions.  Patients  pay  from 
$7.00  to  $12.00  a  week.  The  city  pays  the  bills  for  such  patients  as 
are  admitted  by  its  own  physician  and  remits  taxes  of  all  kinds. 

An  iron  fence  is  extremely  needed,  and  some  interior  changes  to 
add  to  the  convenience  of  the  establishment.  Additional  ground  is 
also  needed  for  many  purposes.  But  receipts  and  expenses  keep  so 
evenly  balanced  that  we  are  not  able  to  purchase  adjoining  lot,  or 
make  the  improvements.  The  point  kept  in  view  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  is  to  avoid  debt.  No  insane  persons  are  received,  unless 
for  a  few  days,  while  under  treatment  or  examination.

This  institution  owes  its  existence  to  the  co-operative  effort  of  the 
physicians  of  Tarboro  and  vicinity  in  carrying  out  a  unique  concep- 
ton  of  Dr.  L.  L.  Staton.  In  December,  '96,  a  vacancy  existed  in  the 
office  of  Superintendent  of  Health  on  account  of  the  death  of  Dr. 
Don  Williams,  who  had  filled  the  office  many  years.  Considerable 
rivalry  had  always-  existed  among  the  local  members  of  the  profes- 
sion in  regard  to  this  office,  and  it  was  expected  that  there  would  be 
a  renewal  of  the  bitterness  and  bad  feeling  of  former  contests  as 
soon  as  the  attempt  was  made  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Everyone  elligi- 
ble  was  supposed  to  be  a  candidate,  or  to  have  some  friend  who  was. 
As  a  means  of  allaying  the  animosity  engendered  by  former  con- 
tests, and  preventing  a  repetition  of  former  unpleasantness,  it  was 
proposed,  "that  we  do  not  elect  anyone  Superintendent  of  Health,  but 
let  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  be  used  to  create  a  fund  with 
which  to  build  a  Hospital  for  the  inmates  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged 
and  Infirm."  With  that  spirit  of  charity,  which  seems  to  come 
natural  to  the  medical  profession,  and  with  a  special  desire  to  alle- 
viate the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  County  Home,  the  physi- 
cians of  Tarboro  and  vicinity  agreed  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
office  in  turn.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  put  into  practical 
effect  these  ideas;  reliance  was  placed  upon  the  good  faith  of  the 
members  until  appropriate  legislation  could  be  secured.     This  was 

done  the  following  winter,  as  appears  in  Chapter Private  Laws 

1897,  the  main  features  of  which  are  the  incorporation  of  the  "Aux- 
iliary Board  of  Health  of  Edgecombe  County,"  the  imposition  upon 
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members  of  the  Board,  the  performance  of  all  official  duties  free  of 
charge,  the  collection  of  the  salary  of  Superintendent  of  Health  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  its  investment  in  the  Building  and 
Loan  Association.  Under  this  an  organization  was  perfected  and 
everything  moved  on  harmoniously. 

In  the  fall  of  1900  the  fund  had  increased  to  $2,500.  With  this  as 
a  nucleus  it  was  determined  to  make  a  start.  Accordingly,  Dr. 
Julian  M.  Baker,  Dr.  H.  T.  Bass  and  Dr.  L.  L.  Staton  were  appointed 
a  Building  Committee,  with  instructions  to  go  ahead  and  build  the 
Hospital,  feeling  assured,  no  doubt,  that  the  project  would  meet  with 
substantial  encouragement  as  soon  as  the  community  was  satisfied 
of  the  earnestness'  of  those  having  the  undertaking  in  charge. 

Miss  Minerva  Pittman,  with  true  generosity,  and  that  spirit  of 
charity  which  animates  her  life,  came  forward  with  the  first  dona- 
tion, amounting  to  two  thousand  dollars.  On  account  of  this  the 
Board  of  Managers  named  the  institution  in  honor  of  her  distin- 
guished father,  the  late  Dr.  N.  J.  Pittman,  who  had  occupied  a  com- 
manding position  in  the  profession  and  in  the  community  for  fifty 
years. 

The  ladies  of  Tarboro,  with  that  energy  and  zeal  which  always 
actuates  true  women  when  human  happiness,  or  the  relief  of  human 
suffering  is  at  stake,  organized  the  "Ladies'  Hospital  Aid  Associa- 
tion," with  Mrs.  Geo.  Howard,  Jr.,  as  President,  Miss  Mary  Irwin 
Bridgers,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  nearly  all  the  ladies  of  the 
town  as  members.  Immediately  steps  were  taken  to  raise  funds 
with  which  to  furnish  the  Hospital  when  completed.  In  a  few  weeks 
over  a  thousand  dollars  had  been  raised  for  this'  purpose  and  turned 
over  to  the  committee. 

About  this  time  the  smallpox  scare  took  possession  of  the  com- 
munity on  account  of  the  appearance  of  several  cases  in  the  jail,  and 
in  consequence  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  were  called  upon 
to  do  a  great  deal  of  work  in  carrying  out  compulsory  vaccination, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  etc.  With  becoming  magnanimity  they  de- 
clined to  receive  any  remuneration  whatever  for  this  service,  and 
turned  over  to  the  committee  five  hundred  dollars  allowed  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  work.  Voluntary  contributions 
from  various  sources  added  to  these  amounts  put  in  the  hands  of  the 
committee,  a  fund  of  seven  thousand  dollars.  A  site  was  purchased 
and  the  erection  of  the  building  commenced. 

The  building  was-  completed  and  opened  for  the  reception  of  pa- 
tients August  1,  1901,  with  a  complete  medical  staff,  a  corps  of 
trained  nurses,  and  a  few  patients.  Shortly  after  the  opening,  Mr. 
Robert  M.  Bruce  and  his  sister,  Miss  Sarah  Bruce,  as  a  memorial  to 
their  brother,  the  late  Jno.  T.  Bruce,  who,  as  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  A.  T.  Bruce  &  Co..  had  been  identified  with  the  business  interests 
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of  the  county,  through  the  Hon.  Geo.  Howard,  donated  ten  thousand 
six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($10,650)  to  the  charity  fund  of  the 
Hospital.  Such  part  as  necessary  to  discharge  any  debt  or  to  com- 
plete the  equipment  to  be  used  for  that  purpose,  the  balance  to  be 
invested  and  the  income  to  be  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
strictly  charity  patients.  This  generous  gift  of  Mr.  and  Miss  Bruce 
was  highly  appreciated  by  the  whole  community,  and  with  it  the 
Pittman  Sanatorium  was  enabled  to  do  much  in  the  way  of  charity, 
which  otherwise  it  never  could  have  done.  It  was  given  without  pub- 
lic knowledge  and  with  a  sincere  desire  to  avoid  any  seeming  noto- 
riety, and  marks  the  spirit  of  true  charity,  and  places'  the  donors  in 
the  list  of  real  public  benefactors.  It  is  a  fitting  climax  to  a  long 
and  successful  business  career  which  had  always  been  characterized 
by  the  strictest  integrity  and  honesty,  and  in  all  transactions  great 
or  s'mall.  in  adversity,  or  prosperity,  by  liberality  and  justice.  After 
this  donation  was  received  the  original  plan  and  scope  was  en- 
larged; from  the  original  idea  of  a  Hospital  for  the  inmates  of  the 
Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirni,  a  more  useful  and  beneficent  career 
was  inaugurated. 

The  Pittman  Sanatorium  is  a  quasi  public  institution,  in  that  it  is 
supported  in  part  by  the  county  of  Edgecombe,  and  receives  patients 
committed  by  the  County  Commissioners',  and  has  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners as  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  In  return  for  the 
funds  contributed  by  the  county  as  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Health,  the  county  receives  all  professional  work  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  also  the  board  and  nursing  of  all  county 
charges  needing  it.  The  county  is'  really  saving  money  and  at  the 
same  time  caring  for  its  charges  in  a  better  and  more  humane  man- 
ner. In  addition  to  the  amounts  mentioned,  the  physicians  connected 
with  the  institution  have  contributed  in  the  way  of  instruments, 
furniture,  etc.,  about  two  thousand  dollars,  so  that  the  total  cost,  in- 
cluding the  endowment  fund,  is  about  twenty  thousand  dollars.  The 
income  is  derived  from  the  sources  mentioned,  viz.,  the  salary  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Health,  seventy-five  dollars  a  month;  the  interest 
on  the  Bruce  Fund,  three  hundred  dollars  per  year;  voluntary  con- 
tributions from  citizens  of  the  county,  to  the  Charity  Fund,  and  the 
revenue  derived  from  pay  patients.  The  voluntary  contributions  are 
made  by  certain  individuals,  are  continuous  from  year  to  year,  and 
are  due  any  time  called  for.  The  Sanatorium  contains  twenty-one 
beds,  eight  private  rooms.  Each  physician  has  the  privilege  of 
placing  his  patients  in  the  institution,  receiving  such  assistance 
from  the  others  as  he  desires.  The  building  is  well  equipped  in 
every  way  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended;  has  hot  water 
throughout,  electric  lights  and  bells,  bath-room  oh  each  floor,  hot  air 
and   Turkish   bath-room  in  basement.     There   is  a  well-heated   and 
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lighted  operating-room  on  first  floor,  with  every  facility  for  carrying 
out  the  aseptic  technique.  There  is  also  a  laboratory  well  equipped 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  work,  and  a  complete  electro- 
therapeutic  and  X-ray  apparatus.  In  connection  with  the  Sanator- 
ium is  a  training  school  for  nurses,  under  the  management  of  a 
graduate  nurse  of  experience  and  high  standing.  Members  of  the 
resident  staff  lecture  in  turn  on  Monday,  Friday  and  Saturday  even- 
ings on  some  branch  of  medicine;  on  other  evenings  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Nurses  gives  instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
art.  The  course  of  instruction  extends  over  a  period  of  three  years. 
The  record  of  the  institution  since  its  opening  is  a  splended  one  and 
serves  to  show  the  possibilities  for  greater  usefulness  in  the  future. 


ASHEVILLE    MISSION    HOSPITAL. 

The  Asheville  Mission  Hospital  was  organized  in  1884.  Has  a 
Board  of  Managers  composed  of  twelve  ladies,  residents  of  Asheviile. 
The  Superintendent  in  charge  is  Miss  M.  Marion  Little,  graduate  of 
the  Maryland  University  Hospital,  Baltimore,  Md.  November  30, 
1901,  males,  8;  females,  7;  received  during  the  year  November  30, 
1S02,  212  charity  patients;  124  female,  and  88  male;  now  in  charge, 
17;  men  7;  women,  10;  percentage  of  mortality,  13%;  beds  avail- 
able, 30.  Cost  of  support  during  year,  $7,000;  of  this  amount  $600 
was  received  from  the  city  of  Asheville,  and  $600  from  the  county  of 
Buncombe.  Receipts  from  all  sources,  $10,000.  Additions  and  im- 
provements were  made  at  cost  of  $3,000  during  the  year  ending  No- 
vember 30,  1902.  Charges  range  from  $5.00  to  $30  a  week.  Much 
more  than  half  pay  nothing.  One-seventh  of  cost  is  paid  by  city  and 
county,  and  remainder  by  voluntary  subscription. 

Special  need  at  present  is  enlarged  quarters  for  charity  patients. 
No  insane  patients  taken.

GOOD   SAMARITAN  HOSPITAL,  CHARLOTTE,   N.  C. 

The  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  for  Colored  People,  opened  for  pa- 
tients September  1,  1891,  405  West  Hill  Street,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 
Miss  Eliza  Hendrick  (colored)  is  the  present  Matron,  but  is  to  leave 
this  position  December  19th.  Received  December  1,  1901.  to  Decem- 
ber 1,  1902,  105  patients,  about  equally  divided  in  sex.  In  Hospital 
November  30,  1902,  3  males  and  2  females.  In  the  year,  8  deaths. 
Receipts,  $1,417.41;  expenses,  $1,745.13.  Receipts  from  board,  dona- 
tions, regular  subscribers  and  discounts  on  bills.  Erected  in  the 
past  year  an  addition  two  stories,  30  by  40  feet,  containing  operating- 
room,  maternity  ward,  dispensary,  etherizing-room,  2  rooms  for  pay 
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patients,  large  closet,  and  broad  stairs,  well  ventilated  and  lighted, 
and  thoroughly  well  furnished.  Has  cellar  under  the  whole,  30  by 
40  feet,  to  be  used  for  coal  and  wood  and  laundry.  Cost,  so  far, 
$2,700.  $2,500  given  by  Northern  friends;  $1,000  is  still  needed  to 
complete  and  furnish  the  house  and  put  in  the  heating  apparatus. 
The  railroads  pay  $1.00  per  day  when  sending  cases  to  be  cared  for. 
Employees  and  colored  people  able  to  pay  are  expected  to  pay  50 
cents  to  $1.00  a  day.  City  and  county  pay  $1.00  per  day  when  sent 
by  order  of  city  and  county  physician.  The  great  need  is  $1,000  to 
complete  and  furnish  new  building^  and  $500  to  put  in  furnace,  and 
$500  to  pay  debty  for  maintenance  of  Hospital.  Insane  patients  not 
received,  and  contagious  and  incurable  cases  not  received.

LEONARD  MEDICAL  SCHOOL  HOSPITAL,  SHAW  UNIVERSITY, 

RALEIGH,  N.  C. 

Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital,  erected  1885,  corner  Wilming- 
dent  physician;  Miss  Annie  Groves,  head  nurse.  The  Hospital  is 
dent  physician;  Miss  nnie  Groves^  head  nurse.  The  Hospital  is 
open  only  from  1st  of  October  until  March.  For  the  year  ending 
March  17,  1902,  37  patients  treated — 19  females',  18  males,  day 
clinics,  sixty-five;  deaths,  3,  a  little  less  than  10  per  cent;  beds,  19. 
Receipts,,  $57.50.  Sources^  Leonard  Medical  School  Fund.  Expendi- 
tures, nurse  and  janitor,  $220;  coal,  $100;  medicine,  $125.  The  food 
for  the  patients  comes  from  the  school  dining-room,  at  an  average  of 
$4.00  per  month  per  patient.  New  operating-room  in  Medical  Hos- 
pital; that  is,  not  in  the  same  building,  but  in  connection.  It  is 
now  nearly  ready  for  furnishings.  When  fully  equipped  it  will  cost 
$1,200  or  $1,500,  and  will  be  one  of  the  finest  rooms  in  the  South. 
One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  funds  for  the  equipment  of  this  room, 
which  we  do  not  see  our  way  clear  to  supply  at  present.  One  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  week  for  pay  patients.  No  aid  is  received  from 
city,  county  or  State.  The  needs  are  the  same  as  those  reported  last 
year — a  new  and  larger  Hospital,  well  equipped  with  all  modern  ap- 
pliances, and  a  large  nurse  training  school  in  connection  with  the 
Hospital.  On  account  of  the  proximity  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School,  a  well-equipped  hospital  and  nurse  training  school  could 
render  incalculably  good  service.  In  view  of  the  entire  absence  of 
endowment  and  of  the  fact  that  we  receive  nothing  from  the  major- 
ity of  our  patients',  there  should  be  an  annual  appropriation  from 
the  city  or  State.     Insane  patients  are  not  treated.

The  municipal  fund  is  $300.  The  remaining  expenses  are  met  by 
contributions.  We  are  in  need  of  provisions  for  caring  for  charity 
patients,  as-  four-fifths  of  our  patients  are  charity.

PICKFORD  SANITARIUM,  SOUTHERN  PINES,  N.  C. 

The  Pickford  Sanitarium  is  located  at  Southern  Pines,  N.  O, 
Moore  County,  organized  in  May,  1896,  charter  granted  by  Legisla- 
ture January,  1897.  L.  A.  Scruggs,  M.D.,  is  General  Manager.  The 
Sanitarium  opens  November  30  and  closes  May  1  each  year.  Treated 
last  year,  57;  14  roomed  and  boarded  within  the  institution,  and  43 
were  out-side  patients;  deaths,  1;  possibly  2  others-,  who  were  sent 
home  as  hopeless.  Considering  that  we  are  largely  treating  con- 
sumptives, this  is  a  very  low  percentage.  Beds,  24,  with  6  more  in 
case  of  emergency.  Receipts  from  May,  1901,  to  May,  1902,  were 
$583.35,  largely  contributed  by  friends  in  the  North.  Expenses, 
$598.38.  Officers,  myself  and  wife,  get  no  salary  as  yet.  No  additions, 
except  repairs  of  damage  by  fire  and  $150  for  fixtures.  We  get  no 
aid  from  city,  county  or  State.     North  Carolina  is  helping  almost 
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every  institution  in  the  State  except  the  Pickford  Sanitarium.  Your 
honorable  Board  may  be  a  blessing  in  this  direction,  when  we  con- 
sider the  mortality  is  more  than  SVz  to  1  of  that  among  the  whites. 
The  institution  needs  endowed  beds.  More  than  80  have  applied, 
and  could  be  greatly  benefited  if  there  were  means.  No  insane  pa- 
tients treated. 

Remarks: — It  would  be  well  if  the  insane  who  have  tuberculosis 
could  be  treated  here,  the  two  afflictions  found  together  so  often, 
especially  among  the  negroes.  It  seems  that  the  Eastern  Hospital 
for  insane  is  rather  low  for  the  tuberculous  cases.

To  fill  vacancies  by  death,  removal,  resignation,  appoint- 
ment to  office,  etc.,  the  following  gentlemen,  as  per  list,  have 
filed  their  acceptance  as  Visitors  in  this  office  since  the  last  report. 
Many  of  them  have  entered  actively  upon  their  duties,  and  are  prov- 
ing to  be  among  the  most  efficient  that  have  ever  served  in  this 
cause.  We  can  not  estimate  too  highly  the  services  of  the  public 
spirited  citizens  who  faithfully  guard  the  interests  of  the  unfortu- 
nates' of  society,  and  especially  those  who  for  years  past  have  been 
earnestly  at  work  co-operating  with  the  Board  of  Public  Charities, 
to  render  its  advisory  supervision  effective  and  valuable,  and  all 
this  without  hope  of  reward,  except  the  consciousness  of  service  to 
their  fellow  men,  and  duty  toward  the  State  well  done.

EXPENSE  OF  THE  POOR  SYSTEM. 

The  actual  expenditure  for  the  poor  in  the  County  Homes, 
and  through  appropriations  for  relief  of  the  needy  not  in- 
mates of  Homes,  by  the  several  counties,  is  a  very  considera- 
ble part  of  the  taxation,  and  its  total  amount  annually  has 
never  been  ascertained.  Although  a  column  is  provided  for 
the  return  of  the  sum  devoted  to  the  poor,  in  the  tax  returns 
to  the  State  Auditor,  a  large  number  of  counties  disregard 
the  same,  and  the  expenditure  for  charity  is  lost  in  the  "total 
for  county  purposes."  It  has  been  equally  difficult  for  the 
visitors  of  charities  to  get  this  information,  in  some  cases. 
The  statistics  available,  with  all  our  efforts,  are  fragmen- 
tary. Yet  it  is  evident  that  a  knowledge  of  and  comparison 
in  the  counties  of  the  sum  requisite  for  the  proper  care  of  the 
poor,  would  be  highly  useful. 

The  inquiry  has  been  made  of  this  office,  both  from  citizens 
of  the  State  and  from  the  authorities  of  other  States.  In 
response  to  a  courteous  and  repeated  inquiry  of  the  Board  of 
St  ate  Charities  of  New  York,  for  the  number  of  poor  receiv- 
ing public  assistance,  and  the  amount  expended  for  the  years 
1896  to  1900,  inclusive,  as  necessary  to  a  review  of  the  subject 
in  this  country,  I  made  a  detailed  investigation. 
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The  reports  to  the  Auditor  do  not  separate  cost  of  Home  for 
the  Aged  and  Infirm,  and  the  other  expenditures  for  the  out- 
side poor.  A  few  counties  have  no  system  of  relief,  and 
eight  counties  at  that  period  had  no  Homes.

The  above  would  give  an  average  of  $1,134.18  per  county, 
which,  if  estimated  for  97  counties,  would  amount  to  $110,- 
015.46  annually.  As  the  majority  of  the  counties  thus  re- 
porting are  of  the  smaller  ones,  this  estimate  is  largely  within 
the  amount  expended. 

If  we  add  the  latest  returns  of  the  Auditor  for  1901,  we 
find  $52,746.84  used  by  40  counties  reporting,  being  an 
average  of  $1,318.67.  It  would  seem  that  the  sum  can  not 
now  be  less  than  $125,000  to  $130,000.  As  the  county  taxes 
collected  during  the  financial  year  ending  November  30, 
1901,  amounted  to  $1,340,215.22,  about  ten  per  cent  of  the 
snme  was  used  for  the  poor.  And  it  is  probable  that  this  is 
within  the  mark,  when  the  cost  of  city  medical  dispensaries, 
appropriations  to  maintenance  of  hospitals,  and  the  like,  is 
added. 

There  is  another  feature  of  this  subject  which  deserves  at- 
tention. That  is  the  tendency  to  seek  public  aid,  as  shown  by 
the  numbers  in  the  Homes  and  those  asking  for  relief. 

Upon  the  examination  of  the  reports  to  this  Board  for  the 
snme  period,  1896  to  1901,  we  find  the  following: 
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1896.  Inmates  Home,  1,355;  receiving  relief,  1,818 — total,  3,173; 
83  counties  reporting;  8  having  no  Homes,  18  no  relief  system. 

1897.  Inmates'  Home,  1,368;  receiving  relief,  1,333— total,  2,701; 
82  counties  reporting;  31  without  full  statistics,  12  no  relief  system. 

1898.  Inmates  Home,  990;  receiving  relief,  1,455 — total,  2,445;  69 
counties  reporting  statistics;    11  without  relief  system. 

1899.  Inmates  Home,  1,118;  receiving  relief,  1,982— total,  3,100; 
69  counties  reporting;  22  no  statistics,  4  no  relief  system. 

1900.  Inmates  Home,  1,099;  receiving  relief,  2,008— total,  3,107; 
67  counties  reporting;  21  no  statistics,  7  no  relief  system. 

1901.  Eighty  counties  reporting;  35  no  relief  statistics;  4  no  re- 
lief system.  Inmates  Home,  1,222;  receiving  relief,  1,817— total, 
3,039. 

The  numbers  reported  in  the  Homes  as  inmates  are  given 
with  accuracy.  We  may  therefore  estimate  for  the  97  coun- 
ties about  1,300  persons.  A  correct  estimate  of  those  receiv- 
ing relief  otherwise  is  difficult,  as  only  about  one-half  have 
been  returned,  varying  from  two  to  three  persons  up  to  over 
one  hundred  in  a  county.  But  if  averaged  on  the  basis  of 
those  last  received,  it  would  amount  to  3,918,  making  a  total 
of  5,218  persons  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  public 
funds,  independent  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  the  pension  sys- 
tem, and  the  orphanages. 

It  is  a  matter  of  some  importance  that  this  support  should 
be  wisely,  economically,  but  liberally  given,  where  it  is  actu- 
ally needed,  and  withheld  where  it  encourages  idleness  and 
degeneracy.  It  is  not  easy  to  see  upon  what  basis  the  affairs 
of  one  county  are  managed  without  any  system  of  relief, 
other  than  the  admission  of  three  to  five  persons  to  a  County 
Home,  while,  in  another,  besides  the  Home,  monthly  pay- 
ments are  made  to  more  than  one  hundred  persons.  Take, 
for  example,  the  neighboring  counties  of  Chowan  and  of 
Wilson ;  in  Chowan,  there  were  reported  5  in  County  Home, 
and  5  receiving  relief;  but  in  Wilson,  32  in  the  Home  and 
113  receiving  relief,  at  $1.50  monthly.  Or  the  wider  con- 
trast of  Clay,  with  5  in  the  Home  and  no  system  of  relief, 
while  Chatham,  with  33  in  the  Home,  gives  outside  relief  to 
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100.  It  is  true  that  the  population  is  greater,  but  not  in  pro- 
portion. 

Is  it  not  time  that  some  better  plan  was  adopted  in  the 
great  majority  of  counties,  whereby,  with  good  farming  land, 
near  to  the  county  seat,  and  under  frequent  inspection,  well 
stocked,  the  labor  of  vagrants  and  misdemeanants  might  be 
utilized  to  produce  the  greatest  part  of  the  supplies  neces- 
sary for  the  Home  ?  There  are  some  counties,  as  the  latest 
reports  show,  which  are  producing  most  of  the  food  supplies 
now,  but  others  have  no  facilities  provided  for  this  purpose. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  it  is  noticeable  that  the  standard  of  the 
care  and  attention  given  to  prisoners  in  the  jails  is  rising 
f  sister  than  that  of  the  management  of  the  Homes.  Probably 
this  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  the  jails  are  situated  near 
the  court  house,  and  convenient  for  public  notice  and  inspec- 
tion, but  many  of  the  Homes  are  located  upon  tracts  more  or 
less  difficult  of  access,  on  poor  land,  seldom  visited,  with  sur- 
roundings far  from  attractive,  and  with  little  encouragement 
to  improvement,  on  the  part  of  the  superintendent  and  his 
family.  One  of  the  first  steps,  therefore,  incumbent  upon 
the  Commissioners  of  any  county,  who  wish  to  discharge  the 
sacred  duty  toward  the  unfortunate  with  true  humanity  and 
wise  economy,  is  to  locate  the  Home  within  convenient  dis- 
tance of  the  county  seat,  and  encourage  its  proper  adminis- 
tration, with  means  adequate  to  its  needs.  If  any  county  is 
too  much  burdened  with  debt  to  do  this,  it  would  be  better 
to  pay  for  the  care  of  its  poor  by  the  authorities  of  a  neigh- 
boring county,  until  it  is  properly  prepared,  than  to  maintain 
the  eyesores  which  still  exist  in  some  sections. 

There  is  a  brighter  side  to  this  subject.  Some  of  the  re- 
ports of  the  present  year  contain  cheering  statements,  such  as 
''The  management  of  the  County  Home  is  the  most  satisfac- 
tory that  we  have  ever  had,"  or  "The  Home  is  in  better  con- 
dition than  ever  before."  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  on  the 
whole  both  the  Homes  and  Jails  have  gained  in  condition  and 
management  within  the  past  year.

INVESTIGATIONS. 

Upon  the  request  of  his  Excellency,  the  Govern or,  in  con- 
sequence of  written  complaints  before  him,  an  investigation 
was  requested  of  the  Visitors  of  Halifax  County,  in  regard  to 
the  management  of  the  prison.  This  was  duly  held,  and  the 
management  found  satisfactory,  the  principal  complaint  being 
that  meals  were  served  twice  a  day,  instead  of  three  times. 
Upon  a  similar  request  from  the  Governor,  the  Home  of 
Rutherford  County  was  investigated,  the  Visitors  and  Chair- 
man of  County  Commissioners  together  taking  part.  The 
testimony  was  taken  before  a  magistrate,  and  the  complaint 
dismissed  as  the  result  of  spite  or  delusion  on  the  part  of  one 
of  the  inmates,  who  thought  he  should  be  superintendent. 

THE  PAROLE   SYSTEM. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board  at  the  last 
meeting,  correspondence  was  opened  with  a  number  of  States 
in  reference  to  the  practical  working  of  what  is  known  as  the 
parole  system,  by  which  prison  boards  recommend  the  dis- 
charge, or  control  the  same,  of  prisoners  who  have  maintained 
a  deserving  character  for  a  certain  length  of  time,  and  who 
have  guaranteed  employment  in  an  honest  livelihood.  This 
qualified  discharge,  however,  is  forfeited  by  misconduct  in 
any  of  certain  specified  respects,  and  the  released  prisoner  is 
returned  and  required  to  serve  the  whole  of  the  original  sen- 
tence. 

The  limits  of  this  special  report  do  not  permit  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  principles  of  this  modern  feature  of  penal  sys- 
tems. Introduced  about  twelve  years  ago,  it  has  rapidly 
gained  the  approval  of  the  most  experienced  penologists  and 
law-makers,  and  up  to  1900,  the  following  States  passed  laws 
which  permit  the  parole  of  convicts,  apart  from  the  pardon- 
ing power:  Alabama,  California,  Colorado,  Connecticut,  Ida- 
ho, Illinois,  Indiana,  Kansas,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Min- 
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nesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Utah,  and  Wisconsin.  Besides 
these,  Iowa,  Vermont,  West  Virginia  and  Virginia  have  au- 
thorized a  system  of  conditional  pardon,  similar  to  the  parole. 
And  Maryland  permits  the  trial  Court  to  parole  any  convict 
for  a  crime  not  capital,  without  sentence,  subject  to  recall  for 
sentence  at  any  time.  It  should  be  noted  that  convicts  for 
murder  in  the  first  or  second  degree,  in  any  of  the  States  re- 
ferred to,  are  not  permitted  to  be  paroled. 

Correspondence  is  not  yet  complete,  but  it  may  be  said  that 
so  far  the  overwhelming,  practically  unanimous  conclusion, 
is  favorable  to  the  parole.  And  this  is  attested  by  the  figures 
showing  the  numbers  released,  and  those  re-arrested  for  vio- 
lation of  parole.  A  special  inquiry  has  been  made  in  regard 
to  colored  convicts.  To  this,  but  partial  returns  have  been 
received,  but  they  are  not  unfavorable  to  the  use  of  the  parole 
for  either  race.  Where  the  parole  has  been  used  for  the 
longest  period,  its  strongest  friends  are  found,  which  is  in 
the  State  of  New  York.  Restrictions  are,  in  most  cases, 
thrown  around  the  law,  as  the  requirement  of  twelve  months 
imprisonment  as  a  test  of  behaviour,  and  sincere  effort  for  a 
better  life — the  granting  of  the  parole  as  solely  dependent 
upon  the  prisoner's  record,  and  a  refusal  to  hear  any  pleas 
from  without,  except  the  assurance  of  a  support  or  means  of 
livelihood,  without  risking  any  return  to  dishonest  courses 
for  existence. 

This  does  not  in  any  way  affect  the  right  of  the  Executive 
to  pardon  any  and  all  offenders  for  which  he  thinks  the  exer- 
cise of  the  power  proper  and  desirable.  It  does  powerfully 
strengthen  the  forces  of  discipline  in  penal  institutions,  mak- 
ii-g  every  man  who  seeks  release  and  return  to  society  a  will- 
ii  g  helper  toward  his  own  reinstatement,  and  an  ally  instead 
of  a  revengeful  enemy,  who  is  only  biding  his  time  to  return 
to  preying  upon  and  ravaging  those  who  have  restrained  him. 
It   changes   the   whole   moral    aspect    of   the   imprisonment. 
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The  practical  effect  in  some  States  has  been  extremely 
marked,  not  only  in  diminishing  the  number  of  habitual  of- 
fenders, to  the  relief  of  the  Courts  and  the  taxpayers,  but  in 
decreasing  the  punishments  for  neglect  and  violation  of  rules 
in  the  penitentiaries. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  the  adoption  of  a  well 
considered  statute  on  this  subject  as  a  general  basis  of  action, 
would  greatly  relieve  the  pressure  upon  the  Executive  for 
pardons,  one  of  the  most  delicate  and  laborious  of  the  respon- 
sibilities that  fall  upon  the  Governor  of  our  State. 

GENERAL  WORK  OF  THE  OFFICE. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  routine  of  office  work,  as  reported 
monthly  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  there  have  been  pre- 
pared a  number  of  papers,  viz.,  a  paper  upon  the  insane  in 
North  Carolina,  for  the  superintendent  of  the  institution  at 
Colney  Hatch,  London,  Eng.,  at  the  request  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  State  Hospital,  Raleigh ;  a  paper  in  reference  to 
reform  schools,  for  the  authorities  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  referred 
to  us  by  the  Department  of  State ;  a  report  to  the  National 
Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction  (which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  marked  "A")  ;  a  paper  in  reply  to  the  inquiries 
of  the  Department  of  Charities  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
upon  the  administration  of  charities  in  this  State ;  a  paper 
for  a  committee  of  the  National  Conference  of  Charities, 
upon  the  connection  of  State  aid  or  supervision  with  private 
charities  in  North  Carolina ;  an  abstract  of  the  laws  now  in 
force  in  regard  to  the  State  Prison  and  convict  working  par- 
ties, at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Charities  of  Indiana ;  a 
bill  for  an  act  to  be  sought  by  the  county  of  Buncombe  from 
the  next  General  Assembly,  to  empower  the  organization  of 
a  reform  school  for  that  county ;  an  account  of  the  institutions 
and  officers  in  this  State  for  a  Year  Book  of  Charities,  to  be 
issued  in  Springfield,  Mass. ;  a  report  upon  the  expenses  of 
our  hospitals,  and  the  number,  birth  and  cost  of  convicts  in 
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• 
State  Prison,  and  the  number  and  cost  in  the  Homes,  and  by 
outside  relief  of  the  poor  in  the  counties,  at  the  request  of  the 
Board  of  State  Charities  of  New  York.  Also,  a  report  of 
the  present  status  of  all  institutions  in  North  Carolina,  at  the 
rrquest  of  the  delegates  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  attend 
the  National  Prison  Association,  now  in  session  in  Philadel- 
phia. Also,  at  the  request  of  the  Executive,  a  paper  for  the 
Bulletin  of  the  National  Conference  of  Charities,  for  the 
conference  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  May  next.  Many  other  in- 
quiries, at  home  and  abroad,  not  requiring  formal  papers, 
have  been  cheerfully  answered. 

In  two  cases,  one  from  Madison  and  one  from  Cumberland, 
admission  to  a  reform  school  for  boys  in  this  State  has  been 
obtained,  by  correspondence  from  this  office ;  and,  in  response 
to  the  request  of  the  Governor,  forwarding  the  application  of 
the  relatives  of  a  feeble-minded  orphan  boy,  admission  was 
obtained  for  him  in  the  New  Jersey  State  Training  School 
for  the  Feeble  Minded. 

At  the  suggestion  of  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  the  re- 
ports are  being  tabulated,  to  increase  their  usefulness  for  ref- 
erence. 

There  has  been  much  necessary  correspondence  with  county 
authorities,  to  ask  for  attention  to  deficiencies  in  condition 
or  management  of  their  institutions,  and  it  is  with  pleasure 
that  reference  is  made  to  the  prompt  action  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Wayne,  who,  within  ten  days  of  report  and  state- 
ment from  this  office,  took  active  measures  for  the  needed 
enlargement  of  the  prison  in  Goldsboro. 

I  have  to  report  that  on  August  3,  the  Committee  of  Ex- 
aminers appointed  by  the  Governor,  under  the  Laws  of  1901, 
visited  this  office,  and  were  given  all  the  information  desired, 
and  access  to  the  books  and  files  of  the  office. 

Before  closing  this  report,  I  beg  to  place  upon  record  again 
tLe  earnest  conviction  of  the  great  need  of  a  Reform  School 
i;i  onr  State.     Repeated  instances  of  the  misfortune  of  our 
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neglect  in  this  respect,  as  a  people,  are  constantly  coming  be- 
fore us.  Among  the  most  recent  are  the  confinement  of  two 
children  in  the  State  Prison  during  this  month,  for  throwing 
stones  at  a  railway  train.  And  within  a  few  hours  of  the 
close  of  this  report,  an  appeal  has  been  received  in  this  office 
in  behalf  of  a  young  person  in  the  county  of  Durham,  who 
is  a  proper  subject  for  a  reform  school. 

The  people  of  North  Carolina  are  urgently  seeking  educa- 
tion for  the  children,  under  the  lead  of  their  wise  and  patri- 
otic Governor.  Moral  elevation  is  indispensable  to  the  right- 
ful use  of  educational  advantages.  Is  there  not  something 
to  heed  in  the  parable  of  the  Shepherd,  who,  while  caring  for 
the  ninety  and  nine,  went  afar  on  the  mountains  to  save  the 
sheep  that  was  lost  ? 

Grateful  thanks  are  due  to  his '  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
for  his  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Board,  and  to  Dr.  Charles 
Duffy,  Chairman,  and  the  resident  Commissioner,  Wesley 
"N.  Jones,  for  their  constant  aid  and  sympathy,  often  mani- 
fested, and  never  more  fully  than  during  the  present  year, 
as  well  as  to  every  member  of  the  Board.  The  feeble  health 
of  the  writer  admonishes  him  that  this  may  be  the  last  oppor- 
tunity to  commend  this  great  and  growing  field  to  the  sym- 
pathy of  our  people,  and  to  the  support  of  the  Executive  and 
the  General  Assembly,  for  which  he  most  earnestly  prays.

In  one  room  (2  occupants)  there  were  3  chairs.  2  without  bottoms; 
in  another  (3  occupants)  we  found  8  chairs,  6  bottomless;  another 
(3  occupants),  no  chairs'  at  all.  The  bedding  is  inexcusably  bad 
throughout  the  entire  Home.  The  premises  are  not  properly  policed. 
Evidence  of  neglect  and  oversight  in  removal  of  filth  was  plainly 
visible.  We  hope  the  insane  and  blind  may  be  transferred  to  the 
State  institutions,  where  they  may  receive  proper  care.  All  of 
which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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COPY  OF  REPORT  TO  THE  NATIONAL  CONFER- 
ENCE OF  CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTION,  FROM 
NORTH  CAROLINA,  AT  DETROIT,  MAY.  1902. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  holds  sessions  of 
sixty  days  biennially ;  and,  as  its  next  term  will  be  held  Jan- 
nary,  1903,  there  is  no  legislation  to  report  this  year.  Bnt 
strong  popular  movements  for  upbuilding  the  State  have 
been  in  progress,  especially  in  education  and  road  building. 
The  educational  forces  are  directed  by  the  present  Governor, 
Charles  B.  Aycock,  who  has  signalized  his  administration  by 
an  active  and  persistent  educational  campaign. 

It  is  perceived  that  the  limit  by  State  taxation  for  educa- 
tion has  been  reached,  as  the  amount  devoted  to  that  purpose 
is  three-sevenths  of  all  the  revenue  of  the  State.  Much  also 
has  been  done  by  local  efforts  in  the  towns,  as  there  are  very 
few  towns  of  any  size  that  have  not  well-equipped  graded 
schools  in  operation,  supported  by  local  taxation.  The  pres- 
ent effort  is  to  improve  the  public  schools  of  the  country  by 
consolidating  small  districts  and  improving  the  character 
and  means  of  instruction.  One  feature  is  the  holding  of 
educational  rallies  in  prominent  towns,  which  the  county 
superintendents  and  teachers  attend.  Subscriptions  are  made 
by  the  townspeople  to  assist  the  districts  in  the  country  which 
will  vote  to  tax  themselves  locally  to  improve  their  schools, 
both  in  buildings  and  equipments,  as  well  as  the  duration  and 
standard  of  the  instruction  therein.  There  is  more  well-or- 
dered, well-combined  and  persistent  effort  in  tin's  direction 
than  ever  before. 

The  charitable  institutions  are  gradually  increasing  their 
operations,  and  are  receiving  more  public  funds  than  at  any 
time  heretofore  in  the  history  of  the  State. 

The  following  figures  arc  from  the  reports  directly  to  the 
State  Board  of  Public  Charities,  and  are  all  for  the  year 
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ending-  November  30,  1901.  The  published  reports  are  made 
biennially,  the  next  to  be  issued  being  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  November  30,  1901: 

The  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh  (insane),  437  patients  re- 
maining. The  appropriation  (regular)  was  $71,500,  with 
$1,250  for  special  improvement,  and  $10,000  for  payment 
of  indebtedness.  The  per  capita  cost  was  $150,  on  the  basis 
of  475  patients.  The  total  number  treated  during  the  year 
was  877.  The  regular  appropriation  was  $100,000 
for  support,  and  $10,000  to  discharge  indebtedness,  also 
$50,000  per  annum  to  erect  and  equip  additional  building, 
which  is  now  progressing,  and  the  capacity  will  reach  1,100. 
The  per  capita  cost  was  $133.  The  State  Hospital  at  Golds- 
boro  (insane,  colored),  467  remaining;  whole  number  treat- 
ed, 522.  The  regular  appropriation  was  $47,500,  and  $25,- 
000  for  additions  to  buildings,  now  in  progress.  Notwith- 
standing some  1,900  were  treated  during  the  year  in  the 
State  Hospitals,  a  considerable  number  of  infirm  in  mind  are 
in  the  County  Homes,  and  a  few  in  the  prisons,  until  in- 
creased accommodations  are  completed.  Those  at  the  Homes, 
for  the  most  part,  are  imbeciles,  idiots,  epileptics.  Those  re- 
garded as  too  dangerous  or  unfit  for  the  Homes,  are  in  prison, 
usually  in  special  quarters.  Earnest  efforts  will  be  made  to 
relieve  such  cases  as  early  as  possible.  The  State  Hospital 
for  Dangerous  Insane  has  been  opened  at  the  State  Prison. 
Whole  number  treated,  45,  not  including  four  white  women 
in  State  Hospital  proper  at  Raleigh.  The  quarters  accom- 
modate 49.  Appropriation,  $5,000,  and  per  capita  cost, 
$104.79. 

The  North  Caro^na  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind,  Ral- 
eigh, is  divided  into  practically  two  institutions,  in  separate 
quarters  of  the  city.  It  reports  187  white  blind  pupils,  and 
63  colored.  The  deaf  and  dumb  department,  in  which  all 
are  colored,  has  99.  The  total  is  352.  The  annual  appro- 
priation is  $55,000,  with  special  appropriations  for  improve- 
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ments  of  $10,000.  The  average  attendance  was  260,  and  the 
per  capita  cost  nearly  $200.  Extensive  additions  and  im- 
provements were  made  during  the  year. 

The  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Mor- 
ganton,  reported  237  pupils,  of  which  four  completed  the 
course  and  three  were  discharged.  After  the  completion  of 
seme  small  additions  in  progress,  300  can  be  accommodated. 
The  present  appropriation  is  $40,000,  and  the  per  capita  cost, 
including  improvements,  was  $170.  But  the  cost  for  sup- 
port and  tuition,  apart  from  the  improvements,  was  about 
$155.     A  complete  water  system  was  added. 

The  North  Carolina  Soldiers'  Home  reported  85  inmates 
on  November  30,  1901,  with  an  average  of  about  75.  The 
number  now  slightly  exceeds  100.  The  appropriation  for 
support  is  $10,000,  with  a  special  appropriation  of  $5,000 
used  last  year  for  building  a  hew  dormitory  -that  was  much 
needed.  The  Home  is  now  in  much  better  condition  than 
ever  before;  all  the  rooms  of  the  new  building  having  been 
handsomely  furnished  by  Chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
Confederacy. 

The  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  has  221  pupils.  The  re- 
ceipts were  $29,447,  of  which  the  State  appropriation  was 
$10,000,  the  Masons  contributing  $4,473.  The  earnings  of 
the  institution  were  $12,659,  although  each  child  spends  one- 
half  day  in  school.  Improvements  in  progress  are  additional 
buildings,  etc.,  to  cost  $3,500.  There  have  been  placed  in 
approved  homes  41 ;  employed  on  salary,  1 ;  sent  to  college,  1. 
Per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  alone,  $50.86;  with  educa- 
,  tion,  $63.18. 

The  Colored  Orphan  Asylum  (Granville  County),  had 
109  inmates.  Receipts,  $7,600,  of  which  State  paid  $5,000. 
Expenditures,  including  improvements,  $8,049.  Placed  in 
approved  homes,  20. 

The  Children's  Home  of  Buncombe  County,  Asheville, 
supported  in  part  by  county  funds,  has  two  departments, 
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white  and  colored,  maintained  separately.  There  are  2S 
whites  and  14  colored.  Since  its  organization,  out  of  350 
received,  275  have  been  placed  in  good  homes,  20  died,  10 
were  taken  by  parents,  and  3  returned  under  the  law.  Many 
of  these  are  very  young,  and  have  been  legally  taken  from 
vicious  and  abandoned  households.  The  per  capita  cost  has 
been  $30  per  annum,-  with  voluntary  aid. 

The  Lindley  Training  School,  Asheville,  for  unfortunate 
young  women,  has  18  inmates  at  present ;  50  per  cent  of  those 
received  have  been  reclaimed  to  a  virtuous  life. 

In  addition  to  the  orphanages  heretofore  reported  as  doing 
effective  work  and  sustained  by  the  principal  religious  bodies 
in  the  Slate,  and  by  the  Odd  Fellows,  two  others  are  now 
projected,  one  by  the  Order  of  Eed  Men  and  one  by  the 
Junior  Order  of  American  Mechanics.  The  hospitals  in  the 
leading  towns,  mentioned  last  year,  are  improving  in  means 
and  equipment.  Omission  was  made  of  the  excellent  institu- 
tions in  Winston  and  Salem,  the  successors  of  much  benev- 
olent work  in  the  past  hundred  and  fifty  years,  of  the  Mora- 
vians in  Salem.  They  consist  of  the  Twin  City  Hospital 
and  the  Old  Ladies'  Home.  A  valuable  adjunct  is  the  Sla- 
ter Hospital  for  colored,  at  the  Slater  School;  to  this,  Mr.  R. 
J.  Reynolds,  a  citizen  of  Winston,  has  given  $5,000. 

A  special  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  consumptive  ne- 
groes is  situated  at  Southern  Pines,  and  called  the  Pickford 
Sanatorium,  maintained  throughout  the  winter  months,  and 
is  almost  wholly  absolute  charity.  Its  superintendent  is  a 
colored  physician,  Dr.  L.  A.  Scruggs,  of  ability  and  experi- 
ence. It  has  its  own  building  and  grounds,  and  is  incorpora-  • 
ted  by  the  State,  but  maintained  by  donations.  ^Number  un- 
der treatment,  41.     Of  these,  75  per  cent  were  benefited. 

A  thoroughly  equipped  private  institution  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane,  near  Morganton,  known  as  Broad 
Oaks  Sanatorium,  was  opened  in  September,  1901,  for  the 
reception  of  patients.      It  is   under   the  supervision   of  the 
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Board  of  Public  Charities,  and  was  licensed  by  that  body, 
under  a  recent  statute. 

The  merits  of  the  private  system  are  engaging  public  at- 
tention to  some  extent,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  is 
making  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  subject  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  people  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  January  next. 

The  inspection  of  the  County  Homes  and  jails  by  the 
beards  of  visitors  organized  in  each  of  the  ninety-seven  coun- 
ties by  the  Board  of  Charities,  and  reporting  upon  blanks  for- 
warded in  March  and  September,  have  been  steadily  per- 
formed ;  and  correspondence  from  this  office  with  the  com- 
missioners of  the  counties  in  charge  of  these  institutions,  upon 
their  condition  and  management,  is  slowly  but  quite  notice- 
ably bringing  about  improvement  to  some  extent  in  the  struc- 
tures built,  but  still  more  in  the  standard  of  maintenance, 
although  many  are  still    deficient  in  important  respects.

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 


Raleigh,  X.  C,  December  21,  1901. 

His  Excellency,  Charles  B.  Aycock, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina, 

Governor: — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1901. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  operations  of  the  charitable  institu- 
tions are  of  such  magnitude,  and  we  believe  of  such  effective 
character,  as  to  exceed  anything  in  our  history  heretofore. 

The  admirable  work  performed  by  the  voluntary  institu- 
tions, such  as  hospitals,  orphanages,  and  the  like,  unaided  by 
the  State,  is  an  important  and  growing  feature  of  our  social 
life,  and  is  the  evidence  of  the  favor  of  the  people  for  liberal 
maintenance  of  such  penal  and  charitable  institutions  as  the 
State  has  undertaken. 

We  beg  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  remarks  of  the  Sec- 
retary in  reference  to  the  Colored  Orphan  Asylum,  near  Ox- 
ford, and  the  fact  that  there  is  no  representative  of  the  State 
on  its  Board  of  Directors,  or  title  to  the  property  of  the  insti- 
tion,  which  now  receives  more  than  three-fourths  of  its  in- 
come from  the  State.  It  is  respectfully  recommended  that 
the  recognition  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  representation  in 
the  control  of  the  funds  appropriated  be  made  a  condition 
precedent  to  further  expenditures  in  behalf  of  the  institution. 

Your  attention  is  asked  to  the  most  difficult  and  engrossing 
of  the  problems  that  confront  society  in  the  care  of  the  unfor- 
tunate and  the  repression  of  the  criminal,  through  the  agen- 
cies of  the  Homes  for  tho  Aged  and  Infirm  and  the  County 
Prisons  and  Workhouses.  Here  is  a  field  for  much  labor  on 
the  part  of  the  Board  and  its  representatives.  The  thanks 
11 
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of  the  .Sale  are  due  to  the  faithful  Visitors  of  these  institu- 
tions, serving  without  compensation,  and  by  their  supervis- 
ion and  influence  in  the  respective  (•(unities,  raising  the  stand- 
ard of  condition  and  management. 

But  we  are  sensible  of  the  many  defects  that  yet  exist,  and 
the  need  of  better  and  more  systematic  administration  in  the 
e<  unties,  in  many  instances,  of  these  important  trusts.  How 
far  legislation  can  supply  what  is  required,  is  a  subject  of 
careful  consideration.  We  are  convinced  that  enlightened 
public  opinion  is  the  true  basis  upon  which  to  build,  and  that 
is  more  and  more  to  make  itself  strong  and  permanent,  with 
the  advancement  in  education  which  is  now  proceeding  with 
such  hopeful  augury  for  the  future. 

We  reserve  recommendation  for  specific  objects  at  present, 
in  view  of  the  lapse  of  time  to  occur  before  the  next  meeting 
01  the  General  Assembly. 

Permit  us  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  interest  your 
Excellency  has  manifested  in  the  important  department  of 
the  public  service  committed  to  this  Board.

Dr.  Charles  Duffy,  Chairman,  and  Messrs.  W.  N.  Jones,  Wm. 
A.  Blair,  E.  L.  Haughton  and  W.  F.  Craig,  Commissioners 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  of  North  Carolina. 
Gentlemen  : — Herewith  is  respectfully  presented  a  report 
of  the  condition  and  operations  of  the  several  charitable  and 
penal  institutions  under  State  control,  and  those  of  the  coun- 
ties of  North  Carolina,  for  the  year  closing  November  30, 
1901.     With  these  are  also  included  brief  reports  from  char- 
tered private  institutions  of  charity,  maintained  as  orphan- 
ages, hospitals,  etc.,  by  citizens  of  the   State,   in  religious 
bodies,  fraternal  orders,  and  through  municipal  or  private 
aid. 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  record  the  death  of  your  lamented 
colleague,  Maj.  S.  W.  Reid,  of  Mecklenburg,  who  fell  ill 
just  prior  to  his  appointed  journey  to  attend  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board,  and  expired  at  his  home  in  Charlotte,  December, 
1900.  His  devotion  to  the  interests  of  enlightened  humanity 
and  the  welfare  of  the  unfortunate  under  the  guardianship  of 
the  State,  and  his  fidelity  to  the  trust  reposed  in  him  through 
a  long  and  honored  life,  will  doubtless  receive  an  appropriate 
tribute  at  your  hands. 

The  magnitude  of  the  operations  of  the  State  penal  and 
charitable  institutions  has  grown  from  year  to  year,  and  their 
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cost  is  a  large  portion  of  the  expenditures  of  our  State  govern- 
ment, as  will  be  observed  by  the  following  table  of  total  expen- 
diture for  the  institutions  named.  In  this  is  included  the 
various  amounts  for  special  purposes,  in  some  cases  additions 
and  improvements  to  the  permanenl  structures,  besides  ordi- 
nary maintenance :

These  arc  the  figures  given  in  the  press  from  the  report  of 
the  committee  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  State  Prison, 
of  course,  has  a  large  credit  offset  from  its  crops  and  pro- 
duets  and  receipts  of  labor.  But  if  we  add  the  sum  paid 
for  pensions,  which  was  $113,291,  it  will  be  seen  how  large  a 
portion  of  the  taxes  go  to  the  objects  of  relief  to  the  suffering, 
and  the  repression  of  crime,  for  the  entire  disbursements  of 
the  State  for  all  purposes  amounted  to  $1,085,556.68. 

But  it  is  acknowledged  that  North  Carolina  is  one  of  the 
most  lightly  taxed  of  all  the  States  of  the  Union,  especially 
for  State  purposes.  Surely  no  nobler  investment  of  her 
funds  could  be  made  than  to  devote  a  liberal  portion  to  the 
solace  of  the  afflicted,  the  protection  of  the  weak,  the  control 
of  the  wrong-drier,  and  the  education  of  the  young  who  are 
to  bear  the  future  burdens  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Another  large  and  varying  expenditure  is  made  by  the  sev- 
eral counties  in  providing  for  the  aged  and  infirm  in  Homes, 
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or  by  monthly  grants,  and  in  the  maintenance  of  jails  and 
workhouses.  This  reaches  a  large  sum  in  many  instances, 
varying  from  an  insignificant  sum  to  $6,000  or  $8,000  per 
county. 

In  reference  to  the  mere  cost  to  the  people,  in  money,  of 
the  present  methods  and  institutions,  it  is  evident  that  careful 
supervision  and  the  studious  consideration  of  our  social  condi- 
tions is  of  no  small  importance. 

What  are  the  greatest  needs  in  the  vast  community  that 
we  term  North  Carolina  \  Are  the  present  efforts  and  means 
utilized  to  the  best  results  to  relieve  suffering,  awaken  in- 
telligence, banish  crime,  and  provide  for  the  general  welfare  \ 

To  answer  these  inquiries  correctly  is  the  prelude  to  legis- 
lative action  for  improved  means  of  operation.  It  is  this 
Board  which  the  Constitution  charges  with  the  duty  of  col- 
It  cting,  collating  and  publishing  such  facts  as  may  conduce 
to  correct  judgment ;  and  this  whether  they  may  be  encour- 
aging, as  with  our  State  institutions,  or  the  reverse,  as  in 
many  counties  to  the  present  day. 

Fifty  years  ago  we  had  no  Hospital  for  the  Insane  in  oper- 
ation, for  the  first  was  opened  for  patients  in  1S56.  Sixty 
years  ago  North  Carolina  had  no  institution  for  the  deaf, 
dumb  or  blind,  or  for  the  orphan.  Within  twenty-five  years 
this  beneficent  work  has  grown  to  be  four-fold  what  it  was 
in  the  Centennial  year  of  American  independence. 

And  it  will  continue  to  grow.  That  the  people  are  in 
close  sympathy  is  evidenced  by  their  disposition  to  outrun 
the  official  work  of  the  State  and  the  county,  as  shown  by  the 
orphanages  which  have  sprung  up  and  flourished  in  various 
parts  of  the  Slate,  the  hospitals  for  accident  and  disease 
which  are  being  established,  and  the  special  homes  or  other 
iiiStitutioi  mercy  and  service.     This  spirit  is  strikingly 

illustrated  in  Wilmington,  where  the  Associated  Charities 
commands  the  united  support'of  the  citizens  of  all  religious 
faiths,  and  every  walk  of  life,  and  in  the  number  of  benevo- 
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lent  institutions  maintained  in  such  of  our  towns  as  Winston, 
Asheville  and  others. 

But  no  factor  of  the  future  development  of  material  pros- 
perity, and  higher  progress  in  the  care  of  the  weaker  mem- 
bers of  the  social  brotherhood,  will  be  more  powerful  than 
the  educational  awakening  now  apparent  in  all  our  borders, 
to  which  the  honored  Executive  of  the  State  is  giving  such 
unswerving  and  effective  influence  and  direction.  History 
will  doubtless  record  the  beginning  of  this  decade  as  the  era 
of  special  educational  and  social  development  in  our  beloved 
State. 

The  following  is  a  brief  review  of  the  status  of  the  State 
institutions,  the  fuller  details  being  found  in  the  reports  of 
the  officers  in  charge  to  this  Board. 

THE    STATE    HOSPITAL,    RALEIGH. 

Since  the  last  report,  Dr.  Geo.  L.  Kirby  has  died,  under 
whose  faithful  superintendence  large  additions  were  made  to 
the  institution,  and  Dr.  Jas._  McKee  has  succeeded  him. 
There  are  168  male,  252  female  patients ;  total,  420.  The 
proper  accommodating  capacity  is  reported  at  417.  It  is 
therefqre  entirely  filled,  and  there  are  6G  applications  on  file. 
During  the  year  there  were  143  admissions  and  147  dis- 
charges, including  41  deaths  and  98  cures.  This  gives  a  per- 
centage of  about  ten  per  cent  of  mortality  on  population, 
which,  however,  should  properly  be  less  if  total  population 
from  beginning  to  close  of  the  year  were  reported.  The  per- 
centage of  cures  upon  admissions  is  68^.  About  two-thirds 
of  the  patients  are  employed.  The  appropriation  for  the 
year  is  $71,500  for  maintenance,  and  a  special  appropriation 
for  floors  and  iron  stairways  of  $1,250.  There  was  also  a 
special  appropriation  of  $10,000  (payable  $5,000  annually), 
to  pay  off  indebtedness  incurred  by  deficit  in  1900.  The 
Superintendent  is  endeavoring  to  ascertain  the  patients  who 
may  be  able  to  defray  their  expenses,  in  accordance  with  re- 
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quirements  of  the  Act  of  1901.  He  urges  increased  provis- 
ion for  the  insane,  and  suggests  further  accommodations  at 
the  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  to  provide  for  the  insane  of  the 
Eastern  District. 

THE    STATE .  HOSPITAL,,    MOEGANTON. 

Dr.  P.  L.  Murphy,  Superintendent,  reports  the  important 
improvement  of  more  than  doubling  the  water  supply,  by  the 
purchase  of  100  acres  of  the  headwaters  of  Long  Creek,  at  a 
cost  of  $3,000.  He  recommends  another  water  main  to  be 
put  in,  to  the  junction  of  the  supply  from  Black  Fox  Branch. 
The  dam  has  been  constructed. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was 
877;  and  remaining  (November  30,  1900),  326  males,  419 
females;  total  745,  and  November  30,  1901,  344  males,  419 
females;  total,  763.  The  percentage  of  recovery  upon  ad- 
missions (132)  is  47.7.  "By  counting  those  discharged  as 
'not  insane'  as  recovered,  and  discharging  some  persons  nearly 
recovered,  the  percentage  could  easily  have  been  made  much- 
larger." 

The  percentage  of  mortality  upon  total  number  under  treat- 
ment (there  being  28  deaths)  is  about  3  1-5.  There  were  120 
refusals  of  admission,  all  for  want  of  room,  and  28  re-admis- 
sions. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  report  for  the  steps  taken  in  the 
endeavor  to  ascertain  what  patients  have  estates  or  friends 
who  can  defray  the  cost  of  their  support,  to  carry  out  the 
legislative  enactment  referring  thereto. 

The  appropriation  was  $100,000  per  annum  for  support, 
$10,000  per  annum  to  pay  a  debt  incurred  in  support  of  pa- 
tients for  biennial  period  1890-1900,  and  $50,000  per  annum 
for  erecting  and  equipping  building  for  patients.  Not  much 
progress  on  the  latter,  the  weather  through  the  summer  h 
ing  been  unfavorable  for  brick  making. 

The  per  capita  cost  was  $133.  The  farm,  garden  and 
dairy  products  have  been  varied  and  extensive. 
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THE  STATE    HOSPITAL,  GOLDSBORO.

Dr.  J.  F.  Miller  reports  an  addition  of  importance  in  a 

D(  w  building,  170  feet  long,  with  three  stories,  at  a  cost,  when 

finished  and  equipped,  of  $20,000.     It  furnishes  32  rooms 

for  male  patients,  besides  associate  dining  room  and  reposi- 

-  for  commissary  supplies. 

This  institution  is  for  the  colored  race,  and  had  on  roll  No- 
vember 30,  188  males,  273  females;  total,  461.  The  general 
rune  for  the  year  lias  been  459.17,  and  the  percentage  of 
cures  38.55  upon  admissions  (number  recovered,  32).  The 
number  of  deaths  was  20,  giving  percentage  of  mortality  of 
3  83. 

During  the  year  52  were  declined  for  want  of  room,  and  8 
as  not  being  proper  subjects.  More  would  have  been,  but 
their  applications  were  discouraged. 

The  appropriation  was  $47,500.  There  are  143  from  the 
Western  District,  and  318  from  the  Eastern. 

Employment  is  a  prominent  feature  in  treatment.  The 
Superintendent  suggests  the  need  of  a  special  appropriation 
for  a  cold  storage  plant  and  fire  escapes.  He  also  refers  to 
the  necessity  to  borrow  funds  for  the  completion  of  the  new 
building,  as  only  $5,000  of  the  special  appropriation  had 
b(  en  received.  He  expresses  the  belief  that  a  large  number 
of  colored  insane  remain  unprovided  for. 

THE  NORTH   CAROLINA  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF  AND  BLIND, 

RALEIGH. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  past  has  been  82  white  blind 
girls.  105  blind  boys ;  total,  187  white  pupils.  At  the  Col- 
ored Department,  38  colored  blind  girls,  25  blind  boys;  44 
colored  deaf  girls,  55  deaf  boys :  a  total  of  165  colored  pupils, 
and  grand  total  of  352.  There  are  25  applications.  The 
daily  average  attendance  has  been  about  260,  and  per  capita 
cost  nearly  $200. 

The  eurrent  expense  fund  is  nearly  $55,000  a  year,  and 
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there  is  a  special  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  improvements. 
The  large  dining  and  music  hall  at  the  White  Depart- 
ment has  been  completed  during  the  year,  and  other  improve- 
ments made,  and  a  building  constructed  at  the  Colored  De- 
partment for  the  new  pump  for  the  water  from  deep  well  of 
450  feet,  over  which  has  been  erected  a  G,000  gallon  steel 
tnnk. 

The  Principal  states  that  there  is  serious  need  of  a  lighting 
plant,  cold  storage  plant,  additional  machinery  for  broom 
making  and  carpenter's  departments,  maps,  globes,  pianos, 
and  two  pipe  organs,  whose  total  cost  would  be  about  $25,000. 
He  also  declares  that  if  his  funds  were  larger,  he  could  im- 
prove the  diet  of  pupils,  and  introduce  better  ventilation  in 
the  older  portions  of  the  buildings. 

There  are  accommodations  for  150  of  each  sex  at  the  "White 
Department,  and  125  of  each  at  the  Colored  Department,  if 
sufficient  means  were  provided  for  their  support.  There  are 
at  least  200  white  and  colored  children  who  need  its  care  and 
training. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB,  MOR- 

GANTOX. 

Have  admitted  35  new  pupils  (in  addition  to  number  en- 
rolled at  last  report)  ;  4  have  completed  time  and  been  dis- 
charged, 3  were  discharged  as  incapable  of  instruction,  and 
23  did  not  return  after  vacation.  We  can  accommodate  300, 
after  the  completion  of  two  small  additions  in  progress. 
These  will  give  room  for  50  children,  and  furnish  another 
exit,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  upon 
inspection.  A  complete  water  system  has  been  added,  and 
the  farm  much  improved.  The  industrial  department  is  be- 
ing  well  developed. 

The  present  appropriation  is  $40,000.  The  per  capita 
cost,  including  amount  expended  upon  permanent  improve- 
ments, is  $170 ;  per  capita  of  actual  consumption  for  support, 
$155. 
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The  Superintendent  a^ks  for  special  appropriation  of 
$3,000  for  milking  roadways,  draining  and  improving  the 
grounds. 

THE    OXFORD    ORPHAN    ASYLUM. 

There  are  now  221  pupils  in  this  institution,  an  excess  of 
six  over  last  year,  and  the  largest  average  number  ever  en- 
rolled was  223  during  the  year;  of  these,  106  are  girls,  and 
115  boys  now  present.  How  well  it  is  doing  its  work  is 
shown  by  the  provision  for  41  during  the  year  in  approved 
hemes,  and  five  others  with  employment  on  salary,  and  one 
received  in  the  Xormal  and  Industrial  College.  At  the  date 
of  the  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  the  total  re- 
ceipts' wore  $26,947.41,  including  $7,500  from  the  State. 
The  net  cost  of  maintenance  and  educating  was  $16,014.51. 
The  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  alone  was  $50.86;  for 
maintenance  and  education  the  cosl  per  capita  was  $63.18. 
Special  instruction  in  handicrafts,  etc.,  is  given  to  79  boys  and 
5S  girls. 

There  have  been  important  improvements,  comprising  a 
brick  building  nearing  completion  for  industrial  operations, 
a  dairy,  and  the  introduction  of  new  water  supply  by  well 
256  feet  in  depth.  The  Superintendent  needs  more  land, 
but  his  greatest  want  is  a  hospital  building,  fitted  with  mod- 
ern conveniences  for  infirmarv  use. 

TilK  COLORED  ORPHAN  ASYLUM,  OXFORD. 

Theiv  are  109  pupils,  of  whom  49  are  males  and  60  fe- 
males;  20  were  placed  in  homes.  The  receipts  were  $7,- 
599.7s,  and  expenditures  $8,049.71.  Of  this  amount,  $5,000 
was  the  regular  appropriation  from  the  State,  and  $1,600  a 
special  appropriation,  so  that  the  institution  is  practically 
supported  by  the  State.  The  present  indebtedness  is  $1,361.- 
50.  There  are  172  acres  of  land,  and  the  property  is  esti- 
mated at  $9,250,  but  the  title  is  not  in  the  State.  The  Su- 
perintendent reports  repairs  and  improvements  made  to  the 
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extent  of  $420.  He  states  that  they  need  a  chapel  and  class 
rooms,  fitted  and  furnished  for  school  purposes,  and  also 
buildings  for  shops. 

THE   NOETH   CAROLINA  SOLDIERS'"   HOME. 

Hon.  B.  F.  Dixon,  Secretary,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

A.  B.  Stronach,  Chairman  Executive  Committee. 

There  are  79  inmates,  and  6  absent  on  furlough ;  the  aver- 
age attendance  has  been  about  75.  The  very  infirm  character 
of  the  inmates  received  is  indicated  by  the  number  treated  in 
hospital,  52,  and  at  their  rooms,  22 ;  of  these,  14  died,  or 
about  20  per  cent.  This  shows  the  average  life  of  the  veteran 
of  the  Home  as  only  five  years.  The  number  enrolled  has 
been  limited  by  the  removal  of  the  old  dormitory,  and  the 
use  of  its  site  to  build  the  new  and  commodious  structure, 
about  to  be  occupied,  but  not  yet  in  use. 

The  Chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  have 
generously  promised  their  aid  in  the  equipment  of  the  new 
building.  The  Secretary  advocates  the  appropriation  of 
$25,000  annually  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  old  soldiers  of  the  State. 

It  is  proper  to  express  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  State 
ai.d  its  veterans  in  the  death  since  the  last  report  of  Wm.  C. 
Stronach,  who,  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
fiom  the  beginning  of  the  institution  rendered  so  much  valu- 
able service,  without  compensation  except  the  pleasure  of  dor 
ing  good  and  advancing  the  public  welfare.  By  the  statute 
of  reorganization  of  the  Homo  in  1901,  its  reports  will  be 
made  to  the  Secretary. 

RECOMMENDATIONS    OF   LAST    REPORT. 

The  Board  of  Public  Charities  made  three  recommenda- 
tions of  importance  in  the  last  report,  which  were  published 
in  the  press  and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  committees  of 
the  General  Assembly.  The  first  of  these  relates  to  the  neces- 
sity of  increased  accommodations  for  the  insane. 
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The  reports  of  the  institutions  showing  the  additions  au- 
thorized at  Morganton  and  Goldsboro,  and  the  special  appro- 
pi  iations  to  pay  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  completion  and 
equipment  of  a  recent  addition  at  Raleigh,  besides  the  appro- 
pi  iation  for  quarters  and  care  of  the  dangerous  insane,  at  the 
State  Prison,  exhibit  the  desire  of  the  representatives  of  the 
people  to  broaden  and  extend  the  work  of  the  State  in  the  re- 
lief of  this  class  of  sufferers,  and  their  earnest  effort  to  ad- 
vance toward  the  goal  long  desired  by  the  devoted  officers  and 
directors  of  the  several  institutions — provision  for  the  prompt 
admission  of  the  stricken,  and  their  return,  if  possible,  to 
their  homes  and  social  duties.  Unfortunately,  that  is  yet 
beyond  attainment. 

Weighing  the  problem  with  all  its  difficulties,  and  striving 
to  place  all  possible  means  in  the  hands  of  the  authorities,  the 
new  statute  included  a  requirement  that  all  patients  with 
estates,  or  those  dependent  upon  relatives  able  to  pay  for  their 
support  and  treatment,  should  be  required  to  pay  for  the 
same. 

This  would  operate  to  induce  the  support  of  private  insti- 
tutions in  the  State  by  those  who  would  prefer  to  pay  for 
special  accommodations,  leaving  room  for  additional  public 
patients,  or  else,  if  remaining  and  paying  for  support,  the 
treasury  would  be  measurably  relieved,  and  a  fund  created  by 
degrees  for  extension. 

But  how  far  it  will  be  practical  in  effect  remains  to  be  seen. 
Efforts  are  being  made  to  learn  the  facts  with  regard  to  resi- 
dent patients  at  the  Hospitals.  The  Superintendent  at  Mor- 
ganton, of  such  long  experience,  has  put  in  operation  changes 
in  the  blanks  for  admission,  shown  elsewhere  in  this  report,* 
and,  with  the  consent  of  his  Board,  has  sent  out  inquiries 
throughout  his  district  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Superior  Courts. 

In  truth,  the  presence  of  an  insane  member  of  a  family  so 
disorganizes  a  household,  by  the  demands  upon  time  and  at- 

*See  Appendix. 
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tendance,  that  often  those  who  have  lived  in  comfort  are  re- 
duced soon  to  narrow  incomes,  or  positive  want ;  especially  is 
this  so  when  the  bread-winner  is  himself  the  sufferer.  It  is 
well  established  that  the  majority  of  the  insane  in  our  State 
come  from  the  ranks  of  the  over-worked  and  poorly-nourished 
who  live  monotonous  lives ;  this  is  especially  true  of  women, 
living  in  the  country,  and  usually  they  are  possessed  of  limi- 
ted means. 

Yet  there  can  also  be  no  doubt  that,  with  stringent  regula- 
tions, a  reasonable  proportion  of  cases  can  be  required  to  pay 
the  expense.  We  see  that,  every  day,  in  the  case  of  pay  pa- 
tients, affected  with  diseases,  in  the  various  private  and  muni- 
cipal hospitals.  And  it  is  especially  important  to  enforce  the 
statute  as  far  as  possible,  to  assist  in  the  farther  effort  to 
meet  the  cruel  necessities  that  confront  us.  Already  the 
Hospital  at  Raleigh  is  full,  and  many  applications  have  been 
made  in  vain.  And  so  far  as  the  west  is  concerned,  a  sinde 
county  reported  five  insane  confined  in  the  jail,  and  another, 
the  home  of  one  of  the  present  Commissioners  of  this  body, 
recently  appointed  by  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  held  a 
prisoner  in  its  jail  two  years,  whose  only  offence  was'  insan- 
ity, and  who  could  not  he  provided  for  a  Morganton. 

Sooner  or  later,  some  comprehensive  system  must  be  adopt- 
ed by  a  great  State  like  this.  Whether  it  take  the  form  of 
county  or  district  hospitals,  in  connection  with  the  County 
Homes,  but  constructed  with  due  regard  to  the  safe  shelter, 
warmth  and  care  of  the  insane,  to  be  adopted  for  those  re-" 
garded  as  incurable,  the  epileptic,  and  the  dangerous  idiotic, 
demented  or  imbecile ;  or  whether  the  adoption  of  the  colony 
system  for  the  less  violent  insane,  under  the  general  superin- 
tendence of  the  officers  at  the  present  institutions,  and  pro- 
vided for  in  quarters  adjacent,  of  a  simple  character,  while 
the  inmates  are  encouraged  to  as  great  a  degree  of  self  support 
by  farming  and  otherwise: — these  questions  deserve  the  best 
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c<  Qsideration  of  the  people.  They  should  be  discussed  in  the 
press  ilic  wants  of  the  people  fully  exhibited,  the  experience 
of  others  in  dealing  with  this  question,  and  the  intelligence 
01  the  \\  isesl  men  in  the  State  directed  to  its  Solution,  and  the 
shaping  of  appropriate  legislation. 

The  second  recommendation  was  in  behalf  of  an  increase  of 
$5,000  annually  for  the  Soldiers'  Home.  This  was  granted, 
so  far  as  the  construction  of  a  new  building  to  est  that 
amount,  which,  in  addition  to  the  hospital  erected  last  year, 
will  greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Home.  This  was 
-i  cured  alter  many  persona]  interviews  and  several  addresses 
hi  In  re  the  committees  of  your  representative,  and  visits  to  the 
Home  with  these  of  influence  in  the  decision.  Much  credit 
for  the  result   is  due  to  prominenl  members  of  both  Houses, 

who    were   some   of   them    o\-(  'on  federates. 

1  '.lit  the  most  important  legislation  in  this  connection  was 
the  revision  of  the  pension  law,  the  increase  of  the  amount  to 

;>  fixed  minimum  of  $200,000  after  die  increased  pension  rate 
to  12c  on  $100  goes  into  effect,  and  especially  the  abolishing 
of  the  vicious  special  pension  lists  (granted  by  the  Assembly 
without  the  revision  of  the  County  Pension  Hoards),  which 
is  now  provided  for,  as  has  been  earnestly  suggested  in  these 
reports  as  an  indispensable  measure  of  reform.  Put  in  spite 
of  the  ravages  of  death,  and  the  pruning  of  the  County 
Boards,  and  careful  revision  in  the  Auditor's  otlico,  the  num- 
ber of  pensioners,  as  was  anticipated,  has  increased,  chiefly 
o''  the  fourth  class,  including  widows. 

The  Home  is  undoubtedly  on  a  better  basis,  or  will  be  after 
the  opening  o\'  the  new  building,  than  ever  before.  And  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  sympathy  and  practical  aid  of 
the  women  of  the  State  have  been  actively  aroused.  This  is 
evidenced  by  the  visit  of  the  State  Chapter  of  Daughters  of 
the  Confederacy  in  October,  1900,  and  the  festival  in  June 
last  upon  the  occasion  of  the  gift  by  the  Daughters  to  the  vet- 
erans of  crosses  of  honor;  also  their  efforts  for  assistance  in 
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equipment,  and  the  recenl  systematic  visitation  of  the  Home 
b\  the  Junior  Daughters  under  the  charge  of  Mr-.  D.  II. 
Hill,  Sr.j  the  widow  of  the  distinguished  Lieutenanl  Genera] 
Hill. 

The  fact  thai  ii  is  a  Hospital  is  shown  by  the  list  of  the 
sick,  and  the  percentage  of  mortality.  When  we  note  thai 
the  percentage  of  mortality  in  the  ordinary  hospitals  in  the 
txwns  of  NTorth  Carolina  varies  from  '•'>  to  12  per  cent,  and 
n<  te  thai  in  the  Home  i1  is  20  per  cent,  and  has  been  for  years, 
the  fad  carries  its  own  empha  The  men  have  aever  been 

better  satisfied  than  under  the  care  of  th  Superin- 

i(  ndenl  and  the  excellenl  Matron.  Bui  to  relieve  her  r<  apon 
sibilitv  and  labor  (  both  by  nighl  and  day  ),  ii  is  suggested  thai 
a  skillful  trained  nurse,  under  the  Matron's  control,  hould  be 
the  staff.  The  State  owes  a  debl  of  gratitude  to  the 
unselfish  physicians  and  clergy  who  minister  to  the  veterans: 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  is  no  residenl  medical 
officer,  nor  would  the  presenl  smaU  appropriation  afford  it. 

The  third  recommendation  was  the  often  repeated 
tion  of  the  need  of  a  State  Reform  School  for  young  crimi- 
nals. This  was  earnestly  pressed,  but  met  with  failure. 
Under  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  your  committee,  Messrs. 
\V.  \.  Jones,  W.  A.  Blair  and  the  Secretary,  drew  up  a  bill 
for  the  proposed  institution,  which  was  submitted  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  to  the  Senator  from  Wake,  and 
introduced  by  him.  It  provided  for  a  younger  limit  of  age 
than  heretofore,  and  was  so  drawn  as  to  render  the  proposed 
school  as  useful  as  possible,  by  combining  the  parole  system 
with  a  view  to  placing  the  child  in  a  good  home,  as  the  best 
of  nature's  reformatories,  keeping  supervision  over  him,  yet 
reducing  the  evils  inseparable  from  all  institution  life.  The 
leading  feature  is  industrial  occupation  on  the  farm,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  scholastic  work.  Much  latitude  was  properly  left 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  in  charge. 
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It  was  discussed,  and  the  need  and  its  remedy  exhibited  in 
letters  and  reports,  as  heretofore  referred  to  in  these  reports, 
before  the  Joint  Committee  on  Penal  Institutions.  Unfortu- 
nately, too  much  stress  was  laid  by  some  upon  the  need  of  sav- 
ing the  children  in  the  penitentiary,  when  the  fact  was  that 
but  few  under  fifteen  were  then  convicts  in  the  State's  Prison. 
But  the  true  need  was  to  prevent  the  large  number  on  the  way 
there,  in  station  houses,  county  jails,  and  on  the  roads,  from 
reaching  the  penitentiary  as  they  grew  older,  for  fifty  per 
cent  are  only  21  years  and  under. 

The  Senate  committee  reported  favorably,  but  the  House 
was  indifferent,  in  view  of  the  extensive  demands  upon  the 
Treasury,  and  the  fear  of  a  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Its 
friends  were  forced  to  accept  the  assurance  that  it  must  be 
postponed,  as  no  new  institution  could  be  considered,  however 
meritorious,  at  that  time.  Without  reiterating  the  well  set- 
tled views  of  this  Board  upon  the  great  necessity  of  such  an 
institution  in  our  State,  and  its  demonstrated  value  in  other 
communities,  there  are  one  or  two  facts  which  may  be  re- 
corded. 

While  the  bill  was  pending,  I  made  a  personal  examination 
of  the  records  of  the  police  station  for  some  years  in  this  city, 
and  found  26  white  children  had  been  incarcerated  for  va- 
rious offences,  all  of  fifteen  years  and  under,  within  the  two 
years  since  the  last  legislative  session.  And  there  are  some 
other  towns  in  the  State  which  equal  or  exceed  this  record. 
White  boys  of  this  town  were  in  Wake  jail  during  these  de- 
liberations.    So  much  for  the  necessity. 

In  June  last,  a  boy  sentenced  for  larceny  in  the  county  of 

,  had  a  relative,  who  asked  the  aid  of  the  State 

authorities  to  place  him  in  some  Reform  School  without  the 
State.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  referred 
the  case  to  this  office,  and,  after  some  correspondence,  admis- 
sion was  secured  for  him  into  such  an  institution,  where  he 
will  be  trained  to  usefulness.      The  charges  amount  to  $100 
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per  annum  only.  His  ordinary  jail  fees  would  have  been  30 
cents  a  day,  or  $109.50  a  year;  the  first  named  to  secure  in- 
telligence, an  honest  trade,  and  a  daily  brightening  hope  of 
re-entry  into  a  happy  and  honorable  life ;  a  maker  of  a  home, 
and  a  taxpayer  to  help  bear  the  burdens  of  society;  the  second 
would  have  been  only  the  price  of  ruin  to  soul  and  body,  initia- 
tion into  the  life  and  habits  and  desires  of  plunderers,  thieves, 
burglars,  and  all  other  enemies  of  society .,  outcasts  and  aliens 
to  all  that  is  good  and  pure. 

If  it  must  come  to  a  mere  matter  of  dollars  and  cents,  we 
can  not  afford  to  train  young  criminals  by  experts  in  the  high 
schools  of  crime,  any  more  than  in  its  university,  the  peniten- 
tiary. 

The  necessary  length  of  this  report,  and  the  fact  that  ;t 
year  must  elapse  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly, 
renders  reference  to  the  proposed  care  of  the  feeble  minded 
and  epileptic  by  special  institution,  uncalled  for  at  present, 
and  the  same  may  be  said  of  many  similar  topics.  Among 
these,  however,  is  the  important  proposition  to  introduce  the 
parole  system  into  our  penitentiary  and  workhouse  manage- 
ment. This  deserves  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  and  the 
public  should  be  fully  informed  through  the  press  of  the 
merits  of  this  modification  of  the  penal  methods. 

If  the  object  of  punishment  is  both  the  protection  of  societv 
and  the  reformation  of  the  offender,  with  no  taint  of  the  vin- 
dictivenoss  that  accompanies  private  vengeance  for  wrong 
doing,  it  would  seem  that  when  a  disposition  to  penitence  ha- 
been  proven  by  obedience  and  willingness  to  perform  dntie> 
required,  and  the  convict  is  able  to  be  self-supporting,  and  in 
some  cases  where  health  is  seriously  threatened  by  longer 
imprisonment,  there  are  many  instances  in  which  a  parole 
might  be  granted,  the  convict  liberated  being  required  to  re- 
port at  stated  periods,  and  to  show  a  continuance  in  well-doing 
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throughout  the  period  originally  sentenced,  and  on  failure 
summarily  remanded  to  original  place  of  confinement. 

The  advantages  are  the  relief  afforded  to  the  Executive, 
where  the  Governor  does  not  deem  an  absolute  pardon  desira- 
ble, and  yet  recognizes  some  hardship  in  continued  incarcera- 
tion; the  lightening  of  the  taxpayer's  burden  for  support,  a 
condition  precedent  being  made  that  the  prisoner  is  not  to  be 
a  public  charge,  and  the  reformatory  stimulus  afforded  to 
every  prisoner  by  the  hope  held  out  in  case  of  good  conduct 
and  proper  spirit  of  life,  especially  as  it  becomes'  a  public 
recognition  of  the  possibility  of  his  winning  respectability 
again,  if  he  deserves  it. 

The  fact  that  the  most  enlightened  countries  of  Europe  are 
cautiously  bu1  regularly  extending  the  parole  system,  and 
that  twenty-seven  States  of  this  Union  have  adopted  it  with 
satisfaction  to  the  more  experienced  penologists,  challenges 
the  discussion  before  the  people,  and  encourages  the  belief 
that  it  may  take  its  place  in  the  progressive  enactments  of  a 
near  future. 

THE  COLORED  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

I  feel  constrained  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
anomalous  position  of  the  Colored  Orphan  Asylum,  in  Gran- 
ville Countv.  It  is  under  the  control  of  a  board  of  ten  direc- 
tors,  and  the  fifth  article  of  the  constitution  is  as  follows: 
"The  Board  of  Directors  may  increase  or  decrease  their  num- 
ber at  pleasure.  They  shall  have  power  to  create  annual 
members,  life  members,  and  members  for  any  term  of  years 
as  honorary  members  of  the  association."  The  directors,  in 
fact,  constitute  the  association,  as  stated  in  the  first  article. 
It  was  organized  in  August,  1S83,  by  the  Wake  and  Shiloh 
Colored  Baptist  Associations,  but  the  name  "Baptist"  was 
subsequently  dropped,  and  children  of  all  denominations  ad- 
mitted. It  existed  feebly,  in  a  voluntary  way,  by  missionary 
efforts,   until   in    1891   the   Legislature   of   North   Carolina 
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granted  $1,000  annually  to  the  Asylum;  in  1893,  it  was  in- 
creased to  $1,500;  in  1895,  to  $3,000;  in  1897,  the  Legisla- 
ture raised  it  to  $5,000,  and  in  1901  it  was  given  $5,000 
annually,  and  also  $1,600  as  a  special  appropriation. 

For  years  past,  the  contributions  other  than  the  support  of 
the  State  have  been  small,  so  that  ^Torth  Carolina  has  been 
paying  four-fifths  to  five-sixths  of  the  total  expenditure,  with- 
out any  representative  of  the  State's  interest  on  the  board  of 
its  management,  or  any  title  to  any  part  of  the  property. 
Nothing  like  this  exists  anywhere  else  in  the  State.  The 
State  does  not  furnish  now  much  more  than  a  third  of  the 
support  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  (white),  but  it  is 
freely  accorded  three  members  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor.  The  Cullowhee  High  School  re- 
ceived $5,000  from  the  State,  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  1901,  but  agreed  to  give  title  to  the  State  in  the  property. 

The  institution  was  visited  in  the  course  of  our  regular  in- 
spections, in  August  last.  It  was  favorably  spoken  of  by  the 
citizens  of  Oxford,  and  the  physicians  who  attend  the  pupils. 
No  doubt  much  good  has  been  effected.  But  it  was  with  re- 
gret that  I  observed  that  the  excellent  new  building  for  the 
family  of  the  Superintendent  and  teachers  was  not  accom- 
panied by  some  effort  for  the  improvement  of  the  school  quar- 
ters, especially  the  class  room,  if  it  may  be  so  called. 

The  Superintendent  reported  in  1898  that  there  were  ac- 
commodations for  150,  and  in  1899  reported  130  enrolled. 
In  1900,  20  had  been  the  total  number  added,  and  19  dis- 
charged, leaving  131  in  December  1,  1900.  But  the  present 
number  is  stated  at  109. 

With  every  wish  for  the  welfare  of  a  good  work  among  the 
unfortunate  subjects  of  neglect  and  of  affliction  among  the 
colored  children  of  the  State,  I  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  both  the  institution  and  the  State  have  all  to  cain  and 
nothing  to  lose  by  the  change  of  control  so  far  as  to  give  the 
State,  through  appointment  by  the  Governor,  an  authoritative 
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voice  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs,  and  hope  the  Board 
may  recommend  such  a  statute  as  a  condition  precedent  to 
future  appropriations. 

THE    COUNTY    PENAL    AND    CHARITABLE    INSTITUTIONS. 

The  space  occupied  by  a  review  of  the  large  State  institu- 
tions, and  other  public  interests  in  the  field  of  the  charities, 
does  not  permit  any  extended  consideration  of  the  jails, 
Homes,  convict  camps,  etc.  But  the  .reports  of  the  Visitors 
to  the  same  are  herewith  presented,  and  merit  careful  atten- 
tion. This  is  the  weakest  portion,  of  necessity,  in  our  gen- 
eral administration,  committed  as  it  is  to  ninety-seven  dis- 
tinct bodies  of  Commissioners,  who,  however  patriotic  and 
desirous  of  the  welfare  of  the  people,  are  burdened  with 
numerous  other  trusts,  and  in  many  cases  have  never  given  at- 
tention to  the  work  involved  in  the  efficient  management  of 
the  county  institutions. 

It  is  an  encouraging  feature  in  our  progress,  that  while 
there  are  numerous  delays  and  procrastinations  to  effect 
the  reforms  asked,  and  sometimes  retrogression  by  manage- 
ment through  careless  or  ignorant  officials,  yet  on  the  whole 
there  is  a  willing  spirit  and  readiness  to  abate  any  well  recog- 
nized evil  pointed  out  by  our  Visitors  of  Charities  in  the 
counties,  or  reported  from  this  office. 

To  these  Visitors,  as  the  indispensable  support  of  our 
whole  system  of  county  supervision,  the  entire  State  is  espec- 
ially indebted ;  to  repeat  the  language  of  a  former  report, 
"some  of  whom  are  the  original  appointees  and  have  served 
for  a  decade,  prompted  only  by  the  public  spirit  that  seeks 
the  general  welfare,  and  the  love  of  the  work  that  uplifts  the 
fallen  and  succors  the  distressed." 

It  is  with  pain  that  the  announcement  is  made  that  death 
has  again  robbed  us  of  some  of  the  most  energetic  and  useful 
of  these  citizens,  who  have  lived  for  their  fellow  men,  and 
gone  to  a  well-earned  rest.  Among  these  are  Augustus  Lath- 
am, Esq.,  of  Beaufort;  Col.  John  ]N\  Bennett,  of  Brunswick: 
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Donald  ILcKenzie,  Esq.,  of  Burke ;  Dr.  J.  AL  Spainhour,  of 
Caldwell;  Dr.  J.  H.  Wolff,  of  Jackson,  and  Col.  Wm.  H. 
Cheek,  of  Vance.  Several  of  these  were  the  direct  leaders  of 
county  action,  resulting  in  replacing  dilapidated  buildings  by 
proper  structures,  and  stimulating  good  management  by  the 
officials. 

The  suggestions  contained  in  the  "Remarks"  from  the  Vis- 
itors are  commended  to  your  attention.  And  it  is  with  pleas- 
ure that  we  note  the  interest  in  some  counties  by  the  ladies 
who  constitute  the  Auxiliary  Visitors,  is  attested  by  the  prep- 
aration of  the  report  itself.  The  development  of  this  side  of 
our  work  merits  more  attention  than  it  has  yet  received.  And 
in  this  connection,  we  should  gratefully  acknowledge  the  valu- 
able service  as  Visitors  to  the  jails  especially  of  the  represent- 
atives of  the  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor,  the  King's 
Daughters,  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  and,  in 
the  towns  especially,  the  occasional  visits  of  members  of  the 
churches.  But  this,  unfortunately,  is  not  systematic ;  and  I 
have  recently  visited  a  jail  in  which  both  officers  and  prison- 
ers said  that  no  clergyman  had  been  within  its  doors  for  six 
months. 

But.  a  lamentable  condition  of  affairs  yet  exists  in  many 
counties  as  regards  the  condition  and  management  of  the 
Homes  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm.  Taken  as  a  whole,  it  must 
be  acknowledged  that  the  provision  for  the  honest  poor  does 
not  equal  that  for  the  criminal,  although  there  is  no  jail  that 
is  too  well  cared  for.  The  State  institutions  are  the  pride  of 
its  people,  managed  by  officers  of  high  qualifications,  and  in 
touch  with  the  progress  of  the  times.  It  is  the  forlorn  poor 
houses,  as  they  have  been  called,  which  need  the  special  and 
fostering  oversight  of  intelligent  men  and  women.  There  is 
a  great  field  for  Christian  effort  in  behalf  of  these  secluded 
unfortunates.  This  Board  can  accomplish  much  by  securing, 
wherever  it  is  possible,  the  removal  to  the  vicinity  of  county 
towns;  to  allow  better  supervision,  by  stimulating  the  choice  of 
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better  land  and  the  purchase  of  stock,  to  introduce  as  much  of 
self  support  as  possible;  and  especially  by  interesting  through 
correspondence  men  and  women  of  character  to  exercise  a 
moral  influence,  and  bring  about  a  cheerful  and  willing  ac- 
tion for  improvement  by  the  Commissioners  of  a  county, 
which  is  so  much  more  effective  for  lasting  good  than  any  ef- 
forts to  drive  officials  to  unwelcome  duties.  The  experience 
of  all  who  have  confronted  this  problem  is  against  the  custom 
of  depending  solely  upon  the  reports  of  grand  juries  for  jus- 
tice to  the  unfortunates  in  the  Homes.  It  is  true  to-day,  that 
more  Homes  are  inferior  in  condition  and  in  management- 
than  jails  in  like  case  in  our  State.  The  following  is  a  re- 
view of  their  condition  in  brief,  as  reported . 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  marked  distinction  should  be 
made  between  a  favorable  report  upon  the  condition  of  build- 
ings and  means  of  care  supplied,  and  the  management  of  the 
officers  in  charge.  It  is  proposed  so  to  change  the  blanks  now 
forwarded  to  Visitors  for  use,  as  to  provide  for  this. 

Special  notes  as  to  Homes  may  be  summarized  as  follows 
There  are  now  only  five  counties  unprovided,  four  of  which, 
Carteret,  Graham,  Lenoir  and  Currituck,  depend  upon  pay- 
ments to  the  friends  of  the  poor  "for  support,  and  the  fifth 
(Scotland)  has  not  yet  organized  its  Home.  In  Clay,  the 
purchase  was  made  during  the  present  year,  and  the  Homo 
duly  organized.  The  following  are  reported  as  needing  im- 
provement: Alamance  (although  good  for  the  most  part)  ;  in 
Brunswick  the  management  is  inferior,  also  in  Cherokee, 
Hertford,  Henderson,  Onslow;  the  building  is  bad,  but  man- 
agement satisfactory,  in  Gaston,  Montgomery  and  Iredell. 
This  judgment  would  have  been  pronounced  on  many  others 
by  many  Visitors  accustomed  to  institutions  with  require- 
ments fully  met  for  health  and  comfort.  The  following  are 
pronounced  wholly  bad :  Dare,  Harnett,  Mitchell,  Swain, 
Washington  and  Yancey.  Harnett  is  taking  steps  to  organ- 
ize anew  in  a  better  location.     Mitchell  has  built  a  eood  mod- 
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era  jail,  and  will  doubtless  improve  the  Home.  Both  Mitch- 
ell and  Yancey  have  had  serious  losses  by  the  floods  of  this 
year.  Xo  accounts  are  so  gloomy  in  regard  to  the  accommo- 
dations for  the  poor  as  those  of  Dare  and  Washington.

In  regard  to  the  jails,  Gaston  has  none  at  present,  the  new 
one  not  being  occupied  since  the  burning  of  the  former  jail. 
Scotland  will  open  the  new  jail  about  the  beginning  of  Janu- 
ary. The  jail  of  Buncombe  is  good,  but  often  too  much 
crowded  to  admit  comfort  or  health;  in  Chatham  the  manage- 
ment has  been  inferior,  but  since  personal  inspection  from 
this  office,  improvement  is  promised  by  the  Commissioners 
and  the  Sheriff.  Wake  is  still  subject  to  crowding,  not  well 
constructed, and  below  the  standard  of  the  jail  in  the  capital  of 
our  State;  in  Warren,  repairs  are  needed.  In  Robeson,  the 
management  is  good,  but  building  inferior.  Harnett  has 
built  a  stockade  about  a  jail,  which  no  longer  is  sufficiently 
secure  to  keep  prisoners,  and  a  separate  house  for  the  jailer. 
In  Alleghany  and  in  Wilkes,  the  building  is  bad,  but  manage- 
ment good.  Alexander  and  Dare  greatly  need  new  and 
proper  jails. 

It  ought  to  be  said  in  justice  to  those  who  have  manfully 
stated  the  shortcomings  of  their  county  institutions  that  in 
various  cases  movements  are  in  contemplation  or  actual  pro- 
gress which  may  improve  the  buildings,  etc.,  referred  to,  be- 
fore this  report  reaches  print. 

It  may  be  said  in  conclusion  upon  this  subject,  that  at  no 
time  within  our  knowledge  have  so  many  jails  merited  the 
rank  of  excellent,  or  good,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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I  can  not  close  this  report  without  an  expression  of  grati- 
tude to  Governor  Charles  B.  Aycock,  for  the  generous  interest 
ard  firm  support  he  has  given  to  the  operations  of  the  Board, 
strengthening  the  influence  of  its  work,  and  laying  the  foun- 
dation for  more  effective  development  in  the  future.  The 
courtesies  of  the  other  departments  of  the  State  government 
are  much  appreciated. 

To  Dr.  Charles  Duffy,  the  devoted  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
and  the  other  unselfish  and  patriotic  members,  especially  the 
resident  member,  W.  K  Jones,  Esq.,  who  is  so  often  called 
upon  for  counsel  and  service,  sincere  thanks  are  rendered; 
and  they  are  also  congratulated  upon  the  accession  to  their 
number  of  Messrs.  Edgar  L.  Haughton,  of  Jones,  and  Wm. 
F.  Craig,  of  McDowell,  under  the  appointment  of  the  Gov- 
ernor to  fill  the  vacancies  long  existing. 

Permit  me  to  close  this  report  by  adverting  once  more  to 
the  noble  labors  of  the  men  and  women,  Visitors  of  Charities 
m  the  counties,  several  hundred  in  number,  who  are  faithfully 
helping  to  supervise  the  institutions,  and  give  so  freely  of 
their  time  and  labor  and  thought — frequently  of  their  earnest 
irfluence  specially  exerted — to  lighten  the  lot  of  the  unfortu- 
nate, without  other  compensation  than  the  sense  of  a  duty  per- 
formed for  the  good  of  humanity,  and  to  promote  the  public 
welfare.

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REPORT  OF  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  following  faqts  are  condensed  from  the  reports  received 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  of  the  operations  of  the 
several  State  institutions  in  the  year  1901: 

The  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  in  North  Carolina  present  the  follow- 
ing statistics: 

State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  Dr.  James  McKee,  Superintendent.  Num- 
ber received  during  the  year  ending  November  30,  1901,  143;  dis- 
charged as  restored,  98;  improved,  2;  unimproved,  1;  transferred  to 
Morganton  State  Hospital,  5;  died,  41;  8  males  on  probation. 

Now  in  charge.  252  female  patients,  with  a  proper  capacity  of  232; 
1(58  male  patients  with  a  capacity  of  185.  An  average  of  66  2-3  per 
cent  are  employed.  Sixty-six  applications'  on  file  awaiting  room;  lf> 
from  the  Western  District. 

The  value  of  farm,  garden  and  dairy  products  is  estimated  at 
$11,052.61. 

The  appropriation  for  support  for  the  year  ending  November  30. 
1901,  was  $71,500.  Special  appropriation  for  floors  and  stairways', 
$1,250.  There  is  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  (payable  $5,000  annu- 
ally for  two  years)  to  meet  the  deficit  for  the  fiscal  year  1900.  No 
indebtedness  now  exists,  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  determine.  All 
vouchers  not  being  in. 

The  per  capita  for  maintenance  was  $150  on  a  basis  of  475  patients. 


The  State  Hospital  at  Morganton  reports  the  following: 

Remaining  November  30,  1900,  males,  326;  females,  419;  total, 
745.  Admitted  during  the  year,  132;  total,  under  treatment,  877: 
discharged  recovered,  63;  improved,  15;  unimproved,  6;  not  insane. 
2;  died,  28;  remaining  November  30,  1901,  763.  The  percentage  of 
recovery  upon  admissions,  47.7;  120  refused  admission  for  want  of 
room.     Readmissions,  28. 

The  leading  improvement  was  the  purchase  of  the  headwaters  of 
Long  Creek.  This  doubled  the  water  supply.  The  cost  was  $3,000. 
and  included  400  acres  of  land.  There  was  little  work  done  on  the 
new  building  in  course  of  construction  on  account  of  unfavorable 
weather  for  brick  making. 

The  appropriations  were  $100,000  per  annum  for  support,  $10,00* 
per  annum  to  pay  off  indebtedness  for  the  years  1899-1900,  and  $50,- 
000  per  annum  for  erecting  and  equipping  building  for  patients'.  The 
products  of  farm  and  dairy  are  given  in  kind,  without  assigning 
values;  these  include  17,601  pounds  of  pork  and  38,758  gallons  of 
milk.     The  per  capita  cost  was  $133. 
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The  State  Hospital  at  Goldsboro  (for  the  colored  race),  Dr.  J.  F. 
Miller,  Superintendent,  reports  as  follows:  Number  on  roll  Novem- 
ber 30,  1900,  was  439;  admitted,  83;  whole  number  treated,  522;  dis- 
charged recovered,  32;  improved,  4;  much  improved,  3;  unimproved, 
2;  died,  20;  whole  number  discharged,  61.  On  roll  November  30, 
1901,  461;  general  average  for  the  year,  459.17;  percentage  of  cures, 
38,55;  percentage  of  deaths,  3.83.  In  single  rooms,  259;  double 
rooms,  46;  in  large  associate  rooms,  129;  7  sleep  in  hall;  18  on  pro- 
bation; 60  per  cent  of  males  and  50  per  cent  of  females  employed. 
Declined,  52  applications  for  want  of  room,  and  8  were  not  proper 
subjects  of  hospital  care.  A  new  building  was  in  course  of  con- 
struction. The  first  floor  to  be  used  as  an  associate  dining-room  for 
males  and  as  storage  for  commissary  supplies.  The  second  and 
third  stories  furnish  32  separate  rooms  for  male  patients.  It  is 
built  of  brick,  with  slate  roof,  and  when  completed  will  cost  $20,000. 
An  estimate  of  the  net  value  of  crops  for  the  year  1901  was  $2,565.80. 
The  annual  appropriation  for  maintenance  for  the  year  1901  was 
$47,500,  and  for  improvements  $25,000.  We  have  143  patients  from 
the  Western  District  and  318  from  the  Eastern.  There  are  no  pay 
patients. 


State  Hospital  for  Dangerous  Insane,  Jas.  R.  Rogers,  M.D.,  Super- 
intendent, Raleigh,  reports  as  follows: 

The  General  Assembly  appropriated  $3,000  for  making  changes  in 
the  western  wing  of  the  State's  Prison,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  pur- 
poses of  a  hospital  for  the  dangerous'  insane.  It  will  take  at  least 
$3,000  more  to  make  the  needed  changes.  It  will  then  accommodate 
49  patients.  Number  of  patients  December  31,  1900,  was  36;  admit- 
ted to  December  1,  1901,  9;  died  during  the  year,  6;  discharged,  1. 
The  annual  appropriation  is  $5,000;  the  amount  expended  to  No- 
vember 30  is  $4,706.12.  Per  capita  cost  of  maintenance,  $104.79.  In 
addition  to  the  $3,000  appropriated  for  improvements,  the  sum  of 
$293.88,  left  over  from  the  general  appropriation,  will  be  expended 
for  putting  necessary  radiation. 


The  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  at  Raleigh,  John 
E.  Ray,  Principal,  reports  that  at  the  separate  departments  for  the 
races  there  have  been  enrolled  during  the  year  82  white  blind 
girls,  105  white  blind  boys;   total,  187. 

At  the  Colored  Department,  38  colored  blind  girls,  25  colored 
blind  boys;  44  colored  deaf  girls,  and  55  colored  deaf  boys,  a  total  of 
165,  and  the  two  departments  total  352.  Applications  on  file,  25. 
None  refused.  Average  daily  attendance,  260;  njer  capita  cost  about 
$200.     During  the  year  we  have  completed  a  dining-room  and  music 
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hall,  and  replaced  the  sanitary  closets  and  bath  tubs'  in  the  girls' 
building  with  modern  ones.  At  the  Colored  Department  a  building 
has  been  erected  for  the  pump,  and  a  steel  water  tank  of  6.000  gal- 
lons capacity.  This  completes  the  arrangements  for  water  supply. 
Annual  appropriation,  $55,000;   special,  $10,000  for  improvements. 


The  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf,  at  Morganton,  Prof.  E. 
McK.  Goodwin,  Superintendent,  reports  as  follows: 

We  have  admitted  35  new  pupils';  4  have  completed  the  allotted 
time  and  been  discharged;  3  sent  home  as  incapable  of  receiving 
instruction;  23  remained  on  their  own  account.  We  can  accommo- 
date 300. 

The  improvements  have  been  two  small  additions,  which  increased 
the  old  accommodations  and  furnished  another  exit  in  case  of  fire. 
A  complete  water  system,  including  boiler,  500  gallon  pump  and 
reservior  to  hold  125,000  gallons  of  water  is  nearing  completion. 
This  gives  good  fire  protection.  The  per  capita  cost  was  $170,  part 
of  which  was  expended  for  fixtures.  Actual  per  capita,  $155.  An- 
nual appropriation,  $40,000. 

Harvested  1,080  bushels  of  corn,  900  of  sweet  potatoes,  275  Irish 
potatoes,  127  tons  of  ensilage,  etc.,  besides  700  cans  of  beans  and  400 
of  tomatoes. 


The  North  Carolina  Soldiers'  Home,  A.  B.  Stronach,  Chairman 
Executive  Committee,  Raleigh,  reports  November  30,  1901,  79  in- 
mates; 6  on  furlough.  Discharged  for  disobedience,  2;  discovered 
to  have  deserted  the  army,  2.  Average  attendance,  75;  received,  24; 
applications  on  file,  60.  Annual  appropriation,  $13,000;  special  ap- 
propriation for  building  and  repairs,  $5,000.  From  the  sale  of  pro- 
duce, $45.63;  other  sources,  120;  total,  $18,165.63.  Expended  for 
building,  repairing  and  maintenance,  $12,430.32;  balance  in  hand 
end  of  fiscal  year,  $5,735.31.  No  indebtedness'.  We  have  erected 
during  the  year  a  large  dormitory  building,  containing  26  rooms, 
including  library,  sitting  room  and  Superintendent's  office.  This 
building  and  the  Hospital  are  now  being  furnished  with  hot  water 
plant  for  heating,  and  it  will  be  ready  for  use  by  January  1,  1902. 
The  building  cost  $5,000.  A  water  tank  has  been  added,  which  holds 
5,000  gallons  of  water.  Water  pipes  have  been  laid  to  all  the  build- 
ings, with  hose  attachments.  Thes-e  improvements  cost  $1,000. 
There  have  been  14  deaths;  52  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  and 
22  outside.  The  State  should  appropriate  $25,000  annually  for  suit- 
able buildings  and  maintenance  of  the  Soldiers'  Home. 
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The  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  Col.  W.  J.  Hicks,  Superintendent, 
has  now  106  girls  and  115  boys,  a  total  of  221.  Received  during  the 
year,  03;  re-admitted,  4;  discharged,  61.  Of  the  latter  41  went  to 
approved  Homes',  11  to  their  own  homes,  5  to  employment  with  sal- 
ary; 1  ran  away,  1  died  at  home,  and  1  at  the  Asylum;  1  to  the  N. 
and  I.  College.  Our  supply  of  water  being  inadequate  and  impure, 
a  well  256  feet  deep  has  been  drilled,  and  furnishes  an  ample  sup- 
ply of  good  water.  The  buildings  have  been  scattered  and  at  an  in- 
convenient distance  from  each  other.  A  new  brick  building  for 
dairy  has  been  erected.  We  also  have  a  brick  building  nearing  com- 
pletion, in  which  the  industrial  work  will  be  centered.

The  average  number  of  children  was  223.  The  cost  per  capita 
for  maintenance  has  been  $50.86,  and  for  maintenance  and  educa- 
tion, $63.18.  The  needs  of  the  institution  are  buildings'  for  concen- 
trating the  office,  laundry  and  shoe  shop.  The  most  urgent  need  is 
a  better  building  for  hospital  purposes. 


The  Colored  Orphan  Asylum,  at  Oxford,  Rev.  Robt.  Shepard, 
Superintendent,  reports  49  boys,  60  girls;  total,  109.  During  the 
year  ending  November  30,  1901,  were  received  10;  died,  1;  placed  in 
homes,  20.  Difficulty  is  found  in  securing  good  homes.  A  building 
for  tools',  a  bath  room,  tank  for  laundry  and  pump,  with  some  re- 
pairs to  buildings  inside,  have  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $420.

We     need 
chapel  and  class  rooms  and  buildings  for  shops. 
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The  North  Carolina  Penitentiary,  J.  S.  Mann,  Superintendent,  re- 
ports the  number  of  convicts  remaining  November  30,  1900,  881; 
since  admitted,  290;  discharged,  229;  died,  8;  escaped,  77,  and  of 
whom  40  have  been  recaptured;  in  charge  November  30,  1901,  797; 
of  these  53  were  females — 4  white,  49  colored.  Several  small  houses 
have  been  erected  on  the  State  farms,  and  both  the  stock  houses  on 
Caledonia  farms  have  been  thoroughly  repaired.  Extensive  work 
has  been  done  on  the  dike  around  Caledonia.  The  health  of  the 
institution  has  been  excellent  and  the  mortality  small — 8  deaths 
out  of  a  prison  population  of  1,171;  2  have  been  killed  in  attempting 
to  escape.  Convicts  are  employed  on  the  State  farms  and  on  con- 
tract work  in  different  sections  of  the  State.  Since  April  1,  1901,  at 
which  time  the  present  administration  came  in,  there  have  been 
deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  $100,002.99.  Expenditures  from 
April  1,  1901,  to  November  30,  1901,  $113,378.88,  which  includes  the 
payment  of  more  than  $30,000  of  debts  contracted  by  the  previous 
administration.  The  institution  has  no  appropriation  from  the 
State.  In  my  judgment  the  parole  system  is  totally  impracticable 
in  any  prisons  where  the  percentage  of  colored  prisoners  is  as  great; 
not  one  in  a  hundred  would  honor  his  parole.

We,  the  undersigned  Committee  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  1901  to  examine  the  State  Treasurer's  and  State 
Auditor's  books,  pursuant  to  Section  3360  of  The  Code,  beg- 
to  report  as  follows : 

In  the  month  of  December,  1901,  we  made  a  careful  exami- 
nation of  the  books  of  the  State  Treasurer  and  Auditor  and 
found  them  neatly  and  correctly  kept.  We  find  that  on  De- 
cember 1,  1900,  the  books  of  the  State  Treasurer  showed 
$101,143.22  on  hand.

The  receipts  of  this  Department  are  derived  entirely  from 
tonnage  tax  on  fertilizers'. 

We  note  the  warrant,  No.  29937,  of  $4,500,  drawn  Sep- 
tember 16,  1902,  in  payment  of  interest  for  six  months  on  the 
$200,000  borrowed  from  Park  National  Bank  of  New  York 
City.  This  warrant,  while  not,  in  our  opinion,  in  strict  ac- 
cordance with  law,  ought  to  have  been  drawn,  as  it  was  di- 
rected, approved  and  recommended  by  the  Council  of  State,, 
and  was  for  interest  on  money  loaned  for  the  use  of  the  State 
to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  charitable  institutions, 
and  for  public  education.  We  note  that  the  State  has  paid 
$1,880  capturing  escaped  convicts.  In  our  opinion  this  ex- 
pense should  be  borne  by  the  State  Prison,  and  we  recommend 
rhat  the  State  Prison  refund  this  amount  to  the  State. 

We  note  the  failure  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  Judges  to 
receipt  the  Auditor's  Department  for  their  monthly  salary. 
We  think  such  receipts  should  be  filed  with  the  Auditor.

By  section  1,  chapter 
631  of  the  Laws  of  1901,  the  office  of  Enrolling  Clerk  was 
abolished,  and  the  duty  of  enrolling  bills  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.
